THE  book  of  the  generation 
of  Jesus  Christ,  the  son  of 
David,  the  son  of  Abraham. 

2  Abraham  begat  Isaac;  and 
Isaac  begat  Jacob;  and  Jacob 
begat  Judas  and  his  brethren; 

3  And  Judas  begat  Fhares 
and  Zara  of  Thamar ;  and  Fha- 
res begat  Esrom;  and  Esrom 
begat  Aram; 

4  And  Aram  begat  Amina- 
dab;  and  Aminadab  begat  Na- 
asson;  and  Naasson  begat  Sal- 
mon; 

5  And  Sahnon  begat  Booz  of 
Rachab;  and  Booz  begat  Obed 
of  Ruth ;  and  Obed  begat  Jesse ; 

6  And  Jesse  begat  David  the 
king;  and  David  the  king  be- 
gat Solomon  of  her  thai  had 
been  the  wife  of  Urias; 

7  And  Solomon  begat  Robo- 
am;  and  Roboam  begat  Abia; 
and  Abia  begat  Asa; 

8  And  Asa  begat  Josaphat; 
and  Josaphat  begat  Joram;  and 
Joram  begat  Ozias; 

9  And  Ozias  begat  Joatham; 
and  Joatham  begat  Achaz ;  and 
Achaz  begat  Ezekias; 


10  And  Ezekias  begat  Manas- 
ses;  and  Manasses  begat  Amon; 
and  Amon  begat  Josias; 

11  And  Josias  begat  Jechoni- 
as  and  his  brethren,  about  the 
time  they  were  carried  away  to 
Babylon: 

12  And  after  they  were 
brought  to  Babylon,  Jechonias 
begat  Salathiel;  and  Salathiel 
begat  Zorobabel; 

13  And  Zorobabel  begat  Abi- 
ud;  and  Abiud  begat  Eliakim; 
and  Eliakim  begat  Azor; 

14  And  Azor  begat  Sadoc; 
and  Sadoc  begat  Achim;  and 
Achim  begat  Eliud; 

15  And  Eliud  begat  Eleazar; 
and  Eleazar  begat  Maithan; 
and  Matthan  begat  Jacob; 

16  And  Jacob  begat  Joseph 
the  husband  of  Maxy,  of  whom 
was  bom  Jesus,  who  is  called 
Christ. 

17  So  all  the  generations  from 
Abraham  to  David  are  fourteen 
generations;  and  from  David 
until  the  carrying  away  into 
Babylon  are  fourteen  genera- 
tions;  and  from  the  carrying 
away  into  Babylon  unto  Chrifft 
are  fourteen  generations. 

18  IT  Now  the  birth  of  Jesus 
Christ  was  on  thiswise :  When 
as  his  mother  Mary  was  es- 
poused to  Joseph,  before  they 
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directed  to  Christ. 


came  together,  she  was  found 
with  child  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

19  Then  Joseph  her  husband, 
being  a  just  many  and  not  will- 
ing  to  make  her  a  public  ex- 
ample, was  minded  to  put  her 
away  privily.    * 

20  But  while  he  thought  on 
these  things,  behold,  the  angel 
of  the  Lord  appeared  unto  lum 
in  a  dream,  saying,  Joseph, 
thou  son  of  David,  fear  not  to 
take  unto  thee  Mary  thy  wife : 
for  that  which  is  conceived  in 
her  is  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

21  And  she  shall  bring  forth 
a  son,  and  thou  shalt  call  his 
name  JESUS :  for  he  shall  save 
his  people  from  their  sins. 

22  Now  all  this  was  done,  that 
it  might  be  fulfilled  which  was 
spoken  of  the  Lord  by  the  pro- 
phet, saying, 

23  Behold,  a  virgin  shall  be 
with  child,  and  shaU  bring  forth 
a  son^nd  they  shall  c^  his 
name  Emmanuel,  which  being 
interpreted  is,  God  with  us. 

24  Then  Joseph  being  raised 
from  sleep  did  as  the  angel  of 
the  Lord  had  bidden  him,  and 
took  imto  him  his  wife: 

25  And  knew  her  not  till  she 
had  brought  forth  her  firstborn 
son:  and  he  called  his  name 
JESUS. 

CHAPTER  II. 

1  WU$  mm  from  the  eatt,  direeUd  hy  a  ttar^ 
inquire  after  OkruL  II  They  wor$hlp  him, 
and  offsr  their  pre$enti.  14  Joseph  Jleeth 
into  JSgwt,  with  Jesu$  and  hi$  mother.  16 
fferod  ilayeth  the  children,  19  After  hie 
death  Christ  ie  brought  back  again  to  the 
land  of  Jkrael^  and  thence  into  Qalilee  to 
NanaretK 

NOW  when  Jesus  was  bom 
in  Bethlehem  of  Judea  in 
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the  days  of  Herod  the  king, 
behold,  there  came  wise  men 
from  the  east  to  Jerusalem, 

2  Saying,  Where  is  he  that 
is  bom  King  of  the  Jews?  for 
we  have  seen  his  star  in  the 
east,  and  are  come  to  worship 
him. 

3  When  Herod  the  king  had 
heard  these  things^  he  was  trou- 
bled, and  all  Jerusalem  with 
him. 

4  And  when  he  had  gathered 
all  the  chief  priests  and  scribes 
of  the  people  together,  he  de- 
manded  of  them  where  Christ 
should  be  bom. 

5  And  they  said  unto  him.  In 
Bethlehem  of  Judea:  for  thus 
it  is  written  by  the  prophet, 

6  And  thou  Bethlehem,  m  the 
land  of  Judah,  art  not  the  least 
among  the  princes  of  Judah: 
for  out  of  thee  shall  come  a 
Governor,  that  shall  rule  my 
people  Israel. 

7  Then  Herod,  when  he  had 
privily  called  the  wise  men,  in- 
quired of  them  diligently  what 
time  the  star  appeared. 

8  And  he  sent  them  to  Beth* 
lehem,  and  said.  Go  and  search 
diligently  for  the  young  child; 
and  when  ye  have  found  Aim, 
bring  me  word  again,  that  I 
may  come  and  worship  him 
also. 

9  When  they  had  heard  the 
king,  they  departed;  and,  lo, 
the  star,  which  they  saw  in 
the  east,  went  before  them,  till 
it  came  and  stood  over  where 
the  young  child  was. 

10  When  they  saw  tiie  star, 
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they  rejoiced  with  exceeding 
great  joy. 

11  1[  And  when  they  were 
come  into  the  house,  they  saw 
the  young  child  with  Mary 
his  mother,  and  fell  down,  and 
worshipped  him:  and  when 
they  had  opened  their  treas- 
ures, they  presented  unto  him 
gifts;  gold,  and  frankincense, 
and  myrrh. 

12  And  being  warned  of  God 
in  a  dream  that  they  should 
not  return  to  Herod,  they  de- 
parted into  their  own  country 
another  way. 

13  And  when  they  were  de- 
parted, behold,  the  angel  of  the 
Ix)rd  appeareth  to  Joseph  in  a 
dream,  saying,  Arise,  and  take 
the  young  child  and  his  mo- 
ther,  and  flee  into  Egypt,  and 
be  thou  there  until  I  bring  thee 
word:  for  Herod  will  seek  the 
young  child  to  destroy  him. 

14  When  he  arose,  he  took 
the  yoimg  child  and  his  mo- 
ther  by  night,  and  departed  in- 
to  Egypt : 

15  And  was  there  until  the 
death  of  Herod:  that  it  might 
be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken 
of  the  Lord  by  the  prophet,  say- 
ing, Out  of  Egypt  have  I  call- 
ed my  son. 

16  IT  Then  Herod,  when  he 
saw  that  he  was  mocked  of 
the  wise  men,  was  exceeding 
wroth,  and  sent  forth,  and 
slew  all  the  children  that 
were  in  Bethlehem,  and  in  all 
the  coasts  thereof,  from  two 
years  old  and  under,  accord- 
ing to  the  time  which  he  had 


diligently  inquired  of  the  wise 
men. 

17  Then  was  fulfilled  that 
which  was  spoken  by  Jeremy 
the  prophet,  saying, 

18  In  Ramah  was  there  a 
voice  heard,  lamentation,  and 
weeping,  and  great  mourning, 
Rachel  weeping  for  her  child- 
ren, and  would  not  be  comfort- 
ed, because  they  are  not. 

19  If  But  when  Herod  was 
dead,  behold,  an  angel  of  the 
Ijord  appeareth  in  a  dream  to 
Joseph  in  Egypt, 

20  Saying,  Arise,  and  take 
the  young  child  and  his  mo- 
ther,  and  go  into  the  land  of 
Israel :  for  they  are  dead  which 
sought  the  young  child's  life. 

21  And  he  arose,  and  took 
the  young  child  and  his  mo- 
ther,  and  came  into  the  land 
of  Israel. 

22  But  when  he  heard  that 
Archelaus  did  reign  in  Judea 
in  the  room  of  his  father  Herod, 
he  was  afraid  to  go  thither: 
notwithstanding,  being  warn- 
ed of  Grod  in  a  dxeam,  he  turn- 
ed aside  into  the  parts  of  Ga- 
lilee: 

23  And  he  came  and  dwelt  in 
a  city  called  Nazareth:  that  it 
might  be  fulfilled  which  was 
spoken  by  the  prophets,  He 
shall  be  called  a  Nazarene. 

CHAPTER  III. 

1  Johnpreaeheth,  HUcffiet,  life,  and baptUm, 
7  Me  reprehendeth  the  Fhatiteei,  IS  He 
haptiteth  Christ  in  Jordan, 

IN  those  days  came  John  the 
Baptist,  preaching  in  the 
wilderness  of  Judea, 
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2  And  saying,  Repent  ye:  for 
the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  at 
hand. 

3  For  this  is  he  that  was 
spoken  of  hy  the  prophet  Esai- 
as,  saying,  The  voice  of  one 
crying  in  the  wilderness,  Pre- 
pare ye  the  way  of  the  Lord, 
make  his  paths  straight. 

4  And  the  same  John  had  his 
raiment  of  camel's  hair,  and  a 
leathern  girdle  about  his  loins; 
and  his  meat  was  locusts  and 
wild  honey. 

5  Then  went  out  to  him  Jeru- 
salem, and  all  Judea,  and  all 
the  region  round  about  Jordan, 

6  And  were  baptized  of  him 
in  Jordan,  confessing  their  sins. 

7  ^  But  when  he  saw  many 
of  the  Pharisees  and  Sadducees 
come  to  his  baptism,  he  said 
unto  them,  O  generation  of 
vipers,  who  hath  warned  you 
to  flee  from  the  wrath  to  come  ? 

8  Bring  forth  therefore  fruits 
meet  for  repentance : 

9  And  think  not  to  say  with- 
in yourselves.  We  have  Abra- 
ham to  our  father:  for  I  say 
unto  you,  that  God  is  able  of 
these  stones  to  raise  up  children 
unto  Abraham. 

10  And  now  also  the  axe  is 
laid  unto  the  root  of  the  trees: 
therefore  every  tree  which 
bringeth  not  forth  good  fruit  is 
hewn  down,  and  cast  into  the 
fire. 

Ill  indeed  baptize  you  with 
water  unto  repentance:  but 
he  that  cometh  after  me  is 
mightier  than  I,  whose  shoes 
I  am  not  worthy  to  bear :  he 
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shall   baptize  you  with  the 
Holy  Ghost,  and  with  fire : 

12  Whose  fan  is  in  his  hand, 
and  he  will  thoroughly  purge 
his  floor,  and  gather  his  wheat 
into  the  gamer;  but  he  will 
bum  up  the  chaff*  with  un- 
quenchable fire. 

13  ^  Then  cometh  Jesus  from 
Galilee  to  Jordan  unto  JohUi 
to  be  baptized  of  him. 

14  But  John  forbade  him,  say- 
ing, I  have  need  to  be  baptized 
of  thee,  and  comest  thou  to  me? 

15  And  Jesus  answering  said 
unto  him.  Suffer  it  to  be  so  now : 
for  thus  it  becometh  us  to  fill- 
fil  all  righteousness.  Then  he 
suffered  him. 

16  And  Jesus,  when  he  was 
baptized,  went  up  straightway 
out  of  the  water :  and,  lo,  the 
heavens  were  opened  unto  him, 
and  he  saw  the  Spirit  of  God 
descending  like  a  dove,  and 
lighting  upon  him : 

17  And  lo  a  voice  from  hea- 
ven, saying.  This  is  my  belov- 
ed Son,  in  whom  I  am  well 
pleased. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

1  Christ  foiteth,  and  U  tempted,  \\  The  an- 
gele  minister  unto  him,  13  JJtf  dvoelUth  in 
Capernaum^  17  beginneth  to  preach,  ISffe 
calleth  Peter t  and  Andrew,  21  James,  and 
John,  23  and  healeth  the  diseased, 

THEN  was  Jesus  led  up  of 
the  Spirit  into  the  wil- 
derness to  be  tempted  of  the 
devil. 

2  And  when  he  had  fasted 
forty  days  and  forty  nights,  he 
was  afterward  ahungered. 

3  And  when  the  tempter  came 
to  him,  he  said.  If  thou  be  the 


Be  is  tempted  of  the  devil.    CHAPTER   IV.      Peter  and  others  called. 


Son  of  God,  commaiid  that 
these  stones  be  made  bread. 

4  But  he  answered  and  said, 
It  is  written,  Man  shall  not 
hve  by  bread  alone,  but  by 
every  word  that  proceedeth  out 
of  the  mouth  of  God. 

5  Then  the  devil  taketh  him 
up  into  the  holy  city,  and  set- 
teth  him  on  a  pinnacle  of  the 
temple, 

6  And  saith  unto  him.  If  thou 
be  the  Son  of  God,  oast  thyself 
down:  for  it  is  written,  He 
shall  ^ve  his  angels  charge 
concerning  thee :  and  in  their 
hands  they  shall  bear  thee  up, 
lest  at  any  time  thou  dash  thy 
foot  against  a  stone. 

7  Jesus  said  unto  him,  It  is 
written  again,  Thou  shalt  not 
tempt  the  Lord  thy  God. 

8  Again,  the  devil  taketh  him 
up  into  an  exceeding  high 
mountain,  and  sheweth  him 
all  the  kingdoms  of  the  world, 
and  the  glory  of  them ; 

9  Ajid  saith  unto  him.  All 
these  things  will  I  give  thee, 
if  thou  wilt  fall  down  and 
worship  me. 

10  Then  saith  Jesus  unto  him, 
Get  thee  hence,  Satan :  for  it 
is  written.  Thou  shalt  worship 
the  Lord  thy  God,  and  him 
only  shalt  thou  serve. 

11  Then  the  devil  leaveth 
him,  and,  behold,  angels  came 
and  ministered  unto  him. 

12  IT  Now  when  Jesus  had 
heard  that  John  was  cast  into 
prison,hedepartedinto  Galilee; 

13  Aiid  leaving  Nazareth,  he 
came  and  dwelt  in  Capernaum, 


which  is  upon  the  sea  coast, 
in  the  borders  of  Zebulun  and 
Nephthalim  : 

14  That  it  might  be  fulfilled 
which  was  spoken  by  Esaias 
the  prophet,  saying, 

15  The  land  pf  !&bulun,  and 
the  land  of  Nephthalim,  by  the 
way  of  the  sea,  beyond  Jordan, 
Galilee  of  the  Gentiles ; 

16  The  people  which  sat  in 
darkness  saw  great  light ;  and 
to  them  which  sat  in  the  region 
and  shadow  of  death  light  is 
sprung  up. 

17  IT  From  that  time  Jesus 
began  to  preach,  and  to  say, 
Repent:  for  the  kingdom  of 
heaven  is  at  hand. 

18  ^  And  Jesus,  walking  by 
the  sea  of  Galilee,  saw  two 
brethren,  Simon  called  Peter, 
and  Andrew  his  brother,  cast- 
ing a  net  into  the  sea:  for  they 
were  fishers. 

19  And  he  saith  unto  them. 
Follow  me,  and  I  will  make 
you  fishers  of  men. 

20  And  they  straightway  left 
their  nets,  and  followed  him. 

21  And  going  on  from  thence, 
he  saw  other  two  brethren, 
James  the  son  of  Zebedee,  and 
John  bis  brother,  in  a  ship  with 
Zebedee  their  father,  mending 
their  nets ;  and  he  called  them. 

22  And  they  immediately 
left  the  ship  and  their  father, 
and  followed  him. 

23  ^  And  Jesus  went  about 
all  Galilee,  teaching  in  their 
synagogues,  and  preaching  the 
gospel  of  the  langdom,  and 
healing  all  manner  of  sick- 
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ness  and  all  manner  of  disease 
among  the  people. 

24  And  his  fame  went  through, 
out  all  Syria:  and  they  brought 
unto  him  all  sick  people  iSisi 
were  taken  with  divers  diseases 
and  torments,  and  those  which 
were  possessed  with  devils, 
and  those  which  were  lunatic, 
and  those  that  had  the  palsy ; 
and  he  healed  thenu 

25  And  there  followed  him 
great  multitudes  of  people  from 
Galilee,  and  from  Decapolis, 
and  from  Jerusalem,  and  from 
Judea,  and  from  beyond  Jor- 
dan. 

CHAPTER  V. 

1  Ckri8t*8  temum  on  the  mount,  Z  He  de- 
dareth  who  are  bleued;  IZ  he  calleth  hit 
di9eiple8  the  talt  of  the  earth,  14  and  the 
light  of  the  world,  11  He  came  to  fulfil 
the  law.  21  Its  extent  ehewn  by  reference 
to  killing,  27  to  adultery,  88  and,  to 
twearing,  88  He  exhorteth  to  euffer  wrong, 
44  to  love  our  enemiee,  48  and  to  be  per- 
fect. 

AND  seeing  the  multitudes, 
he  went  up  into  a  mount- 
ain :  and  when  ne  was  set,  his 
disciples  came  unto  him : 

2  And  he  opened  his  mouth, 
and  taught  them,  saying, 

3  Blessed  are  the  poor  in 
spirit :  for  theirs  is  the  kingdom 
of  heaven. 

4  Blessed  are  they  that  mourn  : 
for  they  shall  be  comforted. 

6  Blessed  are  the  meek :  for 
they  shall  inherit  the  earth. 

6  Blessed  are  they  which  do 
hunger  and  thirst  after  right- 
eousness:  for  they  shall  be 
fiUed. 

7  Blessed  are  the  merciful: 
for  they  shall  obtain  mercy. 

a 


8  Blessed  are  the  pure  in 
heart :  for  they  shall  see  God. 

9  Blessed  are  the  peacemak- 
ers :  for  they  shall  be  called 
the  children  of  God. 

10  Blessed  are  they  which 
are  persecuted  for  righteous- 
ness' sake:  for  theirs  is  the 
kingdom  of  heaven. 

11  Blessed  are  ye,  when  Tnen 
shall  revile  you,  and  persecute 
youy  and  shall  say  all  manner 
of  evil  against  you  falsely,  for 
my  sake. 

12  Rejoice,  and  be  exceed- 
ing glad:  for  great  is  your  re- 
ward in  heaven :  for  so  perse- 
cuted they  the  prophets  which 
were  before  you. 

13  ^  Ye  are  the  salt  of  the 
earth:  but  ifthe  salt  have  lost 
his  savour,  wherewith  shall  it 
be  salted?  it  is  thenceforth 
good  for  nothing,  but  to  be  cast 
out,  and  to  be  trodden  under 
foot  of  men. 

14  Ye  are  the  light  of  the 
world.  A  city  that  is  set  on  a 
hill  cannot  be  hid. 

15  Neither  do  men  light  a 
candle,  and  put  it  under  a 
bushel,  but  on  a  candlestick ; 
and  it  giveth  light  unto  all 
that  are  in  the  house. 

16  Let  your  light  so  shine 
before  men,  that  tiiey  may  see 
your  good  works,  and  glorify 
your  Father  which  is  in  heaven. 

17  IT  Think  not  that  I  am 
come  to  destroy  the  law,  or 
the  prophets :  I  am  not  come 
to  destroy,  but  to  fulfil. 

18  For  verily  I  say  unto  you, 
TiU  heaven  and  earth  pass, 
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one  jot  or  one  tittle  shall  in 
no  wise  pass  from  the  law,  till 
aU  be  falfiUecL 

19  Whosoever  therefore  shall 
break  one  of  these  least  com- 
mandments, and  shall  teach 
men  so,  he  shall  be  called  the 
least  in  the  kingdom  of  hea- 
ven :  but  whosoever  shall  do 
and  teach  thentj  the  same  shall 
be  called  great  in  the  kingdom 
of  heaven. 

20  For  I  say  unto  you,  That 
except  your  righteousness  shall 
exceed  the  righteousness  of  the 
s^bes  and  Pharisees,  ye  shall 
in  no  case  enter  into  the  king- 
dom of  heaven. 

21  IT  Ye  have  heard  that  it 
was  said  by  them  of  old  time. 
Thou  shalt  not  kill ;  and  who- 
soever shall  kill  shall  be  in 
danger  of  the  judgment : 

22  But  I  say  unto  you.  That 
whosoever  is  angry  with  his 
brother  without  a  cause  shall 
be  in  danger  of  the  jud^ent : 
and  whosoever  shall  say  to  his 
brother,  Raca,  shall  be  in  dan- 
ger of  the  coimcil :  but  whoso- 
ever shall  say.  Thou  fool,  shall 
be  in  danger  of  hell  fire. 

23  Therefore  if  thou  bring 
thy  gift  to  the  altar,  and  there 
rememberest  that  thy  brother 
hath  aught  against  thee ; 

24  Leave  there  thy  gift  be- 
fore  the  altar,  and  go  thy  way ; 
first  be  reconciled  to  thy  bro- 
ther, and  then  come  ana  ofier 
thy  gift. 

25  Agree  with  thine  adver- 
sary quic^y,  while  thou  art  in 
the  way  with  him ;  lest  at  any 


time  the  adversary  deliver 
thee  to  the  judge,  and  the 
judge  deliver  thee  to  the  of- 
ficer, and  thou  be  cast  into 
prison. 

26  Verily  I  say  unto  thee. 
Thou  shalt  by  no  means  come 
out  thence,  tUl  thou  hast  paid 
the  uttermost  farthing. 

27  IT  Ye  have  heai^  that  it 
was  said  by  them  of  old  time, 
Thou  shalt  not  commit  adul- 
tery: 

28  But  I  say  unto  you,  That 
whosoever  looketh  on  a  wo^ 
man  to  lust  after  her  hath 
committed  adultery  witn  her 
already  in  his  heart. 

29  And  if  thy  right  eye  of- 
fend thee,  pluck  it  out,  and 
cast  it  from  thee :  for  it  is  pro- 
fitable  for  thee  that  one  of  thy 
members  should  perish,  and 
not  that  thy  whole  body  should 
be  cast  into  hell. 

30  And  if  thy  right  hand  of- 
fend thee,  cut  it  off*,  and  cast 
it  from  thee :  for  it  is  profita- 
ble for  thee  that  one  of  thy 
members  should  perish,  and  not 
that  thy  whole  body  should  be 
cast  into  hell. 

31  It  hath  been  said.  Who- 
soever shall  put  away  his  wife, 
let  him  give  her  a  writing  of 
divorcement : 

82  But  I  say  unto  you.  That 
whosoever  shall  put  away  his 
wife,  saving  for  the  cause  of 
fornication,  causeth  her  to  com- 
mit adultery:  and  whosoever 
shall  marry  her  that  is  divor- 
ced committoth  adultery. 

38  IT  Again,  ye  have  heard 
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that  it  hath  been  said  by  them 
of  old  time,  Thou  shalt  not 
forswear  thyself,  but  shalt  per- 
form unto  the  Lord  thine  oaths : 

34  But  I  say  unto  you,  Swear 
not  at  all ;  neither  by  heaven ; 
for  it  is  God's  throne : 

35  Nor  by  the  earth;  for  it 
is  his  footstool :  neither  by  Je- 
rusalem ;  for  it  is  the  city  of 
the  great  King. 

36  Neither  shalt  thou  swear 
by  thy  head,  because  thou 
canst  not  make  one  hair  white 
or  black. 

37  But  let  your  communica- 
tion be,  Yea,  yea ;  Nay,  nay : 
for  whatsoever  is  more  than 
these  Cometh  of  evil. 

38  IF  Ye  have  heard  that  it 
hath  been  said.  An  eye  for  an 
eye,  and  a  tooth  for  a  tooth : 

39  But  I  say  unto  you,  That 
ye  resist  not  evil :  but  whoso- 
ever shall  smite  thee  on  thy 
right  cheek,  turn  to  him  the 
other  also. 

40  And  if  any  man  will  sue 
thee  at  the  law,  and  take  away 
thy  coat,  let  him  have  thy  cloak 
also. 

41  And  whosoever  shall  com- 
pel thee  to  go  a  mile,  go  with 
him  twain. 

42  Give  to  him  that  asketh 
thee,  and  from  him  that  would 
borrow  of  ttiee  turn  not  thou 
Away. 

43  IT  Ye  have  heard  that  it 
hath  been  said,  Thou  shalt 
love  thy  neighbour,  and  hate 
thine  enemy. 

44  But  I  say  unto  you,  Love 
your  enemies,  bless  them  that 
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curse  you,  do  good  to  them  that 
hate  you,  and  pray  for  them 
which  despitefUlly  use  you, 
and  persecute  you ; 
46  That  ye  may  be  the  chil- 
dren of  your  Father  which  is 
in  heaven :  for  he  maketh  his 
sun  to  rise  on  the  evil  and  on 
the  good,  and  sendeth  rain  on 
the  just  and  on  the  imjust. 

46  For  ifye  love  them  which 
love  you,  what  reward  have 
ye  ?  do  not  even  the  publicans 
the  same  ? 

47  And  if  ye  saJ,ute  your  bre- 
thren only,  what  do  ye  more 
than  others  ?  do  not  even  the 
publicans  so  ? 

48  Be  ye  therefore  perfect, 
even  as  your  Father  which  is 
in  heaven  is  perfect. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

1  Christ  eontinveth  his  Mrmofi  on  the  mount ; 
speaking  of  alms,  6  prayer,  14  forgiving 
our  brethren,  le  fasting,  19  wliere  our  treas- 
ure is  to  be  laid  up,  24  and  of  serving  Qod, 
and  mammon,  25  He  exhorteth  not  to  he 
careful  for  worldly  thinas;  38  hut  to  seek 
first  the  kifigdom  of  OoJL 

TAKE  heed  that  ye  do  not 
your  alms  before  men,  to 
be  seen  of  them :  otherwise  ye 
have  no  reward  of  your  Father 
which  is  in  heaven. 

2  Therefore  when  thou  doest 
thine  alms,  do  not  sound  a 
trumpet  before  thee,  as  the  hy- 
pocrites do  in  the  synagogues 
and  in  the  streets,  that  they 
may  have  glory  of  men.  Verily 
I  say  unto  you,  They  have 
their  reward. 

3  But  when  thou  doest  alms, 
let  not  thy  left  hand  know 
what  thy  right  hand  doeth : 

4  That  thine  alms  may  be  in

CHAPTER  VI. 


and  fasting. 


secret:  and  thy  Father  which 
9eeth  in  secret  himself  shall 
reward  thee  openly. 

5  IT  And  when  then  prayest, 
thou  shalt  not  be  as  the  hy- 
pocrites are :  for  they  love 
to  pray  standing  in  the  syna- 
gogues and  in  the  comers  of 
the  streets,  that  they  may  be 
seen  of  men.  Verily  I  say  imto 
you,  They  have  their  reward. 

6  But  thou,  when  thou  pray- 
est,  enter  into  thy  closet,  and 
when  thou  hast  shut  thy  door, 
pray  to  thy  Fattier  which  is  in 
secret ;  and  thy  Father  which 
seeth  in  secret  shall  reward 
thee  openly. 

7  But  when  ye  pray,  use  not 
vain  repetitions,  as  the  hea- 
then do :  for  they  think  that 
they  shall  be  heard  for  their 
much  speaking. 

8  Be  not  ye  therefore  like 
unto  them:  for  your  Father 
knoweth  what  things  ye  have 
need  of,  before  ye  ask  him. 

9  After  this  manner  therefore 
pray  ye :  Our  Father  which 
art  in  heaven,  Hallowed  be 
thy  name. 

10  Thy  kingdom  come.  Thy 
will  be  done  in  eaxth,  as  it  is 
in  heaven. 

11  Give  us  this  day  our 
daily  bread. 

12  And  forgive  us  our  debts, 
as  we  forgive  our  debtors. 

13  And  lead  us  not  into 
temptation,  but  deliver  us  from 
evil :  For  thine  is  the  kingdom, 
and  the  power,  and  the  glory, 
for  ever*    Amen. 

14  For  if  ye  forgive  men 


their  trespasses,  your  heaven- 
ly Father  will  also  forgive  you : 

15  But  if  ye  forgive  not 
men  their  trespasses,  neither 
will  your  Father  forgive  your 
trespasses. 

16  ^  Moreover  when  ye  fast, 
be  not,  as  the  hypocrites,  of  a 
sad  countenance :  for  they  dis- 
figure their  faces,  that  they 
may  appear  unto  men  to  fast. 
Verily  I  say  unto  you,  They 
have  their  reward. 

17  But  thou,  when  thou 
fastest,  anoint  thine  head,  and 
wash  thy  face ; 

18  That  thou  appear  not 
unto  men  to  fast,  but  unto  thy 
Father  which  is  in  secret :  and 
thy  Father  which  seeth  in  se- 
cret  shall  reward  thee  openly. 

19  ^  Lay  not  up  for  your- 
selves treasures  upon  earth, 
where  moth  and  rust  doth  cor- 
rupt,  and  where  thieves  break 
through  and  steal : 

20  But  lay  up  for  yourselves 
treasures  in  heaven,  where 
neither  moth  nor  rust  doth 
corrupt,  and  where  thieves  do 
not  break  through  nor  steal : 

21  For  where  your  treasure 
is,  there  will  your  heart  be 
also. 

22  The  light  of  the  body  is 
the  eye :  if  therefore  thine  eye 
be  single,  thy  whole  body  shall 
be  full  of  light. 

23  But  if  thine  eye  be  evil, 
thy  whole  body  shall  be  full  of 
darkness.  If  therefore  the  light 
that  is  in  thee  be  darkness,  how 
great  is  that  darkness  ! 

24  IT  No  man  can  serve  two 
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masters :  for  either  he  will  hate 
the  one,  and  love  the  other ;  or 
else  he  will  hold  to  the  one, 
and  despise  the  other.  Ye 
cannot  serye  God  and  mam- 
mon. 

25  Therefore  I  say  unto  you, 
Take  no  thought  for  your  life, 
what  ye  shall  eat,  or  what  ye 
shall  drink;  nor  yet  for  your 
body,  what  ye  shall  put  on.  Is 
not  the  life  more  than  meat, 
and  the  body  than  raiment? 

26  Behold  the  fowls  of  the 
air :  for  they  sow  not,  neither 
do  they  reap,  nor  gather  into 
bams ;  yet  your  hearenly  Fa- 
ther feedeth  them.  Are  ye  not 
much  better  than  they  ? 

27  Which  of  you  by  taking 
thought  can  add  one  cubit  un^ 
to  his  stature  ? 

28  And  why  take  ye  thought 
for  raiment?  Consider  the 
lilies  of  the  field,  how  they 
grow;  they  toil  not,  neither  do 
Siey  spin : 

29  And  yet  I  say  imto  you. 
That  even  Solomon  in  all  his 
glory  was  not  arrayed  like  one 
of  these. 

30  Wherefore,  if  God  so 
clothe  the  grass  of  the  field, 
which  to  day  is,  and  to  morrow 
is  "cast  into  the  oven,  shall  he 
not  much  more  clothe  you,  O 
ye  of  little  faith  ? 

31  Therefore  take  no  thought, 
saying,  What  shall  we  eat  ?  or. 
What  shall  we  drink?  or. 
Wherewithal  shall  we  be  clo- 
thed? 

32  (For  after  all  these  things 
do  the  Gentiles  seek :)  for  your 
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heavenly  Father  knoweth  that 
ye  have  need  of  all  these  things. 

33  But  seek  ye  first  the  king- 
dom of  God,  and  his  righteous- 
ness;  and  all  these  things  shall 
be  added  unto  you. 

34  Take  therefore  no  thought 
for  the  morrow :  for  the  morrow 
shall  take  thought  for  the  things 
of  itself.  Sufiicient  imto  the 
day  U  the  evil  thereof. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

1  Ohritt  eontinusth  hit  wrmon  on  th$  mount :  At 
reproveth  rathjudgment ;  ^forbiddeth  to  ea$t 
holy  things  to  dogt ;  7  exhorteth  to  prayer^  18 
to  enter  in  at  the  strait  gate^  15  to  beware  of 
false  prophets^  21  and  not  to  be  hearers,  but 
doers  of  the  word;  24  like  the  man  that  build- 
eth  his  house  on  a  rock,  26  and  not  on  the  sand. 

JUDGE  not,  that  ye  be  not 
fudged. 

2  For  with  what  judgment 
ye  judge,  ye  shall  be  judged : 
and  with  what  measure  ye 
mete,  it  shall  be  measured  ,to 
you  again. 

3  And  why  beholdest  thou 
the  mote  that  is  in  thy  brother's 
eye,  but  considerest  not  the 
beam  that  is  in  thine  own  eye? 

4  Or  how  wilt  thou  say  to 
thy  brother.  Let  me  pull  out 
the  mote  out  of  thine  eye ;  and, 
behold,  a  beam  is  in  thine  own 
eye? 

5  Thou  hypocrite,  first  cast 
out  the  beam  out  of  thine  own 
eye  ;  and  then  shalt  thou  see 
clearly  to  cast  out  the  mote  out 
of  thy  brother's  eye. 

6  T[  Give  not  that  which  is 
holy  imto  the  dogs,  neither  cast 
ye  your  pearls  before  swine, 
lest  they  trample  them  under 
their  feet,  and  turn  again  and 
rend  you. 
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7  IT  Ask,  and  it  shall  be  given 
you ;  seek,  and  ye  shall  find  ; 
knock,  and  it  shall  be  opened 
unto  you  : 

8  For  every  one  that  asketh 
receiveth;  and  he  that  seeketh 
findeth ;  and  to  him  that  knock- 
eth  it  shall  be  opened. 

9  Or  what  man  is  there  of 
you,  whom  if  his  son  ask  bread, 
will  he  give  him  a  stone  ? 

10  Or  if  he  ask  a  fish,  will 
he  give  him  a  serpent  ? 

11  K  ye  then,  being  evil, 
know  how  to  give  go<S  gifts 
unto  your  children,  how  much 
more  shall  your  Father  which 
is  in  heaven  give  good  things 
to  them  that  ask  him  ? 

12  Therefore  all  things  what- 
soever ye  would  that  men 
should  do  to  you,  do  ye  even 
so  to  them :  for  this  is  the  law 
and  the  prophets. 

13  %  Enter  ye  in  at  the  strait 
gate:  for  wide  is  the  gate,  and 
broad  is  the  way,  that  leadeth 
to  destruction,  and  many  there 
be  which  go  in  thereat : 

14  Because  strait  is  the  gate, 
and  narrow  i$  the  way,  which 
leadeth  unto  life,  and  few  there 
be  that  find  it. 

15  IT  Beware  of  false  prophets, 
which  come  to  you  in  sheep's 
clothing,  but  inwardly  they  are 
ravening-wolves. 

1 6  Ye  shall  knowthemby  their 
fruits.  Do  men  gather  grapes 
of  thorns,  or  figs  of  thistles  ? 

17  Even  so  every  good  tree 
bringeth  forth  good  fruit ;  but 
a  corrupt  tree  bringeth  forth 
evil  fimit. 


18  A  good  tree  cannot  bring 
forth  evil  fruit,  neither  can  a 
corrupt  tree  bring  forth  good 
fruit. 

19  Every  tree  that  bringeth 
not  forth  good  fruit  is  hewn 
down,  and  cast  into  the  fire. 

20  Wherefore  by  their  fruits 
ye  shall  know  them. 

21  ^  Not  every  one  that  saith 
unto  me.  Lord,  Lord,  shall  en- 
ter into  the  kingdom  of  heaven ; 
but  he  that  doeth  the  will  of  my 
Father  which  is  in  heaven. 

22  Many  will  say  to  me  in 
that  day.  Lord,  Lord,  have  we 
not  prophesied  in  thy  name  ? 
and  in  thy  name  have  cast  out 
devils  ?  and  in  thy  name  done 
many  wonderful  works? 

23  And  then  will  I  profess 
unto  them,  I  never  knew  you : 
depart  from  me,  ye  that  work 
iniquity. 

24  ^  Therefore  whosoever 
heareth  these  sayings  of  mine, 
and  doeth  them,  I  will  liken 
him  unto  a  wise  man,  which 
built  his  house  upon  a  rock: 

25  And  the  rain  descended, 
and  the  floods  came,  and  the 
winds  blew,  and  beat  upon  that 
house ;  and  it  fell  not :  for  it 
was  founded  upon  a  rock. 

26  And  every  one  that  hear- 
eth these  sayings  of  mine,  and 
doeth  them  not,  shall  be  liken- 
ed imto  a  foolish  man,  which 
built  his  house  upon  the  sand : 

27  And  the  rain  descended, 
and  the  floods  came,  and  the 
winds  blew,  and  beat  upon 
that  house;  and  it  fell:  and 
great  was  the  fall  of  it. 
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28  And  it  came  to  pass,  when 
Jesus  had  ended  these  sayings, 
the  people  were  astonished  at 
his  doctrine : 

29  For  he  taught  them  as  on^ 
having  authority,  and  not  as 
the  scribes. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

1  Cfhrist  eUanneth  th$  leper ;  5  healeth  tKe 
centuriotCa  $ervant^  14  Peter  t  mother  in 
laWf  1 6  and  many  other  diseaeed  per  bom  ;  1 8 
aheweth  how  he  ia  to  befollotoed;  28  atilleth 
the  tempeat  on  the  aea  ;  28  driveth  the  devila 
out  of  two  men  poaaeased;  81  and  auffereth 
tfiem  to  go  into  the  awine. 

WHEN  he  was  come  down 
from  the  mountain,  great 
multitudes  followed  him. 

2  And,  behold,  there  came  a 
leper  and  worshipped  him,  say- 
ing. Lord,  if  thou  wilt,  thou 
cajost  make  me  clean. 

8  And  Jesus  put  forth  his 
hand,  and  touched  him,  say- 
ing, I  will;  be  thou  clean. 
And  immediately  his  leprosy 
was  cleansed. 

4  And  Jesus  saith  unto  him, 
See  thou  tell  no  man ;  but  go 
thy  way,  shew  thyself  to  the 
priest,  and  offer  the  gift  that 
Moses  commanded,  for  a  testi- 
mony unto  them. 

5  ^  And  when  Jesus  was 
entered  into  Capernaum,  there 
came  unto  him  a  centurion, 
beseecihing  him, 

6  And  saying.  Lord,  my  ser- 
vant lieth  at  home  sick  pf  the 
palsy,  grievously  tormented. 

7  And  Jesus  saith  unto  him, 
I  will  come  and  heal  him. 

8  The  centurion  answered 
and  said.  Lord,  I  am  not  wor- 
thy that  thou  shouldest  come 
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under  my  roof:  but  speak  the 
word  only,  and  my  servant 
shall  be  healed. 

9  For  I  am  a  man  under 
authority,  having  soldiers  un- 
der me :  and  I  say  to  this  man^ 
Go,  and  he  goeth;  and  to  ano- 
ther. Come,  and  he  cometh; 
and  to  my  servant.  Do  this, 
and  he  doeth  it. 

10  When  Jesus  heard  it^  he 
marvelled,  and  said  to  them 
that  followed,  Verily  I  say 
unto  you,  I  have  not  found  so 
great  faith,  no,  not  in  Israel. 

11  And  I  say  unto  you.  That 
many  shall  come  from  the  east 
and  west,  and  shall  sit  down 
with  Abraham,  and  Isaac,  and 
Jacob,  in  the  kingdom  of  hea- 
ven: 

12  But  the  children  of  the 
kingdom  shall  be  cast  out  in- 
to outer  darkness :  there  shall 
be  weeping  and  gnashing  of 
teeth. 

13  And  Jesus  said  unto  the 
centurion.  Go  thy  way;  and 
sa  thou  hast  believed,  so 
be  it  done  imto  thee.  And 
his  servant  was  healed  in  the 
selfsame  hour. 

14  ^  And  when  Jesus  was 
come  into  Peter's  house,  he 
saw  his  wife's  mother  laid, 
and  sick  of  a  fever. 

15  And  he  touched  her  hand, 
and  the  fever  left  her:  and 
she  arose,  and  ministered  un- 
to them. 

16  ^  When  the  even  was 
come,  they  brought  unto  him 
many  that  were  possessed  with 
devils:   and  he  cast  out  the 
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spirits   with   his   word,    and 
healed  all  that  were  sick : 

17  That  it  might  he  fulfilled 
which  was  spoken  hy  Esaias 
the  prophet,  saying,  Himself 
took  our  infirmities,  and  hare 
our  sicknesses. 

18  IT  Now  when  Jesus  saw 
great  multitudes  ahout  him, 
he  gave  commandment  to  de- 
part imto  the  other  side. 

19  And  a  certain  scrihe  came, 
and  said  unto  him,  Master,  I 
will  follow  thee  whithersoever 
thou  goest. 

20  And  Jesus  saith  unto  him. 
The  foxes  have  holes,  and  the 
hirds  of  the  air  have  nests; 
but  the  Son  of  man  hath  not 
where  to  lay  his  head. 

21  And  another  of  his  disci- 
pies  said  unto  him,  Lord,  sufier 
me  first  to  go  and  bury  my 
father. 

22  But  Jesus  said  unto^him. 
Follow  me ;  and  let  the  dead 
bury  their  dead. 

23  ^  And  when  he  was  en- 
tered  into  a  ship,  his  disciples 
fidlowed  him. 

24  And,  behold,  there  arose 
a  great  tempest  in  the  sea, 
insomuch  that  the  ship  was 
covered  with  the  waves:  but 
he  was  asleep. 

25  And  his  disciples  came  to 
him^  and  awoke  him,  saying. 
Lord,  save  us :  we  perish. 

26  And  he  saith  unto  them. 
Why  are  ye  fearful,  O  ye  of 
little  faith  ^  Then  he  arose, 
and  rebuked  the  winds  and 
the  sea;  and  there  wa«  a 
great  calm. 


27  But  the  men  marvelled, 
saying,  What  manner  of  man 
is  this,  that  even  the  winds 
and  the  sea  obey  him ! 

28  IT  And  when  he  was  come 
to  the  other  side  into  the 
country  of  the  Gergesenes, 
there  met  him  two  possessed 
with  devils,  coming  out  of  the 
tombs,  exceeding  fierce,  so  that 
no  man  might  pass  by  that 
way. 

29  And,  behold,  they  cried 
out,  saying.  What  have  we 
to  do  with  thee,  Jesus,  thou 
Son  of  God?  art  thou  come 
hither  to  torment  us  before  the 
time? 

30  And  there  was  a  good 
way  oflF  from  them  a  herd  of 
many  swine  feeding. 

31  So  the  devils  besought 
him,  saying.  If  thou  cast  us 
out,  suffer  us  to  go  away  into 
the  herd  of  swine. 

32  And  he  said  unto  them, 
Go.  And  when  they  were 
come  out,  they  went  into  the 
herd  of  swine:  and,  behold, 
the  whole  herd  of  swine  ran 
violently  down  a  steep  place 
into  the  sea,  and  perished  in 
the  waters. 

33  And  they  that  kept  them 
fled,  and  went  their  ways  into 
the  city,  and  told  every  thing, 
and  what  was  befallen  to  the 
posseted  of  the  devils. 

34  And,  behold,  the  whole 
city  came  out  to  meet  Je- 
sus :  and  when  they  saw  him, 
they  besought  him  that  he 
would  depart  out  of  their 
coasts. 
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CHAPTER  IX. 

1  Chritt  cureth  one  nek  of  the  palsy  ;  9  ealleth 
Matthew  from  the  receipt  ofcMiom  ;  1 0  eateth 
with  publieane  and  einners  ;  14  defendeth  hie 
diectplcB  for  not  fasting  ;  20  cureth  the  bloody 
issue  ;  28  raisethfuom  death  Jairui  daugh- 
ter ;  27  giveth  sight  to  two  blind  men ;  82 
healeth  a  dumb  man  possessed  of  a  devil ;  86 
and  hath  compassion  on  the  multitude, 

AND  he  entered  into  a  ship, 
.  and  passed  over,  and  came 
into  his  own  city. 

2  And,  behold,  they  brought 
to  him  a  man  sick  of  the  palsy, 
lying  on  abed :  and  Jesus  seeing 
their  faith  said  unto  the  sick  of 
the  palsy ;  Son,  be  of  good  cheer ; 
thy  sins  be  forgiven  thee. 

3  And,  behold,  certain  of  the 
scribes  said  within  themselves. 
This  man  bla^phemeth. 

4  And  Jesus  knowing  their 
thoughts  said.  Wherefore  think 
ye  evil  in  your  hearts  ? 

5  For  whether  is  easier,  to 
say,  Thy  sins  be  forgiven  thee ; 
or  to  say,  Arise,  and  walk  ? 

6  But  that  ye  may  know  that 
the  Son  of  man  hath  power  on 
earth  to  forgive  sins,  (then  saith 
he  to  the  sick  of  the  palsy,) 
Arise,  take  up  thy  bed,  and  go 
imto  thine  house. 

7  And  he  arose,  and  departed 
to  his  house. 

8  But  when  the  multitudes 
saw  tf,  they  marvelled,  and 
glorified  God,  which  had  given 
such  power  unto  men. 

9  ^  And  as  Jesus  passed  forth 
from  thence,  he  saw  a  man, 
named  Matthew,  sitting  at  the 
receipt  of  custom :  and  he  saith 
unto  him.  Follow  me.  And  he 
arose,  and  followed  him. 

10  IT  And  it  came  to  peiss,  as 
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Jesus  sat  at  meat  in  the  house, 
behold,  many  publicans  and 
sinners  came  and  sat  down 
with  him  and  his  disciples. 

11  And  when  the  Pharisees 
saw  ity  they  said  unto  his 
disciples.  Why  eateth  your 
master  with  publicans  and 
sinners  ? 

12  But  when  Jesus  heard 
thaty  he  said  unto  them.  They 
that  be  whole  need  not  a  phy- 
sician, but  they  that  are  sick. 

13  But  go  ye  and  learn  what 
that  meaneth,  I  will  have  mer- 
cy,  and  not  sacrifice :  for  I  am 
not  come  to  call  the  righteous, 
but  sinners  to  repentance. 

14  IT  Then  came  to  him  the 
disciples  of  John,  saying,  Wliy 
do  we  and  the  Pharisees  fast 
oft,  but  thy  disciples  fast  not? 

15  And  Jesus  said  unto  them, 
Can  the  children  of  the  bride- 
chamber  mourn,  as  long  as  the 
bridegroom  is  with  them?  but 
the  days  will  come,  when  tiie 
bridegroom  shall  be  taken  from 
them,  and  then  shall  they  fast. 

16  No  man  putteth  a  piece 
of  new  cloth  unto  an  old  gar- 
ment; for  that  which  is  put 
in  to  fill  it  up  taketh  from  the 
garment,  and  the  rent  is  made 
worse. 

17  Neither  do  men  put  new 
wine  into  old  bottles:  else  the 
bottles  break,  and  the  wine 
runneth  out,  and  the  bottles 
perish:  but  they  put  new 
wine  into  new  bottles,  and 
both  are  preserved. 

18  IT  While  he  spake  these 
things    unto    them,   behold. 
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there  came  a  certain  ruler,  and 
worshipped  him,  saying,  My 
daughter  is  even  now  dead: 
but  come  and  lay  thy  hand 
upon  her,  and  she  shall  live. 

19  And  Jesus  arose,  and 
followed  him,  and  so  did  his 
disciples. 

20  1[  And,  behold,  a  woman, 
which  was  diseased  with  an 
issue  of  blood  twelve  years, 
came  behind  hiniy  and  touched 
the  hem  of  his  garment : 

21  For  she  said  within  her- 
self,  K  I  may  but  touch  his 
garment,  I  shall  be  whole. 

22  But  Jesus  turned  him 
about,  and  when  he  saw  her, 
he  said.  Daughter,  be  of  good 
comfort ;  thy  faith  hath  made 
thee  whole.  And  the  woman 
was  made  whole  from  that 
hour. 

23  And  when  Jesus  came 
into  the  ruler's  house,  and  saw 
the  minstrels  and  the  people 
making  a  noise, 

24  He  said  unto  them.  Give 
place :  for  the  maid  is  not 
dead,  but  sleepeth.  And  they 
laughed  him  to  scorn. 

25  But  when  the  people 
were  put  forth,  he  went  in, 
and  took  her  by  the  hand,  ^nd 
the  maid  arose. 

26  And  the  fame  hereof 
went  abroad  into  all  that 
land. 

27  IT  And  when  Jesus  de- 
parted thence,  two  blind  men 
followed  him,  crying,  and  say- 
ing,  TTiou  Son  of  David,  have 
mercy  on  us. 

28  And  when  he  was  come 
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into  the  house,  the  blind  men 
came  to  him:  and  Jesus  saith 
unto  them.  Believe  ye  that  I 
am  able  to  do  this  ?  They  said 
unto  him,  Yea,  Lord. 

29  Then  touched  he  their 
eyes,  saying.  According  to 
your  faith  be  it  unto  you. 

30  And  their  eyes  were 
opened ;  and  Jesus  straitly 
charged  them,  saying.  See 
that  no  man  know  it. 

31  But  they,  when  they 
were  departed,  spread  abroad 
his  fame  in  all  that  coimtry. 

32  IT  As  they  went  out,  be- 
hold, they  brought  to  him  a 
dumb  man  possessed  with  a 
devil. 

33  And  when  the  devil  was 
cast  out,  the  dumb  spake :  and 
the  multitudes  marvelled,  say- 
ing. It  was  never  so  seen  in 
Israel. 

34  But  the  Pharisees  said. 
He  casteth  out  devils  throi^h 
the  prince  of  the  devils. 

35  And  Jesus  went  about  all 
the  cities  and  villages,  teach- 
ing in  their  synagogues,  and 
preaching  the  gospel  of  the 
kingdom,  and  healing  every 
sickness  and  every  disease 
among  the  people. 

36  IT  But  when  he  saw  the 
multitudes,  he  was'  moved 
with  compassion  on  them,  be- 
cause they  fainted,  and  were 
scattered  abroad,  as  sheep 
having  no  shepherd. 

37  Then  saith  he  unto  his 
disciples.  The  harvest  truly  is 
plenteous,  but  the  labourers 
are  few ; 
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38  Pray  ye  therefore  the 
Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  he 
will  send  forth  labourers  into 
his  harvest. 

CHAPTER  X. 

1  C%fi8t  $endeth  cut  his  twelve  apoatle$  ;  endw 
eth  them  with  power  to  do  miraelet;  6  giwlh 
them  their  chwrge;  teaeheththem;  16  comfort- 
eth  them  a^nst  persecutions  ;  40  and  prom* 
iseth  a  blessing  to  those  that  receive  them, 

AND  when  he  had  called 
unto  him  his  twelve  dis- 
ciples, he  gave  them  power 
against  unclean  spirits,  to  cast 
t^em  out,  and  to  heal  all  man- 
ner of  sickness  and  all  manner 
of  disease. 

2  Now  the  names  of  the 
twelve  apostles  are  these ; 
The  first,  Simon,  who  is  call- 
ed Peter,  and  Andrew  his  bro- 
ther ;  James  the  son  of  Zebe- 
dee,  and  John  his  brother ; 

3  Philip,  and  Bartholomew; 
Thomas,  and  Matthew  the 
publican ;  James  the  son  of  AI- 
phQUS,  and  Lebbeus,  whose  sur- 
name was  Thaddeus ; 

4  Simon  the  Canaanite,  and 
Judas  Iscariot)  who  also  be- 
trayed him. 

5  These  twelve  Jesus  sent 
fbrth,  and  commanded  them, 
saying.  Go  not  into  the  way  of 
the  Gentiles,  and  into  any  city 
of  the  Samaritans  enter  ye  not: 

6  But  go  rather  to  the  lost 
sheep  of  the  bouse  of  Israel. 

7  And  as  ye  go,  preach,  say- 
ing. The  kingdom  of  heaven 
is  at  hand. 

8  Heat  the  sick,  cleanse  the 
lepers,  raise  the  dead,  cast  out 
devils:  freely  ye  have  re- 
ceived, freely  give. 
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9  Provide  neither  gold,  nor  sil- 
ver, nor  brass  in  your  purses ; 

10  Nor  scrip  fcMr  j/our  jour- 
ney, neither  two  coats,  nei- 
ther shoes,  nor  yet  staves  :  for 
the  workman  is  worthy  of  his 
meat. 

11  And  into  whatsoever  city 
or  town  ye  shall  enter,  inquire 
who  in  it  is  worthy  ;  and 
there  abide  till  ye  go  thence* 

12  And  when  ye  come  into 
a  house,  salute  it. 

13  And  if  the  house  be  wor- 
thy, let  your  peace  come  upon 
it :  but  if  it  be  not  worthy,  let 
your  peace  return  to  you. 

14  And  whosoever  shall  not 
receive  you,  nor  hear  your 
words,  when  ye  depart  out  of 
that  house  or  city,  shake  off 
the  dust  of  your  feet. 

15  Verily  I  say  imto  you.  It 
shall  be  more  tolerable  for  the 
land  of  Sodom  and  Gomorrah 
in  the  day  of  judgment,  than 
for  that  city. 

16  1[  Behold,  I  send  you  forth 
as  sheep  in  the  midst  of  wolves: 
be  ye  therefore  wise  as  serpents, 
and  harmless  as  doves. 

17  But  beware  of  men :  for 
they  will  deliver  you  up  to  the 
councils,  and  they  will  scourge 
you  in  their  synagogues; 

18  And  ye  shall  1^  brought  be- 
fore  governors  and  kings  for  my 
sake,  for  a  testimony  against 
them  and  the  Gentileis. 

19  But  when  they  deliver 
you  up,  take  no  thought  how 
or  what  ye  shall  speak :  for  it 
shall  be  given  you  in  that  same 
hour  what  ye  shall  speak. 
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20  For  it  is  not  ye  that  speak, 
but  the  Spirit  of  your  Father 
which  speaketh  in  you. 

21  And  the  brother  shall  de- 
liver up  the  brother  to  death, 
and  the  father  the  child  : 
and  the  children  shall  rise 
up  against  their  parents,  and 
cause  them  to  be  put  to  death. 

22  Aind  ye  shall  be  hated  of 
all  men  for  my  name's  sake : 
but  he  that  endureth  to  the 
end  shall  be  saved. 

23  But  when  they  persecute 
you  in  this  city,  flee  ye  into 
another :  for  verily  I  say  unto 
you,  Ye  shall  not  have  gone 
over  the  cities  of  Israel,  till 
the  Son  of  man  be  come. 

24  The  disciple  is  not  above 
his  master,  nor  the  servant 
above  his  lord. 

25  It  is  enough  for  the  disci- 
ple that  he  be  as  his  master, 
and  the  servant  as  his  lord.  If 
they  have  called  the  master 
of  the  house  Beelzebub,  how 
much  more  shall  they  call  them 
of  his  household? 

26  Fear  them  not  therefore : 
for  there  is  nothing  covered, 
that  shall  not  be  revealed ;  and 
hid,  that  shall  not  be  known. 

27  What  I  tell  you  in  dark- 
nesfi,  that  speak  ye  in  light: 
and  what  ye  hear  in  the  edn^that 
preach  ye  upon  the  housetops, 

28  And  fear  not  them  which 
kill  the  body,  but  are  not  able 
to  kill  the  soul :  but  rather  fear 
him  which  is  able  to  destroy 
both  soul  and  body  in  hell, 

29  Are  not  two  sparrows  sold 
for  a  farthing  ?  and  one  of  them 


shall  not  fall  on  the  ground 
without  your  Father. 

30  But  the  very  hairs  of  your 
head  are  all  numbered. 

31  Feiwr  ye  not  therefore,  ye 
are  of  more  value  than  many 
sparrows. 

32  Whosoever  therefore  shall 
confess  me  before  men,  him 
will  I  confess  also  before  my 
Father  which  is  in  heaven. 

33  But  whosoever  shall  de- 
ny me  before  men,  him  will  I 
also  deny  before  my  Father 
which  is  in  heaven. 

34  Think  not  that  I  am  come 
to  send  peace  on  earth :  I  came 
not  to  send  peace,  but  a  sword. 

35  For  I  am  come  to  set  a 
man  at  variance  against  his  fa- 
ther, and  the  daughter  against 
her  mother,  and  the  daughter  in 
law  against  her  mother  in  law. 

36  And  a  man's  foes  shaU  he 
they  of  his  own  household. 

37  He  that  loveth  father  or 
mother  more  than  me  is  not 
worthy  of  me:  and  he. that 
loveth  son  or  daughter  more 
than  me  is  not  worthy  of  me. 

38  And  he  that  taketh  not 
his  cross,  and  foUoweth  after 
me,  is  not  worthy  of  me. 

39  He  that  findeth  his  life 
shall  lose  it:  and  he  that 
loseth  his  life  for  my  sake 
shall  find  it. 

40  IT  He  that  receiveth  you 
receiveth  me ;  and  he  that  re- 
ceiveth me  receiveth  him  that 
sent  me. 

41  He  that  receiveth  a  pro- 
phet in  the  name  of  a  prophet 
shall  receive  a  prophet's  re- 
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ward ;  and  he  that  receiveth  a 
righteous  man  in  the  name  of 
a  righteous  man  shall  receive 
a  righteous  man's  reward. 

42  And  whosoever  shall  give 
to  drink  unto  one  of  these  Uttle 
ones  a  cup  of  cold  water  only 
in  the  name  of  a  disciple,  veri- 
ly  I  say  imto  you,  he  shall  in 
no  wise  lose  his  reward. 

CHAPTER  XL 

I  John  sendeth  his  disciples  to  Christ  *l  Chrisfs 
testimony  concerning  John.  1 8  The  opinion  of 

.  tlie  people  both  concerning  John  and  Christ. 
20  Uhrist  upbraideth  tlie  unthankfulness  and 
impenitence  of  Choraziny  BeihsatdOy  and  Car 
pcmaitm  ;  26  and  praising  his  Father's  wis- 
dom in  revealing  tfie  gospel  to  the  simple,  28 
he  calleth  to  him  all  such  as  feel  the  tmrden 
of  their  sins. 

AND  it  came  to  pass,  when 
.  Jesus  had  made  an  end 
of  commanding  his  twelve  dis- 
ciples,  he  departed  thence  to 
teach  and  to  preach  in  their 
cities. 

2  Now  when  John  had  heard 
in  the  prison  the  works  of 
Christ,  he  sent  two  of  his  dis- 
ciples, 

3  And  said  unto  him,  Art 
thou  he  that  should  come,  or 
do  we  look  for  another  ? 

4  Jesus  answered  and  said 
unto  them,  Go  and  shew  John 
again  those  things  which  ye 
do  hear  and  see : 

5  The  Wind  receive  their 
sight,  and  the  lame  walk,  the 
lepers  are  cleansed,  and  the 
deaf  hear,  the  dead  are  raised 
up,  and  the  poor  have  the  gos- 
pel preached  to  them. 

6  And  hlessed  is  A^,  whosoev- 
er  shall  not  be  offended  in  me. 

7  IT  And  as  they  departed| 
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Jesus  began  to  say  unto  the 
multitudes  concerning  John, 
What  went  ye  out  into  the 
wilderness  to  see  ?  A  reed 
shaken  with  the  wind  ? 

8  But  what  went  ye  out  for 
to  see?  A  man  clothed  in  soft 
raiment?  behold,  they  that 
wear  soft  clothing  are  in  kings' 
houses. 

9  But  what  went  ye  out  for 
to  see  ?  A  prophet  ?  yea,  I  say 
unto  you,  and  more  than  a 
prophet. 

10  For  this  is  ke^  of  whom 
it  is  written.  Behold,  I  send 
my  messenger  before  thy  face, 
which  shall  prepare  thy  way 
before  thee. 

11  Verily  I  say  unto  you, 
Among  them  that  are  born  of 
women  there  hath  not  risen  a 
greater  than  John  the  Baptist: 
notwithstanding,  he  that  is 
least  in  the  kingdom  of  hea- 
ven is  greater  than  he. 

12  Aud  from  the  days  of 
John  the  Baptist  until  now  the 
kingdom  of  heaven  suffereth 
violence,  and  the  violent  take 
it  by  force. 

13  For  all  the  prophets  and 
the  law  prophesied  until  John. 

14  And  if  ye  will  receive  it^ 
this  is  Elias,  which  was  for  to 
come. 

15  He  that  hath  ears  to  hear, 
let  him  hear. 

16  1[  But  whereunto  shall  I 
liken  this  generation?  It  is 
like  unto  children  sitting  in 
the  markets,  and  calling  unto 
their  fellows, 

17  And   saying,  We  have 
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piped  unto  you^  and  ye  have 
not  danced ;  we  have  mourned 
unto  you,  and  ye  have  not 
lamented. 

18  For  John  came  neither 
eating  nor  drinking,  and  they 
say,  He  hath  a  devil. 

19  The  Son  of  man  came 
eating  and  drinking,  and  they 
say,  Behold  a  man  gluttonous, 
and  a  winebihher,  a  friend  of 
publicans  and  sinners.  But 
wisdom  is  justified  of  her  chil- 
dren. 

20  IT  Then  began  he  to  up- 
braid the  cities  wherein  most 
of  his  mighty  works  were  done, 
because  they  repented  not : 

21  Woe  unto  thee,  Chorazin ! 
woe  unto  thee,  Bethsaida !  for 
if  the  mighty  works,  which 
were  done  in  you,  had  been 
done  in  Tyre  and  Sidon,  they 
would  have  repented  long  ago 
in  sackcloth  and  ashes. 

22  But  I  say  unto  you.  It 
shall  be  more  tolerable  for  Tyre 
and  Sidon  at  the  day  of  judg- 
ment, than  for  you. 

23  And  thou,  Capernaum, 
which  art  exalted  imto  hea- 
ven, shalt  be  brought  down  to 
hell :  for  if  the  mighty  works, 
which  have  been  done  in  thee, 
had  been  done  in  Sodom,  it 
would  have  remained  until  this 
day. 

24  But  I  say  unto  you.  That 
.it  shall  be  more  tolerable  for 
the  land  of  Sodom  in  the  day 
of  judgment,  than  for  thee. 

25  ^  At  that  time  Jesus  an- 
swered and  said,  I  thank  thee, 
O  Father,  Lord  of  heaven  and 


earth,  because  thou  hast  hid 
these  things  from  the  wise  and 
prudent,  and  hast  revealed 
them  unto  babes. 

26  Even  so.  Father ;  for  so  it 
seemed  good  in  thy  sight- 

27  All  things  are  delivered 
unto  me  of  my  Father:  and 
no  man  knoweth  the  Son,  but 
the  Father;  neither  knoweth 
any  man  the  Father,  save  the 
Son,  and  he  to  whomsoever  the 
Son  will  reveal  him. 

28  ^  Come  unto  me,  all  ye 
that  labour  and  are  heavy  la- 
den, and  I  will  give  you  rest. 

29  Take  my  yoke  upon  you, 
and  learn  of  me;  for  I  am 
meek  and  lowly  in  heart :  and 
ye  shall  find  rest  unto  your 
souls. 

30  For  my  yoke  is  easy,  and 
my  burden  is  light. 

CHAPTER  XII. 

1  Ckrisl  reproveth  the  blindnett  of  the  Phari- 
MM  ecnceming  tht  breach  of  ike  eahhoih^  8  hyf 
eeripture^  9  by  reaeon^  13  and  by  a  miraeU, 
22  ne  healeth  the  man  posees&ed  that  wx$ 
blind  and  <htmh.  81  Blasphemy  againet  the 
Holy  Gliost  tlioll  never  be  forgiven.  86  Ac- 
count  shall  be  made  of  idle  vjords,  88  Be 
rebuketh  the  unfaithful^  who  seek  afterasigfk; 
49  and  tfiewethwho  ie  his  brother,  sister,  and 
mother. 

AT  that  time  Jesus  went  on 
.  the  sabbath  day  through 
the  com;  and  his  disciples 
were  ahungered,  and  began 
to  pluck  the  ears  of  corn,  and 
to  eat. 

2  But  when  the  Pharisees 
saw  itj  they  said  unto  him. 
Behold,  thy  disciples  do  that 
which  is  not  lawful  to  do  upon 
the  sabbath  day. 

3  But  he  said  unto  them, 
Have  ye  not  read  what  David 
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did,  when  he  was  ahunger- 
ed,  and  they  that  were  with 
him; 

4  How  he  entered  into  the 
house  of  God,  and  did  eat  the 
she  wbread,  which  was  not  law- 
ful for  him  to  eat,  neither  for 
them  which  were  with  him, 
but  only  for  the  priests  ? 

6  Or  have  ye  not  read  in  the 
law,  how  that  on  the  sabbath 
day?  the  priests  in  the  temple 
profane  the  isabbath,  and  are 
blameless  ? 

6  But  I  say  imto  you.  That 
in  this  place  is  one  greater  than 
the  temple. 

7  But  if  ye  had  known  what 
this  meaneth,  I  will  have  mer- 
cy, and  not  sacrifice,  ye  would 
not  hare  condemned  the  guilt- 
less. 

8  For  the  Son  of  man  is 
Lord  even  of  the  sabbath  day. 

9  And  when  he  was  depart- 
ed thence,  he  went  into  their 
synagogue : 

10  IT  And,  behold,  there  was 
a  man  which  had  hk  hand 
withered.  And  they  asked  him, 
saying.  Is  it  lawful  to  heal  on 
the  sabbath  days?  that  they 
might  accuse  him. 

11  And  he  said  unto  them. 
What  man  shall  there  be  among 
you,  that  shall  have  one  she^, 
and  if  it  fall  into  a  pit  on  the 
sabbath  day,  will  he  not  lay 
hold  on  it,  and  lift  it  out  ? 

12  How  much  then  is  a  man 
better  than  a  sheep  ?  Where- 
fore it  is  lawful  to  do  well  on 
the  sabbath  days. 

13  Then  saith  he  to  the  man, 
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Stretch  forth  thine  hand.  And 
he  stretched  it  forth ;  and  it 
was  restored  whole,  like  as  the 
other. 

14  1[  Then  the  Pharisees 
went  out,  and  held  a  council 
against  him,  how  they  might 
destroy  him. 

15  But  when  Jesus  knew 
i^,  he  withdrew  himself  from 
thence :  and  great  multitudes 
followed  him,  and  he  healed 
them  all ; 

16  And  charged  them  that 
they  should  not  make  him 
known: 

17  That  it  might  be  fulfilled 
which  was  spoken  by  Esaias 
the  prophet,  saying, 

18  Behold  my  servant,  whom 
I  have  chosen;  my  beloved, 
in  whom  my  soul  is  well  pleas- 
ed :  I  will  put  my  spirit  upon 
him,  and  he  shall  shew  judg- 
ment to  the  Gentiles. 

19  He  shall  not  strive,  nor 
cry;  neither  shall  any  man 
hear  his  voice  in  the  streets. 

20  A  bruised  reed  shall  he 
not  break,  and  smoking  flax 
shall  he  not  quench,  till  he 
send  forth  judgment  unto  vic- 
tory. 

21  And  in  his  name  shall 
the  Gentiles  trust. 

22  1[  Then  was  brought  unto 
him  one  possessed  with  a  devil, 
blind,  and  dumb:  and  he  healed 
him,  insomuch  that  the  blind 
and  dumb  both  spake  and  saw. 

23  And  all  the  people  were 
amazed,  and  said,  Is  not  this 
the  Son  of  David  ? 

24  But  when  the  Pharisees

CHAPTER  XII.        Pharisees  seek  a  sign. 


heard  i*,  they  said,  This  fellow 
doth  not  east  out  devils,  but 
by  Beelzebub  the  prinoe  of  the 
devils. 

25  And  Jesus  knew  their 
thoughts,  and  said  unto  them. 
Every  kingdom  divided  against 
itself  is  brought  to  desolation; 
and  every  city  or  house  divided 
against  itself  shall  not  stand  : 

26  And  if  Satan  cast  out 
Satan,  he  is  divided  against 
himself;  how. shall  4iien  his 
kingdom  stand  ? 

27  And  if  I  by  Beelzebub  cast 
out  devils,  by  whom  do  your 
children  cast  fAem  out?  there- 
fore they  shall  be  your  judges. 

28  But  if  I  cast  out  devils 
by  the  Spirit  of  God,  then  the 
kingdom  of  God  is  come  unto 
you. 

29  Or  else  how  can  one  enter 
into  a  stoong  man's  house,  and 
spoil  his  goods,  except  he  first 
bind  the  strong  man?  and 
then  he  will  spoil  his  house. 

30  He  that  is  not  with  me  is 
against  me ;  and  he  that  ga- 
thereth  not  with  me  scattereth 
abroad. 

31  IT  Wherefore  I  say  tmto 
you,  All  manner  of  sin  and 
blasphemy  shall  be  fofgiven 
unto  men:  but  the  blasphemy 
against  the  Holy  Ghost  shall 
not  be  forgiven  unto  men. 

32  And  whosoever  speaketh 
a  word  against  the  Son  of  man, 
it  shall  be  forgiven  him :  but 
whosoev^spefJceth  against  the 
Holy  Ghost,  it  shall  not  be  for- 
given him,neither  in  this  world, 
neither  in  the  world  to  come. 


33  Either  make  the  tree  good, 
and  his  fruit  good;  or  else 
make  the  tree  corrupt,  and  his 
firuit  corrupt:  for  the  tree  is 
known  by  his  fruit. 

34  O  generation  of  vipers, 
how  can  ye,  being  evil,  speak 
good  things?  for  out  of  the 
abundance  of  the  heart  the 
mouth  speaketh. 

3d  A  good  man  out  of  the 
good  treasure  of  the  heart  bring- 
eth  forth  good  things :  and  an 
evil  man  out  of  the  evil  trea- 
sure bringeth  forth  evil  things. 

36  But  I  say  tmto  you.  That 
every  idle  word  that  men  shall 
speak,  they  shall  give  a<>count 
thereof  in  the  day  of  judgment. 

37  For  by  thy  words  thou 
shalt  be  justified,  and  by 
thy  words  thou  shalt  be  con- 
demned. 

38  IF  Then  certain  of  the 
scribes  and  of  the  Pharisees 
answered,  saying,  Master,  we 
would  see  a  sign  from  thee. 

39  But  he  answered  and  said 
unto  them.  An  evil  and  adul- 
terous generation  seeketh  after 
a  sign ;  and  there  shall  no  sign 
be  given  to  it,  but  the  sign  of 
the  prophet  Jonas : 

40  For  as  Jonas  was  three 
days  and  three  nights  in  the 
whale's  belly:  so  shall  the 
Son  of  man  be  three  days  and 
three  nights  in  the  heart  of 
the  earth. 

41  The  men  of  Nineveh  shall 
rbe  in  the  judgment  with  this 
generation,  and  shall  uondemn 
it:  because  they  repented  at 
the  preaching  of  Jonas;  and, 
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behold,  a  greater  than  Jonas 
is  here. 

42  The  queen  of  the  south 
shall  rise  up  in  the  judgment 
with  this  generation,  and  shall 
condemn  it :  for  she  came  from 
the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth 
to  hear  the  wisdom  of  Solo- 
mon;  and,  behold,  a  greater 
than  Solomon  is  here. 

43  When  the  unclean  spirit 
is  gone  out  of  a  man,  he  walk- 
eth  through  dry  places,  seek- 
ing  rest,  and  findeth  none. 

44  Then  he  saith,  I  will 
return  into  my  house  from 
whence  I  came  out ;  and  when 
he  is  come,  he  findeth  it  empty, 
swept,  and  garnished. 

45  Then  goeth  he,  and  tak- 
eth  with  himself  seven  other 
spirits  more  wicked  than  him- 
self, and  they  enter  in  and 
dwell  there :  and  the  last  state 
of  that  man  is  worse  than  the 
first.  Eyen  so  shall  it  be  also 
imto  this  wicked  generation. 

46  IT  While  he  yet  talked  to 
the  people,  behold,  his  mother 
and  his  brethren  stood  with- 
out, desiring  to  speak  with 
him. 

47  Then  one  said  Unto  him, 
Behold,  thy  mother  and  thy 
brethren  stand  without,  desir- 
ing to  speak  with  thee. 

48  But  he  answered  and  said 
unto  him  that  told  him,  Who 
is  my  mother?  and  who  are 
my  brethren  ? 

49  And  he  stretched  forth  his 
hand  toward  his  disciples,  and 
said.  Behold  my  mother  and 
my  brethren ! 
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50  For  whosoever  shall  do 

the  will  of  my  Father  which 

is  in  heaven,  the  same  is  my 

brother,  and  sister,  and  mother. 

CHAPTER  XIII. 

1  Tfu  parahU  of  the  9owr,  18  and  the 
expoAtion  of  tL  ^  The  parable  ef  the 
tares,  81  of  the  muUard  eeed,  88  of  the 
leaven,  44  of  the  hidden  treemtre,  45  of  the 
pearly  47  and  of  the  net  east  isUo  the  eea, 
68  Chritt  it  contemned  by  hie  own  country 
men, 

THE  same  day  went  Jesus 
out  of  the  house,  and  sat 
by  the  sea  side. 

2  And  great  multitudes  were 
gathered  together  imto  him,  so 
that  he  went  into  a  ship,  and 
sat ;  and  the  whole  multitude 
stood  on  the  shore. 

3  And  he  spake  many  things 
unto  them  in  parables,  saying, 
Behold,  a  sower  went  forth  to 
sow; 

4  And  when  he  sowed,  some 
seeds  fell  by  the  way  side,  and 
the  fowls  came  and  devoured 
them  up : 

5  Some  fell  upon  stony  places, 
where  they  had  not  much  earth : 
and  forthwith  they  sprung  up, 
because  they  had  no  deepness 
of  earth : 

6  And  when  the  sun  was 
up,  they  were  scorched;  and 
because  they  had  no  root,  they 
vdthered  away. 

7  And  some  fell  among  thorns ; 
and  the  thorns  sprung  up,  and 
choked  them : 

8  But  other  fell  into  good 
ground,  and  brought  forth  fruit, 
some  a  himdredfold,  some  six- 
tyfold,  some  thirtyfold. 

9  Who  hath  ears  to  hear,  let 
himheax. 
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taught  in  parabUL 


10  Add  the  disoiples  came, 
and  said  unto  him,  Why  speak- 
est  thou  unto  them  in  para- 
bles? 

11  He  answered  and  said  im- 
to  them.  Because  it  is  given 
unto  you  to  know  the  myste- 
ries of  the  kingdom  of  heaven, 
but  to  them  it  is  not  given. 

12  For  whosoever  hath,  to 
him  shall  be  given,  and  he 
shall  have  more  abundance: 
but  whosoever  hath  not,  fronf 
hiin  shall  be  taken  away  even 
that  he  hath. 

13  Therefore  speak  I  to  them 
in  parables :  because  they  see- 
ing see  not ;  and  hearing  they 
hear  not,  neither  do  they  un- 
derstand. 

14  And  in  them  is  fulfilled 
the  prophecy  of  Esaias,  which 
saith.  By  hearing  ye  shall  hear, 
lyid  shall  not  understand;  and 
seeing  ye  shall  see,  and  shall 
not  perceive : 

15  For  this  people's  heart  is 
waxed  gross,  and  their  ears  are 
dull  of  hearing,  and  their  eyes 
they  have  closed ;  lest  at  any 
time  they  should  see  with  their 
eyes,  and  hear  with  their  ears, 
and  should  understand  with 
their  heart,  and  should  be  con- 
verted, and  I  should  heal  them. 

16  But  blessed  are  your  eyes, 
for  they  see :  and  your  ears,  for 
they  hear. 

17  For  verily  I  say  unto 
you.  That  many  prophets  and 
righteous  men  have  desired  to 
see  those  things  which  ye  see, 
and  have  not  seen  them  ;  and 
to   hear   those  things  which 


ye  hear,  and  have  not  heard 
them. 

18  ^  Hear  ye  therefore  the 
parable  of  the  sower. 

19  When  any  one  heareth 
the  word  of  the  kingdom,  and 
understandeth  it  not,  then 
Cometh  the  wicked  one^  and 
catcheth  away  that  which  was 
sown  in  his  heart.  This  is  he 
which  received  seed  by  the 
way  side. 

20  But  he  that  received  the 
seed  into  stony  places,  the  same 
is  he  that  heareth  the  word, 
and  anon  with  joy  receiveth  it ; 

21  Yet  hath  he  not  root  in 
himself,  but  dureth  for  a  while  ; 
for  when  tribulation  or  perse- 
cution ariseth  because  of  the 
word,  by  and  by  he  is  ojSended. 

22  He  also  that  received 
seed  among  the  thorns  is  he 
that  heareth  the  word;  and 
t}ie  care  of  this  world,  and  the 
deceitfulness  of  riches,  choke 
the  word,  and  he  becometh 
unfruitful. 

23  But  he  that  received 
seed  into  the  good  ground  is 
he  that  heareth  the  word,  and 
understandeth  it;  which  also 
beareth  fruit,  and  bringeth 
forth,  some  a  hundredfold,  some 

^  sixty,  some  thirty. 

24  IT  Another  parable  put  he 
forth  unto  them,  saying.  The 
kingdom  of  heaven  is  likened 
imto  a  man  which  sowed  good 
seed  in  his  field  : 

25  But  while  men  slept,  his 
enemy  came  and  sowed  tares 
among  the  wheat,  and  went 
his  way. 
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26  But  when  the  blade  was 
sprung  up,  and  brought  forth 
fruit,  then  appeared  the  tares 
also. 

27  So  the  servants  of  the 
householder  came  and  said 
unto  him,  Sir,  didst  not  thou 
sow  good  seed  in  thy  field? 
fix>m  whence  then  hath  it  tares  ? 

28  He  said  unto  them,  An 
enemy  hath  done  this.  The 
servants  said  unto  him,  Wilt 
thou  then  that  we  go  and  ga- 
ther them  up  ? 

.  29  But  he  said,  Nay ;  lest 
while  ye  gather  up  the  tares, 
ye  root  up  also  the  wheat  with 
them. 

30  Let  both  grow  together 
until  the  harvest :  and  in  the 
time  of  harvest  I  will  say  to 
the  reapers,  Gather  ye  together 
first  the  tares,  and  bind  them  in 
bundles  to  bum  them :  but  ga- 
ther the  wheat  into  my  bam. 

81  ^  Another  parable  put  he 
forth  unto  them,  saying.  The 
kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  to  a 
grain  of  mustard  seed,  which  a 
man  took,  and  sowed  in  his 
field: 

32  Which  indeed  is  the 
least  of  all  seeds :  but  when  it 
is  grown,  it  is  the  greatest 
among  herbs,  and  becometh  a 
tree,  so  that  the  birds  of  the 
air  come  and  lodge  in  the 
branches  thereof. 

33  %  Another  parable  spake 
he  unto  them ;  The  kingdom 
of  heaven  is  like  unto  leaven, 
which  a  woman  took,  and  hid 
in  three  measures  of  meal,  till 
the  whole  was  leavened. 
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34  All  these  things  spake 
Jesus  unto  the  multitude  in 
parables ;  and  without  a  para- 
ble spake  he  not  unto  them : 

35  That  it  might  be  fulfilled 
which  was  spoken  by  the  pro- 
phet, saying,  I  will  <^n  my 
mouth  in  parables ;  I  will  utter 
things  which  have  been  kept 
secret  from  the  foundation  of 
the  world. 

36  Then  Jesus  sent  the  mul- 
titude  away,  and  went  into 
tilie  house:  and  his  disciples 
came  unto  him,  saying,  Dedare 
unto  us  the  parable  of  the  taares 
of  the  field. 

37  He  answered  and  said 
unto  them,  He  that  soweth 
the  good  seed  is  the  Son  of 
man; 

38  The  field  is  the  world; 
the  good  seed  are  the  children 
of  the  kingdom ;  but  the  taares 
are  the  children  of  the  wicked 
one; 

89  The  enemy  that  sowed 
them  is  the  devU ;  the  harvest 
is  the  end  of  the  world ;  and 
the  reapers  are  the  angels. 

40  As  therefore  the  tares  are 
gathered  and  burned  in  the 
fire ;  so  shall  it  be  in  the  end 
of  this  world. 

41  The  Son  of  man  shall 
send  forth  his  angels,  and  they 
shall  gather  out  of  his  king- 
dom all  things  that  ofiend,  and 
them  which  do  iniquity ; 

42  And  shall  cast  them  into 
a  furnace  of  fire :  there  shall 
be  wailing  and  gnashing  of 
teeth. 

43  Then  shall  the  righteoui 
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shine  forth  849  the  sun  in  the 
kingdom  of  their  Father.  Who 
hath  ears  to  hear,  let  him 
hear. 

44  ^  Again,  the  kingdom 
of  heaven  is  like  unto  trea- 
sure hid  in  a  field ;  the  which 
when  a  man  hath  found,  he 
hideth,  and  for.  joy  thereof  go- 
eth  and  selleth  all  that  he  hath^ 
and  buyeth  that  field. 

46  %  Again,  the  kingdom 
%£  hearen  is  like  unto  a 
mwchantman,  seeking  goodly 
pearls : 

46  Who,  when  he  had  found 
one  pearl  of  great  price,  went 
and  sold  all  that  he  had,  and 
bought  it 

47  %  Again,  the  kingdom  of 
heayen  is  like  unto  a  net,  that 
was  cast  into  the  sea,  and  ga- 
thered of  every  kind : 

48  Which,  when  it  was  full, 
they  drew  to  shore,  and  sat 
down,  and  gathered  the  good 
into  vessels,  but  cast  the  bad 
away. 

49  So  shall  it  be  at  the  end 
of  the  w(Nrld :  the  angels  shall 
come  forth,  and  sever  the 
wicked  from  among  the  just, 

50  And  shall  cast  them  into 
the  furnace  of  fire :  there  shall 
be  wailing  and  gnashing  of 
teeth. 

61  Jesus  saith  unto  them. 
Have  ye  understood  all  these 
things  ?  They  say  unto  him. 
Yea,  Lord. 

62  Then  said  he  unto  them. 
Therefore  every  scribe,  which 
is  instructed  imto  the  kingdom 
of  heaven,  is  like  unto  a  man 


that  is  a  householder,  which 
bringeth  forth  out  of  his  trea- 
sure things  new  and  old. 

53  %  Aj^d  it  came  to  pass, 
that  when  Jesus  had  finished 
these  parables,  he  depexted 
thence. 

54  And  when  he  was  come 
into  his  own  country,  he  taught 
them  in  their  s3niagogue,  inso- 
much that  they  were  astonishr 
ed,  and  said,  Whence  hath  this 
man  this  wisdom,  and  these 
mighty  works  i 

55  Is  not  this  the  carpen* 
ter's  son?  is  not  his  mother 
called  Mary  ?  and  his  brethren, 
James,  and  Joses,  and  Simon, 
and  Judas  ? 

56  And  his  sisters,  are  they 
not  all  with  us?  Whence 
then  hath  this  man  all  these 
things? 

57  And  they  were  ofiended 
in  him.  But  Jesus  said  unto 
them,  A  prophet  is  not  with- 
out  honour,  save  in  his  own 
country,  and  in  his  own  house. 

58  And  he  did  not  many 
mighty  works  there  because 
of  their  unbelief. 

CHAPTER  XIV. 

1  SeroS%  opinion  of  Christ,  8  WTierefore 
Mm  tht  BapUtt  was  beheaded.  18  Jesus  de- 
parteth  into  a  desert  place;  15  where  he 
feedeth  Jive  thousand  tnen  with  Jive  loaves 
and  two  fishes;  22  he  walketh  en  the  sea 
to  his  disciples;  84  aTid  landing  at  Oennes- 
aretf  healed  all  that  touch  the  ?iem  of  his 
garment, 

AT  that  time  Herod  the  te- 
trarch  heard  of  the  fame 
of  Jesus, 

2  And  said  unto  his  serv- 
ants,   This  is  John  the  Bap- 
tist ;  he  is  risen  from  the  dead ; 
27 
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and  therefore  mighty  works 
do  shew  forth  themselves  in 
him. 

3  IF  For  Herod  had  laid 
hold  on  John,  and  bound  him, 
and  put  him  in  prison  for  He- 
rodias'  sake,  his  brother  Philip's 
wife. 

4  For  John  said  unto  him. 
It  is  not  lawful  for  thee  to 
have  her. 

5  And  when  he  would  have 
put  him  to  death,  he  feared 
the  multitude,  because  they 
counted  him  as  a  prophet. 

6  But  when  Herod's  birthday 
was  kept,  the  daughter  of  He- 
rodias  danced  before  them,  and 
pleased  Herod. 

7  Whereupon  he  promised 
with  an  oath  to  give  her  what- 
soever she  would  ask. 

8  And  she,  being  before  in- 
structed  of  her  mother,  said, 
Give  me  here  John  the  Bap- 
tist's  head  in  a  charger. 

9  And  the  king  was  sorry: 
nevertheless  for  the  oath's  sake, 
and  them  which  sat  with  him 
at  meat,  he  commanded  it  to 
be  given  her. 

10  And  he  sent,  and  behead- 
ed John  in  the  prison. 

11  And  his  head  was  brought 
in  a  charger,  and  given  to  the 
damsel :  and  she  brought  it  to 
her  mothet. 

12  And  his  disciples  came, 
and  took  up  the  body,  and  bu- 
ried it,  and  went  and  told  Je- 
sus. 

13  IT  When  Jesus  heard  of 
it^  he  departed  thence  by  ship 
into  a  desert  place  apart:  and 
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when  the  people  had  heard 
thereof^  they  followed  him  on 
foot  out  of  the  cities. 

14  And  Jesus  went  forth,  and 
saw  a  great  multitude,  and  was 
moved  with  compassion  tow* 
ard  them,  and  he  healed  their 
sick. 

16  TT  And  when  it  was  even- 
ing, his  disciples  came  to  him^ 
saying,  This  is  a  desert  place, 
and  the  time  is  now  past;  send 
the  multitude  away,  that  they 
may  go  into  the  villages,  and 
buy  themselves  victuals. 

16  But  Jesus  said  unto  them, 
They  need  not  depart;  give 
ye  them  to  eat. 

17  And  they  say  unto  him, 
We  have  here  but  five  loaves, 
and  two  fishes. 

18  He  said,  Bring  them  hi- 
ther to  me. 

19  And  he  commanded  the 
multitude  to  sit  down  on  the 
grass,  and  took  the  five  loaves, 
and  the  two  fishes,  and  looking 
up  to  heaven,  he  blessed,  ana 
brake,  and  gave  the  loaves  to 
his  disciples,  and  the  disciples 
to  the  multitude. 

20  And  they  did  all  eat,  and 
were  filled :  and  they  took  up 
of  the  fragments  that  remain- 
ed twelve  baskets  fiill. 

21  And  they  that  had  eaten 
were  about  five  thousand  men, 
beside  women  and  children. 

22  T  And  straightway  Jesus 
constrained  his  disciples  to  get 
into  a  ship,  and  to  go  before 
him  unto  the  other  side,  while 
he  sent  the  multitudes  away. 

23  And  when  he  had  sent 
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the  multitades  away,  he  went 
up  into  a  mountain  apart  to 
pray:  and  when  the  evening 
was  come,  he  was  there  alone. 

24  But  the  ship  was  now  in 
the  midst  of  the  sea,  tossed 
with  waves:  for  the  wind  was 
contrary. 

25  And  in  the  fourth  watch 
of  the  night  Jesus  went  unto 
them^  walking  on  the  sea. 

26  And  when  the  disciples 
saw  him  walking  on  the  sea, 
they  were  troubled,  saying,  It 
is  a  spirit ;  and  they  cried  out 
for  fear. 

27  But  straightway  Jesus 
spake  unto  them,  saying.  Be 
of  good  cheer;  it  is  I ;  he  not 
afraid. 

28  And  Peter  answered  him 
and  said.  Lord,  if  it  he  thou, 
bid  me  come  unto  thee  on  the 
water. 

29  And  he  said.  Come.  And 
when  Peter  was  come  down 
out  of  the  ship,  he  walked  on 
the  water,  to  go  to  Jesus. 

80  But  when  he  saw  the 
wind  boisterous,  he  was  afiraid ; 
and  beginning  to  sink,  he  cried, 
saying.  Lord,  save  me. 

31  And  immediately  Jesus 
stretched  forth  his  hand,  and 
cdught  him,  and  said  unto  him, 
O  l^ou  of  little  faith,  where- 
fore didst  thou  doubt  ? 

32  And  when  they  were  come 
into  the  ship,  the  wind  ceased. 

33  Then  tiiey  that  were  in 
the  ship  came  and  worshipped 
him,  saying.  Of  a  truth  thou 
art  the  Son  of  God. 

34  H  And  when  they  were 


gone  over,  they  came  into  the 
land  of  Grennesaret. 

35  And  when  the  men  of 
that  place  had  knowledge  of 
him,  they  sent  out  into  all  that 
country  round  about,  and 
brought  unto  him  all  that 
were  diseased ; 

36  And  besought  him  that 
they  might  only  touch  the  hem 
of  his  garment :  and  as  many 
as  touched  were  made  perfectly 
whole. 

CHAPTER  XV. 

1  CfhriH  reproveth  the  scribes  andFharisees/or 
transgressing  God's  commandments  through 
their  own  traditions;  11  teaeheth  how  that 
which  goeth  iiUo  the  mouth  doth  not  deJUe  a 
man,  21  He  healeth  the  daughter  of  the 
woman  of  Canaan,  80  and  many  others; 
82  and  with  seven  loaves  and  a  few  little 
fishes  feedeth  four  thousand  men,  beside 
women  and  children, 

THEN  came  to  Jesus  scribes 
and  Pharisees,  which  were 
of  Jerusalem,  saying, 

2  Why  do  thy  disciples  trans- 
gress the  tradition  of  the  eld- 
ers ?  for  they  wash  not  their 
hands  when  they  eat  hxeeA. 

3  But  he  answered  and  said 
imto  them.  Why  do  ye  also 
transgress  the  commandment 
of  God  by  your  tradition  ? 

4  For  God  commanded,  say- 
ing. Honour  thy  father  and 
mother :  and.  He  that  curseth 
father  or  mother,  let  him  die 
the  death. 

5  But  ye  say.  Whosoever 
shall  say  to  At^  father  or  his 
mother.  It  is  a  gift,  by  what- 
soever  thou  mightest  be  profit- 
ed by  me; 

6  And  honour  not  his  father 
or  his  mother,  he  shall  be  free. 
Thus  have  ye  made  the  com- 
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inandment  of  God  of  none  ef- 
fect by  your  tradition. 

7  Ye  hypocrites,  well  did 
Esaias  prophesy  of  you,  say- 
ing, 

8  This  people  draweth  nigh 
unto  me  with  their  mouth,  and 
honoureth  me  with  their  lips ; 
but  their  heart  is  far  from  me. 

9  But  in  vain  they  do  wor- 
ship me,  teaching  far  doc- 
trines  the  commandments  of 
men. 

10  Tf  And  he  called  the  mul- 
titude, and  said  unto  them. 
Hear,  and  understand : 

11  Not  that  which  goeth  in- 
to the  mouth  defileth  a  man; 
but  that  which  cometh  out  of 
the  mouth,  this  defileth  a  man. 

12  Then  came  his  disciples, 
and  said  unto  him,  Knowest 
thou  that  the  Pharisees  were 
oflfended,  after  they  heard  this 
saying? 

13  But  he  answered  and  said, 
Every  plant,  which  my  hea- 
venly  Father  hath  not  planted 
shall  be  rooted  up. 

14  Let  them  alone :  they  be 
blind  leaders  of  the  blind. 
And  if  the  blind  lead  the  blind, 
both  shall  fall  into  the  ditch. 

15  Then  answered  Peter  and 
said  unto  him,  Declare  unto  us 
this  parable. 

16  And  Jesus  said,  Are  ye 
also  yet  without  understand- 
ing? 

17  Do  not  ye  yet  understand, 
that  whatsoever  entereth  in 
at  the  mouth  goeth  into  the 
belly,  and  is  cast  out  into  the 
draught  ? 
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18  But  those  things  which 
proceed  out  of  the  mouth  coma 
forth  from  the  heart ;  and  they 
defile  the  man. 

19  For  out  of  the  heart  pro- 
ceed evil  thoughts,  murders, 
adulteries,  fornications,  thefts, 
false  witness,  blasphemies : 

20  These  are  the  thingsvrhich 
defile  a  man:  but  to  eat  with 
unwashen  hands  defileth  not 
a  man. 

21^  Then  Jesus  went  thenoe, 
and  departed  into  the  coasts  of 
Tyre  and  Sidon. 

22  And,  behold,  a  woman  of 
Canaan  came  out  of  the  same 
coasts,  and  cried  unto  him,  say- 
ing. Have  mercy  on  me,  O 
Lord,  thou  Son  of  David ;  my 
daughter  is  grievously  vexed 
with  a  devil. 

23  But  he  answered  her  not  a 
word.  And  his  disciples  came 
and  besought  him,  saying, 
Send  her  away;  for  she  crieth 
after  us. 

24  But  he  answered  and  ssdd^ 
I  am  not  sent  but  unto  the  lost 
sheep  of  the  house  of  IsraeL 

25  Then  came  she  and  wor* 
shipped  him,  saying.  Lord,. 
help  me. 

26  But  he  answered  and  s^d^ 
It  is  not  meet  to  take  the  chil- 
dren's bread,  and  to  oast  it  to 
dogs. 

27  And  she  said.  Truth, Lord: 
yet  the  dogs  eat  of  the  crumbs 
which  fall  from  their  masters' 
table. 

28  Then  Jesus  answered  and 
said  unto  her,  O  woman,  great 
15  thy  .faith :  be  it  unto  thee 
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even  as  thou  wilt.  And  her 
daughter  was  made  whole 
from  that  very  hour. 

29  And  Jesus  departed  from 
thence,  and  came  nigh  unto 
the  sea  of  Galilee ;  and  went 
up  into  a  mountain,  and  sat 
down  there. 

30  And  great  multitudes  came 
imto  him,  having  with  them 
those  that  were  lame,  blind, 
dumb,  maimed,  and  many 
others,  and  cast  them  down 
at  Jesus'  feet ;  and  he  healed 
them: 

81  Inscmiuch  that  the  multi^ 
tude  wondered,  when  they  saw 
the  dumb  to  speak,  the  maimed 
to  be  whole,  the  lame  to  walk, 
and  the  blind  to  see:  and  they 
glorified  the  God  of  Israel. 

32  1[  Then  Jesus  mUed  his 
disdples  unto  kirUy  and  said,  I 
have  compassion  on  the  multi- 
tude, because  they  continue 
with  me  now  three  days,  and 
have  nothing  to  eat:  and  I 
will  not  send  them  away  fast- 
ing, lest  they  faint  in  the  way. 

33  And  his  disQiples  say  unto 
him,  Whence  should  we  have 
so  much  bread  in  the  wilder- 
ness,  as  to  fill  so  great  a  multi'* 
tude? 

34  And  Jesus  saith  unto  them, 
How  many  loaves  have  ye? 
And  they  said.  Seven,  and  a 
few  little  fishes. 

35  And  he  commanded  the 
multitude  to  sit  down  on  the 
ground. 

36  And  he  took  the  sevai 
loaves  and  the  fishes,  and  gave 
thanksi  and  brake  them^  and 


gave  to  his  disciples,  and  the 
disciples  to  the  multitude. 

37  And  they  did  all  eat,  and 
were  filled :  and  they  took  up 
of  the  broken  meat  that  was 
left  seven  baskets  full. 

88  And  they  that  did  eat 
were  four  thousand  men,  be* 
side  women  and  children. 

39  And  he  sent  away  the 
multitude,  and  took  ship,  and 
came  into  the  coasts  of  Mag- 
dala. 

CHAPTER  XVI. 

1  The  PhairUeeB  require  a  eion,  6  Jemis 
wameth  hie  cUeeiplee  af  the  iMnem  of  the 
Phariaeee  and  Saddueeee.  18  The  peopU$ 
opinion  of  Christ,  16  and  Peter' e  confeseion 
of  him,  21  Jeeueforeeheioeth  hie  death :29i 
rejyroveth  Peter  for  distuading  him  fr<3m 
it;  24  and  admonisheth  thoee  thai  wiufol' 
low  him,  to  bear  the  eroea. 

THE  Pharisees  also  vcdtb 
the  Sadducees  came,  and 
tempting  desired  him  that  he 
would  shew  them  a  sign  firom 
heaven. 

2  He  answered  and  said  unto 
them.  When  it  is  evening,  ye 
say.  It  vnll  be  fair  weather; 
for  the  sky  is  red. 

3  And  in  the  morning, /i(  f/;ti/ 
he  foul  weather  to  day:  for 
the  sky  is  red  and  lowering.  O 
ye  hypocrites,  ye  can  discern 
the  face  of  the  sky ;  but  can 
ye  not  discern  the  signs  of  the 
times? 

4  A  wicked  and  adulterous 
generation  seeketh  after  a  sign; 
and  there  shall  no  sign  be  giv- 
en unto  it,  but  the  sign  of  the 
prophet  Jonas.  And  he  left 
them,  and  departed. 

5  And  when  his  disciples 
were  come  to  the  other  side^ 
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Peter's  confessUm*^ 


they  had   forgotten   to   take 
bread. 

6  ^  Then  Jesus  said  unto 
them,  Take  heed  and  beware 
of  the  leaven  of  the  Pharisees 
and  of  the  Sadducees. 

7  And  they  reasoned  among 
themselves,  saying,  It  is  be- 
cause we  have  taken  no  bread. 

8  Which  when  Jesus  per- 
ceived, he  said  unto  them,  O 
ye  of  little  faith,  why  reason 
ye  among  yourselves,  because 
ye  have  brought  no  bread  ? 

9  Do  ye  not  yet  understand, 
neither  remember  the  five 
loaves  of  the  five  thousand, 
and  how  many  baskets  ye 
took  up? 

10  Neither  the  seven  loaves 
of  the  four  thousand,  and  how 
many  baskets  ye  took  up  ? 

11  How  is  it  that  ye  do  not 
understand  that  I  spake  it  not 
to  you  concerning  bread,  that 
ye  should  beware  of  the  leaven 
of  the  Pharisees  and  of  the 
Sadducees  ? 

12  Then  understood  they 
how  that  he  bade  them  not 
beware  of  the  leaven  of  bread, 
but  of  the  doctrine  of  the  Pha- 
risees and  of  the  Sadducees. 

13  ^  When  Jesus  came  into 
the  coasts  of  Cesarea  Philippi, 
he  asked  his  disciples,  saying, 
Whom  do  men  say  that  I,  the 
Son  of  man,  am  ? 

14  And  they  said.  Some  say 
that  thou  art  John  the  Baptist ; 
some,  Elias ;  and  others,  Jere- 
mias,  or  one  of  the  prophets. 

15  He  saith  unto  them,  But 
whom  say  ye  that  I  am  ? 
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16  And  Simon  Peter  answer- 
ed and  said.  Thou  art  the  Christ, 
the  Son  of  the  living  God. 

17  And  Jesus  answered  and 
said  unto  him.  Blessed  art  thou, 
Simon  Bar-jona :  for  flesh  and 
blood  hath  not  revealed  it  unto 
thee,  but  my  Father  which  is 
in  heaven. 

18  And  I  say  also  unto  thee, 
That  thou  art  Peter,  and  up- 
on this  rock  I  will  build  my 
church ;  and  the  gates  of  heU 
shall  not  prevail  against  it. 

19  And  I  will  give  unto  thee 
the  keys  of  the  kingdom  of 
heaven:  and  whatsoever  thou 
shalt  bind  on  earth  shall  be 
bound  in  heaven;  and  whatso- 
ever thou  shalt  loose  on  earth 
shall  be  loosed  in  heaven. 

20  Then  charged  he  his  dis- 
ciples that  they  should  tell  no 
man  that  he  was  Jesus  the 
Christ. 

21  IF  From  that  time  forth 
began  Jesus  to  shew  unto  his 
disciples,  how  that  he  must 
go  unto  Jerusalem,  and  sufier 
many  things  of  the  elders  and 
chief  priests  and  scribes,  and 
be  killed,  and  be  raised  again 
the  third  day. 

22  Then  Peter  took  him,  and 
began  to  rebuke  him,  saying, 
Be  it  far  from  thee.  Lord :  this 
shall  not  be  unto  thee. 

23  But  he  turned,  and  said 
unto  Peter,  Get  thee  behind 
me,  Satan:  thou  art  an  of- 
fence unto  me:  for  thou  sa- 
vourest  not  the  things  that 
be  of  God,  but  those  that  be 
of  men* 
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of  Christ, 


24  IF  Then  said  Jesus  unto 
his  disciples,  If  any  man  will 
come  after  me,  let  him  deny 
himself,  and  take  up  his  cross, 
and  follow  me. 

25  For  whosoever  will  save 
his  life  shall  lose  it :  and  who- 
soever  will  lose  his  life  for  my 
sake  shall  find  it. 

26  For  what  is  a  man  profit- 
ed,  if  he  shall  gain  the  whole 
world,  and  lose  his  own  soul  ? 
or  what  shall  a  man  give  in 
exchange  for  his  soul  ? 

27  For  the  Son  of  man  shall 
come  in  the  glory  of  his  Father 
with  his  angels ;  and  then  he 
shall  reward  every  man  ac- 
cording to  his  works. 

28  Verily  I  say  unto  you, 
There  be  some  standing  here, 
which  shall  not  taste  of  death, 
till  they  see  the  Son  of  man 
coming  in  his  kingdom. 

CHAPTER  XVIL 

lTh€tr4tMjifftiratumofCkrUt,  UJBeheaUth 
the  lunatic;  22  forHelleth  his  own  pastion; 
24  and  payeth  tribute, 

A  ND  after  six  days  Jesus 

.jLjL  taketh  Peter,  James,  and 

John  his  brother,  and  bringeth 

them  up  into  a  high  mountain 

apart, 

2  Ajid  was  transfigured  be- 
fore them:  and  his  face  did 
shine  as  the  sun,  and  his  rai- 
ment was  white  as  the  light. 

3  And,  behold,  there  appear- 
ed unto  them  Moses  and  Elias 
talking  with  him. 

4  Then  answered  Peter,  and 
said  unto  Jesus,  Lord,  it  is 
good  for  us  to  be  here :  if  thou 
wilt,  let  us  make  here  three 
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tabernacles ;  one  for  thee,  and 
one  for  Moses,  and  one  for 
Elias. 

5  While  he  yet  spake,  be- 
hold, a  bright  cloud  oversha- 
dowed them:  and  behold  a 
voice  out  of  the  cloud,  which 
said.  This  is  my  beloved  Son, 
in  whom  I  am  well  pleased ;

6  And  when  the  disciples 
heard  it,  they  fell  on  their 
face,  and  were  sore  afraid.

15  Lord,  have  mercy  on  my 
son;  for  he  is  Iimatic,  and  sore 
vexed :  for  ofttimes  he  falleth 
into  the  fire,  and  oft  into  the 
water. 

16  And  I  brought  him  to  thy 
disciples,  and  they  could  not 
cure  him. 

17  Then  Jesus  answered  and 
said,  O  faithless  and  perverse 
generation,  how  long  shall  I 
be  with  you  ?  how  long  shall 
I  suffer  you  ?  bring  him  hither 
to  me. 

18  And  Jesus  rebuked  the 
devil;  and  he  depsuiied  out  of 
him:  and  the  child  was  cured 
from  tiiat  very  hour. 

19  Then  came  the  disciples 
to  Jesus  apart,  and  said,  Why 
oould  not  we  cast  him  out  ? 

20  And  Jesus  said  unto  them. 
Because  of  your  unbelief:  for 
verily  I  say  unto  you,  If  ye 
have  faith  as  a  grain  of  mus- 
tard seed,  ye  shall  say  unto 
this  mountain,  Remove  hence 
to  yond^  place ;  and  it  shall 
remove :  and  nothing  shall  be 
impossible  unto  you. 

21  Howbeit  this  kind  goeth 
not  out  but  by  prayer  and 
fasting.

23  And  they  shall  kill  him, 
and  the  third  day  he  shall  be 
raised  again.

24  IT  And  when  they  were 
come  to  Capernaum,  they  that 
received  tribute  money  came 
to  Peter,  and  said.

And  when 
he  was  come  into  the  house, 
Jesus  prevented  him,  saying, 
What  thinkest  thou,  Simon  ?

26  Peter  saith  unto  him.  Of 
strangers.  Jesus  saith  unto  him, 
Then  are  the  children  free. 

27  Notwithstanding,  lest  we 
should  offend  them,  go  thou  to 
the  sea,  and  cast  a  hook,  and 
take  up  the  fish  that  first  com- 
eth  up ;  and  when  thou  hast 
opened  his  mouth,  thou  shalt 
find  a  piece  of  money:  that 
take,  and  give  unto  them  for 
me  and  thee.

3  And  said.  Verily  I  say  unto 
you.  Except  ye  be  converted, 
and  become  as  little  children, 
ye  shall  not  enter  into  the 
kingdom  of  heaven.

4  Whosoever  therefore  shall 
humble  himself  as  this  little 
child,  the  same  is  greatest  in 
the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

5  And  whoso  shall  receive 
one  srtch  little  child  in  my 
name  receiveth  me. 

6  But  whoso  shall  offend  one 
of  these  little  ones  which  be- 
lieve in  me,  it  were  better  for 
him  that  a  millstone  were 
hanged  about  his  neck,  and 
that  he  were  drowned  in  the 
depth  of  the  sea. 

7  IT  Woe  unto  the  world  be- 
cause of  oflfences!  for  it  must 
needs  be  that  offences  come ; 
but  woe  to  that  man  by  whom 
the  offence  cometh ! 

8  Wherefore  if  thy  hand  or 
thy  foot  offend  thee,  cut  them 
off,  and  cast  them  from  thee : 
it  is  better  for  thee  to  enter  into 
life  halt  or  maimed,  rather  than 
having  two  hands  or  two  feet 
to  be  cast  into  everlasting  fire. 

9  And  if  thine  eye  offend 
thee,  pluck  it  out,  and  cast  it 
from  thee :  it  is  better  for  thee 
to  enter  into  life  with  one  eye, 
rather  than  having  two  eyes 
to  be  cast  into  hell  fire. 

10  Take  heed  that  ye  despise 
not  one  of  these  little  ones; 
for  I  say  unto  you.  That  in 
heaven  their  angels  do  always 
behold  the  face  of  my  Father 
which  is  in  heaven. 

11  For  the  Son  of  man  is 
come  to  save  that  which  was 
lost. 

12  How  think  ye  ?  if  a  man 
have  a  hundred  sheep,  and 
one  of  them  be  gone  astray, 


doth  he  not  leave  the  ninety 
and  nine,  and  goeth  into  the 
mountains,  and  seeketh  that 
which  is  gone  astray  ? 

IS  And  if  so  be  that  he  find 
it,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  he 
rejoiceth  more  of  that  sheep^ 
than  of  the  ninety  and  nine 
which  went  not  astray. 

14  Even  so  it  is  not  the  will 
of  your  Father  which  is  in 
heaven,  that  one  of  these  little 
ones  should  perish. 

15  T  Moreover  if  thy  brother 
shall  trespass  against  thee,  go 
and  tell  Mm  his  fault  between 
thee  and  him  alone :  if  he  shall 
hear  thee,  thou  hast  gained 
thy  brother. 

16  But  if  he  will  not  hear 
thee,  then  take  with  thee  one 
or  two  more,  that  in  the  mouth 
of  two  or  three  witnesses  every 
word  may  be  established. 

17  And  if  he  shall  neglect  to 
hear  them,  tell  it  unto  the 
church :  but  if  he  neglect  to 
hear  the  church,  let  him  be 
unto  thee  as  a  heathen  man 
and  a  publican. 

18  Verily  I  say  unto  you, 
Whatsoever  ye  shall  bind  on 
earth  shall  be  bound  in  hea- 
ven; and  whatsoever  ye  shall 
loose  on  earth  shall  be  loosed 
in  heaven. 

19  Again  I  say  xmto  you, 
That  if  two  of  you  shall  agree 
on  earth  as  touching  any  thing 
that  they  shall  ask,  it  shall  be 
done  for  them  of  my  Father 
which  is  in  heaven. 

20  For  where  two  or  three 
are  gathered  together  in  my

name,  there  am  I  in  the  midst 
of  them. 

21  IT  Then  came  Peter  to 
him,  and  said,  Lord,  how  oft 
shall  my  brother  sin  against 
me,  and  I  forgive  him?  till 
seven  times  ? 

22  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  I 
say  not  unto  thee,  Until  seven 
times :  but,  Until  seventy  times 
seven. 

23  IF  Therefore  is  the  king- 
dom of  heaven  likened  unto  a 
certain  king,  which  would  take 
account  of  his  servants. 

24  And  when  he  had  begun 
to  reckon,  one  was  brought 
unto  him,  which  owed  him 
ten  thousand  talents. 

25  But  forasmuch  as  he  had 
not  to  pay,  his  lord  command- 
ed him  to  be  sold,  and  his 
wife,  and  children,  and  all 
that  he  had,  and  payment  to 
be  made. 

26  The  servant  therefore  fell 
down,  and  worshipped  him, 
saying.

3  ^  The  Pharisees  also  came 
unto  him,  tempting  him,  and 
saying  unto  him,  Is  it  lawful 
for  a  man  to  put  away  his  wife 
for  every  cause  ? 

4  And  he  answered  and  said 
unto  them,  Have  ye  not  read, 
that  he  which  made  them  at 
the  beginning  made  them  male 
and  female, 

5  And  said.  For  this  cause 
shall  a  man  leave  father  and 
mother,  and  shall  cleave  to  his 
wife :  and  they  twain  shall  be 
one  flesh  ? 

6  Wherefore  they  are  no  more 
twain,  but  one  flesh.  What 
therefore  God  hath  joined  to- 

S ether,  let  not  man  put  asun- 
er. 

7  They  say  unto  him.  Why 
did  Moses  then  command  to 
give  a  writing  of  divorcement, 
and  to  put  her  away  ? 

8  He  saith  unto  them,  Mo- 
ses because  of  the  hardness  of 
your  hearts  suffered  you  to  put 
away  your  wives:  but  from 
the  beginning  it  was  not  so. 

9  And  I  say  unto  you.  Who- 
soever shall  put  away  his  wife, 
except  it  be  for  fornication,  and 
shall  marry  another,  commit- 
teth  adultery :  and  whoso  mar- 
rieth  her  which  is  put  away 
doth  commit  adultery. 

10  IT  His  disciples  say  unto 
him,  If  the  case  of  the  man  be 
so  with  his  wife,  it  is  not  good 
to  marry. 

11  But  he  said  unto  them, 
All  men  cannot  receive  this 
saying,  save  they  to  whom  it 
is  given. 


12  For  there  are  some  eu- 
nuchs, which  were  so  bom 
from  their  mother's  womb: 
and  there  are  some  eunuchs, 
which  were  made  eunuchs  of 
men:  and  there  be  eunuchs, 
which  have  made  themselves 
eunuchs  for  the  kingdom  of 
heaven's  sake.

13  ^  Then  were  there  brought 
unto  him  little  children,  that 
he  should  put  his  hands  on 
them,  and  pray :  and  the  dis- 
ciples  rebuked  them.

11  And  when  they  had  recei- 
ved it,  they  murmured  against 
the  goodman  of  the  house, 

12  Saying,  These  last  have 
wrought  6w^  one  hour,  and  thou 
hast  made  them  equal  unto  us, 
which  have  borne  the  burden 
and  heat  of  the  day. 

13  But  he  answered  one  of 
fhem,  and  said.  Friend,  I  do 
thee  no  wrong :  didst  not  thou 
agree  with  me  for  a  penny  ? 

14  Take  that  thine  isy  and 
go  thy  way :  I  will  give  unto 
thiB  last,  even  as  unto  thee. 

16  Is  it  not  lawful  for  me  to 
do  what  I  will  with  mine  own  ? 
Is  thine  eye  evil,  because  I  am 
good? 

16  So  the  last  shall  be  first, 
and  the  first  last:  for  many 
be  called,  but  few  chosen. 

17  ^  Ajid  Jesus  going  up  to 


Jerusalem  took  the  twelve  dis- 
ciples apart  in  the  way,  and 
said  unto  them, 

18  Behold,  we  go  up  to  Je- 
rusalem ;  and  the  Son  of  man 
shall  be  betrayed  unto  the 
chief  priests  and  unto  the 
scribes,  and  they  shall  con- 
demn him  to  death, 

19  And  shall  deliver  him  to 
the  Gentiles  to  mock,  and  to 
scourge,  and  to  crucify  him: 
and  the  third  day  be  shall  rise 
again. 

20  IT  Then  came  to  him  the 
mother  of  Zebedee's  children 
with  her  sons,  worshipping 
hinij  and  desiring  a  certain 
thing  of  him. 

21  And  he  said  unto  her. 
What  wilt  thou?  She  saith 
unto  him.  Grant  that  these 
my  two  sons  may  sit,  the  one 
on  thy  right  hand,  and  the 
other  on  the  left,  in  thy  king- 
dom. 

22  But  Jesus  answered  and 
said.  Ye  know  not  what  ye 
ask.  Are  ye  able  to  drink  of 
the  cup  that  I  shall  drink  of, 
and  to  be  baptized  with  the 
baptism  that  I  am  baptized 
with?  They  say  unto  him, 
We  are  able. 

23  And  he  saith  unto  them. 
Ye  shall  drink  indeed  of  my 
cup,  and  be  baptized  with  the 
baptism  that  I  am  baptized 
with:  but  to  sit  on  my  right 
hand,  and  on  my  left,  is  not 
mine  to  give,  but  it  shall  be 
given  to  them  for  whom  it  is 
prepared  of  my  Father. 

24  And  when  the  ten  heard 
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tty  they  were  moved  with  in- 
dignation against  the  two  bre- 
thren. 

25  But  Jesus  called  them  un- 
to  hinij  and  said,  Ye  know 
that  the  princes  of  the  Gen- 
tiles exercise  dominion  over 
them,  and  they  that  are  great 
exercise  authority  upon  them. 

26  But  it  shall  not  be  so 
among  you:  but  whosoever 
will  be  great  among  you,  let 
him  be  your  minister ; 

27  And  whosoever  will  be 
chief  among  you,  let  him  be 
your  servant  : 

28  Even  as  the  Son  of  man 
came  not  to  be  ministered  un- 
to,  but  to  minister,  and  to  give 
his  life  a  ransom  for  many. 

29  And  as  they  departed  from 
Jericho,  a  great  multitude  fol- 
lowed him. 

30  IF  And,  behold,  two  blind 
men  sitting  by  the  way  side, 
when  they  heard  that  Jesus 
passed  by,  cried  out,  saying. 
Have  mercy  on  us,  O  Lord, 
thou  Son  of  David. 

31  And  the  multitude  rebuk- 
ed them,  because  they  should 
hold  their  peace :  but  they 
cried  the  more,  saying,  Have 
mercy  on  us,  O  Lord,  thou  Son 
of  David. 

32  And  Jesus  stood  still,  and 
called  them,  and  said.  What 
will  ye  that  I  shall  do  unto 
you? 

33  They  say  unto  him.  Lord, 
that  our  eyes  may  be  opened. 

34  So  Jesus  had  compassion 
on  thenij  and  touched  their 
eyes:  and  immediately  their 
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eyes  received  sight,  and  they 
followed  him.      » 

CHAPTER  XXI. 

1  Cfhritt  rideth  into  JeruaaUm  upon  on  ost; 
12  driveth  the  huyert  and  $eUera  out  of  the 
temple;  17  eureeth  the  Jiff  tree;  2d  jmtteth 
to  silence  theprieete  afid  eldera;  28  and  re- 
huketh  them  by  the  eimilitude  of  the  two 
$ona  ;  88  and  of  the  huebandmeHf  vho  dew 
euch  ae  were  eent  unto  them, 

AND  when  they  drew  nigh 
unto  Jerusalem,  and  were 
come  to  Bethphage,  unto  the 
mount  of  Olives,  then  sent 
Jesus  two  disciples, 

2  Saying  unto  them.  Go  into 
the  village  over  against  you, 
and  straightway  ye  shall  find 
an  ass  tied,  and  a  colt  with 
her:  loose  them,  and  bring 
them  unto  me. 

3  And  if  any  m^in  say  aught 
unto  you,  ye  shall  say.  The 
Lord  hath  need  of  them ;  and 
straightway  he  will  send  them. 

4  All  this  was  done,  that  it 
might  be  fulfilled  which  was 
spoken  by  the  prophet,  saying, 

5  Tell  ye  the  daughter  of 
Zion,  Behold,  thy  King  cometh 
unto  thee,  meek,  and  sitting 
upon  an  ass,  and  a  colt  the 
foal  of  an  ass. 

6  And  the  disciples  went,  and 
did  as  Jesus  commanded  them, 

7  And  brought  the  ass,  and 
the  colt,  and  put  on  them  their 
clothes,  and  they  set  him  there- 
on. 

8  And  a  very  great  multitude 
spread  their  garments  in  the 
way ;  otliers  cut  down  branch- 
es from  the  trees,  and  strewed 
them  in  the  way. 

9  And  the  multitudes  that 
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went  before,  and  that  follow- 
ed, cried,  saying,  Hosanna  to 
the  Son  of  David :  Blessed  is 
he  that  cometh  in  the  name 
of  the  Lord ;  Hosanna  in  the 
highest. 

10  And  when  he  was  come 
into  Jerusalem,  all  the  city- 
was  moved,  saying,  Who  is 
this?' 

11  And  the  multitude  said. 
This  is  Jesus  the  prophet  of 
Nazareth  of  Galilee. 

12  IT  And  Jesus  went  into 
the  temple  of  God,  and  cast 
out  all  them  that  sold  and 
bought  in  the  temple,  and 
overthrew  the  tables  of  the 
money  changers,  and  the  seats 
of  them  that  sold  doves, 

13  And  said  unto  them,  It  is 
written.  My  house  shall  be 
called  the  house  of  prayer; 
but  ye  have  made  it  a  den 
of  thieves. 

14  And  the  blind  and  the 
lame  came  to  him  in  the  tem- 
ple ;  and  he  healed  them. 

15  And  when  the  chief  priests 
and  scribes  saw  the  wonderful 
things  that  he  did,  and  the 
children  crying  in  the  temple, 
and  saying,  Hosanna  to  the 
Son  of  David ;  they  were  sore 
displeased, 

16  And  said  imto  him,  Hear- 
est  thou  what  these  say  ?  And 
Jesus  saith  unto  them,  Yea; 
have  ye  never  read,  Out  of  the 
mouth  of  babes  and  sucklings 
thou  hast  perfected  praise  ? 

17  ^  And  he  left  them,  and 
went  out  of  the  city  into  Beth- 
any ;  and  he  lodg^  there. 


18  Now  in  the  morning,  as 
he  returned  into  the  city,  he 
hungered. 

19  And  when  he  saw  a  fig 
tree  in  the  way,  he  came  to  it, 
and  found  nothing  thereon,  but 
leaves  only,  and  said  unto  it, 
Let  no  fruit  grow  on  thee 
henceforward  for  ever.  And 
presently  the  fig  tree  withered 
away. 

20  And  when  the  disciples 
saw  it  J  they  marvelled,  saying, 
How  soon  is  the  fig  tree  with- 
ered  away ! 

21  Jesus  answered  and  said 
unto  them.  Verily  I  say  unto 
you,  If  ye  have  faith,  and  doubt 
not,  ye  shall  not  only  do  this 
which  is  done  to  the  fig  tree, 
but  also  if  ye  shall  say  unto 
this  mountain,  Be  thou  remov- 
ed,  and  be  thou  cast  into  the 
sea ;  it  shall  be  done. 

22  And  all  things,  whatso- 
ever ye  shall  ask  in  prayer, 
believing,  ye  shall  receive. 

23  ^  And  when  he  was  come 
into  the  temple,  the  chief 
priests  and  the  elders  of  the 
people  came  unto  him  as  he 
was  teaching,  and  said^  By 
what  authority  doest  thou 
these  things?  and  who  gave 
thee  this  authority  ? 

24  And  Jesus  answered  and 
said  unto  them,  I  also  will  ask 
you  one  thing,  which  if  ye 
tell  me,  I  in  like  wise  will  tell 
you  by  what  authority  I  do 
these  things. 

25  The  baptism  of  John, 
whence  was  it  ?  from  heaven, 
or  of  men  ?  And  they  reason- 
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ed  with  themselves,  saying,  If 
we  shall  say.  From  heaven; 
he  will  say  unto  us,  Why  did 
ye  not  then  believe  him  ? 

26  But  if  we  shall  say,  Of 
men ;  we  fear  the  people ;  for 
all  hold  John  as  a  prophet. 

27  And  they  answered  Jesus, 
and  said,  We  oannot  tell.  And 
he  said  unto  them.  Neither 
tell  I  you  by  what  authority 
I  do  these  things. 

28  IT  But  what  think  ye  ? 
A  certain  man  had  two  sons ; 
and  he  came  to  the  first,  and 
said,  Son,  go  work  to  day  in 
my  vineyard. 

29  He  answered  and  said,  I 
will  not;  but  afterward  he 
repented,  and  went. 

30  And  he  came  to  the  se- 
cond, and  said  likewise.  And 
he  answered  and  said,  I  gOy 
sir ;  and  went  not. 

31  Whether  of  them  twain 
did  the  will  of  his  father? 
They  say  unto  him.  The  first. 
Jesus  saith  unto  them.  Verily 
I  say  unto  you.  That  the  pub- 
licans and  the  harlots  go  into 
the  kingdom  of  God  before 
you. 

32  For  John  came  unto  you 
in  the  way  of  righteousness, 
and  ye  believed  him  not ;  but 
the  publicans  and  the  harlots 
believed  him:  and  ye,  when 
ye  had  seen  if,  repented  not 
afterward,  that  ye  might  be- 
lieve him. 

33  ^  Hear  another  parable : 
There  was  a  certain  house- 
holder, which  planted  a  vine- 
yard,   and    hedged   it  round 
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about,  and  digged  a  winepress 
in  it,  and  built  a  tower,  and  let 
it  out  to  husbandmen,  and  went 
into  a  far  country  : 

34  And  when  the  time  of  the 
firuit  drew  near,  he  gent  his 
servants  to  the  husbandmen, 
that  they  might  receive  the 
fruits  of  it. 

35  And  the  husbc^ndmen  took 
his  servants,  and  beat  one,  and 
killed  another,  and  stoned  ano- 
ther. 

36  Again,  he  sent  other  serv- 
ants more  than  tiie  first :  and 
they  did  unto  them  likewise. 

37  But  last  of  all  he  sent  un- 
to them  his  son,  saying.  They 
will  reverence  my  son. 

38  But  when  the  husband- 
men saw  the  son,  they  said 
among  themselves.  This  is  the 
heir ;  come,  let  us  kill  him,  and 
let  us  seize  on  his  inheritance, 

39  And  they  caught  him,  and 
cast  him  out  of  iSie  vineyard, 
and  slew  him. 

40  When  the  lord  therefore 
of  the  vineyard  cometh,  what 
will  he  do  unto  those  husband- 
men? 

41  They  say  unto  him.  He  will 
miserably  destroy  those  wicked 
men,  and  will  let  out  his  vine»» 
yard  unto  other  husbandmen, 
which  shall  render  him  the 
fruits  in  their  seasons. 

42  Jesus  saith  imto  them, 
Did  ye  never  read  in  the  Scrip- 
tures,  The  stone  which  the 
builders  rejected,  the  same  is 
become  the  head  of  the  comer: 
this  is  the  Lord's  doing,  and  it 
is  marvellous  in  our  eyes  ? 
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43  Therefore  say  I  unto  you, 
The  kingdom  of  God  shaU  be 
taken  from  you,  and  given  to 
a  nation  bringing  forth  the 
fruits  thereof. 

44  And  whosoever  shall  fall 
on  this  stone  shall  be  broken : 
but  on  whomsoever  it  shall  fall, 
it  will  grind  him  to  powder. 

45  And  when  the  chief  priests 
and  Pharisees  had  heard  his 
parables,  they  perceived  that 
he  spake  of  them. 

46  But  when  they  sought  to 
lay  hands  on  him,  they  feared 
the  multitude,  because  they 
to«k  him  for  a  prophet. 

CHAPTER  XXn. 

1  The  parahU  of  the  marriage  of  the  kin^t 
9on,  11  7%e  fmnishmetU  of  kim  that  had 
not  on  the  weacUnff  garment.  16  Of  paying 
tribute  to  Cetar.  28  Ohriet  eonfiueth  the 
Baddueeee  remeting  the  reMurrettion ;  84 
deelareth  to  tne  lawyer  the  two  areat  com- 
mandmente  of  the  law;  41  ana  eilenceth 
the  FhartMee  about  the  Meeeias, 

AND  Jesus  answered  and 
spake  unto  them  again  by 
parables,  and  said, 

2  The  kingdom  of  heaven  is 
like  unto  a  certain  king,  which 
made  a  marriage  for  his  son, 

3  And  sent  forth  his  servants 
to  call  them  that  were  bidden 
to  the  wedding:  and  tiiey 
would  not  come. 

4  Again,  he  sent  forth  other 
servants,  saying.  Tell  them 
which  are  bidden.  Behold,  I 
have  prepared  my  dinner :  my 
oxen  and  my  fatlings  are  kill- 
ed, and  all  things  are  ready: 
come  imto  the  marriage. 

6  But  they  made  light  of  if, 
and  went  their  ways,  one  to 


his  farm,  another  to  his  mer* 
chcmdise : 

6  And  the  remnant  took  his 
servants,  and  entreated  them 
spitefully,  and  slew  them, 

7  But  when  the  king  heard 
thereof,  he  was  wroth:  and  he 
sent  forth  his  armies,  and  de- 
stroyed those  murderers,  and 
burned  up  their  city. 

6  Then  saith  he  to  his  serv- 
ants, The  wedding  is  ready, 
but  they  which  were  bidden 
were  not  worthy. 

9  Go  ye  therefore  into  the 
highways,  and  as  many  as  ye 
shall  find,  bid  to  the  marriage. 

10  So  those  servants  went 
out  into  the  highways,  and  ga- 
thered together  all  as  many  as 
they  found,  both  bad  and  good: 
and  the  wedding  was  frimished 
with  guests. 

11  %  And  when  the  king 
came  in  to  see  the  guests,  he 
saw  there  a  man  which  had 
not  on  a  wedding  garment : 

12  And  he  saith  unto  him, 
Friend,  how  camest  thou  in 
hither  not  having  a  wedding 
garment?  And  he  was speech- 


13  Then  said  the  king  to  the 
servants.  Bind  him  hand  and 
foot,  and  take  him  away,  and 
cast  him  into  outer  darkness ; 
there  shall  be  weeping  and 
gnashing  of  teeth. 

14  For  many  are  called,  but 
few  are  chosen. 

15  IF  Then  went  the  Phari. 
sees,  and  took  counsel  how 
they  might  entangle  him  in  k%$ 
talk. 
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16  And  they  sentoutunto  him 
their  disciples  with  the  Herodi- 
ans,  saying,  Master,  we  know 
that  thou  art  true,  and  teachest 
the  way  of  God  in  truth,  nei- 
ther carest  thou  for  any  man : 
for  thou  regardest  not  the  per- 
son of  men. 

17  Tell  us  therefore.  What 
thinkest  thou?  Is  it  lawful 
to  give  tribute  unto  Cesar,  or 
not? 

18  But  Jesus  perceived  their 
wickedness,  and  said,  Why 
tempt  ye  me,  t/e  hypocrites? 

19  Shew  me  the  tribute  mo- 
ney. And  they  brought  unto 
him  a  penny. 

20  And  he  saith  unto  them. 
Whose  is  this  image  and  super- 
scription ? 

21  They  say  unto  him,  Ce- 
sar's. Thensaith  he  unto  them, 
Render  therefore  unto  Cesar  the 
things  which  are  Cesar's ;  and 
unto  God  the  things  that  are 
God's. 

22  When  they  had  heard  these 
wordsj  they  marvelled,  and  lejfl 
him,  and  went  their  way. 

23  T[  The  same  day  came  to 
him  the  Sadducees,  which  say 
that  there  is  no  resurrection, 
and  asked  him, 

24  Saying,  Master,  Moses 
said.  If  a  man  die,  having  no 
children,  his  brother  shall  mar- 
ry his  wife,  and  raise  up  seed 
unto  his  brother. 

25  Now  there  were  with  us 
seven  brethren :  and  the  first, 
when  he  had  married  a  wife, 
deceased,  and,  having  no  issue, 
left  his  wife  unto  his  brother : 
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26  Likewise  the  second  also, 
and  the  third,  unto  the  seventh* 

27  And  last  ofall  the  woman 
died  also. 

28  Therefore  in  the  resurrec- 
tion  whose  wife  shall  she  be 
of  the  seven  ?  for  they  all  had 
her. 

29  Jesus  answered  and  said 
unto  them,  Ye  do  err,  not  know- 
ing  the  Scriptures,  nor  the 
power  of  God. 

30  For  in  the  resurrection 
they  neither  marry,  nor  are 
given  in  marriage,  but  are  bb 
the  angels  of  God  in  heaven. 

31  But  as  touching  the  resur- 
rection of  the  dead,  have  ye  not 
read  that  which  was  spoken 
unto  you  by  God,  saying, 

32  I  am  the  God  of  Abraham, 
and  the  God  of  Isaac,  and  the 
God  of  Jacob?  God  is  not  the 
God  of  the  dead,  but  of  the  liv- 
ing. 

33  And  when  the  multitude 
heard  this^  they  were  astonish- 
ed at  his  doctnne. 

34  H  But  when  the  Phari- 
sees had  heard  that  he  had  put 
the  Sadducees  to  silence,  they 
were  gathered  together. 

35  Then  one  of  them,  which 
was  a  lawyer,  asked  him  a 
question,  tempting  him,  and 
saying, 

36  Master,  which  is  the  great 
commandment  in  the  law  ? 

37  Jesus  said  unto  him.  Thou 
shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God 
with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all 
thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  mind. 

38  This  is  the  first  and  great 
commandment. 


The  scribes  and 
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Pharisees  reproved* 


39  And  the  second  is  like 
unto  it,  Thou  shalt  love  thy 
neighbour  as  thyself. 

40  On  these  two  command- 
ments hang  all  the  law  and  the 
prophets. 

41  IF  While  the  Pharisees 
were,  gathered  together,  Jesus 
asked  them, 

42  Saying,  What  think  ye 
of  Christ?  whose  son  is  he? 
They  say  unto  him,  The  son 
of  David. 

43  He  saith  unto  them.  How 
then  doth  David  in  spirit  call 
him  Lord,  saying, 

44  The  Lord  said  imto  my 
Lord,  Sit  thou  on  my  right 
hand,  till  I  make  thine  enemies 
thy  footstool  ? 

46  If  David  then  call  him 
Lord,  how  is  he  his  son  ? 

46  And  no  man  was  able  to  an- 
swer him  a  word,  neither  durst 
any  man  from  that  day  forth 
ask  him  any  more  questions. 

CHAPTER  XXIII. 

1  Chritt  admoniiheth  th$  people  to  follow  the 
pood  doctrine,  not  the  evil  examplee^  of  the 
9cribeM  and  Pharisees,  6  Hts  disciples 
must  beware  of  their  ambition.  \Z  He  de- 
nouneeth  divers  woes  against  their  hypocrisy 
and  blindness;  84  and  prophesieth  of  the 
destruction  of  Jerusalem, 

THEN  spake  Jesus  to  the 
multitude,  and  to  his  dis- 
ciples, 

2  Saying,  The  scribes  and  the 
Pharisees  sit  in  Moses'  seat : 

3  All  therefore  whatsoever 
they  bid  you  observe,  that  ob- 
serve and  do;  but  do  not  ye 
after  their  works:  for  they  say, 
and  do  not. 

4  For  they  bind  heavy  bur- 
dens wid  grievous  to  be  Dome, 


and  lay  them  on  men's  shoul- 
ders ;  but  they  themselves  will 
not  move  them  with  one  of 
their  fingers. 

5  But  all  their  works  they  do 
for  to  be  seen  of  men :  they 
make  broad  their  phylacteries, 
and  enlarge  the  borders  of  their 
garments, 

6  And  love  the  uppermost 
rooms  at  feasts,  and  the  chief 
seats  in  the  synagogues, 

7  And  greetings  in  the  mar- 
kets, and  to  be  called  of  men. 
Rabbi,  Rabbi. 

8  But  be  not  ye  called  Rabbi : 
for  one  is  your  Master,  even 
Christ;  and  all  ye  are  bre- 
thren. 

9  And  call  no  man  your  fa- 
ther upon  the  earth :  for  one  is 
your  Father,  which  is  in  hea- 
ven. 

10  Neither  be  ye  called  mas- 
ters:  for  one  is  your  Master, 
even  Christ. 

11  But  he  that  is  greatest 
among  you  shall  be  your  serv- 
ant. 

12  And  whosoever  shall  exalt 
himself  shall  be  abeused ;  and 
he  that  shall  humble  himself 
shall  be  exalted. 

13^  But  woe  imto  you,  scribes 
and  Pharisees,  hypocrites !  for 
ye  shut  up  the  kingdom  of 
heaven  against  men:  for  ye 
neither  go  in  yourselves^  neither 
sufier  ye  them  that  are  enter- 
ing to  go  in. 

14  Woe  unto  you,  scribes  and 

Pharisees,  hypocrites!   for  ye 

devour  widows'  houses,  and  for 

a  pretence  make  long  prayer : 
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therefore  ye  shall  receive  the 
greater  damnation. 

15  Woe  unto  you,  scribes  and 
Pharisees,  hypocrites!  for  ye 
compass  sea  and  land  to  make 
one  proselyte;  and  when  he 
is  made,  ye  make  him  twofold 
more  the  child  of  hell  than 
yourselves. 

16  Woe  unto  you,  y^  blind 
guides,  which  say,  Whosoever 
shall  swear  by  the  temple^  it 
is  nothing;  but  whosoever  shall 
swear  by  the  gold  of  the  tem- 
ple, he  is  a  debtor ! 

17  Ye  fools  and  blind:  for 
whether  is  greater,  the  gold, 
or  the  temple  that  sanctifieth 
the  gold  ? 

18  And,  Whosoever  shall 
swear  by  the  altar,  it  is  no- 
thing; but  whosoever  swear- 
eth  by  the  gift  that  is  upon  it, 
he  is  guilty. 

19  Ye  fools  and  blind:  for 
whether  is  greater,  the  gift,  or 
the  altar  that  sanctifieth  the 

gift? 

20  Whoso  therefore  shall 
swear  by  the  altar,  sweareth 
by  it,  and  by  all  things  thereon. 

21  And  whoso  shall  swear  by 
the  temple,  sweareth  by  it,  and 
by  him  that  dwelleth  therein. 

22  And  he  that  shall  swear 
by  heaven,  sweareth  by  the 
throne  of  God,  and  by  him  that 
sitteth  thereon. 

23  Woe  unto  you,  scribes  and 
Pharisees,  hypocrites!  for  ye 
pay  tithe  of  mint  and  anise 
and  cummin,  and  have  omit- 
ted the  weightier  matters  of 
the  law,  judgment,  mercy,  and 
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faith :  these  ought  ye  to  have 
done,  and  not  to  leave  the 
other  undone. 

24  Ye  blind  guides,  which 
strain  at  a  gnat,  and  swallow 
a  camel. 

25  Woe  unto  you,  scribes  and 
Pharisees,  hypocrites!  for  ye 
make  clean  the  outside  of  the 
cup  and  of  the  platter,  but 
within  they  are  full  of  extor- 
tion and  excess. 

26  Thou  blind  Pharisee, 
cleanse  first  that  which  is 
within  the  cup  and  platter, 
that  the  outside  of  them  may 
be  clean  also. 

27  Woe  unto  you,  scribes  and 
Pharisees,  hjrpocrites!  for  ye 
are  like  unto  whited  sepulchres, 
which  indeed  appear  beautiful 
outward,  but  are  within  full  of 
dead  men^s  bones,  and  of  all 
uncleanness. 

28  Even  so  ye  also  outward- 
ly  appear  righteous  unto  men, 
but  within  ye  are  full  of  hypo- 
crisy and  iniquity. 

29  Woe  unto  you,  scribes  and 
Pharisees,  hypocrites !  because 
ye  build  the  tombs  of  the  pro- 
phets, and  garnish  the  sepul- 
chres of  the  righteous, 

30  And  say.  If  we  had  been 
in  the  days  of  our  fathers,  we 
would  not  have  been  partakers 
with  them  in  the  blood  of  the 
prophets. 

31  Wherefore  ye  be  witnesses 
unto  yourselves,  that  ye  are  the 
children  of  them  which  killed 
the  prophets. 

32  Fill  ye  up  then  the  mea- 
sure of  your  fathers. 


The  gutU  of  Jerusalem.    CHAPTER    XXIV.    Its  destruction  foretold. 


33  Ye  serpents,  ye  generation 
of  vipers,  how  can  ye  escape 
the  damnation  of  hell  ? 

34  IT  Wherefore,  behold,  I  send 
unto  you  prophets,  and  wise 
men,  and  scribes:  and  some  of 
them  ye  shall  kill  and  cruci- 
fy;  and  same  of  them  shall  ye 
scourge  inyour  synagogues,  and 
persecute  fAem  from  city  to  city : 

35  That  upon  you  may  come 
all  the  righteous  blood  shed  up- 
on the  earth,  from  the  blood  of 
righteous  Abel  unto  the  blood 
of  Zacharias  son  of  Barachias, 
whom  ye  slew  between  the 
temple  and  the  altar. 

36  Verily  I  say  unto  you.  All 
these  things  shall  come  upon 
this  generation. 

37  O  Jerusalem,  Jerusalem, 
thou  that  killest  the  prophets, 
and  stonest  them  which  are 
sent  unto  thee,  how  often  would 
I  have  gathered  thy  children 
together,  even  as  a  hen  gather- 
eth  her  chickens  under  her 
wings,  and  ye  would  not ! 

38  Behold,  your  house  is  left 
unto  you  desolate. 

39  For  I  say  unto  you.  Ye 
shall  not  see  me  henceforth, 
till  ye  shall  say.  Blessed  is  he 
that  cometh  in  the  name  of 
the  Lord. 

CHAPTER  XXIV. 

1  ChrUt  foretelleth  the  detirueiian  of  the  tern- 
pie;  Z  what  and  hcworeat  calamitiee  thall 
be  Irfore  it;  29  and  the  tigne  of  hie  coming 
to  judgment,  86  And  because  that  day  and 
hour  t«  wiknovm,  42  we  ought  to  watch  like 
good  eervante,  expecting  every  moment  our 
matter* »  eommg, 

AND  Jesus  went  out,  and 
departed  from  the  temple : 
and  his  disciples  came  to  him 


for  to  shew  him  the  buildings 
of  the  temple. 

2  And  Jesus  said  unto  them, 
See  ye  not  all  these  things  ? 
verily  I  say  unto  you.  There 
shall  not  be  left  here  one  stone 
upon  another,  that  shall  not  be 
thrown  down. 

3  ^  And  as  he  sat  upon  the 
mount  of  Olives,  the  disciples 
came  unto  him  privately,  say- 
ing. Tell  us,  when  shall  these 
things  be?  and  what  shall  he 
the  sign  of  thy  coming,  and  of 
the  end  of  the  world  ? 

4  And  Jesus  answered  and 
said  unto  them.  Take  heed  that 
no  man  deceive  you. 

5  For  many  shall  come  in  my 
name,  saying,  I  am  Christ ;  and 
shall  deceive  many. 

6  And  ye  shall  hear  of  wars 
and  rumours  of  wears :  see  that 
ye  be  not  troubled :  for  all  these 
things  must  come  to  pass,  but 
the  end  is  not  yet. 

7  For  nation  shall  rise  against 
nation,  and  kingdom  against 
kingdom :  and  there  shall  be 
famines,  and  pestilences,  and 
earthquakes,  in  divers  places. 

8  All  these  are  the  beginning 
of  sorrows. 

9  Then  shall  they  deliver  you 
up  to  be  afflicted,  and  shall  kill 
you :  and  ye  shall  be  hated  of 
all  nations  for  my  name's  sake. 

10  And  then  shall  many  be 
offended,  and  shall  betray  one 
another,  and  shall  hate  one 
another. 

11  And  many  false  prophets 
shall  rise,  and  shall  deceive 
many. 
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12  And  because  iniquity  shall 
abound,  the  love  of  many  shall 
wax  cold 

13  But  he  that  shall  endure 
unto  the  end,  the  same  shall 
be  saved. 

14  And  this  gospel  of  the 
kingdom  shall  be  preached  in 
all  the  world  for  a  witness  un- 
to all  nations ;  and  then  shall 
the  end  come. 

15  When  ye  therefore  shall 
see  the  abomination  of  desola- 
tior^,  spoken  of  by  Daniel  the 
prophet,  stand  in  the  holy 
place,  (whoso  readeth,  let  him 
understand,) 

16  Then  let  them  which  be 
in  Judea  flee  into  the  mount- 
ains: 

17  Let  him  which  is  on  the 
housetop  not  come  down  to 
take  any  thing  out  of  his 
house: 

18  Neither  let  him  which  is 
in  the  field  return  back  to 
take  his  clothes. 

19  And  woe  unto  them  that 
are  with  child,  and  to  them 
that  give  suck  in  those  days! 

20  But  pray  ye  that  your 
flight  be  not  in  the  winter, 
neither  on  the  sabbath  day : 

21  For  then  shall  be  great 
tribulation,  such  as  was  not 
since  the  beginning  of  the 
world  to  this  time,  no,  nor 
ever  shall  be. 

22  And  except  those  days 
should  be  shortened,  there 
should  no  flesh  be  saved :  but 
for  the  elect's  sake  those  days 
shall  be  shortened. 

23  Then  if  anv  man  shall  say 
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unto  you,  Lo,  here  is  Christ,  or 
there ;  believe  it  not. 

24  For  there  shell  arise  false 
Christs,  and  false  prophets, 
and  shall  shew  great  signs 
and  wonders ;  insomuch  that, 
if  it  were  possible,  they  shall 
deceive  the  very  elect. 

25  Behold,  I  have  told  you 
before. 

26  Wherefore  if  they  shall 
say  unto  you.  Behold,  he  is  in 
the  desert ;  go  not  forth :  be- 
hold, he  is  in  the  secret  cham- 
bers ;  believe  it  not. 

2  7  For  as  the  lightning  cometh 
out  of  the  east,  and  shineth  even 
unto  the  west ;  so  shall  also  the 
coming  of  the  Son  of  man  be. 

28  For  wheresoever  the  car- 
cass is,  there  will  the  eagles  be 
gathered  together. 

29  ^  Immediately  after  the 
tribulation  of  those  days  shall 
the  sun  be  darkened,  and  the 
moon  shall  not  give  her  light, 
and  the  stars  shall  fall  ^om 
heaven,  and  the  powers  of  the 
heavens  shall  be  shaken : 

30  And  then  shall  appear 
the  sign  of  the  Son  of  man  in 
heaven:  and  then  shall  all 
the  tribes  of  the  earth  mourn, 
and  they  shall  see  the  Son  of 
man  coming  in  the  clouds  of 
heaven  with  power  and  great 
glory. 

31  And  he  shall  send  his 
angels  with  a  great  sound  of 
a  trumpet,  and  they  shall 
gather  together  his  elect  from 
file  four  winds,  from  one  end 
of  heaven  to  the  other. 

32  Now  learn  a  parable  of 


Watchfubuss  urged.         CHAPTER  XXV.       Parable  of  the  virgins. 


the  fig  tree ;  When  his  branch 
is  yet  tender,  and  putteth  forth 
leaves,  ye  know  tiiat  summer 
is  nigh: 

33  So  likewise  ye,  when  ye 
shall  see  all  these  things,  know 
that  it  is  near,  even  at  the  doors. 

34  Verily  I  say  unto  you.  This 
generation  shall  not  pass,  till 
all  these  things  be  fulfilled. 

35  Heaven  and  earth  shall 
pass  away,  but  my  words  shall 
not  pass  away. 

36  %  But  of  that  day  and 
hour  knoweth  no  man^  no,  not 
the  angels  of  heaven,  but  my 
Father  only. 

37  But  as  the  days  of  Noah 
taerCj  so  shall  also  the  coming 
of  the  Son  of  man  be. 

38  For  as  in  the  days  that  were 
before  the  flood  they  were  eat- 
ing and  drinking,  marrying 
and  giving  in  marriage,  untU 
the  day  that  Noah  entered  into 
the  ark, 

39  And  knew  not  until  the 
flood  came,  and  took  them  all 
away ;  so  shall  also  the  coming 
of  the  Son  of  man  be. 

40  Then  shall  two  be  in  the 
field ;  the  one  shall  be  taken, 
and  the  other  left. 

41  Two  women  shall  be  gnad' 
ing  at  the  mill ;  the  one  shall 
be  taken,  and  the  other  left. 

42  IF  Watch  therefore;  for 
ye  know  not  what  hour  your 
Lord  doth  come. 

43  But  know  this,  that  if  the 
goodman  of  the  house  had 
known  in  what  watch  the 
thief  would  come,  he  would 
have  watched,  and  wK)uld  not 
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have  suffered  his  house  to  be 
broken  up. 

44  Therefore  be  ye  also  ready: 
for  in  such  an  hour  as  ye  think 
not  the  Son  of  man  cometh. 

45  Who  then  is  a  faithful  and 
wise  servant,  whom  his  lord 
hath  made  ruler  over  his  house- 
hold, to  give  them  meat  in  due 
season? 

46  Blessed  is  that  servant, 
whom  his  lord  when  he  com- 
eth shall  find  so  doing. 

47  Verily  I  say  unto  you. 
That  he  shall  make  him  ruler 
over  all  his  goods. 

48  But  and  if  that  evil  ser- 
vant shall  say  in  his  heart, 
My  lord  delayeth  his  coming ; 

49  And  shall  begin  to  smite 
his  fellow  servants,  and  to  eat 
and  drink  with  the  drunken ; 

50  The  lord  of  that  servant 
shall  come  in  a  day  when  he 
looketh  not  for  Aim,  and  in  an 
hour  that  he  is  not  aware  of, 

51  And  shall  cut  him  asim- 
der,  and  appoint  him  his  por- 
tion with  the  hypocrites:  there 
shall  be  weeping  and  gnashing 
of  teeth. 

CHAPTER  XXV. 

1  The  parable  of  the  ten  ffirgini,  U  and  of  the 
talents,    81  AUo  the  deeeripticn  of  the  last 

npHEN  shall  the  kingdom  of 
X  heaven  be  likened  imto 
ten  virgins,  which  took  their 
lamps,  and  went  forth  to  meet 
the  bridegroom. 

2  And  five  of  them  were 
wise,  and  five  were  foolish. 

3  They  that  ii?ere  foolish  took 
their  lamps,  and  took  no  oil 
with  them : 
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4  But  the  wise  took  oil 
in  their  vessels  with  their 
lamps. 

5  AiVTiile  the  bridegroom  tar- 
ried, they  all  slumbered  and 
slept. 

6  And  at  midnight  there  was 
a  cry  made,  Behold,  the  bride- 
^oom  Cometh;  go  ye  out  to 
meet  him. 

7  Thenall  those  virgins  arose, 
and  trimmed  their  lamps. 

8  And  the  foolish  said  unto 
the  wise,  Give  us  of  your  oil; 
for  our  lamps  are  gone  out. 

9  But  the  wise  answered, 
saying,  Not  so ;  lest  there  be 
not  enough  for  us  and  you :  but 
go  ye  rather  to  them  that  sell, 
and  buy  for  yourselves. 

10  And  while  they  went  to 
buy,  the  bridegroom  came; 
and  they  that  were  ready  went 
in  with  him  to  the  marriage : 
and  the  door  was  shut. 

11  Afterward  came  also  the 
other  virgins,  saying.  Lord, 
Lord,  open  to  us. 

12  But  he  answered  and  said, 
Verily  I  say  unto  you,  I  know 
you  not. 

13  Watch  therefore;  for  ye 
know  neither  the  day  nor  the 
hour  wherein  the  Son  of  man 
Cometh. 

14  H  For  the  kingdom  of  hea- 
ven w  as  a  man  travelling  into 
a  far  counlay,  tcho  called  his 
own  servants,  and  delivered 
unto  them  his  goods. 

15  And  unto  one  he  gave 
five  talents,  to  another  two, 
and  to  another  one ;  to  every 
man  according  to  his  several 
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ability ;  and  straightway  took 
his  journey. 

16  Then  he  that  had  receiv- 
ed  the  five  talents  went  and 
traded  with  the  same,  and 
made  them  other  five  talents. 

17  And  likewise  he  that  had 
received  two,  he  also  gained 
other  two. 

18  But  he  that  had  received 
one  went  and  digged  in  the 
earth,  and  hid  his  lord's  money. 

19  After  a  long  time  the  lord 
of  those  servants  cometh,  and 
reckoneth  with  them. 

20  And  so  he  that  had  re- 
ceived five  talents  came  and 
brought  other  five  talents,  say- 
ing, Lord,  thou  deliveredst  un- 
to me  five  talents:  behold,  I 
have  gained  beside  them  five 
talents  more. 

21  His  lord  said  unto  him^ 
Well  done,  thou  good  and  faith* 
ful  servant:  tjiou  hast  been 
faithful  over  a  few  things,  I 
will  make  thee  ruler  over 
many  things  :  enter  thou  into 
the  joy  of  tiiy  lord. 

22  He  also  that  had  received 
two  talents  came  and  said.  Lord, 
thou  deliveredst  unto  me  two 
talents :  behold,  I  have  gained 
two  other  talents  beside  them. 

23  His  lord  said  imto  him, 
Well  done,  good  and  faithful 
servant ;  thou  hast  been  faith- 
ful over  a  few  things,  I  will 
make  thee  ruler  over  many 
things:  enter  thou  into  the 
joy  of  thy  lord. 

24  Then  he  which  had  re- 
ceived the  one  talent  came  and 
said,  Lord,  I  knew  thee  that 
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thou  art  a  hard  man,  reaping 
where  thou  hast  not  sown,  and 
gathering  where  thou  hast  not 
strewed: 

25  And  I  was  afraid,  and 
went  and  hid  thy  talent  in  the 
earth :  lo,  there  thou  hast  that 
is  thine. 

26  Hislord  answered  and  said 
unto  him,  Thou  wicked  and 
slothful  servant,  thou  knew- 
est  that  I  reap  where  I  sowed 
not,  and  gather  where  I  have 
not  strewed : 

27  Thou  oughtest  therefore 
to  have  put  my  money  to  the 
exchangers,  and  then  at  my 
coming  I  should  have  received 
mine  own  with  usury. 

28  Take  therefore  the  talent 
from  him,  and  give  it  unto 
him  which  hath  ten  talents. 

29  For  unto  every  one  that 
hath  shall  be  given,  and  he 
shall  have  abundance :  but 
from  him  that  hath  not  shall 
betaken  away  even  that  which 
he  hath. 

30  And  oast  ye  the  improfit- 
able  servant  into  outer  dark- 
ness: there  shall  be  weeping 
and  gnashing  of  teeth. 

31  IF  When  the  Son  of  man 
shall  come  in  his  glory,  and 
all  the  holy  angels  with  him, 
then  shall  he  sit  upon  the 
throne  of  his  glory : 

32  And  before  him  shall  be 
gathered  all  nations :  and  he 
shall  separate  them  one  from 
another,  as  a  shepherd  di- 
videth  his  sheep  from  the 
goats: 

33  And  he  shall  set  the  sheep 


on  his  right  hand,  but  the 
goats  on  the  left. 

34  Then  shall  the  King  say 
unto  them  on  his  right  hand, 
Come,  ye  blessed  of  my  Fa- 
ther, inherit  the  kingdom  pre- 
pared for  you  from  the  foun- 
dation of  the  world : 

35  For  I  WBfi  ahungered, 
and  ye  gave  me  meat :  I  was 
thirsty,  and  ye  gave  me  drink : 
I  was  a  stranger,  and  ye  took 
me  in : 

36  Naked,  and  ye  clothed 
me :  I  was  sick,  and  ye  visit- 
ed me :  I  was  in  prison,  and 
ye  came  unto  me. 

37  Then  shall  the  righteous 
answer  him,  saying.  Lord, 
when  saw  we  thee  ahunger- 
ed,  and  fed  thee?  or  thirsty, 
and  gave  thee  drink  ? 

38  When  saw  we  thee  a 
stranger,  and  took  thee  in?  or 
naked,  and  clothed  thee  ? 

39  Or  when  saw  we  thee 
sick,  or  in  prison,  and  came 
unto  thee  ? 

40  And  the  King  shall  an- 
swer and  say  unto  them,  Ve- 
rily I  say  unto  you.  Inasmuch 
as  ye  have  done  it  imto  one 
of  the  least  of  these  my  bre- 
thren, ye  have  done  it  unto 
me. 

41  Then  shall  he  say  also 
unto  them  on  the  left  hand, 
Depart  from  me,  ye  cursed,  in- 
to everlasting  fire,  prepared 
for  the  devil  and  his  angels : 

42  For  I  was  ahungered, 
and  ye  gave  me  no  meat:  I 
was  thirsty,  and  ye  gave  me 
no  drink: 
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43  I  was  a  stranger,  and  ye 
took  me  not  in:  naked,  and 
ye  clothed  me  not :  sick,  and 
in  prison,  and  ye  visited  me 
not. 

44  Then  shall  they  also  an- 
swer him,  saying,  Lord,  when 
saw  we  thee  ahungered,  or 
athirst,  or  a  stranger,  or  naked, 
or  sick,  or  in  prison,  and  did 
not  minister  unto  thee  ? 

45  Then  shall  he  answer 
them,  saying.  Verily  I  say  un- 
to  you,  Inasmuch  as  ye  did  it 
not  to  one  of  the  lea>st  of  these, 
ye  did  it  not  to  me. 

46  And  these  shall  go  away 
into  everlasting  punishment: 
but  the  righteous  into  life  eter- 
nal. 

CHAPTER  XXVI. 

1  The  rulers  conspire  againU  Christ.  6  The 
woman  anointeth  his  head.  14  Judas  sdleth 
him.  17  Christ  eatcth  the  passover  ;  26  in- 
stituteth  the  holy  supper  ;  86  prayeth  in  the 
garden;  47  and  being  betrayed  with  a  kiss, 
67  is  carried  to  Caiaphas^  69  and  denied  by 
Peter. 

AND  it  came  to  pass,  when 
Jesus  had  finished  all 
these  sayings,  he  said  unto  his 
disciples, 

2  Ye  know  that  after  two 
days  is  the  feast  of  the  pass- 
over,  and  the  Son  of  man  is  be- 
trayed to  be  cracified. 

3  Then  asembled  togeth- 
er the  chief  priests,  and  the 
scribes,  and  the  elders  of  the 
people,  unto  the  palace  of  the 
high  priest,  who  was  called 
Caiaphas, 

4  AnA  consulted  that  they 
might  take  Jesus  by  subtilty, 
ead  kill  him. 

5  But  they  said.  Not  on  tiie 
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feast  daj/^  lest  there  be  an  up- 
roar among  the  people. 

6  IT  Now  when  Jesus  was  in 
Bethany,  in  the  house  of  Si- 
mon the  leper, 

7  There  came  imto  him  a 
woman  having  an  alabaster 
box  of  very  precious  ointment, 
and  poured  it  on  his  head,  as 
he  sat  at  meat. 

8  But  when  his  disciples  saw 
it,  they  had  indignation,  say- 
ing,  To  what  purpose  is  this 
waste? 

9  For  this  ointment  might 
have  been  sold  for  much,  and 
given  to  the  poor. 

10  When  Jesus  understood 
it,  he  said  unto  them.  Why  trou- 
ble  ye  the  woman  ?  for  she  hath 
wrought  a  good  work  upon  me. 

11  For  ye  have  the  poor  al- 
ways with  you;  but  me  ye 
have  not  always. 

12  For  in  that  she  hath  pour* 
ed  this  ointment  on  my  body, 
she  did  it  for  my  burial. 

13  Verily  I  say  unto  you. 
Wheresoever  this  gospel  shall 
be  preached  in  the  whole  world, 
there  shall  also  this,  that  this 
woman  hath  done,  be  told  for 
a  memorial  of  her. 

14  IT  Then  one  of  the  twelve, 
called  Judas  Iscariot,  went 
unto  the  chief  priests, 

15  And  said  t^nfotAem,  What 
will  ye  give  me,  and  I  will  de- 
liver him  unto  you  ?  And 
they  covenanted  with  him  for 
thirty  pieces  of  silver. 

16  And  fix>m  that  time  he 
sought  opportunity  to  betray 
him. 
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17  IF  Now  the  first  day  of 
the  feast  of  mdesivenei  bread 
the  disciples  came  to  Jesus, 
saying  unto  him,  Where  wilt 
thou  that  we  prepare  for  thee 
to  eat  the  passoyer  ? 

18  And  he  said,  Go  into  the 
city  to  such  a  man,  and  say 
unto  him,  The  Master  saith, 
My  time  is  at  hand;  I  will 
keep  the  passoyer  at  l^y  house 
with  my  disciples. 

19  And  the  disciples  did  as 
Jesus  had  .appointed  them; 
and  ihej  made  ready  the  pass- 
oyer. 

.20  Now  when  the  eyen  was 
come,  he  sat  down  with  the 
twelye, 

21  And  as  they  did  eat,  he 
said,  Verily  I  say  unto  you, 
that  one  of  you  shall  betray 
me. 

22  And  they  were  exceeding 
sorrowed,  and  began  eyery  one 
of  them  to  say  unto  him.  Lord, 
is  it  I? 

23  And  he  answered  and  said. 
He  that  dippeth  his  hand  with 
me  in  the  dish,  the  same  shall 
betray  me. 

24  The  Son  of  man  goeth  as 
it  is  written  of  him :  but  woe 
unto  that  man  by  whom  the 
Son  of  man  is  betrayed!  it 
had  been  good  for  that  man 
if  he  had  not  been  bom. 

25  Th^i  Judas,  which  be* 
trayed  him,  answered  and  said, 
Master,  is  it  I  ?  He  said  unto 

.  him,  Thou  hast  said. 

26  IT  And  as  they  were  eat- 
ing,  Jesus  took  bread,  and 
blessed  tV,  and  brake  tY,  and 


gaye  it  to  the  disciples,  and 
saidjTake,  eat ;  this  is  my  body. 

27  And  he  took  the  cup,  and 
gaye  thanks,  and  gaye  it  to 
them,  saying.  Drink  ye  all  of 

it; 

28  For  this  is  my  blood  of  the 
new  testament,  which  is  shed 
for  many  for  the  remission  of 
sins. 

29  But  I  say  imto  you,  I  will 
not  drink  henceforth  of  this 
fruit  of  the  yine,  until  that  day 
when  I  drink  it  new  with  you 
in  my  Father's  kingdom. 

30  And  when  they  had  sung 
a  hymn,  they  went  out  into 
the  mount  of  Oliyes. 

31  Then  saith  Jesus  unto 
them.  All  ye  shall  be  ofiended 
because  of  me  this  night :  for 
it  is  written,  I  will  smite  the 
Shepherd,  and  the  sheep  of  the 
flock  shall  be  scattered  abroad. 

32  But  after  I  am  risen  again, 
I  will  go  before  you  into  Gra- 
lilee. 

33  Peter  answered  and  said 
unto  him,  Though  all  men  shall 
be  ofiended  because  of  thee, 
yet  will  I  neyer  be  ofiended. 

34  Jesus  said  unto  him,  Veri- 
ly  I  say  unto  thee.  That  this 
night,  before  the  cock  crow, 
thou  shalt  deny  me  thrice. 

35  Peter  said  unto  him, 
Though  I  should  die  with  thee, 
yet  wUl  I  not  deny  thee.  Like- 
wise also  said  all  the  disciples. 

36  ^  Then  cometh  Jesus  with 
them  imto  a  place  called  Greth- 
semane,  and  saith  unto  the  dis- 
ciples, Sit  ye  here,  while  I  go 
and  pray  yonder. 
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37  And  he  took  with  him 
Peter  and  the  two  sons  of  Ze- 
bedee,  and  began  to  be  sorrow- 
ful  and  very  heavy. 

38  Then  saith  he  unto  them, 
My  soul  is  exceeding  sorrowful, 
even  unto  death :  tarry  ye  here, 
and  watch  with  me. 

39  And  he  went  a  little  fur- 
ther, and  fell  on  his  face,  and 
prayed,  saying,  O  my  Father, 
if  it  be  possible,  let  this  cup 
pass  from  me:  nevertheless, 
not  as  I  will,  but  as  thou  unit. 

40  And  he  cometh  unto  the 
disciples,  and  findeth  them 
asleep,  and  saith  unto  Peter, 
What,  could  ye  not  watch  with 
me  one  hour  ? 

41  Watch  and  pray,  that  ye 
enter  not  into  temptation :  the 
spirit  indeed  is  willing,  but  the 
flesh  is  weak. 

42  He  went  away  again  the 
second  time,  and  prayed,  say- 
ing, O  my  Father,  if  this  cup 
may  not  pass  away  from  me, 
except  I  drink  it,  thy  will  be 
done. 

43  And  he  came  and  found 
them  asleep  again:  for  their 
eyes  were  heavy. 

44  And  he  left  them,  and 
went  away,  again,  and  prayed 
the  third  time,  saying  the  same 
words. 

45  Then  cometh  he  to  his 
disciples,  and  saith  unto  them. 
Sleep  on  now,  and  take  your 
rest:  behold,  the  hour  is  at 
hand,  and  the  Son  of  man  is 
betrayed  into  the  hands  of  sin- 
ners. 

46  Rise,  let  us  be  going :  be- 
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hold,  he  is  at  hand  that  doth 
betray  me. 

47  ^  And  while  he  yet  spake, 
lo,  Judas,  one  of  the  twelve, 
came,  and  with  him  a  great 
multitude  with  swords  and 
staves,  from  the  chief  priests 
and  elders  of  the  people. 

48  Now  he  that  betrayed  him 
gave  them  a  sign,  saying. 
Whomsoever  I  shall  kiss,  that 
same  is  he ;  hold  him  fast. 

49  And  forthwith  he  came  to 
Jesus,  and  said.  Hail,  Master ; 
and  kissed  him. 

50  And  Jesus  said  unto  him. 
Friend,  wherefore  art  thou 
come?  Then  came  they,  and 
laid  hands  on  Jesus,  and  took 
him. 

51  And,  behold,  one  of  them 
which  were  with  Jesus  stretch- 
ed out  his  hand,  and  drew  his 
sword,  and  struck  a  servant  of 
the  high  priest,  and  smote  off 
his  ear. 

52  Then  said  Jesus  unto  him, 
Put  up  again  thy  sword  into 
his  place:  for  all  they  that 
take  the  sword  shall  perish 
with  the  sword. 

53  Thinkest  thou  that  I  can- 
not now  pray  to  my  Father, 
and  he  shall  presently  give  me 
more  than  twelve  legions  of 
angels  ? 

54  But  how  then  shall  the 
Scriptures  be  fulfilled,  that 
thus  it  must  be  ? 

55  In  that  same  hour  said 
Jesus  to  the  multitudes.  Are. 
ye  come  out  as  against  a  thiet 
with  swords  and  staves  for  to 
take  me?  I  sat  daily  with  you 
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teaching  in  the  temple,  and  ye 
laid  no  hold  on  me. 

56  But  all  this  was  done,  that 
the  scriptures  of  the  prophets 
might  he  fulfilled.  Then  all 
the  disciples  forsook  him,  and 
fled. 

57  IT  And  they  that  had  laid 
hold  on  Jesus  led  Aim  away 
to  Caiaphas  the  high  priest, 
where  the  scrihes  and  the  eld- 
ers were  assembled. 

58  But  Peter  followed  him 
afar  off  unto  the  high  priest's 
palace,  and  went  in,  and  sat 
with  the  servants,  to  see  the 
end. 

59  Now  the  chief  priests,  and 
elders,  and  all  the  council, 
sought  false  witness  against 
Jesus,  to  put  him  to  death ; 

60  But  found  none:  yea, 
though  many  false  witnesses 
came,  yet  found  they  none. 
At  the  last  came  two  false 
witnesses, 

61  And  said.  This  fellow  said, 
I  am  able  to  destroy  the  tem- 
ple of  God,  and  to  build  it  in 
three  days. 

62  And  the  high  priest  arose, 
and  said  imto  him,  Answ^est 
thou  nothing?  yiheAisitwhich 
these  witness  against  thee  ? 

63  But  Jesus  held  hiB  peace. 
And  the  high  priest  answered 
and  said  unto  him,  I  adjure 
thee  by  the  living  God,  that 
thou  tell  us  whether  thou  be 
the  Christ,  the  Son  of  God. 

64  Jesus  saith  unto  him. 
Thou  hast  said:  nevertheless 
I  say  unto  you,  Hereafker  shall 
ye  see  the  Son  of  man  sitting 


on  the  right  hand  of  power, 
and  coming  in  the  clouds  of 
heaven. 

65  Then  the  high  priest  rent 
his  clothes,  saying.  He. hath 
spoken  blasphemy ;  what  fur- 
ther  need  have  we  of  witnesses? 
behold,  now  ye  have  heard  his 
blasphemy. 

66  What  think  ye?  They  an- 
swered  and  said.  He  is  guilty 
of  death. 

67  Then  did  they  spit  in  his 
face,  and  buffeted  him;  and 
others  smote  him  with  the 
palms  of  their  hands, 

68  Saying,  Prophesy  unto  us, 
thou  Christ,  Who  is  he  that 
smote  thee  ? 

69  IT  Now  Peter  sat  without 
in  the  palace:  and  a  damsel 
came  unto  him,  saying.  Thou 
also  wast  with  Jesus  of  Galilee. 

70  But  he  denied  before  theTii 
aJl,  saying,  I  know  not  what 
thou  sayest. 

71  And  when  he  was  gone 
out  into  the  porch,  another 
maid  saw  him,  and  said  unto 
them  that  were  there.  This 
fellow  was  also  with  Jesus  of 
Nazareth. 

72  And  again  he  denied  with 
an  oath,  I  do  not  know  the  man. 

73  And  after  a  Avhile  came 
xmto  him  they  that  stood  by, 
and  said  to  Peter,  Surely  thou 
also  art  one  of  them ;  for  thy 
speech  bewrayeth  thee. 

74  Then  began  he  to  curse 
and  to  swear,  sayings  I  know 
not  the  man.  And  immediate- 
ly  the  cock  crew. 

75  And  Peter  remembered  the 
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word  of  Jesus,  which  said  un- 
to him,  Before  the  cook  crow, 
thou  shalt  deny  me  thrice.  And 
he  went  out,  and  wept  bitterly. 

CHAPTER  XXVII. 

1  Ohriit  if  delivered  bound  to  Pilete.  ZJitdas 
hangeth  hinudf.  19  Pilate  ia  admoniahed 
hyhiimfe;  24  he  woiheth  his  handt ;  26 
and  looeeth  Barabbaa.  29  Chriat  ia  erowned 
mth  thoma,  84  er%tcified,  40  reviled,  60  dieth^ 
and  ia  buried,  66  Jlia  aepulchre  ia  aeaUd, 
and  watched, 

WHEN  the  morning  was 
come,  all  the  chief  priests 
and  elders  of  the  people  took 
counsel  against  Jesus  to  put 
him  to  death : 

2  And  when  they  had  hound 
him,  they  led  kim  away,  and 
delivered  him  to  Pontius  Pilate 
the  governor. 

3  IT  Then  Judas,  which  had 
betrayed  him,  when  he  saw 
that  he  was  condemned,  re- 
pented himself,  and  brought 
again  the  thirty  pieces  of  sil- 
ver to  the  chief  priests  and 
elders, 

4  Saying,  I  have  sinned  in 
that  I  have  betrayed  the  in- 
nocent blood.  And  they  said, 
What  is  that  to  us  ?  see  thou 
to  that. 

5  And  he  cast  down  the 
pieces  of  silver  in  the  temple, 
and  departed,  and  went  and 
hanged  himself 

6  And  the  chief  priests  took 
liie  silver  pieces,  and  said.  It 
is  not  lawful  for  to  put  them 
into  the  treasury,  because  it 
is  the  price  of  blood. 

7  And  they  took  coimsel,  and 
bought  with  them  the  potter's 
field,  to  bury  strangers  in. 

8  Wherefore  that  field  was 
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called,  The  field  of  blood,  unto 
this  day. 

9  Then  was  fulfilled  that 
which  was  spoken  by  Jeremy 
the  prophet,  saying.  And  they 
took  the  thirty  pieces  of  silver, 
the  price  of  him  that  was  v&. 
lue^,  whom  they  of  the  child- 
ren of  Israel  did  value ; 

10  And  gave  them  for  the 
potter's  field,  as  the  Lord  ap- 
pointed me. 

11  And  Jesus  stood  before  the 
governor :  and  the  governor 
asked  him,  saying,  Art  thou  the 
King  of  the  Jews?  And  Jesus 
said  unto  him.  Thou  sayest. 

12  And  when  he  was  accused 
of  the  chief  priests  and  elders, 
he  answered  nothing. 

18  Then  said  Pilate  unto 
him,  Hearest  thou  not  how 
many  things  they  witness 
against  thee  ? 

14  And  he  answered  him  to 
never  a  word  ;  insomuch  that 
the  governor  marvelled  greatly. 

15  Now  at  that  feast  the  go- 
vernor was  wont  to  release 
unto  the  people  a  prisoner, 
whom  they  would. 

16  And  they  had  then  a  no* 
table  prisoner,  called  Barab- 
bas. 

17  Therefore  when  they  were 
gathered  together,  Pilate  said 
unto  them.  Whom  will  ye  that 
I  release  unto  you?  Barabbas. 
or  Jesus  which  is  called  Christ  ? 

18  For  he  knew  that  for  envy 
they  had  delivered  him. 

19  ^  When  he  was  set  down 
on  the  judgment  seat,  his  wife 
sent  unto  him,  saying.  Have 
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thou  nothing  to  do  with  that 
just  man :  for  I  have  suffered 
many  things  this  day  in  a 
dream  because  of  him. 

20  But  the  chief  priests  and 
elders  persuaded  l^e  multitude 
that  they  should  ask  Barabbas, 
and  destroy  Jesus. 

21  The  governor  answered 
and  said  unto  them,  Whether 
of  the  twain  will  ye  that  I  re- 
lease  imto  you?  They  said, 
Barabbas. 

22  Pilate  sail^  unto  them. 
What  shall  I  do  then  with 
Jesus  which  is  called  Christ  ? 
They  all  say  unto  him,  Let 
him  be  crucified. 

23  And  the  governor  said. 
Why,  what  evil  hath  he  done  ? 
But  they  cried  out  the  more, 
saying.  Let  him  be  crucified. 

24  IT  When  Pilate  saw  that 
he  could  prevail  nothing,  but 
that  rathera  tumult  was  made, 
he  took  water,  and  washed  his 
hands  before  the  multitude, 
saying,  I  am  innocent  of  the 
blood  of  this  just  person :  see 
ye  to  it. 

25  Then  answered  all  the 
people,  and  said.  His  blood  he 
on  us,  and  on  our  children. 

26  %  Then  released  he  Ba- 
rabbas  unto  them :  and  when 
he  had  scourged  Jesus,  he  de- 
livered him  to  be  crucified. 

27  Then  the  soldiers  of  the 
governor  took  Jesus  into  the 
oommon  hall,  and  gathered 
unto  him  the  whole  band  of 
soldiers. 

28  And  they  stripped  him, 
and  put  on  him  a  scaarlet  robe. 


29  %  And  when  they  had 
platted  a  crown  of  tiioms, 
they  put  it  upon  his  head, 
and  a  reed  in  his  right  hand : 
and  they  bowed  the  knee  be- 
fore him,  and  mocked  him, 
saying.  Hail,  King  of  the 
Jews ! 

30  And  they  spit  upon  him, 
and  took  the  reed,  and  smote 
him  on  the  head. 

31  And  after  that  they  had 
mocked  him,  they  took  tiie 
robe  off  from  him,  and  put  his 
own  raiment  on  him,  and  led 
him  away  to  crucify  him. 

32  And  as  they  came  out, 
they  found  a  man  of  Cyrene, 
Simon  by  name:  him  they 
compelled  to  bear  his  cross. 

38  ^  And  when  they  were 
come  imto  a  place  called  Gol- 
gotha, that  is  to  say,  a  place 
of  a  skull, 

34  They  gave  him  vinegar 
to  drink  mingled  with  gsdl: 
and  when  he  had  tasted  there- 
of he  would  not  drink. 

35  And  they  crucified  him, 
and  parted  his  garments,  cast- 
ing lots :  that  it  might  be  fed- 
filled  which  was  spoken  by 
the  prophet.  They  parted  my 
garments  among  them,  and 
upon  my  vesture  did  they  cast 
lots. 

86  And  sitting  down  they 
watched  him  there ; 

37  And  set  up  over  his  head 
his  accusation  written,  THIS 
IS  JESUS  THE  KING  OF 
THE  JEWS. 

38  Then  were  there  two 
thieves  crucified  with  him; 
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one  on  the  right  hand,  and  ano- 
ther on  the  left. 

39  ^  And  they  that  passed 
by  reviled  him,  wagging  their 
heads, 

40  And  saying,  Thou  that 
destroyest  the  temple,  and 
buildest  it  in  three  days,  save 
thyself.  If  thou  be  the  Son  of 
God,  come  down  from  the  cross. 

41  Likewise  also  the  chief 
priests  mocking  Aim,  with  the 
scribes  and  elders,  said, 

42  He  saved  others ;  himself 
he  cannot  save.  If  he  be  the 
King  of  Israel,  let  him  now 
come  down  from  the  cross, 
and  we  will  believe  him. 

43  He  trusted  in  God;  let 
him  deliver  him  now,  if  he 
will  have  him:  for  he  said,  I 
am  the  Son  of  God. 

44  The  thieves  also,  which 
were  crucified  with  him,  cast 
the  same  in  his  teeth. 

45  Now  from  the  sixth  hour 
there  was  darkness  over  all  the 
land  unto  the  ninth  hour. 

46  And  about  the  ninth  hour 
Jesus  cried  with  a  loud  voice, 
sajdng,  Eli,  Eli,  lama  sabach- 
thani?  that  is  to  say.  My  God, 
my  God,  why  hast  thou  for- 
saken me  ? 

47  Some  of  them  that  stood 
there,  when  they  heard  that^ 
said.  This  man  calleth  for 
Elias. 

48  And  straightway  one  of 
them  ran,  and  took  a  sponge, 
and  filled  it  with  vinegar,  and 
put  it  on  a  reed,  and  gave 
him  to  drink. 

49  The  rest  said,  Let  be,  let 
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us  see  wheliier  Elias  will  come 
to  save  him. 

60  ^  Jesus,  when  he  had 
cried  again  with  a  loud  voice, 
yielded  up  the  ghost. 

51  And,  behold,  the  vail  of 
the  temple  was  rent  in  twain 
from  the  top  to  the  bottom; 
and  the  earth  did  quake,  and 
the  rocks  rent ; 

52  And  the  graves  were 
opened;  and  many  bodies  of 
the  saints  whidi  slept  arose, 

53  And  came  out  of  the 
graves  after  his  resurrection, 
and  went  into  the  holy  city, 
and  appeared  imto  many. 

54  Now  when  the  centurion, 
and  they  that  were  with  him, 
watching  Jesus,  saw  the  earth- 
quake, and  those  things  that 
were  done,  they  feared  greatly, 
saying.  Truly  this  was  the  Son 
of  God. 

55  And  many  women  were 
there  beholding  afar  oflf,  whidi 
followed  Jesus  from  Galilee, 
ministering  unto  him : 

56  Among  which  was  Mary 
Magdalene,  and  Mary  the  mo» 
ther  of  James  and  Joses,  and  the 
mother  of  Zebedee's  children. 

57  When  the  even  was  come, 
there  came  a  rich  man  of  Ari- 
mathea,  named  Josej^,  who 
also  himself  was  Jesus'  dis^^ 
ciple  : 

58  He  went  to  Pilate,  and 
begged  the  body  of  Jesus. 
Then  Pilate  conmianded  the 
body  to  be  delivered. 

59  And  when  Joseph  had 
taken  the  body,  he  wrapped  it 
in  a  clean  linen  cloth, 
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60  And  laid  it  in  his  own 
new  tomb,  which  he  had 
hewn  out  in  the  rock:  and  he 
rolled  a  great  stone  to  the 
door  of  the  sepulchre,  and  de- 
parted. 

61  And  there  was  Mary 
Magdalene,  and  the  other 
Mary,  sitting  over  against  the 
sepulchre. 

62  ^  Now  the  next  day,  that 
followed  the  day  of  the  prepa- 
ration, the  chief  priests  and 
Pharisees  came  together  unto 
Pilate, 

63  Saying,  Sir,  we  remember 
that  that  deceiyer  said,  while 
he  was  yet  alive.  After  three 
days  I  will  rise  again. 

64  Command  therefore  that 
the  sepulchre  he  made  sure 
until  the  third  day,  lest  his 
disciples  come  by  night,  and 
steal  him  away,  and  say  unto 
the  people.  He  is  risen  from 
the  dead:  so  the  last  error 
shall  be  worse  than  the  first. 

65  Pilate  said  unto  them,  Ye 
hare  a  watch :  go  your  way, 
make  it  as  sure  as  ye  can. 

66  So  they  went,  and  made 
the  sepulchre  sure,  sealing  the 
stone,  and  setting  a  watch. 

CHAPTER  XXVIII. 

1  Okri$C$  renarreetitpn  U  deelmred  by  an  aangd 
to  the  women,  9  lie  lUmeelf  appeareih  wUo 
Uintu  1 1  The  high  priests  give  the  soldiers 
motley  to  say  that  he  vms  stolen  out  of  the 
sepulchre.  16  Christ  appeareth  to  Ins  dis- 
cipleSf  19  and  sendeth  tMm  to  baptise  and 
teach  all  nations, 

IN  the  end  of  the  sabbath, 
as  it  began  to  dawn  to- 
ward the  first  day  of  the  week, 
came  Mary  Magdalene  and 


the  other  Mary  to  see  the  se- 
pulchre. 

2  And,  behold,  there  was  a 
great  earthquake :  for  the  an- 
gel of  the  Lord  descended  from 
heaven,  and  came  and  rolled 
back  the  stone  from  the  door, 
and  sat  upon  it. 

3  His  countenance  was  like 
lightning,  and  his  raiment 
white  as  snow : 

4  And  for  fear  of  him  the 
keepers  did  shake,  and  be- 
came as  dead  men. 

5  And  the  angel  answered 
and  said  imto  the  women. 
Fear  not  ye :  for  I  know  that 
ye  seek  Jesus,  which  was  cru- 
cified. 

6  He  is  not  here :  for  he  is 
risen,  as  he  said.  Come,  see 
the  place  where  the  Lord  lay. 

7  And  go  quickly,  and  tell 
his  disciples  that  he  is  risen 
from  the  dead;  and,  behold, 
he  goeth  before  you  into  Ga- 
lilee ;  there  shall  ye  see  him : 
lo,  I  have  told  you. 

8  And  they  departed  quickly 
from  the  sepulchre  with  fear 
and  great  joy ;  and  did  run  to 
bring  his  disciples  word. 

9  ^  And  as  they  went  to 
tell  his  disciples,  behold,  Jesus 
met  them,  saying,  All  hail. 
And  they  came  and  held  him 
by  the  feet,  and  worshipped 
him. 

10  Then  said  Jesus  unto 
them,  Be  not  afraid:  go  tell 
my  brethren  that  they  go  into 
Galilee,  and  there  shall  they 
see  me. 

11  IT  Now  when  they  were 
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going,  behold,  some  of  the 
watch  oame  into  the  city,  and 
shewed  unto  the  chief  priests 
all  the  things  that  were  done. 

12  And  when  they  were  as- 
sembled with  the  elders,  and 
had  taken  counsel,  they  gave 
large  money  unto  the  sol(Uers, 

13  Saying,  Say  ye.  His  dis- 
ciples came  by  night,  and  stole 
him  away  while  we  slept. 

14  And  if  this  come  to  the 
governor's  ears,  we  will  per- 
suade  him,  and  secure  you. 

15  So  they  took  the  money, 
and  did  as  they  were  taught : 
and  this  saying  is  commonly 
reported  among  the  Jews  imtU 
this  day. 

16  IT  Then  the  eleven  disci- 


ples went  away  into  Galilee^ 
into  a  moimtain  where  Jesus 
had  appointed  them. 

17  And  when  they  saw  him, 
they  worshippedhim:  butsome 
doubted. 

18  ^  And  Jesus  came  and 
spake  unto  them,  saying.  All 
pow^  is  given  unto  me  in 
heaven  and  in  earth. 

19  Go  ye  therefore,  and  toach 
all  nations,  baptizing  them  in 
the  name  of  l^e  Father,  and 
of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghost: 

20  Teaching  them  to  observe 
all  things  whatsoever  I  have 
commanded  you:  and,  lo,  I  am 
with  you  alway,  even  unto  the 
end  of  the  world.    Amen. 
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CHAPTER  L 

1  The  office  of  John  the  Baptist  9  Jesue  U 
baptized,  12  and  tempted,  l^Sepreaeheth; 
16  e€Uleth  Feter,  Andrew,  Jamee  and  John; 
28  healeth  one  that  had  a  devil,  29  Peter^$ 
mother  in  law,  82  and  alio  many  others  siek 
with  divers  diseases. 

THE  beginning  of  the  gos- 
pel of  Jesus  Christ,  the 
Son  of  God; 

2  As  it  is  written  in  the  pro- 
phets, Behold,  I  send  my  mes- 
senger  before  thy  ffik5e,  which 
shall  prepare  thy  way  before 
thee. 

3  The  voice  of  one  crying  in 
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the  wildemess,  Prepare  ye  the 
way  of  the  Lord,  make  his 
paths  straight. 

4  John  £d  baptize  in  the 
wildemess,  and  preach  the 
baptism  of  repentance  for  the 
remission  of  sins. 

6  And  there  went  out  unto 
him  all  the  land  of  Judea,  and 
they  of  Jerusalem,  and  were 
all  baptized  of  him  in  the  river 
of  Jordan,  confessing  their  sins. 

•6  And  John  was  clothed  with 
camel's  hair,  and  with  a  girdle 
of  a  skin  about  his  loins ;  and 
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Peter  and  others  called. 


he  did  eat  locusts  and  wild 
honey ; 

7  And  preaohed,  saying,  There 
Cometh  one  mightier  than  I 
after  me^  ihe  latchet  of  whose 
shoes  I  am  not  worthy  to  stoop 
down  and  unloose. 

8  I  indeed  have  baptized 
you  with  water :  hut  he  shall 
haptize  you  with  the  Holy 
Grhost. 

9  And  it  came  to  pass  in 
those  days,  that  Jesus  came 
from  Nazareth  of  Galilee,  and 
was  baptized  of  John  in  Jor- 
dan. 

10  And  straightway  coming 
up  out  of  the  water,  he  saw 
the  heavens  opened,  and  tiie 
Spirit  like  a  dove  descending 
upon  him: 

11  And  there  came  a  voice 
from  heaven,  sayings  Thou 
art  my  beloved  Son,  in  whom 
I  am  well  pleased. 

12  And  immediately  the  Spi* 
rit  driveth  him  into  the  wH- 
demess. 

13  And  he  was  there  in  the 
wilderness  forty  days  tempted 
of  Satan;  and  was  with  the 
wild  beasts;  and  the  angels 
ministered  unto  him. 

14  Now  after  that  John  was 
put  in  prison,  Jesus  came  into 
Galilee,  preaching  the  gospel 
of  the  kingdom  of  God, 

15  And  saying.  The  time  is 
frilfilled,  and  the  kingdom  of 
God  is  at  hand:  repent  ye, 
and  believe  the  gospeL 

16  Now  as  he  walked  by  the 
sea  of  Galilee,  he  saw  Simon 
and  Andrew  his  brother  cast- 


ing a  net  into  the  sea:  for  they 
were  fishers. 

17  And  Jesus  said  unto  them, 
Come  ye  after  me,  and  I  will 
make  you  to  become  fishers  of 
men. 

18  And  straightway  they  for- 
sook their  nets,  and  followed 
him.     • 

19  And  when  he  had  gone  a 
little  further  thence,  he  saw 
James  the  son  of  Zebedee,  and 
John  his  brother,  who  also  were 
in  the  ship  mending  their  nets. 

20  And  straightway  he  call- 
ed them:  and  they  left  their 
father  Zebedee  in  the  ship 
with  the  hired  servants,  and 
went  after  him. 

21  And  they  went  into  Ca- 
pernaum; and  straightway  on 
the  sabbath  day  he  entered  in- 
to the  synagogue,  and  taught. 

22  And  they  were  astonished 
at  his  doctrine :  for  he  taught 
them  as  one  that  had  autho- 
rity, and  not  as  the  scribes. 

23  And  there  was  in  their 
synagogue  a  man  with  an  un- 
clean spirit ;  and  he  cried  out, 

24  Saying,  Let  its  alone ; 
what  have  we  to  do  with 
thee,  thou  Jesus  of  Nazareth? 
art  thou  come  to  destroy  us  ? 
I  know  thee  who  thou  art,  the 
Holy  One  of  God. 

25  And  Jesus  rebuked  him, 
saying,  Hold  thy  peace,  and 
come  out  of  him. 

26  And  when  the  unclean 
spirit  had  torn  him,  and  cried 
with  a  loud  voice,  he  came 
out  of  him. 

27  And  they  were  all  amazed, 
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insomuch  that  they  question- 
ed among  themselves,  saying, 
What  thing  is  this  ?  what  new 
doctrine  is  this  ?  for  with  au- 
thority comnlandeth  he  even 
the  unclean  spirits,  and  they 
do  obey  him. 

28  And  immediately  his  fame 
spread  abroad  throughout  all 
the  region  round  about  Gali- 
lee. 

29  And  forthwith,  when  they 
were  come  out  of  the  syna- 
gogue,  they  entered  into  the 
house  of  Simon  and  Andrew, 
with  James  and  John. 

30  But  Simon's  wife's  mo- 
ther  lay  sick  of  a  fever ;  and 
anon  they  tell  him  of  her. 

31  And  he  came  and  took 
her  by  the  hand,  and  lifted 
her  up ;  and  immediately  the 
fever  left  her,  and  she  minis- 
tered unto  them. 

32  And  at  even,  when  the 
sun  did  set,  they  brought  un- 
to him  all  that  were  diseased, 
and  them  that  were  possessed 
with  devils. 

33  And  all  the  city  was  ga- 
thered together  at  the  door. 

34  And  he  healed  many  that 
were  sick  of  divers  diseases, 
and  cast  out  many  devils ;  and 
suffered  not  the  devils  to  speak, 
because  they  knew  him. 

35  And  in  the  morning,  ris- 
ing up  a  great  while  before 
day,  he  went  out,  and  depart- 
ed into  a  solitary  place,  and 
there  prayed. 

36  And  Simon  and  they  that 
were  with  him  followed  after 
him. 
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37  And  when  they  had  found 
him,  they  said  unto  him,  All 
men  seek  for  thee. 

38  And  he  said  unto  them, 
Let  us  go  into  the  next  towns, 
that  I  may  preach  there  also : 
for  therefore  came  I  forth. 

39  And  he  preached  in 
their  synagogues  throughout 
all  Galilee,  and  cast  out  de- 
vils. 

40  And  there  came  a  leper 
to  him,  beseeching  him,  and 
kneeling  down  to  him,  and 
saying  unto  him.  If  thou 
wUt,  thou  canst  make  me 
clean. 

41  And  Jesus,  nw>ved  with 
compassion,  put  forth  his  hand, 
and  touched  him,  and  saith 
unto  him,  I  will;  be  thou 
clean. 

42  And  as  soon  afi  he  had 
spoken,  inmiediately  the  lep. 
rosy  departed  from  him,  and 
he  was  cleansed. 

43  And  he  straitly  charged 
him,  and  forthwith  sent  him 
away ; 

44  And  saith  unto  him.  See 
thou  say  nothing  to  any  man : 
but  go  thy  way,  shew  thyself 
to  the  priest,  and  offer  for  thy 
cleansing  those  things  which 
Moses  commanded,  for  a  testi- 
mony unto  them. 

45  But  he  went  out,  and  be- 
gan to  publish  it  much,  and 
to  blaze  abroad  the  matter, 
insomuch  that  Jesus  could  no 
more  openly  enter  into  the 
city,  but  was  without  in  de- 
sert  places:  and  they  came  to 
him  from  every  quarter. 
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CHAPTER  n. 

1  ChrutheaUthonenckofthepalmf;  14eaU- 
eth  Matthew  from  the  recetft  of  custom; 
ISetUethwithpuhUcofuandnnnera;  1%  ex- 
euaetk  his  dUeiple$/pr  not  /mHm,  28  and 
for  plucking  the  ears  of  com  on  the  sabbath 
datf. 

AND  again  he  entered  into 
.  Capernaum  after  some 
days;  and  it  was  noised  that 
he  was  in  the  house. 

2  And  straightway  many  were 
gathered  together,  insomuch 
that  there  was  no  room  to  re- 
ceive them,  no,  not  so  much 
as  about  the  door:  and  he 
preached  the  word  unto  them. 

3  And  they  come  imto  him, 
bringing  one. sick  of  the  palsy, 
which  was  borne  of  four. 

4  And  when  they  could  not 
come  nigh  unto  him  for  the 
press,  they  imcovered  the  roof 
where  he  was:  and  when  they 
had  broken  t^  up,  they  let 
down  the  bed  wherein  the  sick 
of  the  palsy  lay. 

5  When  Jesus  saw  their  faith, 
he  said  unto  the  sick  of  the 
palsy,  Son,  thy  sins  be  forgiv- 
en thee. 

6  But  there  were  certain  of 
the  scribes  sitting  there,  and 
reasoning  in  their  hearts, 

7  Why  doth  this  man  thus 
speak  blasphemies?  who  can 
forgive  sins  but  God  only  ? 

8  And  immediately,  when 
Jesus  perceived  in  his  spirit 
that  they  so  reasoned  within 
themselves,  he  said  unto  them, 
Why  reason  ye  these  things 
in  your  hearts  ? 

9  Whether  is  it  easier,  to  say 
to  the  sick  of  the  palsy.  Thy 
sins  be  forgiven  thee;  or  to 


say,  Arise,  and  take  up  thy 
bed,  and  walk? 

10  But  that  ye  may  know 
that  the  Son  of  man  hath 
power  on  earth  to  forgive  sins, 
(he  saith  to  the  sick  of  the 
palsy,) 

11  I  say  unto  thee.  Arise, 
and  take  up  thy  bed,  and  go 
thy  way  unto  thine  house. 

12  And  immediately  he  arose, 
took  up  the  bed,  and  went  forth 
before  them  all ;  insomuch  that 
they  were  all  amazed,  and 
glorified  God,  saying.  We  ne- 
ver saw  it  on  this  fashion. 

13  And  he  went  forth  again 
by  the  sea  side;  and  all  the 
multitude  resorted  unto  him, 
and  he  taught  them. 

14  And  as  he  passed  by,  he 
saw  Levi  the  son  of  Alpheus 
sitting  at  the  receipt  of  custom, 
and  said  unto  him,  Follow  me. 
And  he  arose  and  followed 
him. 

16  And  it  came  to  pass,  that, 
as  Jesus  sat  at  meat  in  his 
house,  many  publicans  and 
sinners  sat  also  together  with 
Jesus  and  his  disciples;  for 
there  were  many,  and  they 
followed  him. 

16  And  when  the  scribes  and 
Pharisees  saw  him  eat  with 
publicans  and  sinners,  they 
said  unto  his  disciples.  How 
is  it  that  he  eateth  and  drink- 
eth  with  publicans  and  sinners  ? 

17  When  Jesus  heard  it,  he 
saith  unto  them,  They  that 
are  whole  have  no  need  of  the 
physician,  but  they  that  are 
sick:  I  came  not  to  call  the 
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righteous^  but  sinners  to  repent- 
ance. 

18  And  the  disciples  of  John 
and  of  the  Pharisees  used  to 
£Eist:  and  they  come  and  say 
unto  him,  Why  do  the  disci- 
ples of  John  and  of  the  Phari- 
sees fast,  but  thy  disciples  fast 
not? 

19  And  Jesus  said  unto  them, 
Can  the  children  of  the  bride- 
chamber  fast,  while  the  bride- 
groom is  with  them  ?  as  long 
as  they  have  the  bridegroom 
with  them,  they  cannot  fast. 

20  But  the  days  will  come, 
when  the  bridegroom  shall  be 
taken  away  from  them,  and 
then  shall  they  fast  in  those 
days. 

21  No  man  also  seweth  a 
piece  of  new  cloth  on  an  old 
gan^ent;  else  the  new  piece 
that  filled  it  up  taketh  away 
from  the  old,  and  the  rent  is 
made  worse. 

22  And  no  man  putteth  new 
wine  into  old  bottles ;  else  the 
new  wine  doth  burst  the  bot- 
tles, and  the  wine  is  spilled, 
and  the  bottles  will  be  marred : 
but  new  wine  must  be  put 
into  new  bottles. 

23  And  it  came  to  pass,  that 
he  went  through  the  com  fields 
on  the  sabbath  day;  and  his 
disciples  began,  as  they  went, 
to  pluck  the  ears  of  com. 

24  And  the  Pharisees  said 
unto  him,  Behold,  why  do  they 
on  the  sabbath  day  that  which 
is  not  lawful  ? 

25  And  he  said  unto  them, 
Have  ye  never  read  what  Da- 
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yid  did,  when  he  had  need^ 
and  wa.s  ahungered,  he,  and 
they  that  were  with  him  ? 

26  How  he  went  into  the 
house  of  God  in  the  days  of 
Abiathar  the  high  priest,  and 
did  eat  the  shewbread,  which 
is  not  lawful  to  eat  but  for  the 
priests,  and  gave  also  to  them 
which  were  with  him  ? 

27  And  he  said  unto  them, 
The  sabbath  was  made  for 
man,  and  not  man  for  the  sab- 
bath: 

28  Therefore  the  Son  of  man 
is  Lord  also  of  the  sabbath. 

CHAPTER  III. 

1  Ohritt  healeth  the  %Bithend  hand,  10  andmanjf 
other  infirmitiee ;  11  rebuketh  the  unclean 
$pirit$;  lSehoo$ethhietwelt00po8tle$;  22«S9- 
poeeth  the  hlatphemy  of  ih4)eewio  charge  him 
with  easting  out  devils  by  Beelzebub;  81  and 
aheweth  who  are  his  brother^tiMter^andmothef^ 

AND  he  entered  again  into 
.  the  synagogue;  and  there 
was  a  man  there  which  had  a 
withered  hand« 

2  And  they  watched  him^ 
whether  he  would  heal  him 
on  the  sabbath  day ;  that  they 
might  accuse  him. 

3  And  he  saith  unto  the  man 
which  had  the  withered  hand, 
Stand  forth. 

4  And  he  saith  unto  thern^ 
Is  it  lawful  to  do  good  on  the 
sabbath  days,  or  to  do  evil? 
to  save  life,  or  to  kill?  But 
they  held  their  peace. 

5  And  when  he  had  looked 
round  about  on  them  with 
anger,  being  grieved  for  the 
hardness  of  their  hearts,  he 
saith  unto  the  man.  Stretch 
forth  thine    hand.    And    he 
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slaretched  it  out:  and  his  hand 
was  restored  whole  as  the 
other. 

6  And  the  Pharisees  went 
forth,  and  straightway  took 
counsel  with  the  Herodians 
against  him,  how  they  might 
destroy  him. 

7  But  Jesus  withdrew  him* 
self  with  his  disciples  to  the 
sea:  and  a  great  multitude 
from  Galilee  followed  him,  and 
from  Judea, 

8  And  from  Jerusalem,  and 
from  Idumea,  and/rom  beyond 
Jordan ;  and  they  about  Tyre 
and  Sidon,  a  great  multitude, 
when  they  had  heard  what  great 
tilings  he  did,  came  unto  him. 

9  And  he  spake  to  his  dis- 
ciples, that  a  small  ship  should 
wait  on  him  because  of  the 
multitude,  lest  they  should 
throng  him. 

10  For  he  had  healed  many; 
insomuch  that  they  pressed 
upon  him  for  to  touch  him,  as 
many  as  had  plagues. 

11  And  unclean  spirits,  when 
they  saw  him,  fell  down  before 
him,  and  cried,  saying.  Thou 
art  the  Son  of  God. 

12  And  he  straitly  charged 
them  that  they  should  not 
make  him  known. 

13  And  ho  goeth  up  into  a 
mountain,  and  calleth  tmto 
him  whom  he  would:  and 
they  came  unto  him. 

14  And  he  ordained  twelve, 
that  they  should  be  with  him, 
uid  that  he  might  send  them 
forth  to  preach, 

15  And  to  have  power  to 
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heal  sicknesses,  and  to  cast 
out  devils : 

16  And  Simon  he  sumamed 
Peter ; 

17  And  James  the  son  of  Ze- 
bedee,  and  John  the  brother 
of  James;  and  he  surnamed 
them  Boanerges,  which  is.  The 
sons  of  thunder : 

18  And  Aiudrew,  and  Philip, 
and  Barthok)mew,  and  Mat- 
thew, and  Thomas,  and  James 
the  son  of  Alpheus,  and  Thad« 
deus,  and  Simon  the  Canaan- 
ite, 

19  And  Judas  Iscariot,  which 
also  betrayed  him:  and  they 
went  into  a  house. 

20  And  the  multitude  cometh 
together  again,  so  that  they 
could  not  so  much  as  eat  bread. 

21  And  when  his  friends 
heard  of  it,  they  went  out  to 
lay  hold  on  him :  for  they  said, 
He  is  beside  himself. 

22  ^  And  the  scribes  which 
came  down  from  Jerusalem 
said.  He  hath  Beelzebub,  and 
by  the  prince  of  the  devils 
casteth  he  out  devils. 

23  And  he  caJiled  them  unto 
him,  and  said  unto  them  in 
parables,  How  can  Satan  cast 
out  Satan  ? 

24  And  if  a  kingdom  be  di- 
vided against  itself,  that  king- 
dom cannot  stand. 

25  And  if  a  house  be  divided 
against  itself,  that  house  can- 
not stand. 

26  And  if  Satan  rise  up  against 
himself,  and  be  divided,  he  can- 
not stand,  but  hath  an  end. 

27  No  man  can  enter  into  a 
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strong  man's  house,  and  spoil 
his  goods,  except  he  will  first 
bind  the  strong  man ;  and  then 
he  will  spoil  his  house. 

28  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  All 
sins  shall  be  forgiven  unto  the 
sons  of  men,  and  blasphemies 
wherewith  soever  ihej  shall 
blaspheme : 

29  But  he  that  shall  blas- 
pheme against  the  Holy  Ghost 
hath  never  forgiveness,  but  is  in 
danger  of  eternal  damnation: 

30  Because  they  said.  He 
hath  an  unclean  spirit. 

31  ^  There  came  then  his 
brethren  and  his  mother,  and, 
standing  without,  sent  imto 
him,  calling  him. 

32  And  the  multitude  sat 
about  him,  and  they  said  un- 
to him.  Behold,  thy  mother 
and  thy  brethren  witiiout  seek 
for  thee. 

33  And  he  answered  them, 
saying,  Who  is  my  mother,  or 
my  brethren  ? 

34  And  he  looked  round  about 
on  them  which  sat  about  him, 
and  said.  Behold  my  mother 
«nd  my  brethren ! 

35  For  whosoever  shall  do  the 
will  of  God,  the  same  is  my 
brother,  and  my  sister,  and  mo- 
ther. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

1  The  parable  of  the  eower,  14  and  the  mea$^ 
ing  thereof,  21  We  mutt  communicate  the 
light  of  our  knowledge  to  othere,  26  The 
jHvrable  of  the  eeed  growing,  SO  and  of  the 
mustard  eeed  85  Vhriet  etilleih  the  tern- 
peet  on  the  sea, 

AND    he   began  again   to 
teach  by  the  sea  side: 
and  there  was  gathered  unto 
him  a  great  multitude,  so  that 
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he  entered  into  a  ship,  and  sat 
in  the  sea ;  and  the  whole  mul- 
titude was  by  the  sea  on  the 
land. 

2  And  he  taught  them  many 
things  by  parables,  and  said 
unto  them  in  his  doctrine, 

3  Hearken;  Behold,  thwe 
went  out  a  sower  to  sow : 

4  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he 
sowed,  some  fell  by  the  way 
side,  and  the  fowls  of  the  air 
came  and  devoured  it  up. 

5  And  some  fell  on  stony 
ground,  where  it  had  not  much 
earth;  and  immediately  it 
sprang  up,  because  it  had  no 
depth  of  earth : 

6  But  when  the  sun  was  up, 
it  was  scorched;  and  because 
it  had  no  root,  it  withered  away. 

7  And  some  fell  among  thorns, 
and  the  thorns  grew  up,  and 
choked  it,  and  it  yielded  no 
fruit. 

8  And  other  f<^l  on  good 
groxmd,  and  did  yield  fruit  tiiat 
sprang  up  and  increased ;  and 
brought  forth,  some  thirty,  and 
some  sixty,  and  some  a  hun- 
dred. 

9  And  he  said  unto  them.  He 
that  hath  ears  to  hear,  let  him 
hear. 

10  And  when  he  was  alone^ 
they  that  were  about  him  with 
the  twelve  asked  of  him  the 
parable. 

11  And  he  said  unto  them, 
Unto  you  it  is  given  to  know 
the  mystery  of  the  kingdom 
of  God:  but  unto  them  that 
are  without,  all  these  things 
are  done  in  parables :

CHAPTER  IV. 


Other  parahks. 


12  That  seeing  they  may  see, 
and  not  perceiye ;  and  hearing 
they  may  hear,  and  not  under- 
stand;  lest  at  any  time  they 
should  be  conyerted,  and  their 
sins  should  be  forgiven  them. 

13  And  he  said  unto  them, 
Enow  ye  not  this  parable  ?  and 
how  then  will  ye  know  all 
parables  ? 

14  ^  The  sower  soweth  the 
word. 

15  And  these  are  they  by  the 
way  side,  where  the  word  is 
sown;  but  when  they  have 
heard,  Satan  cometh  immedi- 
ately, and  taketh  away  the 
word  that  was  sown  in  their 
faiearts. 

16  And  these  are  they  like- 
wise which  are  sown  on  stony 
groimd ;  who,  when  they  have 
heard  the  word,  immediately 
receive  it  with  gladness ; 

17  And  have  no  root  in  them- 
selves, and  so  endure  but  for  a 
time:  afterward,  when  afflic- 
tion or  persecution  ariseth  for 
the  word's  sake,  inunediately 
they  are  offended. 

18  And  these  are  they  which 
are  sown  among  thorns ;  such 
as  hear  the  word, 

19  And  the  caresof  this  world, 
and  the  dec^tfdlness  of  riches, 
and  Hie  lusts  of  other  things 
entering  in,  choke  the  word, 
and  it  becometh  unfruitful. 

20  And  these  are  they  which 
are  sown  on  good  ground ;  such 
as  hear  the  word,  and  receive 
it  J  and  bring  forth  fruit,  some 
tfairtyfold,  some  sixty,  and 
some  a  hundred* 


21  IT  And  he  said  unto  them, 
Is  a  candle  brought  to  be  put 
under  a  bushel,  or  under  a  bed  ? 
and  not  to  be  set  on  a  candle- 
stick? 

22  For  there  is  nothing  hid, 
which  shall  not  be  manifested; 
neither  was  any  thing  kept 
secret,  but  that  it  should  come 
abroad. 

23  If  any  man  have  ears  to 
hear,  let  lum  hear. 

24  And  he  said  unto  them, 
Take  heed  what  ye  hear.  With 
what  measure  ye  mete,  it  shall 
be  measured  to  you ;  and  unto 
you  that  hear  shall  more  be 
given. 

25  For  he  that  hath,  to  him 
shall  be  given;  and  he  that 
hath  not,  from  him  shall  be  ta- 
ken even  that  which  he  hath; 

26  If  And  he  said.  So  is  the 
kingdom  of  God,  as  if  a  man 
should  cast  seed  into  the 
ground ; 

27  And  should  sleep,  and  rise 
night  and  day,  and  the  seed 
should  spring  and  grow  up,  he 
knoweth  not  how. 

28  For  the  earth  bringetii 
forth  fruit  of  herself;  first  the 
blade,  then  the  ear,  afler  that 
the  fiill  com  in  the  ear. 

29  But  when  the  fruit  is 
brought  forth,  immediately  he 
putteth  in  the  sickle,  because 
the  harvest  is  come. 

30  IT  Aiid  he  said,  Where- 
unto  shall  we  liken  the  king- 
dom of  God?  or  with  what 
comparison  shall  we  compare 
it? 

31  It  is  like  a  grain  of  mus- 
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tard  seed,  which,  when  it  is 
sown  in  the  earth,  is  less  than 
all  the  seeds  that  be  in  the 
earth: 

32  But  when  it  is  sown,  it 
groweth  up,  and  becometh 
greater  than  all  herbs,  and 
shooteth  out  great  branches; 
80  that  the  fowls  oT  the  ear 
may  lodge  under  the  shadow 
of  it. 

33  And  with  many  such  pa- 
rables spake  he  the  word  un- 
to them,  as  they  were  able  to 
hear  it. 

34  But  without  a  parable 
spake  he  not  unto  them :  and 
when  they  were  alone,  he  ex^ 
pounded  all  things  to  his  dis- 
ciples^ 

35  And  the  same  day,  when 
the  even  was  come,  he  saith 
unto  them,  Let  us  pass  over 
unto  the  other  side. 

36  And  when  they  had  sent 
away  the  multitude,  they  took 
him  eren  as  he  was  in  the  ship. 
And  there  were  also  with  him 
other  little  ships. 

37  And  there  arose  a  great 
storm  of  wind,  and  the  waves 
beat  into  the  ship,  so  that  it 
was  now  full. 

38  And  he  was  in  the  hinder 
part  of  the  ship,  asleep  on  a 
pillow :  and  they  awake  him, 
and  say  unto  him.  Master,  car- 
est  thou  not  that  we  perish  ? 

39  And  he  arose,  and  rebuked 
the  wind,  and  said  unto  the 
sea.  Peace,  be  still.  And  the 
wind  ceased,  and  there  w€U3 
a  great  calm. 

40  And  he  said  unto  them, 
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Why  are  ye  so  fearful?  how 
is  it  that  ye  have  no  faith  ? 

41  And  they  feared  exceed- 
in^y,  and  said  one  to  another, 
What  manner  of  man  is  this, 
that  even  the  wind  and  the 
sea  obey  him  ? 

CHAPTER  V. 

1  Ohrid  tMMh  out  the  Uffion  of  itviU;  IS 
ikey  erUer  into  the  nrine.  30  He  hemleth 
the  vfoman  of  the  bloody  iuue;  Z6  m%d 
raiaethfrom  death  JtArtuf  daughter, 

AND  they  came  over  unto 
the  other  side  of  the  sea, 
into  the  country  of  the  Gada- 
renes. 

2  And  when  he  was  come 
out  of  the  ship,  immediately 
there  met  him  out  of  Hie  tombs 
a  man  with  an  unclean  spirit, 

8  Who  had  h%$  dwelling 
among  the  tombs;  and  no 
man  could  bind  him,  no'  not 
with  chains : 

4  Because  that  he  had  been 
often  bound  with  fetters  and 
chains,  and  the  chains  had 
been  plucked  asunder  by  him, 
and  the  fetters  broken  in  pie- 
ces: neither  oould  any  man 
tame  him. 

5  And  always,  night  and 
day,  he  was  in  the  mountains, 
and  in  the  tombs,  crying,  and 
cutting  himself  with  stones. 

6  But  when  he  saw  Jeeus 
afar  off,  he  ran  and  worship- 
ped him, 

7  And  cried  with  a  loud 
voice,  and  said.  What  have  I 
to  do  with  thee,  Jesus,  thou 
Son  of  the  most  high  God  ?  I 
adjure  thee  by  God,  that  thou 
torment  me  not 

8  For  he  said  unto  him,  Come

out  of  the  man,  thou  unclean 
spirit 

9  And  he  asked  him,  What 
is  thy  name  ?  And  he  answer* 
ed)  saying,  My  name  U  Le- 
gion :  for  we  are  many. 

10  And  he  besought  him 
much  that  he  would  not  send 
them  away  out  of  the  country, 

11  Now  there  was  there  nigh 
unto  the  mountains  a  great 
herd  of  swine  feeding. 

12  And  all  the  devils  be- 
sought him,  saying,  Send  us 
into  the  swine,  that  we  may 
enter  into  them. 

13  And  forthwith  Jesus  gave 
them  leave.  And  the  unclean 
spirits  went  out,  and  entered 
into  the  swine ;  and  the  herd 
ran  violently  down  a  steep 
place  into  the  sea,  (they  were 
about  two  thousand,)  and  were 
choked  in  the  sea. 

14  And  they  that  fed  the 
swine  fled,  and  told  it  in  the 
city,  and  in  the  country.  And 
they  wont  out  to  see  what  it 
was  that  was  done. 

15  And  they  come  to  Jesus, 
and  see  him  that  was  possessed 
with  the  devil,  and  had  the  le- 
gion, sitting,  and  clothed,  and 
in  his  right  mind ;  and  they 
were  afraid. 

16  And  they  that  saw  it  told 
them  how  it  befell  to  him  that 
was  possessed  with  the  devil, 
and  aho  concerning  the  swine. 

17  And  they  began  to  pray 
him  to  depart  out  of  ^eir 
coasts. 

18  And  when  he  was  come 
into  the  ship,  he  that  had  been 


possessed  with  the  devil  prayed 
him  that  he  might  be  with  hinu 

19  Howbeit  Jesus  suffered 
him  not,  but  saith  unto  him, 
Go  home  to  thy  friends,  and 
tell  them  how  great  things  the 
Lord  hath  done  for  thee,  and 
hath  had  compassion  on  thee. 

20  And  he  departed,  and  be- 
gan to  publish  in  Decapolis 
now  great  things  Je^us  had 
done  for  him:  and  all  men  did 
marvel. 

21  And  when  Jesus  was 
passed  over  again  by  ship  un« 
to  the  other  sUe,  much  people 
gathered  unto  him;  and  he 
was  nigh  unto  the  sea. 

22  And,  behold,  there  com* 
eth  one  of  the  rulers  of  the 
synagogue,  Jairus  by  name ; 
and  when  he  saw  him,  he  fell 
at  his  feet, 

23  And  besought  him  greatly, 
saying,  My  little  daughter  lieth 
at  the  point  of  death :  /  pray 
th€€j  come  and  lay  thy  hands 
on  her,  that*she  may  be  healed ; 
and  she  shall  live. 

24  And  Jesus  went  with  him ; 
and  much  people  followed  him, 
and  thronged  him. 

25  And  a  certain  woman, 
which  had  an  issue  of  blood 
twelve  years, 

26  And  had  suffered  many 
things  of  many  physicians, 
and  had  spent  all  that  she 
had,  and  was  nothing  bettered, 
but  rather  grew  woree, 

27  When  she  had  heard  of 
Jesus,  came  in  the  press  be- 
hind, and  touched  his  gar- 
ment. 
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28  For  she  said,  If  I  may 
toach  but  his  clothes,  I  shall 
be  whole. 

29  And  straightway  the  fount- 
ain of  her  blood,  was  dried  up ; 
and  she  felt  in  her  body  that 
she  was  healed  of  that  plague. 

30  And  Jesus,  immediately 
knowing  in  himself  that  vir- 
tue had  gone  out  of  him, 
turned  him  about  in  the  press, 
and  said.  Who  touched  my 

•  clothes? 

31  And  his  disciples  said  un- 
to him,  Thou  seest  the  multi- 
tude thronging  thee,  and  say- 
est  thou.  Who  touched  me? 

32  And  he  looked  round 
about  to  see  her  that  had  done 
this  thing. 

33  But  the  woman  fearing 
and  trembling,  knowing  what 
was  done  in  her,  came  and 
fell  down  before  him,  and  told 
him  all  the  truth. 

34  And  he  said  unto  her. 
Daughter,  thy  faith  hath  made 
thee  whole;  go  in 'peace,  and 
be  whole  of  thy  plague. 

35  While  he  yet  spake,  there 
came  from  the  ruler  of  the  syn- 
agogue's house  certain  which 
said.  Thy  daughter  is  dead; 
why  troublest  thou  the  Mas- 
ter  any  further  ? 

36  As  soon  as  Jesus  heard 
the  word  that  was  spoken,  he 
saith  unto  the  ruler  of  the  syn- 
agogue. Be  not  afraid,  only  be- 
lieve. 

37  And  he  suffered  no  man 
to  follow  him,  save  Peter,  and 
James,  and  John  the  brother 
of  James. 
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38  And  he  cometh  to  the 
house  of  the  ruler  of  the  syna- 
gogue, and  seeth  the  tumult, 
and  them  that  wept  and  wailed 
greatly. 

39  And  when  he  was  come 
in,  he  saith  unto  them,  Why 
make  ye  this  ado,  and  weep  ? 
the  damsel  is  not  dead,  but 
sleepeth. 

40  And  they  laughed  him  to 
scom.  But  when  he  had  put 
them  all  out,  he  taketh  the 
father  and  the  mother  of  the 
damsel,  and  them  that  were 
with  him,  and  entereth  in 
where  the  damsel  wsfi  lying. 

41  And  he  took  the  damsel 
by  the  hand,  and  said  unto 
her,  Talitha  cumi;  which  is, 
being  interpreted.  Damsel,  (I 
say  unto  thee,)  arise. 

42  And  straightway  the  dam- 
sel arose,  and  walked ;  for  she 
was  of  the  age  of  twelve  years. 
And  they  were  astonished  with 
a  great  astonishment. 

43  And  he  charged  them 
straitly  that  no  man  should 
know  it ;  and  commanded  that 
something  should  be  given  her 
to  eat. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

1  ChrtMt  is  contemned  of  hU  eaimtrymen,  t 
He  dfivetk  the  tweb/e  power  oi/er  umaetm  tpi' 
tUm,  14  Dhere  cpinuma  of  Chritt,  27 
John  the  Baptut  beheaded,  29  and  buried 
to  7^  apoiUee  return  J^-omnreaohmg.  S4 
The  miracle  of  five  loavee  and  iuofiehee,  49 
Christ  wdketh  on  the  sea  ;  63  and  healelh 
ail  that  tou^  him, 

AND   he  went   out   from 
thence,   and   came  into 
his  own  country ;  and  his  dis- 
ciples follow  him. 
2  And  when  the  sabbatib  day 


The  apostles  sent  Ota.  CHAPTER  VI.    Divers  opinioTis  of  Christ 


was  ooine,  he  began  to  teach 
in  the  synagogue :  and  many 
hearing  hvm  were  astonished, 
saying,  From  whence  hath 
this  man,  these  things?  and 
what  wisdom  is  this  which  is 
given  unto  him,  that  even  such 
mighty  works  are  wrought  by 
his  hands  ? 

3  Is  not  this  the  caxpenter, 
the  son  of  Mary,  the  brother 
of  James,  and  Joses,  and  of 
Judas,  and  Simon  ?  and  are  not 
his  sisters  here  with  us  ?  And 
they  were  offended  at  him. 

4  But  Jesus  said  unto  them, 
A  prophet  is  not  without  ho- 
nour, but  in  his  own  country, 
and  among  his  own  kin,  and 
in  his  own  house. 

5  And  he  could  there  do  no 
mighty  work,  save  that  he  laid 
his  hands  upon  a  few  sick  folk, 
and  healed  them. 

6  And  he  marvelled  because 
of  their  unbelief.  And  he  went 
round  about  the  villages,  teach- 
ing. 

7  ^  And  he  called  un,to  him. 
the  twelve,  and  began  to  send 
them  forth  by  two  and  two; 
and  gave  them  power  over  un- 
clean spirits ; 

8  And  commanded  thern  that 
they  should  take  nothing  for 
(A^iV  journey,  save  a  staff  only ; . 
no  scrip,  no  bread,  no  money 
in  their  purse  : 

9  But  be  shod  with  sandals ; 
and  not  put  on  two  coats. 

10  And  he  said  unto  them. 
In  what  place  soever  ye  enter 
into  a  house,  there  abide  till 
ye  depart  from  that  place. 


11  And  whosoever  shall  not 
receive  you,  nor  hear  you, 
when  ye  depart  thence,  shake 
off  the  dust  under  your  feet 
for  a  testimony  against  then^. 
Verily  I  say  unto  you,  It  shall 
be  more  tolerable  for  Sodom 
aad  Gomorrah  in  the  day  of 
judgment,  than  for  that  city. 

12  And  they  went  out,  and 
preached  that  men  should  re- 
pent. 

13  And  they  cast  out  many 
devils,  and  anointed  with  oU 
many  that  were  sick,  and  heal- 
ed them. 

14  And  king  Herod  heard  of 
him;  (for  his  name  was  spread 
abroad;)  and  he  said.  That 
John  the  Baptist  was  risen 
from  the  dead,  and  therefore 
mighty  works  do  shew  fortibi 
themselves  in  him. 

15  Others  said.  That  it  is 
Elias.  And  others  said,  That 
it  is  a  prophet,  or  as  one  of  the 
prophets. 

16  But  when  Herod  heard 
thereof  he  said.  It  is  John, 
whom  I  beheaded :  he  is  risen 
from  the  dead. 

17  For  Herod  himself  had 
sent  forth  and  laid  hold  upon 
John,  and  bound  him  in  pri- 
son for  Herodias'  sake,  his  bro- 
ther Philip's  wife ;  for  he  had 
married  her. 

18  For  John  had  said  unto 
Herod,  It  is  not  lawful  for  thee 
to  have  thy  brother's  wife. 

19  Therefore  Herodias  had  a 
quarrel  against  him,  cmd  would 
have  killed  him ;  but  she  could 
not: 
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beheaded  in  prison* 


20  For  Herod  feared  John, 
knowing  that  he  was  a  just 
man  and  a  holy,  and  observed 
him ;  and  when  he  heard  him, 
he  did  many  things,  and  heard 
him  gladly. 

21  And  when  a  convenient 
day  was  come,  th4t  Herod  on 
his  birthday  made  a  supper  to 
his  lords,  high  captains,  and 
chief  estates  of  Galilee ; 

22  And  when  the  daughter 
of  the  said  Herodias  came  in, 
and  danced,  and  pleased  He- 
rod and  them  that  sat  with 
him,  the  king  saad  unto  the 
damsel.  Ask  of  me  whatsoever 
thou  wilt,  and  I  will  give  it 
thee. 

23  And  he  sware  unto  her. 
Whatsoever  thou  shalt  ask  of 
me,  I  will  give  it  thee,  unto 
the  half  of  my  kingdom. 

24  And  she  went  forth,  and 
said  unto  her  mother,  What 
shall  I  ask?  And  she  said. 
The  head  of  John  the  Baptist. 

25  And  she  came  in  straight- 
way with  haste  unto  the  king, 
and  asked,  saying,  I  will  that 
thou  give  me  by  and  by  in  a 
charger  the  head  of  John  the 
Baptist. 

26  And  the  king  was  exceed- 
ing sorry;  yet  for  his  oath's 
sake,  and  for  their  sakes  which 
sat  with  him,  he  would  not  re- 
ject her. 

27  And  immediately  the  king 
sent  an  executioner,  and  com- 
manded his  head  to  be  brought: 
and  he  went  and  behectded 
him  in  the  prison, 

28  And  brought  his  head  in 
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a  charger,  and  gave  it  to  the 
damsel ;  and  the  damsel  gave 
it  to  her  mother. 

29  And  when  his  disciples 
heard  of  it,  they  came  and 
took  up  his  corpse,  and  laid  it 
in  a  tomb. 

30  And  the  apostles  gathered 
themselves  together  unto  Je« 
sus,  and  told  him  all  things, 
both  what  they  had  done,  and 
what  they  had  taught. 

31  And  he  said  unto  them^ 
Come  ye  yourselves  apart  in- 
to a  desert  place,  and  rest  a 
while:  for  there  were  many 
coming  and  going,  and  they 
had  no  leisure  so  much  as  to 
eat. 

32  And  they  departed  into  a 
desert  place  by  ship  privately. 

33  And  the  people  saw  them 
departing,  and  many  knew 
him,  and  ran  afoot  thither  out 
of  all  cities,  and  outwent  them, 
and  came  together  unto  him. 

34  And  Jesus,  when  he  came 
out,  saw  much  people,  and  was 
moved  with  compassion  toward 
them,  because  they  were  as 
sheep  not  having  a  shepherd : 
and  he  began  to  teach  them 
many  things. 

35  And  when  the  day  was 
now  far  spent,  his  disciples 
came  unto  him,  and  said,  This 
is  a  desert  place,  and  now  the 
time  is  far  passed : 

36  Send  them  away,  that 
they  may  go  into  the  country 
round  about,  and  into  the  vil- 
lages, and  buy  themselves 
bread :  for  they  have  nothing 
to  eat 


Christ  feedeth  many. 


CHAPTER  VI.       He  walketh  on  the  sea. 


37  He  answered  and  said  un- 
to them.  Give  ye  them  to  eat. 

^And  they  say  unto  him,  Shall 
we  go  and  buy  two  hundred 
pennjrworth  of  bread,  and  give 
them  to  eat  ? 

38  He  saith  unto  them,  How 
many  loaves  have  ye  ?  go  and 
see.  And  when  they  knew, 
they  say,  Five,  and  two  fish- 
es. 

39  And  he  commanded  them 
to  make  all  sit  down  byfcom- 
panies  upon  the  green  grass. 

40  And  they  sat  down  in 
ranks,  by  hundreds,  and  by 
fifties. 

41  And  when  he  had  taken 
the  five  loaves  and  the  two 
fishes,  he  looked  up  to  heaven, 
and  blessed,  and  brake  the 
loaves,  and  gave  them  to  his 
disciples  to  set  before  them; 
and  the  two  fishes  divided  he 
among  them  all. 

42  And  they  did  all  eat,  and 
were  filled. 

43  And  they  took  up  twelve 
ba^skets  full  of  the  fragments, 
and  of  the  fishes. 

44  And  they  that  did  eat  of 
the  loaves  were  about  five 
thousand  men. 

45  And  straightway  he  con- 
strained his  disciples  to  get 
into  the  ship,  and  to  go  to  the 
other  side  before  unto  Bethsai- 
da,  while  he  sent  away  the 
people. 

46  And  when  he  had  sent 
them  away,  he  departed  into 
a  mountain  to  pray. 

47  And  when  even  was  come, 
the  ship  was  in  the  midst  of 


the  sea,  and  he  alone  on  the 
land. 

48  And  he  saw  them  toiling 
in  rowing ;  for  the  wind  was 
contrary  unto  them:  and  about 
the  fourth  watch  of  the  night 
he  cometh  unto  them,  walking 
upon  the  sea,  and  would  have 
passed  by  them. 

49  But  when  they  saw  him 
walking  upon  the  sea,  they 
supposed  it  had  been  a  spirit, 
and  cried  out: 

50  For  they  all  saw  him,  and 
were  troubled.  And  immedi* 
ately  he  talked  with  them,  and 
saith  unto  them,  Be  of  good 
cheer:  it  is  I;  be  not  afraid. 

51  And  he  went  up  unto 
them  into  the  ship;  and  the 
wind  ceased:  and  they  were 
sore  amazed  in  themselves 
beyond  measure,  and  won* 
dered.  . 

52  For  they  considered  not 
the  mirMle  of  the  loaves;  for 
their  heart  was  hardened. 

53  And  when  they  had  passed 
over,  they  came  into  the  land 
of  Gennesaret,  and  drew  to  the 
shore. 

54  And  when  they  were 
come  out  of  the  ship,  straight* 
way  they  knew  him, 

55  And  ran  through  that 
whole  region  round  about,  and 
began  to  carry  about  in  beds 
those  that  were  sick,  where 
they  heard  he  was. 

56  And  whithersoever  he  en- 
tered, into  villages,  or  cities,  or 
country,  they  laid  the  sick  in 
the  streets,  and  besought  him 
that  they  might  touch  if  it 
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were  but  the  border  of  his  gar- 
ment: and  as  many  as  touched 
him  were  made  whole. 
CHAPTER  VII. 

1  Tike  PharUeeiJInd  fcntlt  with  the  dUeipUt 
far  eating  with  imwathen  handt.  8  They 
Ireak  the  ecmmandment  of  God  by  the  tret- 
ditione  of  men.  14  Meat  defileth  not  a  man, 
24  Chriet  healeth  the  Syrophenieian  woman'e 
daughter  of  an  unclean  tpirit,  31  also  one 
that  was  deaf  and  stammered  in  hi*  speech, 

THEN  came  together  unto 
him  the  Pharisees,  and 
certain  of  the  scribes,  which 
came  from  Jerusalem. 

2  And  when  they  saw  some 
of  his  disciples  eat  bread  with 
defiled,  that  is  to  say,  with 
unwashen  hands,  they  found 
fault. 

3  For  the  Pharisees,  and  all 
the  Jews,  except  they  wash 
their  hands  oft,  eat  not,  hold- 
ing the  tradition  of  the  eld- 
ers. 

4  And  when  they  come  from 
the  market,  except  they  wash, 
they  eat  not.  And  many  other 
things  there  be,  which  they 
have  receiyed  to  hold,  as  the 
washing  of  cups,  and  pots,  bra- 
zen vessels,  and  of  tables. 

5  Then  the  Pharisees  and 
scribes  asked  him.  Why  walk 
not  thy  disciples  according  to 
the  tradition  of  the  elders, 
but  eat  bread  with  unwashen 
hands  ? 

6  He  answered  and  said  unto 
them.  Well  hath  Esaias  pro- 
phesied of  you  hypocrites,  as  it 
is  written,  This  people  honour- 
eth  me  with  their  lips,  but  their 
heart  is  far  from  me. 

7  Howbeit  in  vain  do  they 
worship  me,, teaching /or  doc- 


trines the  commandments  of 
men. 

8  For  laying  aside  the  com^^ 
mandment  of  G-od,  ye  hold  the 
tradition  of  men,  as  the  wash- 
ing of  pots  and  cups :  and  many 
other  such  like  things  ye  do. 

9  And  he  said  unto  them, 
Full  well  ye  reject  the  com- 
mandment of  God,  that  ye  may 
keep  your  own  tradition. 

10  For  Moses  said,  Honour 
thy  iather  and  thy  mother; 
and.  Whoso  curseth  father  or 
mother,  let  him  die  the  death : 

11  Butyesay,  If  amanshall 
say  to  his  father  or  mother,  It 
is  Corban^  that  is  to  say,  a  gift, 
by  whatsoever  thou  mightest 
be  profited  by  me ;  he  shall  be 
free. 

12  And  ye  suffer  him  no  more 
to  do  aught  for  his  father  ca 
his  nlother ; 

13  Making  the  word  of  Groi 
of  none  effect  through  your  tra- 
dition, which  ye  have  deliver- 
ed :  and  many  such  like  things 
dp  ye. 

14  %  And  when  he  had  called 
all  the  people  unto  him^  he 
said  unto  them.  Hearken  unto 
me  every  one  ofyou^  and  un- 
derstand : 

15  There  is  nothing  from 
without  a  man,  that  entering 
into  him  can  defile  him :  but 
the  things  which  come  out  of 
him,  those  are  they  that  defile 
the  man. 

16  If  any  man  have  ears  to 
hear,  let  him  hear. 

17  And  when  he  was  entered 
I  into  the  house  from  the  people, 
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daughter  healed. 


his  disoiplds  asked  him  oon- 
ceming  the  parable. 

18  A^d  he  saith  unto  them, 
Are  ye  so  without  understand- 
ing also  ?  Do  ye  not  peroeire, 
that  whatsoever  thing  from 
without  entereth  into  the  man, 
it  cannot  defile  him ; 

19  Because  it  entereth  not 
into  his  heart,  but  into  the 
belly,  and  goeth  out  into  the 
draught,  purging  all  meats? 

20  And  he  si^d.  That  which 
Cometh  out  of  the  man,  that 
defileth  the  man. 

21  For  from  within,  out  of 
the  heart  of  men,  proceed  eril 
thoughts,  adulteries,  fornica- 
tions, murders, 

2  2  Thefts,  coTetousness,  wick- 
edness, deceit,  lasciviousness, 
an  eyil  eye,  blasphemy,  pride, 
foolishness : 

23  All  these  evil  things  come 
from  within,  and  defile  the 
man. 

24  ^  And  from  thence  he 
arose,  and  went  into  the  bor- 
ders of  Tyre  and  Sidon,  and 
entered  into  a  house,  and  w6uld 
have  no  man  know  it:  but  he 
could  not  be  hid. 

25  For  a  certain  woman, 
whose  young  daughter  had  an 
unclean  spirit,  heard  of  him, 
and  came  and  fell  at  his  feet : 

26  The  woman  was  a  Greeks 
a  Syrophenician  by  nation; 
and  she  besought  hun  that  he 
would  cast  forth  the  devil  out 
of  her  daughter. 

27  But  Jesus  said  unto  her. 
Let  the  children  first  be  filled : 
for  it  is  not  meet  to  take  the 


children's  bread,  and  to  cast  ii 
unto  the  dogs. 

28  And  she  answered  and 
said  unto  him,  Yes,  Lord :  yet 
the  dogs  under  the  table  eat  of 
the  children's  crumbs. 

29  And  he  said  unto  her. 
For  this  saying  go  thy  way ; 
the  devil  is  gone  out  of  thy 
daughter. 

30  And  when  she  was  come 
to  her  house,  she  found  the 
devil  gone  out,  and  her  daugh- 
ter laid  upon  the  bed. 

31  ^  And  again,  departing 
from  the  coasts  of  Tyre  and  Si- 
don, he  came  unto  the  sea  of 
Galilee,  through  the  midst  of 
the  coasts  of  Decapolis. 

32  And  they  bring  unto  him 
one  that  was  deaf,  and  had  an 
impediment  in  his  speech ;  and 
they  beseech  him  to  put  his 
hand  upon  him.  > 

33  And  he  took  him  aside 
from  the  multitude,  and  put  his 
fingers  into  his  ears,  and  he 
spit,  and  touched  his  tongue ; 

34  And  looking  up  to  hea- 
ven, he  sighed,  and  saith  unto 
him,  Ephphatha,  that  is,  Be 
opened. 

35  And  straightway  his  ears 
were  opened,  and  the  string  of 
his  tongue  was  loosed,  and  he 
spake  plain. 

36  And  he  charged  them  that 
they  should  tell  no  man :  but 
the  more  he  charged  them,  so 
much  the  more  a  great  deal 
they  published  it ; 

37  And  were  beyond  mea- 
sure astonished,  saying,  He 
hath  done  all  things  well :  he 
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Pharisees  seek  a  sign. 


maketh  both  the  deaf  to  heax, 
and  the  dumb  to  speak. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

1  Christ  ftedetJi  ths  feopU  miraculoutly ;  10 
refuaeth  to  give  a  ttgn  to  the  Pharisees;  14 
amnonisheth  his  iMoiples  to  bewtrs  of  th$ 
leaven  of  the  Pharisees^  and  of  the  leaven  of 
Herod:  22  giveth  a  blind  man  sight ;  27 
acknmoledgeth  that  he  is  the  Christ,  who 
should  suffer  and  rise  again  ;  34  and  exhort' 
eth  to  patience  in  persecution  for  the  prof  es- 
sion  of  the  gospeL 

IN  those  days  the  multitude 
being  very  great,  and  hav- 
ing nothing  to  eat,  Jesus  called 
his  disciples  unto  him^  and 
saith  unto  them, 

2  I  have  compassion  on  the 
multitude,  because  they  have 
now  been  with  me  three  days, 
and  have  nothing  to  eat : 

8  And  if  I  send  them  away 
fasting  to  their  own  houses, 
they  will  faint  by  the  way :  for 
divers  of  them  came  from  far. 

4  And  his  disciples  answered 
him,  From  whence  can  a  man 
satisfy  these  men  with  bread 
here  in  the  wilderness  ? 

5  And  he  asked  them.  How 
many  loaves  have  ye?  And 
they  said,  Seven. 

6  And  he  commanded  the 
people  to  sit  down  on  the 
ground:  and  he  took  the  se- 
ven loaves,  and  gave  thanks, 
and  brake,  and  gave  to  his 
disciples  to  set  before  them; 
and  they  did  set  them  before 
the  people. 

7  And  they  had  a  few  small 
fishes:  and  he  blessed,  and 
commanded  to  set  them  also 
before  them.. 

8  So  they  did  eat,  and  were 
filled:  and  they  took  up  of  the 
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broken  meat  that  Was  left  se« 
ven  baskets. 

9  And  they  that  had  eaten 
were  about  four  thousand: 
and  he  sent  them  away. 

10  ^  And  straightway  he  en-» 
tered  into  a  ship  with  his  dis* 
ciples,  and  came  into  the  parts 
of  Dalmanutha. 

11  And  the  Pharisees  came 
forth,  and  began  to  question 
with  him,  seeking  of  him  a 
sign  firom  heaven,  tempting 
him. 

12  And  he  sighed  deeply  in 
his  spirit,  and  saith.  Why  doth 
this  generation  seek  ailer  a 
sign?  verily  I  say  unto  you. 
There  shall  no  sign  be  given 
unto  this  generatioa. 

13  And  he  left  them,  and 
entering  into  the  ship  again 
departed  to  the  other  side. 

14  IT  Now  the  disciples  had 
forgotten  to  take  bread,  neither 
had  they  in  the  ship  with  them 
more  tiian  one  loaf. 

15  And  he  charged  them, 
saying,  Take  heed,  beware  of 
the  leaven  of  the  PharisoeSi 
and  of  the  leaven  of  Herod. 

16  And  they  reasoned  among 
themselves,  saying,  /if  m  be- 
cause we  have  no  bread. 

17  And  when  Jesus  knew  if, 
he  saith  unto  them,  Why  rea» 
son  ye,  because  ye  have  no 
bread?  perceive  ye  not  yet^ 
neither  understand?  have  ye 
your  heart  yet  hardened  ? 

18  Having  eyes,  see  ye  not  ? 
and  having  ears,  hear  ye  not  ? 
and  do  ye  not  remember  ? 

19  When  I  brake  the  fiv^ 


SHght  restored. 
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loaves  among  five  thousand, 
how  many  baskets  full  of 
fragments  took  ye  up  ?  They 
say  unto  him,  Twelve. 

20  And  when  the  seven 
among  four  thousand,  how 
many  baskets  full  of  frag- 
ments took  ye  up  ?  And  they 
said,  Seven. 

21  And  he  said  unto  them, 
How  is  it  that  ye  do  not  un- 
derstand ? 

22  IT  And  he  cometh  to  Beth- 
saida;  and  they  bring  a  blind 
man  unto  him,  and  besought 
him  to  toudi  him. 

23  And  he  took  the  blind 
man  by  the  hand,  and  led 
him  out  of  the  town;  and 
when  he  had  spit  on  his  eyes, 
and  put  his  hands  upon  Mm, 
he  asked  him  if  he  saw  aught. 

24  And  he  looked  up,  and 
said,  I  see  men  as  trees,  walk- 
ing. 

25  After  that  he  put  his 
hands  again  upon  his  eyes, 
and  made  him  look  up ;  and 
he  was  restored,  and  saw  every 
man  (dearly. 

26  And  he  sent  him  away 
to  his  house,  saying,  Neither 
go  into  the  town,  nor  tell  it 
to  any  in  the  town. 

27  ^  And  Jesus  went  out, 
and  his  disciples,  into  the 
towns  of  Cesarea  Philippi: 
and  by  the  way  he  asked  his 
disciples,  saying  imto  them, 
Whom  do  men  say  that  I  am  ? 

28  And  they  answered,  John 
the  Baptist:  but  some  say, 
Elias ;  and  others,  One  of  the 
prophets. 


29  And  he  saith  unto  them, 
But  whom  say  ye  that  I  am  ? 
And  Peter  answereth  and  saith 
unto  him,  Thou  art  the  Christ 

30  And  he  charged  them 
that  they  should  teU  no  man 
of  him. 

31  And  he  began  to  teach 
them,  that  the  Son  of  maii 
must  suffer  many  things,  and 
be  rejected  of  the  elders,  and 
o/^the  chief  priests,  and  scribes, 
and  be  killed,  and  after  three 
days  rise  again. 

32  And  he  spake  that  saying 
openly.  And  Peter  took  him, 
and  began  to  rebuke  him. 

33  But  when  he  had  turned 
about  and  looked  on  his  dis- 
ciples, he  rebuked  Peter,  say- 
ing. Get  thee  behind  me,  Sa- 
tan: for  thou  savourest  not 
the  things  that  be  of  God, 
but  the  things  that  be  of 
men. 

34  %  And  when  he  had  call- 
ed the  people  unto  him  with 
his  disciples  also,  he  said  un- 
to them.  Whosoever  will  come 
after  me,  let  him  deny  him- 
self, and  take  up  his  cross, 
and  follow  me. 

35  For  whosoever  will  save 
his  life  shall  lose  it ;  but  who- 
soever shall  lose  his  life  for  my 
sake  and  the  gospel's,  the  same 
shall  save  it. 

36  For  what  shall  it  profit  a 
man,  if  he  shall  gain  the  whole 
world,  and  lose  his  own  soul  ? 

37  Or  what  shall  a  man  give 
in  exchange  for  his  soul  ? 

38  Whosoever  therefore  shall 
be  ashamed  of  me  and  of  my 
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words,  in  this  adulterous  and 
sinful  generation,  of  him  also 
shall  the  Son  of  man  be  asham- 
ed, when  he  cometh  in  the  glory 
of  his  Father  with  the  holy- 
angels. 

CHAPTER  IX. 

1  Jestu  u  transfigwred,  \\  Bfi  instructeth 
hU  ditdples  concerning  the  coming  of  Mi- 
ae  ;  14  eaetelh  out  a  dumb  and  deaf  epirit ; 
80  foretelleth  hie  death  and  resurrection; 
88  exhorteth  his  disciples  to  humility ;  88 
forbidding  them  to  refect  such  as  be  not 
against  mem,  or  to  give  offence  to  any  of 
thefaithful. 

AND  he  said  unto  them, 
Verily  I  say  unto  you, 
That  there  be  some  of  them 
that  stand  here,  which  shall 
not  taste  of  death,  till  they 
have  seen  the  kingdom  of 
God  come  with  power. 

2  %  And  after  six  days  Jesus 
taketh  with  him  Peter,  and 
James,  and  John,  and  leadeth 
them  up  into  a  high  mountain 
apart  by  themselves:  and  he 
was  transfigured  before  them. 

3  And  his  raiment  became 
shining,  exceeding  white  as 
snow;  so  as  no  fuller  on  earth 
can  white  them. 

4  And  there  appeared  unto 
them  Elias  with  Moses:  and 
they  were  talking  with  Jesus. 

6  And  Peter  answered  and 
said  to  Jesus,  Master,  it  is 
good  for  us  to  be  here:  and 
let  us  make  three  tabema^ 
des;  one  for  thee,  and  one 
for  Moses,  and  one  for  Elia^s. 

6  For  he  wist  not  what  to 
say ;  for  they  were  sore  afraid. 

7  And  there  was  a  cloud 
that  overshadowed  them:  and 
c^  voice  came  out  of  tiiie  cloud, 
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saying.   This  is  my  beloved 
Son :  hear  him. 

8  And  suddenly,  when  they 
had  looked  round  about,  they 
saw  no  man  any  more,  save 
Jesus  only  with  themselves. 

9  And  as  they  came  down 
from  the  mountam,  he  charg- 
ed them  that  they  should  tell 
no  man  what  things  they  had 
seen,  till  the  Son  of  man  were 
risen  from  the  dead. 

10  And  they  kept  that  say- 
ing  with  themselves,  question- 
ing  one  with  another  what  the 
rising  from  the  dead  should 
mean. 

11  ^  And  they  asked  him, 
saying.  Why  say  the  scribes 
that  Elias  must  first  ccmie  ? 

12  And  he  answered  and  told 
them,  Elias  verily  cometh  firat, 
and  restoreth  all  things ;  and 
how  it  is  written  of  the  Son 
of  man,  that  he  must  suffer 
many  things,  and  be  set  at 
nought. 

13  But  I  say  unto  you.  That 
Elias  is  indeed  come,  and  they 
have  done  unto  him  whatso- 
ever they  listed,  as  it  is  writ- 
ten of  him. 

14  ^  And  when  he  came  to 
his  disciples,  he  saw  a  great 
multitude  about  them,  and 
the  scribes  questioning  with 
them. 

15  And  straightway  all  the 
people,  when  they  beheld  him, 
were  greatly  amazed,  and  run- 
ning to  him  saluted  him. 

16  And  he  asked  the  scribes, 
What  question  ye  with  them  ? 

17  And  one  of  the  multi* 


He  easteth  out 
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a  dumb  sptriU 


tude  answered  and  said,  Mas- 
ter, I  have  brought  unto  thee 
my  son,  which  hath  a  dumb 
spirit; 

18  And  wheresoever  he  tak* 
eth  him,  he  teareth  him ;  and 
hefoamethf  and  gnaaheth  with 
his  teeth,  and  pineth  away: 
and  I  spake  to  thy  disciples 
that  they  should  cast  him  out; 
and  they  could  not 

19  He  answereth  him,  and 
saith,  O  faithless  generation, 
how  long  shall  I  be  with  you  ? 
how  long  shall  I  suffer  you  ? 
bring  him  unto  me, 

20  And  they  brought  him 
unto  him  :  and  when  he  saw 
him,  straightway  the  spirit 
tare.him;  and  he  fell  on  the 
ground,  and  wallowed  foam- 
ing. 

21  And  he  asked  his  father, 
How  long  is  it  ago  since  this 
eame  unto  him?  And  he  said, 
Of  a  child. 

22  And  ofttimes  it  hath  cast 
him  into  the  fire,  and  into  the 
waters,  to  destroy  him :  but  if 
thou  canst  do  any  thing,  have 
compassion  on  us,  and  help  us. 

23  Jesus  said  unto  him.  If 
thou  canst  believe,  all  things 
are  possible  to  him  that  be- 
lieveth. 

24  And  straightway  the  £Et- 
ther  of  the  child  cried  out,  and 
said  with  tears.  Lord,  I  believe ; 
help  thou  mine  unbelief. 

25  When  Jesus  saw  that  the 
people  came  running  together, 
he  rebuked  the  foul  spirii^,  say- 
ing unto  him,  7%<ns^  dumb  and 
deaf  spirity  I  charge  thee,  come 


out  of  him,  and  enter  no  more 
into  hin). 

26  And  the  spirit  cried,  and 
rent  him  sore,  and  came  out 
of*  him :  and  he  wafi  ais  one 
dead ;  insomuch  that  many 
said.  He  is  dead. 

27  But  Jesus  took  him  by 
the  hand,  and  lifted  him  up; 
and  he  arose. 

28  And  when  he  was  come 
into  the  house,  his  disciples 
asked  him  privately,  Why 
could  not  we  cast  him  out? 

29  And  he  said  unto  them, 
This  kind  can  come  forth  by 
nothing,  but  by  prayer  and 
fasting. 

30  ^  And  they  departed 
thence,  and  passed  tlurough 
Galilee;  and  he  would  not 
that  any  man  should  know  it. 

31  For  he  taught  his  disci- 
ples, and  said  unto  them.  The 
Son  of  mui  is  delivered  into 
the  hands  of  men,  and  they 
shall  kill  him ;  and  after  that 
he  is  killed,  he  shall  rise  the 
third  day. 

32  But  they  understood  not 
that  saying,  and  were  afiraid.to 
ask  him. 

33  ^  And  he  came  to  Caper- 
naum :  and  being  in  the  house 
he  asked  them,  What  was  it 
that  ye  disputed  among  your- 
selves by  the  way  ? 

34  But  they  held  their  peace : 
for  by  the  way  they  had  dis- 
puted among  themselves,  who 
should  be  the  greatest. 

35  And  he  sat  down,  and 
called  the  twelve,  and  saith 
unto  them,  If  any  man  desire 
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to  be  first)  the  same  shall  be 
last  of  all,  and  servant  of  all. 

36  And  he  took  a  child,  and 
set  him  in  the  midst  of  tiiem  : 
and  when  he  had  taken  him 
in  his  arms,  he  said  unto  them, 

37  Whosoever  shall  receive 
one  of  such  children  in  my 
name,  receiveth  me ;  and  who- 
soever shall  receive  me,  receiv- 
eth not  me,  but  him  that  sent 
me. 

36  ^  And  John  answered  him, 
saying,  Master,  we  saw  one 
casting  out  devils  in  thy  name, 
and  he  foUoweth  not  us ;  and 
we  forbade  him^  because  he  fol- 
loweth  not  us. 

39  But  Jesus  said.  Forbid  him 
not :  for  there  is  no  man  which 
shall  do  a  miracle  in  my  name, 
that  can  lightly  speak  evil  of 
me. 

40  For  he  that  is  not  against 
us  is  on  our  part. 

41  For  whosoever  shall  give 
jrou  a  cup  of  water  to  drink  in 
my  name,  because  ye  belong 
to  Christ,  verily  I  say  unto  you, 
he  shall  not  lose  his  reward. 

42  Ajid  whosoever  shall  of- 
fend one  of  these  little  ones 
that  believe  in  me,  it  is  better 
for  him  that  a  millstone  were 
hanged  about  his  neck,  and  he 
were  cast  into  the  sea. 

43  Ajid  if  thy  hand  ofiend 
thee,  cut  it  oflF:  it  is  better  for 
thee  to  enter  into  life  maimed, 
than  having  two  hands  to  go 
into  hell,  into  the  fire  that 
never  shall  be  quenched  : 

44  Where  their  worm  dieth 
not,  and  the  fire  is  not  quenched. 
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46  And  if  thy  foot  ofiend 
thee,  cut  it  off":  it  is  better  for 
thee  to  enter  halt  into  life,  than 
having  two  feet  to  be  cast  into 
hell,  into  the  fire  that  never 
shall  be  quenched : 

46  Where  their  worm  dietb 
not,  and  the  fire  is  not  quench- 
ed. 

47  And  if  thine  eye  <^end 
thee,  pluck  it  out :  it  is  better 
for  thee  to  enter  into  the  king- 
dom of  God  with  one  eye,  than 
having  two  eyes  to  be  cast  in- 
to hell  fire  : 

48  Where  their  worm  dietii 
not,  and  the  fijre  is  not  quench- 
ed. 

49  For  every  one  shall  be 
salted  with  fire,  and  every  sa- 
crifice shall  be  salted  with  salt 

60  Salt  is  good:  but  if  the 
salt  have  lost  his  saltness, 
wherewith  will  ye  season  it? 
Have  salt  in  yourselves,  and 
have  peace  one  with  another^ 

CHAPTER  X. 

1  Ohriit  disputeth  with  the  Pharisees  towhvng 
divorce;  18  blesaeih  tlu  children  tfutt  arw 
broitght  vnto  him;  17  inttrucieth  a  riek 


man  how  he  may  inherit  life  everlasting; 
28  telleth  his  disciples  of  the  danger  of 
riches;  28  pramiseth  rewards  to  them  thai 


forsake  every  thing  for  the  gospel ;  82  for^ 
telleth  his  death  ofuTresurrection  ;  86  hidddh 
the  tmo  eamUHo'us  suitors  to  think  rather  of 
euffering  with  him  ;  46  and  restoreth  to  Bar' 
timeus  his  sight. 

AND  he  arose  from  thence, 
and  cometh  into  the  coasts 
of  Judea  by  the  farther  side 
of  Jordan :  and  the  people  re^ 
sort  unto  him  again ;  and,  as 
he  was  wont^  he  taught  them 
again. 

2  %  And  the  Pharisees  came 
to  him,  and  asked  him,  Is  it 
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lawful  for  a  man  to  put  away 
his  wife  ?  tempting  him. 

3  And  he  answered  and  said 
unto  them,  What  did  Moses 
command  you  ? 

4  And  they  said,  Moses  suf- 
fered  to  write  a  bill  of  divorce- 
ment,  and  to  put  her  away. 

5  And  Jesus  answered  and 
said  unto  tiiem,  For  the  hard- 
ness of  your  heart  he  wrote 
you  this  precept. 

6  But  from  the  beginning  of 
the  creation  God  made  them 
male  and  female. 

7  For  this  cause  shall  a  man 
leave  his  father  and  mother, 
and  cleave  to  his  wife ; 

8  And  they  twain  ^all  be 
one  flesh:  so  then  they  are 
no  more  twain,  but  one  flesh. 

9  What  therefore  God  hath 
joined  together,  let  not  man 
put  asunder. 

10  And  in  the  house  his  dis- 
ciples asked  him  again  of  the 
same  matter. 

11  And  he  saith  unto  them. 
Whosoever  shall  put  away  his 
wife,  and  marry  another,  com- 
mitteth  adultery  against  her. 

12  And  if  a  woman  shall  put 
away  her  husband,  and  be 
married  to  another,  she  com- 
mitteth  adultery. 

13  ^  And  they  brought  young 
children  to  him,  that  he  should 
touch  them ;  and  his  disciples 
rebuked  those  that  brought 
them. 

14  But  when  Jesus  saw  t«, 
he  was  much  displeased,  and 
said  unto  them,  Suffer  the  lit- 
tle children  to  come  unto  me, 

6 


and  forbid  them  not;  for  of 
such  is  the  kingdom  of  God. 

15  Verily  I  say  unto  you, 
Whosoever  shall  not  receive 
ike  kingdom  of  God  as  a  little 
child,  heshallnotenter  therein. 

16  And  he  took  them  up  in 
his  anns,  put  his  hands  upon 
tihiem,  and  blessed  them. 

17  IT  And  when  he  was  gone 
forth  into  the  way,  there  came 
one  running,  and  kneeled  to 
him,  and  asked  him.  Good 
Master,  what  shall  I  do  that  I 
may  inherit  eternal  life  ? 

18  And  Jesus  said  unto  him. 
Why  callest  thou  me  good? 
there  is  none  good  but  one, 
that  isj  God. 

19  Thou  knowest  the  com- 
mandments, Do  not  commit 
adultery.  Do  not  kill,  Do  not 
steal.  Do  not  bear  false  wrt» 
ness.  Defraud  not.  Honour  thy 
father  and  mother. 

20  And  he  answered  and  said 
unto  him.  Master,  all  these 
have  I  observed  from  my 
youth. 

21  Then  Jesus  beholding 
him  loved  him,  and  said  unto 
him.  One  thing  thou  lackest: 
go  thy  way,  sell  whatsoever 
thou  hast,  and  give  to  the 
poor,  and  thou  shalt  have 
treasure  in  heaven:  and  come, 
take  up  the  cross,  and  follow 
me. 

22  And  he  was  sad  at  that 
saying,  and  went  away  griev- 
ed: for  he  had  great  posses- 
sions. 

23  ^  And  Jesus  looked  round 
about,  and  saith  unto  his  dis- 
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ciples,  How  hardly  shall  they 
that  have  riches  enter  into  the 
kingdom  of  God! 

24  And  the  disciples  were  as- 
tonished at  his  words.  But  Je- 
sus answereth  again,  and  saith 
unto  them,  Children,  how  hard 
is  it  for  them  that  trust  in  rich- 
es to  enter  into  the  kingdom  of 
God! 

25  It  is  easier  for  a  camel  to 
go  through  the  eye  of  a  needle, 
than  for  a  rich  man  to  enter 
into  the  kingdom  of  God. 

26  And  they  were  astonished 
out  of  measure,  saying  among 
themselves.  Who  then  can  be 
saved? 

27  And  Jesus  looking  upon 
them  saith.  With  men  it  is 
impossible,  but  not  with  God: 
for  with  God  all  things  are 
possible. 

28  IT  Then  Peter  began  to 
sav  unto  him,  Lo,  we  have  left 
all,  and  have  followed  thee. 

29  And  Jesus  answered  and 
said.  Verily  I  say  imto  you, 
There  is  no  man  that  hath 
left  house,  or  brethren,  or  sis- 
ters, or  father,  or  mother,  or 
wife,  or  children,  or  lands,  for 
my  sake,  and  the  gospel's, 

30  But  he  shall  receive  a 
hundredfold  now  in  this  time, 
houses,  and  brethren,  and  sis- 
ters, and  mothers,  and  child- 
ren, and  lands,  with  persecu- 
tions; and  in  the  world  to 
come  eternal  life. 

31  But  many  that  are  first 
shall  be  last;  and  the  last 
first. 

32  IT  And  they  were  in  the 
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way  going  up  to  Jerusalem; 
and  Jesus  went  before  them : 
and  they  were  amazed;  and 
as  they  followed,  they  were 
afraid.  And  he  took  again 
the  twelve,  and  began  to  tell 
them  what  things  should  hap- 
pen unto  him, 

33  Saying,  Behold,  we  go 
up  to  Jerus^em ;  and  the  Son 
of  man  shall  be  delivered  un- 
to the  chief  priests,  and  unto 
the  soibes;  and  they  shall 
c(Midenm  him  to  death,  and 
shall  deliver  him  to  the  Gen* 
tiles: 

34  And  tiiey  shall  mock  him^ 
and  shall  soourge  him,  and 
shall  spit  upon  him,  and  shall 
kill  him;  and  the  third  day 
he  shall  rise  again. 

35  IT  And  James  and  John, 
the  sons  of  Zebedee,  come 
unto  him,  saying,  Master,  we 
would  that  thou  shouldest  do 
for  us  whatsoever  we  shall  de* 
sire. 

36  And  he  said  unto  them. 
What  would  ye  that  I  should 
do  for  you  ? 

37  They  said  unto  him,  Grant 
unto  us  that  we  may  sit,  one 
on  thy  right  hand,  and  the 
other  on  thy  left  hand,  in  thy 
glory. 

38  But  Jesus  said  unto  them. 
Ye  know  not  what  ye  ask :  can 
ye  drink  of  the  cup  that  I  drink 
of?  and  be  baptized  with  the 
baptism  that  I  am  baptized 
with? 

39  And  they  said  unto  him. 
We  can.  And  Jesus  said  un- 
to them,  Ye  shall  indeed  drink 
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of  the  cup  that  I  drink  of; 
and  with  the  baptism  that  I 
am  baptized  withal  shall  ye 
be  baptized : 

40  But  to  sit  on  my  right 
hand  and  on  my  left  hand  is 
not  mine  to  give ;  but  it  shall 
he  given  to  them  for  whom  it  is 
prepared. 

41  And  when  the  ten  heard 
it  J  they  began  to  be  much  dis- 
pleased with  James  and  John. 

42  But  Jesus  called  them  to 
hintj  and  saith  unto  them,  Ye 
know  that  they  which  are 
accounted  to  rule  over  the 
Gentiles  exercise  lordship  over 
them;  and  their  great  ones 
exercise  authority  upon  them. 

43  But  so  shall  it  not  be 
among  you:  but  whosoever 
will  be  great  among  you,  shall 
be  your  minister  : 

44  And  whosoever  of  you 
will  be  the  chiefest,  shall  be 
servant  of  all. 

45  For  even  the  Son  of  man 
came  not  to  be  ministered  im* 
to,  but  to  minister,  and  to  give 
his  life  a  ransom  for  many. 

46  ^  And  they  came  to  Jeri- 
cho: and  as  he  went  out  of 
Jericho  with  his  disciples  and 
a  great  number  of  people,  blind 
Bartimeus,  the  son  of  Timeus, 
sat  by  the  highway  side  beg- 

47  And  when  he  heard  that 
it  was  Jesus  of  Nazareth,  he 
began  to  cry  out,  and  say,  Je- 
sus, thou  Son  of  David,  have 
mercy  on  me. 

48  And  many  charged  him 
that  he  should  hold  his  peace : 


but  he  cried  the  more  a  great 
deal,  TTiou  Son  of  David,  have 
mercy  on  me. 

49  And  Jesus  stood  still,  and 
commanded  him  to  be  called. 
And  they  call  the  blind  man, 
saying  unto  him.  Be  of  good 
comfort,  rise ;  he  calleth  thee. 

60  And  he,  casting  away  his 
garment,  rose,  and  came  to 
Jesus. 

51  And  Jesus  answered  and 
said  unto  him.  What  wilt  thou 
that  I  should  do  unto  thee? 
The  blind  man  said  imto  him. 
Lord,  that  1  might  receive  my 
sight. 

52  And  Jesus  said  unto  him. 
Go  thy  way ;  thy  faith  hath 
made  thee  whole.  And  imme- 
diately he  received  his  sight, 
and  followed  Jesus  in  the  way: 

CHAPTER  XI. 

1  Ckritt  rideth  with  triumph  into  Jenua/em; 
l^ euneth the fnUUem  jiff  tree;  I6pwrffeth 
the  temple :  20  exhorteth  hU  diee^plee  te 
eteadfastnete  of  faith,  and  to  forgive  t/teir 
enevUee;  2T  and  defenddh  the  lawfidneta  of 
hie  aetione,  by  the  witneae  of  John,  who  «a$ 
aman  sent  of  God. 

AND  when  they  came  nigh 
.  to  Jerusalem,  unto  Beth- 
phage  and  Bethany,  at  the 
mount  of  Olives,  he  sendeth 
forth  two  of  his  disciples, 

2  And  saith  unto  them.  Go 
your  way  into  iiie  village  over 
against  you:  and  as  soon  as  ye 
be  entered  into  it,  ye  shall  find 
a  colt  tied,  whereon  never  man 
sat ;  loose  him,  and  bring  him. 

3  And  if  any  man  say  unto 
you.  Why  do  ye  this  ?  say  ye 
that  the  Lord  hath  need  of 
him ;  and  straightway  he  will 
send  him  hither. 
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4  And  they  went  their  way, 
and  found  the  colt  tied  by  the 
door  without  in  a  place  where 
two  ways  met ;  and  they  loose 
him. 

5  And  certain  of  them  that 
stood  there  said  unto  them, 
What  do  ye,  loosing  the  colt  ? 

6  And  they  said  unto  them 
even  as  Jesus  had  command- 
ed :  and  they  let  them  go. 

7  And  they  brought  the  colt 
to  Jesus,  and  cast  their  gar- 
ments on  him;  and  he  sat« 
upon  him. 

8  And  many  spread  their  gar- 
ments in  the  way ;  and  others 
cut  down  branches  oflF  the 
trees,  and  strewed  them  in  the 
way. 

9  And  they  that  went  before, 
and  they  that  followed,  cried, 
saying,  Hosanna;  Blessed  is 
he  that  cometh  in  the  name 
of  the  Lord : 

10  Blessed  be  the  kingdom 
of  our  father  David,  that  com- 
eth in  the  name  of  the  Lord : 
Hosanna  in  the  highest. 

11  And  Jesus  entered  into 
Jerusalem,  and  into  the  tem- 
ple: and  when  he  had  looked 
round  about  upon  all  things, 
and  now  the  eventide  was 
come,  he  went  out  unto  Beth- 
any with  the  twelve. 

12  IT  And  on  the  morrow, 
when  they  were  come  from 
Bethany,  he  was  hungry  : 

13  And  seeing  a  fig  tree  afar 
off  having  leaves,  he  came,  if 
haply  he  might  find  any  thing 
thereon:  and  when  he  came 
to  it,  he  foimd  nothing  but 
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leaves;   for  the  time  of  figs 
was  not  yet. 

14  And  Jesus  answered  and 
said  unto  it,  No  man  eat  fruit 
of  thee  hereafter  for  ever.  And 
his  disciples  heard  it. 

15  %  And  they  come  to  Je- 
rusalem :  and  Jesus  went  into 
the  temple,  and  began  to  cast 
out  them  that  sold  and  bought 
in  the  temple,  and  overthrew 
the  tables  of  the  money  chang- 
ers, and  the  seats  of  them  that 
sold  doves ; 

16  And  would  not  suffer  that 
any  man  should  carry  any  ves- 
sel through  the  temple. 

17  And  he  taught,  saying 
unto  them.  Is  it  not  written, 
My  house  shall  be  called  of  all 
nations  the  house  of  prayer? 
but  ye  have  made  it  a  den  of 
thieves. 

18  And  the  scribes  and  chief 

Eriests  heard  tV,  and  sought 
ow  they  might  destroy  him : 
for  they  feared  him,  because 
all  the  people  was  astonished 
at  his  doctnne. 

19  And  when  even  was  come, 
he  went  out  of  the  city. 

20  ^  And  in  the  morning, 
as  they  passed  by,  they  saw 
the  fig  tree  dried  up  from  the 
roots. 

21  And  Peter  calling  to  re- 
membrance saith  unto  him. 
Master,  behold,  the  fig  tree 
which  thou  cursedst  is  wi- 
thered away. 

22  And  Jesus  answering  saith 
unto  them.  Have  faith  in  God. 

23  For  verily  I  say  unto  you, 
That  whosoever  shall  say  unto 
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this  mountain,  Be  thou  re- 
moved,  and  be  thou  cast  into 
the  sea;  and  shall  not  doubt 
in  his  heart,  but  shall  believe 
that  those  things  which  he 
saith  shall  come  to  pass; 
he  shall  have  whatsoever  he 
saith. 

24  Therefore  I  say  unto  you. 
What  things  soever  ye  desire, 
when  ye  pray,  believe  that  ye 
receive  them,  and  ye  shall  have 
thetn. 

25  And  when  ye  stand  pray- 
ing,  forgive,  if  ye  have  aught 
against  any ;  that  your  Father 
also  which  is  in  heaven  may 
forgive  you  your  trespasses, 

26  But  if  ye  do  not  forffive, 
neither  will  your  Father  which 
is  in  heaven  forgive  your  tres- 
passes. 

27  IT  And  they  come  again 
to  Jerusalem :  and  as  he  was 
waJking  in  the  temple,  there 
come  to  him  the  chief  priests, 
and  the  scribes,  and  the  eld- 
ers, 

28  And  say  unto  him.  By 
what  authority  doest  thou 
these  things?  and  who  gave 
thee  this  authority  to  do  these 
things? 

29  And  Jesus  answered  and 
said  unto  them,  I  will  also  ask 
of  you  one  question,  and  an- 
swer me,  and  I  will  tell  you 
by  what  authority  I  do  these 
things. 

30  Thebaptismof  John,  was 
it  from  heaven,  or  of  men? 
answer  me. 

31  And  they  reasoned  with 
themselves,  saying,  If  we  shall 


say.  From  heaven ;  he  will  say, 
"Why  then  did  ye  riot  believe 
him? 

32  But  if  we  shall  say.  Of 
men ;  they  feared  the  people : 
for  all  men  counted  John,  that 
he  was  a  prophet  indeed. 

33  And  they  answered  and 
said  unto  Jesus,  We  cannot 
tell.  And  Jesus  answering 
saith  imto  them.  Neither  do  I 
tell  you  by  what  authority  I 
do  these  things. 

CHAPTER  XII. 

1  In  a  parcMe  of  the  vineyard  lei  out  to  nn- 
ihankftU  hutbandmenf  Christ  foretelleth  the 
reprooation  of  the  Jewi^  aiid  the  cdUing  of 
the  GentUee,  \Z  He  avoideih  the  mare  ^ 
the  Pharisees  and  Herodians  about  paying 
tribute  to  Cesar;  18  exposeth  the  error  of 
the  Saddueees,  who  denied  the  resurrection; 
28  declareth  to  the  scribe  the  ivoo  great  com- 
mandments of  the  law;  86  refuteth  the 
opinion  that  the  scribes  hdd  of  Christ; 
88  biding  the  people  to  be/ware  of  their  am- 
bition and  hypoertsy;  41  and  commendeth 
the  poor  widlow  for  her  two  mites,  above 
all, 

AND  he  began  to  speak  un- 
to them  by  parables.  A 
certain  man  planted  a  vine- 
yard,  and  set  a  hedge  about 
it  J  and  digged  a  place  for  the 
winefat,  and  bmlt  a  tower, 
and  let  it  out  to  husbandmen, 
and  went  into  a  far  country. 

2  And  at  the  season  he  sent 
to  the  husbandmen  a  servant, 
that  he  might  receive  from  the 
husbandmen  of  the  fruit  of 
the  vineyaxd. 

3  And  they  caught  him^  and 
beat  him,  and  sent  him  away 
empty. 

4  And  again  he  sent  unto 
them  another  servant;  and 
at  him  they  cast  stones,  and 
wounded  him  in  the  head, 
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and  sent  hi/m  ayrsY  shameful- 
ly handled. 

6  And  again  he  sent  another; 
and  him  they  killed,  and  many 
others ;  beating  some,  and  kill- 
ing some. 

6  Having  yet  therefore  one 
son,  his  well  beloved,  he  sent 
Mm  also  last  nnto  them,  say- 
ing, They  will  reverence  my 
son. 

7  Bat  those  husbandmen  said 
among  themselves,  This  is  the 
heir ;  come,  let  us  kill  him,  and 
the  inheritance  shall  be  ours. 

8  And  they  took  him,  and 
killed  kimy  and  cast  him  out 
of  the  vineyard. 

9  What  shall  therefore  the 
lord  of  the  vineyard  do?  he 
will  come  and  destroy  the 
husbandmen,  and  will  give 
the  vineyard  unto  others. 

10  And  have  ye  not  read  this 
scripture ;  The  stone  which  the 
builders  rejected  is  become  the 
head  of  the  comer : 

11  This  was  the  Lord's  do- 
ing,  and  it  is  marvellous  in 
our  eyes  ? 

12  And  they  sought  to  lay 
hold  on  him,  but  feared  the 
people :  for  they  knew  that  he 
had  spoken  the  parable  against 
them :  and  they  lefb  him,  and 
went  their  way. 

13  IT  And  they  send  unto  him 
certain  of  the  Pharisees  and  of 
the  Herodians,  to  catch  him  in 
his  words. 

14  And  when  they  were  come, 
they  say  unto  him,  Master,  we 
know  that  thou  art  true,  and  • 
carest  for  no  man;  for  thou 
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regardest  not  the  person  of 
men,  but  teachest  the  way  of 
God  in  truth:  Is  it  lawful 
to  give  tribute  to  Cesar,  or 
not? 

16  Shall  we  give,  or  shall 
we  not  give  ?  But  he,  know- 
ing  their  hypocrisy,  said  un- 
to th«m,  Why  tempt  ye  me  ? 
bring  me  a  peimy,  that  I  may 
see  it 

16  And  they  brought  it  And 
he  saith  unto  them.  Whose  is 
this  image  and  superscription  ? 
And  they  said  unto  him,  Ce^ 
sar's. 

17  And  Jesus  answering  said 
unto  them,  Render  to  Cesar 
the  things  that  are  Cesar's, 
and  to  God  the  things  that 
eae  God's.  And  they  mar- 
velled at  him. 

18  IF  Then  come  unto  him  the 
Sadducees,  which  say  there  is 
no  resurrection ;  and  they  ask- 
ed him,  saying, 

19  Master,  Moses  wrote  un* 
to  us,  K  a  man's  brother  die^ 
and  leave  his  wife  behind  hin^ 
and  leave  no  childr^i,  that  his 
brother  should  take  his  wife, 
and  raise  up  seed  imto  his 
brother. 

20  Now  there  were  seven 
brethren :  and  the  first  took  a 
wife,  and  dying  left  no  seed. 

21  And  the  second  took  her, 
and  died,  neither  left  he  any 
seed :  and  the  third  likewise. 

22  And  the  seven  had  her, 
and  left  no  seed:  last  of  all 
the  woman  died  also. 

23  In  the  resurrection  there- 
fore, when   they   shall   rise,

cammandmenL 


whose  wife  sh^  she  be  of 
them  ?  for  the  seyen  had  heac 
to  wife. 

24  And  Jesus  answering  said 
nnto  them.  Do  ye  not  thereibie 
err,  because  ye  know  not  the 
Scriptures,  neither  the  power 
of  God? 

25  For  when  they  shall  rise 
fix>m  the  dead,  they  neither 
marry,  nor  are  given  in  mar- 
riage; but  are  as  the  angels 
which  are  in  heayen. 

26  And  as  touching  ihe  dead, 
that  they  rise ;  have  ye  not  read 
in  the  book  of  Moses,  how  in 
the  bush  God  spake  unto  him, 
saying,  I  am  the  God  of  Abra^ 
ham,  and  the  God  of  Isaac,  and 
the  God  of  Jacob? 

27  He  is  not  the  God  of  the 
dead,  but  the  God  of  the  liv- 
ing:  ye  therefore  do  greatly 
err. 

28  IT  And  one  of  the  scribes 
came,  and  having  heard  them 
reasoning  together,  and  per- 
ceiving that  he  had  answered 
them  well,  asked  him,  Which 
is  the  first  commandment  of 
all? 

29  And  Jesus  answered  him. 
The  first  of  all  the  command- 
ments is  J  Hear,  O  Israel ;  The 
Lord  our  God  is  one  Lord : 

30  And  thou  shalt  love  the 
Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy 
heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul, 
and  with  all  thy  mind,  and 
with  all  thy  strength :  this  is 
the  first  conmiandment. 

31  And  the  second  is  like, 
naniely  this.  Thou  shalt  love 
thy    neighbour    as     thyself. 


There  is  none  other  command* 
ment  greater  than  these. 

32  Ajid  the  scribe  said  unto 
him,  Well,  Master,  thou  ha^t 
said  the  truth :  for  there  is  one 
God ;  and  there  is  ncme  other 
but  he: 

33  And  to  love  him  with  all 
the  heart,  and  with  all  the  uur- 
derstanding,  and  with  all  the 
soul,  and  with  all  the  strength, 
and  to  love  his  neighbour  as 
himself,  is  more  than  all  whole 
burnt  offerings  and  samfioes. 

34  And  when  Jesus  saw  that 
he  answered  discreetly,  he  said 
unto  him,  Thou  art  not  far 
firom  the  kingdom  of  God. 
And  no  man  after  that  durst 
afik  him  any  question. 

36  IT  And  Je^us  answered  and 
said,  while  he  taught  in  the 
temple.  How  say  the  scribes 
that  Christ  is  tibie  son  of  Da- 
vid? 

36  For  David  himself  said  by 
the  Holy  Ghost,  The  Lord 
said  to  my  Lord,  Sit  thou  on 
my  right  hand,  till  I  make 
thine  enemies  thy  footstool. 

37  David  therefore  himself 
calleth  him  Lord ;  and  whence 
is  he  then  his  son  ?  And  the 
common  people  heard  him 
gladly. 

38  IT  And  he  said  unto  them 
in  his  doctrine,  Beware  of  the 
scribes,  which  love  to  go  in 
long  clothing,  and  love  saluta- 
tions in  the  marketplaces, 

89  And  the  chief  seats  in  the 
synagogues,  and  the  upper- 
most rooms  at  feasts : 

40  Which  devour  widows' 
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houses,  and  for  a  pretence 
make  long  prayers :  these  shall 
receive  greater  damnation. 

41  IT  And  Jesus  sat  over 
against  the  treasury,  and  be- 
held how  the  people  cast  mo- 
ney into  the  treasury:  and 
many  that  were  rich  cast  in 
much. 

42  And  there  came  a  certain 
poor  widow,  and  she  threw  in 
two  mites,  which  make  a  far- 
thing. 

43  And  he  called  unto  him 
his  disciples,  and  saith  unto 
them,  Verily  I  say  unto  you, 
That  this  poor  widow  hath  cast 
more  in,  than  all  they  which 
have  caist  into  the  treasury : 

44  For  all  they  did  cast  in  of 
their  abundance;  but  she  of 
her  want  did  oast  in  all  that 
she  had,  even  all  her  living. 

CHAPTER  Xm. 

1  Christ  foretelUth  the  deUruetion  of  the  tem- 
ple; 9  and  the  persecutiotu  for  the  gotpel, 
10  The  ^oepel  must  be  preached  to  all  na- 
tions; 14  ffreat  calamities  shall  happen  to 
the  Jews,  24  The  manner  of  Ohrisf scorning 
to  judgment;  82  the  hour  whereof  being 
known  to  none^  every  man  is  to  watch  ana 
pray,  that  he  oe  found  prepared  when  Christ 
eometh  to  him  by  death. 

AND  as  he  went  out  of  the 
.  temple,  one  of  his  discir 
pies  saith  unto  him,  Master, 
see  what  manner  of  stones 
and  what  buildings  are  here  ! 

2  And  Jesus  answering  said 
unto  him,  Seest  thou  these 
great  buildings?  there  shall 
not  be  left  one  stone  upon  an- 
other, that  shall  not  be  thrown 
down. 

3  And  as  he  sat  upon  the 
mount  of  Olives,  over  against 
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the  temple,  Peter  and  James 
and  John  and  Andrew  asked 
him  privately, 

4  Tell  us,  when  shall  these 
things  be?  and  what  ihaU  h6 
the  sign  when  all  these  things 
shaU  be  fulfilled? 

5  And  Jesus  answering  them 
began  to  say,  Take  heed  lest 
any  man  deceive  you : 

6  For  many  shall  come  in  my 
name,  saying,  I  am  Christ; 
and  shall  deceive  many. 

7  And  when  ye  shall  hear 
of  wars  and  rumours  of  wafs, 
be  ye  not  troubled:  ibr  such 
things  must  needs  be ;  but  the 
end  $hcUl  not  be  yet. 

8  For  nation  shall  rise  against 
nation,  and  kingdom  against 
kingdom:  and  tiiexe  shall  be 
earthquakes  in  divers  placess 
and  there  shall  be  &mines  axid 
troubles:  these  are  the  begin- 
nings of  sorrows. 

9  ^  But  take  heed  to  your- 
selves:  for  they  shall  deliver 
you  up  to  councils ;  and  in  the 
synagogues  ye  shall  be  beaten : 
and  ye  shall  be  brought  before 
rulers  and  kings  for  my  sake, 
for  a  testimony  against  them. 

10  And  the  gospel  must  first 
be  published  among  all  na- 
tions. 

11  But  when  they  shall  lead 
youy  and  deliver  you  up,  take 
no  thought  beforehand  what 
ye  shall  speak,  neither  do  ye 
premeditate:  but  whatsoever 
shall  be  given  you  in  that 
hour,  that  speak  ye :  for  it  is 
not  ye  that  speak,  but  the 
Holy  Ghost. 
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12  Now  the  brother  shall  be- 
tray the  brother  to  death,  and 
the  father  the  son ;  and  chil* 
dren  shall  rise  np  against  their 
parents,  and  shall  canse  them 
to  be  put  to  death. 

13  And  ye  shall  be  hated  of 
all  men  for  my  name's  sake : 
bat  he  that  shall  endure  nnto 
the  end,  the  same  shall  be 
saved. 

14  %  But  when  ye  shall  see 
the  abondnatkm  of  desolation, 

Xken  of  by  Daniel  the  pro« 
)t,  standing  where  it  ought 
not,  (let  him  that  readeth  un-» 
derstand,)  then  let  them  that 
be  in  Juaea  flee  to  the  moun* 
tains: 

15  And  let  him  that  is  on  the 
housetop  not  go  down  into  the 
house,  neither  enter  therein^  to 
take  anything  out  of  his  house : 

16  And  let  him  that  is  in  the 
field  not  turn  back  again  for 
to  take  up  his  garment. 

17  But  woe  to  them  that  are 
with  child,  and  to  them  that 
giye  suck  in  those  days ! 

18  And  pray  ye  that  your 
flight  be  not  in  the  winter. 

19  For  in  those  da3rs  shall  be 
affliction,  such  as  was  not  from 
the  beginning  of  the  creation 
which  God  created  unto  this 
time,  neither  shall  be. 

20  And  except  that  the  Lord 
had  shortened  those  days,  no 
flesh  should  be  saved :  but  for 
the  elect's  sake,  whom  he  hath 
chosen,  he  hath  shortened  the 
days. 

21  And  then  if  any  man  shall 
say  to  you,  Lo,  here  is  Christ ; 


or,  lo,  he  is  there ;  belieye  him 
not: 

22  For  false  Christs  and  false 
prophets  shall  rise,  and  shall 
shew  signs  and  wonders,  to 
seduce,  if  it  were  possible,  even 
the  elect. 

23  But  take  ye  heed :  behold, 
I  have  foretold  you  all  things* 

24  ^  But  in  those  days,  after 
that  tribulation,  the  sun  shall 
be  darkened,  and  the  moon 
shall  not  give  her  light, 

25  And  the  stars  of  heaven 
shall  fall,  and  the  powers  that 
are  in  heaven  shall  be  shaken* 

26  And  then  shall  they  see 
the  Son  of  man  coming  in  iiie 
clouds  with  great  power  and 
glory. 

27  And  then  shall  he  send 
his  angels,  and  shall  gather 
together  his  elect  from  ihe 
four  winds,  from  the  uttermost 
part  of  the  earth  to  the  utter- 
most part  of  heaven. 

28  Now  learn  a  parable  of 
the  fig  tree :  When  her  branch 
is  yet  tender,  and  putteth  forth 
leaves,  ye  know  that  summer 
is  near: 

29  So  ye  in  like  manner, 
when  ye  shall  see  liiese  things 
come  to  pass,  know  that  it  is 
nigh,  even  at  the  doors. 

30  Verily  I  say  imto  you,  that 
this  generation  shall  not  pass, 
till  all  these  things  be  done. 

31  Heaven  and  earth  shall 
pass  away :  but  my  words 
shall  not  pass  away.       ' 

32  IT  But  of  that  day  and 
thdt  hour  kboweth  no  man, 
no,  not  the  angels  which  are 
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in  heaven,  neither  the  Son, 
hnt  the  Father. 

33  Take  ye  heed,  watch  and 
pray :  for  ye  know  not  when 
the  time  is. 

34  For  the  San  of  man  is  as 
a  man  taking  a  far  journey, 
who  left  his  house,  and  gave 
authority  to  his  servants,  and 
to  every  man  his  work,  and 
commanded  the  porter  to 
watch. 

35  Watch  ye  therefore:  for 
ye  know  not  when  the  master 
of  the  house  cometh,  at  even, 
or  at  midnight,  or  at  the  cook- 
crowing,  or  in  the  morning  : 

36  Lest  coming  suddenly  he 
find  you  sleeping. 

37  And  what  I  say  unto  you 
I  say  unto  all,  Watch. 

CHAPTER  XIV. 

1  A  coMpiraey  agointt  Okriit,  8  Pr$di<m$ 
ointment  it  poured  on  hit  hood  by  a  vioman. 
10  Jvda9  zeueth  hit  Mcuter/or  money,    12 

-  OkHit  foretelleth  how  he  thall  be  betrayed 
by  one  of  hie  diteiplee,  22  The  preparation 
of  the  paeeover.  While  eatina  it,  Cfiritt 
tnttituteth  the  tupper;  26  deolareth  afore- 
hand  the  Jliaht  of  all  hie  diseiplee,  and 
Peter'' 9  denied,  48  Judae  hetrayeth  him  with 
a  kite,  46  He  it  apprehended  in  the  garden, 
56  faUdy  accuaea,  and  impioualy  eondemr 
nedofthe  Jevoi  council;  66  it  ehame fully 
abusedby  them;  d^andthriee  deniedby Peter, 

AFTER  two  days  was  the 
feast  of  the  passover,  and 
of  unleavened  bread :  and  the 
chief  priests  and  the  scribes 
sought  how  they  might  take 
him  by  craft,  and  put  htm  to 
death. 

2  But  they  said,  Not  on  the 
feast  day  J  lest  there  be  an  up- 
roar (rf  the  people. 

3  ^  And  being  in  Bethany, 
in  the  house  of  Simon  the  le- 
per, as  he  sat  at  meat^  there 
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came  a  woman  having  an  ala- 
baster box  of  dntment  of  spike^ 
naard  very  precious;  and  she 
brake  the  box,  and  poured  it 
on  his  head. 

4  And  there  were  somB  that 
had  indignation  within  them- 
selves, and  said.  Why  was  this 
waste  of  the  ointment  made  ? 

5  For  it  might  have  been 
sold  for  more  &an  three  hun* 
dred  pence,  and  have  been  giv- 
en to  the  poor.  And  they  mur- 
mured against  her. 

6  And  Jesus  said.  Let  her 
alone;  why  trouble  ye  her? 
she  hath  wrought  a  good  work 
on  me. 

7  For  ye  have  the  poor  with 
you  always,  and  whensoever 
ye  will  ye  may  do  them  good : 
but  me  ye  have  not  always. 

8  She  hath  done  what  she 
could:  she  is  come  aforehand 
to  anoint  my  body  to  the  bu- 
rying. 

9  Verily  I  say  xmto  you, 
Wheresoever  this  gospel  shall 
be  preached  throughout  the 
whole  world,  this  also  that  she 
hath  done  shall  be  spoken  of 
for  a  memorial  of  her. 

10  IF  And  Judas  Iscariot,  one 
of  the  twelve,  went  imto  the 
chief  priests,  to  betray  him  un- 
to them. 

11  And  when  they  hecurd  it, 
they  were  glad,  and  promised 
to  give  him  money.  And  he 
sought  how  he  might  conve- 
niently betray  him. 

12  IT  And  the  first  day  of  un- 
leavened bread,  when  they  kill- 
ed the  passover,  his  disciples 
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said  tu3Lto  hiiE)  Where  wilt 
thou  that  we  go  and  prepare 
that  thou  mayest  eat  the  pass- 
over  ? 

13  And  he  sendeth  fortii  two 
of  his  disciples^  and  saith  un- 
to them^  Go  ye  into  the  city, 
and  there  shall  meet  you  a 
maa  bearing  a  pitcher  of  wa- 
ter: follow  him. 

14  And  wheresoever  he  shall 
go  in,  say  ye  to  the  goodman 
of  the  house,  The  Master  saith, 
Where  is  the  guestohamber, 
where  I  shall  eat  the  passorer 
with  my  disdples  ? 

15  And  he  will  shew  you  a 
large  upper  room  furnished  and 
prepared :  there  make  ready  for 

MB. 

16  And  his  disciples  went 
forth,  and  came  into  the  city, 
and  found  as  he  had  said  unto 
them:  and  they  made  ready 
the  passorer. 

17  And  in  the  evening  he 
oometh  with  the  twelve. 

18  And  as  they  sat  and  did 
eat,  Jesus  &i9id.  Verily  I  say 
tmto  you,  One  of  you  which 
eateth  with  me  shall  betray 
me. 

19  And  they  began  to  be  sor- 
Towiul,  and  to  say  unto  him 
one  by  one.  Is  it  I?  and  an- 
other saidj  /«  it  I  ? 

20  And  he  answered  and  said 
unto  them,  It  is  one  of  the 
twelve,  that  dippeth  with  me 
in  the  dish. 

21  The  Son  of  man  indeed 
goeth,  as  it  is  written  of  him: 
but  woe  to  that  man  by  whom 
the  Son  of  man  is  betrayed ! 


good  were  it  for  that  man  if 
he  had  never  been  born. 

22  ^  And  as  they  did  eat, 
Jesus  took  bread,  and  blessed, 
and  brake  it,  and  gave  to  them, 
and  said.  Take,  eat;  this  is 
my  body. 

23  And  he  took  the  cup,  and 
when  he  had  given  thanks, 
he  gave  it  to  them :  and  they 
aU  drank  of  it 

24  And  he  said  unto  them. 
This  is  my  blood  of  the  new 
testament,  which  is  shed  for 
many. 

25  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  I 
will  drink  no  more  of  the  fruit 
of  the  vine,  until  that  day 
that  I  drink  it  new  in  the 
kingdom  of  God. 

26  IT  And  when  they  had 
sung  a  hymn,  they  went  out 
into  the  mount  of  Olives. 

27  And  Jesus  saith  unto  them. 
All  ye  shall  be  offended  because 
of  me  this  night :  for  it  is  writ- 
ten, I  will  smite  the  Shepherd, 
and  the  sheep  shall  be  scat- 
tered. 

28  But  after  that  I  am  risen,  I 
will  go  before  you  into  Galilee. 

29  But  Peter  said  unto  him, 
Although  all  shall  be  offended, 
yet  wUl  not  I. 

30  And  Jesus  saith  unto  him, 
Verily  I  say  unto  thee.  That 
this  day,  even  in  this  night, 
before  the  cock  crow  twice, 
thou  shalt  deny  me  thrice. 

31  But  he  spake  the  more 
vehemently,  K  I  should  die 
with  thee,  I  will  not  deny 
thee  in  any  wise.  Likewise 
also  said  they  all. 
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32  And  they  came  to  a  plcu^e 
vrhioh  was  nam!bd  Gethsema- 
ne :  and  he  saith  to  his  disci- 
ples, Sit  ye  here^  while  I  shall 
pray. 

33  And  he  taketh  with  him 
Peter  and  James  and  John, 
and  began  to  be  sore  amazed, 
and  to  be  very  heavy ; 

34  And  saith  unto  them, 
My  soul  is  exceeding  sorrow- 
ful unto  death :  tarry  ye  here, 
and  watch. 

35  And  he  went  fcMrward  a 
little,  and  fell  on  the  ground, 
and  prayed  that,  if  it  were 
possible,  the  hour  might  pass 
from  him. 

36  And  he  said,  Abba,  Fa- 
ther, all  things  are  possible 
unto  thee ;  take  away  this  cup 
from  me:  nevertheless,  not 
what  I  will,  but  what  thou 
wilt. 

87  And  he  cometh,  and  find- 
eth  them  sleeping,  and  saith 
unto  Peter,  Simon,  sleepest 
thou  ?  couldest  not  thou  watch 
one  hour  ? 

38  Watch  ye  and  pray,  lest 
ye  enter  into  temptation.  The 
spirit  truly  is  ready,  but  the 
flesh  is  weak. 

39  And  again  he  went  away, 
and  pray^,  and  spake  the 
same  words. 

40  And  when  he  returned, 
he  found  them  asleep  again, 
(for  their  eyes  were  heavy,) 
neither  wist  they  what  to  an- 
swer him. 

41  And  he  cometh  the  third 
time,  and  saith  unto  them, 
Sleep  on  now,  and  take  y<mr 
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rest:  it  is  enough,  the  hour 
is  come;  behold,  the  Son  of 
man  is  betrayed  into  the 
hands  of  sinners. 

42  Bise  up,  let  us  go ;  lo,  he 
that  betrayeth  me  is  at  hand. 

43  ^  And  immediately,  while 
he  yet  spake,  cometh  Judjas,one 
of  the  twelve,  and  with  him 
a  great  multitude  with  swords 
and  staves,  firom  the  chief 
priests  and  the  scribes  and 
the  elders. 

44  And  he  that  betrayed  him 
had  given  them  a  token,  say- 
ing, Whomsoever  I  shall  kisiss 
that  same  is  he;  take  him,  and 
lead  him  away  safely. 

45  And  as  soon  as  he  waa 
come,  he  goeth  straightway  to 
him,  and  saith,  Master,  Mas- 
ter ;  and  kissed  him. 

46  IT  And  they  laid  their 
hands  on  him,  and  took  hint 

47  And  one  of  them  that 
stood  by  drew  a  sword,  and 
smote  a  servant  of  the  high 
piest,  and  cut  off  his  ear. 

48  And  Jesus  answered  and 
said  unto  them,  Are  ye  come 
out,  as  against  a  thief,  witii 
swords  and  toitk  staves  to  take 
me? 

49  I  was  daily  with  you  in 
the  temple  teaching,  and  ye 
took  me  not:  but  the  Scrip- 
tures must  be  fulfilled. 

60  And  they  all  forsook  him, 
and  fled. 

51  And  there  followed  him  a 
certain  yoimg  noian,  having  a 
linen  cloth  cast  about  his  na- 
ked 6o£^;  and  the  young  men 
I  laid  hold  on  him: 
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62  And  he  left  the  linen  cloth, 
and  fled  fix>m  them  naked, 

53  ^  And  they  led  Jesus 
away  to  the  high  priest :  and 
with  him  were  assembled  all 
the  chief  priests  and  the  elders 
and  the  scribes. 

54  And  Peter  followed  him 
afar  off,  even  into  the  palace 
of  the  high  priest:  and  he  sat 
with  the  servants,  and  warm- 
ed himself  at  the  fire. 

55  And  the  chief  priests  and 
all  the  council  sought  for  wit- 
ness against  Jesus  to  put  him 
to  death ;  and  found  none. 

66  For  many  bare  false  wit- 
ness against  him,  but  their 
witness  agreed  not  together. 

57  And  there  arose  certain, 
and  bare  false  witness  against 
him,  saying, 

68  We  heard  him  say,  I  will 
destroy  this  temple  that  is 
made  with  hands,  and  within 
three  days  I  will  build  another 
made  without  hands. 

59  But  neither  so  did  their 
witness  agree  together. 

60  And  the  hi^  priest  stood 
up  in  the  midst,  and  asked 
Jesus,  saying,  Answerest  thou 
nothing?  what  is  it  which 
these  witness  against  thee  ? 

61  But  he  held  his  peace,  and 
answered  nothing.  Again  the 
high  priest  asked  him,  and  said 
unto  him.  Art  thou  the  Christ, 
the  Son  of  the  Blessed  ? 

62  And  Jesus  said,  I  am :  and 
ye  shall  see  the  Son  of  man 
sitting  on  the  right  hand  of 
power,  and  coming  in  the 
clouds  of  heaven. 


63  Then  the  high  priest  rent 
his  clothes,  and  saith.  What 
need  we  any  further  witnesses? 

64  Te  have  heard  the  blas- 
phemy :  what  think  ye  ?  And 
they  all  condemned  him  to  be 
guilty  of  death. 

65  And  some  began  to  spit 
on  him,  and  to  cover  his  face, 
and  to  buffet  him,  and  to  say 
xmto  him.  Prophesy :  and  the 
servants  did  strike  him  with 
the  palms  of  their  hands. 

66  ^  And  as  Peter  was  be- 
neath in  the  palace,  there  com- 
eth  one  of  the  maids  of  the 
high  priest  : 

67  And  when  she  saw  Peter 
warming  himself,  she  looked 
upon  him,  and  said,  And  thou 
also  wast  with  Jesus  of  Naza- 
reth. 

68  But  he  denied,  saying,  I 
know  not,  neither  understand 
I  what  thou  sayest.  And  he 
went  out  into  the  porch ;  and 
the  cock  crew. 

69  And  a  maid  saw  him  again, 
and  began  to  say  to  them  that 
stood  by.  This  is  one  of  them. 

70  And  he  denied  it  again. 
And  a  little  after,  they  that 
stood  by  said  again  to  Peter, 
Surely  thou  art  one  of  them  : 
for  l^ou  art  a  Galilean,  and 
thy  speech  agreeth  thereto. 

71  But  he  l^gan  to  curse  and 
to  swear,  sayings  I  know  not 
this  man  of  whom  ye  speak. 

72  And  the  second  time  the 
cock  crew.  And  Peter  called 
to  mind  the  word  that  Jesus 
said  unto  him,  Before  the  cock 
crow  twice,  thou  shalt  deny  me 
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thrice.  And  when  he  Hiought 
thereon,  he  vrept. 

CHAPTER  XV. 

1  Jenu  browhi  baimd,  and  aeeusei  befofe  Pi" 
late,  16  upon  the  eUxmour  of  the  common 
peopUy  the  murderer  Barabbae  is  loosed^  and 
Jeaue  delivered  up  to  be  erueifled.  17  He  is 
crowned  with  thomSf  19  ^nt  on,  and  mock- 
ed; 21  fainteth  in  bearing  his  cross;  27  is 
crttcijied  between  two  thieves;  29  snifereth 
the  reproaches  of  the  Jews;  Z^  bsU  ts  con- 
fesseaby  the  centurion  to  be  the  Son  of  God; 
48  and  is  honourably  buried  by  Joseph 

AND  straightway  in  the 
morning  tiie  chid*  priests 
held  a  consultation  with  the 
elders  and  scrihes  and  tihe 
whole  conn^,  and  bound  Je- 
sus, and  carried  kim  away, 
and  delivered  him  to  Pilate. 

2  And  Pilate  asked  him.  Art 
thou  the  King  of  the  Jews? 
And  he  answering  said  unto 
him,  Thou  sayest  it.^ 

3  And  the  chief  priests  ac- 
cused him  of  many  things; 
but  he  answered  nothing. 

4  And  Pilate  asked  him  a- 
gain,  saying,  Answerest  tiiou 
nothing?  l^hold  how  many 
things  they  witness  against 
thee. 

5  But  Jesus  yet  answered 
nothing;  so  tha^  Pilate  mar- 
velled. 

6  Now  at  that  feast  he  releas- 
ed unto  them  one  prisoner, 
whomsoever  they  desired. 

7  And  there  was  one  named 
Barabbas,  which  /ay  bound  with 
them  that  had  made  insurrec- 
tion with  him,  who  had  com- 
mitted murder  in  the  insurrec- 
tion. 

8  And  the  multitude  crying 
aloud  begaa  to  desire  him  to  do 
as  he  had  ever  done  unto  them. 
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9  But  Pilate  answ^ed  them, 
saying.  Will  ye  that  I  release 
unto  you  the  King  of  the 
Jews? 

10  For  he  knew  jfchat  the  chiei 
priests  had  delivered  him  for 
envy. 

11  But  the  chief  priests  mov- 
ed  the  people,  that  he  should 
rathw  release  Barabbas  unto 
them. 

12  And  Pilate  answered  and 
said  again  unto  them.  What 
will  ye  then  that  I  shall  do 
unto  him  whom  ye  call  the 
King  of  the  Jews  ? 

13  And  they  cried  out  again^ 
Crucify  him. 

14  Then  Pilate  said  unto 
them.  Why,  what  evil  hath  he 
done?  And  they  cried  out 
the  more  exceedingly,  Crucify 
him. 

15  IT  And  $0  Pilate,  willing 
to  content  the  people,  released 
Baj*abbas  unto  them,  and  de- 
livered Jesus,  when  he  had 
scourged  him,  to  be  crucified. 

16  And  the  soldiers  led  him 
away  into  the  hall,  called  Pre- 
torium;  and  they  call  together 
the  whole  band. 

17  And  they  clothed  him 
with  purple,  and  platted  a 
crown  of  thorns,  and  put  it 
about  his  he($d, 

18  And  began  to  salute  him, 
Hail,  King  of  the  Jews ! 

19  And  they  smote  him  on 
iiie  head  vrtth  a  reed,  and  did 
spit  upon  him,  and  bowing 
their  knees  worshipped  him. 

20  And  when  they  had  mock- 
ed him,  they  took  oS  the  por<» 
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pie  irom  him^  bxhSl  put  his  own 
clothes  on  him,  and  led  him 
oat  to  crucify  him. 

21  And  they  compel  one  Si- 
mon a  Cyrenian^  who  passed 
by,  coming  out  of  the  country, 
the  falser  of  Alexander  and 
Rufus,  to  bear  his  cross. 

22  And  they  bring  him  unto 
the  place  Golgotha,  which  is, 
being  interpreted,  The  place 
of  a  skull. 

23  And  they  gaye  him  to  drink 
wine  mingled  with  myrrh :  but 
he  received  it  not. 

24  And  when  they  had  cru- 
cified him,  they  parted  his 
garments,  casting  lots  upon 
^em,  what  every  man  should 
take. 

25  And  it  was  the  third  hour, 
and  they  crucified  him. 

26  And  the  superscription  of 
his  accusation  was  written 
over,  THE  KING  OF  THE 
JEWS. 

27  And  with  him  they  cm- 
dfy  two  thieves ;  the  one  on 
his  right  hand,  and  the  other 
on  his  left. 

28  And  the  scripture  was  ful- 
filled, which  saith,  And  he  was 
numbered  with  the  transgress- 
ors. 

29  And  they  that  passed  by- 
railed  on  him,  wagging  their 
heads,  and  saying,  Ah,  thou 
that  destzoyest  the  temple,  and 
buildest  it  in  three  days, 

30  Save  thyself^  and  come 
down  firom  the  cross. 

31  Likewise  also  the  chief 
priests  mocking  said  among 
themselves  wi&  the  scribes. 


He  saved  others;  himself  he 
cannot  save. 

32  Let  Christ  the  King  of 
Israel  descend  now  firom  the 
cross,  that  we  may  see  and  be- 
lieve. And  they  that  were 
crucified  with  him  reviled  him. 

33  And  when  the  sixth  hour 
was  come,  there  was  darkness 
over  the  whole  land  until  the 
ninth  hour. 

34  And  at  the  ninth  hour 
Jesus  cried  with  a  loud  voice, 
sa3ring,  Eloi,  Eloi,  lama  sa- 
bachtbani?  which  is,  being 
interpreted,  My  God,  my  God, 
why  hast  thou  forsaken  me  ? 

35  And  some  of  them  that 
stood  by,  when  they  heard  it^ 
said.  Behold,  he  calieth  Elias. 

36  And  one  ran  and  filled  a 
sponge  full  of  vinegar,  and  put 
it  on  a  reed,  and  gave  him  to 
drink,  sa3ring,  Let  alone;  let 
us  see  whether  Elias  will  come 
to  take  him  down. 

37  And  Jesus  cried  with  a 
k)ud  voice,  and  gave  up  the 
ghost. 

38  And  the  vail  of  the  tem- 
ple was  rent  in  twain  firom  the 
top  to  the  bottom. 

39  ^  And  when  the  centurion, 
which  stood  over  against  him, 
saw  that  he  so  cried  out,  and 
gave  up  the  ghost,  he  said, 
Truly  this  man  was  the  Son 
of  God. 

40  There  were  also  women 
looking  on  afar  off*:  among 
whom  was  Mary  Magdalene, 
and  Mary  the  mother  of  James 
the  less  and  of  Joses,  and  Sa- 
lome; 
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41  Who  also,  when  he  was 
in  Galilee,  followed  him,  and 
ministered  unto  him ;  and  ma- 
ny other  women  which  came 
up  with  him  unto  Jerusa* 
lem. 

42  IT  And  now  when  the  even 
was  come,  because  it  was  the 
preparation,  that  is,  the  day 
before  liie  sabbath, 

43  Joseph  of  Arimathea,  an 
honourable  counsellor,  which 
also  waited  for  the  kingdom 
of  God,  came,  and  went  in 
boldly  unto  Pilate,  and  craved 
the  body  of  Jesus. 

44  And  Pilate  marvelled  if 
he  were  already  dead:  and 
calling  unto  him  the  centurion, 
he  asked  him  whether  he  had 
been  any  while  dead. 

45  And  when  he  knew  it  of 
the  centurion,  he  gave  the  body 
to  Joseph. 

46  And  he  bought  fine  linen, 
and  took  him  down,  and  wrap- 
)ed  him  in  the  linen,  and  laid 
lim  in  a  sepulchre  which  was 

'.  lewn  out  of  a  rock,  and  rolled  a 
stone  unto  the  door  of  the  se- 
pulchre. 

47  And  Mary  Magdalene  and 
Mary  the  mother  of  Joses  be- 
held where  he  was  laid.        ^ 

CHAPTER  XVL 

1  An  tmgd  deolareth  the  reeurreetion  </  Ckn$t 
to  the  women.  9  Chritt  himself  appear- 
eih  to  Mary  Magdalene;  12  to  two  going  in- 
to the  country;  14  then  to  the  apoetlee^  16 
whom  he  tendeth  forth  to  preach  the  goepel. 
19  He  aeeendeth  into  heaeen, 

AN  D  when  the  sabbath  was 
.  past,   Mary  Magdalene, 
and  Mary  tiiie  mxaher  of  James, 
and  Salome,  had  bought  sweet 
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spices,  that  they  might  come 
and  anoint  him. 

2  Ajid  very  early  in  the  morn- 
ing, the  first  day  of  the  week, 
they  came  unto  the  sepulchre 
at  the  limng  of  the  sun. 

3  And  they  said  among  them* 
selves,  Who  shall  roll  us  away 
the  stone  from  the  door  of  the 
sepulchre  ? 

4  And  when  they  looked,  they 
saw  that  the  stone  was  rolled 
away:  for  it  was  very  great 

5  And  cutting  into  the  se- 
pulchre, they  saw  a  young 
man  sitting  on  the  right  side, 
clothed  in  a  long  wMte  gar- 
ment ;  and  they  were  aflOright' 
ed. 

6  And  he  saith  unto  them. 
Be  not  affidghted :  Ye  seek  Je^ 
sus  of  Nazareth,  which  was 
crudified:  he  is  risen;  he  is 
not  here:  behold  the  place 
where  they  laid  him. 

7  But  go  your  way,  tell  his 
disciples  and  Peter  that  he 
goeth  before  you  into  Galilee : 
there  shall  ye  see  him,  as  he 
said  unto  you. 

8  And  they  went  out  quick- 
ly, and  fled  from  the  sepulchre ; 
for  they  trembled  and  were 
amazed :  neither  said  they  any 
thing  to  any  man ;  for  they 
were  afraid. 

9  ^  Now  when  Jesus  was 
risen  early  the  first  day  of 
the  week,  he  aj^eared  first  to 
Mary  Magdalene,  out  of  whom 
he  had  cast  seven  devils. 

10  And  die  went  Mid  told 
them  that  had  been  with  him, 
as  they  mourned  and  wept. 


He  appe€ureA 
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11  Aad  they,  when  they  had 
heard  that  he  was  aUve,  and 
had  beea  seen  of  her,  believed 
not. 

12  ^  After  that  he  appearod 
m  another  form  unto  two  of 
them,  as  they  walked,  and 
went  into  the  country. 

'  13  And  they  went  and  told 
it  unto  the  residue:  neither 
believed  they  them. 

14  %  Afterward  he  appeared 
unto  the  eleven  as  they  sat  at 
meat,  and  upbraided  them  with 
their  unbelief  and  hardness  of 
heart,  because  they  believed 
not  them  which  had  seen  him 
after  he  was  risen. 

15  And  he  said  unto  them, 
Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and 
preach  the  gospd  to  every  crea- 
ture. 

16  He  that  believeth  and  is 


baptized  shall  be  saved;  but 
he  that  believeth  not  shall  be 
damned. 

17  And  these  signs  shall  fol- 
low them  that  beUeve ;  In  my 
name  shall  they  cast  out  de- 
vils; they  shall  speak  with 
new  tongues; 

18  They  shall  take  up  ser* 
pents ;  and  if  they  drink  any 
deadly  thing,  it  shall  not  hurt 
them;  they  shall  lay  hands 
on  the  sick,  and  they  shall  re- 
cover. 

19  IT  So  then,  after  the  Lord 
had  spoken  unto  them,  he  was 
received  up  into  heaven,  and 
sat  on  the  right  hand  of  God. 

20  And  they  went  forth,  and 

E reached  every  where,  the 
ord  working  wii^  them^  and 
confirming  the  word  with  signs 
following.  Amen.

be^nning  w^re  eyewitnesses, 
and  ministers  of  the  word ; 

8  It  seemed  good  to  me  also, 
having  had  periectunderstand- 
ingof  aU  things  from  the  very 
first,  to  write  unto  thee  in  or- 
der, most  excellent  Theophilus, 

4  That  thou  mightest  know 
the  certainty  of  those  things, 
wherein  thou  hast  been  in- 
structed; 
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6  rpHERE  was  in  the 
X  days  of  Herod,  the 
king  of  Judea,  a  certain  priest 
named  Za^charias,  of  the  oourse 
of  Abia:  and  his  wife  was  of 
the  daughters  of  Aaron,  and 
her  name  was  Elisabeth. 

6  And  they  were  both  right- 
eous before  Grod,  walking  in  all 
the  commandments  and  ordi^ 
nances  of  the  Lord  blameless. 

7  And  they  had  no  child,  be- 
cause that  Elisabeth  was  bar- 
ren ;  and  they  both  were  now 
well  stricken  in  years. 

8  And  it  came  to  pass,  that, 
while  he  executed  the  priest's 
office  before  God  in  the  order

0  According  to  the  custom  of 
the  priest's  ^ce,  his  lot  was 
to  burn  incense  when  he  went 
into  the  temple  of  the  Lord.

19  And  the  angel  answering 
said  unto  him,  I  am  Gabriel, 
that  stand  in  the  pres^ce  of 
God;  and  am  sent  ix>  speak

20  And,  behold,  thou  shalt 
be  dumb,  and  not  able  to  speak, 
until  the  day  that  these  things 
shall  be  performed,  because 
thou  believest  not  my  words, 
which  shall  be  fulfilled  in  their 
season.

26  And  in  the  sixth  month 
the  angel  Galniel  was  sent 
fiom  G^  unto  a  city  of  Gali- 
lee, named  Nazareth, 

27  To  a  virgin  espoused  to  a 
man  whose  name  was  Joseph, 
of  the  house  of  David;  and 
the  virgin's  name  toas  Mary. 

28  And  the  angel  came  in 
unto  her,  and  said,  Hail,  tkau 
that  art  hi^y  favoured,  the 
Lord  is  with  thee :  hlessed  art 
tiiou  among  women. 

29  And  when  she  saw  him^ 
she  was  troubled  at  his  say* 
ing,  and  cast  in  her  mind 
what  manner  of  salutation 
this  should  be. 

30  And  the  angel  said  unto 
her,  Fear  not,  Mary :  for  thou 
hacrt  found  favour  with  God. 

31  And,  behold,  thou  shalt 
conceive  in  thy  womb,  and 
bring  forth  a  son,  and  shalt 
call  his  name  JESUS. 

32  He  shall  be  great,  and 
shall  be  called  the  Son  of  the 
Highest;  and  the  Lord  God 
shall  give  unto  him  the  throne 
of  his  father  David : 

33  And  he  shall  reign  over 
the  house  of  Jacob  for  ever ; 
and  of  his  kingdom  there  shall 
be  no  end. 


34  Then  said  Mary  unto  the 
angel.  How  shall  this  be,  see- 
ing I  know  not  a  man  ? 

35  And  the  angel  answered 
atod  said  unto  her.  The  Holy 
Ghost  shall  come  upon  thee, 
and  the  power  of  the  Highest 
rfiall  overshadow  thee :  there- 
fore also  that  holy  thing  which 
sAiall  be  born  of  thee  shall  be 
called  the  Son  of  G^. 

36  And,  behold,  thy  cousin 
Elisabeth,  she  hath  also  con- 
ceived a  son  in  her  old  age ; 
and  this  is  the  sixth  month 
with  her,  who  was  called  bar- 
ren. 

37  For  with  God  nothing 
shall  be  impossible. 

38  And  Mary  said.  Behold 
the  handmaid  of  the  Lord ;  be 
it  unto  me  according  to  thy 
word.  And  the  angel  depart- 
ed from  her. 

89  And  Ma^ry  arose  in  those 
days,  and  went  into  the  hill 
country  with  haste,  into  a  city 
of  Judah ; 

40  And  entered  into  the  house 
of  Zacharias,  and  saluted  Eli- 
sabeth. 

41  And  it  came  to  pass,  that, 
when  Elisabeth  heard  the  salu- 
tation of  Mary,  the  babe  leaped 
in  her  womb;  and  Elisabeth 
was  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost : 

42  And  she  spake  out  with 
a  loud  voice,  and  said.  Bless- 
ed art  thou  among  women, 
and  blessed  is  the  fruit  of 
thy  womb. 

43  And  whence  is  this  to 
me,  that  the  mother  of  my 
Lord  should  come  to  me  ? 
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44  For,  lo,  as  soon  as  the 
Toice  of  thy  salutation  sound- 
ed in  mine  ears,  the  babe  leap- 
ed in  my  womb  for  joy. 

45  And  blessed  is  she  that 
believed:  for  there  shall  be  a 
performance  of  those  things 
which  were  told  her  from  the 
Lord. 

46  And  Mary  said.  My  soul 
doth  magnify  the  Lord, 

47  And  my  spirit  hath  re- 
joiced in  God  my  Sayiour. 

48  For  he  hath  regarded  the 
low  estate  of  his  handmaiden: 
for,  behold,  from  henceforth 
all  generations  shall  call  me 
blessed. 

49  For  he  that  is  mighty  hath 
done  to  me  great  things ;  and 
holy  is  his  name. 

50  And  his  mercy  t>  on  them 
that  fear  him  from  generation 
to  generation. 

51  He  hath  shewed  strength 
with  his  arm;  he  hath  scat- 
tered the  proud  in  the  imagi- 
nation of  their  hearts. 

52  He  hath  put  down  the 
mighty  from  their  seats,  and 
exalted  them  of  low  degree. 

53  He  hath  filled  the  hungry 
with  good  things;  and  the  rich 
he  hath  sent  empty  away. 

64  He  bath  holpen  his  serv- 
ant Israel,  in  remembrance  of 
his  mercy ; 

66  As  he  spake  to  our  fathers, 
to  Abraham,  and  to  his  seed 
for  ever. 

66  And  Mary  abode  with  her 
about  three  months,  and  re- 
turned to  her  own  hotise. 

67  -Now  Elisabeth's  ftOl  time 
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came  that  she  should  be  de- 
livered; and  she  brought  forth 
a  son. 

68  And  her  neighbomB  and 
her  cousins  hea^  how  the 
Lord  had  shewed  great  mercy 
upon  her;  and  they  rejoiced 
with  her. 

69  And  it  came  to  pass,  that 
on  the  eighth  day  they  came 
to  circumcise  the  child;  and 
they  called  him  Zacharias,  af- 
ter the  name  of  his  father. 

60  And  his  mother  answered 
and  said.  Not  so ;  but  he  shall 
be  called  John. 

61  And  they  said  unto  her. 
There  is  none  of  thy  kindred 
that  is  called  by  iMa  name. 

62  And  they  made  signs  to 
his  father,  how  he  would  have 
him  called. 

63  And  he  asked  for  a  writ- 
ing table,  and  wrote,  saying. 
His  name  is  John.  And  they 
marvelled  all. 

64  And  his  mouth  was  open- 
ed immediately,  and  his  tongue 
loosed f  and  he  spake,  and  prais- 
ed God. 

66  And  fear  catne  on  all  that 
dwelt  round  about  them :  and 
all  these  sayings  were  noised 
abroad  throughout  all  the  hiU 
country  of  Jmlea. 

66  And  all  they  that  heard 
them  Isid' them  up  in  their 
hearts,  saying,  What  manner 
of  child  shaU  this  be!  And 
the  hand  of  the  Lord  was  with 
him. 

67  And  his  father  Zacharias 
was  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost, 
and  prophesied,  saying, 
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68  Blessed  be  the  Lord  God 
of  Israel ;  for  he  hath  visited 
and  redeemed  his  people, 

69  And  hath  raised  up  a 
horn  of  salvation  for  us  in 
the  house  of  his  servant  Da* 
vid; 

70  As  he  spake  by  the  mouth 
of  his  holy  jNTophets,  which 
have  been  since  the  world 
began: 

71  That  we  should  be  saved 
from  our  enemies,  and  from 
tiie  hand  of  all  that  hate  us ; 

72  To  perform  the  mercy  vrO' 
mised  to  our  fathers,  ana  to 
r^nember  his  holy  covenant; 

73  The  oath  which  he  sware 
to  our  father  Abraliam, 

74  That  he  would  grant  un- 
to us,  that  we,  being  delivered 
out  of  the  hand  of  our  enemies, 
might  serve  him  without  fear, 

75  In  holiness  and  righteous- 
ness before  him,  all  the  days 
of  our  life, 

76  And  thou,  child,  shalt  be 
called  the  prophet  of  the  High- 
est: for  thou  shalt  go  before 
the  face  of  the  Lord  to  pre- 
pare his  ways ; 

77  To  give  knowledge  of  sal- 
vation unto  his  people  by  the 
remission  of  their  sins, 

78  Through  the  tender  mercy 
of  our  God  ;  whereby  the  day- 
faring  from  on  high  hath  visile 
ed  us, 

79  To  give  light  to  them  that 
sit  in  darkness  and  in  the  sha- 
dow of  death,  to  guide  our  feet 
into  the  way  of  peace. 

80  And  the  child  grew,  and 
waxed  strong  in  spirit,  and 


was  in  the  deserts  till  the 
day  of  his  shewing  unto  Is- 
rael 

CHAPTER  IL 

1  Auguttju  taxeth  all  th^  Roman  empire,  6 
The  naiveity  of  CkriH,  8  An  angel  related 
hie  birth  to  the  ihepherde;  13  a  heavenly 
host  praise  Oodfor  t^  21  Chriet  is  ctrctitn- 
oi9e(L  ^2  Mary  purijSed.  29  Simeon  and  Anr- 
na  prophesy  of  Chriet,  40  He  inereaeUh  in 
wisdom^  46  questioneth  in  the  temple  with  the 
doctors,  51  and  is  stdffeot  to  his  parents, 

AND  it  came  to  pa^  in 
those  di^ys,  that  there 
went  out  a  decree  from  Cesar 
Augustus,  that  all  the  world 
should  be  taxed. 

2  And  this  taxing  was  .first 
made  when  Cyrenius  was  gov- 
emor  of  Syria. 

3  And  all  went  to  be  taxed, 
every  one  into  his  own  city. 

4  And  Joseph  also  went  up 
from  Galilee,  ou*  of  the  city  of 
Nazareth,  into  Judea,  unto  the 
city  of  David,  which  is  called 
Bethlehem,  (because  he  was  of 
the  house  and  lineage  of  Da- 
vid,) 

5  To  be  taxed  with  Mary  his 
espoused  wife,  being  great  with 
child. 

6  And  so  it  was,  that,  while 
they  were  there,  the  days  were 
accomplished  that  she  should 
be  delivered. 

7  And  she  brought  forth  her 
firstborn  son,  and  wrapped  him 
in  swaddling  clothes,  and  laid 
him  in  a.  manger;  because 
there  was  no  room  for  them 
in  the  inn. 

8  And  there  were  in  the  same 
country  shepherds  abiding  in 
the  field,  keeping  watch  over 
their  flock  by  night 
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9  And,  lo,  ihe  angel  of  the 
Lord  came  upon  tbem,  and 
the  glory  of  the  Lord  shone 
round  about  them;  and  they 
were  sore  afraid.' 

10  And  the  angel  said  unto 
them,  Fear  not:  for,  behold,  I 
bring  you  good  tidings  of  great 
joy,  which  shall  be  to  all  peo- 
ple, 

11  For  unto  you  is  bom  this 
day  in  the  city  of  David  a 
Saviour,  which  is  Christ  the 
Lwd. 

12  And  this  shall  be  a  sign 
unto  you;  Ye  shall  find  the 
babe  wrapped  in  swaddling 
clothes,  lying  in  a  manger. 

13  And  suddenly  there  was 
with  the  angel  a  multitude  of 
the  heavenly  host  praising 
God,  and  saykig, 

14  Glory  to  God  in  the  high- 
est, and  on  earth  peace^  good 
will  toward  men. 

15  And  it  came  to  pass,  as 
the  angels  were  gone  away 
from  Hiem  into  heaven,  the 
shepherds  said  one  to  another, 
Let  us  now  go  even  unto  Beth- 
lehem, and  see  this  thing  which 
is  come  to  pass,  which  the  L<Mtl 
hath  made  known  unto  us. 

16  And  they  came  with  haste, 
and  found  Mary  and  Jos^ih, 
and  the  babe  lying  in  a  manger. 

17  And  when  they  had  seen 
itj  they  made  known  abroad 
the  saying  which  was  t(^ 
them  concerning  this  child. 

18  ^d  all  they  that  heard 
it  wondered  at  those  things 
which  were  told  them  by  the 
shepherds, 
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19  But  Mary  kept  all  these 
things,  and  pondered  tlum  in 
her  heart 

20  And  i^  shepherds  return- 
ed, glorifying  and  praising  God 
for  ail  ibe  things  that  they 
had  heard  and  seen,  as  it  was 
told  unto  them. 

21  And  when  eight  daya 
were  accomplished  for  the  cir* 
cumcising  of  the  child,  his 
name  was  called  JESUS, 
which  was  so  named  of  the 
angel  be£:Nre  he  was  oonceived 
in  the  womb. 

22  And  whoa  the  days  of  her 
purification  acc(»ding  to  the 
law  of  Moses  were  accom- 
plished, they  brought  him  to 
Jerusalem,  to  present  him  to 
the  Lord ; 

23  (As  it  is  written  in  the 
law  of  the  Lcucd,  Every  male 
that  openeth  the  womb  shi^l 
be  called  holy  to  the  Lofd;) 

24  And  to  ofier  a  sacri^ce 
aeoording  to  that  which  is 
said  in  the  law  of  the  Lord, 
A  pair  of  turtledoves,  or  two 
yotmg  pigeons. 

25  And,  behold^  there  lyas  a 
man  in  Jerusalem,  whose  name 
UMis  Simeon;  aadthesameman 
WM  just  and  devout,  waiting 
for  the  consolation  of  Israel: 
and  the  Holy  Ghost  was  upon 
him, 

26  And  it  was  revealed  unto 
him  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  that 
he  shmild  not  see  deathi  befoie 
he  had  seen  the  Lord's  Christ. 

27  And  he  came  by  the  Spirit 
into  the  temple:  and  when 
the  parents   brought  in  the

diild  JeBUSy  to  do  for  him  af- 
ter the  CTifltDiXL  of  the  law, 

28  Then  took  he  him  up  in

29  Lord,  now  lettest  tlK>u  thy 
servant  depart  in  peace,  ao- 
carding  to  thy  word  ; 

30  For  mine  eyes  hare  seen 
thy  salvation, 

31  Which  thou  hast  prepared 
before  the  face  of  all  people; 

32  A  light  to  lighten  the 
Gentiles,  and  tiie  gibry  of  thy 
people  I^ael. 

33  And  Joseph  and  his  mo- 
ther maarvelled  at  those  things 
which  were  spoken  of  him. 

34  And  Simeon  blessed  them, 
and  said  unto  Mary  his  mo- 
ther, Behold,  this  child  is  set 
for  tiie  fall  and  rising  again  of 
many  in  Israel;  and  for  a 
sign  which  shall  be  spoken 
against; 

36  (Yea,  a  sword  shall  pierce 
through  thy  own  soul  also;) 
that  the  thoughts  of  many 
hearts  may  be  revealed. 

36  And  there  was  one  Anna, 
a  {NTophetess,  the  daughter  of 
Phanuel,  of  the  tribe  of  Aser : 
die  was  of  a  great  age,  and  had 
lived  with  a  husband  seven 
years  from  her  virginity; 

37  And  she  was  a  widow  of 
about  fourscore  and  four  years, 
which  departed  not  from  the 
temple,  but  served  Ood  with 
fastings  and  ]urayers  night  and 
day. 

38  And  she  coming  in  that 
instant  gave  thanks  likewise 
unto  the  Lord,  and  spake  of 


him  to  all  them  that  looked 
for,  redemption  in  Jerusalem. 

39  And  when  they  had  per* 
formed  all  things  aocording  to 
the  law  of  the  Lord,  they  re» 
turned  into  GraUlee,  to  their 
own  dty  Nazareth. 

40  And  the  child  gxew^  and 
waxed  strong  in  spirit,  filled 
with  wisdom;  and  the  grace  of 
God  was  upon  him. 

41  Now  lus  parents  went  to 
Jerusalem  every  year  at  the 
feast  of  the  passover. 

42  And  when  he  was  twelve 
years  old,  they  went  up  to  Je- 
rusalem afW  the  custom  of 
the  feast. 

43  And  when  they  had  ful- 
filled the  days,  as  they  return- 
ed, the  child  Jesus  tarried  be- 
hind in  Jerusalem;  and  Joseph 
and  his  mother  knew  not  of  it 

44  But  they,  su|qposing  him 
to  have  been  in  the  company, 
went  a  day's  journey;    and. 
they  sought  him  among  their 
kinsfolk  and  acquaintance. 

45  And  when  they  found  him 
not,  they  turned  back  again  to 
Jerusalem,  seeking  him. 

46  And  it  came  to  pass,  that 
after  three  days  they  found 
him  in  the  temple,  sitting  in 
the  midst  of  the  doctors,  both 
hearing  them,  and  asking  them 
questions. 

47  And  all  that  heard  him 
were  astonished  at  his  under- 
standing and  answers. 

48  And  when  they  saw  him, 
they  were  amazed:  and  his 
motiier  said  unto  him.  Son, 
why  hast  thou  thus  dealt  with 
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ufi  ?  behold,  thy  father  and  I 
have  sought  thee  sorrowing. 

49  And  he  said  unto  them, 
How  is  it  that  ye  sought  me  ? 
wist  ye  not  that  I  must  be 
about  my  Father's  business  ? 

50  And  they  understood  not 
the  saying  which  he  spake 
unto  them. 

6X  And  he  went  down  with 
them,  and  came  to  Nazareth, 
and  was  subject  unto  them: 
but  his  mother  kept  all  these 
sayings  in  her  heart 

52  And  Jesus  increased  in 
wisdom  and  stature,  and  in  fa- 
vour with  God  and  man. 

CHAPTER  in. 

1  Th€  preaching  and  baptism  of  John;  16  kU 

John.  21  dkrist  being  baptized,  reeeiveth  lest- 
itnang  from  heaven,  28  ChrisC$  age,  and 
gensalogif/rom  Joaeph  vpwardi, 

NOW  in  the  fifteenth  year 
of  the  reign  of  Tiberius 
Cesar,  Pontius  Pilate  being 
governor  of  Judea,  and  Herod 
being  tetrarch  of  Galilee,  and 
hijs  brother  Philip  tetrarch  of 
Iturea  and  of  the  region  of 
Trachonitis,  and  Lysanias  the 
tetrarch  of  Abilene, 

2  Annas  and  Caiaphas  being 
the  high  priests,  the  word  of 
God  came  unto  John  the  son 
of  Zacharias  in  the  wilder- 
ness. 

3  And  he  came  into  all  ihe 
country  about  Jordan,  preach- 
ing the  baptism  of  repentance 
for  the  remission  of  sins ; 

4  As  it  is  written  in  the  book 
of  the  words  of  Esaias  the  pro- 
phet,  saying,  The  voice  of  one 
crying  in  tiie  wilderness,  Pre- 
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pare  ye  the  way  of  the  Lord, 
make  his  paths  straight. 

5  Every  valley  shall  be  filled, 
and  every  mountain  and  hill 
shall  be  brought  low ;  and  the 
crooked  shall  be  made  straight, 
and  the  rough  ways  sbaU  be 
made  smooth ; 

6  And  all  flesh  shall  see  the 
salvaticm  of  God. 

7  Then  said  he  to  the  multi- 
tude that  came  fortii  to  be  bap- 
tized of  him,  O  generation,  of 
vipers,  who  hath  warned  you 
to  flee  from  the  wrath  to  come  ? 

8  Bring  forth  therefore  fruits 
worthy  of  repentance,  and  be- 
gin not  to  say  within  your- 
selves, We  have  Abraham  to 
oter  father:  for  I  say  unto  you. 
That  God  is  able  of  these 
stones  to  raise  up  children  un* 
to  Abraham. 

9  And  now  also  the  axe  is  ladd 
unto  the  rootof  the  trees :  every 
tree  therefore  which  bringeth 
not  forth  good  fruit  is  hewn 
down,  and  cast  into  the  fire. 

10  And  the  people  asked  him, 
saying,  What  shall  we  do  then? 

11  He  answereth  and  saith 
unto  them.  He  that  hath  two 
coats,  let  him  impart  to  him 
that  hath  none ;  and  he  tiiat 
hath  meat,  let  him  do  likewise. 

12  Then  came  also  publicans 
to  be  baptized,  and  said  unto 
him,  Master,  what  shall  we  do  ? 

13  And  he  said  unto  them. 
Exact  no  more  than  that  which 
is  appointed  you. 

14  And  the  soldiers  likewise 
demanded  of  him,  saying,  And 
what  shall  we  do?   ^d  he 


Christ  baptixed. 
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Baid  unto  them,  Do  violence  to 
no  man,  neither  accuse  any 
fidsely;  and  be  content  with 
your  wages. 

15  And  as  the  people  were  in 
expectation,  and  all«men  mused 
in  their  hearts  of  John,  whe- 
ther he  were  the  Christ,  or 
not ; 

16  John  answered,  saying  un« 
to  them  all,  I  indeed  bap- 
tize you  with  water ;  but  one 
mightier  than  I  cometh,  the 
latchet  of  whose  shoes  I  am  not 
worthy  to  unloose:  he  shall 
baptize  you  with  the  Holy 
Ghost  and  with  fire : 

17  Whose  fan  U  in  his  hand, 
and  he  will  thoroughly  purge 
his  floor,  and  will  gather  the 
wheat  into  his  garner ;  but  the 
chaff  he  will  bum  with  fire 
unquenchable. 

18  And  many  other  things 
in  his  exhortation  preached  he 
unto  the  people. 

19  But  Herod  the  tetrarch, 
being  reproved  by  him  for  He- 
rodias  his  brother  Philip's  wife, 
and  for  all  the  evils  which  He- 
rod had  done, 

20  Added  yet  this  above  all, 
that  he  shut  up  John  in  prison. 

21  Now  when  all  the  people 
were  baptized,  it  came  to  pass, 
that  Jesus  also  being  baptized, 
and  praying,  the  heaven  was 
opened, 

22  And  the  Holy  Ghost  des- 
cended in  a  bodily  shape  like 
a  dove  upon  him,  and  a  voice 
came  from  heaven,  which  said. 
Thou  art  my  beloved  Son ;  in 
thee  I  am  well  pleased. 


23  And  Jesus  himself  began 
to  be  about  thirty  years  of  age, 
being  (as  wbb  supposed)  the 
ton  of  Joseph,  wMch  was  tht 
Bon  of  Heli, 

24  Which  was  the  son  of 
Matthat,  which  was  the  son  of 
Levi,  which  was  the  son  of 
Melchi,  which  was  the  son  of 
Janna,  which  was  the  son  of 
Joseph, 

25  Which  was  the  son  of 
Mattaiiiias,  which  was  the  son 
of  Amos,  which  was  the  son  <rf 
Naum,  which  was  the  son  of 
Esli,  which  was  the  son  of 
Nagge, 

26  Which  wasfA^^onofMa- 
ath,  which  was  the  son  of  Mat- 
tathias,  which  was  the  son  of 
Semei,  which  was  the  son  of 
Joseph,  which  was  the  son  of 
Judah, 

27  Which  was  the  son  of  Jo- 
anna, which  wais  the  son  of 
Rhesa,  which  was  the  son  of 
Zorobabel,  which  was  the  son 
of  Salathiel,  which  was  the  son 
ofNeri, 

28  Which  was  the  son  of 
Melchi,  which  was  the  son  of

29  Which  was  the  son  of  Jose, 
which  was  the  son  of  Eliezer,

34  Which  was  the  son  of  Ja-

1  ThefatHnp  and  Umptation  ofC^twt,  IZH4 
ovtrcowiM  the  derni;  14  ^nd  b^nneth  to 
preach,  16  The  peopU  of  Nazareth  admin 
hit  grmeia%9  1001m  83  Me  ewreih  wm  po^- 
mtmd  of  a  devil,  $8  aUo  Peter^e  mother  in 
law,  40  and  divert  other  tick  pertont,  41 
The  Smit  4eknawlec^  Okritt,  and  im  t^ 
bukedby  him.  ^ He preacheth  in  thdeiUdt, 

AND  Jesus  heing  full  of  the 
Holy  Ghost  returned  from 
Jordan,  and  was  led  by  the 
Spirit  into  the  wilderness, 

2  Being  forty  days  tempted 
of  the  devil.  And  in  those 
days  he  did  eat  nothing :  and 
when  they  were  ended,  he  at 
terward  hungered. 

3  And  the  devil  said  unto 
him,  If  thou  be  the  Son  of  God, 
conunand  this  stone  that  it  be 
made  bread. 

4  And  Jesus  answered  him, 
saying,  It  is  written,  That  man 
shall  not  live  by  bread  alone, 
but  by  every  word  of  God. 

5  And  the  devil,  taking  him 
up  into  a  high  mountain,  shew* 
ed  unto  him  all  the  kingdoms  of 
the  world  in  a  moment  of  time. 

6  And  the  devil  said  unto 
him,  All  this  power  will  I  give 
thee,  and  the  glory  of  them : 
for  that  is  delivered  unto  me  ; 
and  to  whomsoever  I  will,  I 
give  it. 

7  If  thou  therefore  wilt  wor- 
ship me,  aU  shall  be  thine. 

8  And  Jesus  answered  and 
said  unto  him,  Get  thee  behind 
me,  Satan:  for  it  is  written. 
Thou  shalt  worship  the  Lord 
thy  God,  and  him  only  shalt 
thou  sen^e. 
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9  And  he  Immght  him  to  Je- 
rusalem, and  set  him  on  a  pin- 
nacle of  the  temple,  and  said 
nnto  him,  If  thou  be  the  Son  of 
Grod,  cfl«t  thyself  down  from 
hence  : 

10  For  it  is  written,  He  shall 
give  his  angels  charge  over 
tiiiee,  to  keep  thee: 

11  And  in  their  hands  they 
shall  bear  thee  up,  lest  at  any 
time  thou  dash  thy  foot  against 
a  stcme. 

12  And  Jesus  answering  said 
unto  him,  It  is  sud.  Thou 
shalt  not  tempt  the  Lord  thy 
God. 

13  And  when  the  devil  had 
ended  all  the  iiemptation,  he 
departed  from  him  for  a  season. 

14  If  And  Jesus  returned  in 
the  power  of  the  Spirit  into 
Galilee:  and  there  went  out  a 
fame  of  him  through  all  the 
region  round  about. 

15  And  he  taught  in  their  sy- 
nagogues, being  glorified  of  all. 

16  ^  And  he  came  to  Naza- 
reth, where  he  had  been  brought 
up:  and,  as  his  eustom  was, 
he  went  into  the  synagogue 
on  the  sabbath  day,  and  stood 
up  for  to  read. 

17  And  there  was  delivered 
unto  him  the  book  of  the  pro- 
phet Esaias.  And  when  he 
had  opened  the  book,  he  found 
the  place  where  it  was  written, 

18  The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  is 
upon  me,  because  he  hath 
anointed  me  to  preach  the 
gospel  to  the  poor ;  he  hath 
sent  me  to  heal  the  broken- 
hearted, to  preach  deliverance 


to  the  captives,  and  recovering 
of  sight  to  the  blind,  to  set  ii^ 
liberty  them  that  are  bruised, 

19  To  preach  the  acceptable 
year  of  the  Lord. 

20  And  he  closed  the  book, 
and  he  gave  it  again  to  the 
minister,  and  sat  down.  And 
the  eyes  of  all  them  that  were 
in  the  synagogue  were  fasten- 
ed on  him. 

21  And  he  began  to  say  un- 
to them,  This  day  is  this  scrip- 
ture fulfilled  in  your  ears. 

22  And  all  bare  him  witness, 
and  wcmdered  at  the  gracious 
words  which  proceedra  out  of 
his  mouth,  ^d  they  said.  Is 
not  this  Joseph's  son  ? 

23  And  he  said  unto  them. 
Ye  will  surely  say  unto  me 
this  proverb,  rhysician,  heal 
thyself:  whatsoever  we  have 
heard  done  in  Capernaum,  do 
also  heve  in  thy  country. 

24  And  he  said.  Verily  I  say 
unto  you,  No  prophet  is  accept- 
ed in  his  own  country. 

25  But  I  tell  you  d  a  truth, 
many  widows  were  in  Israel 
in  the  dajrs  of  Elias,  when  the 
heaven  was  shut  up  three  years 
and  six  months,  when  great 
famine  was  throughout  all  the 
land ; 

26  But  unto  n(me  of  them 
was  Elias  sent,  save  unto  Sa- 
repta,  a  city  of  Sidon,  unto  a 
woman  that  was  a  widow. 

27  And  many  lepers  were  in 
Israel  in  the  time  of  Eliseus 
the  prophet;  and  none  of  them 
was  cleansed,  saving  Naaman 
the  Syrian. 
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28  And  all  they  in  the  syna- 
go^e,  when  they  heard  these 
things,  were  filled  with  wrath, 

29  And  rose  up,  and  thrust 
him  out  of  the  city,  and  led 
him  imto  the  brow  of  the  hill 
whereon  tiieir  city  was  built, 
that  they  might  cast  him  down 
headlong. 

30  But  h^,  passing  through 
the  midst  of  them,  went  Ms 
way. 

31  And  came  down  to  Caper- 
naum, a  city  of  Galilee,  and 
taught  them  on  the  sabbath 
days. 

32  And  they  were  astonished 
at  his  doctrine:  for  his  word 
was  with  power. 

33  HI  And  in  the  synagogue 
there  was  a  man,  which  hwA  a 
spirit  of  an  unclean  devil,  and 
cried  out  with  a  loud  voice, 

34  Saying,  Let  us  alone; 
what  have  we  to  do  with  thee, 
thou  Jesus  of  Nazareth?  art 
thou  come  to  destroy  us?  I 
know  thee  who  thou  art ;  the 
Holy  One  of  God. 

35  And  Jesus  rebuked  him, 
saying,  Hold  thy  peace,  and 
come  out  of  him.  And  when 
the  devil  had  thrown  him  in 
the  midst,  he  came  out  of  him, 
and  hurt  him  not. 

36  And  they  were  all  amazed, 
and  spake  among  themselves, 
saying,  What  a  word  is  this ! 
for  with  authority  and  power 
he  commandeth  the  unclean 
spirits,  and  they  come  out. 

87  And  the  fame  of  him  went 
out  into  every  place  of  the 
country  round  about. 
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38  %  And  he  aarose  out  c^  the 
synagogue,  and  entered  into 
Simon's  house.  And  Simon's 
wife's  mother  was  taken  with 
a  great  fever;  and  tiiey  be* 
sought  him  for  her. 

39  And  he  stood  over  her, 
and  rebuked  the  fever;  and 
it  left  her:  and  immediately 
she  arose  and  ministered  unto 
them. 

40  HI  Now  when  the  sun 
was  setting,  all  they  that  had 
any  side  with  divers  diseases 
brought  ihem  unto  him;  and 
he  laid  his  hands  on  every  one 
of  them,  and  healed  them. 

41  And  devils  also  came  out 
of  many,  oryiitg  out,  and  say- 
ing, Thou  art  Christ  the  Son 
of  God.  And  he  rebuking  ^Aem 
suffered  them  not  to  speak: 
for  they  knew  that  he  was 
Christ. 

42  And  when  it  was  day, 
he  departed  and  went  into  a 
desert  place:  and  the  pec^de 
sought  him,  and  came  unto 
him,  and  stayed  him,  that  he 
should  not  depart  from  them. 

43  And  he  said  unto  them,  I 
must  preach  the  kingdom  of 
GxmI  to  other  cities  also:  for 
ilierefore  am  I  sent. 

44  And  he  preached  in  the 
synagogues  of  Gtililee. 

CHAPTER  V. 

1  Cfktitt  tMcheth  the  pefU  <nd  of  PeUi'k 
Bkip ;  4  bv  a  miracM4m»  taking  of  JUkt^^ 
he  theweth  hm  Hs  will  make  hint  and  hie  pafi- 
nere  ftahan  <tf  mm,  12  J£e  eleaneetk  the 
leper;  16  prayeth  in  the  mldemese;  18 
healeth  one  eiek  of  the  palty;  27  caUeth 
Matthew  the  pvhUeam;  29  eateih  wkh  «iV 
nwi,  ae  being  the  physician  of  eoult ;  ZS 
and  defendeih  hie  diecipleefor  notfaeting. 
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AND  it  came  to  pass,  that, 
as  ihe  people  pressed  up- 
on him  to  hear  the  word  of 
Grod,  he  stood  hy  the  lake  of 
Gennesaret, 

2  And  saw  two  ships  stand- 
ing hj  tile  lake :  bat  Idie  fish- 
ermen were  gone  out  of  them, 
and  were  washing  their  nets. 

3  And  he  ^iter^  into  one  of 
the  ships,  which  was  Simon's, 
and  prayed  him  that  he  would 
thrust  out  a  little  &om  the 
land.  And  he  sat  down,  and 
taught  ihe  people  out  oif  the 
ahip. 

4  Now  when  he  had  left 
speaking,  he  said  unto  Simon, 
Launch  out  into  the  deep,  and 
let  down  your  nets  for  a 
draught 

5  ^d  Simon  answering  said 
onto  him,  Master^  we  have 
toiled  all  the  night,  and  have 
taken  nothing:  nerertheless 
at  thy  word  I  will  let  down 
the  net. 

6  Ajid  when  they  had  this 
done,  they  indosed  a  great 
multitude  of  fiflhes:  and  their 
net  brake. 

7  And  they  beckoned  unto 
their  partners,  which  were  in 
the  other  ship,  that  they  should 
oome  and  help  them.  And 
they  came,  and  filled  both  the 
ships,  so  that  they  began  to 
sink. 

8  When  Kmon  Peter  saw  *V, 
he  fell  down  at  Jesus'  knees, 
saying,  Depart  from  me;  for  I 
am  a  sinful  man,  O  Lord. 

9  For  he  was  astonished,  and 
all  that  were  with  him,  at  the 


drai^ht  of  the  fishes  which 
they  had  taken : 

10  And  so  tms  also  James, 
and  John,  the  sons  of  Zebedee, 
which  were  partners  with  Si- 
mon. And  Jesus  said  unto 
Simon,  Fear  not;  firami  hence- 
forth thou  shalt  cat^  men. 

11  And  when  they  had 
iNxmght  their  ships  to  land, 
tiiey  forsook  all,  and  followed 
him. 

12  HI  And  it  Game  to  pass, 
when  he  was  in  a  certain  city, 
behold  a  man  full  of  leprosy ; 
who  seeing  Jesus  fell  on  Aia 
face,  and  besought  him,  saying, 
Lord,  if  thou  wilt,  thou  canst 
make  me  clean. 

13  And  he  put  forth  Ai9  hand, 
and  touched  him,  saying,  I 
will :  be  thou  dean.  And  im- 
mediately the  leprosy  depart- 
ed from  him. 

14  And  he  charged  him  to 
tell  no  man:  but  go,  and  shew 
thyself  to  the  priest,  and  ofiei 
for  thy  cleansing,  according  as 
Moses  commanded,  for  a  t^sti* 
mony  unto  them. 

15  But  so  much  the  more 
went  there  a  fame  abroad  d 
him:  and  great  multitudes 
came  together  to  hear,  and  to 
be  heal^  by  him  of  their  in- 
firmities. 

16  HI  And  he  withdrew  him- 
self into  the  wilderness,  and 
prayed. 

17  And  it  came  to  pass  on  a 
certain  day,  as  he  was  teach- 
ing, that  there  were  Pharisees 
and  doctors  of  the  law  sittinff 
by,  which  were  come  out  m 
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every  town  of  Gralilee,  awid  Ju- 
dea,  and  Jerusalem:  and  the 
power  of  ihe  Lord  was  pre- 
sent  to  heal  them. 

18  IF  And,  behold,  men 
brought  in  a  bed  a  man  which 
was  taken  with  a  palsy:  and 
they  sought  m^^mt  to  bring  him 
in,  and  to  lay  him  before  him. 

19  And  when  ttiey  could  not 
find  by  what  W€^  they  might 
bring  him  in  because  of  the 
multitude,  ihey  went  upon  the 
housetop^  and  let  him  down 
through  the  tiling  with  Jm 
couch  into  the  midst  before 
Jesus. 

20  And  when  he  saw  their 
faith,  he  said  unto  him,  Man^ 
thy  sins  are  fergiyen  thee. 

21  And  the  scribes  and  the 
Pharisees  began  to  reason,  say* 
ing,  Who  is  this  which  speak- 
eth  blasphemies?  Who  can  for- 
give sins,  but  God  alone? 

22  But  when  Jesus  perceived 
their  thoughts,  he  answering 
said  unto  them,  What  reason 
ye  in  year  hearts  ? 

23  Whether  is  easier,  to  say, 
Thy  sins  be  forgiven  thee ;  or 
to  say,  Rise  up  and  walk  ? 

24  But  that  ye  may  know 
that  the  Son  of  man  hath 
power  upon  eartii  to  fin'give 
sins,  (he  said  unto  the  sick  of 
the  palsy,)  I  say  unto  thee. 
Arise,  ajad  take  up  thy  couch, 
and  go  luito  thine  house. 

25  And  immediately  he  rose 
up  before  them,  and  took  up 
that  whereoa  he  lay,  and  de- 
parted to  his  own  house,  glo- 
rifying God. 
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26  And  they  were  all  amazed, 
and  they  glorified  God,  and 
were  filled  with  fear,  saying, 
We  have  seen  strange  things 
to  day. 

27  %  And  after  these  things 
he  went  forth,;  and  saw  a  pub- 
lican, named  Levi,  sitting  at 
the  receipt  of  custom:  and  he 
said  unto  him,  Follow  me. 

28  And  he  left  all,  rose  up, 
and  followed  him. 

29  And  Levi  made  him  a 
great  feast  in  his  own  house : 
and  there  was  a  great  oompany 
of  publicans  and  of  others  that 
sat  down  with  them. 

30  But  their  scribes  and  Pha- 
risees murmured  against  his 
disciples,  sa3ring,  Whj  do  ye 
eat  and  drink  with  publicans 
aaid  sinners  ? 

31  And  Jesus  answering  8€kid 
unto  them.  They  that  are 
whole  need  not  a  physician; 
but  they  that  are  sick. 

32  Icame  notto  call  the  right- 
eous, but  sinners  to  repentance. 

88  IT  And  they  said  unto  him, 
Why  do  the  disciples  of  John 
fast  often,  and  make  prayers, 
mid  likewise  the  disciples  of 
the  Pharisees;  but  thme  eat 
and  drink  ? 

34  And  he  said  unto  them^ 
Can  ye  make  the  children  of 
the  bridechamber  fast,  while 
the  bridegroom  is  with  them  ? 

35  But  the  days  will  come, 
when  the  bridegroom  shall  be 
taken  away  from  them,  and 
then  shsAi  they  fast  in  those 
days. 

36  if  And  he  spake  also  a 
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parable  unto  them;  No  'man 
putteth  a  piece  of  a  new  gar« 
ment  upon  an  old ;  if  other- 
wise, then  both  the  new  tnak^ 
eth  a  rent,  and  the  piece  l&at 
was  taken  out  of  the  new 
agreeth  not  with  the  old« 

37  And  no  man  putteth  new 
wine  ifito  old  botties ;  else  the 
new  wine  will  burst  the  hot* 
ties,  and  be  jqullled,  aad  the 
bottles  shall  perish* 

38  But  new  wine  must  be  put 
into  new  bottles ;  and  both  are 
preserred. 

39  NoH'aaialsohaYing^drttnk 
old  ivine  straightway  desiceth 
new;  for  he  saAth^  The  old  is 
better. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

1  C^kfia  reprovetk  the  Pharmei  hUndmm 
about  th€  ob»ervanee  of  the  tahbath^  bj/ 
9onpture,  ttason,  and  miracle;  18  choosetn 
twelve  cpotffet;  L7  Aealeth  ihedkeaeed;  20 
preacheth  to  hie  dieeiplee  before  the  people 
of  hUuinge  and  eureee;  27  hovt  we  muet 
hoe  owr  enemiee;  46  and  Join  the  obedience 
of  aood  works  to  the  hearing  of  i/te  word; 
48  like  the  man,  who  buildeth  fds  house  ttpon 
a  rock,  4md  not  vpm  Me  sasiK 

AND  it  came  to  pass  on  &e 
.  second  sabbath  after  the 
first,  that  he  went  through  ihe 
com  fields;  and  his  disdpLes 
plucked  the  ears  of  com,  fuid 
did  eat,  rubbing  them  in  their 
hands. 

2  And  certain  of  the  Pha- 
risees said  unto  them,  Why 
do  ye  that  which  is  net  law- 
ftil  to  dooa  the  sabbath  days? 

3  Ajid  Jesus  answering  them 
said,  Have  ye  not  read  so  much 
as  this,  what  David  did,  when 
himself  was  ahungered,  and 
they  which  were  with  him ; 


4  How  he  went  into  the  house 
of  God,  and  did  take  and  eat 
the  shewbread,  and  gave  also 
to  th^n  that  w^e  with  him; 
which  it  is  not  lawfiil  to  eat 
but  for  the  priests  alone  ? 

5  And  he  said  unto  them, 
That  the  S<m  of  man  is  hoftd 
also  of  the  sabbath. 

6  And  it  came  to  pass  also 
on  another  sabbotti,  that  he 
entered  into  the  synagogue 
and  taught:  and  there  was  a 
man  whose  right  hand  was 
withered* 

7  And  ihe  scribes  and  Pha- 
risees watched  him,  wheth^ 
he  would  heal  cm  the  sabbath 
day ;  that  they  might  find  an 
accusation  agunst  him. 

8  But  he  knew  their  thoughts, 
and  said  to  the  man  which  had 
the  withered  hand,  Rise  up,  and 
stand  forth  in  the  midst.  And 
he  arose  and  stood  forth. 

9  Then  said  Jesus  unto  them, 
I  will  ask  you  one  thing ;  Is 
it  lawful  on  the  sabbath  days 
to  do  good,  or  to  do  eril  ?  to 
save  life,  or  to  destfoy  it? 

10  And  lookinff  round  about 
upon  them  all,  he  said  mito 
the  man,  Stretch  forth  thy 
hand.  Aiid  he  did  so:  and 
his  hand  was  restored  whole 
as  the  other. 

11  And  they  were  filled  with 
madness ;  ana  communed  one 
with  another  wiiat  they  might 
do  to  Jesus. 

12  IT  And  it  came  to  pass  in 
thosedays,  that  he  wraitout  into 
a  mountain  to  pray,  and  contin- 
ued all  night  in  prayer  to  God. 
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13  And  when  it  was  day, 
he  called  unto  him  his  disci- 
ples: and  of  them  he  chose 
twelve,  whom  also  he  named 
a^stles ; 

14  Simon,  whom  he  also  na- 
med  Peter,  and  Andrew  his 
iHTother,  James  and  John,  Phi« 
lip  and  Bartholomew, 

15  Matthew  and  Thomas, 
James  the  son  of  Alpheus,  and 
Simon  called  Zelotes, 

16  And  Judas  the  brother  of 
James,  and  Judafi  Iscariot, 
which  also  was  the  traitor. 

17  IT  And  he  came  down 
with  them,  and  stood  in  the 
plain,  and  the  company  of  his 
disciples,  and  a  great  multi- 
tude of  people  out  of  all  Judea 
and  Jerusalem,  and  firom  the 
sea  coast  of  Tyre  and  Sidon, 
which  came  to  hear  him,  and 
to  he  healed  of  their  diseases ; 

18  And  they  that  were  vexed 
with  undean  spirits:  and  they 
were  healed. 

19  And  the  whole  multitude 
sought  to  touch  him :  for  there 
went  virtue  out  of  him,  and 
healed  them  all. 

20  IT  And  he  lifted  up  his 
eyes  on  his  disciples,  and  said. 
Blessed  be  ye  poor :  for  yours 
is  the  kingdom  of  God. 

2 1  Blessed  are  ye  that  hunger 
now:  for  ye  shall  he  filled. 
Blessed  are  ye  that  weep  now : 
for  ye  shall  laugh. 

22  Blessed  are  ye,  when  men 
shall  hate  you,  and  when  they 
shall  separate  you  from  their 
company y  and  shall  reproach 
ycm,  and  cast  out  your  name 
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as  evil,  for  the  Son  of  nwn's 
sake. 

23  Rejoice  ye  in  that  day, 
and  leap  for  joy :  for,  behold, 
your  reward  t^  great  in  hea- 
ven:  for  in  the  like  mann^ 
did  their  fathers  unto  the  pre- 
lects. 

24  But  woe  unto  you  that 
are  rich !  for  ye  have  received 
your  consolation. 

25  Woe  unto  you  that  are 
full !  for  ye  shall  hunger.  Woe 
unto  you  that  laugh  now !  for 
ye  shall  moum  and  weep. 

26  Woe  unto  you,  when  all 
men  shall  speak  well  of  you! 
for  so  did  their  fathers  to  the 
false  prophets. 

27  IT  But  I  say  tmto  you 
which  hear.  Love  your  ene* 
mies,  do  good  to  them  which 
hate  you, 

28  Bless  th«ai  that  curse 
you,  and  pray  for  them  which 
despiteiully  use  you. 

29  And  unto  him  that  smiteth 
thee  on  the  one  cheek  offer  also 
the  other ;  and  him  that  taketh 
away  thy  cloak  forhid  not  to 
take  thy  coat  also. 

30  Give  to  every  man  that 
asketh  of  thee;  and  of  him 
that  taketh  away  thy  goods 
ask  them  not  a^ain. 

31  And  as  ye  would  that 
men  should  do  to  you,  do  ye 
also  to  them  likewise. 

.  32  For  if  ye  love  them  which 
love  you,  what  thank  have  ye? 
for  sinners  also  love  those  that 
love  them. 

33  And  if  ye  do  good  to  them 
which  do  good  to  you,  what 
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thank  haye  ye  ?   for  sinners 
also  do  even  the  same. 

34  And  if  ye  lend  to  them  of 
whom  ye  hope  to  receire,  what 
thank  have  ye?  for  sinners  also 
lend  to  sinners,  to  receive  as 
much  again. 

35  But  love  ye  your  enemies, 
and  do  good,  and  lend,  hoping 
for  nothing  again;  and  your 
reward  shall  he  great,  and  ye 
riiall  he  the  children  of  the 
Highest:  for  he  is  kind  unto 
the  unthankful  and  to  the 
evil. 

36  Be  ye  therefore  merciful, 
as  your  Fa&er  also  is  merci- 
ful. 

37  Judge  not,  and  ye  shall 
not  he  judged:  condemn  not, 
«ad  ye  shall  not  he  condemn- 
ed: forgive,  and  ye  shall  he 
forgiven : 

38  Give,  and  it  shall  he  given 
unto  you ;  good  measure,  press- 
ed down,  and  shaken  together, 
and  ruiming  over,  shall  men 
give  into  your  hosom.  For 
with  the  same  measure  that 
ye  mete  withal  it  shall  he 
measured  to  you  a^in. 

39  And  he  spake  a  parahle 
unto  them ;  Can  the  hlind  lead 
thehlind?  shall  they  not  hoth 
fall  into  the  ditch  ? 

40  The  disciple  is  not  ahove 
his  master:  hut  every  one  that 
is  perfect  nha^  he  as  his  master. 

.41  And  why  heholdest  thou 
ihe  mote  that  is  in  thy  hro- 
theor's  eye,  hut  perceivest  not 
the  heam  that  is  in  thine  own 
eye? 

42  Either  how  canst  thou  say 
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to  thy  brother.  Brother,  let  me 
pull  out  the  mote  that  is  in 
tiiine  eye,  when  thou  thyself 
heholdest  not  the  beam  that  is 
in  thine  own  eye?  Thou  hypo- 
crite, cast  out  first  the  beam  out 
of  thine  own  eye,  and  then  shalt 
thou  see  clearly  to  pull  out  the 
mote  that  is  in  thy  brother's 
eye. 

43  For  a  good  teee  bringeth 
not  forth  corrupt  fruit;  nei- 
ther doth  a  corrupt  tree  bring 
forth  good  fruit. 

44  For  every  tree  is  known 
by  his  own  fruit.  For  of 
thorns  men  do  not  gather  figs, 
nor  of  a  bramble  bush  gather 
they  grapes. 

45  A  good  man  out  of  the 
good  treasure  of  his  heart 
iHingeth  forth  that  which  is 
good ;  and  an  evil  man  out  of 
the  evil  treasure  of  his  heart 
bringeth  forth  that  which  is 
evil:  for  of  the  abundance 
of  the  heart  his  mouth  speak- 
eth. 

46  IT  And  why  call  ye  me. 
Lord,  Lord,  and  do  not  the 
things  which  I  say  ? 

47  Whosoever  comeldi  to  me, 
and  heareth  my  sayings,  and 
doeth  them,  I  vhH  shew  you 
to  whom  he  is  like: 

48  He  is  like  a  man  whidbi 
built  a  house,  and  digged  deep, 
and  laid  the  foundation  on  a 
rock:  and  when  tiie  flood 
arose,  the  stream  beat  vehe- 
mently upon  that  house,  and 
could  not  shake  it ;  for  it  was 
founded  upon  a  rock. 

49  But  he  that  heareth,  and 
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doeth  not,  is  like  a  man  that 
without  a  foundation  built  a 
house  upon  the  earth ;  a- 
gainfit  which  the  stream  did 
bCTit  vehemently,  and  imme- 
diately it  fell;  and  the  ruin 
of  that  house  was  great 

CHAPTER  VII. 

1  Chr%9t  fifideth  greaUr  faith  in  the  centurion 
«  Oentile,  than  in  any  of  the  Jewi;  10 
heaUth  hie  eervant  being  absent ;  11  raieeth 
from  death  the  mdoufe  son  at  Nain;  19 
answereth  John**  messengers  with  the  decla- 
ration of  his  miracles;  24  iestifieth  to  the 
people  vohat  opinion  he  held  of  John  ;  81  and 
inveigheth  ag&inst  the  JewSy  who  iters 'SaHs- 
fied  with  the  manners  neither  of  John  nor 
of  Jesus.  86  While  Jesus  is  at  meat  in  the 
house  of  a  Pharisee,  a  woman  that  was  a 
sinner  anointeth  his  feet 

NOW  when  he  had  ended 
all  his  sayings  in  the  au- 
dience of  the  people,  he  enter- 
ed into  Capernaum. 

2  And  a  certain  centurion's 
servant,  who  was  dear  unto 
him,  was  sick,  and  ready  to 
die. 

3  And  when  he  heard  of  Je- 
sus, he  sent  unto  him  the  elders 
of  the  Jews,  beseeching  him 
that  he  would  come  and  heal 
his  servant 

4  And  when  they  came  to 
Jesus,  they  besought  him  in- 
stantly, saying.  That  he  was 
worthy  for  whom  he  should 
do  this  : 

5  For  he  loveth  our  nation, 
and  he  hath  built  us  a  syna- 
gogue. 

6  Then  Jesus  went  with 
them.  And  when  he  was  now 
not  far  frpm  the  house,  the  cen- 
turion sent  friends  to  him,  say- 
ing unto  him,  Lord,  trouble  i^ot 
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thyself;  for  I  am  not  worthy 
that  thou  shouldest  enter  un- 
der my  roof: 

7  Wherefore  neither  thought 
I  myself  worthy  to  come  un- 
to thee:  but  say  in  a  word, 
and  my  servant  shall  be  heal- 
ed. 

8  For  I  also  am  a  man  set 
under  authority,  having  imder 
me  soldiers,  and  I  say  unto 
one,  Go,  and  he  goeth;  and 
to  another,  Come,  and  he  com- 
eth;  and  to  my  servant,  Do 
this,  and  he  doetii  it. 

9  When  Jesus  heard  these 
things,  he  marvelled  at  him, 
and  turned  him  about,  and 
said  unto  the  people  that  fol- 
lowed him,  I  say  unto  you,  I 
have  not  found  so  great  faith, 
no,  not  in  Israel. 

10  And  they  that  were  sent, 
returning  to  the  house,  found 
the  servant  whole  that  had 
been  sick. 

11  1[  And  it  came  to  pass  the 
day  after,  that  he  went  into 
a  city  called  Nain ;  and  many 
of  his  disciples  went  with  him, 
and  much  people. 

12  Now  when  he  came  nigh 
to  the  gate  of  the  city,  behold, 
there  was  a  dead  man  carried 
out,  the  only  sou  of  his  mo- 
ther, and  she  was  a  widow: 
and  much  people  of  the  city 
was  with  her. 

13  And  when  the  Lord  saw 
her,  he  had  compassion  on  her, 
and  said  unto  her.  Weep  not. 

14  And  he  came  and  touched 
the  bier :  and  they  that  bare 
him  stood  still.    And  he  said, 
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Young  man,  I  say  unto  thee, 
Arise. 

15  And  he  that  was  dead  sat 
up,  and  began  to  speak.  And 
he  delivered  him  to  his  mo- 
ther. 

16  And  there  came  a  fear  on 
all:  and  they  glorified  God, 
saying,  That  a  great  prophet 
is  risen  up  among  us;  and. 
That  God  hatii  visited  his 
people. 

17  And  this  rumour  of  him 
went  forth  throughout  all  Ju- 
dea,  and  throughout  all  the 
region  round  about. 

18  And  the  disciples  of  John 
shewed  him  of  all  these  things. 

19  IT  And  John  calling  unto 
him  two  of  his  disciples  sent 
them  to  Jesus,  saying.  Art  thou 
he  that  should  come  ?  or  look 
we  for  another  ? 

20  When  the  men  were  come 
unto  him,  they  said,  John  the 
Baptist  hath  sent  us  unto  thee, 
saying.  Art  thou  he  that  should 
come  ?  or  look  we  for  another  ? 

21  And  in  that  same  hour  he 
cured  many  of  their  infirmities 
and  plagues,  and  of  evil  spirits ; 
and  unto  many  that  were  blind 
he  gave  sight. 

22  Then  Jesus  answering  said 
unto  them.  Go  your  way,  and 
tell  John  what  tilings  ye  have 
seen  and  heard;  how  that  the 
blind  see,  the  lame  walk,  the 
lepers  aare  cleansed,  the  deaf 
hear,  the  dead  are  raised,  to 
the  poor  the  gospel  is  preached. 

23  And  blessed  is  Ae,  whoso- 
ever  shall  not  be  offended  in 
me. 


24  If  And  when  the  messen- 
gers of  John  were  departed,  he 
began  to  speak  unto  the  peo- 
ple concerning  John,  What 
went  ye  out  into  the  wilder- 
ness for  to  see  ?  A  reed  shaken 
with  the  wind? 

25  But  what  went  ye  out  for 
to  see  ?  A  man  clotiied  in  soft 
raiment  ?  Behold,  they  which 
are  gorgeously  apparelled,  and 
live  delicately,  are  in  kings' 
courts. 

26  But  what  went  ye  out  for 
to  see  ?  A  prophet  ?  Yea,  I  say 
unto  you,  and  much  more  than 
a  prophet. 

27  This  is  Ae,  of  whom  it  is 
written.  Behold,  I  send  my  mes- 
senger before  thy  face,  which 
shall  prepare  thy  way  before 
thee. 

28  ForIsayuntoyou,Among 
those  that  are  bom  of  women 
there  is  not  a  greater  prophet 
than  John  the  Baptist :  but  he 
that  is  least  in  the  kingdom  of 
God  is  greater  than  he. 

29  And  all  the  people  that 
heard  Atm,  and  the  publicans, 
justified  God,  being  baptized 
with  the  baptism  of  John. 

30  But  the  Pharisees  and 
lawyers  rejected  the  counsel 
of  God  against  themselves,  be- 
ing not  baptized  of  him. 

31  IT  And  the  Lord  said, 
Whereunto  then  shall  I  liken 
the  men  of  this  generation  ? 
and  to  what  are  they  like  ? 

32  They  are  like  unto  chil- 
dren  sitting  in  the  marketplace, 
and  calling  one  to  another,  and 
saying.  We  have  piped  unto 
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you,  and  ye  have  not  danced ; 
we  have  mourned  to  you,  and 
ye  have  not  wept. 

33  For  John  the  Baptist  came 
neither  eating  bread  nor  drink- 
ing  wine ;  and  ye  say,  He  hath 
a  devil. 

34  The  Son  of  man  is  come 
eating  and  drinking;  and  ye 
say,  Behold  a  gluttonous  man, 
and  a  winebibber,  a  friend  of 
publicans  and  sinners ! 

35  But  wisdom  is  justified  of 
all  her  children. 

36  IT  And  one  of  the  Phari- 
sees desired  him  that  he  would 
eat  with  him.  And  he  went 
into  the  Pharisee's  house,  and 
sat  down  to  meat. 

37  And,  behold,  a  woman  in 
the  city,  which  was  a  sinner, 
when  she  knew  that  Jestcs  sat 
at  meat  in  the  Pharisee's  house, 
brought  an  alabaster  box  of 
ointment, 

38  And  stood  at  his  feet  be- 
hind him  weeping,  and  began 
to  wash  his  feet  with  tears, 
and  did  wipe  them  with  the 
hairs  of  her  head,  and  kissed 
his  feet,  and  anointed  them 
with  the  ointment. 

39  Now  \  when  the  Pharisee 
which  had  bidden  him  saw  tY, 
he  spake  within  himself,  say- 
ing, This  man,  if  he  were  a  pro- 
phet, would  have  known  who 
and  what  manner  of  woman 
this  is  that  toucheth  him ;  for 
she  is  a  sinner. 

40  And  Jesus  answ;ering  said 
unto  him,  Simon,  I  have  some- 
what to  say  unto  thee.  And 
he  saith,  Master,  say  on. 
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41  There  was  a  certain  cre- 
ditor which  had  two  debtors : 
the  one  owed  five  hundred 
pence,  and  the  other  fifty. 

42  And  when  they  had  noth- 
ing to  pay,  he  frankly  forgave 
them  both.  Tell  me  therefore, 
which  of  them  will  love  him 
most? 

43  Simon  answered  and  said, 
I  suppose  that  Ae,  to  whom  he 
forgave  most.  And  he  said  un- 
to him,  Thou  hast  rightly 
judged. 

44  And  he  turned  to  the  wo- 
man, and  said  unto  Simon, 
Seest  thou  this  woman  ?  I  en- 
tered into  thine  house,  thou 
gavest  me  no  water  for  my 
feet:  but  she  hath  washed  my 
feet  with  tears,  and  wiped  them 
with  the  hairs  of  her  head. 

45  Thou  gavest  me  no  kiss : 
but  this  woman,  since  the  time 
I  came  in,  hath  not  ceased  to 
kiss  my  feet. 

46  My  head  with  oil  thou 
didst  not  anoint :  but  this  wo- 
man hath  anointed  my  feet 
with  ointment. 

47  Wherefore  I  say  unto  thee, 
Her  sins,  which  are  many,  are 
forgiven ;  for  she  loved  much : 
but  to  whom  little  is  forgiven, 
the  same  loveth  little. 

48  And  he  said  unto  her,  Thy 
sins  are  forgiven. 

49  And  they  that  sat  at  meat 
with  him  began  to  say  within 
themselves.  Who  is  this  that 
forgiveth  sins  also  ? 

50  And  he  said  to  the  woman, 
Thy  faith  hath  saved  thee ;  go 
in  peace. 
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CHAPTER  VIII. 

I  Women  minitter  vtUo  ChrUt  of  their  tub- 
wUme^  4  Chritif  after  he  had  premehedfrcm 
place  to  vlaee,  attended  with  hie  apoeUes^pro- 
pcundetk  the  parable  of  the  eower,  16  and  of 
the  oandU  ;  2 1  dedareth  vho  are  hU  mother, 
and  brethren;  22  in  eromng  the  lake,  he  re- 
bukeththewnde;  2Q  eaateth  out  the  legion  of 
demie  ;  88  Ihey  enter  into  the  herd  of  awine  ; 
31  he  is  rejected  of  the  Gadarenee;  48  heal- 
etk  the  woman  of  her  bloody  ieeue;  49  and 
raisethfrom  death  Jairai  daughter, 

AND  it  came  to  pass  after- 
.  ward,  that  he  went 
throughout  every  city  and  vil- 
lage,  preaching  and  shewing 
the  glad  tidings  of  the  king- 
dom of  God :  and  the  twelve 
were  with  him, 

2  And  certam  women,  which 
had  been  healed  of  evil  spirits 
and  infirmities,  Mary  called 
Magdalene,  out  of  whom  went 
seven  devils, 

3  And  Joanna  the  wife  of 
Chuza  Herod's  steward,  and 
Susanna,  and  many  others, 
which  ministered  imto  him  of 
their  substance. 

4  IF  And  when  much  people 
were  gathered  together,  and 
were  come  to  him  out  of  every 
city,  he  spake  by  a  parable : 

5  A  sower  went  out  to  sow 
his  seed:  and  as  he  sowed, 
some  fell  by  the  way  side ;  and 
it  was  trodden  down,  and  the 
fowls  of  the  air  devoured  it. 

6  And  some  fell  upon  a  rock ; 
and  as  soon  as  it  was  sprung 
up,  it  withered  away,  because 
it  lacked  moisture. 

7  And  some  fell  among  thorns ; 
and  the  thorns  sprang  up  with 
it,  and  choked  it. 

8  And  other  fell  on  good 
ground,  and  sprang  up,  and 


bare  fruit  a  hundredfold.  And 
when  he  had  said  these  things, 
he  cried,  He  that  hath  ears  to 
hear,  let  him  hear. 

9  And  his  disciples  asked 
him,  saying.  What  might  this 
parable  be  ? 

10  And  he  said.  Unto  you  it 
is  given  to  know  the  mysteries 
of  the  kingdom  of  God:  but  to 
others  in  parables;  that  seeing 
they  might  not  see,  and  hear- 
ing they  might  not  imderstand. 

11  Now  the  parable  is  this: 
The  seed  is  the  word  of  God. 

12  Those  by  the  way  side  are 
they  that  hear;  then  cometh 
the  devil,  and  taketh  away  the 
word  out  of  their  hearts,  lest 
they  should  believe  and  be 
saved. 

13  They  on  the  rock  are  they^ 
which,  when  they  hear,  receive 
the  word  with  joy ;  and  these 
have  no  root,  which  for  a  while 
believe,  and  in  time  of  tempta- 
tion fall  away. 

14  And  that  which  fell  among 
thorns  are  they,  which,  when 
they  have  heard,  go  forth,  and 
are  choked  with  cares  and  riches 
and  pleasures  of  this  life,  and 
bring  no  fruit  to  perfection. 

15  Butthat on  the  good  groimd 
are  they,  which  in  an  honest 
and  good  heart,  having  heard 
the  word,  keep  if,  and  bring 
forth  fruit  with  patience. 

16  IT  No  man,  when  he  hath 
lighted  a  candle,  covereth  it 
with  a  vessel,  or  putteth  it  un- 
der a  bed ;  but  setteth  it  on  a 
candlestick,  that  they  which 
enter  in  may  see  the  light. 
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17  For  nothing  is  secret,  that 
shall  not  be  made  manifest; 
neither  any  thing  hid,  that 
shall  not  be  known  and  come 
abroad. 

18  Take  heed  therefore  how 
ye  hear:  for  whosoever  hath, 
to  him  shall  be  given;  and 
whosoever  hath  not,  jfrom  him 
shall  be  taken  even  that  which 
he  seemeth  to  have. 

19  IF  Then  came  to  him  his 
mother  and  his  brethren,  and 
could  not  come  at  him  for  the 
press. 

20  And  it  wm  told  him  by 
certain  which  said.  Thy  mo- 
ther  and  thy  brethren  stand 
without,  desiring  to  see  thee. 

21  And  he  answered  and  said 
unto  them,  My  mother  and  my 
brethren  are  these  which  hear 
the  word  of  God,  and  do  it. 

22  ^  Now  it  came  to  pass  on 
a  certain  day,  that  he  went 
into  a  ship  with  his  disciples: 
and  he  said  imto  them,  Let  us 
go  over  unto  the  other  side  of 
^e  lake.  And  they  launched 
forth. 

23  But  as  they  sailed,  he  fell 
asleep :  and  there  came  down 
a  storm  of  wind  on  the  lake ; 
and  they  were  filled  tvith  wa- 
ter^ and  were  in  jeopardy. 

24  And  they  came  to  him, 
and  awoke  him,  saying,  Mas- 
ter, Master,  we  perish.  Then 
he  arose,  and  rebuked  the  wind 
and  the  raging  of  the  water : 
and  they  ceased,  and  there 
was  a  calm. 

25  And  he  said  unto  them, 
Where  is  your  faith?    And 

118 


they  being  afraid  wondered, 
saying  one  to  another.  What 
manner  of  man  is  this !  for  he 
commandeth  even  the  winds 
and  water,  and  they  obey  him. 

26  IT  And  they  arrived  at 
the  country  of  the  Gadarenes, 
which  is  over  against  Galilee. 

27  And  when  he  went  forth 
to  land,  there  met  him  out  of 
the  city  a  certain  man,  which 
had  devils  long  time,  and  ware 
no  clothes,  neither  abode  in  any 
house,  but  in  the  tombs. 

28  When  he  saw  Jesus,  he 
cried  out,  and  fell  down  before 
him,  and  with  a  loud  voice 
said,  What  have  I  to  do  with 
thee,  Jesus,  thou  Son  of  God 
most  high?  I  beseech  thee, 
torment  me  not. 

29  For  he  had  commanded 
the  unclean  spirit  to  come  out 
of  the  man.  For  oftentimes  it 
had  caught  him :  and  he  was 
kept  bound  with  chains  and  in 
fetters ;  and  he  brake  the  bands, 
and  was  driven  of  the  devil  in- 
to the  wilderness. 

30  And  Jesus  asked  him, 
saying.  What  is  tiiy  name? 
And  he  said.  Legion :  because 
many  devils  were  entered  into 
him. 

31  And  they  besought  'him 
that  he  would  not  command 
them  to  go  out  into  the  deep. 

32  And  there  was  there  a 
herd  of  many  swine  feeding  on 
the  mountain:  and  they  be- 
sought him  that  he  would  suf- 
fer them  to  enter  into  them. 
And  he  suflFered  them. 

33  Then  went  the  devils  out 
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of  the  niaai,  and  entered  into 
the  swine:  and  the  herd  ran 
violently  down  a  steep  place 
into  the  lake,  and  were  cho- 
ked. 

34  When  they  that  fed  them 
saw  what  was  done,  they  fled, 
and  went  and  told  it  in  the  city 
and  in  the  country. 

35  Then  they  went  out  to  see 
what  was  done ;  and  came  to 
Jesus,  aoid  found  the  man,  out 
of  whom  the  devils  were  de- 
parted, sitting  at  the  feet  of 
Jesus,  clothed,  and  in  his  right 
mind :  and  they  w^e  afraid. 

36  They  also  which  saw  it 
told  them  hy  what  means  he 
that  was  possessed  of  the  de- 
vils was  healed. 

37  1[  Then  the  whole  multi- 
tude  of  the  country  of  the 
Cradarenes  round  about  be- 
sought him  to  depart  from 
them;  for  they  were  taken 
with  great  fear :  and  he  went 
up  into  the  ship,  and  returned 
back  again. 

38  Now  the  man,  out  of  whom 
the  devils  were  departed,  be- 
sought him  that  he  might  be 
with  him :  but  Jesus  sent  him 
away,  saying, 

39  Retium  to  thine  own  house, 
and  shew  how  great  things 
God  hath  done  unto  thee.  And 
he  went  his  way,  and  publish- 
ed throughout  the  whole  city 
how  great  things  Jesus  had 
done  unto  him. 

40  And  it  came  to  pass,  that, 
when  J^nis  was  returned,  the 
people  gladly  received  him ;  for 
they  were  all  waiting  for  him. 


41  1[  And,  behold,  there  came 
a  man  named  Jairus,  and  he 
was  a  ruler  of  the  synagogue ; 
and  he  fell  down  at  Jesus'  feet, 
and  besought  him  that  he 
would  come  into  his  house : 

42  F(Kr  he  had  one  only 
daughter,  about  twelve  years 

*  of  age,  and  she  lay  a  dying. 
But  as  he  went  the  people 
thronged  him. 

43  IF  And  a  woman  having  an 
issue  of  blood  twelve  years, 
which  had  spent  all  her  living 
upon  physicians,  neither  could 
be  healed  of  any, 

44  Came  behmd  Aim,  and 
touched  the  border  of  his  gar- 
ment; and  immediately  her 
issue  of  blood  stanched. 

45  And  Jesus  said.  Who 
touched  me?  When  all  de- 
nied, Peter  and  they  that 
were  with  him  said.  Master, 
the  multitude  throng  thee  and 
press  tkee^  and  sayest  thou. 
Who  touched  me  ? 

46  And  Jesus  said,  Somebody 
hath  touched  me;  for  I  per- 
ceive that  virtue  is  gone  out 
of  me. 

47  And  when  the  woman  saw 
that  she  was  not  hid,  she  came 
trembling,  and  falling  down 
before  him,  she  declared  unto 
him  before  all  the  people  for 
what  cause  she  had  touched 
him,  and  how  she  was  healed 
immediately. 

48  And  he  said  unto  her. 
Daughter,  be  of  good  com- 
fort:  thy  faith  hath  made  thee 
whole  ;  go  in  peace. 

49  IT  While  he  yet  spake, 
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there  cometh  one  from  the 
ruler  of  the  synagogue's  house^ 
saying  to  him,  Thy  daughter  is 
dead;  trouble  not  the  Master. 

50  But  when  Jesus  heard  it, 
he  answered  him,  saying,  Fear 
not :  believe  only,  and  she  shall 
be  made  whole. 

51  And  when  he  came  into 
the  house,  he  suffered  no.  man 
to  go  in,  save  Peter,  and 
James,  and  John,  and  the  fa- 
ther and  the  mother  of  the 
maiden. 

52  And  all  wept,  and  bewail- 
ed her:  but  he  said.  Weep 
not;  she  is  not  dead,  but 
sleepeth. 

53  And  they  laughed  him  to 
scorn,  knowing  that  she  was 
dead.  / 

54  And  he  put  them  all  out, 
and  took  her  by  the  hand, 
and  called,  saying,  Maid,  arise. 

55  And  her  spirit  came  a- 
gain,  and  she  arose  straight- 
way :  and  he  commanded  to 
give  her  meat. 

56  And  her  peurents  were  as- 
tonished :  but  he  charged  them 
that  they  should  tell  no  man 
what  was  done. 

CHAPTER  IX. 

1  Chritt  sendeth  hii  apostles  to  %oorh  miracU% 
and  to  preach,  7  Herod  desireth  to  see 
Mm.  17  0hri9t  feedeth  five  thousand;  18 
inqiUreth  Vfhat  opinion  the  world  had  of 
him;  22  foretelteth  his  passion;  28  and 
proposeth  to  all  the  pattern  of  his  patience. 
28  The  transfiguration.  87  He  healeth  the 
lunatic;  48  again  forewameth  his  disciples 
of  his  passion;  4o  commendeth  hstmitUy; 
51  and  hiddeth  them  ihew  mildness  towards 
all,  without  desire  of  revenge,  67  Certain  per- 
eons  would  follow  him,  M  upon  eonditions, 

THEN  he  called  his  twelve 
disciples     together,    and 
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gave  them  power  and  authori- 
ty over  all  devils,  and  to  cure 
diseases. 

2  And  he  sent  them  to  preach 
the  kingdom  of  God,  and  to 
heal  the  sick. 

3  And  he  said  unto  them, 
Take  nothing  for  your  jour- 
ney,  neither  staves,  nor  scrip, 
neither  bread,  neither  money; 
neither  have  two  coats  apiece. 

4  And  whatsoever  house  ye 
enter  into,  there  abide,  and 
thence  depart. 

5  And  whosoever  will  not 
receive  you,  when  ye  go  out 
of  that  city,  shake  off  the  very 
dust  from  your  feet  for  a  tes- 
timony against  them. 

6  And  they  d^arted,and  went 
through  the  towns,  preaching 
the  gospel,  and  healing  every 
where. 

7  IF  Now  Herod  the  tetrarch 
heard  of  all  that  was  done  by 
him:  and  he  was  perplexed, 
because  that  it  was  said  of 
some,  that  John  was  risen 
from  the  dead ; 

8  And  of  some,  that  Eliaii 
had  appeared ;  and  of  others, 
that  one  of  the  old  prophets 
was  risen  again. 

9  And  Herod  said,  John  have 
I  beheaded;  but  who  is  this, 
of  whom  I  hear  such  things  ? 
And  he  desired  to  see  him. 

10  IF  And  the  apostles,  when 
they  were  returned,  told  him 
all  that  they  had  done.  And 
he  took  them,  and  went  aside 
privately  into  a  desert  plaice 
belonging  to  the  city  called 
Beth^ida. 


Five  thousand  fed. 
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11  And  the  people,  when 
they  knew  it,  followed  him: 
and  he  received  them,  and 
spake  unto  them  of  the  king- 
dom of  God,  and  healed  them 
that  had  need  of  healing. 

12  And  when  the  day  began 
to  wear  away,  then  came  the 
twelve,  and  said  unto  him. 
Send  the  multitude  away,  that 
they  may  go  into  the  towns 
and  country  round  about,  and 
lodge,  and  get  victuals;  for  we 
are  here  in  a  desert  place. 

13  But  he  said  unto  them. 
Give  ye  them  to  eat.  And 
they  said,  We  have  no  more 
but  five  loaves  and  two  fishes; 
except  we  should  go  and  buy 
meat  ^r  all  this  people* 

14  For  they  were  about  five 
tiiousand  men.  And  he  said 
to  his  disciples,  Make  them  sit 
down  by  fifties  in  a  company. 

15  And  they  did  so,  and  made 
them  all  sit  down. 

16  Then  he  took  the  five  loaves 
aaid  the  two  fishes,  and  looking 
up  to  heaven,  he  blessed  them, 
and  br£ike,  and  gave  to  the  dis- 
dples  to  set  before  the  multi- 
tude. 

1 7  And  they  did  eat,  and  were 
all  filled :  and  there  was  taken 
up  of  fragments  that  remained 
to  tiiem  twelve  baskets. 

18  IT  And  it  came  to  pass, 
as  he  was  alone  praying,  his 
disciples  were  with  him ;  and 
he  asked  them,  saying.  Whom 
say  the  people  that  I  am  ? 

19  They  answering  said,  John 
the  Baptist;  but  ^me  sai/,  Ell- 
as ;  and  others  saf/j  that  one 


of  the  old  prophets  is  risen 
again. 

20  He  said  unto  them.  But 
whom  say  ye  that  I  am?  Pe- 
ter answering  said,  The  Christ 
of  God. 

21  And  he  straitly  charged 
them,  and  commanded  them 
to  tell  no  man  that  thing; 

22  Saying,  The  Son  of  man 
must  suffer  many  things,  and 
be  rejected  of  the  elders  and 
chief  priests  and  scribes,  and 
be  slain,  and  be  raised  the 
third  day. 

23  ^  And  he  said  to  them 
all,  If  any  man  will  come  after 
me,  let  him  deny  himself,  and 
take  up  his  cross  daily,  and  fol- 
low me. 

24  For  whosoever  will  save 
his  life  shall  lose  it:  but  who- 
soever will  lose  his  life  for  my 
sake,  the  same  shall  save  it. 

25  For  what  is  a  man  advan- 
taged, if  he  gairf  the  whole 
world,  and  lose  himself,  or  be 
cast  away? 

26  For  whosoever  shall  be 
ashamed  of  me  and  of  my 
words,  of  him  shall  the  Son  of 
man  be  ashamed,  when  he 
shall  come  in  his  own  glory, 
and  in  his  Father's,  and  of  the 
holy  angels. 

27  But  I  tell  you  of  a  truth, 
there  be  some  standing  here, 
which  shall  not  taste  of  death, 
till  they  see  the  kingdom  of  God. 

28  IT  And  it  came  to  pass 
about  an  eight  days  after  these 
sayings,  he  took  Peter  and 
John  and  James,  and  went  up 
into  a  mountain  to  pray. 
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29  And  as  he  prayed,  the  fa- 
shion  of  his  countenance  was 
altered,  and  his  raiment  was 
white  and  glistering. 

30  And,  behold,  there  talked 
with  him  two  men,  which 
were  Moses  and  Elias : 

31  Who  appeared  in  glory, 
and  spake  of  his  decease  which 
he  should  accomplish  at  Jeru- 
salem. 

32  But  Peter  and  they  that 
were  with  him  were  heavy 
with  sleep:  and  when  they 
were  awake,  they  saw  his 
glory,  and  the  two  men  that 
stood  with  him. 

33  And  it  came  to  pass,  as 
they  departed  from  him,  Peter 
said  unto  Jesus,  Master,  it  is 
good  for  us  to  he  here:  and  let 
us  make  three  tabernacles ;  one 
for  thee,  and  one  for  Moses,  and 
one  for  Elias:  not  knowing 
what  he  said. 

34  While  he  thus  spake,  there 
came  a  cloud,  and  overshadow- 
ed them :  and  they  feared  as 
they  entered  into  the  cloud. 

3d  And  there  came  a  voice 
out  of  the  cloud,  saying,  This 
is  my  beloved  Son :  hear  him. 

36  And  when  the  voice  was 
past,  Jesus  was  found  alone. 
And  they  kept  it  close,  and 
told  no  man  in  those  days  any 
of  those  things  which  they  had 
seen. 

37  IT  And  it  came  to  pass, 
that  on  the  next  day,  when 
they  were  come  down  from 
the  hill,  much  people  met  him. 

38  And,  behold,  a  man  of 
the  company  cried  out,  saying, 
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Master,  I  beseech  thee,  look 
upon  my  son ;  for  he  is  mine 
only  child. 

39  And,  lo,  a  spirit  taketh 
him,  and  he  suddenly  crieth 
out;  and  it  te^eth  him  that  he 
foameth  again,  and  bruising 
him,  hardly  departeth  from 
him« 

40  And  I  besought  thy  dis- 
ciples to  cast  him  out;  and 
they  could  not. 

41  And  Jesus  answering  said, 
O  faithless  and  perverse  gene- 
ration, how  long  shall  I  be 
with  you,  and  suflfer  you? 
Bring  thy  son  hither. 

42  And  as  he  was  yet  a  com- 
ing, the  devil  threw  him  down, 
and  tare  him.  And  Je^us  re* 
buked  the  unclean  spirit,  and 
healed  the  child,  and  delivered 
him  again  to  his  father. 

43  ^  And  they  were  all  amazed 
at  the  mighty  power  of  God* 
But  while  they  wondered  every 
one  at  all  things  which  Jesus 
did,  he  said  unto  his  disciples, 

44  Let  these  sayings  sink 
down  into  your  ears :  for  th^ 
Son  of  man  shall  be  delivered 
into  the  hands  of  men. 

46  But  they  understood  not 
this  saying,  and  it  was  hid 
from  them,  that  they  perceived 
it  not:  and  they  feared  to  ask 
him  of  that  saying. 

46  ^  Then  there  arose  a  rea^ 
soning  among  them,  which  of 
them  should  be  greatest. 

47  And  Jesus,  perceiving  the 
thought  of  their  heart,  took  a 
child,  and  set  him  by  him, 

48  And  said  unto  them,  Who* 
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soever  shall  receive  this  child 
in  my  name  receiveth  me ;  and 
whosoever  shall  receive  me,  re- 
oeiveth  him  that  sent  me :  for 
he  that  is  least  among  you  all, 
the  same  shall  he  great. 

49  ^  And  John  answered  and 
said,  Master^  we  saw  one  cast- 
ing out  devils  in  thy  name; 
and  we  forhade  him,  hecause 
he  foUoweth  not  with  us. 

50  And  Jesus  said  unto  him, 
Forhid  him  not :  for  he  that  is 
not  against  ufi  is  for  us. 

51  ^  And  it  came  to  pass, 
when  the  time  was  come  that 
he  should  he  received  up,  he 
steadfastly  set  his  face  to  go 
to  Jerusalem, 

52  And  sent  messengers  he- 
fore  his  face :  and  they  went, 
and  entered  into  a  village  of 
the  Samaritans,  to  make  ready 
for  him. 

53  And  they  did  not  receive 
him,  hecause  his  face  was  as 
though  he  would  go  to  Jerusa- 
lem. 

54  And  when  his  disciples 
James  and  John  saw  this,  tiiey 
said,  Lordy  wilt  thou  that  we 
command  fire  to  come  down 
from  heaven^  and  consume 
them,  even  as  Elias  did  ? 

55  But  he  turned,  and  rehuk- 
ed  them,  and  said,  Ye  know 
not  what  manner  of  spirit  ye 
are  of. 

56  For  the  Son  of  man  is  not 
come  to  destroy  men's  lives, 
hut  to  save  them.  And  they 
went  to  another  village. 

57  %  And  it  came  to  pass, 
that^  as  they  went  in  the  way, 


a  certain  man  said  unto  him, 
Lord,  I  will  follow  thee  whi- 
thersoever  thou  goest. 

58  And  Jesus  said  unto  him, 
Foxes  have  holes,  and  hirds  of 
the  sir  have  nests;  hut  the  Son 
of  man  hath  not  where  to  lay 
his  head. 

59  And  he  said  unto  another, 
Follow  me.  But  he  said.  Lord, 
suflFer  me  first  to  go  and  hury 
my  father. 

60  Jesus  said  unto  him,  Let 
the  dead  hury  their  dead ;  hut 
go  thou  and  preach  the  king- 
dom of  God. 

61  And  another  also  said, 
Lord,  I  will  follow  thee ;  hut 
let  me  first  go  hid  them  fare- 
well, which  are  at  home  at  my 
house. 

62  And  Jesus  said  unto  him, 
No  man,  having  put  his  hand 
to  the  plough,  and  looking 
hack,  is  fit  for  the  kingdom  of 
God. 

CHAPTER  X. 

1  Chrisi  sendeth  out  at  cnee  seventy  difeipie^ 
to  work  miraelesy  and  to  preach  ;  17  arnno- 
nisheth  them  to  be  htanMe,  and  vherein  to 
T^oUe;  21  thanketh  hii  Father  for  hi$ 
grace;  28  magnifieth  the  happy  estate  of  his 
churdi;  25  teacheth  the  lawyer  how  to  at- 
tain eternal  life,  and  to  take  every  one  for 
his  neighbour  that  needeth  his  mercy;  41 
afid  reprehendeth  Martha,  and  comnumdeth 
Mary  her  meter.* 

AFTER  these  things  the 
Lord  appointed  other  se- 
venty also,  and  sent  them  two 
and  two  hefore  his  face  into 
every  city  and  place,  whither 
he  himself  would  come. 

2  Therefore  said  he  unto  them, 

The  harvest  truly  is  great,  hut 

the  lahourers  are  few :  pray  ye 

therefore  the  Lord  of  l^e  har- 
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vest,  that  he  would  send  forth 
labourers  into  his  harvest. 

3  Go  your  ways:  behold,  I 
send  you  forth  as  lambs  among 
wolves. 

4  Carry  neither  purse,  nor 
sorip,  nor  shoes ;  and  salute  no 
man  by  the  way. 

5  And  into  whatsoever  house 
ye  enter,  first  say,  Peace  be  to 
this  house. 

6  And  if  the  son  of  peaoe  be 
there,  your  peace  shall  rest  up- 
on it :  if  not,  it  shall  turn  to 
you  again. 

7  And  in  the  same  house  re- 
main, eating  and  drinking  such 
things  as  they  give :  for  the  la- 
bourer is  worthy  of  his  hire. 
Go  not  from  house  to  house. 

8  And  into  whatsoever  city 
ye  enter,  and  they  receive  you, 
eat  such  things  as  are  set  be- 
fore you : 

9  And  heal  the  sick  that  are 
therein,  and  say  unto  them, 
The  kingdom  of  God  is  come 
nigh  unto  you. 

10  But  into  whatsoever  city 
ye  enter,  and  they  receive  you 
not,  go  your  ways  out  into  the 
streets  of  the  same,  and  say, 

11  Even  the  very  dust  of 
your  city,  which  deaveth  on 
us,  we  do  wipe  off  against  you  : 
notwithstanding,  be  ye  sure  of 
this,  that  the  kmgdom  of  God 
is  come  nigh  unto  you. 

12  But  I  say  unto  you,  that  it 
shall  be  more  tolerable  in  that 
day  fon  Sodom,  than  for  that 
city. 

13  Woe  unto  thee,  Chorazin! 
woe  unto  thee,  Bethsaida!  for 
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if  the  mighty  works  had  been 
done  in  Tyre  and  Sidon,  which 
have  been  done  in  you,  they 
had  a  great  while  ago  repent- 
ed, sitting  in  sackcloth  and 
ashes. 

14  But  it  shall  be  more  tole- 
rable for  Tyre  and  Sidon  at 
the  judgment,  than  for  you. 

15  And  thou,  Capernaum, 
which  art  exalted  to  heaven, 
shalt  be  thrust  down  to  hell. 

16  He  that  heareth  you  hear- 
eth  me;  and  he  that  despiseth 
you  despiseth  me ;  and  he  that 
despiseth  me  despiseth  him 
that  sent  me. 

17  IF  And  the  seventy  retum- 
ed  again  with  joy,  saying,  Lord, 
even  the  devils  are  subject  un- 
to us  through  thy  name. 

18  And  he  said  unto  them,  I 
beheld  Satan  as  lightning  fall 
from  heaven. 

19  Behold,  I  give  unto  you 
power  to  tread  on  serpents  and 
scorpions,  and  over  all  the 
power  of  the  enemy ;  and  no- 
thing shall  by  any  means  hurt 
you. 

20  Notwithstanding,  in  this 
rejoice  not,  that  the  spirits  are 
subject  unto  you;  but  rather 
rejoice,  because  your  names 
are  written  in  heaven. 

21  IT  In  that  hour  Jesus  re- 
joiced in  spirit,  and  said,  I 
thank  thee,  O  Father,  Lord  ol 
heaven  and  earth,  that  thou 
hast  hid  these  things  from  the 
wise  and  prudent,  and  hast 
revealed  them  unto  babes: 
even  so.  Father;  for  so  it 
seemed  good  in  thy  sight. 
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22  All  things  are  delirered 
to  me  of  my  Father :  and  no 
man  knoweth  who  the  Son  is, 
but  the  Father ;  and  who  the 
Father  is,  but  the  Son,  and  he 
to  whom  the  Son  will  reveal 
him. 

23  IT  And  he  turned  him  un- 
to his  disciples,  and  said  pri- 
vately. Blessed  are  the  eyes 
which  see  the  things  that  ye 
see: 

24  For  I  tell  you,  that  many 
prophets  and  kings  have  de- 
sired to  see  those  things  which 
ye  see,  and  have  not  seen 
them;  .and  to  hear  those  things 
which  ye  hear,  and  have  not 
heard  ttiem. 

25  IF  And,  behold,  a  certain 
lawyer  stood  up,  and  tempted 
him,  saying,  Master,  what  shall 
I  do  to  inherit  eternal  life  ? 

26  He  said  unto  him.  What  is 
written  in  the  law  ?  howread- 
est  thou  ? 

27  And  he  answering  said. 
Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy 
God  with  all  thy  heart,  and 
with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all 
thy  strength,  and  with  all  thy 
mind;  and  thy  neighbour  as 
thjrself. 

28  And  he  said  unto  him. 
Thou  hast  answered  right: 
this  do,  and  t];LOU  shalt  live. 

29  But  he,  willing  to  justify 
himself,  said  unto  Jesus,  And 
who  is  my  neighbour  ? 

30  And  Jesus  answering  said, 
A  certain  man  went  down  from 
Jerusalem  to  Jericho,  and  fell 
among  thieves,  which  stripped 
him  of  his  raiment,  and  wound- 


ed him^  and  departed,  leaving 
him,  half  dead. 

31  And  by  chance  there  came 
down  a  certain  priest  that  way ; 
and  when  he  saw  him,  he  pass- 
ed by  on  the  other  side. 

32  And  likewise  a  Levite, 
when  he  was  at  the  place,  came 
and  looked  on  him^  and  passed 
by  on  the  other  side. 

33  But  a  certain  Samaritan, 
as  he  journeyed,  came  where 
he  was ;  and  when  he  saw  him, 
he  had  compassion  on  him^ 

34  And  went  to  him^  and 
bound  up  his  wounds,  pouring 
in  oil  and  wine,  and  set  him 
on  his  own  beast,  and  brought 
him  to  an  inn,  and  took  care 
of  him. 

35  And  on  the  morrow  when 
he  departed,  he  took  out  two 
pence,  and  gave  them  to  the 
host,  and  said  unto  him.  Take 
care  of  him :  and  whatsoever 
thou  spendest  more,  when  I 
come  again,  I  will  repay  thee. 

36  Which  now  of  these  three, 
thinkest  thou,  was  neighbour 
unto  him  that  fell  among  the 
thieves  ? 

37  And  he  said.  He  that  shew- 
ed  mercy  on  him.  Then  said 
Jesus  unto  him,  Go,  and  do 
thou  likewise. 

38  IT  Now  it  came  to  pass,  as 
they  went,  that  he  entered  into 
a  certain  village :  and  a  certain 
woman  named  Martha  received 
him  into  her  house. 

39  And  she  had  a  sister  called 
Mary,  which  also  sat  at  Jesus' 
feet,  and  heard  his  word. 

40  But  Martha  was  cumbered 
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about  much  serving,  and  came 
to  him,  and  said,  Lord,  dost  thou 
not  care  that  my  sister  hath  left 
me  to  serve  alone  ?  bid  her  there- 
fore  that  she  help  me. 

41  And  Jesus  answered  and 
said  unto  her,  Martha,  Martha, 
thou  art  careful  and  troubled 
about  many  things : 

42  But  one  thing  is  neediVd; 
and  Mary  hath  chosen  that 
good  part,  which  shall  not  be 
taken  away  from  her. 

CHAPTER  XI. 

1  Ohritt  Uaeheth  hit  diteipUt  to  pray;  11  oj- 
$uring  them  that  Ood  will  give  the  Holy 
Spirit  to  them  that  atk  him,  14  He  easteth 
out  a  devU,  and  rebuketh  the  bl<uphetnout 
Fhariaees;  29  preaeheth  to  the  people; 
87  and  reprehendeth  the  outward  thea  of 
holineu  in  the  Pharisees,  scribes^  and  law- 

AND  it  came  to  pass,  that, 
as  he  was  praying  in  a 
certain  place,  when  he  ceased, 
one  of  his  disciples  said  unto 
him,  Lord,  teach  us  to  iw^y, 
as  John  also  taught  his  dis- 
ciples. 

2  And  he  said  unto  them, 
When  ye  pray,  say.  Our  Father 
which  art  in  heaven,  Hallowed 
be  thy  name.  Thy  kingdom 
come.  Thy  will  be  done,  as 
in  heaven,  so  in  earth. 

3  Give  us  day  by  day  our 
daily  bread. 

4  And  forgive  us  our  sins; 
for  we  also  forgive  every  one 
that  is  indebted  to  us.  And 
lead  us  not  into  temptation; 
but  deliver  us  from  evil. 

5  And  he  said  unto  them, 
Which  of  you  shall  have  a 
friend,  and  shall  go  unto  him 
fX  midnight,   and   say   unto 
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him,  Friend,   lend  me  three 
loaves ; 

6  For  a  friend  of  mine  in  his 
journey  is  come  to  me,  and 
I  have  nothing  to  set  before 
him: 

7  And  he  from  within  shall 
answer  and  say,  Trouble  me 
not:  the  door  is  now  shut,  and 
my  children  are  with  me  in 
bed;  I  cannot  rise  and  give 
thee? 

8  I  say  unto  you.  Though  he 
will  not  rise  and  give  him,  be- 
cause he  is  his  firiend,  yet  be- 
cause of  his  importunity  he 
will  rise  and  give  him  as  many 
as  he  needeth. 

9  And  I  say  unto  you,  Ask, 
and  it  shall  be  given  you; 
seek,  and  ye  shall  find ;  knock, 
and  it  shall  be  opened  unto 
you. 

10  For  every  one  that  asketh 
receiveth;  and  he  that  seek- 
eth  findeth;  and  to  him  that 
knocketh  it  shall  be  opened. 

11  If  a  son  shall  ask  bread 
of  any  of  you  that  is  a  father, 
will  he  give  him  a  stone  ?  or 
if  he  ash  a  fish,  will  he  for  a 
fish  give  him  a  serpent  ? 

12  Or  if  he  ^all  ask  an  egg, 
will  he  oflfer  him  a  scorpion  ? 

13  If  ye  then,  being  evil, 
know  how  to  give  gocS  gifts 
unto  your  children;  how  much 
more  shall  your  heavenly  Fa- 
ther give  the  Holy  Spirit  to 
them  that  ask  him? 

14  IT  And  he  was  casting  out 
a  devil,  and  it  was  dumb.  And 
it  came  to  pass,  when  the  de- 
vil was  gone  out,  the  dumb 
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spake;   and  the  people  won- 
dered. 

15  But  some  of  them  said, 
He  casteth  out  devils  through 
Beelzebub  the  chief  of  the  de- 
vils. 

16  And  others,  tempting  him^ 
sought  of  him  a  sign  from  hea- 
ven. 

17  But  he,  knowing  their 
thoughts,  said  unto  them.  Ev- 
ery kingdom  divided  against 
itself  is  brought  to  desolaticm; 
and  a  house  divided  against  a 
house  falleth. 

18  If  Satan  also  be  divided 
against  himself,  how  shall  his 
kmgdom  stand?  because  ye 
say  that  I  cast  out  devils 
through  Beelzebub. 

19  And  if  I  by  Beelzebub 
cast  out  devils,  by  whom  do 
your  sons  cast  them  out  ?  there- 
fore  shall  they  be  your  judges. 

20  But  if  I  with  the  finger  of 
God  cast  out  devils,  no  doubt 
the  kingdom  of  God  is  come 
upon  you. 

21  When  a  strong  man  arm- 
ed keepeth  his  palace,  his  goods 
are  in  peace : 

22  But  when  a  stronger  than 
he  shall  come  upon  Mm,  and 
overcome  him,  he  taketh  from 
him  all  his  armour  wherein  he 
trusted,  and  divideth  his  spoils. 

23  He  that  is  not  with  me 
is  against  me;  and  he  that 
gathereth  not  with  me  scat- 
tereth. 

24  When  the  imclean  spirit 
is  gone  out  of  a  man,  he  walk- 
eth  through  dry  places,  seek- 
ing rest ;  and  finding  none,  he 


saith,  I  will  return  unto  my 
house  whence  I  came  out. 

25  And  when  he  cometh,  he 
findeth  it  swept  and  garnish- 
ed. 

26  Then  goeth  he,  and  tak- 
eth to  him  seven  other  spirits 
more  wicked  than  himself;  and 
they  enter  in,  and  dwell  there : 
and  the  last  state  of  that  man 
is  worse  than  the  first. 

27  IT  And  it  came  to  pass, 
as  he  spake  these  things,  a  cer- 
tain woman  of  the  company 
lifted  up  her  voice,  and  said 
unto  him,  Blessed  is  the  womb 
that  bare  thee,  and  the  paps 
which  thou  hast  sucked. 

28  But  he  said,  Yea,  rather, 
blessed  are  they  that  hear  the 
word  of  God,  and  keep  it. 

29  H  And  when  the  people 
were  gathered  thick  together, 
he  began  to  say,  This  is  an 
evil  generation:  they  seek  a 
sign ;  and  there  shall  no  sign 
be  given  it,  but  the  sign  of  Jo- 
nas  the  prophet. 

30  For  as  Jonas  was  a  sign 
unto  the  Ninevites,  so  shall 
also  the  Son  of  man  be  to  this 
generation. 

31  The  queen  of  the  south 
shall  rise  up  in  the  judgment 
with  the  men  of  this  genera- 
tion, and  condemn  them;  for 
shf  came  from  the  utmost 
parts  of  the  earth  to  hear  the 
wisdom  of  Solomon ;  and,  be- 
hold, a  greater  than  Solomon 
is  here. 

32  The  men  of  Nineveh  shall 
rise  up  in  the  judgment  with 
this  generation,  and  shall  con- 
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demn  it :  for  they  repented  at 
the  preaching  of  Jonas ;  and, 
behold,  a  greater  than  Jonas 
is  here. 

33  No  man,  when  he  hath 
lighted  a  candle,  putteth  it  in 
a  secret  jlace,  neither  under  a 
bushel,  but  on  a  candlestick, 
that  they  which  come  in  may^ 
see  the  Ught. 

.34  The  light  of  the  body  is 
the  eye :  therefore  when  thine 
eye  is  single,  thy  whole  body 
also  is  full  of  light;  but  when 
thine  eye  is  evil,  thy  body  also 
15  full  of  darkness. 
.35  Take  heed  therefore,  that 
the  light  which  is  in  thee  be 
not  darkness. 

36  If  thy  whole  body  there- 
fore be  full  of  light,  having  no 
part  dark,  the  whole  shall  be 
full  of  light,  as  when  the  bright 
shining  of  a  candle  doth  give 
thee  light. 

37  ^  And  as  he  spake,  a  cer- 
tain Pharisee  besought  him  to 
dine  with  him ;  and  he  went 
in,  and  sat  down  to  meat. 

38  And  when  the  Pharisee 
saw  it^  he  marvelled  that  he 
had  not  first  washed  before 
dinner. 

39  And  the  Lord  said  unto 
him.  Now  do  ye  Pharisees 
make  clean  the  outside  of  the 
cup  and  the  platter ;  but  y/)ur 
inward  part  is  full  of  ravening 
and  wickedness. 

40  Ye  fools,  did  not  he,  that 
made  that  which  is  without, 
make  that  which  is  within 
also? 

41  But  rather  give  alms  of 
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such  things  as  ye  have ;  and, 
behold,  all  things  are  clean 
unto  you. 

42  6ut  woe  unto  you,  Phari- 
sees! for  ye  tithe  mint  and 
rue  and  all  manner  of  herbs, 
and  pass  over  judgment  and 
the  love  of  God :  ttiese  ought 
ye  to  have  done,  and  not  to 
leave  the  other  undone. 

43  Woe  unto  you,  Pharisees ! 
for  ye  love  the  uppermost  seats 
in  the  synagogues,  and  greet- 
ings in  the  markets. 

44  Woe  unto  you,  scribes 
and  Pharisees,  hypocrites  !  for 
ye  are  as  graves  *which  ap- 
pear not,  and  the  men  that 
walk  over  them  are  not  aware 
of  them. 

45  IT  Then  answered  one  of 
the  lawyers,  and  said  unto 
him.  Master,  thus  saying  thou 
reproachest  us  also. 

46  And  he  said,  Woe  unto 
you  also,  ye  lawyers!  for  ye 
lade  men  with  burdens  griev- 
ous to  be  borne,  and  ye  your- 
selves  touch  not  the  burdens 
with  one  of  your  fingers. 

47  Woe  unto  you!  for  ve 
build  the  sepulchres  of  tne 
prophets,  and  your  fathers  kill- 
ed  them. 

48  Truly  ye  bear  witness 
that  ye  allow  the  deeds  of 
your  fathers :  for  they  indeed 
killed  them,  and  ye  build  their 
sepulchres. 

49  Therefore  also  said  the 
wisdom  of  God,  I  will  send 
them  prophets  and  apostles, 
and  some  of  them  they  shall 
slay  and  persecute : 


Of  hypocrisy. 


CHAPTER  XII.         Of  confessing  Chnst. 


60  That  the  blood  of  all  the 
prophets,  which  was  shed  from 
the  foundation  of  the*world, 
may  be  required  of  this  gene- 
ration ; 

61  From  the  blood  of  Abel 
unto  the  blood  of  Zacharias, 
which  perished  between  the 
altar  and  the  temple:  verily 
I  say  unto  you,  It  shall  be 
required  of  this  generation. 

52  Woe  unto  you,  lawyers ! 
for  ye  have  taken  away  the 
key  of  knowledge :  ye  entered 
not  in  yourselves,  and  them 
that  were  entering  in  ye  hin- 
dered. 

53  And  as  he  said  these 
things  unto  them,  the  scribes 
and  the  Pharisees  began  to 
urge  him  vehemently,  and  to 
provoke  him  to  speak  of  many 
things: 

54  Laying  wait  for  him,  and 
seeking  to  catch  something 
out  of  his  mouth,  that  they 
might  accuse  him. 

CHAPTER  XII.

.  mek  the  kingdom  of  God,  88  aive  alms,  36 
be  ready  to  open  to  our  Lord  when  he  ( 
and  knocketh.    41  Christ's  ministers  are  to 


see  to  their  cJiarge,  49  and  look  for  persecu- 
tion, 64  The  people  must  discern  the  signs 
of  the  times,  and  give  diligence  to  secure 
their  tahation^ 

IN  the  mean  time,  when 
there  were  gathered  to- 
gether  an  innumerable  mul- 
titude  of  people,  insomuch 
that  they  trode  one  upon 
another,  he  began  to  say  un- 
to his  disciples  first  of  all, 
9 


Beware  ye  of  the  leaven  of 
the  Pharisees,  which  is  hypo- 
crisy. 

2  For  there  is  nothing  co- 
vered,  that  shall  not  be  re- 
vealed; neither  hid,  that  shall 
not  be  known. 

3  Therefore,  whatsoever  ye 
have  spoken  in  darkness  shall 
be  heard  in  the  light ;  and 
that  which  ye  have  spoken  in 
the  ear  in  closets  shall  be  pro- 
claimed upon  the  housetops. 

4  And  I  say  unto  you  my 
friends.  Be  not  afraid  of  them 
that  kill  the  body,  and  after 
that  have  no  more  that  they 
can  do. 

5  But  I  will  forewarn  you 
whom  ye  shall  fear:  Fear  him, 
which  after  he  hath  killed  hath 
power  to  cast  into  hell;  yea,  I 
say  unto  you.  Fear  him. 

6  Are  not  five  sparrows  sold 
for  two  farthings,  and  not 
one  of  them  is  forgotten  before 
God? 

7  But  even  the  very  hairs  of 
your  head  are  all  numbered. 
Fear  not  therefore:  ye  are  ef 
more  value  than  many  spar-' 
rows. 

8  Also  I  say  unto  you.  Who- 
soever shall  confess  me  before 
men,  him  shall  the  Son  of  man 
also  confess  before  the  angels 
of  God: 

9  But  he  that  denieth  me  be- 
fore men  shall  be  denied  before 
the  angels  of  God. 

10  And  whosoever  shall  speak 
a  word  against  the  Son  af  man, 
it  shall  be  forgiven  him :  but 
unto  him  that   blasphemeth 
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against    the   Holy   Ghost   it 
shall  not  be  forgiven. 

11  And  when  they  bring  you 
irnto  the  sjmagogues,  and  unto 
magistrates,  and  powers,  take 
ye  no  thought  how  or  what 
thing  ye  shall  answer,  or  what 
ye  shall  say : 

12  For  the  Holy  Ghost  shall 
teach  you  in  the  same  hour 
what  ye  ought  to  say. 

13  ^  And  one  of  the  com- 
pany said  unto  him,  Master, 
speak  to  my  brother,  that  he  di- 
vide the  inheritance  with  me. 

14  And  he  said  unto  him, 
Man,  who  made  me  a  judge 
or  a  divider  over  you  ? 

15  And  he  said  unto  them, 
Take  heed,  and  beweure  of  co* 
vetousness:  for  a  man's  life 
consisteth  not  in  the  abund- 
ance of  the  things  which  he 


16  And  he  spake  a  parable 
unto  them,  saying,  The  ground 
of  a  certain  rich  man  brought 
fcHrtii  plentifully : 

17  And  he  thought  within 
himself,  saying,  What  shall  I 
do,  because  I  have  no  room 
where  to  bestow  my  fruits? 

18  And  he  said,  This  will  I 
do :  I  will  pull  down  my  barns, 
and  build  greater;  and  there 
will  I  bestow  all  my  fruits  and 
my  goods. 

19  And  I  will  say  to  my  soul, 
Soul,  thou  hast  much  goods 
laid  up  for  many  years ;  take 
thine  ease,  eat,  drmk,  and  be 
merry. 

20  But  God  said  unto  him. 
Thou  fool,  this  nig^t  thy  soul 
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shall  be  required  of  thee:  then 
whose  shall  those  things  be, 
which  thou  hast  provided  ? 

21  So  is  he  that  layeth  up 
treasure  for  himself,  and  is  not 
rich  toward  God. 

22  1[  And  he  said  unto  his 
disciples,  Th^efore  I  say  unto 
you.  Take  no  thought  for  your 
life,  what  ye  shall  eat;  neither 
for  the  body,  what  ye  shall  put 
on. 

23  The  life  is  more  than  meat, 
and  the  body  %$  more  than  rai- 
ment. 

24  Consider  the  ravens:  for 
they  neither  sow  nor  reap; 
which  neither  have  storehouse 
nor  bam;  and  God  feedeth 
them:  how  much  more  are  ye 
better  than  the  fowls  ? 

25  And  which  of  you  with 
taking  thought  can  add  to  his 
stature  one  cubit? 

26  If  ye  then  be  not  able  to 
do  that  thing  which  is  leasts 
why  take  ye  thought  for  the 
rest? 

27  Consider  the  lilies  how 
they  grow:  they  toil  not,  they 
spin  not;  and  yet  I  say  unto 
you,  that  Solomon  in  all  his 
glory  was  not  arrayed  like  one 
of  these. 

28  K  then  God  so  clothe  the 
grass,  which  is  to  day  in  the 
field,  and  to  morrow  is  cast  in- 
to the  oven ;  how  much  more 
unll  he  clothe  you,  O  ye  of  lit- 
tle faith? 

29  And  seek  not  ye  what  ye 
shall  eat,  or  what  ye  shall 
drink,  neither  be  ye  of  doubt- 
ful mind

30  For  cfll  these  things  do  the 
nations  of  the  world  seek  after : 
and  yonr  Father  knoweth  that 
ye  hare  need  of  these  things. 

31  If  But  rather  seek  ye  the 
kingdom  of  God ;  and  all  these 
things  shall  be  added  unto  you. 

32  Fewr  not,  little  flock;  fcyr 
it  is  your  Father's  good  plea- 
sure  to  give  you  the  kingdcmi. 

33  Sell  that  ye  have,  and  give 
alms;  provide  yourselves  bags 
which  wax  not  old,  a  treasure 
in  the  heavens  that  faileth  not, 
where  no  thief  approacheth, 
neither  moth  corrupteth. 

34  For  where  your  treasure 
is,  there  will  your  heart  be 
also.  ^ 

36  Let  your  loins  be  girded 
about,  and  t/our  lights  burn- 
ing; 

36  And  ye  yourselves  like 
unto  men  that  wait  for  their 
lord,  when  he  will  return  from 
the  wedding;  that,  when  he 
Cometh  and  knocketh,  they 
may  open  unto  him  immedi* 
ately. 

37  Blessed  ore  those  servants, 
whom  the  lord  when  he  com- 
eth  shall  find  watching:  verily 
I  c^y  unto  you,  that  he  shall 
gird  himself,  and  make  them 
to  sit  down  to  meat,  and  will 
come  forth  and  serve  them. 

38  And  if  he  shall  oome  in 
ttie  second  watch,  or  come  in 
the  third  watch,  and  find  them 
90,  blessed  are  those  servants. 

39  And  this  know,  that  if 
the  goodman  of  the  house  had 
known  what  hour  the  thief 
would  come,  he  would  have 


watched,  and  not  have  suffer- 
ed his  house  to  be  broken 
through. 

40  Be  ye  therefore  ready  also : 
for  the  Son  of  man  cometh  at 
an  hour  when  ye  think  not. 

41  If  Then  reter  said  unto 
him.  Lord,  speakest  thou  this 
parable  imto  us,  or  even  to  all? 

42  And  the  Lord  said.  Who 
then  is  that  faithful  and  wise 
steward,  whom  his  lord  shall 
make  ruler  over  his  house- 
hold, to  give  them  their  por- 
tion of  meat  in  due  season? 

43  Blessed  i$  that  servant, 
whom  his  lord  when  he  com- 
eth shall  find  so  doing. 

44  Of  a  truth  I  say  unto  you, 
that  he  will  make  him  ruler 
over  all  that  he  hath. 

45  But  and  if  that  servant 
say  in  his  heart.  My  lord  de- 
layeth  his  coming;  and  shall 
begin  to  beat  the  menserv- 
ants  and  maidens,  and  to  eat 
and  drink,  and  to  be  drunken ; 

46  The  lord  of  that  servant 
will  come  in  a  day  when  he 
looketh  not  for  Atm,  and  at  an 
hour  when  he  is  not  aware, 
and  will  cut  him  in  sunder, 
and  will  appoint  him  his  por- 
tion with  the  unbelievers. 

47  And  that  servant,  which 
knew  his  lord's  will,  and  pre- 
pared not  himself  J  neither  did 
according  to  his  will,  shall  be 
besiten  with  many  stripes. 

48  But  he  that  knew  not, 
and  did  commit  things  worthy 
of  stripes,  shall  be  beaten  with 
few  stripes.  For  unto  whom- 
soever much  is  given,  of  hinci 
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shall  be  much  required;  and  to 
whom  men  have  conrniitted 
much,  of  him  they  will  ask 
the  more. 

49  If  I  am  pome  to  send  fire 
on  the  earth;  and  what  will 
I,  if  it  be  already  kindled  ? 

50  But  I  have  a  baptism  to 
be  baptized  with;  and  how 
am  I  straitened  till  it  be  ac- 
complished ! 

51  Suppose  ye  that  I  am 
come  to  give  peace  on  earth? 
I  tell  you,  Nay;  but  rather 
division  : 

52  For  firom  henceforth  there 
shall  be  five  in  one  house  di- 
vided, three  against  two,  and 
two  against  three. 

53  The  father  shall  be  divid- 
ed  against  the  son,  and  the  son 
against  the  father;  the  mo- 
ther against  the  daughter,  and 
the  daughter  against  the  mo- 
ther; themother  in  law  against 
her  daughter  in  law,  and  the 
daughter  in  law  against  her 
mother  in  law. 

54  ^  And  he  said  also  to  the 
people,  When  ye  see  a  cloud 
rise  out  of  the  west,  straight- 
way ye  say.  There  comei^  a 
shower;  and  so  it  is. 

55  And  when  ye  9ee  1^  south 
wind  blow,  ye  say,  There  will 
be  heat;  and  it  cometh  to  pass. 

56  Ye  hypocrites,  ye  can 
discern  the  face  of  the  sky 
and  of  the  earth ;  but  how  is 
it  that  ye  do  not  discern  this 
time? 

57  Yea,  and  why  even  of 
yourselves  judge  ye  not  what 
is  right  ? 
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58  ^  When  thou  goest  with 
thine  adversary  to  the  magis- 
trate, as  thou  art  in  the  way, 
give  diligence  that  thou  may- 
est  be  delivered  from  him; 
lest  he  hale  thee  to  the  judge, 
and  the  judge  deliver  thee  to 
the  officer,  and  the  officer  cafit 
thee  into  prison. 

59  I  tell  thee,  thou  shalt  not 
depart  thence,  till  thou  hast 
paid  the  very  last  mite. 

CHAPTER  XIII. 

1  Christ  preachfth  repentance  in  view  of  the 
punishment  of  the  OatUeane,  and  othere, 
6  The  fruiileu  fig  tree  may  not  etand,  11 
ffe  healeth  a  woman  bowed  together;  18 
likeneth  the  kinadom  of  Ood  unto  a  grain 
of  muttard  eeed,  and  unto  leaven;  24  ex-

THERE  were  present  at  that 
season  some  that  told  him 
of  the  Galileans,  whose  blood 
Pilate  had  mingled  with  their 
sacrifices. 

2  And  Jesus  answering 
said  unto  them.  Suppose  ye 
that  these  Galileans  were  sin- 
ners above  all  the  Galileans, 
because  they  sufiered  such 
things? 

3  I  tell  you,  Nay:  but,  ex- 
cept ye  repent,  ye  diall.all 
likewise  perish. 

4  Or  those  eighteen,  upon 
whom  the  tower  in  Siloam 
fell,  and  slew  them,  think  ye 
that  they  were  sinners  above 
all  men  that  dwelt  in  Jerusa- 
lem? 

5  I  tell  you.  Nay:  but,  ex- 
cept ye  repent,  ye  shall  all 
likewise  perish.  '

rable;  A  certain  man  had  a 
fig  tree  planted  in  his  vine- 
yard ;  and  he  came  and  sought 
fruit  thereon,  and  found  none. 

7  Then  said  he  unto  the  dres- 
Ber  of  his  vineyard,  Behold, 
these  three  years  I  come  seek- 
ing fruit  on  this  fig  tree,  and 
find  none :  cut  it  down ;  why 
cumbereth  it  the  ground  ? 

8  And  he  answering  said 
unto  him,  Lord,  let  it  alone 
this  year  also,  till  I  shall  dig 
about  it,  and  dung  it : 

9  And  if  it  bear  fruit,  well: 
and  if  not,  then  after  that  thou 
Khalt  cut  it  down. 

10  If  And  he  was  teaching 
in  one  of  the  synagogues  on 
the  sabbath. 

11  And,  behold,  there  was 
A  woman  which  had  a  spirit 
of  infirmity  eighteen  years, 
and  was  bowed  together,  and 
could  in  no  wise  lift  up  her- 
self. 

12  And  when  Jesus  saw  her, 
he  called  her  to  him,  and  said 
unto  her.  Woman,  thou  art 
loosed  from  thine  infirmity. 

13  And  he  laid  his  hands 
on  her :  and  immediately  she 
was  made  straight,  and  glori- 
fied God. 

14  And  the  ruler  of  the  sy- 
nagogue answered  with  indig- 
nation, because  that  Jesus  had 
healed  on  the  sabbath  day,  and 
said  unto  the  people.  There  are 
six  days  in  which  men  ought 
to  work:  in  them  therefore 
come  and  be  healed,  and  not 
on  the  sabbath  day. 

15  The  Lord  then  answered 


him,  and  said.  Thou  hypocrite, 
doth  not  each  one  of  you  on 
the  sabbath  loose  his  ox  or  his 
ass  from  the  stall,  and  lead 
him  away  to  watering  ? 

16  And  ought  not  this  wo- 
man, being  a  daughter  of  Abra- 
ham, whom  Satan  hath  bound, 
lo,  these  eighteen  years,  be 
loosed  from  this  bond  on  the 
sabbath  day  ? 

17  And  when  he  had  said 
these  things,  all  his  adver- 
saries were  ashamed :  and  all 
the  people  rejoiced  for  all  the 
glorious  things  that  were  done 
by  him. 

18  IF  Then  said  he.  Unto 
what  is  the  kingdom  of  God 
like?  and  whereunto  shall  I 
resemble  it  ? 

19  It  is  like  a  grain  of  mus- 
tard seed,  which  a  man  took, 
and  cast  into  his  garden ;  and 
it  grew,  and  waxed  a  great 
tree ;  and  the  fowls  of  the  air 
lodged  in  the  branches  of  it. 

20  And  again  he  said,  Where- 
unto shall  I  liken  the  kingdom 
of  God? 

21  It  is  like  leaven,  which  a 
woman  took  and  hid  in  three 
measures  of  meal,  till  the  whole 
was  leavened. 

22  And  he  went  through  the 
cities  and  villages,  teaching, 
and  journeying  toward  Jerusa- 
lem. 

28  IT  Then  said  one  unto 
him.  Lord,  are  there  few  that 
be  saved  ?  And  he  said  unto 
them, 

24  Strive  to  enter  in  at  the 
strait  gate:  for  many,  I  s^ 
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unto  you,  will  seek  to  enter 
in,  and  shall  not  be  able. 

25  When  onoe  the  master  of 
the  house  is  risen  up,  and  hath 
shut  to  the  door,  and  ye  begin 
to  stand  without,  and  to  knock 
at  the  door,  saying.  Lord,  Lord, 
open  unto  us;  and  he  shall  an- 
swer and  say  unto  you,  I  know 
you  not  whence  ye  are : 

26  Then  shall  ye  begin  to  say. 
We  hare  eaten  and  drunk  in 
thy  presence,  and  thou  haat 
taught  in  our  streets. 

27  But  he  shall  say,  I  tell 
you,  I  know  you  not  whence 
ye  are ;  depart  from  me,  all  ye 
workers  of  iniquity. 

28  There  shall  be  weeping 
and  gnashing  of  teeth,  when 
ye  shall  see  Abraham,  and 
Isaac,  and  Ja<x)b,  and  all  the 
prophets,  in  the  kingdom  of 
God,  and  you  yourselves  thrust 
out. 

29  And  they  shall  come  from 
the  east,  and /rom  the  west, 
and  from  the  north,  and  from 
the  south,  and  shall  sit  down 
in  the  kingdom  of  God. 

30  And,  ^hold,  there  are  lafit 
which  shall  be  first,  and  there 
are  first  which  shall  be  last 

31  1[  The  same  day  there 
came  certain  of  the  Pharisees, 
saying  unto  him,  Get  thee  out, 
and  depart  hence;  for  Herod 
will  kill  thee. 

32  And  he  said  unto  them, 
Go  ye,  and  tell  that  fox.  Be- 
hold, I  cast  out  devils,  and  I 
do  cures  to  day  and  to  morrow, 
and  the  third  day  I  shall  be 
perfected.

33  Nevertheless  I  must  walk 
to  day,  and  to  morrow,  and  the 
day  ibllowing:  finr  it  cannot 
be  that  a  prophet  perish  out 
of  Jerusalem.

8  When  thou  art  bidden  of 
any  man  to  a  wedding,  sit  not 
down  in  the  highest  rocmi ;  lest 
a  more  honourable  man  than 
thou  be  bidden  of  him ;

16  ^  And  when  one  of  them 
that  sat  at  meat  with  him 
heard  these  things,  he  said 
unto  him,  Blessed  is  he  that 
shall  eat  bread  in  the  king- 
dom of  God. 

16  Theix  said  he  unto  him, 
A  certain  man  made  a  great 
supper,  a^d  bade  many: 

17  And  sent  his  servant  at 
supper  time  to  say  to  them 
that  were  bidden,  Come;  for 
all  things  are  now  ready. 

18  And  they  all  with  one  con- 
sent began  to  make  excuse. 
The  first  said  unto  him,  I  have 
bought  a  piece  of  ground,  and 
I  must  needs  go  and  see  it:  I 
pray  thee  have  me  excused. 

19  And  another  said,  I  have 
bought  five  yoke  of  oxen,  and 
I  go  to  prove  them:  I  pray 
thee  have  me  excused. 

20  And  another  said,  I  have 
married  a  wife,  and  therefore  I 
cannot  come. 

21  So  that  servant  came,  and 
shewed  his  lord  these  things. 
Then  the  mastor  of  the  house 
being  angry  said  to  his  serv- 
ant, Go  out  quickly  into  the 
streets  and  lanes  of  the  city, 
and  bring  in  hither  the  poor, 
and  the  maimed,  and  the  halt, 
and  the  blind. 

22  And  the  servant  said. 
Lord,  it  is  done  as  thou  hast 
commanded,  and  yet  there  is 
room. 
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23  And  the  lord  said  unto 
the  servant,  Go  out  into  the 
highways  and  hedges,  and  com^ 
pel  them  to  come  in,  that  my 
house  may  he  filled. 

24  For  I  say  unto  you.  That 
none  of  those  men  which  were 
hidden  shall  taste  of  my  sup- 
per. 

25  ^  And  there  went  great 
multitudes  with  him :  and  he 
turned,  and  said  un^  them, 

26  If  any  man  come  to  me, 
and  hate  not  his  father,  and 
mother,  and  wife,  and  child- 
ren, and  hrethren,  and  sisters, 
yea,  and  his  own  life  also,  he 
cannot  he  my  disciple. 

27  And  whosoever  doth  not 
hear  his  cross,  and  come  after 
me,  cannot  he  my  disciple. 

28  For  which  of  you,  intend- 
ing to  huild  a  tower,  sitteth 
not  down  first,  and  counteth 
the  cost,  whether  he  have  9uf' 
ficient  to  finish  it  ? 

29  Lest  haply,  after  he  hath 
laid  the  foundation,  and  is  not 
ahle  to  finish  it,  all  that  hehold 
it  hegin  to  mock  him, 

30  Saying,  This  man  hegan 
to  huild,  and  was  not  ahle  to 
finish. 

31  Or  what  king,  going  to 
make  war  against  another 
king,  sitteth  not  down  first, 
and  consulteth  whether  he  he 
ahle  with  ten  thousand  to 
meet  him  that  cometh  against 
him  with  twenty  thousand  ? 

32  Or  else,  while  the  other  is 
yet  a  great  way  off,  he  send- 
oth  an  amhassage,  and  desir- 
eth  conditions  of  peace. 
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33  So  likewise,  whosoever  he 
he  of  you  that  forsaketh  not  all 
that  he  hath,  he  cannot  he  my 
disciple. 

34  IF  Salt  w  good:  hut  if  the 
salt  have  losth^  savour,  where, 
with  shall  it  he  seasoned  ? 

35  ]  t  is  neither  fit  for  the  land, 
nor  yet  for  the  dunghill ;  hut 
men  cast  it  out.  He  that  hath 
eaxs  to  hear,  let  him  hear. 

CHAPTER  XV. 

1  Hie  parable  of  the  lost  sheep;  8  of  the  piece 
ofsilwat;  11  emd  of  ike  prodigal  am. 

THEN  drew  near  unto  him 
all  the  puhlicans  and  sin- 
ners for  to  hear  him. 

2  And  the  Pharisees  and 
scrihes  murmured,  saying,This 
man  receiveth  sixmers,  and  eat- 
eth  with  them. 

3  IF  And  he  spake  this  para- 
hle  unto  them,  saying, 

4  What  maa  of  you,  having 
a  hundred  sheep,  if  he  lose 
one  of  them,  doth  not  leave 
the  ninety  and  nine  in  the 
wilderness,  and  go  after  that 
which  is  lost,  untU  he  find  it  ? 

5  And  when  he  hath  found 
ity  he  layeth  it  on  his  shoul- 
ders, rejoicing. 

6  And  when  he  cometh  home, 
he  calleth  together  his  friends 
and  neighhours,  saying  unto 
them.  Rejoice  with  me ;  for  I 
have  found  my  sheep  which 
was  lost. 

7  I  say  unto  you,  that  like- 
wise joy  shall  he  in  heaven 
over  one  sinner  that  repenteth^ 
more  than  over  ninety  and 
nine  just  persons,  which  need 
no  repentance.

CHAPTER  XV. 


the  prodigal  son. 


8  If  Either  what  womaai  hav- 
ing ten  pieces  of  siivei,  if  she 
lose  one  piece^  doth  not  light 
a  candle,  and  sweep  the  house, 
and  seek  dilig^itly  till  she  find 
it? 

9  And  when  she  hath  found 
ity  she  calleth  ker  friends  and 
ker  neighhours  together,  say- 
mg,  Rejoice  with  me;  for  I 
have  found  the  piece  which  I 
had  lost. 

10  Likewise,  I  say  unto  you, 
there  is  joy  in  the  presence  of 
the  angels  of  God  over  one 
sinner  that  repenteth. 

11  IT  And  he  said,  A  certain 
man  had  two  sons : 

12  And  the  younger  of  them 
said  to  his  father.  Father,  give 
me  the  portion  of  goods  that 
falleth  to  me.  And  he  divided 
unto  them  his  living. 

13  And  not  many  days  after 
the  younger  son  gathered  all 
together,  and  took  his  journey 
into  a  far  country,  and  there 
wasted  his  suhstance  with  riot- 
ous living. 

14  And  when  he  had  spent 
all,  there  arose  a  mighty  fa- 
mine in  that  land ;  and  he  he- 
gan  to  he  in  want. 

15  And  he  went  and  joined* 
himself  to  a  citizen  of  that 
country ;  and  he  sent  him  into 
his  fields  to  feed  swine. 

16  And  he  would  fain  have 
filled  his  helly  ^ith  the  husks 
that  the  swine  did  eat:  and  no 
man  gave  unto  him. 

17  And  when  he  came  to 
himself,  he  said.  How  many 
hired  servants  of  my  father's 


have  hread  enough  and  to 
spare,  and  I  perish  with  hun- 
ger! 

18  I  will  arise  and  go  to  my 
father,  and  will  say  unto  him. 
Father,  I  have  sinned  against 
heaven,  and  hefore  thee, 

19  And  am  no  more  worthy 
to  he  called  thy  son:  make 
me  as  one  of  thy  hired  serv- 
ants. 

20  And  he  arose,  and  came 
to  his  father.  But  when  he 
was  yet  a  great  way  off*,  his 
father  saw  him,  and  had  com- 
passion, and  ran,  and  fell  on 
his  neck,  and  kissed  him. 

21  And  the  son  said  unto 
him.  Father,  I  have  sinned 
against  heaven,  and  in  thy 
sight,  and  am  no  more  worthy 
to  he  called  thy  son. 

22  But  the  father  said  to  his 
servants.  Bring  forth  the  hest 
rohe,  and  put  it  on  him ;  and 
put  a  ring  on  his  hand,  and 
shoes  on  his  feet : 

23  And  hring  hither  the  fat- 
ted calf,  and  kill  it;  and  let 
us  eat,  and  he  merry : 

24  For  this  my  son  was  dead, 
and  is  alive  again;  he  wa.s 
lost,  and  is  found.  And  they 
hegan  to  he  merry. 

25  Now  his  elder  son  was  in 
the  field:  and  as  he  came  and 
drew  nigh  to  the  house,  he 
heard  music  and  dancing. 

26  And  he  called  one  of  the 
servants,  and  asked  what  these 
things  meant. 

27  And  he  said  unto  him, 
Thy  hrother  is  come;  and  thy 
father  hath  killed  the  fatted 
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calf,  because  he  hath  receired 
him  safe  and  sound. 

28  And  he  was  angry,  and 
would  not  go  in:  therefore 
came  his  father  out,  and  en- 
treated him. 

29  And  he  answering  said  to 
his  father,  Lo,  these  many  years 
do  I  serve  thee,  neither  ^ns- 
grossed  I  at  any  time  thy  com- 
mandment ;  and  yet  thou  nerer 
gavest  me  a  kid,  that  I  might 
make  merry  with  my  friends : 

30  But  aa  soon  as  this  thy 
son  was  come,  which  hath  de- 
voured thy  living  with  harlots, 
thou  hast  killed  f<»  him  the 
fatted  calf. 

31  And  he  said  unto  him, 
Son,  thou  art  ev^r  with  me, 
and  all  that  I  have  is  thine. 

32  It  was  meet  that  we  should 
make  merry,  and  be  glpd :  for 
this  thy  brother  was  dead,  and 
is  alive  again;  and  was  lost, 
and  is  found. 

CHAPTER  XVI. 

1  The  parable  of  the  unjutt  tteward,  18  CkrUt 
reproveth  th$  hypocrt*v  of  Uta  covetous  Phar- 
iteet.  19  The  parahU  of  tJie  rich  tnan  and 
Laxanu, 

AND  he  said  also  unto  his 
.  disciples.  There  was  a  cer- 
ioin  rich  man,  which  had  a 
steward;  and  the  same  was 
accused  unto  him  that  he  had 
wasted  his  goods. 

2  And  he  called  him,  and 
said  unto  him.  How  is  it  that 
I  hear  this  of  tiiee  ?  give  an 
account  of  thy  stewardship; 
for  thou  mayest  be  no  longer 
steward. 

3  Then  the  stewfy-d  said  with- 
in himself.  What  shaU  I  do? 
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for  my  lord  taketh  away  from 
mB  the  stewardship :  I  oaiunot 
dig ;  to  beg  I  am  ashamed. 

4  I  am.  resolved  what  to  do, 
that,  when  I  am  put  out  of 
the  stewardship,  they  may 
receive  me  into  their  houses* 

5  So  he  called  every  one  of 
his  lord's  debtors  unto  him, 
and  said  unto  the  first,  How 
much  owest  thou  unto  my 
lord? 

6  And  he  said,  A  hundred 
measures  of  oil.  And  he  said 
unto  him.  Take  thy  bill,  and  sit 
down  quickly,  find  write  fifty. 

7  Then  said  he  to  another. 
And  how  much  owest  thou? 
And  he  said,  A  hundred  mea- 
sures of  wheat.  And  he  said 
unto  him.  Take  thy  bill,  aod 
write  fourscore. 

8  And  the  lord  commended 
the  unjust  steward,  becimse 
he  had  done  wisely:  for  the 
children  of  this  world  are  in 
their  generation  wiser  than 
the  chUdren  of  light 

9  And  I  say  unto  you,  Make 
to  yourselves  friends  of  the 
mammon  of  unrighteousness ; 
that,  when  ye  fall,  they  may 
receive  you  into  everlasting 
habitations. 

10  He  that  is  faithful  in 
that  which  is  least  is  faith- 
ful also  in  much :  and  he 
that  is  unjust  in  the  least  is 
unjust  also  in  much. 

11  If  thereK>re  ye  have  not 
been  faithful  in  the  unright- 
eous mammon,  who  will  com- 
mit to  your  trust  the  true 
riches? 


Of  the  rich  man^ 
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12  And  if  ye  harve  not  been 
faithful  in  that  which  is  an- 
other man's,  who  shall  give 
yon  that  which  is  your  own  ? 

18  ^  No  servant  can  serve 
two  masters:  for  either  he 
Will  hate  the  one,  and  love 
the  other;  or  else  he  will 
hold  to  the  one,  and  despise 
the  other.  Ye  cannot  serve 
God  and  mammon. 

14  And  the  Pharisees  also, 
who  were  covetous,  hea^  all 
these  things:  and  they  derided 
him. 

15  And  he  saad  unto  them, 
Ye  are  they  which  justify 
yourselves  before  men ;  but 
God  knoweth  your  hearts: 
for  that  which  is  highly  es- 
teemed  among  men  is  abomi- 
nation in  the  sight  of  God. 

16  The  law  and  the  prophets 
were  until  John :  since  that 
time  the  kingdom  of  God  is 
preached,  and  every  man  press- 
eth  into  it. 

17  And  it  is  easier  for  heaven 
and  earth  to  pass,  thim  one 
tittle  of  the  law  to  fail. 

18  Whosoever  putteth  away 
his  wife,  and  marrieth  an- 
other, committeth  al^ultery : 
and  whosoever  marrieth  her 
that  is  put  away  from  her 
husband  committetii  adultery. 

19  ^  There  was  a  certain 
rich  man,  which  was  clothed 
in  purple  and  fine  linen,  and 
fared  sumptuously  every  day : 

20  And  there  wus  a  certain 
beggar  named  Lazarus,  which 
wafi  laid  at  his  gate,  full  of 
BoreSi 


21  And  desiring  to  be  fed 
with  the  crumbs  which  fell 
from  the  rich  man's  table: 
moreover  the  dogs  came  and 
licked  his  sores. 

22  And  it  came  to  pass,  that 
tiie  beggar  died,  and  was  car- 
ried by  the  angels  into  Abra- 
ham's bosom:  fhe  rich  man 
i^bso  died,  and  was  buried; 

23  And  in  hell  he  lifled  up 
his  eyes,  being  in  torments, 
and  seeth  Abraham  afar  off, 
and  Lazarus  in  his  bosom. 

24  And  he  cried  and  said, 
Father  Abraham,  have  mercy 
on  me,  and  send  Lazarus,  that 
he  may  dip  the  tip  of  his 
finger  in  water,  and  cool  my 
tongue;  for  I  am  tormented 
in  this  flame. 

25  But  Abraham  said.  Son, 
remember  that  thou  in  thy 
lifetime  receivedst  thy  good 
things,  and  likewise  Lazarus 
evil  things:  but  now  he  is 
comforted,  and  thou  art  tor- 
mented. 

26  And  beside  all  this,  be- 
tween us  and  you  there  is  a 
great  gulf  fixed:  so  that  they 
which  would  pass  from  hence 
to  you  cannot;  neither  caui 
they  pass  to  us,  that  wovid 
come  from  thence. 

27  Then  he  said,  I  pray 
thee  therefore,  father,  that 
thou  wouldest  send  him  to 
my  father's  house : 

28  For  I  have  five  brethren ; 
that  he  may  testify  unto  them, 
lest  they  iJso  come  into  this 
place  of  torment. 

29  Abraham  saith  unto  him^ 
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They  hare  Moses  and  the  pro- 
phets ;  let  them  hear  them. 

30  And  he  said,  Nay,  father 
Ahraham:  bu  if  one  went 
unto  them  from  the  dead,  they 
will  repent. 

31  And  he  said  unto  him,  K 
they  hear  not  Moses  and  the 
prophets,  neither  will  they  be 
persuaded,  though  one  rose 
from  the  dead. 

CHAPTER  XVn. 

1  Christ  teacheth  to  avoid  occasions  of  offence. 
8  One  is  to  forgive  another.  6  The  power  of 
faUh.  1  bow  we  are  bound  to  Qod,  and 
not  he  to  us.  11  j^t;  healeth  ten  lepers. 
22  Of  the  Hngdom  of  God,  and  the  coming 
of  the  Son  of  man. 

THEN  said  he  unto  the  dis- 
ciples. It  is  impossible  but 
that  offences  will  come:  but 
woe  unto  hiniy  through  whom 
they  come ! 

2  It  were  better  for  him  that 
a  millstone  were  hanged  about 
his  neck,  and  he  cast. into  the 
sea,  than  that  he  should  offend 
one  of  these  little  ones. 

3  If  Take  heed  to  yourselves : 
If  thy  brother  trespass  against 
thee,  rebuke  him;  and  if  he 
repent,  forgive  him. 

4  And  if  he  trespass  against 
thee  seven  times  in  a  day, 
and  seven  times  in  a  day 
turn  again  to  thee,  saying, 
I  repent;  thou  shalt  forgive 
him. 

5  And  the  apostles  said  xmto 
the  Lord,  Increase  our  faith. 

6  And  the  Lord  said.  If  ye 
had  faith  as  a  grain  of  mus- 
tard seed,  ye  might  say  unto 
this  sycamine  tree,  Be  thou 
plucked  up  by  the  root,  and 
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be  thou  planted  in  the  sea; 
and  it  should  obey  you. 

7  But  which  of  you,  having 
a  servant  ploughing  or  feed- 
ing cattle,  will  say  unto  him 
by  and  by,  when  he  is  come 
from  the  field,  Gt>  and  sit 
down  to  meat  ? 

8  And  will  not  rather  say 
unto  him,  Make  ready  where- 
with  I  may  sup,  and  gird  thy- 
self, and  serve  me,  till  I  have 
eaten  and  drunken;  and  af- 
terward thou  shalt  eat  and 
drink? 

9  Doth  he  tliank  that  servant 
because  he  did  the  things  that 
were  commanded  him  ?  I  trow 
not. 

10  So  likewise  ye,  when  ye 
shall  have  done  all  those 
things  which  are  commanded 
you,  say,  We  are  unprofitable 
servants:  we  have  done  that 
which  was  our  duty  to  do. 

11  IT  And  it  came  to  pass, 
as  he  went  to  Jerusalem,  that 
he  passed  through  the  midst 
of  Samaria  and  Galilee. 

12  And  as  he  entered  into  a 
certain  village,  there  met  him 
ten  men  that  were  lepers, 
which  hoodi  afar  off: 

13  And  they  lifted  up  their 
voices,  and  said,  Jesus,  Master, 
have  mercy  on  us. 

14  And  when  he  saw  them^ 
he  said  unto  them.  Go  shew 
yourselves  unto  the  priests. 
And  it  came  to  pass,  that, 
as  they  went,  they  were  clean- 
seel. 

15  And  one  of  them,  when 
he  saw  that  he  was  healed, 
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the  Son  of  man* 


turned  back,  and  with  a  loud 
voice  glorified  God, 

16  And  fell  down  on  his 
face  at  his  feet,  giying  him 
thanks :  and  he  was  a  Sama* 
titan. 

17  And  Jesus  answering  said, 
Were  there  not  ten  cleansed  ? 
but  where  are  the  nine? 

18  There  are  not  found  that 
returned  to  give  glory  to  Grod, 
save  this  stranger. 

19  And  he  said  unto  him. 
Arise,  go  thy  way :  thy  faith 
hath  made  thee  whole. 

20  ^  And  when  he  was  de- 
manded of  the  Pharisees,  when 
the  kingdom  of  God  should 
come,  he  answered  them  and 
said.  The  kingdom  of  God 
cometh  not  with  observation : 

21  Neither  shall  they  say, 
Lo  here !  or,  lo  there !  for,  be- 
hold, the  kingdom  of  God  is 
within  you. 

22  And  he  said  unto  the  dis- 
ciples, The  days  will  come, 
when  ye  shall  desire  to  see 
one  of  the  days  of  the  Son 
of  man,  and  ye  shall  not  see 
it. 

23  And  they  shall  say  to 
you,  See  here;  or,  see  there: 
go  not  after  f  Aem,  nor  follow 
them. 

24  For  as  the  lightning,  that 
lighteneth  out  of  the  one  part 
under  heaven,  shineth  unto 
the  other  part  under  heaven ; 
so  shall  also  the  Son  of  man 
be  in  his  day. 

25  But  first  must  he  suffer 
many  things,  and  be  rejected 
of  this  generation. 


26  And  as  it  was  in  the 
days  of  Noah,  so  shall  it  be 
also  ip  the  days  of  the  Son  of 
man. 

27  They  did  eat,  they  drank, 
they  married  wives,  they  were 
given  in  marriage,  until  the 
day  that  Noah  entered  into 
the  ark,  and  the  flood  came, 
and  destroyed  them  all. 

28  Likewise  also  as  it  was  in 
the  days  of  Lot ;  they  did  eat, 
they  drank,  they  bought,  they 
sold,  they  planted,  they  build- 
ed; 

29  But  the  same  day  that  Lot 
went  out  of  Sx>dom  it  rained 
fire  and  brimstone  from  hea- 
ven, and  destroyed  them  all. 

30  Even  thus  shall  it  be  in 
ttie  day  when  the  Son  of 
man  is  revealed. 

31  Li  that  day,  he  which 
sheXL  be  upon  the  housetop, 
and  his  stuff  in  the  house, 
let  him  not  come  down  to 
take  it  away:  and  he  that  is 
in  the  field,  let  him  likewise 
not  return  back. 

32  Remember  Lo^s  wife. 

33  Whosoever  shall  seek  to 
save  his  life  shall  lose  it; 
and  whosoever  shall  lose  his 
life  shall  preserve  it. 

34  I  tell  you,  in  that  night 
there  shall  be  two  men  in  one 
bed ;  the  one  shall  be  taken, 
and  the  other  shall  be  left. 

36  Two  uxmun  shall  be  grind- 
ing together ;  the  one  shall  be 
taken,  a^d  the  other  left. 

36  Two  m>en  shall  be  in  the 
field ;  the  one  shall  be  taken, 
and  the  other  left. 
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37  And  they  answered  and 
said  unto  him,  Where,  Lord? 
And  he  said  unto  them,  Where- 
soever  the  hody  w,  thither  will 
the  eagles  he  gathered  toge- 
ther. 

CHAPTER  XVIII. 

1  Of  the  importunate  widow,  9  Of  the  Pkar^ 
itee  and  the  publioan,  16  Children  hrouffht 
to  Christ  IS  A  ruler  that  would  follow 
Chri$t,  bmt  it  hindered  by  his  riches,  28  The 
reward  of  them  that  leave  all  for  Christ* s  take. 
8 1  ffeforesheweth  his  death  ;  86  and  restoreth 
a  blind  man  to  tight. 

AND  he  spake  a  parahle 
.  unto  them  to  this  end, 
that  men  ought  always  to  pray, 
and  not  to  faint ; 

2  Saying,  There  was  in  a 
city  a  judge,  which  feared  not 
God,  neither  regarded  man : 

8  And  there  was  a  widow  in 
that  city  ;  and  she  came  unto 
him,  saying,  ATenge  me  of 
mine  adversary. 

4  And  he  would  not  for  a 
while:  hut  afterward  he  said 
within  himself,  Though  I  fear 
not  God,  nor  regard  man; 

5  Yet  hecause  this  widow 
trouhleth  me,  I  will  avenge 
her,  lest  hy  her  continual  com- 
ing she  weary  me. 

6  And  the  Lord  said.  Hear 
what  the  unjust  judge  saith. 

7  And  shall  not  God  avenge 
his  own  elect,  which  cry  day 
and  night  unto  him,  though  he 
bear  long  with  them  ? 

8  I  tell  you  that  he  will 
avenge  them  speedily.  Never- 
theless, when  the  Son  of  man 
cometh,  shall  he  find  faith  on 
the  earth  ? 

9  And  he  spake  this  para- 
ble unto  certain  which  trusted 
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in  themselves  that  they  were 
righteous,  and  despised  others  : 

10  Two  men  went  up  into 
the  temple  to  pray;  the  one 
a  Pharisee,  and  the  other  a 
publican. 

11  The  Pharisee  stood  and 
prayed  thus  with  himself,  God, 
I  thank  thee,  that  I  am  not  as 
other  men  are,  extortioners,  un- 
just,  adulterers,  or  even  as  this 
publican. 

12  I  fast  twice  in  the  week, 
I  give  tithes  of  all  that  I  pos- 
sess. 

13  And  the  publican,  stand- 
ing afar  off,  would  not  lift  up 
so  much  as  his  eyes  unto  hea- 
ven, but  smote  upon  his  breast, 
saying,  God  be  merciful  to  me 
a  sinner. 

14  I  tell  you,  this  man  went 
down  to  his  house  justified  ra- 
ther  than  the  other :  fen*  every 
one  that  exalteth  himself  shaU 
be  abased ;  and  he  that  hum- 
bleth  himself  shall  be  exalted. 

15  And  they  brought  unto 
him  also  infants,  that  he  would 
touch  them:  but  when  his  dis- 
ciples  saw  it,  they  rebuked 
them. 

16  But  Jesus  called  them 
unto  him,  and  said,  Suffer  lit- 
tle children  to  come  unto  me, 
and  forbid  them  not:  for  of 
such  is  the  kingdom  of  God. 

17  Verily  I  say  unto  you, 
Whosoever  shall  not  receive 
the  kingdom  of  God  as  a  lit- 
tle child  shall  in  no  wise  en- 
ter therein. 

18  And  a  certain  ruler  ask- 
ed him,  saying,  Good  Master, 
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what  shall  I  do  to  inherit  eter- 
nal life  ? 

19  And  Jesus  said  unto  him, 
Why  callest  thou  me  good? 
none  is  good^  save  one,  that  isy 
God. 

20  Thou  knowest  the  com- 
mandments, Do  not  commit 
adultery,  Do  not  kill,  Do  not 
steal.  Do  not  bear  false  wit- 
ness, Honour  thy  father  and 
thy  mother. 

21  And  he  said.  All  these 
have  I  kept  fix)m  my  youth  up. 

22  Now  when  Jesus  heard 
these  things,  he  said  unto  him. 
Yet  lackest  thou  one  thing: 
sell  all  that  thou  hast,  and 
distribute  imto  the  poor,  and 
thou  shalt  have  treasure  in 
heaven:  and  come,  follow  me. 

23  Add  when  he  heard  this, 
he  was  very  sorrowful :  for  he 
was  very  rich. 

24  And  when  Jesus  saw  that 
he  was  verv  sorrowful,  he  said. 
How  harcUy  shall  they  that 
have  riches  enter  into  the 
kingdom  of  Grod ! 

25  For  it  is  easier  for  a  ca- 
mel to  go  through  a  needle's 
eye,  than  for  a  rich  man  to 
enter  into  the  kingdom  of 
God. 

26  And  they  that  heard  it 
said,  Who  then  can  be  saved  ? 

27  And  he  said.  The  things 
which  are  impossible  with 
men  are  possible  with  God. 

28  Then  Peter  said,  Lo,  we 
have  left  all,  and  followed 
thee. 

29  And  he  said  unto  them, 
Verily  I  say  unto  you,  There 


is  no  man  that  hath  left  house, 
or  parents,  or  brethren,  or  wife, 
or  children,  for  the  kingdom  of 
God's  sake, 

30  Who  shall  not  receive 
manifold  more  in  this  present 
time,  and  in  the  world  to  come 
life  everlasting. 

31  ^  Then  he  took  t^nf  o  Am 
the  twelve,  and  said  unto  them. 
Behold,  we  go  up  to  Jerusalem, 
and  all  things  that  are  written 
by  the  prophets  concerning  the 
Son  of  man  shall  be  accom- 
plished. 

32  For  he  shall  be  delivered 
imto  the  GentileB,  and  shall  be 
mocked,  and  spitc^ly  entreat^ 
ed,  and  spitted  on : 

33^nd  they  shall  scourge 
hiniy  and  put  him  to  death; 
and  the  third  day  he  shall  rise 
again. 

34  And  they  understood  none 
of  these  things :  and  this  say- 
ing was  hid  from  them,  neither 
knew  they  the  things  which 
were  spoken. 

35  ^  And  it  came  to  pass, 
that  as  he  was  come  nigh 
imto  Jericho,  a  certain  blind 
man  sat  by  the  way  side  beg- 
ging: 

36  And  hearing  the  multi- 
tude pass  by,  he  asked  what 
it  meant. 

37  And  they  told  him,  that 
Jesus  of  Nazareth  passeth  by. 

38  And  he  cried,  saying,  Je- 
sus, thou  Son  of  David,  have 
mercy  on  me, 

39  And  they  which  went 
before  rebuked  him,  that  he 
should  hold  his  peace :  but  he 
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cried  so  much  the  more,  Thou 
Soaof  David,have  mercy  on  me^ 

40  And  Jesus  stood,  and  com- 
manded him  to  be  brought 
unto  him:  and  when  he  was 
come  near,  he  asked  him, 

41  Saying,  What  wilt  thou 
that  I  shall  do  unto  thee? 
And  he  said,  Lord,  that  I  may 
receive  my  sight 

42  And  Jesus  said  unto  him, 
Receive  thy  sight:  thy  faith 
hath  saved  thee* 

43  And  immediately  he  re- 
ceived his  sight,  and  followed 
him^  glorifying  God :  and  all 
the  people,  when  they  saw  tt, 
gave  praise  unto  God. 

CHAPTER  x'lX.     ^ 

1  CfZac^tetM  a  publican,  11  The  parable  of  the 
pounds,  28  Christ  rideth  into  Jerusalem  with 
triumph;  41  weepeth  over  it ;  46driveth  the 
buyers  and  sellers  out  ofthe  temple;  47  cmd 
teachtth  daily  in  it.  The  rulers  would  have 
destroyed  him,  but  for  fear  of  the  people. 

AND  Jesus  entered  and  pass- 
.  ed  through  Jericho. 

2  And,  behold,  there  was  a 
man  named  Zaccheus,  which 
was  the  chief  among  the  pub- 
licans, and  he  was  rich. 

3  And  he  sought  to  see  Jesus 
who  he  was;  and  could  not 
for  the  press,  because  he  was 
little  of  stature. 

4  And  he  ran  before,  and 
climbed  up  into  a  sycamore 
tree  to  see  him ;  for  he  was  to 
pass  that  way. 

5  And  when  Jesus  came  to 
the  place,  he  looked  up,  and 
saw  him,  and  said  unto  him, 
Zaccheus,  make  haste,  and 
come  down;  for  to  day  I 
must  abide  at  thy  house. 
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6  And  he  made  haste,  and 
came  down,  and  received  him 
joyfully. 

7  And  when  they  saw  it, 
they  all  murmured,  saying, 
That  he  was  gone  to  be  guest 
with  a  man  that  is  a  sinner. 

8  And  Zaccheus  stood,  and 
said  unto  the  Lord;  Behold, 
Lord,  the  half  of  my  goods  I 
give  to  the  poor;  and  if  I 
have  taken  any  thing  from 
any  man  by  false  accusation, 
I  restore  him  fourfold. 

9  And  Jesus  said  unto  him. 
This  day  is  salvation  come  to 
this  house,  forasmuch  sa  he 
also  is  a  son  of  Abraham. 

10  For  the  Son  of  man  is 
come  to  seek  and  to  save  that 
which  was  lost. 

11  And  as  they  heard  these 
things,  he  added  and  spake  a 
parable,  because  he  was  nigh 
to  Jerusalem,  and  because  they 
thought  that  the  kingdom  of 
God  should  immediately  ap- 
pear. 

12  He  said  therefore,  A  cer- 
tain nobleman  went  into  a  far 
country  to  receive  for  himself 
a  kingdom,  and  to  return. 

13  And  he  called  his  ten  ser- 
vants, and  delivered  them  ten 
pounds,  and  said  unto  thenu 
Occupy  till  I  come. 

14  But  his  citizens  hated  him, 
and  sent  a  message  after  him, 
saying.  We  will  not  have  this 
man  to  reign  over  us. 

15  And  it  came  to  pass,  that 
when  he  was  returned,  having 
received  the  kingdom,  then  he 
commanded  these  servants  to 
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he  called  unto  him,  to  whom 
he  had  given  the  money,  that 
he  might  know  how  mneh 
every  man  had  gained  by  tra- 
ding. 

16  Then  came  the  first,  say^ 
ing,  Lord,  thy  pound  hath  gain- 
ed ten  pounds. 

17  And  he  said  unto  him. 
Well,  thou  good  servant :  be- 
cause thou  hast  been  faithfUl 
in  a  very  little,  have  thou  au- 
thority over  ten  cities. 

18  Andthe  second  came,  say- 
ing. Lord,  thy  pound  hath 
gained  five  pounds. 

19  And  he  said  likewise  to 
him.  Be  thou  also  over  five 
cities. 

20  And  another  came,  sajring. 
Lord,  behold,  here  is  thy  pound, 
which  I  have  kept  laid  up  in 
a  napkin : 

21  For  I  feared  thee,  because 
thou  art  an  austere  man :  thou 
takest  up  that  thou  layedst  not 
down,  and  reapest  that  thou 
didst  not  sow. 

22  And  he  saith  unto  him. 
Out  of  thine  0¥m  mouth  will 
I  judge  thee,  thou  wicked  ser- 
vant. Thou  knewest  that  I 
was  an  austere  man,  taking 
up  that  I  laid  not  down,  and 
reaping  that  I  did  not  sow : 

23  Wlierefore  then  gavest  not 
thou  my  money  into  the  bank, 
that  at  my  coming  I  might 
have  required  mine  own  with 
usury? 

24  And  he  said  unto  them 
that  stood  by.  Take  firom  him 
the  pound,  and  give  it  to  him 
that  hath  ten  poimds. 
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25  (And  they  said  unto  him. 
Lord,  he  hath  ten  pounds^ 

26  For  I  say  unto  you.  That 
unto  every  one  which  hath 
shall  be  given;  and  firom  him 
that  hath  not,  even  that  he 
hath  shall  be  taken  away  fix>m 
him. 

27  But  those  mine  enemies, 
which  would  not  that  I  should 
reign  over  them,  bring  hither, 
and  slay  them  before  me. 

28  IT  And  when  he  had  thus 
spoken,  he  went  before,  as- 
cending up  to  Jerusalem. 

29  And  it  came  to  pa43s,  when 
he  was  come  nigh  to  Beth- 
phage  and  Bethany,  at  the 
mount  called  the  mount  of 
Olives,  he  sent  two  of  his  dis- 
ciples, 

30  Saying,  Go  ye  into  the 
village  over  against  you;  in 
the  which  at  your  entering  ye 
shall  find  a  colt  tied,  whereon 
yet  never  man  sat:  loose  him, 
and  bring  him  hither. 

81  And  if  any  man  ask  you. 
Why  do  ye  loose  him?  thus 
shall  ye  say  unto  him.  Because 
the  LK>rd  hath  need  of  him. 

32  And  they  that  were  sent 
went  their  way,  and  found  ev- 
en  as  he  had  said  unto  them. 

33  And  as  they  were  loosing 
the  colt,  the  owners  thereof 
said  unto  them.  Why  loose  ye 
the  colt? 

34  And  they  said.  The  Lord 
hath  need  of  him. 

35  And  they  brought  him  to 
Jesus:  and  they  cast  their  gar- 
ments upon  the  colt,  and  they 
set  Jesus  thereon. 
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36  And  as  he  went,  they 
spread  their  clothes  in  the  way. 

37  And  when  he  was  come 
nigh,  even  now  at  the  descent 
of  the  mount  of  Olives,  the 
whole  multitude  of  the  disci- 
ples began  to  rejoice  aaid  praise 
God  with  a  loud  voice  for  all 
the  mighty  works  that  they 
had  seen  \ 

38  Saying,  Blessed  he  the 
King  that  cometh  in  the  name 
of  the  Lord :  peace  in  heaven, 
and  glory  in  the  highest 

39  And  some  of  the  Pharisees 
from  among  the  multitude  said 
unto  him,  Master,  rebuke  thy 
disciples. 

40  And  he  answered  and 
said  unto  them,  I  tell  you 
that,  if  these  should  hold  their 
peace,  the  stonies  wolild  im- 
mediately cry  out. 

41  ^  And  when  he  was  come 
near,  he  beheld  the  city,  and 
wept  over  it, 

42  Saying,  If  thou  hadst 
known,  even  thou,  at  least  in 
this  thy  day,  the  things  which 
belong  unto  thy  peace!  but 
now  they  arp  hid  from  thine 
eyes. 

43  For  the  days  shall  come 
upon  thee,  that  thine  enemies 
shall  cast  a  trench  about  thee, 
and  compass  thee  round,  and 
keep  thee  in  on  every  side, 

44  And  shall  lay  thee  even 
^ith  the  ground,  and  thy 
children  within  thee ;  and 
they  shall  not  leave  in  thee 
one  stone  upon  another:;  be- 
cause thou,  knewegt  not  the 
time  of  thy  visitation. 
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45  And  he  went  into  the 
temple,  and  began  to  cast  out 
them  that  sold  therein,  and 
them  that  bought; 

46  Saying  unto  them,  It  is 
written,  My  house  is  the  house 
of  prayer;  but  ye  have  made 
it  a  den  of  thieves. 

47  And  he  taught  daily  in 
tiie  temple.  But  the  chief 
priests  and  the  scribes  and 
the  chief  of  the  people  sought 
to  destroy  him, 

48  And  could  not  find  what 
they  might  do:  for  all  the 
people  were  very  attentive  to 
hear  him. 

CHAPTER  XX. 

1  Christ  avoncbeth  hia  autkorUy  hy  a  quetticn 
pf  Jokn*$  bapttmu  9  Tht  parable  of  th$ 
vinward  19  Of  fining  WumU  to  Cum, 
27  He  ewfutetk  the  Sadduceee  that  denied 
the  rtsurreetion.  41  Haw  Christ  is  the  son 
of  David.  45  ITe  wameth  his  diseipUs  to 
beware  of  the  scribes. 

AND  it  came  to  pass,  that 
.  on  one  of  those  days,  as 
he  taught  the  people  in  the 
temple,  and  preached  the  gos- 
pel, the  chief  priests  and  the 
scribes  came  upon  him  with 
the  elders, 

2  And  spake  unto  him,  say- 
ing, Tell  us,  by  what  authority 
doest  thou  these  things?  or 
who  is  he  that  gave  thee  this 
authority? 

3  And  he  answered  and  said 
unto  them,  I  will  also  ask  you 
one  thing;   and  answer  me  : 

4  The  baptism  of  John,  was 
it  from  heaven,  or  of  men  ? 

5  And  they  reasoned  with 
themselves,  saying,  If  we  shall 
say,   From  heaven;  he  will

say,   Why  then  believed  ye 
him  not  ? 

6  But  and  if  we  say,  Of 
men;  all  the  people  will  stone 
us:  for  they  be  persuaded  that 
John  was  a  prophet. 

7  And  they  answered,  that 
they  could  not  tell  whence  it 
fvas. 

8  And  Jesus  said  unto  them, 
Neither  tell  I  you  by  what 
authority  I  do  these  things. 

9  Then  began  he  to  speak  to 
the  people  this  parable;  A 
certain  man  planted  a  vine- 
yard, and  let  it  forth  to  hus- 
bandmen,  and  went  into  a 
far  country  for  a  long  time. 

10  And  at  the  season  he  sent 
a  servant  to  the  husbandmen, 
that  they  should  give  him  of 
ihe  firuit  of  the  vineyard :  but 
the  husbandmen  beat  him, 
and  sent  him  away  empty. 

11  And  again  he  sent  an- 
other servant :  and  they  beat 
him  also,  and  entreated  him 
shamefully,  and  sent  him 
away  empty. 

12  And  again  he  sent  a 
third:  and  they  wounded  him 
also,  and  cast  him  out. 

13  Then  said  the  lord  of  the 
vineyard,  What  shall  I  do  ?  I 
will  send  my  beloved  son :  it 
may  be  they  will  reverence 
him  when  they  see  him. 

14  But  when  the  husband- 
men  saw  him,  they  reason- 
ed among  themselves,  saying. 
This  is  the  heir:  come,  let 
us  kill  him,  that  the  inherit- 
ance may  be  ours. 

15  So  they  cast  him  out  of 


the  vineyard,  and  killed  him. 
What  therefore  shall  the  lord 
of  the  vineyard  do  unto  them  ? 

16  He  shall  come  and  de- 
stroy these  husbandmen,  and 
shall  give  the  vineyard  to 
others.  And  when  they  heard 
itj  they  said,  God  forbid. 

17  Ajid  he  beheld  them,  and 
said.  What  is  this  then  that 
is  written,  The  stone  which 
the  builders  rejected,  the  same 
is  become  the  head  of  the  cor- 
ner? 

18  Whosoever  shall  fall  upon 
that  stone  shall  be  broken ;  but 
on  whomsoever  it  shall  fall,  it 
will  grind  him  to  powder. 

19  If  And  the  chief  priests 
and  the  scribes  the  same  hour 
sought  to  lay  hands  on  him ; 
and  they  feared  the  people: 
for  they  perceived  that  he  had 
spoken  this  parable  against 
them. 

20  And  they  watched  him, 
and  sent  forth  spies,  which 
should  feign  themselves  just 
men,  that  they  might  take 
hold  of  his  words,  that  so  they 
might  deliver  him  unto  the 
power  and  authority  of  the 
governor. 

21  And  they  asked  him,  say- 
ing,  Master,  we  know  that  thou 
sayest  and  teachest  rightly, 
neither  acceptest  thou  the  per- 
son of  any,  but  teachest  the 
way  of  God  truly : 

22  Is  it  lawful  for  us  to  give 
tribute  unto  Cesar,  or  no  ? 

23  But  he  perceived  their 
craftiness,  and  said  unto  thenii 
Why  tempt  ye  me  ? 
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are  confuted. 


24  Shew  me  a  penny.  Whose 
image  and  superscription  hath 
it  ?  They  answered  and  said, 
Cesar's. 

25  And  he  said  unto  them, 
Render  therefore  unto  Cesar 
the  things  which  be  Cesar's, 
and  unto  God  the  things  which 
be  God's. 

26  And  they  could  not  take 
hold  of  his  words  before  the 
people :  and  they  marvelled 
at  his  answer,  and  held  their 
peace. 

27  IT  Then  came  to  him  cer- 
tain of  the  Sadducees,  which 
deny  that  there  is  any  resur- 
rection;  and  they  asked  him, 

28  Saying,  Master,  Moses 
wrote  unto  us,  If  any  man's 
brother  die,  having  a  wife, 
and  he  die  without  children, 
that  his  brother  should  take 
his  wife,  and  raise  up  seed 
unto  his  brother. 

29  There  were  therefore  se- 
ven brethren:  and  the  first 
took  a  wife,  and  died  without 
children. 

30  And  the  second  took  her 
to  wife,  and  he  died  childless. 

31  And  the  third  took  her; 
and  in  like  manner  the  seven 
also:  and  they  left  no  children, 
and  died. 

32  Last  of  all  the  woman 
died  also. 

33  Therefore  in  the  resur- 
rection whose  wife  of  them  is 
she?  for  seven  had  her  to  wife. 

34  And  Jesus  answering  said 
unto  them,  The  children  of  this 
world  marry,  and  are  given  in 
marriage : 
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35  But  they  which  shall  be 
accounted  worthy  to  obtain 
that  world,  and  the  resurrec- 
tion from  the  dead,  neither 
marry,  nor  are  given  in  mar* 
riage: 

36  Neither  can  they  die  any 
more :  for  they  are  equal  unto 
the  angels ;  and  are  the  chil- 
dren of  God,  being  the  chil- 
dren of  the  resurrection. 

37  Now  that  the  dead  are 
raised,  even  Moses  shewed  at 
the  bush,  when  he  calleth  the 
Lord  the  God  of  Abraham,  and 
the  God  of  Isaac,  and  the  God 
of  Jacob. 

38  For  he  is  not  a  God  of  the 
dead,  but  of  the  living:  for  all 
live  unto  him. 

39  IT  Then  certain  of  the 
scribes  answering  said.  Mas- 
ter, thou  hast  weU  said. 

40  And  after  that  they  durst 
not  afik  him  any  qiieztion  at 
all. 

41  And  he  said  unto  them, 
How  say  they  that  Christ  is 
David's  son  ? 

42  And  David  himself  saith 
in  the  book  of  Psalms,  The 
Lord  said  imto  my  Lord,  Sit 
thou  on  my  right  hand, 

43  Till  I  make  thine  enemies 
thy  footstool 

44  David  therefore  calleth 
him  Lord,  how  is  he  then  his 
son? 

45  ^  Then  in  the  audience 
of  all  the  people  he  said  un- 
to his  disciples, 

46  Beware  of  the  scribes, 
which  desire  to  walk  in  long 
robes,  and  love  greetings    in

the  temple  foretold. 


the  maxketSy  and  the  highest 
seats  in  the  synagogues,  and 
the  chief  rooms  at  feasts ; 
47  Which  devour  widows' 
houses,  and  for  a  shew  make 
long  prayers:  the  same  shall 
receive  greater  damnation. 

CHAPTER  XXL 

1  Chrui  eommendeih  the  poor  mdow.  6  He 
foreteUeth  the  de$truction  of  the  temple^  and 
•f  the  eUy  Jeruealem,  26  and  the  eigne 
which  ehall  he  before  hie  coming.  84  He 
ezhorteth  them  to  be  wUchful. 

AND  he  looked  up,  and  saw 
.  the  rich  men  casting  their 
gifts  into  the  treasury. 

2  And  he  saw  also  a  certain 
poor  widow  casting  in  thither 
two  mites. 

3  And  he  said.  Of  a  truth  I 
say  unto  you,  that  this  poor 
widow  hath  oast  in  more  than 
they  all  : 

4  For  all  these  have  of  their 
ahundauoe  cast  in  unto  the 
offerings  of  God:  but  she  of 
her  penury  hath  cast  in  all  the 
living  that  she  had. 

5  IT  And  as  some  spake  of 
the  temple,  how  it  was  adorn- 
ed with  goodly  stones  and 
gifts,  he  said, 

6  As  for  these  things  which 
ye  behold,  the  days  will  come, 
in  the  which  there  shall  not 
be  left  one  stone  upon  another, 
that  shall  not  be  thrown  down. 

7  And  they  asked  him,  say- 
ing.  Master,  but  when  shall 
these  things  be?  and  what 
sign  unll  there  be  when  these 
things  shall  come  to  pass  ? 

8  And  he  said.  Take  heed 
that  ye  be  not  deceived:  for 
many  shall  come  in  my  name. 


saying,  I  am  Christ;  and  the 
time  draweth  near :  go  ye  not 
therefore  after  them. 

9  But  when  ye  shall  hear  of 
wars  and  commotions,  be  not 
terrified :  for  these  things  must 
first  come  to  pass;  but  the  end 
is  not  by  and  by. 

10  Then  said  he  unto  them, 
Nation  shall  rise  against  na- 
tion,  and  kingdom  against 
kingdom : 

11  And  great  earthquakes 
shall  be  in  divers  places,  and 
famines,  and  pestilences ;  and 
fearful  sights  and  great  signs 
shall  there  be  from  heaven. 

12  But  before  all  these,  they 
shall  lay  their  hands  on  you, 
and  persecute  you^  delivering 
you  up  to  the  synagogues,  and 
into  prisons,  being  brought  be- 
fore  kings  and  rulers  for  my 
name's  sake. 

13  And  it  shall  turn  to  you 
for  a  testimony. 

14  Settle  it  therefore  in  your 
hearts,  not  to  meditate  before 
what  ye  shall  answer : 

15  For  I  will  give  you  a 
mouth  and  wisdom,  which  all 
your  adversaries  shall  not  be 
able  to  gainsay  nor  resist. 

16  And  ye  shall  be  betrayed 
both  by  parents,  and  brethren, 
and  kinsfolks,  and  friends;  and 
some  of  you  shall  they  cause 
to  be  put  to  death. 

17  And  ye  shall  be  hated  of 
all  fnen  for  my  name's  sake. 

18  But  there  shall  not  a  hair 
of  your  head  perish. 

19  In  your  patience  possess 
ye  your  souls. 
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trodden  elourt^. 


20  And  when  ye  shall  see 
Jerusalem  compassed  with  ar- 
mies, then  know  that  the  de* 
solation  thereof  is  nigh. 

21  Then  let  theiQ.  which  are 
in  Judea  flee  to  the  mount- 
ains ;  and  let  l^em  whic^i  are 
in  the  midst  of  it  depart  out ; 
and  let  not  them  that  are  in 
the  countries  enter  thereinto. 

22  For  these  be  the  days 
of  vengeance,  that  all  things 
which  are  written  may  be  fid- 
fiUed. 

23  But  woe  unto  them  that 
are  with  child,  and  to  them 
that  give  suck,  in  those  days ! 
for  there  shall  be  great  distress 
in  the  land,  and  wrath  upon 
this  people. 

24  And  they  shall  fall  by  the 
edge  of  the  sword,  and  shall  be 
led  away  captive  into  all  na- 
tions :  and  Jerusalem  shall  be 
trodden  down  of  the  Gentiles, 
until  the  times  of  the  Gentiles 
be  fulfiUed. 

25  IF  And  there  shall  be  signs 
in  the  sun,  fLud  in  the  moon, 
and  in  the  stars;  and  upon 
the  earth  distress  of  nations, 
with  perplexity ;  the  sea  and 
the  waves  roaring ; 

26  Men's  hearts  failing  them 
for  fear,  and  for  looking  after 
those  things  which  are  coming 
on  the  earth :  for  the  powers  of 
heaven  shall  be  shaken. 

27  And  then  shall  they  see 
the  Son  of  man  coming  in  a 
cloud  with  power  and  great 
glory. 

28  And  when  these  things 
begin  to  come  to  pass,  then 
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look  up,  and  lift  up  your  heads ; 
for  your  redemption  draweth 
nigh. 

29  And  he  spake  to  them  a 
parable;  Behold  the  fig  tree, 
and  all  the  trees ; 

30  When  they  now  shoot 
forth,  ye  see  and  know  of  your 
own  selves  that  summer  is 
now  nigh  at  hand. 

31  So  likewise  ye,  when  ye 
see  these  things  come  to  pass, 
know  ye  tiiat  tibe  kingdom  of 
God  is  nigh  at  hand. 

82  Verily  I  say  unto  you, 
This  generation  shall  not  pass 
away,  till  all  be  fulfilled. 

33  Heaven  and  eafth  shall 
pass  away;  but  my  words  shall 
not  pass  away. 

34  IT  And  take  heed  to  your- 
selves, lest  at  any  time  youjr 
hearts  be  overcharged  with  sur- 
feiting,  and  drunkenness,  and 
cares  of  this  life,  and  ^  that 
day  come  upon  you  unawares. 

35  For  as  a  snare  shall  it 
come  on  all  them  that  dwell 
on  the  fSstce  of  the  whole  eaiih. 

36  Watch  ye  therefore,  and 
pray  always,  that  ye  may  be 
accounted  worthy  to  escape  all 
these  things  that  shall  come 
to  pass,  and  to  stand  before  the 
Son  of  man. 

37  And  in  the  daytime  he 
was  teaching  in  the  temple ; 
and  at  night  he  went  out,  and 
abode  in  the  mount  that  is 
called  the  mount  of  Olives. 

38  And  all  the  people  came 
early  in  the  morning  to  him 
in  the  temple,  for  to  hear 
him.

CHAPTER  XXII. 

1  The  Jmo8  eonmire  agaitut  ChrUL  8  Baton 
intHffoteth  Judas  to  betray  him,  7  The 
apoetlee  pr^re  the  pauover,  19  Chriti 
intHtuteUi  the  hoiy  tupper;  21  covertly 
for^eUeth  vf  ihe  traitor;  24  dekwrt^h  the 
rett  of  his  apoetlee  from  ambition;  81  a*- 
ewreth  Peter  hie  faith  thauld  not  fail,  84 
aiud  yet  he  ehoid  deny  him  thrice,  89 
Chriefi  prayer  and  aqony  in  the  garden; 
47  he  it  betrayed  Hfith  a  kite;  b^  he  it 
thrice  denied  by  Peter,  68  it  thamefuUy 
abused,  66  and  eonfesseth  himself  to  be  the 
SonofOod. 

NOW  the  feast  of  unleaven- 
ed bread  drew  nigh,  which 
is  called  the  passover. 

2  And  the  chief  priests  and 
scribes  sought  how  they  might 
kill  him;  for  they  feared  the 
people. 

8  IT  Then  entered  Satan  into 
Judas  snmamed  Iscariot,  being 
of  the  number  of  the  twelve. 

4  And  he  went  his  way, 
and  communed  with  the  chief 
priests  and  captains,  how  he 
might  betray  him  unto  them. 

5  And  they  were  glad,  and 
covenanted  to  give  him  mo- 
ney. 

6  And  he  promised,  and  sought 
opportunity  to  betray  him  unto 
them  in  the  absence  of  the 
multitude. 

7  IT  Then  came  the  day  of 
unleavened  bread,  when  the 
passover  must  be  killed. 

8  And  he  sent  Peter  and  John, 
saying.  Go  and  prepare  us  the 
passover,  that  we  may  eat. 

9  And  they  said  unto  him, 
Where  wilt  thou  that  we  pre- 
pare? 

10  And  he  said  unto  them, 
Behold,  when  ye  are  entered 
into  the  city,  there  shall  a 
man  meet  you,  bearing  a  pit- 


cher of  water ;  follow  him  into 
the  house  where  he  entereth 
in. 

11  And  ye  shall  say  unto 
the  goodman  of  the  house, 
The  Master  saith  unto  thee, 
Where  is  the  guestchamber, 
where  I  shall  eat  the  passover 
with  my  disciples  ? 

12  And  he  shall  shew  you  a 
large  upper  room  iumished  : 
there  make  ready. 

18  And  they  went,  and  found 
as  he  had  said  unto  them:  and 
they  made  ready  the  passover. 

14  And  when  the  hour  was 
come,  he  sat  down,  and  the 
twelve  aposlies  with  him. 

15  And  he  said  unto  them, 
With  desire  I  have  desired 
to  eat  this  passover  with  you 
before  I  suffer : 

16  For  I  say  unto  you,  I 
will  not  any  more  eat  thereof, 
until  it  be  fulfilled  in  the 
kingdom  of  God. 

17  And  he  took  the  cup,  and 
gave  thanks,  and  said.  Take 
this,  and  divide  it  among  your- 
selves : 

18  For  I  say  unto  you,  I 
will  not  drink  of  the  fruit  of 
the  vine,  until  the  kingdom 
of  God  shall  come. 

19  IT  And  he  took  bread, 
and  gave  thanks,  and  brake 
tt,  and  gave  unto  them,  say- 
ing. This  is  my  body  which  is 
given  for  you:  this  do  in  re- 
membrance  of  me. 

20  Likewise  also  the  cup 
after  supper,  saying.  This  cup 
is  the  new  testament  in  my 
blood,  which  is  shed  for  you. 
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21  IT  But,  behold,  the  hand 
of  him  that  betrayeth  me  is 
with  me  on  the  table. 

22  And  truly  the  Son  of  man 
goeth,  as  it  wcus  determined: 
but  woe  unto  that  man  by 
whom  he  is  betrayed ! 

23  And  they  began  to  inquire 
among  themselvesi  which  of 
them  it  was  that  should  do 
this  thing. 

24  IT  Aid  there  was  also  a 
strife  among  them,  which  of 
them  should  be  accounted  the 
greatest. 

25  And  he  said  unto  them, 
The  kings  of  the  Gentiles 
exercise  lordship  over  them; 
and  they  that  exercise  author- 
ity upon  them  are  called  bene- 
factors. 

26  But  ye  shall  not  be  so: 
but  he  that  is  greatest  among 
you,  let  him  be  as  the  youn- 
ger ;  and  he  that  is  chief,  as 
he  that  doth  serve. 

27  For  whether  is  greater, 
he  that  sitteth  at  meat,  or 
he  that  serveth?  is  not  he 
that  sitteth  at  meat?  but  I 
am  among  you  as  he  that 
serveth. 

28  Ye  are  they  which  have 
continued  with  me  in  my 
temptations. 

29  And  I  appoint  unto  you 
a  kingdom,  as  my  Father  hath 
appointed  unto  me ; 

30  That  ye  may  eat  and 
drink  at  my  table  in  my 
kingdom,  and  sit  on  thrones 
judging  the  twelve  tribes  of 
Israel. 

31  %  And   the   Lord   said, 
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Simon,  Simon,  behold,  Satan 
hath  desired  to  have  you,  that 
he  may  sift  you  as  wheat : 

32  But  I  have  prayed  for 
thee,  that  thy  faith  fail  not: 
and  when  thou  art  converted, 
strengthen  thy  brethren. 

33  And  he  said  unto  him. 
Lord,  I  am  ready  to  go  with 
thee,  both  into  prison,  and  to 
death. 

34  And  he  said,  I  tell  thee, 
Peter,  the  cock  shall  not  crow 
this  day,  before  that  thou 
shalt  thrice  deny  that  thou 
knowest  me. 

3d  And  he  said  unto  them 
When  I  sent  you  without 
purse,  and  scrip,  and  shoes, 
lacked  ye  any  thing?  And 
they  said.  Nothing. 

36  Then  said  he  unto  them, 
But  now,  he  tha4^  hath  a 
purse,  let  him  take  itj  and 
likewise  his  scrip:  and  he 
that  hath  no  sword,  let  him 
sell  his  garment,  and  buy 
one. 

37  For  I  say  unto  you,  that 
this  that  is  written  must  yet 
be  accomplished  in  me.  And 
he  was  reckoned  among  tiie 
transgressors:  for  the  things 
concerning  me  have  an  end. 

38  And  they  said.  Lord,  be- 
hold, here  an  two  swords. 
And  he  said  unto  them.  It  is 
enough. 

39  IT  And  he  came  out, 
and  went,  as  he  was  wont, 
to  the  mount  of  Olives ;  and 
his  disciples  also  fpllowed 
him. 

40  And  when  he  was  at  the 
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Peter  denieth  him. 


place,  he  said  unto  them,  Pray- 
that  ye  enter  not  into  tempta- 
tion. 

41  And  he  was  withdrawn 
firom  them  ahout  a  stone's 
cast,  and  kneeled  down,  and 
prayed, 

42  Saying,  Father,  if  thou  be 
willing,  remove  this  cup  from 
me :  nevertheless,  not  my  will, 
but  thine,  be  done. 

43  And  there  appeared  an 
angel  unto  him  from  heaven, 
strengthening  him. 

44  And  being  in  an  agony  he 
prayed  more  earnestly:  and 
his  sweat  was  as  it  were  great 
drops  of  blood  falling  down  to 
the  ground. 

45  And  when  he  rose  up  from 
prayer,  and  was  come  to  his 
disciples,  he  found  them  sleep- 
ing for  sorrow, 

46  And  said  unto  them,  Why 
sleep  ye?  rise  and  pray,  lest 
ye  enter  into  temptation. 

47  IF  And  while  he  yet  spake, 
behold  a  multitude,  and  he 
that  was  called  Judas,  one  of 
the  twelve,  went  before  them, 
and  drew  near  unto  Jesus  to 
kiss  him. 

48  But  Jesus  said  imto  him, 
Judas,  betrayest  thou  the  Son 
of  man  with  a  kiss  ? 

49  When  they  which  were 
about  him  saw  what  would 
follow,  they  said  unto  him, 
Lord,  shall  we  smite  with  the 
sword  ? 

50  IT  And  one  of  them  smote 
the  servant  of  the  high  priest, 
and  cut  off  his  right  ear. 

51  And  Jesus  answered  and 


said,  Suffer  ye  thus  far.  And 
he  touched  his  ear,  and  healed 
him. 

52  Then  Jesus  said  unto  the 
chief  priests,  and  captains  of 
the  temple,  and  the  elders, 
which  were  come  to  him,  Be 
ye  come  out,  as  against  a  thief, 
with  swords  and  staves  ? 

53  When  I  was  daily  with 
you  in  the  temple,  ye  stretch- 
ed forth  no  hands  against  me: 
but  this  is  your  hour,  and  the 
power  of  darkness. 

54  IT  Then  took  they  him, 
and  led  Aim,  and  brought  him 
into  the  high  priest's  house. 
And  Peter  followed  afar  off. 

55  And  when  they  had  kin- 
dled a  fire  in  the  midst  of  the 
hall,  and  were  set  down  toge- 
ther, Peter  sat  down  among 
them. 

56  But  a  certain  maid  beheld 
him  as  he  sat  by  the  fire,  and 
earnestly  looked  upon  him,  and 
said,  TUs  man  was  also  with 
him. 

57  And  he  denied  him,  say- 
ing. Woman,  I  know  him 
not. 

58  And  after  a  little  while 
another  saw  him,  and  said, 
Thou  art  also  of  them.  And 
Peter  said,  Man,  I  am  not. 

59  And  about  the  space  of 
one  hour  after  another  confi- 
dently afiirmed,  saying,  Of  a 
truth  this  fellow  also  was  with 
him ;  for  he  is  a  Galilean. 

60  And  Peter  said,  Man,  I 
know  not  what  thou  sayest 
And  immediately,  while  he 
yet  spake,  the  cock  crew. 
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61  And  the  Lord  turned, 
and  looked  upon  Peter.  And 
Peter  remembered  the  word 
of  the  Lord,  how  he  had  said 
unto  him,  Before  the  cock 
crow,  tibiou  fihalt  deny  me 
thrice. 

62  And  Peter  went  out,  aad 
wept  bitterly. 

63  1[  And  the  men  that  held 
Jesus  mocked  him,  and  smote 
him* 

64  And  when  they  had  blind- 
folded him,  they  struck  him  on 
the  face,  and  asked  him,  say- 
ing. Prophesy,  who  is  it  that 
smotq  thee  ? 

65  And  many  other  things 
blasphemously  spake  they  a- 
gainst  him. 

66  ^  And  as  soon  as  it  was 
day,  the  elders  of  the  people 
and  the  chief  priests  and  the 
scribes  came  together,  and 
led  him  into  their  council, 
saying, 

67  Art  thou  the  Christ?  tell 
us.  And  he  said  unto  them. 
If  I  tell  you,  ye  will  not  be- 
Meve  : 

68  And  if  I  also  ask  you,  ye 
will  not  answer  me,  nor  let  me 

go- 

69  Hereafter  shall  the  Son  of 

man  sit  on  the  right  hand  of 
the  power  of  God. 

70  Then  sedd  they  all,  Art 
thou  then  the  Son  of  God? 
And  he  said  unto  them.  Ye 
say  that  I  am. 

71  And  they  said,  What  need 
we  any  further  witness  ?  for  we 
ourselves  have  heajrd  of  his  own 
mouth. 
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AND  the  whole  multitude 
.  of  them  arose,  and  led 
him  unto  Pilate. 

2  And  they  began  to  accuse 
him,  saying,  We  found  this 
fellow  perverting  the  nation, 
and  forbidding  to  give  tribute 
to  Cesar,  saying  that  he  him- 
self is  Christ  a  king. 

3  And  Pilate  aske^  him,  say- 
ing, Art  thou  the  King  of  the 
Jews  ?  And  he  answered  him 
and  said,  Thou  sayest  it 

4  Then  said  PUate  to  the 
chief  priests  and  to  the  people, 
I  find  no  fault  in  this  man. 

6  And  they  were  ttie  more 
fierce,  saying,  He  stirreth  up 
the  people,  teaching  through- 
out all  Jewry,  beginning  from 
Galilee  to  this  place. 

6  When  Pilate  heard  of  Ga- 
lilee,  he  asked  whetiier  the 
man  were  a  Galilean. 

7  And  as  soon  as  he  knew 
ihat  he  belonged  imto  Herod's 

Srisdiction,  he  sent  him  to 
erod,  who  himself  also  was 
at  Jerusalem  at  tiiat  time. 

8  ^  And  when  Herod  saw 
Jesus,  he  was  exceeding  glad: 
for  he  was  desirous  to  see  him 
of  a  long  seasoHy  because  he 
had  heard  many  things  of  him ; 
and  he  hoped  to  have  seen 
some  miracle  done  by  him. 
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9  Then  he  questioned  with 
him  in  many  words ;  but  he 
answered  him  nothing. 

10  And  the  chief  priests  and 
scribes  stood  and  vehemently 
accused  him. 

11  And  Herod  with  his  men 
of  war  set  him  at  nougfht,  and 
mocked  hinij  and  arrayed  him 
in  a  gorgeous  robe^  and  isient 
him  again  to  Pilate. 

12  HF  And  the  same  day  Pilate 
and  Herod  were  made  friends 
togetiier;  for  befoM  they  were 
at  enmity  between  themselves. 

13  ^  And  Pilate,  when  he 
had  called  together  the  chief 
priests  and  the  rulers  and  the 
people, 

14  Said  unto  them,  Ye  have 
brought  this  man  unto  me,  as 
<Hie  that  perverteth  the  peo- 
ple; and,  behold,  I,  having 
examined  him  before  you, 
have  ftnmd  no  fault  in  this 
man  touching  those  things 
whereof  ye  accuse  him : 

15  No,  nor  yet  Herod:  for  I 
sent  you  to  him;  and,  lo, 
notiiing  worthy  of  death  is 
done  unto  him. 

16  I  will  therefore  chastise 
him,  and  release  him. 

17  For  of  necessity  he  must 
release  one  unto  them  at  the 
feast. 

18  And  they  cried  out  all  at 
once,  saying,  Away  with  this 
m/tn^  and  release  unto  us  Ba- 
rabhas : 

19  (Who  for  a  certain  sedi- 
tion made  in  the  city,  and  for 
murder,  was  cast  into  prison.) 

20  Pilate  therefore,  willing 


to  release  Jesus,  spake  again 
to  them. 

21  But  tiiey  cried,  saying, 
Crucify  him,  crucify  him. 

22  Ajid  he  said  unto  them 
the  third  time,  Why,  what  evil 
hath  he  done?  I  have  found 
no  cause  of  death  in  him:  I 
will  therefore  chastise  him, 
and  let  him  go. 

23  And  they  were  instant  with 
loud  voices,  requiring  that  he 
might  be  crucified:  and  the 
voices  of  them  and  of  the 
chief  priests  prevailed. 

24  And  Pilate  gave  sentence 
that  it  should  1^  as  they  re- 
quired. 

25  And  he  released  unto  them 
him  that  for  sedition  and  mur- 
der was  cast  into  prison,  whom 
they  had  desired ;  but  he  de- 
livered Jesus  to  their  will. 

26  And  as  they  led  him  away, 
they  laid  hold  upon  one  Simon, 
a  Cyrenian,  coming  out  of  the 
country,  and  on  him  they  laid 
the  cross,  that  he  might  bear 
it  after  Jesus. 

27  T  And  there  followed  him 
a  great  company  of  people,  and 
of  women,  which  also  bewail- 
ed and  lamented  him. 

28  But  Jesus  turning  unto 
them  said.  Daughters  of  Jeru- 
salem, weep  nd;  for  me,  but 
weep  for  yourselves,  and  for 
your  children. 

29  For,  behold,  the  days  are 
coming,  in  the  which  they  shall 
^ty,  Blessed  are  the  barren, 
and  the  wombs  that  never  bare, 
and  the  paps  which  never  gave 
suck. 
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30  Then  shall  they  begin  to 
say  to  the  mountains,  Fall  on 
us ;  and  to  the  hills,  Cover  us, 

31  For  if  they  do  these  things 
in  a  green  tree,  what  shall  be 
done  in  the  dry  ? 


32  And  there  were  also  two^ .  comest  into  thy  kingdom, 
others,  malefactors,  led  with^  7  43  And  Jesus  said  unto  him, 
him  to  be  put  to  death.         C^  A^erily  I  say  imto  thee,  To  day 


.    1^  33  And  when  they  were  come 
^y    to  the  place,  which  is  called 
\       Calvary,  there  they  crucified 
him,  and  the  malefactors,  one 
on  the  right  hand,  and  the 
other  on  the  left. 
^  34  IT  Then  said  Jesus,  Fa- 
ther, forgive  them;  for  they 
know  not  what  they  do.    And 
they  parted  his  raiment,  and 
cast  lots. 

35  And  the  people  stood  be- 
holding. And  the  rulers  also 
with  them  derided  him,  say- 
ing, He  saved  others ;  let  him 
save  himself,  if  he  be  Christ, 
the  chosen  of  God. 

36  And  the  soldiers  also 
mocked  him,  coming  to  him, 
and  offering  him  vinegar, 

37  And  saying,  If  thou  be  the 
King  of  the  Jews,  save  thyself. 

38  And  a  superscription  also 
was  written  over  him  in  letters 
of  Greek,  and  Latin,  and  He- 
brew,  THIS  IS  THE  KING 
OF  THE  JEWS. 

39  %  And  one  of  the  male- 
factors which  were  hanged 
railed  on  him,  saying.  If  thou 
be  Christ,  save  thyself  and  us. 

40  But  the  other  answering 
rebuked  him,  saying,  Dost  not 
thou  fear  God,  seeing  thou  art 
in  the  same  condemnation? 
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41  And  we  indeed  justly;  for 
we  receive  the  due  reward  of 
our  deeds :  but  this  man  hath 
done  nothing  amiss. 

42  And  he  said  unto  Jesus, 
Lord,  remember  me  when  thou 


shalt  thou  be  with  me  in  para- 
dise. 

44  And  it  was  about  ihe  sixth 
hour,  and  there  was  a  dark- 
ness over  all  the  earth  until 
the  ninth  hour. 

45  And  the  sun  was  dark- 
ened, and  the  vail  of  the  tem- 
ple was  rent  in  the  midst. 

46  IT  And  when  Jesus  had 
cried  with  a  loud  voice,  he 
said.  Father,  into  thy  hands  I 
commend  my  spirit :  and  hav- 
ing said  thus,  he  gave  up  the 
ghost. 

47  Now  when  the  centurion 
saw  what  was  done,  he  glori- 
fied God,  saying,  Certainly  this 
was  a  righteous  man. 

48  And  all  the  people  that 
came  together  to  that  sight, 
beholding  the  things  wMch 
were  done,  smote  their  breasts, 
and  returned. 

49  And  all  his  acquaintance, 
and  the  women  that  followed 
him  from  Galilee,  stood  afar 
off,  beholding  these  things. 

60  IF  And,  behold,  there  was 
a  man  named  Joseph,  a  coun- 
seller;  and  he  was  a  good  man, 
and  a  just  : 

51  The  same  had  not  con- 
sented to  the  counsel  and  deed 
of  them:    he  was  of  Arima- 
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thea,  a  city  of  the  Jews ;  who 
also  himself  waited  for  the  king- 
dom of  God. 

52  This  man  went  unto  Pi- 
late,  and  begged  the  body  of 
Jesus. 

53  And  he  took  it  down,  and 
wrapped  it  in  linen,  and  laid 
it  in  a  sepulchre  that  was  hewn 
in  stone,  wherein  never  man 
before  was  laid. 

54  And  that  day  was  the 
preparation,  and  tile  sabbath 
drew  on. 

55  And  the  women  also, 
which  came  with  him  from 
Galilee,  followed  after,  and 
beheld  the  sepulchre,  and  how 
his  body  was  laid. 

66  And  they  returned,  and 
prepajred  spices  and  ointments ; 
and  rested  the  sabbatii  day  ac- 
cording to  the  commandment. 

CHAPTER  XXIV. 

1  CkritCa  resurrection  i*  declared  by  tufO  an- 
geU  to  tfw  women  that  came  to  the  tejmkhre, 
9  Thete  report  it  to  tfie  others,  18  Christ 
himself  ampeareth  to  the  two  dinciples  that 
went  to  Anmaus  ;  86  afterwards  he  appear- 
eth  to  tlie  apostles^  and  reproveth  their  unbe- 
lief; 41  gtveth  tJiem  a  charge;  4^  promts- 
eth  the  Holy  Ghost;  hi  and  so  aseendeth 
into  heaven, 

NOW  upon  the  first  day  of 
the  week,  very  early  in  the 
morning,  they  came  unto  the 
sepulchre,  bringing  the  spices 
which  they  had  prepared,  and 
certain  others  with  them. 

2  And  they  found  the  stone 
rolled  away  from  the  sepulchre. 

3  And  they  entered  in,  and 
found  not  the  body  of  the  Lord 
Jesus. 

4  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  they 
were  much  perplexed  there- 


about, behold,  two  men  stood 
by  them  in  shining  garments : 

5  And  as  they  were  afraid, 
and  bowed  down  their  faces  to 
the  earth,  they  said  unto  them. 
Why  seek  ye  the  living  among 
the  dead? 

6  He  is  not  here,  but  is  risen : 
remember  how  he  spake  unto 
you  when  he  was  yet  in  Ga- 
lilee, 

7  Saying,  The  Son  of  man 
must  be  delivered  into  the 
hands  of  sinful  men,  and  be 
crucified,  and  the  third  day 
rise  again. 

8  Ajid  they  remembered  his 
words, 

9  And  returned  from  the  se- 
pulchre, and  told  all  these 
things  unto  the  eleven,  and  to 
all  the  rest. 

10  It  was  Mary  Magdalene, 
and  Joanna,  and  Mary  the  mo^ 
ther  of  James,  and  other  wo^ 
men  that  were  with  them, 
which  told  these  things  unto 
the  apostles. 

11  And  their  words  seemed 
to  them  as  idle  tales,  and  they 
believed  them  not. 

12  Then  arose  Peter,  and  ran 
unto  the  sepulchre;  and  stoop- 
ing down,  he  beheld  the  linen 
clothes  laid  by  themselves, 
and  departed,  wondering  in 
himself  at  that  which  was 
come  to  pass. 

13  IT  And,  behold,  two  of 
them  went  that  same  day  to  a 
village  called  Emmaus,  which 
was  from  JerussJem  about 
threescore  furlongs. 

14  And  they  t^ed  together

to  two  disciphs. 


of  all  these  things  which  had 
happened. 

15  And  it  came  to  pass,  that, 
while  they  communed  together 
and  reasoned,  Jesus  himself 
drew  near,  and  went  with 
them. 

16  But  their  eyes  were  hold- 
en  that  they  should  not  know 
him. 

17  And  he  said  unto  them. 
What  manner  of  communica- 
tions are  these  that  ye  hare 
one  to  another,  as  ye  walk, 
and  are  sad  ? 

18  And  the  one  of  them,  whose 
name  was  Cleopas,  answering 
said  unto  him.  Art  thou  only 
a  stranger  in  Jerusalem,  and 
hast  not  known  the  things 
which  are  come  to  pass  there 
in  these  days  ? 

19  And  he  said  unto  them. 
What  things?  And  they  said 
unto  him,  Concerning  Jesus  of 
Nazareth,  which  was  a  prophet 
mighty  in  deed  and  word  he- 
fore  God  and  all  the  people: 

20  And  how  the  chief  priests 
and  our  rulers  delivered  him 
to  be  condemned  to  death,  and 
have  crucified  him. 

21  But  we  trusted  that  it  had 
been  he  which  should  have  re- 
deemed Israel :  and  beside  all 
this,  to  day  is  the  third  day 
since  these  things  were  done. 

22  Yea,  and  certain  women 
also  of  our  company  made  us 
astonished,  which  were  early 
at  the  sepulchre ; 

23  And  when  they  found  not 
his  body,  they  came,  saying, 
that  they  had  also  seen  a  vi- 
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sion  of  angels,  which  said  that 
he  was  alive. 

24  And  certain  of  them  which 
were  with  us  went  to  the  se- 
pulchre, and  found  it  even  so 
as  the  women  had  said:  but 
him  they  saw  not. 

25  Then  he  sakl  unto  them, 
O  fools,  and  slow  (rf  heart  to 
believe  all  that  the  prophets 
have  spoken : 

2ft  Ought  not  Christ  to  have 
suffered  these  things,  and  to 
enter  into  his  glory  ? 

27  And  beginning  at  Moses 
and  all  the  prophets,  he  ex- 
pounded unto  them  in  all  the 
Scriptures  the  things  concern- 
ing himself. 

28  And  they  drew  nigh  unto 
the  village,  whither  they  went : 
and  he  made  as  though  he 
would  have  gone  further. 

29  But  they  constrained  him, 
saying.  Abide  with  us ;  for  it 
is  toward  evening,  and  the 
day  is  far  spent.  And  he  went 
in  to  tarry  with  them. 

30  And  it  came  to  pass,  as 
he  sat  at  meat  with  them,  he 
took  bread,  and  blessed  it,  and 
brake,  and  gave  to  them. 

31  And  their  eyes  were  open- 
ed,  and  tiiey  knew  him ;  and 
he  vanished  out  of  their  sight. 

32  And  they  said  one  to  an- 
other, Did  not  our  heart  burn 
within  us,  while  he  talked 
with  us  by  the  way,  and  while 
he  opened  to  us  the  Scrip- 
tures? 

33  And  they  rose  up  the  same 
hour,  and  returned  to  Jerusa- 
lem, and  found  the  eleven  ga- 
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thered  together,  and  them  that 
were  with  them, 

34  Saying,  The  Lord  is  risen 
indeed,  and  hath  appeared  to 
Simon. 

35  And  they  told  what  things 
were  done  in  the  way,  and  how 
he  was  known  of  Hkern  in  bres^- 
ing  of  bread. 

86  ^  And  as  they  thus  qpake, 
Jesus  iiimself  stood  in  the  midst 
of  them,  and  saith  unto  them, 
Peace  be  unto  you. 

37  But  they  w&ce  terrified 
and  aflOrighted^  and  supposed 
that  they  had  seen  a  spirit 

38  And  he  said  unto  them, 
Why  are  ye  troubled?  and 
why  do  thoughts  arise  in  your 
hearts? 

39  Behold  my  hands  and  my 
feet,  that  it  is  I  myself:  handle 
me,  and  see ;  for  a  spirit  hath 
not  flesh  and  bones,  as  ye  see 
me  have. 

40  And  when  he  had  thus 
spoken,  he  shewed  them  kis 
hands  and  his  feet. 

41  And  while  they  yet  be- 
lieved not  for  joy,  and  wonder- 
ed, he  said  unto  them.  Have 
ye  here  any  meat  ? 

42  And  they  gave  him  a  piece 
of  a  broiled  fish,  and  of  a  honey- 
comb. 

43  And  he  took  t>,  and  did 
eat  \>efore  them. 

44  And  he  said  unto  them, 
These  are  the  words  which  I 
spake  unto  you,  while  I  wets 


yet  with  you,  that  all  things 
must  be  fulfilled,  which  were 
written  in  the  law  of  Moses, 
and  in  the  prophets,  and  in 
the  psalms,  concerning  me.         • 

45  Then'opened  he  their  un-      • 
derstanding,  that  they  might 
understand  the  Scriptures, 

46  And  said  unto  them,  Thus 
it  is  written,  and  thus  it  be- 
hooved Christ  to  sufier,  and  to 
rise  from  the  dead  the  third 
day: 

47  And  that  repentance  and 
remission  of  sins  should  be 
preached  in  his  name  among 
all  nations,  beginning  at  Je- 
rusalem. 

48  And  ye  are  witnesses  of 
these  things. 

49  H  And,  behold,  I  send  the 
promise  of  my  Father  upon 
you:  but  tarry  ye  in  the  ci- 
ty of  Jerusalem,  until  ye  be 
endued  with  power  from  on 
high. 

50  IT  And  he  led  them  out 
as  far  as  to  Bethany,  and  he 
lifted  up  his  hands,  and  blessed 
them* 

51  And  it  came  to  pass,  while 
he  blessed  them,  he  was  part- 
ed from  them,  and  carried  up 
into  heaven. 

52  And  they  worshipped  him, 
and  returned  to  Jerusalem  with 
great  joy: 

53  And  were  continually  in 
the  temple,  praising  and  biess« 
ing  God.    Amen. 
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CHAPTER  I. 

1  The  divinity,  humanity,  and  office  of  Jenu 
Chritt,  15  The  testimony  of  John.  89  The 
calling  of  Andrew,  Peter,  and  othen, 

IN  the  beginning  was  the 
Word,  and  the  Word  was 
with  God,  and  the  Word  was 
God. 

2  The  same  was  in  the  be- 
ginning with  God. 

3  All  things  were  made  by 
him;  and  without  him  was 
not  any  thing  made  that  was 
made. 

4  In  him  was  life ;  and  the 
life  was  the  light  of  men. 

5  And  the  light  shineth  in 
darkness;  and  the  darkness 
comprehended  it  not. 

6  If  There  was  a  man  sent 
from  God,  whose  name  was 
John. 

7  The  same  came  for  a  wit- 
ness, to  bear  witness  of  the 
Light,  that  all  men  through 
him  might  believe. 

8  He  was  not  that  Light,  but 
was  sent  to  bear  witness  of  that 
Light. 

9  That  was  the  true  Light, 
which  lighteth  every  man  fiiat 
Cometh  into  the  world. 

10  He  was  in  the  world,  and 
the  world  was  made  by  him, 
and  the  world  knew  him  not. 

11  He  came  unto  his  own, 
and  his  own  received  him  not. 
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12  But  as  many  as  received 
him,  to  them  gave  he  power 
to  become  the  sons  of  God, 
even  to  them  that  believe  on 
his  name  : 

13  Which  were  bom,  not  of 
blood,  nor  of  the  will  of  the 
flesh,  nor  of  the  will  of  man, 
but  of  God. 

14  And  the  Word  was  made 
flesh,  and  dwelt  among  us, 
and  we  beheld  his  glory,  the 
glory  as  of  the  only  begotten 
of  the  Father,  full  of  grace 
and  truth. 

15  ^  John  bare  witness  of 
him,  and  cried,  saying.  This 
was  he  of  whom  I  spsDce,  He 
that  cometh  after  me  is  pre- 
ferred before  me ;  for  he  was 
before  me. 

16  And  of  his  fulness  have 
all  we  received,  and  grace  for 
grace. 

17  For  the  law  was  given  by 
Moses,  but  grace  and  truth 
came  by  Jesus  Christ. 

18  No  man  hath  seen  God  at 
any  time ;  the  only  begotten 
Son,  which  is  in  the  bosom  of 
the  Father,  he  hath  declared 
him. 

19  ^  And  this  is  the  record 
of  John,  when  the  Jews  sent 
priests  and  Levites  from  Je- 
rusalem to  ask  him,  Who  art 
thou?

20  And  he  confessed,  and  de- 
nied not;  but  confessed,  I  am 
not  the  Christ. 

21  And  they  asked  him,What 
then?  Art  thou  Eliafi?  And 
he  saith,  I  am  not.  Art  thou 
that  Prophet?  Andheuiswer- 
ed,  No. 

22  Then  said  they  imto  him, 
Who  art  thou  ?  that  we  may 
give  an  answer  to  them  that 
sent  us.  What  sayest  thou  of 
thyself? 

23  He  said,  I  am  the  voice 
of  one  crying  in  the  wilderness. 
Make  straight  the  way  of  the 
Lord,  as  said  the  prophet  Esaias. 

24  And  they  which  were  sent 
were  of  the  Pharisees. 

25  And  they  asked  him,  and 
said  unto  him.  Why  baptizest 
thou  then,  if  thou  be  not  that 
Christ,  nor  Elias,  neither  that 
Prophet? 

26  John  answered  them,  say- 
ing, I  baptize  with  water :  but 
there  standeth  one  among  you, 
whom  ye  know  not ; 

27  He  it  is,  who  coming  af- 
ter me  is  preferred  before  me, 
whose  shoe's  latchet  I  am  not 
worthy  to  unloose. 

28  These  things  were  done 
in  Bethabara  beyond  Jordan, 
where  John  was  baptizing. 

29  IT  The  next  day  John  seeth 
Jesus  coming  unto  him,  and 
saith,  Behold  the  Lamb  of 
God,  which  taketh  away  the 
sin  of  the  world! 

30  This  is  he  of  whom  I  said. 
After  me  cometh  a  man  which 
is  preferred  before  me ;  for  he 
was  before  me. 
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31  And  I  knew  him  not :  but 
that  he  should  be  made  mani- 
fest to  Israel,  therefore  am  I 
come  baptizing  with  water. 

32  And  John  bare  record,  say- 
ing, I  sa'w  the  Spirit  descend- 
ing from  heaven  like  a  doye, 
and  it  abode  upon  him. 

33  And  I  knew  him  not :  but 
he  that  sent  me  to  baptize 
with  water,  the  same  said  unto 
me,  Upon  whom  thou  shalt  see 
the  Spirit  descending,  and  re- 
ms^ning  on  him,  the  same  is 
he  which  baptizeth  with  the 
Holy  Ghost. 

34  And  I  saw,  and  bare  re^ 
cord  that  this  is  the  Son  of 
God. 

36  IF  Again  the  next  day  af- 
ter, John  stood,  and  two  of  his 
disciples ; 

36  And  looking  upon  Jesus 
as  he  walked,  he  saith.  Behold 
the  Lamb  of  God! 

37  And  the  two  disciples 
heard  him  speak,  and  they 
followed  Jesus. 

38  Then  Jesus  turned,  and 
saw  them  following,  and  saith 
unto  them.  What  seek  ye? 
They  said  unto  him,  Rabbi, 
(which  is  to  say,  being  inter- 
preted. Master,)  where  dwellest 
thou? 

39  He  saith  unto  them.  Come 
and  see.  They  came  and  saw 
where  he  dwelt,  and  abode 
with  him  that  day :  for  it  was 
about  the  tenth  hour. 

40  One  of  the  two  which 
heard  John  speak,  and  follow- 
ed  him,  was  Andrew,  Simon 
Peter's  brother. 
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Peter  and  others  called.

41  He  first  findeth  his  own 
brother  Simon^  and  saith  unto 
him,  We  have  found  the  Mes- 
sias,  which  is^  being  interpret- 
ed, the  Christ. 

42  And  he  brought  him  to 
Jesus.  And  when  Jesus  beheld 
him,  he  said,  Thou  €urt  Simon 
ihe  son  of  Jonas:  thou  shalt 
be  called  Cephas,  which  is  by 
interpretation,  A  stone. 

43  ^  The  day  following  Jesus 
would  go  forth  into  GalileOi 
and  findeth  Philip,  and  saith 
unto  him.  Follow  me. 

44  Now  Philip  was  of  Beth- 
saida,  the  city  of  Andrew  and 
Peter. 

45  Philip  findeth  Nathanael, 
and  saith  unto  hijii.  We  have 
found  him,  of  whom  Moses 
in  the  law,  and  the  prophets, 
did  write,  Jesus  of  Nazareth, 
the  son  of  Joseph. 

46  And  Nathanael  said  unto 
him,  Can  there  any  good  thing 
come  out  of  Nazareth?  Philip 
saith  unto  him.  Come  and  see. 

47  Jesus  saw  Nathanael  com- 
ing to  him,  and  saith  of  him, 
Behold  an  Israelite  indeed,  in 
whom  is  no  guile! 

48  Nathanael  saith  unto  him, 
Whence  knowest  thou  me? 
Jesus  answered  and  said  unto 
him.  Before  that  Philip  called 
.thee,  when  thou  wast  under 
.the  fig  tree,  I  saw  thee. 

49  Nathanael  answered  and 
saith  unto  him,  Rabbi,  thou 
art  the  Son  of  God ;  thou  art 
the  King  of  Israel. 

•50  Jesus  answered  and  said 

unto  him,  Because  I  said  unto 
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thee,  I  saw  thee  under  the  fig 
tree,  believest  thou  ?  thou  shalt 
see  greater  things  than  these. 
51  And  he  saith  unto  him, 
Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you, 
Hereafter  ye  shall  see  heaven 
open,  and  the  angels  of  God 
ascending  and  descending  up- 
on the  Son  of  man. 

CHAPTER  II. 

1  Christ  turneth  water  into  wine;  12  departeth 
into  Capemawnf  and  to  Jeruaalem^  14  whert 
lie  purgeth  the  temple  of  hiyert  and  xellerK 
19  Jfeyoretelleth  htn  death  and  resurrection, 
28  Meaty  believed  beeauae  of  kit  miraelsi, 
but  he  wnUd  not  commit  himself  unto  them. 

AND  the  third  day  there  was 
,  a  marriage  in  Cana  of  6a; 
Ulee ;  and  the  mother  of  Jesus 
was  there : 

2  And  both  Jesus  was  called, 
and  his  disciples,  to  the  mar- 
riage. 

3  And  when  they  wanted 
wine,  the  mother  of  Jesus 
saith  unto  him.  They  have  no 
wine. 

4  Jesus  saith  unto  her.  Wo- 
man,  what  have  I  to  do  with 
thee?  mine  hour  is  not  yet 
come. 

5  His  mother  saith  unto  the 
servants.  Whatsoever  he  saith 
unto  you,  do  it. 

.6  Ajid  there  were  set  there 
six  waterpots  of  stone,  after 
the  manner  of  the  purifying  of 
the  Jews,  containing  two  or 
three  firkins  apiece. 

7  Jesus  saith  unto  them.  Fill 
the  waterpots  with  water. 
And  they  filled  them  up  to 
the  brim. 

8  And  he  saith  unto  them, 
Draw  out  now,  and  bear  unto 


water  into  wine. 


CHAPTER  III. 


Many  believe. 


the  goveraor  of  the  feast   And 
they  bare  it 

9  When  the  ruler  of  the  feast 
had  tasted  the  water  that  was 
made  wine,  and  knew  not 
whence  it  was^  (but  the  ser- 
vants which  drew  the  water 
knew,)  the  governor  of  ihe 
feast  called  the  bridegroom, 

10  And  saith  unto  him,  Eve- 
ry man  at  the  beginning  doth 
set  forth  good  wine;  and  when 
men  have  well  drunk,  then 
that  which  is  worse :  but  thou 
hast  kept  the  good  wine  until 
now. 

11  This  beginning  of  mira- 
des  did  Jesus  in  Cana  of  Ga- 
lilee, and  manifested  forth  his 
glory ;  and  his  disciples  believ- 
ed on  him. 

12  ^  After  this  he  went  down 
to  Capernaum,  he,  and  his 
mother,  and  his  brethren,  and 
his  disciples;  and  they  conti- 
nued  there  not  many  days. 

13  IF  And  the  Jews'  passover 
was  at  hand,  and  Jesus  went 
up  to  Jerusalem, 

14  And  found  in  the  temple 
those  tiiat  sold  oxen  and  sheep 
and  doves,  and  the  changers 
of  money  sitting : 

15  And  when  he  had  made  a 
scourge  of  small  cords,  he  drove 
them  all  out  of  the  temple,  and 
the  sheep,  and  the  oxen ;  and 
poured  out  the  changers'  mo- 
ney, and  overthrew  the  tables ; 

16  And  said  unto  them  that 
sold  doves,  Take  these  things 
hence ;  make  not  my  Father's 
house  a  house  of  merchandise. 

17  And  his  disciples  remem- 


bered that  it  was  written,  The 
zeal  of  thine  house  hath  eaten 
me  up. 

18  ^  Then  answered  the  Jews 
and  said  unto  him.  What  sign 
shewest  thou  unto  us,  seeing 
that  thou  doest  these  things  ? 

19  Jesus  answered  and  said 
unto  them.  Destroy  this  tem- 
ple, and  in  three  days  I  will 
raise  it  up. 

20  Then  said  the  Jews,  Forty 
and  six  years  was  this  temple 
in  building,  and  wilt  thou  reair 
it  up  in  three  days  ? 

21  But  he  spake  of  the  tem- 
ple of  his  body. 

22  When  therefore  he  was 
risen  from  the  dead,  his  disci- 
ples remembered  that  he  had 
said  this  unto  them;  and  they 
believed  the  Scripture,  and  the 
word  which  Jesus  had  said. 

23  ^  Now  when  he  was  in 
Jerusalem  at  the  passover,  in 
the  feast  dat/j  many  believed 
in  his  name,  when  they  saw 
the  miracles  which  he  did. 

24  But  Jesus  did  not  commit 
himself  unto  them,  because  he 
knew  all  men, 

25  And  needed  not  that  any 
should  testify  of  man ;  for  he 
knew  what  was  in  man. 

CHAPTER  III. 

1  Chritt  teacheth  Nicodemm  the  necetnty  cf 

16  The  greett  hve  ofChd  totemrde  the  worid. 
18  Condemnation  for  unbelief.  23  John 
baptixeth.  26  He  beareth  witneMs  concern- 
inff  ChriH. 

THERE  was  a  man  of  the 
Pharisees,  named  Nicode- 
mus,  a  ruler  of  the  Jews : 
2  The  same  esane  to  Jesus  by

night,  and  said  unto  him,  Rab* 
hi,  we  know  that  thou  art  a 
teacher  come  fromGod :  for  no 
man  can  do  these  miracles  tiiat 
thou  doest,  except  God  be  with 
him. 

3  Jesus  answered  and  said 
unto  him,  Verily,  verily,  I  say 
unto  thee,  Except  a  man  be 
bom  again,  he  cannot  see  the 
kingdom  of  God. 

4  Nicodemus  saith  unto  him, 
How  can  a  man  be  bom  when 
he  is  old?  can  he  enter  the 
second  time  into  his  mother's 
womb,  and  be  bom? 

5  Jesus  answered.  Verily,  ve- 
rily, I  say  unto  thee,  Except  a 
man  be  born  of  water  and  of 
the  Spirit,  he  caauiot  enter  in- 
to the  kingdom  of  God. 

6  That  which  is  bom  of  the 
flesh  is  flesh ;  and  that  which 
is  bom  of  the  Spirit  is  spirit. 

7  Marvel  not  that  I  said  xmto 
thee,  Ye  must  be  born  again. 

8  The  wind  bloweth  where 
it  listeth,  and  thou  hearest  the 
sound  thereof,  but  canst  not 
tell  whence  it  cometh,  and 
whither  it  goeth :  so  is  every 
one  that  is  bom  of  the  Spirit, 

9  Nicodemus  answered  and 
said  unto  him.  How  caA  these 
things  be  ? 

10  Jesus  answered  and  said 
unto  him,  Art  thou  a  master  of 
Israel,  and  knowest  not  these 
things? 

11  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto 
thee.  We  speak  that  we  do 
know,  and  testify  that  we 
have  seen;  and  ye  receive 
not  our  witness. 
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12  If  I  have  told  you  earthly 
things,  and  ye  believe  not,  how 
shall  ye  believe,  if  I  tell  you 
of  heavenly  things  ? 

13  And  no  man  hath  ascend- 
ed up  to  heav^i,  but  he  that 
came  down  from  heaven,  evm 
the  Son  of  man  which  is  in 
heaven* 

14  ^  And  as  Moses  lifted  up 
the  sa:pent  in  the  wilderness, 
even  so  must  the  Son  of  man 
be  lifted  up : 

15  That  whosoever  believ^h 
in  him  should  not  perish,  but 
have  etemal  life. 

16  IF  For  God  so  loved  the 
world,  that  he  gave  his  only 
begotten  Son,  tiiat  whosoever 
beUeveth  in  him  should  not 
perish,  but  have  everlasting 
life. 

17  For  Gt)d  sent  not  his  Soot 
into  the  world  to  condemn  the 
world;  but  that  the  world 
through  him  might  be  saved. 

18  ^  He  that  believeth  on 
him  is  not  condemned:  but 
he  that  believeth  not  is  coa- 
demned  already,  because  he 
hath  not  believed  in  the  name 
of  the  only  begotten  S<m  of 
God. 

19  And  this  is  the  condem- 
nation, that  light  is  come  into 
the  world,  and  men  loved 
darkness  rather  than  light,  be^ 
cause  their  deeds  were  evil. 

20  For  every  one  that  doeth 
evil  hateth  the  light,  neither 
cometh  to  the  light,  lest  his 
deeds  should  be  reproved. 

21  But  he  that  doeth  truth 
cometh  to  the  light,  that  bis

deeds  may  be  made  manifest, 
that  they  are  wrought  in  God, 

22  H  M\er  these  things  came 
Jesus  and  his  disciples  into 
the  land  of  Judea;  and  there 
he  tarried  with  them,  and 
baptized. 

23  1[  And  John  also  was  bap- 
tizing in  Enon  near  to  Salim, 
because  there  was  much  water 
tiiere :  and  they  came^  and 
were  baptized. 

24  For  John  was  not  yet  cast 
into  prison. 

25  IF  Then  there  arose  a 
question  between  9ome  of 
John's  disciples  and  the  Jews 
about  purifying. 

26  And  they  came  unto  John, 
and  said  unto  him,  Rabbi,  he 
that  was  with  thee  beyond  Jor- 
dan, to  whom  thou  barest  wit- 
ness, behold,  the  same  baptiz- 
eth,  and  all  men  come  to  him. 

27  John  answered  and  said, 
A  man  can  receive  nothing, 
except  it  be  given  him  firom 
heaven. 

28  Ye  yourselves  bear  me 
witness,  that  I  said,  I  am  not 
the  Christ,  but  that  I  am  sent 
before  him. 

29  He  that  hath  the  bride  is 
the  bridegroom :  but  the  friend 
of  the  bridegroom,  which  stand- 
eth  and  heareth  him,  rejoieetii 
greatlv  because  of  the  bride- 
groom s  voice:  this  my  joy 
t|;Lerefore  is  fulfilled. 

30  He  must  increase,  but  I 
mtist  decrease. 

31  He  that  oometh  from 
above  is  above  all :  he  that  is 
of  the  earth  is  earthly,  and 


speaketh  of  the  earth:  he 
that  Cometh  from  heaven  is 
above  alL 

32  And  what  he  hath  seen 
and  heard,  that  he  testifietii; 
and  no  man  receiveth  his  tes* 
timony. 

83  He  that  hath  received  his 
testimony  hath  set  to  his  seal 
that  God  is  true. 

34  For  he  whom  (rod  hath 
sent  speaketh  the  words  of 
God:  for  God  giveth  not  the 
Spirit  by  measure  unto  him* 

35  The  Father loveththeSon, 
and  hath  given  all  things  into 
his  hand. 

36  He  that  believeth  on  the 
Son  hath  everlasting  life:  and 
he  that  believeth  not  the  Son 
shall  not  see  life;  but  the 
wrath  of  G  od  abideth  on  him.

2  (Though  Jesus  himself  bap- 
tized not,  but  his  disciples,) 

3  He  left  Judea,  and  depart* 
ed  again  into  Galilee. 

4  And  he  must  needs  go 
through  Samaria. 

6  Then  cometh  he  to  a  city 
of  Samaria,  which  is  called 
Sychar,  near  to  the  parcel  of 
ground  that  Jacob  gave  to  his 
son  Joseph. 
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Chnst  talketh  with 


ST.  JOHN, 


a  woman  of  Samaria, 


6  Now  Jacob's  well  was  there. 
Jesus  therefore,  being  wearied 
with  his  journey,  sat  thus  on 
the  well :  and  it  was  about  the 
sixth  hour. 

7  There  cometh  a  woman  of 
Samaria  to  draw  water:  Jesus 
saith  unto  her,  GiTe  me  to 
drink. 

8  For  his  disciples  were  gone 
away  unto  the  city  to  buy 
meat. 

9  Then  saith  the  woman  of 
Samaria  unto  him,  How  is  it 
that  thou,  being  a  Jew,  askest 
drink  of  me,  which  am  a  wo- 
man  of  Samaria  ?  for  the  Jews 
have  no  dealings  with  the  Sa- 
maritans. 

10  Jesus  answered  and  said 
unto  her.  If  thou  knewest  the 
gift  of  God,  and  who  it  is  that 
saith  to  thee.  Give  me  to  drink ; 
thou  wouldest  have  asked  of 
him,  and  he  would  have  given 
thee  living  water. 

11  The  woman  saith  unto 
him,  Sir,  thou  hast  nothing  to 
draw  with,  and  the  well  is 
deep :  from  whence  then  hast 
thou  that  living  water  ? 

12  Art  thou  greater  than  our 
father  Jacob,  which  gave  us 
the  well,  and  drank  thereof 
himself,  and  his  children,  and 
his  cattle  ? 

13  Jesus  answered  and  said 
unto  her.  Whosoever  drinketh 
of  this  water  shall  thirst  again : 

14  But  whosoever  drinketh 
of  the  water  that  I  shall  give 
him  shall  never  thirst;  but  the 
water  that  I  shall  give  him 
shall  be  in  him  a  well  of  water 
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springing  up  into  everlasting 
Ufe. 

15  The  woman  saith  unto 
him.  Sir,  give  me  this  water, 
that  I  thirst  not,  neither  come 
hither  to  draw. 

16  Jesus  saith  unto  her.  Go, 
call  thy  husband,  and  come 
hither. 

17  The  woman  answered  and 
said,  I  have  no  husband.  Jesus 
said  unto  her,  Thou  hast  well 
said,  I  have  no  husband : 

18  For  thou  hast  had  five  hus- 
bands; and  he  whom  thou  now 
hast  is  not  thy  husband :  in  that 
saidst  thou  truly. 

19  The  woman  saith  unto 
him,  Sir,  I  perceive  that  thou 
art  a  prophet. 

20  Our  fathers  worshipped  in 
this  mountain;  and  ye  say, 
that  in  Jerusalem  is  the  place 
where  men  ought  to  worship. 

21  Jesus  saith  unto  her,  Wo- 
man, believe  me,  the  hour 
cometh,  when  ye  shall  nei- 
ther in  this  mountain,  nor  yet 
at  Jerusalem,  worship  the  Fa- 
ther. 

22  Ye  worship  ye  know  not 
what :  we  know  what  we  wor- 
ship;  for  salvation  is  of  the 
Jews. 

23  But  the  hour  cometh,  and 
now  is,  when  the  true  wor- 
shippers  shall  worship  the  Fa- 
ther in  spirit  and  in  truth ;  for 
the  Father  seeketh  such  to 
worship  him. 

24  God  is  a  Spirit :  and  they 
that  worship  him  must  wor- 
ship him  in  spirit  and  in  truth. 

25  The  woman  saith  unto  him. 


Many  Samaritans 
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I  know  that  Messias  cometh, 
which  is  called  Christ:  when 
he  is  come,  he  will  tell  us  all 
things. 

26  Jesus  saith  unto  her,  I  that 
speak  unto  thee  am  he. 

27  ^  And  upon  this  came  his 
disciples^  and  marvelled  that 
he  talked  with  the  woman: 
jet  no  man  said,  What  seek- 
estthou?  or,Whytalkestthou 
with  her  ? 

28  The  woman  then  left  her 
waterpot,  and  went  her  way 
into  the  city,  and  saith  to  the 
men, 

29  Come,  see  a  man,  which 
told  me  all  things  that  ever  I 
did :  is  not  this  the  Christ  ? 

30  Then  they  went  out  of  the 
city,  and  came  unto  him. 

31  ^  In  the  mean  while  his 
disciples  prayed  him,  saying. 
Master,  eat. 

32  But  he  said  unto  them,  I 
have  meat  to  eat  that  ye  know 
not  of. 

83  Therefore  said  the  disci- 
ples one  to  another,  Hath  any 
man  hrought  him  aughtto  eat  ? 

84  Jesus  saith  unto  them,  My 
meat  is  to  do  the  will  of  him 
that  sent  me,  and  to  finish  hijs 
work. 

36  Say  not  ye,  There  are  yet 
four  months,  and  then  cometh 
harvest?  behold,  I  say  unto 
you.  Lift  up  your  eyes,  and 
look  on  the  fields ;  for  they  are 
white  already  to  harvest. 

36  And  he  that  reapeth  re- 
ceiveth  wages,  and  gathereth 
fruit  unto  life  eternal:  that 
botii  he  that  soweth  and  he 


that  reapeth  may  rejoice  to- 
gether. 

37  And  herein  is  that  saying 
true.  One  soweth,  and  another 
reapeth. 

38  I  sent  you  to  reap  that 
whereon  ye  bestowed  no  la- 
bour: other  men  laboured,  and 
ye  are  entered  into  their  la- 
bours. 

39  ^AndmanyoftheSama^ 
ritans  of  that  city  believed  on 
him  {(X  the  saying  of  the  wo- 
man, which  testified,  He  told 
me  all  that  ever  I  did. 

40  So  when  the  Samaritans 
were  come  unto  him,  they  be- 
sought him  that  he  would  tar- 
ry with  them :  and  he  abode 
there  two  days^ 

41  And  many  more  believed 
because  of  his  own  word ; 

42  Aind  said  unto  the  woman, 
Now  we  believe,  not  because 
of  thy  saying:  for  we  have 
heard  him  ourselves,  and  know 
that  this  is  indeed  the  Christ, 
the  Saviour  of  the  world. 

43  1[  Now  after  two  days  he 
departed  thence,  and  went  in- 
to Galilee. 

44  For  Jesus  himself  testi- 
fied, that  a  prophet  hath  no 
honour  in  his  own  country. 

45  Then  when  he  was  come 
into  Galilee,  the  Galileans  re- 
ceived  him,  having  seen  all 
the  things  that  he  did  at. Je- 
rusalem at  the  feast :  for  they 
also  went  unto  the  feast. 

46  So  Jesus  came  again  in- 
to Cana  of  Galilee,  where  he 
made  the  water  wine.  And 
there  was  a  certain  nobleman, 
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A  lame  man  cured. 


whose  son  was  sick  at  Caper- 
naum. 

47  When  be  heard  that  Jesus 
was  come  out  of  Judea  into 
Galilee,  he  went  unto  him, 
and  besought  him  that  he 
would  come  down,  and  heal 
his  son:  for  he  was  at  the 
point  of  death. 

48  Then  said  Jesus  unto  him, 
Except  ye  see  signs  and  won- 
ders, ye  will  not  believe* 

49  The  nobleman  saith  unto 
him,  Sir,  come  down  ere  my 
child  die. 

50  Jesus  saith  imto  him,  Go 
thy  way;  thy  son  liveth.  And 
the  man  belieyed  the  word  that 
Jesus  had  spoken  unto  him,  and 
he  went  his  way. 

51  And  as  he  was  now  going 
down,  his  servants  met  him, 
and  told  Aim,  saying.  Thy  son 
liveth. 

52  Then  inquired  he  of  them 
the  hour  when  he  began  to 
amend.  And  they  said  unto 
him,  Yesterday  at  the  seventh 
hour  the  fever  left  him. 

53  So  the  father  knew  that 
it  was  at  the  same  hour,  in  the 
which  Jesus  said  unto  him. 
Thy  son  liveth :  and  himself 
believed,  and  his  whole  house. 

54  This  is  again  the  second 
miracle  that  Jesus  did,  when 
he  was  come  out  of  Judea  into 
Galilee. 

CHAPTER  V. 

1  JesuB  mi  the  tabhath  day  eureth  him  tMtU 
¥fa9  diseaaed  eight  and  thirty  year*,  10  The 
JtrtM  i/uTcfore  camlf  and  per^eatte  him  for  it. 
\1  He  antwereth  for  himself  and  reproveth 
thetn^  fthemugby  the  teetimony  of  hit  Father^ 
82  of  John,  36  of  hia  workt,  89  and  of  the 
Scripturee^  vho  he  m. 
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AFTER  this  there  was  a 
feast  of  the  Jews;   and 
Jesus  went  up  to  Jerusalem. 

2  Now  there  is  at  Jerusalem 
by  the  sheep  market  a  pool, 
which  is  called  in  the  Hebrew 
tongue  Bethesda,  having  five 
porches. 

3  In  these  lay  a  great  multi-> 
tude  of  impotent  folk,  of  blind, 
halt,  withered,  waiting  for  ihe 
moving  of  the  water. 

4  For  an  angel  went  down 
at  a  certain  season  into  the 
pool,  ajid  troubled  the  water: 
whosoever  then  first  after  the 
troubling  of  the  wat^  stepped 
in  was  made  whole  of  whatso^ 
ever  disease  he  had. 

5  And  a  certain  man  was  there, 
which  had  an  infirmity  thirty 
and  eight  years. 

6  When  Jesus  saw  him  lie, 
and  knew  that  he  had  been 
now  a  long  time  in  that  case^ 
he  saith  unto  him.  Wilt  thou 
be  made  whole  ? 

7  The  impotent  man  answer- 
ed him,  Sir,  I  have  no  man, 
when  the  water  is  troubled,  to 
put  me  into  the  pool :  but  while 
I  am  coming,  another  steppeth 
down  before  me. 

8  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  Rise, 
take  up  thy  bed,  and  walk. 

9  And  immediately  the  man 
was  made  whole,  and  took  up 
his  bed,  and  walked :  and  on 
the  same  day  was  the  sabbath* 

10  ^  The  Jews  therefore  said 
unto  him  that  was  cured,  It  is 
the  sabbath  day:  it  is  not  law- 
ful for  thee  to  carry  thy  bed. 

11  He  answered  them,  He 
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&ai  made  me  whole,  the  same 
said  unto  me,  Take  up  ibj  bed^ 
and  walk. 

12  Then  asked  they  him.  What 
man  is  that  which  said  unto 
thee^  Take  up  thy  bed,  and 
walk? 

13  And  he  that  was  heal- 
ed wist  not  who  it  was :  for 
Jesus  had  conveyed  himself 
away,  a  multitude  being  in 
that  place. 

14  Afterward  Jesus  findeth 
him  in  the  temple,  and  said 
unto  him,  Behold,  thou  ut 
made  whole:  sin  no  more, 
lest  a  worse  thing  come  unto 
thee. 

15  The  man  departed,  and 
told  the  Jews  that  it  was  Jesus, 
which  had  made  him  whole. 

16  And  therefore  did  the  Jews 
persecute  Jesus,  and  songht  to 
slay  him,  because  he  had  done 
Utese  things  on  the  sabbath 
day. 

17  IF  But  Jesus  answered 
them.  My  Father  worketh  hi- 
therto, and  I  work. 

18  Therefore  the  Jews  sought 
the  more  to  kill  him,  because 
he  not  only  had  broken  the 
sabbath,  but  said  also  that  God 
was  his  Father,  making  him- 
self equal  with  God. 

19  Then  answered  Jesus  and 
said  unto  them.  Verily,  verily, 
I  say  unto  you,  The  Son  can 
do  nothing  of  himself,  but  what 
he  seeth  the  Father  do:  for 
what  things  soever  he  doeth, 
tiiese  also  doeth  the  Son  like- 
wise. 

20  For  the  Father  loveth  the 


Son,  and  sheweth  him  all 
thinsps  that  himself  doeth :  and 
he  will  shew  him  greater  works 
than  these,  that  ye  may  marvel. 

21  For  as  the  Father  raiseth 
up  the  dead,  and  quickeneth 
them;  even  so  the  Son  quick- 
eneth whom  he  will. 

22  For  the  Father  judgeth  no 
man,  but  hath  committed  all 
judgment  unto  the  Son: 

23  That  all  fnen  should  ho- 
nour the  Son,  even  as  they  ho- 
nour the  Father.  He  that  ho- 
noureth  not  the  Son  honoureth 
not  the  Father  which  hath 
sent  him. 

24  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto 
you.  He  that  heareth  my  word, 
and  believeth  on  him  that  sent 
me,  hath  everlasting  life,  and 
shall  not  come  into  condemna- 
tion ;  but  is  passed  from  death 
unto  life. 

25  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto 
you,  The  hour  is  coming,  and 
now  is,  when  the  dead  shall 
hear  the  voice  of  the  Son  of 
God:  and  they  that  hear  shall 
live. 

26  For  as  the  Father  hath 
life  in  himself;  so  hath  he 
given  to  the  Son  to  have  life 
in  himself; 

27  And  hath  given  him  au- 
thority  to  execute  judgment 
also,  because  he  is  the  Son  of 
man. 

28  Marvel  not  at  this:  for  the 
hour  is  coming,  in  the  which 
all  that  are  in  the  graves  shall 
hear  his  voice, 

29  And  shall  come  forth;  they 
that  have  done  good,  uifto  the 
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resurrection  of  life;  and  they 
that  have  done  evil,  unto  the 
resurrection  of  damnation. 

30  I  can  of  mine,  own  self  do 
nothing:  as  I  hear,  I  judge: 
and  my  judgment  is  just ;  be- 
cause I  seek  not  mine  own 
will,  but  the  will  of  the  Fa* 
ther  which  hath  sent  me. 

31  If  I  bear  witness  of  my* 
self,  my  witness  is  not  true. 

32  IT  There  is  anotiier  that 
beareth  witness  of  me ;  and  I 
know  that  the  witness  which 
he  witnesseth  of  me  is  true. 

33  Ye  sent  unto  John,  and  he 
bare  witness  unto  the  truth. 

34  But  I  receire  not  testi- 
mony from  man:  but  these 
things  I  say,  that  ye  might 
be  saved. 

35  He  was  a  burning  and  a 
shining  light:  and  ye  were 
willing  for  a  season  to  rejoice 
in  his  light. 

36  IT  But  I  have  greater  wit- 
ness than  tAat  of  John:  for  the 
works  which  the  Father  hath 
given  me  to  finish,  the  same 
works  that  I  do,  bear  witness 
of  me,  that  the  Father  hath 
sent  me. 

37  And  the  Father  himself, 
which  hath  sent  me,  hath 
borne  witness  of  me.  Ye  have 
neither  heard  his  voice  at  any 
time,  nor  seen  his  shape. 

38  And  ye  have  not  his  word 
abiding  in  you:  for  whom  he 
hath  sent,  him  ye  believe  not. 

39  H  Search  the  Scriptures ; 
for  in  them  ye  think  ye  have 
eternal  life :  and  they  are  they 
which  testify  of  me. 
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40  And  ye  will  not  come  to 
me,  that  ye  might  have  life. 

41  I  receive  not  honour  from 
men. 

42  But  I  know  you,  that  ye 
have  not  the  love  of  God  in 
you. 

43  I  am  come  in  my  Father's 
name,  and  ye  receive  me  not: 
if  another  shall  come  in  his 
own  name,  him  ye  will  re- 
ceive. 

44  How  can  ye  believe,  which 
receive  honour  one  of  another, 
and  seek  not  the  honour  that 
comet h  from  God  only  ? 

45  Do  not  think  that  I  will 
accuse  you  to  the  Father: 
there  is  one  that  accuseth  you, 
even  Moses,  in  whom  ye  trust. 

46  For  had  ye  believed  Mo- 
ses,  ye  would  have  believed 
me :  for  he  wrote  of  me. 

47  But  if  ye  believe  not  his 
writings,  how  shall  ye  believe 
my  words? 

CHAPTER  VI. 

1  CkrtMl  feedeth  fio$  t/wusamd  men  with  Jfn 
loavet  and  two  JMiet  15  TViereupan  ths 
people  would  have  meuk  ld>n  kmg,  16  JM 
witMirawin^  hivuelf,  he  walketh  on  the  9ea 
to  his  dtseiplee.  26  He  reproveih  tfie  people 
Jtockinff  afier  Mm,  and  all  the  eamat  heat^ 
ere  of  hie  word;  32  and  deelareth  himeelf 
to  be  the  bread  of  life  to  believers,  66  Many 
dieeipies  depart  from  him,  68  Peter  «m- 
feeeeth  him.    70  Jtuiat  a  devil 

AFTER  these  things  Jesns 
.  went  over  the  sea  of  Gali- 
lee, which  is  the  sea  of  Tibe- 
rias. 

2  And  a  great  multitude  foL 
lowed  him,  because  they  saw 
his  miracles  which  he  did  on 
them  that  were  diseased. 

3  And  Jesus  went  up  into  a 
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mountain,  and  there  he  sat 
with  his  disciples. 

4  And  the  passoTer,  a  feast 
of  the  Jews,  was  nigh. 

3  ^  When  Jesus  then  lifted 
up  his  eyes,  and  saw  a  great 
company  come  unto  him,  he 
saith  unto  Philip,  Whence  shall 
we  huy  bread,  that  these  may 
eat? 

6  And  ^s  he  scdd  to  prore 
him :  for  he  himself  knew 
what  he  would  do. 

7  Philip  answered  him,  Two 
hundred  pennyworth  of  bread 
is  not  sufficient  fbr  them,  that 
erery  one  of  them  may  take  a 
little. 

8  One  of  his  disciples.  An- 
drew,  Simon  Peter's  brother, 
saith  unto  him, 

9  There  is  a  lad  here,  which 
hath  five  barley  loaves,  and 
two  small  fishes:  but  what 
are  they  among  so  many  ? 

10  And  Jesus  said,  Make  the 
men  sit  down.  Now  there  was 
much  grass  in  the  place.  So 
the  men  sat  down,  in  number 
about  five  thousand. 

1 1  And  Jesus  took  the  loaves ; 
and  when  he  had  given  thanks, 
he  distributed  to  the  disciples, 
and  the  disciples  to  them  that 
were  set  down ;  and  likewise 
of  the  fishes  as  much  as  they 
would. 

12  When  they  were  filled,  he 
said  unto  his  disciples,  Gather 
trp  the  fragments  that  remain, 
that  nothing  be  lost. 

13  Therefore  they  gathered 
themtogether,  and  filled  twelve 
baskets  with  the  fragments  of 


the  five  barley  loaves,  which 
remained  over  and  above  unto 
them  that  had  eaten. 

14  Then  those  men,  when 
they  had  seen  the  miracle  that 
Jesus  did,  said.  This  is  of  a 
truth  that  Prophet  that  should 
come  into  the  world. 

15  ^  When  Jesus  therefore 
perceived  that  they  would 
come  and  take  him  by  force, 
to  make  him  a  king,  he  de- 
parted again  into  a  mountain 
himself  alone. 

16  And  when  even  was  tww 
come,  his  disciples  went  down 
unto  the  sea, 

17  And  entered  into  a  ship, 
and  went  over  the  sea  toward 
Capernaum.  And  it  was  now 
dark,  and  Jesus  was  not  come 
to  them. 

18  And  the  sea  arose  by  rea* 
son  of  a  great  wind  that  blew. 

19  So  when  they  had  rowed 
about  five  and  twenty  or  thirty 
farldngs,  they  see  Jesus  walk- 
ing  on  the  sea,  and  d)  ing 
nig^  unto  the  ship:  and  they 
were  afraid. 

20  But  he  saith  unto  them, 
It  is  I ;  be  not  afraid. 

21  Then  they  willingly  re- 
ceived him  into  the  ship,  and 
inraiediately  the  ship  was  at 
the  land  whither  they  went. 

22  IT  The  day  following, when 
the  people,  which  stood  on  the 
other  side  of  the  sea,  saw  that 
there  was  none  other  boat 
there,  save  that  one  whereinto 
his  disciples  were  entered,  and 
that  Jesus  went  not  with  his 
disciples  into  the  boat,  but  th(U 
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his  disciples  were  gone  away 
alone ; 

23  Howbeit  there  oame  other 
boats  firom  Tiberias  nigh  irnto 
the  place  where  they  did  eat 
bread,  after  that  the  Lord  hcul 
given  thanks : 

24  When  the  people  therefore 
saw  that  Jesus  was  not  there, 
neither  his  disciples,  they  also 
took  shipping,  and  came  to  Ca- 
pernaum, seeking  for  Jesus. 

25  And  when  they  had  found 
him  on  the  other  side  of  the 
sea,  they  said  unto  him.  Rabbi, 
when  earnest  thou  hither  ? 

26  Jesus  answered  them  and 
said.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto 
you,  Ye  seek  me,  not  because 
ye  saw  the  miracles,  but  he^ 
cause  ye  did  eat  of  the  loaves, 
and  were  filled. 

27  Labour  not  for  the  meat 
which  perisheth,  but  for  that 
meat  which  ^ndureth  unto 
everlasting  life,  which  the  Son 
of  man  shall  give  unto  you : 
for  him  hath  God  the  Father 
sealed. 

28  Then  said  they  unto  him, 
What  shall  we  do,  that  we 
might  work  the  works  of 
God? 

29  Jesus  answered  and  said 
unto  them,  This  is  the  work  of 
God,  that  ye  believe  on  bim 
whom  he  hath  sent. 

30  They  said  therefore  unto 
him,  What  sign  shewest  thou 
then,  that  we  may  see,  and  be- 
lieve thee?  what  dost  thou 
work  ? 

31  Our  fathers  did  eat  manna 
in  the  desert ;  as  it  is  written, 
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He  gave  them  bread  from  hea- 
ven to  eat. 

32  Then  Jesus  said  unto 
them,  Verily,  verily,  I  say  un- 
to you,  Moses  gave  you  not 
that  bread  from  heaven;  but 
my  Father  giveth  you  the  true 
bread  fix>m  heaven. 

33  For  the  bread  of  God  is 
he  which  cometh  down  from 
heaven,  and  giveth  life  unto 
the  world. 

34  Then  said  tiiey  unto  him, 
Lord,  evermore  give  us  this 
bread. 

3fi  And  Jesus  said  unto  them^ 
I  am  the  bread  of  life:  he  that 
cometh  to  me  shall  never  hun«- 
ger ;  and  he  that  believeth  on 
me  shall  never  thirst. 

36  But  I  said  unto  you,  That 
ye  also  have  seen  me,  and  be- 
lieve not. 

37  All  that  the  Father  giv*. 
eth  me  shall  come  to  me;  and 
him  that  cometh  to  me  I  will 
in  no  wise  cast  out 

38  For  I  came  down  from 
heaven,  not  to  do  mine  own 
will,  but  the  will  of  him  that 
sent  me. 

39  And  this  is  the  Father's 
will  which  hath  sent  me,  that 
of  all  which  he  hath  given  me 
I  should  lose  nothing,  but 
should  raise  it  up  again  at  the 
last  day. 

40  And  this  is  the  will  of  him 
that  sent  me,  that  every  one 
which  seeth  the  Son,  and  be- 
lieveth on  him,  may  have  ever- 
lasting life :  and  I  will  raise 
him  up  at  the  last  day. 

41  The  Jews  then  murmured 


ike  bread  of  life 
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at  him,  becaruae  he  said^  I  am 
the  bread  which  came  down 
ftom  heaven. 

42  And  they  said.  Is  not  this 
Jesus,  the  son  of  Joseph,  whose 
father  and  mother  we  know? 
how  is  it  then  that  he  saith,  I 
came  down  firom  heaven  ? 

43  Jesus  therefore  answered 
and  said  imto  them,  Murmur 
not  among  yourselves. 

44  No  man  can  come  to  me, 
except  the  Father  which  hath 
sent  me  draw  him :  and  I  will 
raise  him  up  at  the  last  day. 

45  It  is  written  in  the  pro- 
phets, And  they  shall  be  all 
taught  of  God.  Every  man 
therefore  that  hath  heard,  and 
hath  learned  of  the  Father, 
cometh  unto  me. 

46  Not  that  any  man  hath 
seen  the  Father,  save  he  which 
is  of  God,  he  hath  seen  the 
Father. 

47  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto 
vou,  He  that  b^eveth  on  me 
nath  everlasting  life. 

48  I  am  that  bread  of  life. 

49  Your  fathers  did  eat  man- 
na  in  the  wilderness,  and  adre 
dead. 

50  This  is  the  bread  which 
oometh  down  from  heaven,  that 
a  man  may  eat  thereof,  and 
not  die. 

51  I  am  the  living  bread 
which  came  down  from  hea- 
ven :  if  any  man  eat  oi  this 
bread,  he  shall  live  for  ever: 
and  the  bread  that  I  will  give 
is  my  flesh,  which  I  will  give 
for  the  life  of  the  world. 

52  The  Jews  therefore  strove 


among  themselves,  saying, 
How  can  this  man  give  us  his 
flesh  to  eat  ? 

59  Then  Jesus  said  unto  them, 
Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  vou, 
Except  ye  eat  the  flesh  of  the 
Son  of  man,  and  drink  his 
blood,  ye  have  no  life  in  you. 

54  Whoso  eateth  my  flesh, 
and  drinketh  my  blood,  hath 
eternal  life ;  and  I  will  raise 
him  up  at  the  last  day. 

55  For  my  flesh  is  meat  in* 
deed,  and  my  blood  is  drink 
indeed. 

56  He  that  eateth  my  flesh, 
and  drinketh  my  blood,  dwell- 
eth  in  mei,  and  I  in  him. 

57  As  the  living  Father  hath 
sent  me,  and  I  live  by  the  Fa- 
ther; so  he  that  eateth  me, 
even  he  shall  live  by  me. 

58  This  is  that  bread  which 
oame  down  from  heaven :  not 
as  your  fathers  did  eat  man* 
na,  and  are  dead  :  he  that  eai« 
eth  of  tiua  bread  shall  live  for 
ever. 

59  These  things  said  he  in 
the  synagogue,  as  he  taught 
in  Capernaum. 

60  Many  therefore  of  his  dis- 
ciples,  when  they  had  hecurd 
tkUj  said,  This  is  a  hard  say- 
ing; who  can  hear  it? 

61  When  Jesus  knew  in  him- 
self that  his  disciples  murmur- 
ed at  it,  he  said  unto  them. 
Doth  this  offend  you? 

62  What  and  if  ye  shall  see 
the  Son  of  man  ascend  up  where 
he  was  before  ? 

63  It  is  the  spirit  that  quick- 
eneth ;  the  flesh  profiteth  no^ 
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thing:  the  words  that  I  speak 
unto  you,  they  are  spirit,  and 
they  are  life. 

64  But  there  are  some  of  you 
that  believe  not.  For  Jesus 
knew  from  the  beginning  who 
they  were  that  believed  not, 
and  who  should  betray  him. 

66  And  he  said,  Therefore 
said  I  unto  you,  that  no  man 
ean  come  unto  me,  except  it 
were  given  unto  him  of  my 
Father. 

66  IT  From  that  time  many 
of  his  disciples  went  back,  and 
walked  no  more  with  him. 

67  Then  said  Jesus  unto 
the  twelve,  Will  ye  also  go 
away? 

68  Then  Simon  Peter  an- 
swered him,  Lord,  to  whom 
shall  we  go?  thou  hast  the 
words  of  eternal  life. 

69  And  we  believe  and  are 
sure  that  thou  art  that  Christ, 
the  Son  of  the  living  God. 

70  Jesus  answered  them,  Have 
not  I  chosen  you  twelve,  and 
one  of  you  is  a  devil  ? 

71  He  spake  of  Judas  Tscariot 
the  son  oi  ^irnxm:  for  he  it  was 
that  should  betray  him,  being 
one  of  the  twelve. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

1  Jemn  reproveih  the  ambition  and  boldneu  of 
his  kinxttien  ;  10  goeih  up  from  Oalilee  to 
the  feast  of  tabernacles ;  14  and  teac/teih  in 
tfte  tetnpU.  40  Divers  opinions  of  him 
amouff  the  people,  45  Tlte  Pharisees  are 
angry  that  t/ietr  officers  took  him  not,  and 
c/iide  wifh  Nicodemusfor  taking  hisj>art. 

AFTER  these  things  Jesus 
.  walked  in  Galilee :  for  he 
would  not  walk  in  Jewry,  be- 
cause the  Jews  sought  to  kill 
him. 

174. 


2  Now  the  Jews'  feast  of  ta- 
bernacles was  at  hand. 

3  His  brethren- therefore  said 
imto  him.  Depart  hence,  and 
go  into  Judea,  that  thy  disci- 
ples also  may  see  the  works 
that  thou  doest. 

4  For  there  is  no  man  that 
doeth  any  thing  in  secret,  and 
he  himself  seeketh  to  be  known 
openly.  Kthou  do  these  things, 
shew  thyself  to  the  world. 

5  For  neither  did  his  brethren 
believe  in  him. 

6  Then  Jesus  said  unto  them. 
My  time  is  not  yet  come :  but 
your  time  is  alway  ready. 

7  The  world  cannot  hate  you; 
but  me  it  hateth,  because  I  tes- 
tify of  it,  that  the  works  there- 
of are  evil. 

8  Go  ye  up  unto  this  feast : 
I  go  not  up  yet  unto  this  feeist; 
for  my  time  is  not  yet  full 
come. 

9  When  he  had  said  these 
words  unto  them,  he  abode  stiU 
in  Galilee. 

10  if  But  when  his  brethren 
were  gone  up,  then  went  he 
also  up  unto  the  feast,  not  open- 
ly, but  as  it  were  in  secret. 

11  Then  theJews  sought  him 
at  the  feast,  and  said.  Where 
is  he? 

12  And  there  was  much  mur- 
muring among  the  people  con- 
cerning him :  for  some  said, 
He  is  a  good  man:  others  said. 
Nay;  but  he  deceiveth  the  peo- 
ple. 

13  Howbeit  no  man  spake 
openly  of  him  for  fear  of  the 
Jews. 


Christ  teacheth 
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in  the  temple 


14  ^  Now  about  the  midst 
of  the  feast  Jesus  went  up  in- 
to the  temple,  and  taught 

15  And  the  Jews  marvel- 
led, saying,  How  kxioweth  this 
manletters,  having  never  learn- 
ed? 

16  Jesus  answered  them,  and 
said.  My  doctrine  is  not  mine, 
but  his  that  sent  me. 

17  If  any  man  will  do  his 
will,  he  shall  know  of  the 
dociaine,  whether  it  be  of 
God,  or  whether  I  speak  of 
myself 

18  He  that  speaketh  of  him- 
self seeketh  his  own  glory: 
but  he  that  seeketh  hk  g^ory 
that  sent  him,  the  same  is 
true,  and  no  unrighteousness 
is  in  him. 

19  Did  not  Moses  give  you 
the  law,  and  yet  none  of  you 
keepeth  the  law?  Why  go 
ye  about  to  kill  me  ? 

20  The  people  answered  and 
said,  Thou  hast  a  devil :  who 
goeth  about  to  kill  thee  ? 

21  Jesus  answered  and  said 
unto  them,  I  have  done  one 
work,  and  ye  all  marvel. 

22  Moses  therefore  gave  un- 
to you  circumcision;  not  be- 
cause it  is  of  Moses,  but  of 
the  fathers;  and  ye  on  the 
sabbath  day  circumcise  a  man. 

23  If  a  man  on  the  sabbath 
day  receive  circumcision,  that 
the  law  of  Moses  should  not 
be  broken;  are  ye  angry  at 
me,  because  I  have  made  a 
man  every  whit  whole  on  the 
sabbath  day  ? 

24  Judge  not  according  to  the 


appearance,  but  judge  right- 
eous judgment. 

25  Then  said  some  of  them 
of  Jerusalem^  Is  not  this  he, 
whom  they  seek  to  kill  ? 

26  But,  lo,  he  speaketh  bold- 
ly, and  they  say  nothing  unto 
him.  Do  the  rulers  know  in- 
deed that  this  is  the  very 
Christ? 

27  Howbeit  we  know  this 
man  whence  he  is :  but  when 
Christ  cometh,  no  man  know- 
eth  whence  he  is. 

28  Then  cried  Jesus  in  the 
temple  as  he  taught,  saying, 
Ye  both  know  me,  and  ye 
know  whence  I  am:  and  I 
am  not  come  of  myself,  but  he 
that  sent  me  is  true,  whom 
ye  know  not. 

29  But  I  know  him;  for  I 
am  from  him,  and  he  hath 
sent  me. 

30  Then  they  sought  to  take 
him:  but  no  man  laid  hands 
on  him,  because  his  hour  was 
not-yet  come. 

31  And  many  of  the  people 
believed  on  him,  and  said. 
When  Christ  cometh,  will  he 
do  more  miracles  than  these 
which  this  man  hath  done  ? 

32  IF  The  Pharisees  heard 
that  the  people  murmured 
such  things  concerning  him; 
and  the  Pharisees  and  the 
chief  priests  sent  officers  to 
take  him. 

33  Then  said  Jesus  unto  them, 
Yet  a  little  while  am  1  with 
you,  and  then  I  go  unto  him 
that  sent  me. 

34  Ye  shall   seek   me,  and 
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shall  not  find  me :  and  where 
I  am,  thither  ye  cannot  come. 

85  Then  said  the  Jews  among 
themselves,  Whither  will  he 
go,  that  we  shall  not  find 
him?  will  he  go  unto  the 
dispersed  among  the  Gentiles, 
and  teach  the  Gentiles  ? 

86  What  manner  of  sajing 
is  this  that  he  said.  Ye  shaU 
seek  me,  and  shall  not  find 
me :  and  where  I  am,  thither 
ye  cannot  come  ? 

37  In  the  last  day,  that  great 
€laj/  of  the  feast,  Jesus  stood 
and  cried,  saying,  If  any  man 
thirst,  let  him  come  unto  me, 
and  drink. 

88  He  that  beliereth  on  me, 
as  the  Scripture  hath  said,  out 
of  his  belly  shall  flow  rivers 
of  living  water. 

8d  But  this  spake  he  of  the 
Spirit,  which  they  that  be- 
lieve on  him  should  receive: 
for  the  Holy  Ghost  was  not 
yet  given ;  because  that  Jesus 
was  not  yet  glorified. 

40  ^  Many  of  the  people 
therefore,  when  they  heard 
this  saying,  said.  Of  a  truth 
this  is  the  Prophet. 

41  Others  said,  This  is  the 
Christ.  But  some  said,  Shall 
Christ  come  out  of  Galilee  ? 

42  Hath  not  the  Scripture 
said.  That  Christ  cometh  of 
the  seed  of  David,  and  out  of 
the  town  of  Bethlehem,  where 
David  was  ? 

43  So  there  was  a  division 
among  the  people  because  of 
him. 

44  And  some  of  them  would 
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have  taken  him ;  but  no  man 
laid  hands  on  him. 

45  ^  Then  came  the  officers 
to  tjie  chief  priests  and  Phari- 
sees; and  they  said  unto  tibem. 
Why  have  ye  not  brought  him? 

46  The  officers  answered, 
Never  man  spake  like  this 
nmn. 

47  Then  answ^ed  them  tiie 
Pharisees,  Are  ye  also  de- 
ceived ? 

48  Have  any  of  the  rulers 
or  of  the  Pharisees  believed 
on  him? 

49  But  this  people  who  know* 
eth  not  the  law  are  cursed. 

50  Nicodemus  saith  unto 
them,  (he  that  came  to  Jesutf 
by  night,  being  one  of  them,) 

51  Doth  our  law  judge  cmy 
man,  before  it  hear  him,  and 
know  what  he  doeth  ? 

52  They  answered  and  said 
unto  him,  Art  thou  also  of 
Galilee?  Search,  and  look: 
for  out  of  Galilee  ariseth  na 
prophet. 

53  And  every  man  went  nn- 
to  his  own  house. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

1  Tfu  wcmoH  taken  in  adultery.  12  Ckfitl 
freaeheth  kiwmlf  the  light  of  the  tearU,  cud 
juet{/ieth  hie  doctrine;  83  antwereth  the 
Jevbe  thai  boaeted  of  Abraham;  59  and 
•onveyeth  himadf  awtyfrom  their  crueUf, 

JESUS  went  unto  the  mounfe 
of  Olives. 

2  And  early  in  the  morning 
he  came  again  into  the  temple, 
and  all  the  people  eune  unto 
him;  and  he  sat  down,  and 
taught  them. 

3  And  the  scribes  and  Fhari^ 
sees  brought  unto  him  a  wo- 


OhriBt  the  light 
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man  taken  in  adultery ;  and 
when  they  had  set  her  in 
the  midst, 

4  They  say  nnto  him.  Master, 
this  woman  was  taken  in  adul- 
tery, in  the  very  act. 

5  r^ow  Moses  in  the  law  com- 
manded US,  that  such  should 
be  stoned:  but  what  sayest 
thou? 

6  This  they  said,  tempting 
him,  that  they  might  hare  to 
accuse  him.  But  Jesus  stooped 
down,  and  with  his  finger  wrote 
on  the  ground,  as  though  he 
heard  them  not 

7  So  when  thev  continued 
asking  him,  he  lifted  up  him- 
sdif,  and  said  unto  them.  He 
that  is  without  sin  among 
you,  let  Mm  first  cast  a  stone 
at  her. 

8  And  again  he  stooped  down, 
and  wrote  on  the  ground. 

9  And  they  which  heard  tV, 
being  convicted  by  their  ovm 
conscience,  went  out  one  by 
one,  beginning  at  the  eldest, 
even  unto  the  last :  and  Jesus 
was  left  alone,  and  the  wo- 
man standing  in  the  midst. 

10  When  Jesus  had  lifted  up 
himself,  and  saw  none  but  the 
woman,  he  said  unto  her.  Wo- 
man, where  are  those  thine 
accusers?  hath  no  man  con- 
demned thee  ? 

11  She  said.  No  man,  Lord. 
And  Jesus  said  unto  her.  Nei- 
ther do  I  condenm  thee :  go, 
and  sin  no  more. 

12  ^  Then  spake  Jesus  again 
unto  liiem,  saying,  I  am  the 
light  of  the  world:  hethatfol^ 
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loweth  me  shall  not  walk  in 
darkness,  but  shaU  have  the 
light  of  life. 

13  The  Pharisees  therefore 
said  unto  him.  Thou  bearest 
record  of  thyself;  thy  record 
is  not  true. 

14  Jesus  answered  and  said 
unto  them.  Though  I  bear  re- 
cord of  myself,  vet  my  record 
is  true:  for  I  know  whence 
I  came,  and  whither  I  go; 
but  ye  cannot  tell  whence  I 
come,  and  whither  I  go. 

15  Ye  judge  after  the  flesh , 
I  judge  no  man. 

16  And  yet  if  I  judge,  my 
judgment  is  true:  for  I  am 
not  alone,  but  I  and  the  Fa- 
ther that  sent  me. 

17  It  is  also  written  in  your 
law,  that  the  testimony  of  two 
men  is  true. 

18  I  am  one  that  bear  wit- 
ness of  myself,  and  the  Father 
that  sent  me  beareth  witness 
of  me. 

19  Then  said  they  unto  him, 
Where  is  thy  Father  ?  Jesus 
answered.  Ye  neither  know 
me,  nor  my  Father :  if  ye  had 
known  me,  ye  should  have 
known  my  Father  also. 

20  These  words  spake  Jesus 
in  the  treasury,  as  he  taught 
in  the  temple:  and  ho  man 
laid  hands  on  him;  for  his 
hour  was  not  yet  come. 

21  Then  said  Jesus  again 
unto  them,  I  go  my  way,  and 
ye  shall  seek  me,  and  shall 
die  in  your  sins:  whither  I 
go,  ye  cannot  come. 

22  Then  s^d  the  Jews,  WiU 
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he  kill  himself?  because  he 
aaith,  Whither  I  go,  ye  cannot 
come. 

23  And  he  said  unto  them, 
Ye  are  from  beneath;  I  am 
from  above:  ye  Bte  of  this 
world;  I  am  not  of  this  world. 

24  I  said  therefore  unto  you, 
that  ye  shall  die  in  your  sins : 
for  if  ye  believe  not  tiiat  I 
am  hey  ye  shall  die  in  your 
sins. 

25  Then  said  they  unto  him, 
Who  art  thou?  And  Jesus 
saith  unto  them.  Even  the 
same  that  I  said  unto  you 
from  the  befflnning. 

26  I  have  many  things  to 
say  and  to  judge  of  you:  but 
he  that  sent  me  is  true;  and  I 
speak  to  the  world  those  things 
which  I  have  heard  of  him. 

27  They  understood  not  that 
he  spake  to  them  of  the  Fa- 
tiier. 

28  ThensaidJesufluntothem, 
When  ye  have  lifted  up  the 
Son  of  man,  then  shall  ye 
know  that  I  am  he^  and  that  I 
do  nothing  of  myself;  but  as 
my  Father  hath  taught  me,  I 
speak  these  things. 

29  And  he  tiiat  sent  me  is 
with  me:  the  Father  hath  not 
left  me  alone ;  for  I  do  always 
those  things  that  please  him. 

30  As  he  spake  these  words, 
many  believed  on  him. 

31  If  Then  said  Jesus  to 
those  Jews  which  believed  on. 
him,  If  ye  continue  in  my 
word,  then  are  ye  my  disci- 
ples indeed ; 

32  And  ye  shall  know  the 
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truth,  and  the  truth  shall 
make  you  free. 

33  They  answered  him,  We 
be  Abraham's  seed,  and  were 
never  in  bondage  to  any  man: 
how  sayest  thou,  Ye  shall  be 
made  free? 

34  Jesus  answered  thrao.  Ve- 
rily, verily,  I  say  unto  you, 
Whosoever  committeth  sin  is 
the  arrant  of  sin. 

35  And  the  servant  abideth 
not  in  the  house  for  ever:  but 
the  Son  abideth  even 

36  If  the  Son  therefore  shall 
make  you  free,  ye  shall  be  free 
indeed. 

37  I  know  that  ye  are  Abra.> 
ham's  seed;  but  ye  seek  to 
kill  me,  because  my  word  hath 
no  pla€»  in  you. 

38  I  speak  that  which  I  have 
seen  with  my  Father :  and  ye 
do  that  which  ye  have  seen 
with  your  &ther. 

39  They  answered  and  said 
unto  him,  Abraham  is  our  fa- 
ther. Jesus  saith  unto  them, 
If  ye  were  Abraham's  child- 
ren, ye  would  do  the  works  of 
Abraham. 

40  But  now  ye  seek  to  kill 
me,  a  man  that  hath  told  you 
the  truth,  which  I  have  heard 
of  God :  this  did  not  Abraham. 

41  Ye  do  the  deeds  of  your 
father.  Then  said  they  to 
him.  We  be  not  born  of  for- 
nication; we  have  one  Father, 
even  God. 

'42  Jesus  said  unto  them.  If 
God  were  your  Father,  ye 
w(Mild  love  me :  for  I  proceed- 
ed forth  and  came  from  God ; 
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neither  came  I  of  myself,  but 
he  sent  me. 

43  Why  do  ye  not  understand 
my  speech?  even  because  ye 
cannot  hear  my  word. 

44  Ye  are  of  your  feAhet  the 
devil,  and  the  lusts  of  your 
father  ye  will  do:  he  was  a 
murderer  from  the  beginning, 
and  abode  not  in  the  trul^,  be- 
cause there  is  no  truth  in  him. 
When  he  speaketh  a  lie,  he 
speaketh  of  his  own :  for  he  is 
a  liar,  and  the  father  of  it. 

45  And  because  I  telly  em  the 
truth,  ye  believe  me  not. 

46  Which  of  you  convinceth 
me  of  sin?  And  if  I  say  ihe 
truth,  why  do  ye  not  believe 
me? 

47  He  that  is  of  God  hearetik 
God's  words :  ye  therefore  hear 
them  not,  because  ye  are  not 
of  God. 

48  Then  answered  the  Jews, 
and  said  unto  him.  Say  we  not 
well  that  thou  art  a  Samaritan, 
and  hast  a  devil? 

49  Jesus  answered,  I  have  not 
a  devil ;  but  I  honour  my  Fa- 
ther, and  ye  do  dishonour  me. 

50  And  I  seek  not  mine  own 
glory :  there  is  one  that  seekel^L 
andjudgeth. 

51  Vwily,  verily,  I  say  unto 
you,  If  a  man  keep  my  saying, 
he  shall  never  see  death. 

52.  Then  said  the  Jews  unto 
him.  Now  we  know  that  thou 
hast  a  devil.  Abraham  is  dead, 
and  the  prophets ;  and  thou  say- 
est.  If  a  man  keep  my  saying, 
he  shall  never  taste  of  death. 

53  Art  thou  greats  than  our 


fatherAbraham,whidiiisdead?' 
and  the  prophets  axe  dead: 
whom  makest  thou  thyself? 

54  Jesus  answered.  If  I  ho- 
nour myself,  my  honour  is  no- 
thing:  it  is  my  Father  that 
honoureth  me;  of  whom  j% 
say,  that  he  is  your  GU>d: 

55  Yet  ye  have  not  known 
him;  but  I  know  him:  and  if 
I  should  say,  I  know  him  not, 
I  shall  be  a  liar  like  unto  you : 
but  I  know  him,  and  keep  his 
saying. 

56  Your  father  Abraham  re^ 
joiced  to  see  my  day:  and  be 
saw  itj  and  waa  glad. 

57  Then  said  iAxe  Jews  unto 
him.  Thou  art  not  yet  fifty 
years  old,  and  hafit  thou  seen 
Abraham  ? 

58  Jesus  said  unto  them.  Ve- 
rily, verily,  I  say  unto  you,  Be- 
fore Abraham  was,  I  am. 

59  Then  took  they  up  stones 
tocast  at  him:  but  Jesus  hid 
himself,  and  went  out  of  the 
temple,  going  through  Ihe  midst . 
of  them,  axiQ  so  paased  by. 

CHAPTER  IX. 

1  The  man  that  VM$  bom  hlindrmiored  to  fight. 
18  He  U  brought  to  the  Fhariseti.  18  They 
are  offended  at  it^  amd  egeoemnMmieate  him; 
i&bitheU  reeeieed  efjeme^  amd  eenfeeeeth 
hinu  89  Who  they  are  whom  Christ  enligfU' 
emeth, 

AND  as  J>3tis  passed  by,  he 
.  saw  a  man  which  was 
blind  from  hU  birth. 

2  And  his  disciples  asked  him, 
saying.  Master,  who  did  sin, 
this  man,  or  his  parents,  that 
he  was  bom  blind  ? 

3  Jesus  answered,  Neither 
hath  this  man  sinned,  nor  his 
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Phari$ees  offended. 


parents :  but  that  the  works  of 
God  should  be  made  manifest 
in  him, 

4  I  must  work  the  works  of 
him  that  sent  me,  while  it  is 
day :  the  night  cometh,  when 
no  man  can  work. 

5  As  long  as  I  am  in  the 
world,  I  am  the  light  of  the 
world. 

6  When  he  had  thus  spoken, 
he  spat  on  the  ground,  and 
made  clay  of  the  spittle,  and 
he  anointed  the  eyes  of  the 
blind  man  with  the  clay, 

7  And  said  unto  him.  Go, 
wash  in  the  pool  of  Siloam, 
which  is  by  interpretation. 
Sent.  He  went  his  way  there* 
fore,  and  washed,  and  came 
seeing. 

8  ^  The  neighbours  therefore, 
and  they  which  before  had  seen 
him  that  he  was  blind,  said,  Is 
not  this  he  that  sat  and  begged? 

9  Some  said.  This  is  he:  oth- 
ers said^  He  is  like  him :  but 
he  said,  I  am  Ae. 

10  Therefore  said  they  unto 
him.  How  were  thine  eyes 
opened? 

11  He  answered  and  said,  A 
man  that  is  called  Jesus  made 
clay,  and  anointed  mine  eyes, 
and  said  unto  me,  Go  to  the 
pool  of  Siloam,  and  wash:  and 
I  went  and  washed,  and  I  re- 
ceived sight. 

12  Then  said  they  unto  him. 
Where  is  he?  He  said,  I  know 
not. 

13  f  They  brought  to  the 
Pharisees  him  that  aforetime 
was  blind. 
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14  And  it  was  the  sabbath 
day  when  Jesus  made  the  clay, 
and  opened  his  eyes. 

15  Then  again  the  Pharisees 
also  asked  him  how  he  had 
received  his  sight.  He  said 
unto  them,  He  put  clay  upon 
mine  eyes,  and  I  washed,  and 
do  see. 

16  Therefore  said  some  of 
the  Pharisees,  This  man  is  not 
of  God,  because  he  keepeth 
not  the  sabbath  day.  Others 
said,  How  can  a  man  that  is  a 
sinner  do  such  miracles  ?  And 
there  was  a  division  amcmg 
them. 

17  They  say  unto  the  blind 
man  again,  What  sayest  thou 
of  him,  that  he  hath  opened 
thine  eyes  ?  He  said^  He  is  a 
prophet. 

18  But  the  Jews  did  not  be* 
lieve  concerning  him,  that  he 
had  been  blind,  and  received 
his  sight,  until  they  called  the 
parents  of  him  that  had  re- 
ceived his  sight 

19  And  they  asked  them,  say- 
ing, Is  this  your  son,  who  ye 
say  was  bom  blind  ?  how  then 
doth  he  now  see? 

20  His  parents  answered  them 
and  said.  We  know  that  this 
is  our  son,  and  that  he  was 
born  blind : 

21  But  by  what  means  he 
now  seeth,  we  know  not;  or 
who  hath  opened  his  eyes,  we 
know  not :  he  is  of  age ;  ask 
him :  he  shall  speak  for  him- 
self. 

22  These  wordz  spake  his  pa- 
rents, because  they  feared  the

CHAPTER  X. 


He  oonfesseth  Christ. 


Jews:  for  the  Jews  had  agreed 
already,  that  if  any  man  did 
confess  that  he  was  Christ,  he 
should  be  put  out  of  the  syna^* 
gogue. 

23  Therefore  said  his  parents, 
He  is  of  age ;  ask  him. 

24  Then  again  called  they 
the  man  that  was  blind,  and 
said  unto  him,  Give  God  the 
praise :  we  know  that  this  mim 
is  a  sinner. 

25  He  answered  and  said, 
Whether  he  be  a  sinner  or  nOj 
I  know  not:  one  thing  I  know, 
that,  whereas  I  was  blind,  now 
I  see. 

26  Then  said  they  to  him 
again.  What  did  he  to  thee  ? 
how  opened  he  thine  eyes? 

27  He  answered  them,  I  hare 
told  you  already,  and  ye  did 
not  hear:  wherefore  would  ye 
hear  it  again?  will  ye  also  be 
his  disciples  ? 

28  Then  they  reviled  him, 
and  said,  Thou  art  his  disci- 
ple ;  but  we  are  Moses'  disci- 
ples. 

29  We  know  that  God  spake 
unto  Moses :  as  far  this  fellow, 
we  know  not  from  whence  he 
is. 

30  The  man  answered  and 
said  unto  them,  Why  herein 
is  a  marvellous  thing,  that  ye 
know  not  from  whence  he  is, 
and  yet  he  hath  opened  mine 
eyes. 

31  Now  we  know  that  God 
heareth  not  sinners :  but  if  any 
man  be  a  worshipper  of  God, 
and  doeth  his  wUl,  him  he 
heareth. 


32  Since  the  world  began  was 
it  not  heard  that  any  man 
opened  the  eyes  of  one  that 
was  bom  blind. 

33  If  this  man  were  not  of 
God,  he  could  do  nothing. 

34  They  answered  and  said 
unto  him.  Thou  wast  altoge- 
ther bom  in  sins,  and  dost 
thou  teach  us  ?  And  they  cast 
him  out. 

25  Jesus  heard  that  they  had 
cast  him  out;  and  when  he 
had  found  him,  he  said  unto 
him.  Dost  thou  believe  on  tiie 
Son  of  God? 

86  He  answered  and  said, 
Who  is  he.  Lord,  that  I  might 
believe  on  him  ? 

37  And  Jesus  said  unto  him, 
Thou  hast  both  seen  him,  and  ' 
it  is  he  that  talketh  with  thee. 

38  And  he  said.  Lord,  I  be- 
lieve. And  he  worshipped  him. 

39  ^  And  Jesus  said,  For 
judgment  I  am  come  into  this 
world,  that  they  which  see 
not  might  see ;  and  that  they 
which  see  might  be  made 
blind. 

40  And  some  of  the  Pharisees 
which  were  with  him  heard 
these  words,  and  said  unto  him. 
Are  we  blind  also  ? 

41  Jesus  said  unto  them,  If  ye 
were  blind,  ye  should  have  no 
sin :  but  now  ye  say,  We  see ; 
therefore  your  sin  remaineth. 

CHAPTER  X.

1 9  Diven  opiniofu  of  him.  24  He  yroveth 
hy  hu  wyrkt  that  he  i$  OhHtt  the  Son  of 
God.  89  Ee  saoapethjrom  th$  Jewi,40  and 
aoeth  again  beyond  Jordan,  where  many  bi' 
lieveon  him. 
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arid  the  good  shepherd. 


VERILY,  verily,  I  say  nnto 
you,  He  that  entereth  not 
by  the  door  into  the  sheepfold, 
but  climbeth  up  some  other 
way,  the  same  is  a  thief  and  a 
robber. 

2  But  he  that  ent^eth  in 
by  tiie  door  is  the  shepherd  of 
the  sheep. 

3  To  him  the  porter  openeth ; 
and  the  sheep  hear  his  voice : 
and  he  oallelix  his  own  sheep 
by  name,  and  leadeth  them 
out. 

4  And  when  he  putteth  forth 
his  own  sheep,  he  goeth  be- 
fore them,  and  the  sheep  fol- 
low him;  for  they  know  his 
voice. 

5  And  a  stranger  will  they 
not  follow,  but  will  flee  from 
him;  for  they  know  not  the 
voice  of  strangers. 

6  This  pBjrable  spake  Jesus 
imto  them;  but  l^ey  under- 
stood not  what  things  they 
were  which  he  spake  unto 
them. 

7  Then  said  Jesus  unto  iiiem 
again,  Verily,  verily,  I  say  un- 
to you,  I  am  the  door  of  the 


8  All  thai  erver  came  before 
me  are  thieves  and  robb^»: 
but  the  sheep  did  not  hear 
them. 

9  lamtiiedoor:  by  me  if  any 
man  enter  in,  he  shall  be  saved, 
and  shall  go  in  and  out,  and 
find  pasture. 

10  The  thief  cometh  not,  but 
for  to  steal,  and  to  kill,  and 
to  destroy:  I  am  come  that 
they  might  have  life,  and  that 
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they  might  have  it  more  abun- 
dantly. 

11  I  am  the  good  shepherd: 
the  good  shepherd  giv^  his 
life  for  the  sheep. 

12  But  he  tha^  is  a  hireling, 
and  not  the  shepherd,  whose 
own  the  sheep  are  n<yt,  seeth 
the  wolf  coming,  and  leaveth 
the  sheep,  and  iSbeth ;  and  the 
wolf  catcheth  them,  and  scat- 
tereth  the  sheep. 

13  The  hireling  fieetiii,  be- 
cause he  is  a  hireling,  and 
careth  not  for  the  sheep. 

14  I  am  the  good  diepherd, 
and  know  my  sheep^  and  am 
known  of  mine, 

15  As  the  Father  knoweth 
me,  even  so  know  I  the  Fa- 
th« :  and  I  lay  down  my  life 
for  the  ^eep. 

16  And  other  sheep  I  have, 
whicharenotofthisfold:  them 
also  I  must  bring,  and  they 
shall  hear  my  voioe;  and  there 
shall  be  one  foM^  arid  one  shep- 
herd. 

17  Therefore  doth  my  Father 
love  me,  because  I  lay  down 
my  life,  that  I  might  take  it 
again. 

18  No  man  taketh  it  from  me, 
but  I  lay  it  down  of  myself.  I 
have  power  to  lay  it  down,  and 
I  have  power  to  take  it  again. 
This  commandment  have  I  re- 
ceived of  my  Fatter. 

19  ^  There  was  a  division 
therefore  again  among  the 
Jews  for  ttese  sayings. 

20  And  many  of  t£em  said, 
He  hath  a  deinll,  and  is  mad ; 
why  hear  ye  him  ?

CHAPTER  XL 


with  the  Father. 


21  Others  saijd,  These  are  not 
the  words  of  him  that  hath  a 
deyil.  Can  a  devil  open  the 
eyes  of  the  blind  ? 

22  IT  And  it  was  at  Jerusalem 
the  feast  of  the  dedioatlon,  and 
it  wa<s  winter. 

23  And  Jesus  walked  in  the 
temple  in  Solomon's  pcnroh. 

24  Then  came  tifie  Jews 
round  about  him,  and  said 
unto  him,  How  long  dost  thou 
make  us  to  doubt?  If  thou 
be  the  Christ,  tell  us  plainly. 

25  Jesus  answered  them,  I 
told  you,  and  ye  believed  not : 
the  works  that  I  do  in  my 
Father's  name,  they  bear  wit- 
ness of  me. 

26  But  ye  believe  not,  be- 
cause ye  are  not  of  my  she^, 
as  I  said  unto  you. 

27  My  sheep  hear  my  voice, 
and  I  know  them,  and  they 
follow  me : 

28  And  I  give  unto  them 
eternal  life;  and  they  shall 
never  perish,  neither  shall  any 
man  pluck  them  out  of  my 
hand. 

29  My  Father,  which  gave 
them  me,  is  greater  than  all ; 
and  no  man  is  able  to  pluck 
them  out  of  my  Father's  hand. 

30  I  and  my  Father  are  one. 

31  Then  tiie  Jews  took  up 
stones  again  to  stone  him. 

32  Jesus  answered  them. 
Many  good  works  have  I 
shewed  you  from  my  Father ; 
for  which  of  those  works  do  ye 
stone  me  ? 

33  The  Jews  answered  him, 
saying.  For  a  good  work  we 


stone  thee  not;  but  for  blas- 
phemy; and  because  that  thou, 
being  a  man,  makest  thyself 
God. 

34  Jesus  answered  them.  Is 
it  not  written  in  your  law,  T 
said.  Ye  are  gods? 

36  If  he  called  them  gods, 
unto  whom  the  word  of  God 
came,  and  the  Scripture  can- 
not be  broken; 

36  Say  ye  of  him,  whom 
the  Father  hath  sanctified, 
and  sent  into  the  world,  Thou 
blasphemest ;  because  I  said, 
I  am  the  Son  of  God  ? 

37  If  I  do  not  the  wcHrks  of 
my  Father,  believe  me  not. 

38  But  if  I  do,  though  ye 
believe  not  me,  believe  the 
works;  that  ye  may  know, 
and  believe,  that  the  Father 
15  in  me,  and  I  in  him. 

39  Therefore  they  sought 
again  to  take  him;  but  he 
escaped  out  of  their  hand, 

40  And  went  away  again 
beyond  Jordan  into  the  place 
where  John  at  first  baptized ; 
and  there  he  abode. 

41  And  many  resorted  unto 
him,  and  said,  John  did  no  mi- 
racle :  but  all  things  that  John 
spake  of  this  maa  were  true. 

42  And  many  believed  on 
him  there* 

CHAPTER  XI. 

1  Christ  raiteih  Zaxantt,  four  dayt  buried, 
45  Man^  JSnm  beii^we.  47  J%$  chief  prisHt 
and  Pharisee*  gather  a  cauncU  against 
Christ,  49  Caiaphasprophesieth,  54  Jesus 
hideth  himself,  55  At  tMpamov&r  thejf  in^ 
quire  afUr  him,  and  lag  wait  for  him, 

NOW  a  certain  man  was 
sick,  named  Lazarus,  of 
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Sickness  and  death 
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of  Lazarus, 


Bethany,  the  town  of  Mary 
and  her  sister  Martha. 

2  It  was  thcU  Mary  which 
anointed  the  Lord  with  oint- 
ment, and  wiped  his  feet  with 
her  hair,  whose  hrother  Laza- 
rus was  sick. 

3  Therefc^re  his  sisters  sent 
unto  him,  saying,  Lord,  behold, 
he  whom  thou  lovest  is  sick. 

4  When  Jesus  heard  that,  he 
said.  This  sickness  is  not  un- 
to death,  hut  for  the  glory  of 
God,  that  the  Son  of  God 
might  be  glorified  thereby. 

5  Now  Jesus  loved  Martha, 
and  her  sister,  and  Lazarus. 

6  When  he  had  heard  there- 
fore that  he  was  sick,  he  abode 
two  days  still  in  the  same  place 
where  he  was. 

7  Then  after  thsit  saith  he 
to  his  disciples.  Let  us  go  into 
Judea  again. 

8  JTtd  disciples  say  mito  him, 
Master,  the  Jews  of  late  sought 
to  stone  thee ;  and  goest  thou 
thither  again  ? 

9  Jesus  answered.  Are  there 
not  twelve  hours  in  the  day  ? 
If  aay  man  walk  in  the  day,  he 
stumbleth  not,  because  he  seeth 
the  light  of  this  world. 

10  But  if  a  man  walk  in  the 
night,  he  stumbleth,  because 
there  is  no  light  in  1dm. 

11  These  things  said  he :  and 
after  that  he  saith  unto  them, 
Our  Mend  Lazarus  sleepeth; 
but  I  go,  that  I  may  awake 
him  out  of  sleep. 

12  Then  said  his  disciples, 
Lord,  if  he  sleep,  he  shaU  do 
well. 
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13  Howbeit  Jesus  spake  of 
his  death:  but  they  thought 
that  he  had  spoken  of  taking 
of  rest  in  sleep. 

14  Then  said  Jesus  unto  them 
plainly,  Lazarus  is  dead. 

15  And  I  am  glad  for  your 
sakes  that  I  was  not  there,  to 
the  intent  ye  may  believe ;  ne- 
vertheless let  us  go  tmto  him. 

16  Then  said  Thomas,  which 
is  called  Didymus,  unto  his 
fellow  disciples.  Let  us  also  go, 
tiiat  we  may  die  with  him. 

17  Then  when  Jesus  came, 
he  foimd  that  he  had  lain  in 
the  grave  four  days  already. 

18  Now  Betiiany  was  nigh 
unto  Jerusalem,  about  fifteen 
furlongs  off": 

19  ijid  many  of  the  Jews 
came  to  Martha  and  Maoy,  to 
comfort  them  ocmcerning  their 
brother. 

20  Then  Martha,  as  soon  as 
she  heard  that  Jesus  was  com- 
ing, went  and  met  him:  but 
Mary  sat  still  in  ihe  house. 

21  Then  said  Martha  imto 
Jesus,  Lord,  if  thou  hadst  been 
here,  my  brother  had  not  died. 

22  Butlknow,  that  even  now, 
whatsoever  ihon  wilt  ask  of 
God,-  God  will  give  it  thee. 

23  Jesus  saith  unto  her,  Thy 
brother  shall  rise  again. 

24  Martha  saitii  unto  him,  I 
know  that  he  shall  rise  again 
in  the  resurrection  at  the  last 
day. 

25  Jesus  said  imto  her,  I  am 
the  resurrection,  and  the  life  : 
he  that  believeth  in  me,  though 
he  were  dead,  yet  shall  he  live: 


Christ  raiseth  him 
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from  the  dead. 


26  And  whosoever  liveth  and 
believeth  in  me  shall  never  die. 
Believest  thou  this  ? 

27  She  saith  unto  him,  Yea, 
Lord :  I  believe  that  thou  art 
the  Christ,  the  Son  of  God, 
which  should  come  into  the 
world. 

28  And  when  she  had  so  said, 
she  went  her  iT^y,  and  called 
Mary  her  sister  secretly,  say- 
ing. The  Master  is  come,  and 
oalleth  for  thee. 

29  As  soon  as  she  heard  that^ 
she  arose  quickly,  and  came 
unto  him. 

30  Now  Jesus  was  not  yet 
oome  into  the  town,  but  was 
in  that  place  where  Martha 
met  him. 

81  The  Jews  then  which  were 
with  her  in  the  house,  and  com- 
forted her,  when  they  saw  Ma- 
ry, that  she  rose  up  hastily  and 
went  out,  followed  her,  saying. 
She  goeth  unto  the  grave  to 
weep  there. 

32  Then  when  Mary  was 
come  where  Jesus  was,  and 
saw  him,  she  fell  down  at  his 
feet^  saying  unto  him.  Lord,  if 
thou  hadst  been  here,  my  bro- 
ther had  not  died. 

33  When  Jesus  therefore  saw 
her  weeping,  and  the  Jews  al- 
so weeping  which  came  with 
her,  he  groaned  in  the  spirit, 
and  was  troubled, 

34  And  said.  Where  have  ye 
laid  him?  They  said  unto  him, 
Lord,  come  and  see. 

35  Jesus  wept. 

86  Then  said  the  Jews,  Be- 
hold bow  he  loved  him ! 


37  And  some  of  them  said. 
Could  not  this  man,  which 
opened  the  eyes  of  the  blind, 
have  caused  that  even  this 
man  should  not  have  died  ? 

38  Jesus  therefore  again 
groaning  in  himself  cometh  to 
the  grave.  It  was  a  cave,  and 
a  stone  lay  upon  it. 

39  Jesus  said.  Take  ye  away 
the  stone.  Martha,  the  sister 
of  him  that  was  dead,  saith 
unto  him,  Lord,  by  this  time 
he  stinketh :  for  he  hath  been 
dead  four  days. 

40  Jesus  saith  unto  her,  Said 
I  not  unto  thee,  that,  if  thou 
wouldest  believe,  thou  should- 
est  see  the  glory  of  God  ? 

41  Then  they  took  away  the 
stone  from  the  pkue  where 
the  dead  was  laid.  And  Jesus 
lifted  up  his  eyes,  and  said, 
Father,  I  thank  thee  that  thou 
hast  heard  me. 

42  And  I  knew  that  thou 
hearest  me  always:  but  be- 
cause of  the  people  which  stand 
by  I  said  it,  that  they  may  be- 
lieve that  thou  hast  sent  me. 

43  And  when  he  thus  had 
spoken,  he  cried  with  a  loud 
voice,  Lazarus,  come  forth. 

44  And  he  that  was  dead 
came  forth,  bound  hand  and 
foot  with  gi^veclothes;  and 
his  face  was  bound  about  with 
a  napkin.  Jesus  saith  unto 
t^em.  Loose  him,  and  let  him 

go- 

45  Then  many  of  the  Jews 

which  came  to  Mary,  and  had 
seen  the  things  which  Jesus 
did,  believed  on  him. 
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46  But  some  of  them  went 
their  ways  to  the  Pharisees, 
and  told  them  what  things  Je*- 
sus  had  dona 

47  ^  Then  gathered  the  chief 
priests  and  the  Pharisees  a 
eoimcil,  and  said,  What  do 
we?  for  this  man  doeth  many 
miracles. 

48  If  we  let  him  iivaa  alone, 
all  men  will  helieye  on  him ; 
and  the  Bomans  shall  oome 
and  take  away  both  onr  plaoe 
and  nation. 

49  And  one  of  them,  ruzmed 
Caiaphas,  being  the  hig^  priest 
that  same  year,  said  mito  them, 
Ye  know  nothing  at  all^ 

50  Nor  consider  that  it  is  ex- 
pedient for  us,  tibbat  one  man 
should  die  for  the  people,  and 
that  the  whole  nation  perish 
not. 

61  And  this  spake  he  not  of 
himself:  but  being  high  priest 
that  year,  he  prophesied  that 
Jesus  should  die  for  that  na- 
tion; 

52  And  not  for  that  nation 
only,  but  tliat  also  he  should 
gatiier  together  in  one  the  chil- 
dren of  (xod  that  were  scatter- 
ed  abroad. 

68  Then  firom  that  day  forth 
they  took  counsel  togetii^  for 
to  put  him  to  defbth. 

64  Jesus  therefc^e  walked  no 
more  openly  among  the  Jews ; 
but  went  thence  imto  a  coun- 
try near  to  the  wilderness,  into 
a  city  called  Ephraim,  and 
there  continued  with  his  disci- 
ples. 

66  IT  And  the  Jews'  pa^sover 
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was  nigh  at  hand ;  and  many 
went  out  of  the  country  up  to 
Jerusalem  before  tiie  passorer, 
to  purify  themfielves. 

66  Then  sought  they  for  Je- 
sus,  and  spake  among  them- 
selves, as  they  stood  in  the 
temple.  What  think  ye,  that 
he  will  not  come  to  the  feast? 

67  Now  boiii  the  ehi^ priests 
and  the  Pharisees  had  given  a 
oommandment,  iliat,  if  any 
man  knew  where  he  were,  he 
should  shew  it^  that  they  might 
take  him* 

CHAPTER  XII. 

1  Jesus  exc%U€th  Mary  anokUing  hi*  feet.  9 
The  people  fiock  to  see  Lazarus.  10  Tht 
high  prtesU  ecnsult  to  kill  him,  12  Christ 
rideih  into  Jerusalem,  20  Greeks  desire  to 
see  Jesus,  23  He  foretelleth  his  deatK  87 
l%e  Jew  are  geruralljf  blinded;  AZystmaniy 
chief  rulers  belisvef  but  do  not  confess  Mm, 
44  Jesus  therefore  en/oreeth  ths  necessity  of 
a  confession  of  bslie/in  Mm* 

THEN  Jesus  six  days  before 
the  passover  came  to  Beth- 
any, where  Lasaras  was  which 
had  been  dead,  whom  he  rais* 
ed  firom  the  dead. 
i  There  they  made  him  a 
supper;  and  Martha  served : 
but  Lazarus  was  one  of  them 
that  sat  at  the  table  with 
him. 

3  Then  took  Mary  a  pound  of 
ointment  of  spikenard,  very 
costly,  and  anointed  the  feet 
of  Jesus,  and  w^ped  his  foet 
with  her  hair :  and  the  houM 
was  filled  wiUi  the  odour  of 
the  ointment. 

4  Then  saith  one  of  his  dis- 
ciples, Judc^  Iscariot,  Simon's 
3on,  which  should  betray  him, 

6  Why  was  not  i^ds  ointment 
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8old  for  three  hundred  pence, 
and  given  to  ike  poor  ? 

6  This  he  said,  not  thai  he 
cared  for  the  poor ;  but  because 
he  was  a  thief,  and  had  ihe 
bag,  and  bare  what  was  put 
therein. 

7  Then  said  Jesus,  Let  her 
alone :  against  the  day  of  mf 
burying  hath  she  k^  this. 

8  For  the  peer  always  ye  have 
with  you ;  but  nte  ye  hare  not 
always. 

9  Much  people  of  the  Jews 
therefore  knew  thai;  he  was 
there :  and  they  came  not  for 
Jesus'  sake  only,  but  tiiat  they 
might  see  Lazarus  also,  whom 
he  had  raised  from  the  dead. 

10  ^  But  the  chief  priests 
consulted  that  they  might  put 
Lazarus  also  to  death ; 

11  Because  that  by  reason  of 
him  many  cS  the  Jews  went 
away,  ana  beliered  on  Jesus. 

12  ^  On  the  next  day  much 
people  that  were  come  to  the 
feast,  when  they  heard  that  Je- 
ans was  coming  to  Jenisdiem, 

13  Took  hr^ches  of  palm 
trees,  and  went  forth  to  meet 
him,  and  cried,  Hosanna:  Bless- 
ed is  ihe  King  of  Israel  that 
Cometh  in  the  name  of  ihe 
Lord. 

14  And  Jesusy  when  he  had 
found  a  young  ass,  jsat  there- 
on ;  as  it  is  written, 

15  Fear  not,  daughter  c^Zion: 
behold,  thy  King  cometh,  sit- 
ting on  an  ass's  colt. 

16  These  things  understood 
jM>t  his  disciples  at  ihB  first: 
but  when  Jesus  wafi  ^ lorified^ 


then  remembered  iiiey  that 
these  things  were  written  of 
him,  and  that  they  had  done 
these  things  unto  him. 

17  The  people  therefore  that 
was  with  him  when  he  call- 
ed Lazarus  out  of  his  grave, 
and  raised  him  from  the  dead, 
bare  record. 

18  For  this  cause  the  people 
also  met  him,  for  that  they 
heaaxl  tiiat  he  had  done  this 
miracle. 

19  The  Pharisees  tiierefore 
said  among  themfielyes,  Fer- 
eeive  ye  how  ye  preyail  no- 
thing?  behold,  the  world  is 
gone  after  him. 

20  ^  Axid  there  were  certain 
Gre^  among  them  that  came 
up  to  worship  at  i^e  feast : 

21  The  same  came  ther^ore 
to  Philip,  which  was  of  Beth- 
saida  of  Galilee,  and  desired 
himi  saying.  Sir,  we  would  see 
Jesus. 

22  Philip  cometh  and  telleth 
Andrew:  and  again  Andrew 
and  Fhilqi  tell  Jesus. 

23  %  And  Jesus  answered 
them,  saying,The  hour  is  come, 
tiiat  the  Son  of  man  should  be 
glorified. 

24  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto 
you,  Except  a  com  of  wheat 
fall  into  the  ground  and  die,  it 
abideth  alone :  but  if  it  die,  it 
bringetii  forth  much  firuit. 

26  He  that  loreth  his  life  shall 
lose  it ;  and  he  that  hateth  his 
life  in  this  world  shall  keep  it 
unto  life  et^maL 

26  If  any  man  senre  me,  let 
him  follow  me;  and  where  I 
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am,  there  shall  also  my  servant 
be :  if  any  man  serve  me,  him 
will  my  Father  honour. 

27  Now  is  my  soul  troubled ; 
and  what  shall  I  say?  Father, 
save  me  from  this  hour :  but 
for  this  cause  came  I  unto  this 
hour. 

28  Father,  glorify  thy  name. 
Then  came  there  a  voice  from 
heaven,  sayings  I  have  both 
glorified  tV,  and  will  glorify  it 
again. 

29  The  people  therefore  that 
Btood  by,  and  heard  tf,  said 
that  it  thundered:  others  said. 
An  angel  spake  to  him. 

30  Jesus  answered  and  said, 
This  voice  came  not  because 
of  me,  but  for  your  sakes. 

31  Now  is  the  judgment  of 
this  world:  now  shall  the 
prince  of  this  world  be  cast 
out. 

82  And  I,  if  I  be  lifted  up 
from  the  earth,  will  draw  aU 
men  unto  me. 

33  This  he  said,  signifying 
what  death  he  should  die. 

34  The  people  answered  him. 
We  have  heard  out  of  the  law 
that  Christ  abideth  for  ever: 
and  how  sayest  thou,  The  Son 
of  man  must  be  lifted  up  ?  who 
is  this  Son  of  man  ? 

85  Then  Jesus  said  unto 
them.  Yet  a  little  while  is  the 
light  with  you.  Walk  while 
ye  have  the  light,  lest  darkness 
come  upon  you:  for  he  that 
walketh  in  darkness  knoweth 
not  whither  he  goeth. 

36  While  ye  have  light,  be- 
lieve in  the  light,  that  ye  may 
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be  the  children  of  light.  These 
things  spake  Jesus,  and  depart- 
ed, and  did  hide  himself  from 
them. 

37  ^  But  though  he  had  done 
so  many  miracles  before  them, 
yet  they  believed  not  on  him : 

38  That  the  saying  of  Esaias 
the  prophet  might  be  frdfilled, 
which  he  spake,  Lord,  who 
hath  believed  our  report  ?  and 
to  whom  hath  the  arm  of  the 
Lord  been  revealed  ? 

89  Therefore  they  could  not 
believe,  because  that  Esaias 
said  again, 

40  He  hath  blinded  their 
eyes,  and  hardened  their  heart ; 
that  they  should  not  see  with 
their  eyes,  nor  understand  with 
their  heart,  and  be  converted, 
and  I  should  heal  them. 

41  These  things  said  Esaias, 
when  he  saw  his  glory,  and 
spake  of  him. 

42  IF  Nevertheless  among  the 
chief  rulers  also  many  believed 
on  him;  but  because  of  the 
Pharisees  they  did  not  confess 
hiniy  lest  they  should  be  put 
out  of  the  synagogue : 

43  For  they  loved  the  praise 
of  men  more  than  the  praise 
of  God. 

44  ^  Jesus  cried  and  said, 
He  that  believeth  on  me,  be- 
lieveth  not  on  me,  but  on  him 
that  sent  me. 

45  And  he  that  seeth  me 
seeth  him  that  sent  me. 

46  I  am  come  a  light  into 
the  world,  that  whosoever  be- 
lieveth on  me  should  not  abide 
in  darkness. 
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47  And  if  any  man  hear  my 
words,  and  beliere  not,  I  judge 
him  not:  for  I  came  not  to 
judge  the  world,  but  to  save 
the  world. 

48  He  that  rejecteth  me,  and 
receiveth  not  my  words,  hath 
one  that  judgeth  him:  the 
word  that  I  lutve  spoken,  the 
same  shall  judge  him  in  the 
last  day. 

49  For  I  have  not  spoken  of 
myself;  hut  the  Father  which 
sent  me,  he  gave  me  a  com- 
mandment, what  I  should  say, 
and  what  I  should  speak. 

50  And  I  know  that  his  com- 
mandment is  life  ererlasting : 
whatsoever  I  speak  therefore, 
even  as  the  Father  said  unto 
me,  so  I  speak. 

CHAPTER  Xin. 

\  JesM  wathelh  tl 
tth  them 
foretelleth, 
token,  that  Juda$  should  betray  him:Z\ 
contmandefh  them  to  love  one  another;  86 
andforewameth  PeUr  cfhie  deniaL 

NOW  before  the  feast  of  the 
passover,  when  Jesus  knew 
that  his  hour  was  come  that  he 
should  depart  out  of  this  world 
unto  tiie  Father,  having  loved 
his  own  which  were  in  the 
world,  he  loved  them  unto  the 
end. 

2  And  supper  being  ended, 
the  devil  having  now  put  into 
the  heart  of  ^das  Iscariot, 
Simon's  san^  to  betray  him ; 

3  Jesus  knowing  that  the 
Father  had  given  all  things 
into  his  han^,  and  that  he 
was  come  from  God,  and  went 
to  God; 


4  He  riseth  from  supper,  and 
laid  aside  his  garments;  and 
took  a  towel,  and  girded  him- 
self. 

5  After  that  he  poureth  water 
into  a  basin,  aoad  began  to 
wash  the  disciples'  feet,  and  to 
wipe  them  with  the  towel 
wherewith  he  was  girded. 

6  Then  cometh  he  to  Simon 
Peter:  and  Peter  saith  unto 
him,  Lord,  dost  thou  wash  my 
feet? 

7  Jesus  answered  and  said 
unto  him.  What  I  do  thou 
knowest  not  now;  but  thou 
shalt  know  hereafter. 

8  Peter  saith  unto  him,  Thou 
shalt  never  wash  my  feel 
Jesus  answered  him.  If  I  wash 
thee  not,  thou  hast  no  part 
with  me. 

9  Simon  Peter  saith  unto 
him.  Lord,  not  my  feet  only, 
but  also  my  hands  and  my 
head. 

10  Jesus  saith  to  him.  He 
that  is  washed  needeth  not 
save  to  wash  his  feet,  but  is 
clean  every  whit :  and  ye  sse 
clean,  but  not  all. 

11  For  he  knew  who  should 
betray  him ;  therefore  said  he^ 
Ye  are  not  all  dean. 

12  So  after  he  had  washed 
their  feet,  and  had  taken  his 
garments,  uid  was  set  down 
again,  he  said  unto  them, 
Know  ye  what  I  have  done  to 
you? 

13  Ye  call  me  Master  and 
Lord:  and  ye  say  well ;  for  sa 
I  am. 

14  If  I  then,  your  Lord  and 
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Master,  have  i^rashed  your  feet ; 
ye  also  ought  to  wa&h  one  au^ 
other's  feet. 

16  For  I  have  given  you  an 
example,  that  ye  should  do  as 
I  have  done  to  you. 

16  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto 
you.  The  servant  is  not  greater 
than  his  lord ;  neither  he  that  ia 
sent  greater  than  he  that  sent 
him. 

17  If  ye  know  these  things, 
happy  are  ye  if  ye  do  them. 

18  IT  I  speak  not  of  you  all : 
I  know  whom  I  have  chosen : 
hut  that  the  scripture  may  he 
MfiUed,  He  that  eateth  hread 
with  me  hath  lifted  up  his  heel 
against  me. 

19  Now  I  tell  you  hefore  it 
oome,  that,  when  it  is  come  to 
pass,  ye  may  helieve  thai  I  am 
he. 

20  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto 
you.  He  that  receiveth  whom* 
soever  I  send  receiveth  me; 
and  he  tibat  receiveth  me  re- 
ceiveth him  that  sent  me. 

21  When  Jesus  had  thus  said, 
he  was  trouhled  in  spirit,  and 
testified,  and  said,  Verily,  ve- 
rily, I  say  unto  you,  that  one 
of  you  shall  hetray  me. 

22  Then  the  disciples  looked 
one  on  another,  douhttng  of 
whom  he  spake. 

23  Now  tiiere  was  leaning 
on  Jesus'  hosom  one  of  his  dis- 
ciples, whom  Jesufl  loved. 

24  SimonPeterthereforeheok- 
oned  to  him,  that  he  should 
afik  who  it  should  he  of  whom 
he  spake. 

26  He  tiien  lying  on  Je^is' 
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hreafrt  saith  unto  him,  Lord, 
who  is  it? 

26  Jesus  answ^ed.  He  it  is, 
to  whom  I  shall  give  a  sop, 
when  I  have  dipped  it  And 
when  he  had  dipped  the  sop, 
he  gave  it  to  Judas  Iscariot, 
the  soft  of  Simon. 

27  And  after  the  sop  Satan 
entered  into  him.  Tb^i  said 
Jesus  imto  him.  That  thou  do-^ 
est,  do  quickly. 

28  Now  no  man  at  the  tatble 
knew  for  what  intont  he  sp^ke 
this  unto  him. 

29  For  some  o/fAwtthought, 
hecouse  Judaa  had  tiie  hag,  that 
Jesus  had  said  unto  him.  Buy 
those  things  that  we  have  need 
of  against  the  feast;  or,  that 
he  should  give  something  to 
the  poor. 

30  He  then,  having  received 
the  sop,  went  immediately  out ; 
and  it  was  night 

31  IT  Therefore,  when  he  was 
gone  out,  Jesus  said.  Now  is  the 
Son  of  man  glorified,  and  God 
is  glorifijed  in  him. 

32  If  God  he  glorified  in  him, 
God  shall  also  glorify  him  in 
himself,  and  shall  straightway 
glorify  him. 

33  Little  children,  yet  a  little 
while  I  am  with  you.  Ye  shall 
seek  me;  and  as  I  said  unto 
the  Jews,  Whithw  1  go,  y« 
cannot  oome;  so  now  I  say  to 
you. 

84  A  new  ocHoamandment  I 
give  unto  you,  That  ye  love 
one  another;  as  I  have  loved 
you,  that  ye  also  love  one  aa^ 
other. 
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35  By  this  shall  all  men  know 
that  ye  are  my  disoiples,  if  ye 
have  love  one  to  another. 

36  If  Simon  Peter  said  unto 
him,  Lord,  whither  goest  thou? 
Jesus  answered  him,  Whither 
I  go,  thou  canst  not  follow  me 
now ;  but  thou  shalt  follow  me 
afterwards. 

37  Peter  said  unto  him,  Lord, 
why  cannot  I  follow'thee  now  ? 
I  will  lay  down  my  life  for  thy 
sake. 

88'  Jesus  answered  him.  Wilt 
thou  lay  down  thy  life  for  my 
sake  ?  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto 
thee.  The  cock  shall  not  eiow, 
till  thou  ha^  denied  me  thrice. 

CHAPTER  XIV. 

1  Christ  eom/orteth  hU  disciples  vdth  the  hope 
of  kemten ;  6  professsth  himeelf  the  wsu^ 
the  truth,  and  the  life,  and  one  wth  the 
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LET  not  your  heart  he  trou* 
f    hied:  ye  believe  in  God, 
believe  also  in  ma 

2  In  my  Father's  house  are 
many  mansions :  if  it  were  not 
so,  I  would  have  told  you.  I 
go  to  prepare  a  place  for  you. 

3  And  if  I  go  and  prepare  a 
place  for  you,  I  wQl  come 
again,  and  receive  you  imto 
myself;  that  where  1  am,  there 
ye  may  be  also. 

4  And  whither  I  go  ye  know, 
and  the  way  ye  know. 

5  Thomas  saith  imto  him. 
Lord,  we  know  not  whither 
i&ou  goest ;  and  how  can  we 
know  the  way  ? 

6  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  I  am 


the  way,  the  truth,  and  the  life : 
no  man  cometk  unto  the  Fa- 
ther, but  by  me. 

7  If  ye  had  known  me,  ye 
should  have  known  my  Fa- 
ther also :  and  from  henceforth 
ye  know  him,  aad  have  seen 
him. 

8  Philip  saith  unto  him, 
Lord,  shew  us  the  Father,  and 
it  sufficeth  us. 

9  Jesus  saith  unto  him. 
Have  I  been  so  long  time  wiH) 
you,  and  yet  hast  thou  not 
known  me,  Philip?  he  that 
hath  seen  me  hath  seen  the 
Father ;  and  how  sayest  thou 
theuy  Shew  us  the  Father  ? 

10  Belie  vest  thou  not  that  1 
am  in  the  Father,  and  the  Fa- 
ther in  me  ?  the  words  that  I 
speak  unto  you  I  i^ak  not  of 
myself:  but  the  Father  that 
dwelleth  in  me,  he  doeth  the 
works. 

11  Believe  me  that  I  am  in 
the  Father,  and  the  Father  in 
me :  or  else  believe  me  for  the 
very  works'  sake. 

12  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto 
you,  He  that  believeth  on  me, 
the  works  that  I  do  shall  he  do 
also ;  and  greater  w&rks  than 
thisse  shall  he  do;  because  I 
go  imto  my  Father. 

13  And  whatsoever  ye  shall 
ask  in  my  name,  that  will  I 
do,  that  the  Father  may  be 
glorified  in  the  Son. 

14  If  ye  shall  ask  any  thing 
in  my  name,  I  will  do  iU 

16  ^  If  ye  love  m.e,  keep  my 
commandments. 
16  And  I  will  ^ray  the  Far* 
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ther,  and  he  shall  give  you  an- 
other Comforter,  that  he  may 
abide  with  you  for  ever; 

17  Even  the  Spirit  of  truth; 
whom  the  world  cannot  re- 
ceive, because  it  seeth  him 
not,  neither knoweth  him:  but 
ye  know  him ;  for  he  dwelleth 
with  you,  and  shall  be  in  you. 

18  I  will  not  leave  you  com- 
fortless: I  will  come  to  you. 

19  Yet  a  little  while,  and  the 
world  seeth  me  no  more ;  but 
ye  see  me :  because  I  live,  ye 
shall  live  also. 

20  At  that  day  ye  shall  know 
that  I  am  in  my  Father,  and 
ye  in  me,  and  I  in  you. 

21  He  that  hath  my  com- 
mandments, and  keepeththem, 
he  it  is  that  loveth  me :  and  he 
that  loveth  me  shall  be  loved 
of  my  Father,  and  I  will  love 
him,  and  will  manifest  myself 
to  him. 

22  Judas  saith  unto  him,  not 
Iscariot,  Lord,  how  is  it  that 
thou  wilt  manifest  thyself  un- 
to us,  and  not  unto  the  world  ? 

23  Jesus  answered  and  said 
unto  him.  If  a  man  love  me, 
he  will  keep  my  words :  and 
my  Father  will  love  him,  and 
we  will  come  unto  him,  and 
make  our  abode  with  him. 

24  He  that  loveth  me  not 
keepeth  not  my  sayings :  and 
the  word  which  ye  hear  is  not 
mine,  but  the  Father's  which 
sent  me. 

25  These  things  have  I  spok- 
en unto  you,  being  yet  present 
with  you. 

26  But  the  Comforter,  which 
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is  the  Holy  Ghost,  whom  the 
Father  will  send  in  my  name, 
he  shall  teach  you  all  things, 
and  bring  all  things  to  your 
remembrance,  whatsoever  I 
have  said  unto  you. 

27  Peace  I  leave  with  you, 
my  peace  I  give  unto  you : 
not  as  the  world  giveth,  give 
I  unto  you.  Let  not  your  heart 
be  troubled,  neither  let  it  be 
afraid. 

28  Ye  have  heard  how  I  said 
unto  you,  I  go  away,  and  come 
again  unto  you.  If  ye  loved 
me,  ye  would  rejoice,  because 
I  said,  I  go  unto  the  Father : 
for  my  Father  is  greater  than  I. 

29  And  now  I  have  told  you 
before  it  come  to  pass,  that, 
when  it  is  come  to  pass,  ye 
might  believe. 

30  Hereafter  I  will  not  talk 
much  with  you:  for  the  prince 
of  this  world  cometh,  and  hath 
nothing  in  me. 

31  But  that  the  world  may 
know  that  I  love  the  Father ; 
and  as  the  Father  gave  me 
commandment,  even  so  I  do. 
Arise,  let  us  go  hence. 

CHAPTER  XV.

I  AM  the  true  vine,  and  my 
Father  is  the  husbandman. 
2  Every  branch  in  me  that 
beareth  not  fruit  he  taketh 
away :  and  every  branch  that 
bearetii  fruit,  he  purgeth  it, 
that  it  may  bring  forUi  more 
fruit. 


Of  alriding  in  Christ.  CHAPTER  XV.  Of  love  to  each  other. 


3  Now  ye  are  clean  through 
the  word  which  I  have  spoken 
unto  you, 

4  Abide  in  me,  and  I  in  you. 
As  the  branch'  cannot  bear 
fruit  of  itself,  except  it  abide 
in  the  viae ;  no  more  can  ye, 
except  ye  abide  in  me. 

5  I  am  the  vine,  ye  are  the 
branches.  He  that  abideth  in 
me,  and  I  in  him,*  the  same 
bringeth  forth  much  fruit;  for 
without  me  ye  can  do  noth< 
ing. 

6  If  a  man  abide  not  in  me, 
he  is  cast  forth  as  a  branch,  and 
is  withered ;  and  men  gather 
them,  and  cast  them  into  the 
fire,  and  they  are  burned. 

7  If  ye  abide  in  me,  and  my 
words  abide  in  you^  ye  shall 
ask  what  ye  will,  and  it  shall 
be  done  unto  you. 

8  Herein  is  my  Father  glori- 
fied, that  ye  bear  much  fruit ; 
so  shall  ye  be  my  disciples. 

9  As  the  Father  hath  loved 
me,  so  have  I  loyed  you :  con- 
tinue ye  in  my  love. 

10  If  ye  keep  my  command- 
ments,  ye  shall  abide  in  my 
love ;  even  as  I  have  kept  my 
Father's  commandments,  and 
abide  in  his.  love. 

11  These  things  have  I  spoken 
unto  you,  that  my  joy  might 
remain  in  you,  and  that  your 
joy  might  be  full. 

12  This  is  my  commandment. 
That  ye  love  one  another,  as  I 
have  loved  you. 

13  Greater  love  hath  no  man 
than  this,  that  a  man  lay  down 
his  life  for  his  friends. 
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14  Ye  aje  my  friends,  if  ye 
do  whatsoever  I  command 
you. 

15  Henceforth  I  call  you  not 
servants ;  for  the  servant  know. 
eik  not  what  his  lord  doeth : 
but  I  have  called  you  friends ; 
for  all  things  that  I  have  heard 
of  my  Father  I  have  made 
known  unto  you. 

16  Ye  have  not  chosen  me, 
but  I  have  chosen  you,  and 
ordained  you,  that  ye  should 
go  and  bring  forth  fruit,  and 
that  your  fruit  should  remain ; 
that  whatsoever  ye  shall  ask 
of  the  Father  in  my  name,  he 
may  give  it  you. 

17  These  things  I  command 
you,  that  ye  love  one  another. 

18  If  the  world  hate  you,  ye 
know  that  it  hated  me  before 
it  hated  you. 

19  If  ye  were  of  the  world, 
the  world  would  love  his  own ; 
but  because  ye  are  not  of  the 
world,  but  I  have  chosen  you 
out  of  the  world,  therefore  the 
world  hateth  you. 

20  Remember  the  word  that 
I  said  unto  you,  The  servant 
is  not  greater  than  his  lord. 
K  they  have  persecuted  me, 
they  will  also  persecute  you ; 
if  they  have  kept  my  saying, 
they  will  keep  yours  also. 

21  But  all  these  things  will 
they  do  unto  you  for  my  name's 
sake,  because  they  know  not 
him  that  sent  me. 

22  If  I  had  not  come  and 
spoken  unto  them,  they  had 
not  had  sin;  but  now  they 
have  no  cloak  for  their  sin. 
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Christ  promiseth

23  He  that  hateth  me  hateth 
my  Father  also. 

24  If  I  had  not  done  among 
them  the  works  which  none 
other  man  did,  they  had  not 
had  sin;  but  now  have  they 
both  seen  and  hated  both  me 
and  my  Father. 

25  But  this  Cometh  to  pass^ 
that  the  word  might  be  ralfit 
led  that  is  written  in  their  law, 
They  hated  me  without  a 
cause. 

26  But  when  the  Comforter  is 
come,  whom  I  will  send  unto 
you  from  the  Father,  even  the 
Spirit  of  truth,  which  proceed- 
eth  from  the  Father,  he  shall 
testify  of  me: 

27  And  ye  also  shall  beay 
witness,  because  ye  have  been 
with  me  from  the  beginning. 

CHAPTER  XVI. 

1  ChrUt  eomforteth  his  di8ciple$  aaainst  trib- 
ulation by  the  promite  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
and  in  view  cfhie  returrection  and  aaeen- 
Hon  ;  23  aitntreth  them  that  prayer  made  in 
hie  name  ie  acceptable  to  hie  jPather,  88 
Peace,  in  Chriet,  and  in  the  world  affliction, 

THESE  things  havelspoken 
unto  you,  that  ye  should 
not  be  offended. 

2  They  shall  put  you  out  of 
the  synagogues :  yea,  the  time 
Cometh,  that  whosoever  killeth 
you  will  think  that  he  doeth 
God  service. 

8  And  these  things  will  they 
do  unto  you,  because  they  have 
not  known  the  Father,  nor  me. 

4  But  these  things  have  I 
told  you,  that  when  the  time 
shall  come,  ye  may  remember 
that  I  told  you  of  them.  And 
these  things  I  said  not  unto  you 
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at  the  beginning,  because  I  was 
with  you. 

6  But  now  I  go  my  way  to 
him  that  sent  me ;  and  none 
of  you  asketh  me.  Whither  go- 
est  thou  ? 

6  But  because  I  h|tve  said 
these  things  unto  you,  sorrow 
hath  filled  your  heaxt. 

7  Nevertheless  I  tell  you  the 
truth ;  It  is  expedient  for  you 
that  I  go  away :  for  if  I  go  not 
away,  the  Comforter  will  not 
come  unto  you ;  but  if  I  de- 
part,  I  will  send  him  imto 
you. 

8  And  when  he  is  come,  ha 
will  reprove  the  wcwrld  of  sin, 
and  of  righteousness,  and  of 
judgment: 

9  Of  sin,  because  they  b^ 
lieve  not  on  me ; 

10  Of  righteousness,  because 
I  go  to  my  Father,  and  ye  see 
me  no  more ; 

11  Of  judgment,  because  the 
prince  of  this  world  is  judged. 

12  I  have  yet  many  things  to 
say  unto  you,  but  ye  cannot 
bear  them  now. 

13  Howbeit  when  he,  the 
Spirit  of  truth,  is  come,  he  will 
guide  you  into  all  truth :  for 
he  shall  not  speak  of  himself; 
but  whatsoever  he  shall  hear, 
that  shall  he  speak:  and  he 
will  shew  you  things  to  come. 

14  He  shall  glorify  me:  for 
he  shall  receive  of  mine,  and 
shall  shew  it  unto  you. 

15  All  things  that  the  Father 
hath  are  mine:  therefore  said. 
I,  that  he  shall  take  of  mine, 
and  shall  shew  it  imto  you.

20  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto 
you.  That  ye  shall  weep  and 
lament,  but  the  world  shall  re- 
joice ;  and  ye  shall  be  sorrow- 
ful, but  your  sorrow  shall  be 
turned  into  joy. 

21  A  woman  when  she  is  in 
travail  hath  sorrow,  because 
her  hour  is  come :  but  as  soon 
as  she  is  delivered  of  the  child, 
she  remembereth  no  more  the 
anguish,  for  joy  that  a  man  is 
bom  into  the  world. 

22  And  ye  now  therefore 
have  sorrow:  but  I  will  see 
you  again,  and  your  heart  shall 
rejoice,  and  your  joy  no  man 
taketh  from  you. 

23  And  in  that  day  ye  shall 
ask  me  nothing.    Verily,  ve- 


rily, I  say  unto  you,  Whatso- 
ever  ye  shall  asK  the  Father 
in  my  name,  he  will  give  it 
you. 

24  Hitherto  have  ye  asked 
nothing  in  my  name:  ask,  and 
ye  shall  receive,  that  your  joy 
may  be  fiiU. 

25  These  things  have  I  spok- 
en unto  you  in  proverbs :  but 
the  time  cometh,  when  I  shall 
no  more  speak  unto  you  in 
proverbs,  but  I  shall  shew  joj 
plainly  of  the  Father. 

26  At  that  day  ye  shall  ask 
in  my  name:  and  I  say  not 
unto  you,  that  I  will  pray  the 
Father  for  you : 

27  For  the  Father  himself 
loveth  you,  because  ye  have 
loved  me,  and  have  believed 
that  I  came  out  from  God. 

28  I  came  forth  from  the  Fa- 
ther, and  am  come  into  the 
world :  again,  I  leave  the  world, 
and  go  to  the  Father. 

29  His  disciples  said  unto 
him,  Lo,  now  speakest  thou 
plainly,  and  speakest  no  pro- 
verb. 

30  Now  are  we  sure  that  thou 
knowest  all  things,  and  need- 
est  not  that  any  man  should 
ask  thee :  by  this  we  believe 
that  thou  camest  forth  from 
God. 

31  Jesus  answered  them,  Do 
ye  now  believe  ? 

32  Behold,  the  hour  cometh, 
yea,  is  now  come,  that  ye  shall 
be  scattered,  every  man  to  his 
own,  and  shall  leave  me  alone 
and  yet  I  am  not  alone,  because 
the  Father  is  with  me. 
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Christ  prayeth

33  These  things  I  have  spo- 
ken unto  you,  that  in  me  ye 
might  have  pea^e.  In  the 
world  ye  shall  have  tribula- 
tion :  but  be  of  good  cheer ;  I 
have  overcome  the  world. 

CHAPTER  XVIL 

1  ChrUt  prayeth  to  his  Father  to  glorify  Mm, 

6  to  preserve  hi4  apostles^  11  in  tms/y,  17  and 
tnUh;  20  to  glorify  thinly  and  all  other  be- 
lievers vnth  htm  in  heaven, 

THESE  words  spake  Jesus, 
and  lifted  up  his  eyes  to 
heaven,  and  said.  Father,  the 
hour  is  come;  glorify  thy  Son, 
that  thy  Son  also  may  glorify 
thee: 

2  As  thou  hast  given  him 
power  over  all  flesh,  that  he 
should  give  eternal  life  to  as 
many  as  thou  hast  given  him. 

3  And  this  is  life  eternal,  that 
they  might  know  thee  the  on- 
ly fame  God,  and  Jesus  Christ, 
whom  thou  hast  sent. 

4  I  have  glorified  thee  on  the 
earth:  I  have  finished  the 
work  which  thou  gavest  me 
to  do. 

5  And  now,  O  Father,  glorify 
thou  me  with  thine  own  self 
with  the  glory  which  I  had 
with  thee  before  the  world 
was. 

6 1  have  manifested  thy  name 
unto  the  men  which  thou  gav- 
est me  out  of  the  world :  thine 
they  were,  and  thou  gavest 
them  me ;  and  they  have  kept 
thy  word. 

7  Now  they  have  known  that 
all  things  whatsoever  thou 
hast  given  me  are  of  thee. 

8  For  I  have  given  unto  them 

the  words  which  thou  gavest 
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me;  and  they  have  received 
them,  and  have  known  surely 
that  I  came  out  from  thee,  and 
they  have  believed  that  thou 
didst  send  me. 

9  I  pray  for  them :  I  pray  not 
for  the  world,  but  for  them 
which  thou  hast  given  me ;  for 
they  are  thine. 

10  And  all  mine  are  thine, 
and  thine  are  mine ;  and  I  am 
glorified  in  them. 

11  And  now  I  am  no  more 
in  the  world,  but  these  are  in 
the  world,  and  I  come  to  thee. 
Holy  Father,  keep  through 
thine  own  name  those  whom 
thou  hast  given  me,  that  they 
may  be  one,  as  we  are. 

12  While  I  was  with  them  in 
the  world,  I  kept  them  in  thy 
name :  those  that  thou  gavest 
me  I  have  kept,  and  none  of 
them  is  lost,  but  the  son  of 
perdition;  that  the  scripture 
might  be  fulfilled. 

13  And  now  come  I  to  thee ; 
and  these  things  I  speak  in 
the  world,  that  they  might 
have  my  joy  fulfilled  in  them- 
selves. 

14  I  have  given  them  thy 
word ;  and  the  world  hath  hat- 
ed them,  because  they  are  not 
of  the  world,  even  as  I  am  not 
of  the  world. 

15  Ipray  not  that  thou  should- 
est  take  them  out  of  the  world, 
but  that  thou  shouldest  keep 
them  from  the  evil. 

16  They  are  not  of  the  world, 
even  as  I  am  not  of  the  world. 

17  Sanctify  them  through 
thy  truth :  thy  word  is  trutii. 


md far aU believers.         CHAPTER  XVIIl.

18  As  thou  hast  sent  me  into 
the  world,  even  so  have  I  also 
sent  them  into  the  world. 

19  And  for  their  sakes  I  sanc- 
tify myself,  that  they  also 
might  be  sanctified  through 
the  truth. 

20  Neither  pray  I  for  these 
alone,  but  for  them  also  which 
shall  believe  on  me  through 
their  word ; 

21  That  they  all  may  be  one; 
as  thoU)  Father,  art  in  me,  and 
I  in  thee,  that  they  also  may 
be  one  in  us :  that  the  world 
may  believe  that  thou  hast 
sent  me. 

22  And  the  glory  which  thou 
gavest  me  I  have  given  them ; 
tiiat  they  may  be  one,  even  as 
we  are  one : 

23 1  in  them,  and  thou  in  me, 
that  they  may  be  made  per- 
fect in  one ;  and  that  the  world 
may  know  that  thou  hast  sent 
me,  and  hast  loved  them,  as 
thou  hast  loved  me. 

24  Father,  I  will  that  they 
also,  whom  thou  hast  given 
me,  be  with  me  where  I  am ; 
that  they  may  behold  my  glo- 
ry, which  thou  hast  given  me  : 
for  thou  lovedst  me  before  the 
foundation  of  the  world. 

25  O  righteous  Father,  the 
world  hath  not  known  thee  : 
but  I  have  known  thee,  and 
these  have  known  that  thou 
hast  sent  me. 

26  And  I  have  declared  unto 
them  thy  name,  and  will  de- 
clare it ;  that  the  love  where- 
with thou  hast  loved  me  may 
be  in  them,  and  I  in  them. 


CHAPTER  XVni. 

1  JudM  betrayeth  Jemt,  6  The  <^g^9fall  to 
the  ground.  10  Peter  tmiteth  off  Matchup 
ear.  12  Jeeue  U  taken,  and  led  unto  Annaa 
and  Caiaphas.  15  Peter' t  denial.  19  Jesut 
examined  before  Caiaphae,  28  JHe  arraign- 
ment  before  Pilate.  86  Hit  kingdom.  40 
The  JeiM  demand  Barabbae, 

WHEN  Jesus  had  spoken 
these  words,  he  went 
forth  with  his  disciples  over 
the  brook  Cedron,  where  was 
a  garden,  into  the  which  he 
entered,  and  his  disciples. 

2  And  Judas  also,  which  be- 
trayed him,  knew  the  place: 
for  Jesus  ofttimes  resorted  thi- 
ther with  his  disciples. 

3  Judas  then,  having  received 
a  band  of  men  and  officers  from 
the  chief  priests  and  Pharisees, 
Cometh  thither  with  lanterns 
and  torches  and  weapons. 

4  Jesus  therefore,  knowuig 
all  things  that  should  come 
upon  him,  went  forth,  and  said 
unto  them,  Whom  seek  ye  ? 

5  They  answered  him,  Jesus 
of  Nazareth.  Jesus  saith  unto 
them,  I  am  he.  And  Judas 
also,  which  betrayed  him,  stood 
with  them. 

6  As  soon  then  as  he  had 
said  unto  them,  I  am  he,  they 
went  backward,  and  fell  to  the 
ground. 

7  Then  asked  he  them  again, 
Whom  seek  ye  ?  And  they  said, 
Jesus  of  Nazareth. 

8  Jesus  answered,  I  have  told 
you  that  I  am  he :  if  therefore  ye 
seek  me,  let  these  go  their  way : 

9  That  the  saying  might  be 
fulfilled,  which  he  spake.  Of 
them  which  thou  gavest  me 
have  I  lost  none. 
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Christ  is  taken.

Peter  denieth  him. 


10  Then  Simon  Peter  having 
a  sword  drew  it,  and  smote  the 
high  priest's  servant,  and  cut 
offhis  right  ear.  The  servant's 
name  was  Malchus. 

11  Then  said  Jesus  unto  Pe- 
ter, Put  up  thy  sword  into  the 
sheath :  the  cup  which  my  Fa- 
ther hath  given  me,  shall  I  not 
drink  it? 

12  Then  the  band  and  the 
captain  and  officers  of  the  Jews 
took  Jesus,  and  bound  him, 

13  And  led  him  away  to  An- 
nas first ;  for  he  was  father  in 
law  to  Caiaphas,  which  was 
the  high  priest  that  same  year. 

14  Now  Caiaphas  was  he, 
which  gave  counsel  to  the 
Jews,  that  it  was  expedient 
that  one  man  should  die  for 
the  people. 

15  ^  And  Simon  Peter  fol- 
lowed Jesus,  and  so  did  another 
disciple :  that  disciple  was 
known  unto  the  high  priest, 
and  went  in  with  Jesus  into 
the  palace  of  the  high  priest. 

16  But  Peter  stood  at  the 
door  without.  Then  went  out 
thSft  other  disciple,  which  was 
known  unto  the  high  priest, 
and  spake  unto  her  that  kept 
the  door,  and  brought  in  Peter. 

17  Then  saith  the  damsel  that 
kept  the  door  imto  Peter,  Art 
not  thou  also  one  of  this  man's 
disciples?  He  saith,  I  am  not. 

18  And  the  servants  and  of- 
ficers stood  there,  who  had 
made  a  fire  of  coals,  for  it  was 
cold;  and  they  warmed  them- 
selves :  and  Peter  stood  with 
them,  and  warmed  himself. 
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19  IT  The  high  priest  then 
asked  Jesus  of  his  disciples, 
and  of  his  doctrine. 

20  Jesus  answered  him,  I 
spake  openly  to  the  world ;  I 
ever  taught  in  the  synagogue, 
and  in  the  temple,  whither  the 
Jews  always  resort;  and  in 
secret  have  I  said  nothing. 

21  Why  askest  thou  me  ?  ask 
them  which  heard  me,  what  I 
have  said  unto  them:  behold, 
they  know  what  I  said. 

22  And  when  he  had  thus 
spoken,  one  of  the  officers  which 
stood  by  struck  Jesus  with  the 
palm  of  his  hand,  saying,  An- 
swerest  thou  the  high  priest 
so? 

23  Jesus  answered  him.  If  I 
have  spoken  evil,  bear  witness 
of  the  evil :  but  if  well,  why 
smitest  thou  me  ? 

24  Now  Annas  had  sent  him 
bound  unto  Caiaphas  the  high 
priest. 

25  And  Simon  Peter  stood 
and  warmed  himself  They 
said  therefore  unto  him.  Art 
not  thou  also  one  of  his  disci- 
ples ?  He  denied  tf ,  and  said, 
I  am  not. 

26  One  of  the  servants  of  the 
high  priest,  being  his  kinsman 
whose  ear  Peter  cut  off,  saith. 
Did  not  I  see  thee  in  the  gar- 
den with  him  ? 

27  Peter  then  denied  again; 
and  immediately  the  cock 
crew. 

28  IT  Then  led  they  Jesus 
from  Caiaphas  unto  the  hall  of 
judgment :  and  it  was  early ; 
and  they  themselves  went  not 
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into  the  judgment  hall,  lest 
they  should  be  defiled;  but 
that  they  might  eat  the  pass- 
over. 

29  Pilate  then  went  out  unto 
them,  and  said,  What  accusa- 
tion bring  ye  against  this  man  ? 

30  They  answered  and  said 
unto  him,  If  he  were  not  a 
malefactor,  we  would  not  have 
delivered  him  up  unto  thee. 

31  Then  said  Pilate  unto 
them.  Take  ye  him,  and  judge 
him  according  to  your  law. 
The  Jews  therefore  said  unto 
him.  It  is  not  lawful  for  us  to 
put  any  man  to  death : 

32  That  the  saying  of  Jesus 
might  be  fulfilled,  which  he 
spc^e,  signifying  what  death 
he  should  die. 

33  Then  Pilate  entered  into 
the  judgment  hall  again,  and 
called  Jesus,  and  said  unto 
him,  Art  thou  the  King  of  the 
Jews? 

34  Jesus  answered  him,  Say- 
est  thou  this  thing  of  thyself,  or 
did  others  tell  it  thee  of  me  ? 

35  Pilate  answered.  Am  I  a 
Jew?  Thine  own  nation  and 
the  chief  priests  have  delivered 
thee  unto  me :  what  hast  thou 
done? 

36  Jesus  answered.  My  king- 
dom is  not  of  this  world:  if 
mykingdom  wereof  thisworld, 
then  would  my  servants  fight, 
that  I  should  not  b^  delivered 
to  the  Jews :  but  now  is  my 
kingdom  not  from  hence. 

37  Pilate  therefore  said  unto 
him.  Art  thou  a  king  then? 
Jesus  answered.  Thou  sayest 


that  I  am  a  king.  To  this  end 
was  I  born,  and  for  this  cause 
came  I  into  the  world,  thai  I 
should  bear  witness  unto  the 
truth.  Every  one  that  is  of 
the  truth  heareth  my  voice. 

38  Pilate  saith  unto  him, 
What  is  truth  ?  And  when  he 
had  said  this,  he  went  out  again 
unto  the  Jews,  and  saith  unto 
them,  I  find  in  him  no  fault 
at  all. 

39  But  ye  have  a  custom,  that 
I  should  release  unto  you  one 
at  the  passover :  will  ye  there- 
fore that  I  release  unto  you  the 
King  of  the  Jews  ? 

40  Then  cried  they  all  again, 
saying,  Not  this  man,  but  Ba- 
rabbas.  Now  Barabbas  was  a 
robber. 

CHAPTER  XIX. 

1  Chritt  is  scourged,  crowned  with  thorns,  and 
beaten.  4  PUate  is  desirous  to  release  him, 
hut  heiug  overcome  mlh  the  outcry  of  the 
Jews,  he  delivereth  him  to  be  erue^i,  %t 
They  cast  lots  for  his  garments.  26  He  com- 
metuieth  his  mother  to  John,  28  He  dieth. 
81  Hi*  Hde  is  pierced.  88  He  is  buried  by 
Joseph  and  Nicodemus, 

THEN  Pilate  therefore  took 
Jesus,  and  scourged  him. 

2  And  the  soldiers  platted  a 
crown  of  thorns,  and  put  it  on 
his  head,  and  they  put  on  him 
a  purple  robe, 

3  And  said.  Hail,  King  of  the 
Jews!  and  they  smote  him 
with  their  hands. 

4  Pilate  therefore  went  forth 
again,  and  saith  unto  them, 
Behold,  I  bring  him  forth  to 
you,  that  ye  may  know  that  I 
find  no  fault  in  him. 

6    Then  came  Jesus   forth, 
wearing  the  crown  of  thorns, 
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and  the  purple  robe.  And 
Pilate  saith  unto  them,  Be- 
hold the  man ! 

6  When  the  chief  priests 
therefore  and  officers  saw  him, 
they  cried  out,  saying,  Crucify 
him,  crucify  him.  PUate  saith 
unto  them,  Take  ye  him,  and 
crucify  him :  for  I  find  no  fault 
in  him. 

7  The  Jews  answered  him, 
We  have  a  law,  and  by  our 
law  he  ought  to  die,  because 
he  made  himself  the  Son  of 
God. 

8  IT  When  Pilate  therefore 
heard  that  saying,  he  was  the 
more  afraid ; 

9  And  went  again  into  the 
judgment  hall,  and  saith  unto 
Jesus,  Whence  art  thou  ?  But 
Jesus  gave  him  no  answer. 

10  Then  saith  Pilate  unto 
him,  Speakest  thou  not  unto 
me  ?  knowest  thou  not  that  I 
have  power  to  crucify  thee, 
and  have  power  to  release 
thee? 

11  Jesus  answered.  Thou 
couldest  have  no  power  at  all 
against  me,  except  it  were  giv- 
en thee  from  above:  therefore 
he  that  delivered  me  unto 
thee  hath  the  greater  sin. 

12  And  from  thenceforth  Pi- 
late sought  to  release  him :  but 
the  Jews  cried  out,  saying.  If 
thou  let  this  man  go,  thou  art 
not  Cesar's  friend :  whosoever 
maketh  himself  a  king  speak- 
eth  against  Cesar. 

13  IT  When  Pilate  therefore 
heard  that  saying,  he  brought 
Jesus  forth,  and  sat  down  in 
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the  judgment  seat  in  a  place 
that  is  called  the  Pavement, 
but  in  the  Hebrew,  Gabbatha. 

14  And  it  was  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  passover,  and  about 
the  sixth  hour:  and  he  saith 
unto  the  Jews,  Behold  your 
King! 

15  But  they  cried  out,  Away 
with  him,  away  with  him,  cru- 
cify  him.  Pilate  saith  unto 
them,  Shall  I  crucify  your 
King?  The  chief  priests  an- 
swered, We  have  no  king  but 
Cesar. 

16  Then  delivered  he  him 
therefore  unto  them  to  be  cru- 
cified. And  they  took  Jesus> 
and  led  him  away. 

17  IF  And  he  bearing  his  cross 
went  forth  into  a  place  called 
the  place  of  a  skull,  which  is 
called  in  the  Hebrew  Golgo- 
tha: 

18  Where  they  crucified  him, 
and  two  others  with  him,  on 
either  side  one,  and  Jesus  in 
the  midst. 

19  And  Pilate  wrote  a  title, 
and  put  it  on  the  cross.  And 
the  writing  was,  JESUS  OF 
NAZARETH  THE  KING 
OF  THE  JEWS. 

20  This  title  then  read  msi- 
ny  of  the  Jews ;  for  the  place 
where  Jesus  was  crucified  was 
nigh  to  the  city :  and  it  wafi 
written  in  Hebrew,  and  Greek, 
and  Latin. 

21  Then  said  the  chief  priests 
of  the  Jews  to  Pilate,  Write 
not,  The  King  of  the  Jews; 
but  that  he  said,  I  am  King 
of  the  Jews. 
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22  Pilate  answered,  "What  I 
have  written  I  have  written. 

23  ^  Then  the  soldiers,  when 
they  had  crucified  Jesus,  took 
his  garments,  and  made  four 
parts,  to  every  soldier  a  part ; 
and  also  hu  coat:  now  the 
coat  was  without  seam,  woven 
from  the  top  throughout. 

24  They  said  therefore  among 
themselves.  Let  us  not  rend  it, 
but  cast  lots  for  it,  whose  it 
shall  be:  that  the  scripture 
might  be  fulfilled,  which  saith, 
They  parted  my  raiment  among 
them,  and  for  my  vesture  they 
did  cast  lots.  These  things 
therefore  the  soldiers  did. 

1^5  IT  Now  there  stood  by  the 
cross  of  Jesus  his  mother,  and 
his  mother's  sister,  Mary  the 
wife  of  Cleophas,  and  Mary 
Magdalene. 

z>46  When  Jesus  therefore  saw 
his  mother,  and  the  disciple 
standing  by,  whom  he  loved, 
he  saith  unto  his  mother.  Wo- 
man, behold  thy  son ! 

27  Then  saith  he  to  the  dis- 
ciple. Behold  thy  mother !  And 
from  that  hour  that  disciple 
took  her  unto  his  own  home. 

28  ^  After  this,  Jesus  know- 
ing that  all  things  were  now 
accomplished,  that  the  scrip- 
ture might  be  fulfilled,  saith, 
I  thirst. 

29  Now  there  was  set  a  ves- 
sel fiill  of  vinegar :  and  they 
filled  a  sponge  with  vinegar, 
and  put  it  upon  hyssop,  and 
put  it  to  his  mouth. 

30  When  Jesus  therefore  had 
received  the  vinegar,  he  said, 


It  is  finished :  and  he  bowed 
his  head,  and  gave  up  the 
ghost. 

31  The  Jews  therefore,  be- 
cause it  was  the  preparation, 
that  the  bodies  should  not  re- 
main upon  the  cross  on  the 
sabbath  day,  (for  that  sabbath 
day  was  a  high  day,)  besought 
Pilate  that  their  legs  might  be 
broken,  and  that  they  might 
be  taken  away. 

32  Then  came  the  soldiers, 
and  brake  the  legs  of  the  first, 
and  of  the  other  which  was 
crucified  with  him. 

33  But  when  they  came  to 
Jesus,  and  saw  that  he  was 
dead  already,  they  brake  not 
his  legs : 

34  But  one  of  the  soldiers 
with  a  spear  pierced  his  side, 
and  forthwith  came  there  out 
blood  and  water. 

35  Ajid  he  that  saw  it  bare 
record,  and  his  record  is  true; 
and  he  knoweth  that  he  saith 
true,  that  ye  might  believe. 

36  For  these  thmgs  were  done, 
that  the  scripture  should  be 
fulfilled,  A  bone  of  him  shall 
not  be  broken. 

37  And  again  another  scrip- 
ture saith.  They  shall  look  on 
him  whom  they  pierced. 

38  IT  And  after  this  Joseph 
of  Arimathea,  being  a  disciple 
of  Jesus,  but  secretly  for  feax 
of  the  Jews,  besought  Pilate 
that  he  might  take  away  the 
body  of  Jesus :  and  Pilate  gave 
him  leave.  He  came  therefore, 
and  took  the  body  of  Jesus. 

39  And  there  came  also  Ni- 
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codemus,  (which  at  the  first 
came  to  Jesus  by  night,)  and 
brought  a  mixture  of  myrrh 
and  aloes,  about  a  himdred 
pounds  weight. 

40  Then  took  they  the  body 
of  Jesus,  and  wound  it  in  linen 

I    clothes  with  the  spices,  as  the 
manner  of  the  Jews  is  to  bury. 

41  Now  in  the  place  where 
he  was  crucified  tiiere  was  a 
garden ;  and  in  the  garden  a 
new  sepulchre,  wherein  was 
never  man  yet  laid. 

42  There  laid  they  Jesus 
therefore  because  of  the  Jews* 
preparation  day;  for  the  sepul- 
chre was  nigh  at  hand. 

CHAPTER  XX. 

1  Mary  eometh  to  the  sepulchre;  Zeodo Peter 
and  Johrif  ignorant  of  the  reeurreetum,  11 
Jt$m  appeareth  tti  Jadry  Magdaieney  19  and 
to  hie  diaciplee.  24  The  ineredtdity^  and 
confession  of  Thomas,  80  The  object  for 
which  John  wrote  his  go^tel, 

THE  first  day  of  the  week 
eometh  Mary  Magdalene 
early,  when  it  was  yet  dark, 
unto  the  sepulchre,  and  seeth 
the  stone  t£Jb:en  away  from  the 
sepulchre. 

2  Then  she  runneth,  and  eom- 
eth to  Simon  Peter,  and  to  the 
other  disciple,  whom  Jesus  lov- 
ed, and  saith  unto  them,  They 
have  taken  away  the  Lord  out 
of  the  sepulchre,  and  we  know 
not  where  they  have  laid  him. 

3  Peter  therefore  went  forth, 
and  that  other  disciple,  and 
came  to  the  sepulchre. 

4  So  they  ran  both  together  : 
and  the  other  disciple  &d  out- 
run Peter,  and  came  first  to 
the  sepulchre. 
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5  And  he  stooping  down, 
and  looking  iUy  saw  the  linen 
dothes  lying ;  yet  went  he  not 
in. 

6  Then  eometh  Simon  Peter 
following  him,  and  went  into 
the  sepi^chre,  and  seeth  the 
linen  clothes  lie, 

7  And  the  napkin,  that  wa^i 
about  his  head,  not  lying  with 
the  linen  clothes,  but  wrapped 
together  in  a  place  by  itself.   . 

8  Then  went  in  also  that 
other  disciple,  which  came  first 
to  the  sepulchre,  and  he  saw, 
and  believed. 

9  For  as  yet  they  knew  not 
the  scripture,  that  he  must  rise 
again  from  the  dead. 

10  Then  the  disciples  went 
away  again  unto  their  own 
home. 

11  IT  But  Mary  stood  without 
at  the  sepulchre  weeping:  and 
as  she  wept,  she  stooped  down, 
and  looked  into  the  sepulchre, 

12  And  seeth  two  angels  in 
white  sitting,  the  one  at  the 
head,  and  the  other  at  the  feet, 
where  the  body  of  Jesus  had 
lain. 

13  And  they  say  unto  her, 
Woman,  why  weepest  thou  ? 
She  saith  unto  them,  Because 
they  have  taken  away  my 
Lord,  and  I  know  not  where 
they  have  laid  him. 

14  And  when  she  had  thus 
said,  she  turned  herself  back, 
and  saw  Jesus  standing,  and 
knew  not  that  it  was  Jesus. 

15  Jesus  saith  unto  her.  Wo- 
man, why  weepest  thou?  whom 
seekest  thou  *?    She,  supposing 
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him  to  be  the  gardener,  saith 
unto  him,  Sir,  if  thou  have 
borne  him  hence,  tell  me  ^here 
thou  hast  laid  him,  and  I  will 
take  him  away. 

16  Jesus  saith  imto  her,  Mary. 
She  turned  herself,  and  saith 
unto  him,  Rabboni ;  which  is 
to  say.  Master. 

17  Jesus  saith  imto  her,  Touch 
me  not ;  for  I  am  not  yet  as- 
cended to  my  Father:  but  go 
to  my  brethren,  and  say  unto 
them,  I  ascend  unto  my  Fa- 
ther, and  your  Father ;  and  to 
my  God,  and  your  God. 

18  Mary  Magdalene  came 
and  told  the  disciples  that  she 
had  seen  the  Lord,  and  that 
he  had  spoken  these  things 
unto  her. 

19  ^  Then  the  same  day  at 
evening,  being  the  first  day  of 
the  week,  when  the  doors  were 
shut  where  the  disciples  were 
assembled  for  fear  of  the  Jews, 
came  Jesus  and  stood  in  the 
midst,  and  saith  unto  them, 
Peace  be  unto  you. 

20  And  when  he  had  so  said, 
he  shewed  unto  them  his  ha;nds 
and  his  side.  Then  were  the 
disciples  glad,  when  they  saw 
the  IfOrd. 

21  Then  said  Jesus  to  them 
again.  Peace  be  unto  you :  as 
my  Father  hath  sent  me,  even 
so  send  I  you. 

22  And  when  he  had  said 
this,  he  breathed  on  theniy  and 
saith  unto  them.  Receive  ye 
the  Holy  Ghost: 

23  Whosesoever  sins  ye  re- 
Inity  they  are  remitted  unto 


them;  and  whosesoever  sins 
ye  retain,  they  are  retained. 

24  IT  But  Thomas,  one  of  the 
twelve,  called  Didymus,  was 
not  with  them  when  Jesus 
came. 

25  The  other  disciples  there- 
fore said  imto  him.  We  have 
seen  the  Lord.  But  he  said 
unto  them,  Except  I  shall  see 
in  his  hands  the  print  of  the 
nails,  and  put  my  finger  into 
the  print  of  the  naUs,  and 
thrust  my  hand  into  his  side, 
I  will  not  believe. 

26  ^  And  after  eight  days 
again  his  disciples  were  with- 
in, and  Thomas  with  them: 
then  came  Jesus,  the  doors  being 
shut,  and  stood  in  the  midst, 
and  said.  Peace  be  unto  you. 

27  Then  saith  he  to  Thomas, 
Reach  hither  thy  finger,  and 
behold  my  hands ;  and  reach 
hither  thy  hand,  and  thrust  it 
into  my  side ;  and  be  not  faith- 
less, but  believing. 

28  And  Thomas  answered  and 
said  unto  him.  My  Lord  and 
my  God. 

29  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  Tho- 
mas, because  thou  hast  seen 
me,  thou  hast  believed :  bless- 
ed are  they  that  have  not  seen, 
and  yet  have  believed. 

30  IT  And  many  other  signs 
truly  did  Jesus  in  the  presence 
of  his  disciples,  which  are  not 
written  in  this  book : 

81  But  these  are  written,  that 
ye  might  believe  that  Jesus  is 
the  Christ,  the  Son  of  Gt)d; 
and  that  believing  ye  might 
have  life  through  Ms  name. 
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I  ChrUt<mMarinffagaintohi$di9ciple8it  bmnm 
oftJietn  by  the  great  draught  ofJUhe%,  12  He 
dineth  with  them;  15  eameetlg  commandeth 
Peter  to  feed  hU  lamhe  and  eheep;  19  fore- 
telleth  him  of  hU  death  ;  22  and  rebuketh  hi$ 
eurioeity  touching  John.  25  The  conelueion, 

AFTER  these  things  Jesus 
.  shewed  himself  again  to 
the  disciples  at  the  sea  of  Ti- 
berias ;  and  on  this  wise  shew- 
ed he  himself. 

2  There  were  together  Simon 
Peter,  and  Thomas  called  Didy- 
mus,  and  Nathanael  of  Cana  in 
Galilee,  and  the  sons  of  Zehedee, 
and  two  other  of  his  disciples. 

3  Simon  Peter  saith  unto 
them,  I  go  a  fishing.  They  say 
unto  him,  We  also  go  with  thee. 
They  went  forth,  and  entered 
into  a  ship  immediately;  and 
that  night  they  caught  nothing. 

4  But  when  the  morning  was 
now  come,  Jesus  stood  on  the 
shore;  but  the  disciples  knew 
not  that  it  was  Jesus. 

5  Then  Jesus  saith  imto  them. 
Children,  have  ye  any  meat? 
They  answered  him,  No. 

6  And  he  said  unto  them, 
Cast  the  net  on  the  right  side 
of  the  ship,  and  ye  shall  find. 
They  cast  therefore,  and  now 
they  were  not  able  to  draw  it 
for  the  multitude  of  fishes. 

7  Therefore  that  disciple 
whom  Jesus  loved  saith  unto 
Peter,  It  is  the  Lord.  Now 
when  Simon  Peter  heard  that 
it  was  the  Lord,  he  girt  his 
fisher's  coat  unto  him^  for  he 
was  naked,  and  did  cast  him- 
self into  the  sea. 

8  And  the  other  disciples 
came  in  a  little  ship,  (for  they 

«04 


were  not  far  froiA  land,  but  as 
it  were  two  hundred  cubits,) 
dragging  the  net  with  fishes. 

9  Ajs  soon  then  as  they  were 
come  to  land,  they  saw  a  fire 
of  coals  there,  and  fish  laid 
thereon,  and  bread. 

10  Jesus  saith  unto  them^ 
Bring  of  the  fish  which  ye  have 
now  caught. 

11  Simon  Peter  went  up,  and 
drew  the  net  to  land  ftdl  of 
great  fishes,  a  hundred  and 
fifty  and  three:  and  for  all 
there  were  so  many,  yet  was 
not  the  net  broken. 

12  Jesus  saith  unto  them, 
Come  cmd  dine.  And  none  of 
the  disciples  durst  ask  him. 
Who  art  thou?  knowing  that 
it  was  the  Lord. 

13  Jesus  then  cometh,  and 
taketh  bread,  and  giveth  them^ 
and  fish  likewise. 

14  This  is  now  the  third  time 
that  Jesus  shewed  himself  to 
his  disciples,  after  that  he  was 
risen  from  the  dead. 

1 5  ^  So  when  they  had  dined, 
Jesus  saith  to  Simon  Peter,  Si- 
mon, son  of  Jonas,  lovest  thou 
me  more  than  these  ?  He  saith 
unto  him,Tea,  Lord ;  thou  know- 
est  that  I  love  thee.  He  saith 
unto  him.  Feed  my  lambs. 

16  He  saith  to  him  again  the 
second  time,  Simon,  son  of  Jo- 
nas, lovest  thou  me  ?  He  saith 
unto  him.  Yea,  Lord;  thou 
knowest  that  I  love  thee.  He 
saith  unto  him,  Feed  my  sheep. 

17  He  saith  unto  him  the 
third  time,  Simon,  son  of  Jonas, 
lovest  thou  me?    Peter  was 
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CHAPTER  I. 


His  rebuke  of  hint 


grieved  because  he  said  unto 
him  the  third  time,  Lovest 
thou  me?  And  he  said  unto 
him,  Lord,  thou  knowest  all 
things;  thou  knowest  that  I 
love  thee.  Jesus  saith  unto 
him,  Feed  my  sheep. 

18  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto 
thee,  When  thou  wast  young, 
thou  girdedst  thyself,  and  walk- 
edst  whither  thou  wouldest: 
but  when  thou  shalt  be  old, 
thou  shalt  stretch  forth  thy 
hands,  and  another  shall  gird 
tiiee,  and  carry  thee  whither 
thou  wouldest  not. 

19  This  spake  he,  signifying 
by  what  death  he  should  glo- 
rify God.    And  when  he  had 

?K>ken  this,  he  saith  unto  him, 
oUow  me. 

20  Then  Peter,  turning  about, 
seeth  the  disciple  whom  Jesus 
loved  following;  which  also 
leaned  on  his  breast  at  supper, 
and  said,  Lord,  which  is  he 
that  betrayeth  thee  ? 


21  Peter  seeing  him  saith  to 
Jesus,  Lord,  and  what  shall 
this  man  do  ? 

22  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  If  I 
will  that  he  tarry  till  I  come, 
what  is  that  to  thee?  follow 
thou  me. 

23  Then  went  this  saying 
abroad  among  the  brethren, 
that  that  disciple  should  not 
die :  yet  Jesus  said  not  unto 
him,  He  shall  not  die ;  but.  If 
I  will  that  he  tarry  till  I  come, 
what  ts  that  to  thee  ? 

24  This  is  the  disciple  which 
testifieth  of  these  things,  and 
wrote  these  things:  and  we 
know  that  his  testimony  is 
true. 

25  And  there  are  also  ma- 
ny other  things  which  Jesus 
did,  the  which,  if  they  should 
be  written  every  one,  I  sup- 
pose  that  even  the  world  it- 
self could  not  contain  the 
books  that  should  be  written. 
Amen. 
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ACTS  OF  THE  APOSTLES. 


CHAPTER  I. 

1  C^riai^  prtparinff  hU  apottUi  to  lehold  hU 
Mcmnotif  aathereih  than  together  tmto  nunmt 
Olivet  J  anaeonunandeth  them  to  await  in  Jent- 
Molem  tUe  Mending  down  of  the  Holy  Ohoet ;  by 
viritie  whereof  they  9h<ndd  be  witnesses  unto 
him  even  to  the  utmost  parts  of  the  earth.  9  Af- 
ter ?Us  ascension  they  are  warned  by  two  on- 
gels  of  his  second  coming,  12  They  return 
and  give  themselves  to  prayer.  16  Matthias 
is  chosen  etn  eqposHe  in  the  place  of  Judas, 

THE  former  treatise  have  I 
ntiade,  O  Theophilus,  of 


all  that  Jesus  began  both  to 
do  and  teach, 

2  Until  the  day  in  which  he 
was  taken  up,  after  that  he 
through  the  Holy  Ghost  had 
given  commandments  unto 
the  apostles  whom  he  had 
chosen : 

3  To  whom  also  he  shewed 
himself  alive  after  his  passion 
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by  many  infallible  proofs,  be- 
ingf  seen  of  them  forty  days, 
and  speaking  of  the  things 
pertaining  to  the  kingdom  of 
God: 

4  And,  being  assembled  to- 
gether with  them^  commanded 
them  that  they  should  not  de- 
part from  Jerusalem,  but  wait 
for  the  promise  of  the  Father, 
which,  saith  hcy  ye  have  heard 
of  me. 

5  ^or  John  truly  baptized 
with  water;  but  ye  shall  be 
baptized  with  the  Holy  Ghost 
not  many  days  henoe. 

6  When  they  therefore  were 
come  together,  they  asked  of 
him,  saying.  Lord,  wilt  thou 
at  this  time  restore  again  the 
kingdom  to  Israel  ? 

7  And  he  said  tmto  them,  It 
is  not  for  you  to  know  the 
times  or  the  seasons,  which  the 
Father  hath  put  in  his  own 
power. 

8  But  ye  shall  receive  pow- 
er, after  that  the  Holy  Ghost 
is  come  upon  you:  and  ye 
shall  be  witnesses  unto  me 
both  in  Jerusalem,  and  in  all 
Judea,  and  in  Samaria,  and 
unto  the  uttermost  part  of  the 
earth. 

9  And  when  he  had  spoken 
these  things,  while  they  be*- 
held,  he  was  taken  up ;  a^d  a 
cloud  received  him  out  of  their 
sight. 

10  And  while  they  looked 
steadfastly  toward  heaven  as 
he  went  up,  behold,  two  men 
stood  by  them  in  white  ap- 
parel; 


1 1  Which  also  said.  Ye 
men  of  Galilee,  why  stand 
ye  gazing  up  into  heaven? 
this  same  Jesus,  which  is  tak- 
en up  from  you  into  heaven, 
shall  sa  come  in  like  manner 
as  ye  have  seen  him  go  into 
heaven. 

12  Then  returned  they  unto 
Jerusalem  from  the  mount 
called  Olivet,  which  is  from 
Jerusalem  a  sabbath  day's 
journey. 

13  And  when  they  were  come 
in,  they  went  up  into  an  up- 
per  room,  where  abode  bo^ 
Peter,  and  James,  and  John, 
and  Andrew,  Philip,  and  Tho* 
mas,  Bartholomew,  and  Mat- 
thew, James  the  son  of  Al- 
pheus,  and  Simon  Zelotes, 
and  Judas  the  brother  of 
James. 

14  These  all  continued  with 
one  accord  in  prayer  and  sup- 
plication, with  the  women,  and 
Mary  the  mother  of  Jesus,  and 
with  his  brethren. 

15  ^  And  in  those  days  Pe- 
ter stood  up  in  the  midst  of 
the  disciples,  and  said,  (the 
number  of  names  together 
were  about  a  hundred  and 
twenty,) 

16  Men  and  brethren,  this 
scripture  must  needs  have  been 
fulfilled,  which  the  Holy  Ghost 
by  the  mouth  of  David  spake 
before  concerning  Judas,  which 
was  guide  to  them  that  took 
Jesus. 

17  For  he  was  numbered  with 
us,  and  had  obtained  part  of 
this  ministry. 


Matthias  chosen. 
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18  Now  this  man  purchased 
a  field  with  the  reward  of  ini- 
quity ;  and  falling  headlong,  he 
burst  asunder  in  the  midst,  and 
all  his  bowels  gushed  out. 

19  And  it  was  known  unto 
all  the  dwellers  at  Jerusalem ; 
insomuch  as  that  field  is  oall- 
ed,  in  their  proper  tongue,  Acel- 
dama, that  is  to  say,  The  field 
of  blood. 

20  For  it  is  written  in  the 
book  of  Psalms,  Let  his  habi- 
tation be  desolate,  and  let  no 
nlan  dwell  therein :  and,  His 
bishoprick  let  another  take. 

21  Wherefore  of  these  men 
which  have  companied  with 
us  all  the  time  that  the  Lord 
Jesus  went  in  and  out  among 
us, 

22  Beginning  from  the  bap- 
tism of  John,  unto  that  same 
day  that  he  was  taken  up  from 
us,  must  one  be  ordained  to 
be  a  witness  with  us  of  his  re^ 
surrection. 

23  And  they  appointed  two, 
Joseph  called  Barsabas,  who 
was  sumamed  Justus,  and  Mat- 
thias. 

24  And  they  prayed,  and  said, 
Thou,  Lord,  which  knowestthe 
hearts  of  all  TTi^n,  shew  whether 
of  these  two  thou  hast  chosen, 

25  That  he  may  take  part  of 
this  ministry  and  apostleship, 
from  which  Judas  by  trans- 
gression fell,  that  he  might  go 
to  his  own  place.      * 

26  And  they  gave  forth  their 
lots ;  and  the  lot  fell  upon  Mat- 
thias; and  he  was  nunxbered 
with  the  eleven  apostles. 


CHAPTER  II. 

1  Th€  apostles,  filled  with  the  Holy  GhosL 
and  speaJcinjf  divers  languages^  are  admired 
hy  some,  and  derided  by  others.  14  Peter 
sheweth  thai  the  c^tostles  speak  by  the  power 
of  the  Holy  GItostf  and  that  Jesus  Jiaving 
risen  from  the  dead^  and  ascended  into  heaven, 
had  poured  down  the  same  Holy  Ghost,  and 
was  the  Messias,  a  man  known  to  than  to  be 
approved  of  God  by  his  miradcs,  wonders, 
and  si^ns,  and  not  €ruc\fied  without  his 
determinate  counsel  and  foreknowledge.  87 
A  great  number  aere  converted  enul  baptized  ; 
who  afterwards  devoutly  and  cJmritaUy  con- 
verse together.  43  Tfie  apostles  work  many 
miracles,  and  God  daily  inereaseth  his  ehurcK 

AND  when  the  day  of  Pen- 
.  tecost  was  fully  come, 
they  were  all  with  one  accord 
in  one  place. 

2  And  suddenly  there  came  a 
sound  from  heaven  as  of  a  rush- 
ing miffhty  wind,  and  it  filled 
all  the  house  where  they  were 
sitting. 

3  And  there  appeared  unto 
them  cloven  tongues  like  as  of 
fire,  and  it  sat  upon  each  of 
them. 

4  And  thev  were  all  filled 
with  the  Holy  Ghost,  and 
began  to  speak  with  other 
tongues,  as  the  Spirit  gave 
them  utterance. 

5  And  there  were  dwelling 
at  Jerusalem  Jews,  devout 
men,  out  of  every  nation  un- 
der heaven. 

6  Now  when  this  was  noised 
abroad,  the  multitude  came  to- 
gether, and  were  confounded, 
becaiise  that  every  man  heard 
them  speak  in  his  own  lan- 
guage. 

7  And  they  were  all  amazed 
and  marvelled,  saying  one  to 
another.  Behold,  are  not  all 
these  which  speak  Galileans  ? 

8  And  how  hear  we  every 
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man  in  our  own  tongue,  where- 
in  we  were  bom  ? 

9  Parthians,  and  Medes,  and 
Elamites,  and  the  dwellers  in 
Mesopotamia,  and  in  Judea, 
and  Cappadocia,  in  Pontus, 
and  Asia, 

10  Phrygia,  and  Pamphylia, 
in  Egypt,  and  in  the  parts  of 
Libya  about  Cyrene,  and  stran- 
gers of  Rome,  Jews  and  prose- 
lytes, 

11  Cretes  and  Arabians,  we 
do  hear  them  speak  in  our 
tongues  the  wonderful  works 
of  God. 

12  And  they  were  all  amaz- 
ed, and  were  in  doubt,  saying 
one  to  another,  What  meaneth 
this? 

13  Others  mocking  said,These 
men  are  full  of  new  wine. 

14  IT  But  Peter,  standing  up 
with  the  eleven,  lifted  up  his 
voice,  and  said  unto  them.  Ye 
men  of  Judea,  and  all  ye  that 
dwell  at  Jerusalem,  be  this 
known  unto  you,  and  hearken 
to  my  words : 

15  For  these  are  not  drunken, 
as  ye  suppose,  seeing  it  is  but 
the  third  hour  of  the  day. 

16  But  this  is  that  which 
was  spoken  by  the  prophet 
Joel; 

17  And  it  shall  come  to  pass 
in  the  last  days,  saith  God,  I 
will  pour  out  of  my  Spirit  upon 
all  flesh:  and  your  sons  and 
your  daughters  shall  prophesy, 
and  your  young  men  shall  see 
visions,  and  your  old  men  shall 
dream  dreams : 

18  And  on  my  servants  and 
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on  my  handmaidens  I  will 
pour  out  in  those  days  of  my 
Spirit;  and  they  shall  prophesy: 

19  And  I  will  shew  wonders 
in  heaven  above,  and  signs  in 
the  earth  beneath ;  blood,  and 
fire,  and  vapour  of  smoke : 

20  The  sun  shall  be  turned 
into  darkness,  and  the  moon 
into  blood,  before  that  great 
and  notable  day  of  the  Lord 
come: 

21  And  it  shall  come  to  pass, 
that  whosoever  shall  call  on 
the  name  of  the  Lord  shall  be 
saved. 

22  Ye  men  of  Israel,  hear 
these  words;  Jesus  of  Nazareth, 
a  man  approved  of  God  among 
you  by  miracles  and  wonders 
and  signs,  which  God  did  by 
him  in  the  midst  of  you,  as  ye 
yourselves  also  know : 

23  Hun,  being  delivered  by 
the  determinate  counsel  and 
foreknowledge  of  God,  ye  have 
taken,  and  by  wicked  hands 
have  crucified  and  slain : 

24  Whom  God  hath  raised 
up,  having  loosed  the  pains  oJ 
death :  because  it  was  not  pos- 
sible that  he  should  be  holden 
of  it. 

25  For  David  speaketh  con- 
cerning him,  I  foresaw  the 
Lord  always  before  my  face ; 
for  he  is  on  my  right  hand, 
that  I  should  not  be  moved : 

26  Therefore  did  my  heart  re- 
joice,  and'  my  tongue  was  glad ; 
moreover  also  my  flesh  shall 
rest  in  hope : 

27  Because  thou  wilt  not 
leave  my  soul  in  hell,  neither 
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wilt  thou   suffer  thine   Holy 
One  to  see  corruption. 

28  Thou  hast  made  known 
to  me  the  ways  of  life ;  thou 
shalt  make  me  full  of  joy  with 
thy  countenance. 

29  Men  an</ brethren,  let  me 
freely  speak  unto  you  of  the 
patriarch  David,  that  he  is 
both  dead  and  buried,  and  his 
sepulchre  is  with  us  unto  this 
day. 

30  Therefore  being  a  prophet, 
and  knowing  that  God  had 
sworn  with  an  oath  to  him,  that 
of  the  fruit  of  his  loins,  accord- 
ing to  the  flesh,  he  would  raise 
up  Christ  to  sit  on  his  throne ; 

31  He,  seeing  this  before, 
spake  of  the  resurrection  of 
Christ,  that  his  soul  was  not 
left  in  hell,  neither  his  flesh 
did  see  corruption. 

32  This  Jesus  hath  God  rais- 
ed  up,  whereof  we  all  are  wit- 
nesses. 

33  Therefore  being  by  the 
right  hand  of  God  exalted,  and 
having  received  of  the  Father 
the  promise  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
he  hath  shed  forth  this,  which 
ye  now  see  and  hear. 

34  For  David  is  not  ascended 
into  the  heavens :  but  he  saith 
himself.  The  Lord  said  unto 
my  Lord,  Sit  thou  on  my  right 
hand, 

35  Until  I  make  thy  foes  thy 
footstool. 

36  Therefore  let  all  the  house 
of  Israel  know  assuredly,  that 
God  hath  made  that  same  Je- 
sus, whom  ye  have  crucified, 
both  Lord  and  Christ. 

14 


37  ^  Now  when  they  heard 
thisy  they  were  pricked  in  their 
heart,  and  said  unto  Peter  and 
to  the  rest  of  the  apostles.  Men 
and  brethren,  what  shall  we 
do? 

38  Then  Peter  said  unto 
them.  Repent,  and  be  baptized 
every  one  of  you  in  the  name 
of  Jesus  Christ  for  the  remis- 
sion of  sins,  and  ye  shall  re- 
ceive the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

39  For  the  promise  is  unto 
you,  and  to  your  children,  and 
to  all  that  are  afar  off,  even  as 
many  as  the  Lord  our  God 
shall  call. 

40  And  with  many  other 
words  did  he  testify  and  ex- 
hort, saying.  Save  yourselves 
from  this  untoward  generation. 

41  IT  Then  they  that  gladly 
received  his  word  were  bap- 
tized :  and  the  same  day  there 
were  added  unto  them  about 
three  thousand  souls. 

42  And  they  continued  stead- 
fastly in  the  apostles'  doctrine 
and  fellowship,  and  in  break- 
ing  of  bread,  and  in  prayers. 

43  And  fear  came  upon  every 
soul :  and  many  wonders  and 
signs  were  done  by  the  apos- 
tles. 

44  And  all  that  believed  were 
together,  and  fauad  all  things 
common ; 

45  And  sold  th^ir  possessions 
and  goods,  and  parted  them  to 
all  meny  as  every  man  had 
need. 

46  And  they,  continuing  daily 
with  one  accord  in  the  temple, 
and  breaking  bread  from  house 
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to  house,  did  eat  their  meat 
with  gladness  and  singleness 
of  heart, 
47  Praising  God,  and  having 
favour  with  all  the  people. 
And  the  Lord  added  to  the 
church  daily  such  as  should 
be  saved. 

CHAPTER  IIL 

1  Peter,  preaching  to  ths  people  that  came  to 
tee  a  lame  man  thai  had  been  healed^  12  »ro- 
feenth  the  ewe  not  to  have  been  wrought  by 
his  or  /ohn'e  own  power,  or  holinetSy  but  by 
Godf  and  his  Son  Jesus^  and  through  faith 
in  hi$  name :  18  withal  repreJiending  them 
for  crucifying  Jesus.  17  itU  because  tliey 
did  it  tJirough  ignorance,  19  he  exhortetk 
them  by  repentance  and  faith  to  seek  remit- 
sion  of  their  sins,  and  salvation  in  the  satne 
Jesus, 

NOW  Peter  and  John  went 
up  together  into  the  tem- 
ple at  the  hour  of  prayer,  being 
the  ninth  hour. 

2  And  a  certain  man  lame 
from  his  mother's  womb  was 
carried,  whom  they  laid  daily 
at  the  gate  of  the  temple 
which  is  called  Beautiful,  to 
ask  aims  of  them  that  entered 
into  the  temple ; 

3  Who,  seeing  Peter  and  John 
about  to  go  into  the  temple, 
asked  an  alms. 

4  And  Peter,  fastening  his 
eyes  upon  him  with  John, 
said.  Look  on  us. 

5  And  he  gave  heed  unto  them, 
expecting  to  receive  something 
of  them. 

6  Then  Peter  said.  Silver  and 
gold  have  I  none ;  but  such  as 
I  have  give  I  thee:  In  the 
name  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Naza- 
reth rise  up  and  walk. 

7  And  he  took  him  by  the 
right  hand,  and  lifted  him  up : 
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and  immediately  his  feet  and 
ankle  bones  received  strength. 

8  And  he  leaping  up  stood, 
and  walked,  and  entered  with 
them  into  the  temple,  walking, 
and  leaping,  and  praising  God. 

9  And  all  the  people  saw  him 
walking  and  praising  God : 

10  And  they  knew  that  it 
was  he  which  sat  for  alms  at 
the  Beautiful  gate  of  the  tem- 
ple :  and  they  were  filled  with 
wonder  and  amazement  at  that 
which  had  happened  unto  him. 

11  And  as  the  lame  man 
which  was  healed  held  Peter 
and  John,  all  the  people  ran 
together  unto  them  in  the 
porch  that  is  called  Solomon's, 
greatly  wondering. 

12  ^  And  when  Peter  saw  ity 
he  answered  unto  the  people, 
Ye  men  of  Israel,  why  marvel 
ye  at  this  ?  or  why  look  ye  so 
earnestly  on  us,  as  though  by 
our  own  power  or  holiness  we 
had  made  this  man  to  walk? 

13  The  God  of  Abraham, 
and  of  Isaac,  and  of  Jacob,  the 
God  of  our  fathers,  hath  glori- 
fied his  Son  Jesus ;  whom  ye 
delivered  up,  and  denied  hun 
in  the  presence  of  Pilate,  when 
he  was  determined  to  let  him 

go- 

14  But  ye  denied  the  Holy 

One  and  the  Just,  and  desired 
a  murderer  to  be  granted  unto 
you; 

15  And  killed  the  Prince  of 
life,  whom  God  hath  raised 
firom  the  dead;  whereof  we  are 
witnesses. 

16  And  his  name,  through 
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faith  in  his  name,  hath  made 
this  man  strong,  whom  ye  see 
and  know:  yea,  the  faith 
whidi  is  by  him  hath  given 
him  this  perfect  soundness  in 
the  presence  of  you  all. 

17  And  now,  brethren,  I  wot 
that  through  ignorance  ye  did 
it  J  as  did  also  your  rulers. 

18  But  those  things,  which 
God  before  had  shewed  by  the 
mouth  of  all  his  prophets,  that 
Christ  should  suffer,  he  hath 
so  fulfilled, 

19  ^  Repent  ye  therefore,  and 
be  converted,  that  your  sins 
may  be  blotted  out,  when  the 
times  of  refreshing  shall  come 
from  the  presence  of  the  Lord ; 

20  And  he  shall  send  Jesus 
Christ,  which  before  was  preach- 
ed unto  you: 

21  Whom  the  heaven  must 
receive  until  the  times  of  re- 
stitution  of  all  things,  which 
God  hath  spoken  by  the  mouth 
of  all  his  holy  prophets  since 
the  world  began. 

22  For  Moses  truly  said  unto 
the  fathers,  A  Prophet  shall 
tiie  Lord  your  God  raise  up 
unto  you  of  your  brethren,  like 
unto  me;  him  shall  ye  hear  in 
all  things  whatsoever  he  shall 
say  unto  you. 

28  And  it  shall  come  to  pctss, 
that  every  soul,  which  will  not 
hear  that  Prophet,  shall  be  de- 
stroyed from  among  the  people. 

24  Yea,  and  all  the  prophets 
from  Samuel  and  those  that 
follow  after,  as  many  as  have 
spoken,  have  likewise  foretold 
m  these  days. 


25  Ye  are  the 
prophets,  and  of  \ 
which  God  made\ 
thers,  saying  unu 
And  in  thy  seed  sk 
kindreds  of  the  earth\    .  ,-<jssed. 

26  Unto  you  first,  God  hav- 
ing raised  up  his  Son  Jesus 
sent  him  to  bless  you,  in  turn- 
ing away  every  one  of  you 
from  his  iniquities. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

1  77ie  rulers,  offended  with  Peter' 9  sermwi^A 
(though  tlwusandi  of  the  people  were  convert- 
ed tfiot  fieard  the  word,)  imprison  him  and 
John.  6  (/pon  excanination  Peter  boldly 
avoucheth  the  laine  man  to  ?utve  been  Jtealed 
by  the  nauM  of  Jesus,  and  that  by  the  same 
Jesus  only  we  mutt  be  eternally  saved  18 
They  command  him  and  John  to  preach  no 
more  m  that  name,  28  Whereupon  the 
church  fleeth  to  prayer:  81  and  Oody  by 
molting  the  place  where  tftey  were  assembied^ 
testified  that  he  heard  their  prayer :  confirm- 
ing the  church  with  the  gift  of  t?ie  Holy 
Cffu^  and  witfi  mutual  km  and  charity. 

AND  as  they  spake  unto  the 
.  people,  the  priests,  and  the 
captain  of  the  temple,  and  the 
Sadducees,  came  upon  them, 

2  Being  grieved  that  they 
taught  the  people,  and  preadi- 
ed  through  Jesus  the  resurrec- 
tion  from  the  dead. 

3  And  they  laid   hands  on 
them,  and  put  them  in  hold- 
unto  the  next  day:  for  it  was 
now  eventide. 

4  Howbeit   many  of  them* 
which  heard  the  word  believ- 
ed;  and   the  number  of  the 
men  was  about  five  thousand. 

5  ^  And  it  came  to  pass  on 
the  morrow,  that  their  rul^s, 
and  elders,  and  scribes, 

6  And  Annas  the  high  priest, 
and  Caiaphas,  and  John,  and 
Alexander^  and  as   many  as 
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before  the  council 


were  of  the  kindred  of  the  high 
priest,  were  gathered  together 
at  Jerusalem. 

7  And  when  they  had  set 
them  in  the  midst,  they  asked, 
By  what  power,  or  hy  what 
name,  have  ye  done  this? 

8  Then  Peter,  filled  with  the 
Holy  Ghost,  said  unto  them, 
Ye  rulers  of  the  people,  and 
elders  of  Israel, 

9  If  we  this  day  be  examined 
of  the  good  deed  done  to  the 
impotent  mao,  by  what  means 
he  is  made  whole ; 

10  Be  it  known  unto  you  all, 
and  to  all  the  people  of  Israel, 
that  by  the  name  of  JesusChrist 
of  Nazareth,  whom  ye  crucifi- 
ed, whom  God  raised  from  the 
dead,  even  by  him  doth  this 
man  stand  nere  before  you 
whole, 

11  This  is  the  stone  which 
was  set  at  nought  of  you  build- 
ers, which  is  become  the  head 
of  the  comer. 

12  Neither  is.  there  salvation 
in  any  other :  for  there  is  none 
other  name  under  heaven  giv- 
en among  men,  whereby  we 
must  be  saved. 

13  ^  Now  when  they  saw  the 
boldness  of  Peter  and  John,  and 
perceived  that  they  were  un- 
learned and  ignorant  men,  they 
marvelled;  and  they  took  know- 
ledge of  them,  that  they  had 
been  with  Jesus. 

14  And  beholding  the  man 
which  was  healed  standing 
with  them,  they  could  say  no- 
thing against  it. 

16  But  when  they  had  com- 
212 


manded  them  to  go  aside  out 
of  the  council,  they  conferred 
among  themselves, 

16  Saying,  What  shall  we  do 
to  these  men  ?  for  that  indeed 
a  notable  miracle  hath  been 
done  by  them  is  manifest  to  all 
them  that  dwell  in  Jerusalem; 
and  we  cannot  deny  it. 

17  But  that  it  spread  no  fur- 
ther among  the  people,  let  us 
straitly  threaten  them,  that 
they  speak  henceforth  to  no 
man  in  this  name. 

18  And  they  called  them, 
and  commanded  them  not  to 
speak  at  all  nor  teach  in  the 
name  of  Jesus. 

19  But  Peter  and  John  an- 
swered and  said  unto  them, 
Whether  it  be  right  in  the 
sight  of  God  to  hearken  un- 
to you  more  than  unto  God, 
judge  ye. 

20  For  we  cannot  but  speak 
the  things  which  we  have  seen 
and  heard. 

21  So  when  they  had  fiirther 
threatened  them,  they  let  them 
go,  finding  nothing  how  they 
might  punish  them,  because 
of  the  people :  for  all  men  glo- 
rified God  for  that  which  was 
done. 

22  For  the  man  was  above 
forty  years  old,  on  whom  this 
miracle  of  healing  was  shewed. 

23  IT  And  being  let  go,  they 
went  to  their  own  company, 
and  reported  all  that  the  chief 
priests  and  elders  had  said  un- 
to them. 

24  And  when  they  heard  that, 
they  lifted   up  their  voice  to

charity  of  the  church. 


God  with  one  accord,  and  said, 
Lord,  thou  art  God,  which  hast 
made  heaven,  and  earth,  and 
the  sea,  and  all  that  in  them  is ; 

25  Who  by  the  mouth  of  thy 
servant  David  hast  said,  Why 
did  the  heathen  rage,  and  the 
people  imagine  vain  things  ? 

26  The  kings  of  the  earth 
stood  up,  and  the  rulers  were 
gathered  together  against  the 
Lord,  and  against  hi^  Christ 

27  For  of  a  truth  against  thy 
holy  child  Jesus,  whom  thou 
hast  anointed,  both  Herod,  and 
Pontius  Pilate,  with  the  Gen- 
tiles,  and  the  people  of  Israel, 
were  gathered  together, 

28  For  to  do  whatsoever  thy 
hand  and  thy  counsel  determin* 
ed  before  to  be  done. 

29  And  now,  Lord,  behold 
their  threatenings :  and  grant 
unto  thy  servants,  that  with 
all  boldness  they  may  speak 
thy  word, 

30  By  stretching  forth  thine 
hand  to  heal;  and  that  signs 
and  wonders  may  be  done  by 
the  name  of  thy  holy  child  Je- 
sus. 

3 1  IT  And  when  they  had  pray- 
ed, the  place  was  shaken  where 
they  were  assembled  together; 
and  they  were  all  filled  with 
the  Holy  Ghost,  and  they  spake 
the  word  of  God  with  boldness* 

32  And  the  multitude  of  them 
that  believed  were  of  one  heart 
and  of  one  soul :  neither  said 
any  of  them  that  aught  of  the 
things  which  he  possessed  was 
his  own;  but  they  had  all 
things  common. 


33  And  with  great  power  gave 
the  apostles  witness  of  the  re-> 
surrection  of  the  Lord  Jesus : 
and  great  grace  was  upon  them 
all. 

34  Neither  was  there  any 
among  them  that  lacked :  for 
as  many  as  were  possessors  of 
lands  or  houses  sold  them,  and 
brought  the  prices  of  the  things 
that  were  sold, 

35  And  laid  them  down  at 
the  apostles'  feet:  and  distri- 
bution was  made  unto  every 
man  according  as  he  had  need. 

36  And  Joses,  who  by  the 
apostles  was  surnamed  Barna- 
bas, (which  is,  being  interpret* 
ed,  The  son  of  consolation,)  a 
Levite,  and  of  the  country  of 
Cyprus, 

37  Having  land,  sold  ity  and 
brought  the  money,  and  laid 
it  at  the  apostles'  feet. 

CHAPTER  V. 

1  Ananias  and  Sapphira  hit  wife  He  to  the 


Holy  Ohosty  and  at  Fetet's  rebuke  fall  down, 
deaa,  12  The  apotUea  work  many  miracles  ; 
17  and  are  again  imprisoned,  19  but  are  de- 
livered by  an  angdtbidding  them  to  preach 
openly  to  alL  21  After  teaching  according 
ly  in  the  temple,  29  and  before  the  council^ 
88  they  are  %n  danger  of  being  killed;  but^ 
through  the  advice  of  G^amaliel,  they  are 
kept  alive.  40  They  are  beaten;  for  which 
tltey  ghrify  Ood,  and  cease  luf  day  from 
preaching, 

UT  a  certain  man  named 


B 


Ananias,   with  Sapphira 
his  wife,  sold  a  possession, 

2  And  kept  back  part  of  the 
price,  his  wife  also  being  privy 
to  it,  and  brought  a  certain 
part,  and  laid  it  at  the  apostles' 
i5Bet. 

3  But  Peter  said,  Ananias, 
why  hath  Satan  filled  thin^ 
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heart  to  lie  to.  the  Holy  Ghost, 
and  to  keep  back  part  of  the 
price  of  the  land  ? 

4  While  it  remained,  was  it 
not  thine  own  ?  and  after  it 
was  sold,  was  it  not  in  thine 
own  power?  why  hast  thou 
conceived  this  thing  in  thine 
heart?  thou  hast  not  lied  unto 
men,  but  unto  God. 

5  And  Ananias  hearing  these 
words  fell  down,  and  gave  up 
the  ghost:  and  great  fear  came 
on  adl  them  that  heard  these 
things. 

6  And  the  young  men  arose, 
wound  him  up,  and  carried 
him  out,  and  buried  him. 

7  And  it  was  about  the  space 
of  three  hours  after,  when  his 
wife,  not  knowing  what  was 
done,  came  in. 

8  And  Peter  answered  unto 
her.  Tell  me  whether  ye  sold 
the  land  for  so  much?  And  she 
said,  Yea,  for  so  much. 

9  Then  Peter  »aid  unto  her, 
How  is  it  that  ye  nave  agreed 
together  to  tempt  the  Spirit  of 
the  Lord  ?  behold,  the  feet  of 
them  which  have  buried  thy 
husband  are  at  the  door,  and 
shall  carry  thee  out. 

1 0  Then  fell  she  down  straight- 
way at  his  feet,  and  yielded  up 
the  ghost:  and  the  young  men 
came  in,  and  found  her  dead, 
and,  carrjring  her  forth,  buried 
her  by  her  husband. 

11  And  great  fear  came  upon 
all  the  church,  and  upon  as 
many  as  heard  these  things. 

12  II  And  by  the  hands  of  the 
apostles  were  many  signs  and 
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wonders  wrought  among  the 
people;  (and  they  were  all 
with  one  accord  in  Solomon's 
porch. 

13  And  of  the  rest  durst  no 
man  join  himself  to  them:  but 
the  people  magnified  them. 

14  And  believers  were  the 
more  added  to  liie  Lord,  mul- 
titudes both  of  men  and  wo- 
men;) 

1 5  Insomuch  that  they  brought 
forth  the  sick  into  the  streets, 
and  laid  them  on  beds  and 
couches,  that  at  the  least  the 
shadow  of  Peter  passing  by 
might  overshadow  some  of 
them. 

16  There  came  also  a  multi- 
tude out  of  the  cities  round 
about  unto  Jerusalem,  bring-, 
ing  sick  folks,  and  them  which 
were  vexed  with  unclean  spi- 
rits :  and  they  were  healed 
every  one. 

17  ^  Then  the  high  priest  rose 
up,  and  all  they  that  were  with 
him,  (which  is  the  sect  of  the 
Sadducees,)  and  were  filled 
with  indignation, 

18  And  laid  their  hands  on 
the  apostles,  and  put  them  in 
the  common  prison. 

19  But  the  angel  of  the  Lord 
by  night  opened  the  prison 
doors,  and  brought  them  forth, 
and  said, 

20  Go,  stand  and  speak  in  the 
temple  to  the  people  all  the 
words  of  this  life. 

21  And  when  they  heard 
that,  they  entered  into  the 
temple  early  in  the  mominff, 
and   taught.     But  the   high

priest  came,  and  they  that  were 
with  him,  and  called  the  coun- 
cil together,  and  all  the  senate 
of  the  children  of  Israel,  and 
sent  to  the  prison  to  have  them 
brought. 

22  Butwhen  the  officers  came, 
and  found  them  not  in  the  pri- 
son, they  returned,  and  told, 

23  Saying,  The  prison  truly 
found  we  shut  with  all  safety, 
and  the  keepers  standing  with- 
out before  the  doors :  but  when 
we  had  opened,  we  found  no 
man  within. 

24  Now  when  the  high  priest 
and  the  captain  of  the  temple 
and  the  chief  priests  heard 
these  things,  they  doubted  of 
them  whereunto  this  would 
grow. 

25  Then  came  one  and  told 
them,  saying.  Behold,  the  men 
whom  ye  put  in  prison  are 
standing  in  the  temple,  and 
teaching  the  people. 

26  Then  went  the  captain 
with  the  officers,  and  brought 
them  without  violence :  for 
they  feared  the  people,  lest 
they  should  have  been  stoned. 

2  7  And  when  they  had  brought 
them,  they  set  them  before  the 
council:  and  the  high  priest 
asked  them, 

28  Saying,  Did  not  we  straitly 
command  you  that  ye  should 
not  teach  in  this  name  ?  and, 
behold,  ye  have  filled  Jerusa- 
lem  with  your  doctrine,  and  in- 
tend  to  bring  this  man's  blood 
upon  us. 

29  IT  Then  Peter  and  the 
other  apostles  answered  and 


said,  We  ought  to  obey  God 
rather  than  men. 

30  The  God  of  our  father^ 
raised  up  Jesus,  whom  ye  slew 
and  hanged  on  a  tree. 

31  Him  hath  God  exalted 
with  his  right  hand  to  be  a 
Prince  and  a  Saviour,  for  to 
give  repentance  to  Israel,  and 
forgiveness  of  sins. 

32  And  we  are  his  witness- 
es of  these  things ;  and  so  is 
also  the  Holy  Ghost,  whom 
God  hath  given  to  them  that 
obey  him. 

33  ^  When  they  heard  that, 
they  were  cut  to  the  hearty  and 
took  counsel  to  slay  them. 

34  Then  stood  there  up  one 
in  the  council,  a  Pharisee, 
named  Gamaliel,  a  doctor  of 
the  law,  had  in  reputation 
among  all  the  people,  and  com- 
manded to  put  the  apostles 
forth  a  little  space ; 

35  And  said  unto  them.  Ye 
men  of  Israel,  take  heed  to 
yourselves  what  ye  intend  to 
do  as  touching  these  men. 

36  For  before  these  days  rose 
up  Theudas,  boeusting  himself 
to  be  somebody;  to  whom  a 
number  of  men ,  about  four  hun- 
dred, joined  themselves :  who 
was  slain;  and  all,  as  many 
as  obeyed  him,  were  scatter- 
ed, and  brought  to  nought. 

37  After  this  man  rose  up  Ju- 
das of  Galilee  in  the  days  of 
the  taxing,  and  drew  away 
much  people  after  him:  he 
also  perished  ;  and  all,  even  as 
many  as  obeyed  him,  were  dis- 
persed. 
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38  And  now  I  say  unto  you, 
Refrain  from  these  men,  and 
let  them  alone:  for  if  this 
counsel  or  this  work  be  of 
men,  it  will  come  to  nought: 

39  But  if  it  be  of  God,  ye 
cannot  overthrow  it ;  lest  hap- 
ly ye  be  found  even  to  fight 
against  God. 

40  And  to  him  they  agreed : 
and  when  they  had  called  the 
apostles,  and  bisaten  them^  they 
commanded  that  they  should 
not  speak  in  the  name  of  Je- 
sus, and  let  them  go, 

41  %  And  they  departed  from 
the  presence  of  the  council,  re- 
joicing  that  they  were  counted 
worthy  to  suffer  shame  for  his 
name. 

42  And  daily  in  the  temple, 
and  in  every  house,  they  ceas- 
ed not  to  teach  and  preach 
Jesus  Christ. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

1  The  apo9tle$^  desirous  to  have  the  poor  taken 
care  of,  and  aUo  earrfui  themselves  to  dis- 
pense the  word  of  Gody  the  food  of  the  soulf 
8  appoint  seven  chosen  men  to  the  office  of 
deacons,  6  Of  whom  Stephen,  a  man  fuU 
of  faith,  and  ^  the  Holy  Ghost,  is  one,  12 
Wfio  is  taken  of  those,  whom  he  confounded 
in  dispuHna,  18  and  falsely  accused  of  Uas' 
phemy  against  the  law  and  the  temple. 

AND  in  those  days,  when 
.  the  number  of  the  dis- 
ciples was  multiplied,  there 
arose  a  murmuring  of  the  Gre- 
cians  against  the  Hebrews,  be- 
cause their  widows  were  neg- 
iBcted  in  the  daily  ministra- 
tion. 

2  Then  the  twelve  called  the 
multitude  of  the  disciples  un- 
to them,  and  said,   It  is  not 
reason  that  we  should  leave 
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the  word  of  God,  and  serve  ta- , 
bles. 

3  Wherefore,  brethren,  look 
ye  out  among  you  seven  men 
of  honest  report,  full  of  the 
Holy  Ghost  and  wisdom,  whom 
we  may  appoint  over  this  busi- 
ness. 

4  But  we  will  give  ourselves 
continually  to  prayer,  and  to 
the  ministay  of  the  word. 

6  ^  And  the  saying  pleased 
the  whole  multitude:  and  they 
chose  Stephen,  a  man  full  of 
faith  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
and  Philip,  and  Prochorus, 
and  Nicanor,  and  Timon,  and 
Parmenas,  and  Nicolas  a  pro«> 
selyte  of  Antioch ; 

6  Whom  they  set  before  the 
apostles:  and  when  they  had 
prayed,  they  laid  their  hands 
on  them. 

7  And  the  word  of  God  in- 
creased; and  the  number  of 
the  disciples  multiplied  in  Je- 
rusalem greatly ;  and  a  great 
company  of  the  priests  were 
obedient  to  the  faith. 

8  t  And  Stephen,  full  of  faith 
and  power,  did  great  wonders 
and  miracles  among  the  peo- 
ple. 

9  Then  there  arose  certain 
of  tne  synagogue,  which  in 
called  the  synagogue  of  the 
Libertines,  and  Cyrenians,  and 
Alexandrians,  and  of  them  of 
Cilicia  and  of  Asia,  disputing 
with  Stephen. 

10  And  they  were  not  able 
to  resist  the  wisdom  and  the 
spirit  by  which  he  spake. 

11  Then  they  suborned  men. 


Stephen  accused. 
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StepherCs  defence. 


which  said,  We  have  heard 
him  speak  blasphemous  words 
against  Moses,  and  against 
God. 

12  And  they  stirred  up  the 
people,  and  the  elders,  and  the 
scribes,  and  came  upon  him, 
and  caught  him,  and  brought 
him  to  the  council, 

13  And  set  up  false  witness- 
es,  which  said,  This  man  ceas- 
eth  not  to  speak  blasphemous 
words  against  this  holy  place, 
and  the  law  : 

14  For  we  have  heard  him 
say,  that  this  Jesus  of  Naza- 
reth shall  destroy  this  place, 
and  shall  change  the  customs 
which  Moses  delivered  us. 

15  And  all  that  sat  in  the 
council,  looking  steadfastly  on 
him,  saw  his  face  as  it  had  been 
the  face  of  an  angel. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

i  Stephen,  pennitted  to  answer  to  tJte  aecuaa" 
Hon  of  blasphfimf,  2  theweth  thai  Ahraluan 
worshipped  i}od  rightly ^  and  fww  Ood  chose 
the  fatliera  20  be/ore  Moses  vhu  bom,  and 
before  the  tabernacle  and  temple  were  buUt : 
87  thai  Moses  himself  witnessed  of  Cftrisl : 
44  and  that  all  outward  ceremonies  were  or- 
dained according  to  the  heavenly  pattern,  to 
last  but  for  a  tims ;  51  reprehending  their 
rebellion,  and  murdering  of  Christ,  the  Just 
One,  whom  the  propftets  foretold  as  coming 
into  the  world    54  Wltereupon  they  stone 


him  to  death,  Ite  commending  his  soul  to  Jesus, 
and  humbly  praying  for  them. 

THEN  said  the  high  priest. 
Are  these  things  so  ? 

2  Ajid  he  said,  Men,  brethren, 
and  fathers,  hearken;  The 
God  of  glory  appeared  unto 
our  father  Abraham,  when  he 
was  in  Mesopotamia,  before  he 
dwelt  in  Charran, 

3  And  said  unto  him,  Get 
thee  out  of  thy  country,  and 


from  thy  kindred,  and  come 
into  the  land  which  I  shall 
shew  thee. 

4  Then  came  he  out  of  the 
land  of  the  Chaldeans,  and 
dwelt  in  Charran:  and  from 
thence,  when  his  father  was 
dead,  he  removed  him  into  this 
land,  wherein  ye  now  dwell. 

5  And  he  gave  him  none  in- 
heritance in  it,  no,  not  so  much 
OS  to  set  his  foot  on :  yet  he 
promised  that  he  would  give 
it  to  him  for  a  possession,  and 
to  his  seed  after  him,  when 
as  yet  he  had  no  child. 

6  And  God  spake  on  this 
wise,  That  his  seed  should  so- 
journ in  a  strange  land ;  and 
that  they  should  bring  them 
into  bondage,  and  entreat  them 
evil  four  hundred  years. 

7  And  the  nation  to  whom 
they  shall  be  in  bondage  will 
I  judge,  said  God :  and  after 
that  shall  they  come  forth,  and 
serve  me  in  this  place. 

8  And  he  gave  him  the  co* 
venant  of  circumcision:  and 
so  Abraham  begat  Isaac,  and 
circumcised  him  the  eighth 
day;  and  Isaac  begat  Jacob; 
and  Jacob  begat  the  twelve 
patriarchs. 

9  And  the  patriarchs,  moved 
with  envy,  sold  Joseph  into 
Egypt:  but  God  was  with 
him, 

10  And  delivered  him  out  of 
all  his  afflictions,  and  gave  him 
favour  and  wisdom  in  the  sight 
of  Pharaoh  king  of  Egypt;  and 
he  made  him  governor  over 
Egypt  and  all  his  house. 
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11  Now  there  came  a  dearth 
over  all  the  land  of  Egypt  and 
Canaan,  and  great  affliction: 
and  our  fathers  found  no  sus- 
tenance. 

12  But  when  Jacob  heard 
that  there  was  corn  in  Egypt, 
he  sent  out  our  fathers  first. 

13  And  at  the  second  time 
Joseph  was  made  known  to 
his  brethren;  and  Joseph's 
kindred  was  made  known  un- 
to  Pharaoh. 

14  Then  sent  Joseph,  and 
called  his  father  Jacob  to  Am, 
and  all  his  kindred,  threescore 
and  fifteen  souls. 

15  So  Jacob  went  down  into 
Egypt,  and  died,  he,  and  our 
falhers, 

16  And  were  carried  over  in- 
to Sychem,  and  laid  in  the  se- 
pulchre that  Abraham  bought 
for  a  sum  of  money  of  the  sons 
of  Emmor,  the  father  of  Sy- 
chem. 

17  But  when  the  time  of  the 
promise  drew  nigh,  which  God 
had  sworn  to  Abraham,  the 
people  grew  and  multiplied  in 
Egypt, 

18  Till  another  king  arose, 
which  knew  not  Joseph. 

19  The  same  dealt  subtilely 
with  our  kindred,  ajid  evil  en- 
treated our  fathers,  so  that 
they  cast  out  their  young  chil- 
dren, to  the  end  they  might 
not  live. 

20  In  which  time  Moses  was 
born,  and  was  exceeding  fair, 
and  nourished  up  in  his  fa- 
ther's house  three  months  : 

21  And  when  he  was  cast 
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out,  Pharaoh's  daughter  took 
him  up,  and  nourished  him  for 
her  own  son. 

22  And  Moses  was  learned  in 
all  the  wisdom  of  the  Egypt- 
ians,  and  was  mighty  in  words 
and  in  deeds. 

23  And  when  he  was  full 
forty  years  old,  it  came  into 
his  heart  to  visit  his  brethren 
the  children  of  Israel. 

24  And  seeing  one  of  them 
sufier  wrong,  he  defended  Aim, 
and  avenged  him  that  was  op* 
pressed,  and  smote  the  Egypt- 
ian: 

25  For  he  supposed  his  bre- 
thren would  have  understood 
how  that  God  by  his  hand 
would  deliver  them;  but  they 
understood  not. 

26  And  the  next  day  he 
shewed  himself  unto  them  as 
they  strove,  and  would  have 
set  them  at  one  again,  saying, 
Sirs,  ye  are  brethren;  why  do 
ye  wrong  one  to  another? 

27  But  he  that  did  his  neigh- 
bour wrong  thrust  him  away, 
saying.  Who  made  thee  a  ruler 
and  a  judge  over  us  ? 

28  Wilt  thou  kill  me,  as  thou 
didst  the  Egyptian  yesterdav  ? 

29  Then  fled  Moses  at  this 
saying,  and  was  a  stranger  in 
the  land  of  Midian,  where  he 
begat  two  sons. 

30  And  when  forty  years 
were  expired,  there  appeared 
to  him  in  the  wilderness  of 
mount  Sinai  an  angel  of  the 
Lord  in  a  flame  of  fire  in  a 
bush. 

31  When  Moses  saw  i7,  he 
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wondered  at  the  sight :  and  as 
he  drew  near  to  behold  iV,  the 
voice  of  the  Lord  came  unto 
him, 

32  Saying  J I  am  the  God  of 
thy  fathers,  the  God  of  Abra- 
ham,  and  the  God  of  Isaac, 
and  the  God  of  Jacob.  Then 
Moses  trembled,  and  durst  not 
behold. 

33  Then  said  the  Lord  to  him, 
Put  off  thy  shoes  from  thy  feet : 
for  the  place  where  thou  stand- 
est  is  holy  ground. 

34  I  have  seen,  I  have  seen 
the  affliction  of  my  people 
which  is  in  Egypt,  and  I  have 
heard  their  groaning,  and  am 
come  down  to  deliver  them. 
And  now  come,  I  will  send 
thee  into  Egypt. 

35  This  Moses  whom  they 
refused,  saying,  Who  made 
thee  a  ruler  and  a  judge  ?  the 
same  did  God  send  to  be  a  ruler 
and  a  deliverer  by  the  hand 
of  the  angel  which  appeared 
to  him  in  the  bush. 

36  He  brought  them  out, 
after  that  he  had  shewed  won- 
ders and  signs  in  the  land  of 
Egypt,  and  in  the  Red  sea, 
and  in  the  wilderness  forty 
years. 

37  H  This  is  that  Moses,  which 
said  unto  the  children  of  Isra- 
el, A  Prophet  shall  the  Lord 
your  God  raise  up  unto  you 
of  your  brethren,  like  unto 
me ;  him  shall  ye  hear. 

38  This  is  he,  that  was  in  the 
church  in  the  wilderness  with 
the  angel  which  spake  to  him 
in  the  mount  Sinai,  and  with 


our  fathers :  who  received  the 
lively  oracles  to  give  unto  us : 

39  To  whom  our  fathers  would 
not  obey,  but  thrust  him  from 
them,  and  in  their  hearts  turn- 
ed  back  again  into  Egypt, 

40  Saying  unto  Aaron,  Make 
us  gods  to  go  before  us :  for  as 
for  this  Moses,  which  brought 
us  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt, 
we  wot  not  what  is  become  of 
him. 

41  And  they  made  a  calf  in 
those  days,  and  offered  sacri- 
fice unto  the  idol,  and  rejoiced 
in  the  works  of  their  own 
hands. 

42  Then  God  turned,  and  gave 
them  up  to  worship  the  host  of 
heaven ;  as  it  is  written  in  the 
book  of  the  prophets,  O  ye 
house  of  Israel,  have  ye  offered 
to  me  slain  beasts  and  sacri- 
fices by  the  space  of  forty  years 
in  the  wilderness  ? 

43  Yea,  ye  took  up  the  taber- 
nacle of  Moloch,  and  the  star 
of  your  god  Remphan,  figures 
which  ye  made  to  worship 
them:  and  I  will  carry  ytm 
away  beyond  Babylon. 

44  Our  fathers  had  the  taber- 
nacle of  witness  in  the  wilder- 
ness, as  he  had  appointed, 
speaking  unto  Moses,  that  he 
should  make  it  according  to 
the  fashion  that  he  had  seen. 

46  Which  also  our  fathers 
that  came  after  brought  in  with 
Jesus  into  the  possession  of  the 
Gentiles,  whom  God  drave  out 
before  the  face  of  our  fathers, 
unto  the  days  of  David ; 

46  Who  found  favour  before 
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God,  and  desired  to  find  a  ta- 
bernacle for  the  God  of  Jacob. 

47  But  Solomon  built  him  a 
house. 

48  Howbeit  the  Most  High 
dwelleth  not  in  temples  made 
with  hands ;  as  saith  the  pro- 
phet, 

49  Heaven  is  my  throne,  and 
earth  is  my  footstool:  what 
house  will  ye  build  me  ?  saith 
the  Lord :  or  what  is  the  place 
of  my  rest  ? 

50  Hath  not  my  hand  made 
all  these  things  ? 

51  1[  Ye  stiffnecked  and  un- 
circumcised  in  heart  and  ears, 
ye  do  always  resist  the  Holy 
Ghost :  as  your  fathers  did^  so 
do  ye. 

52  Which  of  the  prophets 
have  not  your  fathers  persecut- 
ed ?  and  they  have  slain  them 
which  shewed  before  of  the 
coming  of  the  Just  One;  of 
whom  ye  have  been  now  the 
betrayers  and  murderers  : 

53  Who  have  received  the 
law  by  the  disposition  of  an- 
gels, and  have  not  kept  it. 

54  ^  When  they  heard  these 
things,  they  were  cut  to  the 
heart,  and  they  gnashed  on 
him  with  their  teeth. 

55  But  he,  being  full  of  the 
Holy  Ghost,  looked  up  stead- 
fastly into  heaven,  and  saw 
the  glory  of  God,  and  Jesus 
standing  on  the  right  hand  of 
God, 

56  And  said.  Behold,  I  see 
the  heavens  opened,  and  the 
Son  of  man  standing  on  the 
right  hand  of  God. 
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57  Then  they  cried  out  with 
a  loud  voice,  and  stopped  their 
ears,  and  ran  upon  him  with 
one  accord, 

68  And  cast  him  out  of  the  ci- 
ty, and  stoned  him  :  and  the  wit* 
nesses  laid  down  their  clothes 
at  a  young  man's  feet,  whose 
name  was  Saul. 

59  And  they  stoned  Stephen, 
calling  upon  God,  and  say- 
ing, Lord  Jesus,  receive  my 
spirit. 

60  And  he  kneeled  down,  and 
cried  with  a  loud  voice.  Lord, 
lay  not  this  sin  to  their  charge. 
And  when  he  had  said  this,  he 
fell  asleep. 

CHAPTER  Vm. 

1  By  occasion  of  tJie  persecution  in  Jerusalem, 
the  church  it  planted  in  Smttaria^  5  by  Phi^ 
lip  the  deacon^  wlw  preached^  did  miraclet, 
and  baptized  many,  among  the  rest  Simon 
the  sorcerer,  14  Peter  and  John  are  sent 
thither  to  confirm  and  enlarge  the  church : 
where,  in  ansfoer  to  prayer  and  through  the 
imposition  of  their  handSt  the  Holy  0ho9t 
is  given,  18  When  Simon  wmld  have  bougid 
the  like  power  of  tJum,  he  is  sharply  reprov- 
ed by  Peter  for  his  hypocrisy  and  covetous* 
nens,  and  exhorted  to  repent.  26  Aftertoardi 
Peter  and  JoJtn,  preaching  the  word  of  the 
Lord,  return  to  Jerusalem,  26  Bui  the  angel 
of  the  Lord  sendeth  Philip  to  teach  and  bap- 
Hwe  the  Ethiopian  eunuch, 

AND  Saul  was  consenting 
.  unto  his  death.  And  at 
that  time  there  was  a  great 
persecution  against  the  church 
which  was  at  Jerusalem ;  and 
they  were  all  scattered  abroad 
throughout  the  regions  of  Ju- 
dea  and  Samaria,  except  the 
apostles. 

2  And  devout  men  carried 
Stephen  to  his  burial^  and 
made  great  lamentation  over 
him. 

3  As  for  Saul,  he  made  havoc 
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of  the  church,  entering  into 
every  house,  and  haling  men 
and  women  committed  them  to 
prison. 

4  Therefore  they  that  were 
scattered  abroad  went  every 
where  preaching  the  word. 

5  Then  Philip  went  down  to 
the  city  of  Samaria,  and  preach- 
ed Christ  unto  them. 

6  And  the  people  with  one 
accord  gave  heed  unto  those 
things  which  Philip  spake, 
hearing  and  seeing  the  mira- 
cles which  he  did. 

7  For  imclean  spirits,  cryinff 
with  loud  voice,  came  out  of 
many  that  were  possessed  mth 
them:  and  many  taken  with 
palsies,  and  that  were  lame, 
were  healed. 

8  And  there  was  great  joy  in 
that  city. 

9  But  there  was  a  certain  man, 
called  Simon,  which  before- 
time  in  the  same  city  used  sor- 
cery, and  bewitched  the  people 
of  Samaria,givin  g  out  that  him- 
self was  some  great  one : 

10  To  whom  they  all  gave 
heed,  from  the  least  to  the 
greatest,  saying.  This  man  is 
the  great  power  of  Grod. 

11  And  to  him  they  had  re^ 
gard,  because  that  of  long  time 
he  had  bewitched  them  with 
sorceries. 

12  But  when  they  believed 
Philip  preaching  the  things 
concerning  the  kingdom  of 
God,  and  the  name  of  Jesus 
Christ,  they  were  baptized, 
both  men  and  women. 

13  Then  Simon  himself  be- 


lieved also :  and  when  he  was 
baptized,  he  continued  with 
Philip,  and  wondered,  behold- 
ing  the  miracles  and  signs 
which  were  done. 

14  Now  when  the  apostles 
which  were  at  Jerusalem  heard 
that  Samaria  had  received  the 
word  of  God,  they  sent  unto 
them  Peter  and  John : 

16  Who,  when  they  were 
come  down,  prayed  for  them, 
that  they  might  receive  the 
Holy  Ghost: 

16  For  as  yet  he  was  fallen 
upon  none  of  them :  only  they 
were  baptized  in  the  name  of 
the  Lord  Jesus. 

1 7  Then  laid  they  their  hands 
on  them,  and  they  received  the 
Holy  Ghost. 

18  And  when  Simon  saw 
that  through  laying  on  of  the 
apostles'  hands  tne  Holy  Ghost 
was  givenj  he  olSered  them 
money, 

19  Saying,  Give  me  also  this 
power,  that  on  whomsoever  I 
lay  hands,  he  may  receive  the 
Holy  Ghost. 

20  But  Peter  said  unto  him, 
Thy  money  perish  with  thee, 
because  thou  hast  thought  that 
the  gift  of  God  may  be  pur- 
chased  with  money. 

21  Thou  hast  neither  part 
nor  lot  in  this  matter :  for  thy 
heart  is  not  right  in  the  sight 
of  God. 

22  Repent  therefore  of  this 
thy  wickedness,  and  pray  God, 
if  perhaps  the  thought  of  thine 
heart  may  be  forgiven  thee. 

23  For  I  perceive  that  thou 
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ait  in  the  gall  of  bitterness, 
and  in  the  bond  of  iniquity. 

24  Then  answered  Simon, 
and  said,  Pray  ye  to  the  Lord 
for  me,  that  none  of  these 
things  which  ye  have  spoken 
come  upon  me. 

25  And  they,  when  they  had 
testified  and  preached  the  word 
of  the  Lord,  returned  to  Jeru- 
salem, and  preached  the  gospel 
in  many  villages  of  the  Sama- 
ritans. 

26  And  the  angel  of  the  Lord 
spake  unto  Philip,  saying. 
Arise,  and  go  toward  the  south, 
unto  the  way  that  goeth  down 
from  Jerusalem  unto  Gaza, 
which  is  desert 

27  And  he  arose  and  went  : 
and,  behold,  a  man  of  Ethio- 
pia, a  eunuch  of  great  autho- 
rity under  Candace  queen  of 
the  Ethiopians,  who  had  the 
charge  of  all  her  treasure,  and 
had  come  to  Jerusalem  for  to 
worship, 

28  Was  returning,  and  sit- 
ting in  his  chariot  read  Esaias 
the  prophet. 

29  Then  the  Spirit  said  unto 
Philip,  Go  near,  and  join  thy- 
self to  this  chariot. 

30  And  Philip  ran  thither  to 
fnm,  and  heard  him  read  the 
prophet  Esaias,  and  said,  Un- 
derstandest  thou  what  thou 
readest? 

31  And  he  said,  How  can  I, 
except  some  man  should  guide 
me?  And  he  desired  Pnilip 
that  he  would  come  up  and 
sit  with  him. 

32  The  place  of  the  Scrip- 
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ture  which  he  read  was  this, 
He  was  led  as  a  sheep  to  the 
slaughter;  and  like  a  lamb 
dumb  before  his  shearer,  so 
opened  he  not  his  mouth : 

33  In  his  humiliation  his 
judgment  was  taken  away: 
and  who  shall  declare  his  ge- 
neration ?  for  his  life  is  taken 
from  the  earth. 

34  And  the  eunuch  answered 
Philip,  and  said,  I  pray  thee, 
of  whom  speaketh  the  prophet 
this?  of  himself,  or  of  some 
other  man  ? 

35  Then  Philip  opened  his 
mouth,  and  began  at  the  same 
scripture,  and  preached  unto 
him  Jesus. 

36  And  as  they  w:ent  on 
their  way,  they  came  unto  a 
certain  water:  and  the  eu- 
nuch said,  See,  here  is  water ; 
what  doth  hinder  me  to  be 
baptized  ? 

37  And  Philip  said.  If  thou 
believest  with  all  thine  heart, 
thou  mayest.  And  he  answer- 
ed and  said,  I  believe  that 
Jesus  Christ  is  the  Son  of 
God. 

38  And  he  commanded  the 
chariot  to  stand  still :  and  they 
went  down  both  into  thewater, 
both  Philip  and  the  eunuch; 
and  he  baptized  him. 

39  And  when  they  were  come 
up  out  of  the  water,  the  Spi- 
rit of  the  Lord  caught  away 
Pliilip,  that  the  eunuch  saw 
him  no  more :  and  he  went  on 
his  way  rejoicing. 

40  But  Philip  was  found  at 
Azotus:  and  passing  through 
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he  preached  in  all  the  cities, 
till  he  came  to  Cesarea. 

CHAPTER  IX, 

1  Smd,  going  tcwardB  JDamaacus,  4  it  ftriehen 
down,  to  th4  earthy  10  t>  callodto  tfte  apo9- 
tle$Jnp,  IS  and  is  baptized  by  Ananias.  20  He 
preae/uth  Christ  boldly.  2S  The  Jem  lay 
writ  to  kill  him :  29  so  do  the  Oreeians :  bvt 
he  eseapeth  both.  82  Peter  healeth  Eneas  of 
the  palsy,  86  and  restorelh  Tabitha  to  life. 

AND  Saul,  yet  breathing  out 
.  threatenings  and  slaugh- 
ter against  the  disciples  of  the 
Lord,  went  unto  the  high  priest, 

2  And  desired  of  him  letters 
to  Damascus  to  the  synagogues, 
that  if  he  found  any  of  this 
way,  whether  they  were  men 
or  women,  he  might  bring  them 
bound  unto  Jerusalem. 

3  And  as  he  journeyed,  he 
came  near  Damascus :  and  sud- 
denly there  shined  round  about 
him  a  light  from  heaven  : 

4  And  he  fell  to  the  earth, 
and  heard  a  voice  saying  unto 
him,  Saul,  Saul,  why  persecut- 
est  thou  me  ? 

5  And  he  said.  Who  art  thou. 
Lord  ?  And  the  Lord  said,  I  am 
Jesus  whom  thou  persecutest : 
it  is  hard  for  thee  to  kick 
against  the  pricks. 

6  And  he  trembling  and  asto- 
nished  said.  Lord,  what  wilt 
thou  have  me  to  do  ?  And  the 
Lord  said  unto  him.  Arise,  and 
go  into  the  city,  and  it  shall  be 
told  thee  what  thou  must  do. 

7  And  the  men  which  jour- 
neyed  with  him  stood  speech- 
less,  hearing  a  voice,  but  see- 
ing  no  man. 

8  And  Saul  arose  from  the 
earth;  and  when  his  eyes  were 


opened,  he  saw  no  man:  but 
they  led  him  by  the  hand,  and 
brought  him  into  Damascus. 

9  And  he  was  three  days 
without  sight,  and  neither  did 
eat  nor  drink. 

10  ^  And  there  was  a  certain 
disciple  at  Damascus,  named 
Ananias ;  and  to  him  said  the 
Lord  in  a  vision,  Ananias.  And 
he  said,  Behold,  I  am  here, 
Lord. 

11  And  the  Lord  said  unto 
him.  Arise,  and  go  into  the 
street  which  is  called  Straight, 
and  inquire  in  the  house  of 
Judas  for  one  called  Saul,  of 
Tarsus:  for,  behold,  he prayeth, 

12  And  hath  seen  in  a  vision 
a  man  named  Ananias  coming 
in,  and  putting  his  hand  on 
him,  that  he  might  receive  his 
sight. 

13  Then  Ananias  answered. 
Lord,  I  have  heard  by  many 
of  this  man,  how  much  evU 
he  hath  done  to  thy  saints  at 
Jerusalem : 

14  And  here  he  hath  autho- 
rity from  the  chief  priests  to 
bind  all  that  call  on  thy  name. 

15  But  the  Lord  said  unto 
him,  Go  thy  way :  for  he  is  a 
chosen  vessel  unto  me,  to  bear 
my  name  before  the  Gentiles, 
and  kings,  and  the  children 
of  Israel : 

16  For  I  will  shew  him  how 
great  things  he  must  suffer  for 
my  name^s  sake. 

17  And  Ananias  went  his  way, 
and  entered  into  the  house ; 
and  putting  his  hands  on  him 
said.  Brother  Saul,  the  Lord, 
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even  Jesus,  that  appeared  unto 
thee  in  the  way  as  thou  earn- 
est, hath  sent  me,  that  thou 
mightest  receive  thy  sight,  and 
be  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost. 

18  And  immediately  there  fell 
from  his  eyes  as  it  had  been 
scales :  and  he  received  sight 
forthwith,  and  arose,  and  was 
baptized. 

19  And  when  he  had  received 
meat,  he  was  strengthened. 
Then  was  Saul  certain  days 
with  the  disciples  which  were 
at  Damascus. 

2  0  And  straightway  he  preach- 
ed Christ  in  the  synagogues,  that 
he  is  the  Son  of  God. 

21  But  all  that  heard  him 
were  amazed,  and  said ;  Is  not 
this  he  that  destroyed  them 
which  called  on  this  name  in 
Jerusalem,  and  came  hither 
for  that  intent,  that  he  might 
bring  them  bound  unto  the 
chief  priests  ? 

22  But  Saul  increased  the 
more  in  strength,  and  con- 
founded the  Jews  which  dwelt 
at  Damascus,  proving  that  this 
is  very  Christ. 

23  IF  And  after  that  many 
days  were  fulfilled,  the  Jews 
took  counsel  to  kill  him : 

24  But  their  laying  wait  was 
known  of  Saul.  And  they 
watched  the  gates  day  and 
night  to  kill  him. 

25  Then  the  disciples  took 
him  by  night,  and  let  Aim  down 
by  the  wall  in  a  basket. 

26  And  when  Saul  was  come 
to  Jerusalem,  he  assayed  to  join 
himself  to  the  disciples:  but 
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they  were  all  afraid  of  him, 
and  believed  not  that  he  was 
a  disciple. 

27  But  Barnabas  took  him, 
and  brought  him  to  the  apos- 
tles, and  declared  unto  them 
how  he  had  seen  the  Lord  in 
the  way,  and  that  he  had  spo- 
ken  to  him,  and  how  he  had 
preached  boldly  at  Damascus 
in  the  name  of  Jesus. 

28  And  he  was  with  them 
coming  in  and  going  out  at 
Jerusalem. 

29  And  he  spake  boldly  in 
the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus, 
and  disputed  against  the  Gre- 
cians :  but  they  went  about  to 
slay  him. 

30  Which  when  the  brethren 
knew,  they  brought  him  down 
to  Cesarea,  and  sent  him  forth 
to  Tarsus. 

31  Then  had  the  churches 
rest  throughout  all  Judea  and 
Galilee  and  Samaria,  and  were 
edified;  and  walking  in  the 
fear  of  the  Lord,  and  in  the 
comfort  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
were  multiplied. 

32  ^  And  it  came  to  pass,  as 
Peter  passed  throughout  all 
quarters^  he  came  down  also 
to  the  saints  which  dwelt  at 
Lydda. 

33  And  there  he  found  a  cer- 
tain man  named  Eneas,  which 
had  kept  his  bed  eight  years, 
and  was  sick  of  the  palsy. 

34  And  Peter  said  unto  him, 
Eneas,  Jesus  Christ  maketh 
thee  whole:  arise,  and  make 
thy  bed.  And  he  arose  im- 
mediately. 


Tabttha  restored  to  life.        CHAPTER  X.  Cornelius  sendeth  for  Peter. 


35  And  all  that  dwelt  at 
Lydda  and  Saron  saw  him, 
and  turned  to  the  Lord. 

36  If  Now  there  was  at  Joppa 
a  certain  disciple  named  Tabi- 
tha,  which  by  interpretation 
is  called  Dorcas :  this  woman 
was  full  of  good  works  and 
almsdeeds  wluch  she  did. 

37  And  it  came  to  pass  in 
those  days,  that  she  was  sick, 
and  died:  whom  when  they 
had  washed,  they  laid  her  in 
an  upper  chamber. 

38  And  forasmuch  as  Lydda 
was  nigh  to  Joppa,  and  the 
disciples  had  heard  that  Peter 
was  there,  they  sent  unto  him 
two  men,  desiring  him  that  he 
would  not  delay  to  come  to 
them. 

39  Then  Peter  arose  and  went 
with  them.  When  he  was 
come,  they  brought  him  into 
the  upper  chamber:  and  all 
the  widows  stood  by  him  weep- 
ing, and  shewing  tibe  coats  and 
garments  which  Dorcas  made, 
while  she  was  with  them. 

40  But  Peter  put  them  all 
forth,  and  kneeled  down,  and 
prayed-  and  turning  him  to 
the  body  said,  Tabitha,  arise. 
And  she  opened  her  eyes:  and 
when  she  saw  Peter,  she  sat 
up. 

41  And  he  gave  her  his  hand, 
and  lifted  her  up ;  and  when 
he  had  called  the  saints  and 
widows,  he  presented  her  alive. 

42  And  it  was  known  through- 
out  all  Joppa;  and  many  be- 
lieved in  the  Lord. 

43  And  it  came  to  pass,  that 
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he  tarried  many  days  in  Joppa 
with  one  Simon  a  tanner. 

CHAPTER  X. 

1  Oomeliu8f  a  devout  man^  5  being  eommani- 
ed  by  an  angel,  aendeth  for  Peter:  11  wke 
hy  a  vision  ia  taught  not  to  deapiae  the  Gen- 
tuea.  34  Aaha  preaeheth  Chriat  to  Come- 
Uua  and  hia  eompany,  44  the  Heiy  Ohoat 
falleth  on  them^  48  and  they  are  baptized, 

THERE  was  a  certain  man 
in  Cesarea  called  Come- 
lius,  a  centurion  of  the  band 
called  the  Italian  band^ 

2  A  devout  ma?i,  and  one 
that  feared  God  with  all  his 
house,  which  gave  much  alms 
to  the  people,  and  prayed  to 
God  always. 

3  He  saw  in  a  vision  evident- 
ly, about  the  ninth  hour  of  the 
day,  an  angel  of  God  coming 
in  to  him,  and  saying  unto 
him,  Cornelius. 

4  And  when  he  looked  on 
him,  he  was  afraid,  and  said, 
What  is  it,  Lord?  And  he 
said  unto  him.  Thy  prayers 
and  thine  alms  are  come  up 
for  a  memorial  before  God. 

5  And  now  send  men  to  Jop- 
pa, and  call  for  one  Simon, 
whose  surname  is  Peter: 

6  He  lodgeth  with  one  Simon 
a  tanner,  whose  house  is  by 
the  sea  side:  he  shall  tell  thee 
what  thou  oughtest  to  do. 

7  And  when  the  angel  which 
spake  unto  Cornelius  was  de- 
parted, he  called  two  of  his 
household  servants,  and  a  de- 
vout soldier  of  them  that  wait- 
ed on  him  continually ; 

8  And  when  he  had  declared 
all  these  things  unto  them,  he 
sent  them  to  Joppa. 
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9  IT  On  the  morrow,  as  they 
went  on  their  journey,  and 
drew  nigh  unto  the  city,  Peter 
went  up  upon  the  housetop  to 
pray  about  the  sixth  hour : 

10  And  he  became  very  hun- 
gry, and  would  have  eaten: 
but  while  they  made  ready, 
he  fell  into  a  trance, 

11  And  saw  heaven  opened, 
and  a  certain  vessel  descend- 
ing unto  him,  as  it  had  been 
a  great  sheet  knit  at  the  four 
comers,  and  let  down  to  the 
earth : 

12  Wherein  were  all  man- 
ner  of  fourfooted  beasts  of  the 
earth,  and  wild  beasts,  and 
creeping  things,  and  fowls  of 
the  air. 

13  And  there  came  a  voice  to 
him.  Rise,  Peter ;  kill,  and  eat. 

14  But  Peter  said.  Not  so, 
Lord ;  for  I  have  never  eaten 
any  thing  that  is  common  or 
unclean. 

15  And  the  voice  spake  unto 
him  again  the  second  time. 
What  God  hath  cleansed,  that 
call  not  thou  common. 

16  This  was  done  thrice:  and 
the  vessel  was  received  up  again 
into  heaven. 

17  Now  while  Peter  doubt- 
ed in  himself  what  this  vision 
which  he  had  seen  should 
mean,  behold,  the  men  which 
were  sent  from  Cornelius  had 
made  inquiry  for  Simon's  house, 
and  stood  before  the  gate, 

18  And  called,  and  asked 
whether  Simon,  which  was 
sumamed  Peter,  were  lodged 
there. 
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19  IT  While  Peter  thought 
on  the  vision,  the  Spirit  said 
unto  him,  Behold,  three  men 
seek  thee. 

20  Arise  therefore,  and  get 
thee  down,  and  go  with  them, 
doubting  nothing:  for  I  have 
sent  them. 

21  Then  Peter  went  down 
to  the  men  which  were  sent 
imto  him  from  Cornelius ;  and 
said.  Behold,  I  am  he  whom 
ye  seek:  what  is  the  cause 
wherefore  ye  are  come  ? 

22  And  they  said,  Cornelius 
the  centurion,  a  just  man,  and 
one  that.feaieth  God,  and  of 
good  report  among  all  the  na- 
tion of  the  Jews,  was  warned 
from  God  by  a  holy  angel  to 
send  for  thee  into  his  house, 
and  to  hear  words  of  thee. 

23  Then  called  he  them  in, 
and  lodged  them.  And  on  the 
morrow  Peter  went  away  with 
them,  and  certain  brethren  from 
Joppa  accompanied  him. 

24  Andilie  morrow  after  they 
entered  into  Cesarea.  And 
Cornelius  waited  for  them,  and 
had  called  together  his  kins- 
men and  near  friends. 

25  And  as  Peter  was  coming 
in,  Cornelius  met  him,  and  fell 
down  at  his  feet,  and  worship- 
ped him. 

26  But  Peter  took  him  up, 
saying,  Stand  up ;  I  myself  ai- 
so  am  a  man. 

27  And  as  he  talked  with 
him,  he  went  in,  and  found 
many  that  were  come  toge- 
ther. 

28  And  he  said  unto  them. 


and  preacJieih  the  gospel      CHAPTER  X*      to  him  and  his  company. 


Ye  know  how  that  it  is  an 
unlawful  thing  for  a  man  that 
IS  a  Jew  to  keep  company,  or 
come  unto  one  of  another  na- 
tion; but  God  hath  shewed 
me  that  I  should  not  call  any 
man  common  or  unclean. 

29  Therefore  came  I  wntoyow 
without  gainsaying,  as  soon  as 
I  was  sent  for :  I  ask  therefore 
for  what  intent  ye  have  sent 
for  me  ? 

30  And  Cornelius  said,  Four 
days  ago  I  was  fasting  until 
thiJ9  hour;  and  at  the  ninth 
h<mr  I  prayed  in  my  house, 
and,  behold,  a  man  stood  before 
me  in  bright  clothing, 

31  And  said,  Cornelius,  thy 
prayer  is  heard,  and  thine  alms 
are  had  in  remembrance  in  the 
sight  of  God. 

32  Send  therefore  to  Joppa, 
and  call  hither  Simon,  whose 
surname  is  Peter ;  he  is  lodged 
in  the  house  of  one  Simon  a 
tanner  by  the  sea  side :  who, 
when  he  eometh,  shall  speak 
unto  thee. 

33  Immediately  therefore  I 
sent  to  thee;  and  thou  hast 
well  done  that  thou  art  come. 
Now  therefore  are  we  all  here 
present  before  God,  to  hear  all 
things  that  are  commanded 
thee  of  God. 

34  IT  Then  Peter  opened  his 
mouth,  and  said.  Of  a  truth  I 
perceive  that  God  is  no  re- 
specter of  persons: 

35  But  in  every  nation  he 
that  feareth  him,  and  wcnrketh 
righteousness,  is  accepted  with 
hmu 


36  The  word  which  Gad 
sent  unto  tiie  children  of  Is* 
rael,  preaching  peace  by  Jesus 
Christ :    he  is  Lord  of  all : 

37  That  word, /lay,  ye  know, 
which  was  published  through- 
out all  Judea,  and  began  from 
Galilee,  after  the  baptism 
which  John  preached ; 

38  How  God  anointed  Jesus 
of  Nazareth  with  the  Holy 
Ghost  and  with  power:  who 
went  about  doing  good,  and 
healing  all  that  were  oppressed 
of  the  devil ;  for  God  was  with 
him. 

39  And  we  are  witnesses  of 
all  things  which  he  did  both  in 
the  land  of  the  Jews,  and  in 
Jerusalem;  whom  they  slew 
and  hanged  on  a  tree : 

40  Him  God  raised  up  the 
third  day,  and  shewed  him 
openly ; 

41  Not  to  all  the  people,  but 
unto  witnesses  chosen  before 
of  God,  even  to  us,  who  did  eat 
and  drink  with  him  after  he 
rose  from  the  dead. 

42  And  he  commanded  us  to 
preach  unto  the  people,  and  to 
testify  that  it  is  he  which  was 
ordained  of  God  to  i^  the  Judge 
of  quick  and  dead. 

43  To  him  give  all  the  pro- 
phets witness,  that  through  his 
name  whosoever  believeth  in 
him  shall  receive  remission  of 
sins. 

44  IT  While  Peter  yet  spake 
these  words,  the  Holy  Ghost 
fell  on  all  them  which  heard 
the  word. 

45  And  they  of  the  circumoi* 
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sion  which  believed  were  asto- 
nished,  as  many  as  came  with 
Peter,  because  that  on  the  Gen- 
tiles also  was  poured  out  the 
gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

46  For  they  heard  them  speak 
with  tongues,  and  magnify 
God.     Then  answered  Peter, 

47  Can  any  man  forbid  water, 
that  these  should  not  be  bap- 
tized, which  have  received  the 
Holy  Ghost  as  well  as  we  ? 

48  And  he  commanded  them 
to  be  baptized  in  the  name  of 
the  Lord.  Then  prayed  they 
him  to  tarry  certain  days. 

CHAPTER  XI. 

1  PeteVj  being  accutedfor  going  in  to  the  Gen- 
tiles,  6  maketh  hie  defenee,  18  tohieh  ie  ae- 
en>ted.  19  The  gospel  hieing  spread  into 
Jrhenice,  and  Cyprus,  and  Antioch,  Barna- 
bas is  sent  to  eonfirm  the  converts.  26  llts 
disciples  are  called  Christians  first  in  Anti- 
oeh.  21  They  send  relief  to  the  brethrefi  in 
Judea  in  time  of  famine, 

AKD  the  apostles  and  bre* 
.  thren  that  were  in  Judea 
heard  that  the  Gentiles  had 
also  received  the  word  of 
God. 

2  And  when  Peter  was  come 
up  to  Jerusalem,  they  that  were 
of  the  circumcision  contended 
with  him, 

3  Saying,  Thou  wentest  in  to 
men  uncircumcised,  and  didst 
eat  with  them. 

4  But  Peter  rehearsed  the 
matter  from  the  begiiming, 
and  expounded  it  by  order 
unto  them,  saying, 

5  I  was  in  the  city  of  Joppa 
praying :  and  in  a  trance  I  saw 
a  vision,  A  certain  vessel  de- 
scend, as  it  had  been  a  great 
sheet,  let  down  from  heaven 
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by  four  comers ;  and  it  came 
even  to  me : 

6  Upon  the  which  when  1 
had  fastened  mine  eyes,  I  con- 
sidered, and  saw  fourfooted 
beasts  of  the  earth,  and  wild 
beasts,  and  creeping  things, 
and  fowls  of  the  air. 

7  And  I  heard  a  voice  saying 
unto  me.  Arise,  Peter;  slay 
and  eat. 

8  But  I  said.  Not  so.  Lord: 
for  nothing  common  or  un- 
clean hath  at  any  time  enter* 
ed  into  my  mouth. 

9  But  the  voice  answered  me 
again  from  heaven,  What  God 
hath  cleanisi^d,  that  call  not 
thou  common. 

10  And  this  was  done  three 
times:  and  all  were  drawn  up 
again  into  heaven. 

11  And,  behold,  immediately 
there  were  three  men  already 
come  unto  the  house  where  I 
was,  sent  from  Cesarea  unto 
me. 

12  And  the  Spirit  bade  me  go 
with  them,  nothing  doubting. 
Moreover  these  six  brethren 
accompanied  me,  and  we  en- 
tered into  the  man's  house: 

13  And  he  shewed  us  how 
he  had  seen  an  angel  in  his 
house,  which  stood  and  said 
unto  him.  Send  men  to  Joppa, 
and  call  for  Simon,  whose  sur- 
name is  Peter ; 

14  Who  shall  tell  thee  words, 
whereby  thou  and  all  thy  house 
shall  be  saved. 

15  And  as  I  began  to  speak, 
the  Holy  Ghost  fell  on  them, 
as  on  us  at  the  beginning. 


Theiuccea 
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16  Then  aremembered  I  the 
word  of  the  Lord,  how  that 
he  said,  John  indeed  baptized 
-with  water;  but  ye  shall  be 
baptized  with  the  Holy  Ghost 

17  Forasmuoh  then  as  God 
gave  them  the  like  gift  as  he 
did  unto  us,  who  believed  on 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  what 
was  I,  that  I  could  withstand 
God? 

18  When  they  heard  these 
things,  they  held  their  peace, 
and  glorified  God,  saying,  Then 
hath  God  also  to  the  Gentiles 
granted  repentance  unto  life. 

19  IF  Now  they  which  were 
scattered  abroad  upon  the  per* 
secution  that  arose  about  Ste- 
phen travelled  as  far  as  Fhe- 
nice,  and  Cyprus,  and  Antioch, 
preaching  the  word  to  none 
but  unto  the  Jews  only. 

20  And  some  of  them  were 
men  of  Cyprus  and  Cyrene, 
which,  when  they  were  come 
to  Antioch,  spake  unto  the  Gre- 
cians, preaching  the  Lord  Jesus. 

21  And  the  hand  of  the  Lord 
was  with  them:  and  a  great 
number  believed,  and  turned 
unto  the  Lord. 

22  IT  Then  tidings  of  these 
things  came  unto  the  ears  of 
the  church  which  was  in  Je- 
rusalem :  and  they  sent  forth 
Barnabas,  that  he  should  go  as 
far  as  Antioch. 

23  Who,  when  he  came,  and 
had  seen  the  grace  of  God, 
was  glad,  and  exhorted  them 
all,  that  with  purpose  of  heart 
they  would  cleave  unto  the 
Lord. 


24  For  he  was  a  good  man, 
and  full  of  tiie  Holy  Ghost  and 
of  faith :  and  much  people  was 
added  unto  the  Lord* 

25  Then  departed  Barnabas 
to  Tarsus,  for  to  seek  Saul : 

26  And  when  he  had  found 
him,  he  brought  him  unto  An- 
tioch.  And  it  came  to  pass, 
that  a  whole  year  they  as- 
sembled themselves  with  the 
church,  and  taught  much  peou 
pie.  And  the  disciples  were 
called  Christians  first  in  An- 
tioch. 

27  IT  And  in  these!  days  came 
prophets  fi:om  Jerusalem  unto 
Antioch. 

28  And  there  stood  up  one  of 
them  named  Agabus,  and  sig- 
nified  by  the  Spirit  that  there 
should  be  great  dearth  through- 
out all  the  world :  which  came 
to  pass  in  the  days  of  Claudi- 
us Cesar. 

29  Then  the  disciples,  every 
man  according  to  his  ability, 
determined  to  send  relief  imto 
the  brethren  which  dwelt  in 
Judea : 

30  Which  also  they  did,  and 
sent  it  to  the  elders  by  the 
hands  of  Barnabas  and  Saul. 

CHAPTER  XII.  , 

1  King  Etrod  perteeutelh  ifu  OhritHaru,  Mil" 


eth  James,  and  inwriioneth  Peter:   whom 

eth  upon  the  prayers  of 

the  church.    20  fferod,  taking  to  himself  the 


honour  due  to  Ood,  is  striclcen  by  an  angel, 
and  dicih  miserably.  24  After  his  death 
the  word  of  Ood  prosperetK, 

NOW  about  that  time  Herod 
the  king  stretched  forth 
his  hands  to  vex  certain  of  the 
ohurciL 
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2  And  he  killed  James  the 
brother  of  John  with  the  sword. 

3  And  because  he  saw  it  pleas- 
ed the  Jews,  he  proceeded  fur- 
ther to  take  Peter  also.  Then 
were  the  days  of  unleavened 
bread. 

4  And  when  he  had  appre- 
hended him,  he  put  him  in 
prison,  and  delivered  him  to 
four  quaternions  of  soldiers  to 
keep  him ;  intending  after  Eas- 
ter to  bring  him  forth  to  the 
people. 

5  Peter  therefore  was  kept  in 
prison :  but  prayer  was  made 
without  ceasing  of  the  church 
unto  God  for  him. 

6  And  when  Herod  would 
have  brought  him  forth,  the 
same  night  Peter  was  sleeping 
between  two  soldiers,  bound 
with  two  chains :  and  the  keep- 
ers before  the  door  kept  the 
prison. 

7  And,  behold,  the  angel  of 
the  Lord  came  upon  Aim,  and 
a  light  shined  in  the  prison: 
and  he  smote  Peter  on  the  side, 
and  raised  him  up,  saying. 
Arise  up  quickly.  And  his 
chains  fell  o^  from  his  hands. 

8  And  the  angel  said  unto 
him.  Gird  thyself,  and  bind  on 
thy  sandals :  and  so  he  did. 
And  he  saith  unto  him.  Cast 
thy  garment  about  thee,  and 
follow  me. 

9  And  he  went  out,  and  fol- 
lowed him ;  and  wist  not  that 
it  was  true  which  was  done  by 
the  angel ;  but  thought  he  saw 
a  vision. 

10  When  they  were  past  the 
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first  and  the  second  ward,  they 
came  unto  the  iron  gate  that 
leadeth  unto  the  dty ;  which 
opened  to  them  of  his  own  ac- 
cord :  and  they  went  out,  and 
passed  on  through  one  s^eet ; 
and  forthwith  the  angel  depart- 
ed from  him. 

11  And  when  Peter  was  come 
to  himself,  he  said,  Now  I 
know  of  a  surety,  that  the  Lord 
hath  sent  his  angel,  and  hath 
delivered  me  out  of  the  hand 
of  Herod,  and  from  all  the  ex- 
pectation of  the  people  of  the 
Jews. 

12  And  when  he  had  con- 
sidered the  things  he  came  to 
the  house  of  Mary  the  mother 
of  John,  whose  surname  wa^ 
Mark;  where  many  were  ga- 
thered together  praying. 

13  And  as  Peter  knocked  at 
the  door  of  the  gate,  a  damsel 
came  to  hearken,  named  Rho- 
da. 

14  And  when  she  knew  Pe- 
ter's voice,  she  opened  not  the 
gate  for  gladness,  but  ran  in, 
and  told  how  Peter  stood  before 
the  gate. 

15  And  they  said  unto  her. 
Thou  art  mad.  But  she  con- 
stantly affirmed  that  it  was 
even  so.  Then  said  they,  It 
is  his  a]^el. 

16  But  Peter  continuedknock- 
ing:  and  when  they  had  open- 
ed the  door,  and  saw  him,  tiiey 
were  astonished. 

17  But  he,  beckoning  unto 
them  with  the  hand  to  hold 
their  peace,  declared  unto  them 
how  the  Lord  had  brought  him 
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out  of  the  prison.  And  he  said, 
Go  shew  these  thin^  unto 
James,  and  to  the  brethren. 
And  he  departed,  and  went 
into  another  place. 

18  Now  as  soon  as  it  was 
day,  there  was  no  small  stir 
among  the  soldiers,  what  was 
beoome  of  Peter. 

19  And  when  Herod  had 
sought  for  him,  and  found  him 
not,  he  examined  the  keepers, 
and  commanded  that  they 
should  be  put  to  death.  And 
he  went  down  from  Judea  to 
Cesarea,  and  there  abode. 

20  IT  And  Herod  was  highly- 
displeased  with  them  of  Tyre 
and  Sidon :  but  they  came  with 
one  accord  to  him,  and,  hav- 
ing made  Blastus  the  king's 
chamberlain  their  friend,  desir- 
ed peace ;  because  theix  coun- 
try was  nourished  by  the  king's 
country. 

21  Ajid  upon  a  set  day  He- 
rod, arrayed  in  royal  apparel, 
sat  upon  his  throne,  and  made 
an  oration  unto  them. 

22  And  the  people  gave  a 
shout,  $aying^  It  is  the  voice 
of  a  god,  and  not  of  a  man. 

23  And  immediately  the  an- 
gel of  the  Xford  smote  him,  be- 
cause he  gave  not  G-od  the 
glory :  and  he  was  eaten  of 
worms,  and  gave  up  the  ghost. 

24  IT  But  the  word  of  God 
grew  and  multiplied. 

25  And  Barnabas  and  Saul 
returned  from  Jerusalem,  when 
they  had  fulfilled  their  minis- 
try, and  took  with  them  John, 
whose  surname  was  Mark, 


CHAPTER  XIII. 

1  PmU  and  Bamabat  art  dtaaen  to  goto  ih$ 
OmHUa.  7  Cf  SergiuB  JPouIms,  and  Siy- 
nuu  ilu  sorcerer,  14  Pond  preaeheth  at  An- 
He<^  thai  Jeem  is  Christ.  48  The  OentiUs 
Mieve:  4tb  but  the  Jews  geansety  and  btas- 
pheme:  46  whereupon  they  turn  to  the  Oen- 
tiles,  48  As  many  as  were  ordained  to  life 
believed. 

NOW  there  were  in  the 
church  that  was  at  An- 
tioch  certain  prophets  and 
teachers;  as  Barnabas,  and  Si- 
meon that  was  called  Niger, 
and  Lucius  of  Cyrene,  and  Ma- 
naen,  which  had  been  brought 
up  with  Herod  the  tetrarch, 
and  Saul. 

2  As  they  ministered  to  the 
Lord,  and  fasted,  the  Holy 
Ghost  said.  Separate  me  Bar- 
nabas and  Saul  for  the  work 
whereunto  I  have  called  them. 

3  And  when  they  had  fasted 
and  prayed,  and  laid  their  hands 
on  them,  they  sent  them  away. 

4  IT  So  they,  being  sent  forth 
by  the  Holy  Grhost,  departed 
untoSeleucia;  and  from  tiienee 
they  sailed  to  Cyprus. 

5  And  when  they  were  at  Sa- 
lamis,  they  preached  the  word 
of  God  in  the  synagogues  of 
the  Jews :  and  they  had  also 
John  to  their  minister. 

6  And  when  they  had  gone 
through  the  isle  unto  Papbos, 
they  found  a  certain  sorcerer, 
a  false  prophet,  a  Jew,  whose 
name  was  Bar-jesus : 

7  Which  was  with  the  de- 
puty of  tiie  country,  Sergius 
raulus,  a  prudent  man ;  who 
called  for  JBamabas  and  Saul, 
and  desired  to  hear  the  word 
of  God. 
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8  But  Elymas  the  sorcerer, 
(for  so  is  his  name  hy  interpret- 
ation,) withstood  them,  seek- 
ing to  turn  away  the  deputy 
from  the  faith. 

9  Then  Saul,  who  also  wca/^ 
ed  Paul,  filled  with  the  Holy 
Ghost,  set  his  eyes  on  him, 

10  And  said,  O  full  of  all 
subtilty  and  all  mischief,  thou 
child  of  the  devil,  thou  enemy 
of  all  righteousness,  wilt  thou 
not  cease  to  pervert  the  right 
ways  of  the  Lord  ? 

11  And  now,  behold,  the  hand 
of  the  Lord  is  upon  thee,  and 
thou  shalt  be  blind,  not  seeing 
the  "sun  for  a  season-  And 
immediately  there  fell  on  him 
a  mist  and  a  darkness;  and 
he  went  about  seeking  some 
to  lead  him  by  the  hand. 

12  Then  the  deputy,  when 
he  saw  what  was  done,  be- 
lieved, being  astonished  at  the 
doctrine  of  the  Lord. 

13  Now  when  Paul  and  his 
company  loosed  from  Faphos, 
they  came  to  Perga  in  Fam- 
phylia:  and  John  departing 
from  them  returned  to  Jeru- 
salem. 

14  IT  But  when  they  departed 
from  Perga,  they  came  to  An- 
tioch  in  Pisidia,  and  went  into 
the  synagogue  on  the  sabbath 
day,  and  sat  down. 

15  And  after  the  reading  of 
the  law  and  the  prophets,  the 
rulers  of  the  synagogue  sent 
unto  them,  saying,  Ye  men 
and  brethren,  if  ye  have  any 
word  of  exhortation  for  the 
people,  say  on. 
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16  Then  Paul  stood  up,  and 
beckoning  with  his  hand  said, 
Men  of  Israel,  and  ye  that  fear 
God,  give  audience. 

17  The  God  of  this  people  of 
Israel  chose  our  fathers,  and 
exalted  the  people  when  they 
dwelt  as  strangers  in  the  land 
of  Egypt,  and  with  a  high  arm 
brought  he  them  out  of  it. 

18  And  about  the  time  of 
forty  years  suffered  he  thwr 
manners  in  the  wilderness. 

19  And  when  he  had  destroy, 
ed  seven  nations  in  the  land 
of  Canaan,  he  divided  their 
land  to  them  by  lot. 

20  And  after  that  he  gave 
utUo  them  judges  about  the 
space  of  four  hundred  and  fifty 
years,  until  Samuel  the  pro- 
phet. 

21  And  afterward  they  de* 
sired  a  king:  and  God  gave 
unto  them  Saul  the  son  of  Ois^ 
a  man  of  the  tribe  of  Benjamin^ 
by  the  space  of  forty  years. 

22  And  when  he  had  re- 
moved him,  he  raised  up  unto 
tiiem  David  to  be  their  king ; 
to  whom  also  he  gave  testi- 
mony, and  said,  I  have  found 
David  the  son  of  Jesse,  a  man 
after  mine  own  heart,  which 
shall  fulfil  all  my  will. 

23  Of  this  man's  seed  hath 
God,  according  to  his  promise, 
raised  unto  Israel  a  Saviour, 
Jesus : 

24  When  John  had  first 
preached  before  his  coming 
the  baptism  of  repentance  to 
all  the  people  of  Israel. 

25  And  as  John  frilfilled  hlfl 
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course,  he  said,  Whom  think 
ye  that  I  am?  I  am  not  he. 
iBut,  behold,  there  cometh  one 
after  me,  whose  shoes  of  hi$ 
feet  I  am  not  worthy  to  loose. 

26  Men  and  brethren,  child- 
ren of  the  stock  of  Abraham, 
and  whosoever  among  you 
feareth  God,  to  you  is  the 
word  of  this  salvation  sent. 

27  For  tiiey  that  dwell  at 
Jerusalem,  and  their  rulers, 
because  they  knew  him  not, 
nor  yet  the  voices  of  the  pro- 
phets which  are  read  every 
sabbath  day,  they  have  fulfill- 
ed them  in  condemning  him. 

28  And  though  they  found  no 
cause  of  death  in  himj  yet  de- 
sired  they  Pilate  that  he  should 
be  slain. 

29  And  when  they  had  fulfill- 
ed  all  that  was  written  of  him, 
they  took  him  down  firom  the 
tree,  and  laid  him  in  a  sepul- 
chre. 

30  But  God  raised  him  firom 
the  dead: 

31  And  he  was  seen  many 
days  of  them  which  came  up 
with  him  from  Galilee  to  Je- 
rusalem, who  are  his  witness- 
es imto  the  people. 

32  And  we  declare  unto  you 
glad  tidings,  how  that  the 
promise  which  was  made  unto 
the  fathers, 

83  Gt>d  hath  fulfilled  the 
same  unto  us  their  children, 
in  tiiat  he  hath  raised  up  Je- 
sus again ;  as  it  is  also  writ- 
ten in  the  second  psalm.  Thou 
art  my  Son,  this  day  have  I 
begotten  thee. 


34  And  as  concerning  that  he 
raised  him  up  from  the  dead, 
now  no  more  to  return  to  cor- 
ruption, he  said  on  this  wise, 
I  will  give  you  the  sure  mer- 
cies of  David, 

35  Wherefore  he  saith  also 
in  another  psalm,  Thou  shalt 
not  suffer  thine  Holy  One  to 
see  corruption. 

86  For  David,  after  he  had 
served  his  own  generation  by 
the  will  of  God,  fell  on  sleep, 
and  was  laid  unto  his  fathers, 
and  saw  corruption  : 

87  But  he,  whom  God  raised 
again,  saw  no  corruption. 

38  If  Be  it  known  unto  you 
therefore,  men  and  brethren, 
that  through  this  man  is 
preax^hed  unto  you  the  for- 
giveness  of  sins : 

39  And  by  him  all  that  be- 
lieve  Bxe  justified  from  all 
things,  from  which  ye  could 
not  be  justified  by  the  law  of 
Moses. 

40  Beware  therefore,  lest  that 
come  upon  you,  which  is  spok- 
en of  in  the  prophets ; 

41  Behold,  ye  despisers,  and 
wonder,  and  perish:  for  I 
work  a  work  in  your  days,  a 
wwrk  which  ye  shall  in  no 
wise  believe,  though  a  man 
declare  it  unto  you. 

42  And  when  the  Jews  were 
gone  out  of  the  synagogue, 
the  Gentiles  besought  that 
these  words  might  be  preach- 
ed to  them  the  next  sabbath. 

43  Now  when  the  congrega- 
tion was  broken  up,  many  of 
the  Jews  and  religious  prose- 
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lytes  followed  Paul  and  Bar- 
nabas ;  who,  speaking  to  them, 
persuaded  them  to  continue 
in  the  grace  of  God. 

44  IT  And  the  next  sabbath 
day  came  almost  the  whole 
city  together  to  hear  the  word 
of  God. 

45  But  when  the  Jews  saw 
the  multitudes,  they  were  filled 
with  envy,  and  spake  against 
those  things  which  were  spok* 
en  by  Paul,  contradicting  and 
blaspheming. 

46  Then  Paul  and  Barnabas 
waxed  bold,  and  said,  It  was 
necessary  that  the  word  of  God 
should  first  have  been  spoken 
to  you:  but  seeing  ye  put  it 
from  you,  and  judge  yourselves 
unworthy  of  everlasting  life, 
lo,  we  turn  to  the  Gentiles. 

47  For  so  hath  the  Lord  com- 
manded  us,  sayings  I  have  set 
thee  to  be  a  light  of  the  Gen- 
tiles,  that  thou  shouldest  be 
for  salvation  unto  the  ends  of 
the  earlJbu 

48  And  when  the  Gentiles 
heard  this,  they  were  glad,  and 
glorified  the  word  of  tibe  Lord : 
and  as  many  as  were  ordained 
to  eternal  life  believed. 

49  And  the  word  of  the  Lord 
was  publiBhed  throughout  all 
the  region. 

50  But  the  Jews  stirred  up 
the  devout  and  honourable  wo- 
men, and  the  chief  men  of  the 
city,  and  raised  persecution 
against  Paul  and  Barnabas, 
and  expelled  them  out  of  their 
coasts. 

51  But  they  shook  off  the 
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dust  of  their  feet  against  them, 
and  came  unto  Iconium. 
52  And  the  disciples  were 
filled  with  joy,  and  with  the 
Holy  Ghost. 

CHAPTER  XIV. 

1  Ptad  tmd  Bamabat  ar^  perteetited  from  loo- 


churches,  confirming  the  ditcipUt  in  fmtk 
and  paHenee.  26  lUtuming  to  Antioeh, 
they  report  vfhai  Chd  had  done  faith  them, 

AND  it  came  to  pass  in  Ico- 
.  nium,  that  they  went 
both  together  into  the  syna- 
gogue of  the  Jews,  and  so 
spake,  that  a  great  multitude 
both  of  the  Jews  and  also  of 
the  Greeks  believed. 

2  But  the  unbelieving  Jews 
stirred  up  the  Gentiles,  and 
made  their  ndnds  evil  affected 
against  the  brethren. 

3  Long  time  therefore  abode 
they  speaking  boldly  in  the 
Lord,  which  gave  testimony 
unto  the  word  of  his  grace, 
and  granted  signs  and  wonders 
to  be  done  by  their  hands. 

4  But  the  multitude  of  the 
city  was  divided :  and  part  held 
with  the  Jews,  and  part  witii 
the  apostles. 

5  Ajid  when  there  was  an 
assault  made  both  of  the  Gen- 
tiles, and  also  of  the  Jews 
with  their  rulers,  to  use  them 
despitefully,  and  to  stone  them, 

6  They  were  aware  of  itj  and 
fled  unto  Lystra  and  Berbe, 
cities  of  Lycaonia,  and  unto 
the  region  that  lieth  found 
about: 

7  And  there  they  preached 
the  gospel. 
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8  IT  And  th^e  sat  a  certain 
man  at  Lystra,  impotent  in  his 
feet,  being  a  cripple  from  his 
mother's  womb,  who  never  had 
walked : 

9  The  same  heaxd  Paul  speak : 
who  steadfastly  beholding  him, 
and  perceiying  that  he  had  faith 
to  be  healed, 

10  Said  with  a  loud  voice, 
Stand  upright  on  thy  feet.  And 
he  leaped  and  walked. 

IX  And  when  the  people  saw 
what  Paul  had  done,  they  lift- 
ed up  their  voices,  saying  in 
the  speech  of  Lycaonia,  The 
gods  axe  come  down  to  us  in 
the  likeness  of  men. 

12  And  they  called  Barna- 
bas, Jupiter ;  and  Paul,  Mercu- 
rius,  because  he  was  i^e  chief 
speaker. 

13  Then  the  priest  of  Jupiter, 
which  was  before  their  city, 
brought  oxen  and  garlands  un- 
to the  gates,  and  would  have 
done  sacrifice  with  the  people. 

14  Which  when  the  apostles, 
Barnabas  and  Paul,  heard  o/, 
they  rent  their  clothes,  and 
ran  in  among  the  people,  cry- 
ing out, 

15  And  saying.  Sirs,  why  do 
ye  these  things  ?  We  also  are 
men  of  like  passions  witii  you, 
and  preach  unto  you  that  ye 
should  turn  from  these  vanities 
unto  the  living  God,  which 
made  heaven,  and  earthi,  and 
the  sea,  and  all  things  that  are 
therein : 

16  A\rho  in  times  past  suffer- 
ed all  nations  to  weJk  in  their 
own  ways. 


17  Nevertheless  he  left  not 
himself  without  witness,  in 
that  he  did  good,  and  gave  us 
rain  from  heaven,  and  fruitftil 
seasons,  filling  our  hearts  with 
food  and  glachiess. 

18  And  witii  these  sayings 
scarce  restrained  they  the  peo- 
ple, that  they  had  not  done 
sacrifice  unto  them. 

19  ^  And  there  came  thither 
certain  Jews  from  Antioch  and 
Iconium,  who  persuaded  the 
people,  and,  having  stoned 
Paul,  drew  him  out  of  the  city, 
supposing  he  had  been  dead. 

20  Howbeit,  as  the  disciples 
stood  round  about  him,  he 
rose  up,  and  came  into  the 
city:  and  the  next  day  he  de- 
parted with  Barnabas  to  Derbe. 

21  And  when  they  had  preach- 
ed the  gospel  to  that  city,  and 
had  tac^ht  many,  they  return- 
ed again  to  Lystra,  and  to  Ico- 
nium, and  Antioch, 

22  Confirming  the  souls  of 
the  disciples,  and  exhorting 
them  to  ccmtinue  in  the  faith, 
and  that  we  must  through 
much  tribulation  enter  into 
ike  kingdom  of  God. 

23  And  when  they  had  or- 
dained them  elders  in  every 
church,  and  had  prayed  with 
fasting,  they  commended  them 
to  the  Lord,  on  whom  they  be- 
lieved. 

24  And  after  they  had  pass- 
ed throughout  Pisidia,  they 
came  to  Pamphylia. 

25  And  when  they  had  preach, 
ed  the  word  in  Perga,  they 
went  down  into  Attalia : 
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26  And  thence  sailed  to  An- 
tiooh,  from  whence  they  had 
been  recommended  to  the  grace 
of  God  for  the  work  which  they 
fulfiUed, 

27  And  when  they  were  come, 
and  had  gathered  the  church 
together,  they  rehearsed  all 
that  God  had  done  with  them, 
and  how  he  had  opened  the 
door  of  faith  unto  the  Gentiles. 

28  And  there  they  abode 
long  time  with  the  disciples. 

CHAPTER  XV. 

1  Oreai  dUsenaion  ariseth  touching  circtmiei- 
9ion,  6  The  apo$tle$  eontuU  about  it^  22  and 
tend  their  asterminatum  by  iettert  to  the 
ehurchet.  86  Paul  and  Bamaboi,  thinking 
to  frint  the  brethren  together^  faU  at  eirifiy 
and  depart  aewnder^ 

AND  certain  men  which 
.  came  down  from  Judea 
taught  the  brethren,  and  saidy 
Except  ye  be  circumcised  after 
the  manner  of  Moses,  ye  can- 
not be  saved. 

2  When  therefore  Paul  and 
Barnabas  had  no  small  dissen- 
sion and  disputation  with  them, 
they  determined  that  Paul  and 
Barnabas,  and  certain  other  of 
them,  should  go  up  to  Jerusa- 
lem unto  the  apostles  and  eld- 
ers about  this  question. 

3  And  being  brought  on  their 
way  by  the  dbiurch,  ihey  pass- 
ed through  Phenice  and  Sa- 
maria, declaring  the  conyersion 
of  the  Gentiles :  and  they  caus- 
ed great  joy  unto  all  the  bre- 
thren. 

4  And  when  they  were  come 
to  Jerusalem,  they  were  receiv- 
ed of  the  church,  and  of  the 
apostles  and  elders,  and  they 
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declared  all  things  that  G^ 
had  done  with  them* 

5  But  there  rose  up  certain 
of  the  sect  of  the  Pharisees 
whidi  believed,  saying,  That 
it  was  needful  to  circumcise 
them,  and  to  command  them 
to  keep  the  law  of  Moses. 

6  ^  And  the  jostles  and  el- 
Aff£B  came  together  for  to  con* 
sider  of  this  matter. 

7  And  when  there  had  been 
much  disputing,  Peter  rosaup, 
and  said  unto  them.  Men  and 
brethren,  ye  know  how  that 
a  good  while  ago  God  made 
choice  amcmg  us,  that  the  Gen- 
tiles by  my  mouth  should  heai* 
the  word  of  the  gospel,  a|^d 
believe. 

8  And  God,  which  knoweth 
the  hearts,  bare  ihem  witness^ 
giving  them  the  Holy  Ghost, 
even  as  he  did  unto  us ; 

9  And  put  no  difference  be- 
tween us  and  them,  purifying 
their  hearts  by  faith. 

10  Now  therefore  why  tempt 
ye  Gt>d,  to  put  a  yoke  upon  the 
neck  of  the  disciples,  whichnei- 
tiier  our  fathers  nor  we  were 
able  to  bear  ? 

1 1  But  we  believe  that  through 
the  grace  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  we  shall  be  saved,  even 
as  they. 

12  IT  Then  all  the  multitude 
kept  silence,  and  gave  audience 
to  Barnabas  and  Paul,  declare 
ing  wha4;  miracles  and  won- 
ders God  had  wrought  among 
the  Gentiles  by  them* 

13  IF  And  after  they  had  held 
their  peace,  James  answeredi

CHAPTER  XV. 


TTidr  decision. 


saying,    Men   and   brethren, 
hearken  unto  me : 

14  Simeon  hath  declared  how 
God  at  the  first  did  visit  the 
Gentiles,  to  take  out  of  them 
a  people  for  his  name. 

15  And  to  this  agree  the  words 
of  the  prophets ;  as  it  is  written, 

16  Aifter  this  I  will  return, 
and  will  build  again  the  taber- 
nacle of  David,  which  is  fallen 
down ;  and  I  will  build  again 
the  ruins  thereof,  and  I  will  set 
it  up: 

17  That  the  residue  of  men 
might  seek  after  the  Lord,  and 
all  the  Gentiles,  upon  whom 
my  name  is  called,  saith  the 
Lord,  who  doeth  all  these 
things. 

18  Known  unto  God  are  all 
his  works  from  the  beginning 
of  the  world. 

19  Wherefore  my  sentence  is, 
that  we  trouble  not  them,  which 
from  among  the  Gentiles  are 
turned  to  God : 

20  But  that  we  write  unto 
them,  that  they  abstain  from 
pollutions  of  idols,  and  from 
fornication,  and  from  things 
strangled,  and  from  blood. 

21  For  Moses  of  old  time  halli 
in  every  city  them  that  preach 
him,  being  read  in  the  syna- 
gogues  every  sabbath  day. 

22  Then  pleased  it  the  apos- 
tles and  elders,  with  the  whole 
church,  to  send  chosen  men  of 
their  own  company  to  Anti- 
och  with  Paul  and  Barnabas ; 
namely^  Judas  sumamed  Bar- 
sabas,  and  Silas,  chief  men 
among  the  brethren : 


23  And  they  wrote  letters  by 
them  after  this  manner ;  The 
apostles  and  elders  and  bre- 
thren send  greeting  unto  the 
brethren  which  are  of  the  Gen- 
tiles  in  Antioch  and  Syria  and 
Cilicia : 

24  Forasmuch  as  we  have 
heard,  that  certain  which  went 
out  from  us  have  troubled  you 
with  words,  subverting  your 
souls,  saying.  Ye  must  be  cir- 
cumcised, and  keep  the  law; 
to  whom  we  gave  no  stcch  com- 
mandment : 

25  It  seemed  good  unto  us, 
being  assembled  with  one  ac- 
cord, to  send  chosen  men  unto 
you  with  our  beloved  Barna- 
bas and  Paul, 

26  Men  that  have  hazarded 
their  lives  for  the  name  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

27  We  have  sent  therefore  Ju- 
das  and  Silas,  who  shall  also 
tell  j/ou  the  same  things  by 
mouth. 

28  For  it  seemed  good  to 
the  Holy  Ghost,  and  to  us, 
to  lay  upon  you  no  greater 
burden  than  these  necessary 
things; 

29  That  ye  abstain  from  meats 
offered  to  idols,  and  from  blood, 
and  from  things  strangled,  and 
from  fornication:  from  which 
if  ye  keep  yourselves,  ye  shall 
do  well.    Fare  ye  weU. 

30  So  when  they  were  dis- 
missed, they  came  to  Antioch; 
and  when  they  had  gathered 
the  multitude  together,  they 
delivered  the  epistle : 

31  Which  when   they  had 
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Paul  and  Barnabas  part.      THE  ACTS, 


Paul  is  directed 


read,  they  rejoiced  for  the  con- 
solation. 

32  And  Judas  and  Silas,  be- 
ing prophets  also  themselves, 
exhorted  the  brethren  with 
many  words,  and  confirmed 
them, 

33  And  after  they  had  tarried 
there  a  space,  they  were  let  go 
in  peace  from  the  brethren  un- 
to the  apostles. 

34  Notwithstanding  it  pleas- 
ed Silas  to  abide  there  still. 

35  Paul  also  and  Barnabas 
continued  in  Antioch,  teaching 
and  preaching  the  word  of  the 
Lord,  with  many  others  also. 

36  ^  And  some  days  after, 
Paul  said  unto  Barnabas,  Let 
us  go  again  and  visit  our  bre- 
thren in  every  city  where  we 
have  preached  the  word  of  the 
Lord,  and  see  how  they  do. 

37  And  Barnabas  determined 
to  take  with  them  John,  whose 
surname  was  Mark. 

38  But  Paul  thought  not  good 
to  take  him  with  them,  who 
departed  from  them  from  Pam- 
phylia,  and  went  not  with 
them  to  the  work. 

39  And  the  contention  was  so 
sharp  between  them,  that  they 
departed  asunder  one  from  the 
other:  and  so  Barnabas  took 
Mark,  and  sailed  unto  Cy- 
prus; 

40  And  Paul  chose  Silas,  and 
departed,  being  recommended 
by  the  brethren  unto  the  grace 
of  God. 

41  And  he  went  through  Sy- 
ria and  Cilicia,  confirming  the 
churches. 
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CHAPTER  XVI.

THEN  came  he  to  Derbe  and 
Lystra:  and,  behold,  a  cer- 
tain disciple  was  there,  named 
Timotheus,  the  son  of  a  cer- 
tain woman,  which  was  a  Jew- 
ess,  and  beliered;  but  his  fa- 
ther was  a  Greek  : 

2  Which  was  well  reported 
of  by  the  brethren  that  were 
at  Lystra  and  Iconium. 

3  Him  would  Paul  hare  to 
go  forth  with  him ;  and  took 
and  circumcised  him  because 
of  the  Jews  which  were  in 
those  quarters:  for  they  knew 
all  that  his  father  was  a 
Greek. 

4  And  as  they  went  through 
the  cities,  they  delirered  them 
the  decrees  for  to  keep,  that 
were  ordained  of  the  apostles 
and  elders  which  were  at  Jeru- 
salem. 

5  And  so  were  the  churches 
established  in  the  faith,  and 
increased  in  number  daily. 

6  Now  when  they  had  gone 
throughout  Phrygia  and  the 
region  of  Galatia,  and  were 
forbidden  of  the  Holy  Ghost 
to  preach  the  word  in  Asia, 

7  After  they  were  come  to 
MjTsia,  they  assayed  to  go  into 
Bithynia :  but  the  Spirit  suf 
fered  iiiem  not. 

8  And  they  passing  by  Mysia 
came  down  to  Troas. 

9  And  a  vision  appeared  to 


to  visit  Macedonia, 


CHAPTER  XVI.    He  and StloM  imprisoned. 


Paul  in  the  night;  There  stood 
a  man  of  Macedonia,  and  pray- 
ed him,  sajring,  Come  over  in- 
to Macedonia,  and  help  us. 

10  And  after  he  had  seen  the 
vision,  immediately  we  endea- 
voured to  go  into  Macedonia, 
assuredly  gatliering  that  the 
Lwd  had  called  us  for  to  preach 
the  gospel  unto  them. 

1 1  Therefore  loosing  from  Tro- 
as,  we  came  with  a  straight 
course  to  Samothraeia,  and  the 
next  day  to  Neapolis ; 

12  And  from  thence  to  Fhi- 
lippi,  which  is  the  chief  city 
of  that  part  of  Macedonia,  and 
a  colony:  and  we  were  in  that 
ditj  ahiding  certain  days* 

13  And  on  the  sahhath  we 
went  out  of  the  city  hy  a  river 
side,  where  prajrer  was  wont 
to  be  made ;  and  we  sat  down, 
and  spake  unto  the  women 
which  resorted  thither. 

14  IT  And  a  certain  woman 
named  Lydia,  a  seller  of  pur- 
ple, of  the  city  of  Thyatura, 
which  worshipped  God,  heard 
iM ;  whose  heart  the  Lord  open- 
ed, that  she  attended  unto  the 
things  which  were  spoken  of 
Paul. 

15  And  when  she  was  bap- 
tized, and  her  household,  she 
besought  w^,  sajring.  If  ye  have 

i'udged  me  to  be  Mthful  to  the 
jord,  come  into  my  house,  and 
9A}\Ae  there.  And  she  conslxain- 
ed  us. 

16  %  And  it  came  to  pass,  as 
we  went  to  prayer,  a  certain 
damsel  possessed  with  a  spirit 
of  divination  met  us,  which 


brought  her  masters  much  gain 
by  soothsaying: 

17  The  same  followed  Paul 
and  us,  and  cried,  8aying,These 
men  are  the  servants  of  the 
most  high  God,  which  shew 
unto  us  the  way  of  salvation. 

18  And  this  did  she  many 
days.  But  Paul,  being  grieved, 
turned  and  said  to  the  spirit,  I 
command  thee  in  the  name  of 
Jesus  Christ  to  come  out  of 
her.  And  he  came  out  the 
same  hour. 

19  ^  And  when  her  masters 
saw  that  the  hope  of  their 
gains  was  gone,  tiiey  caught 
Paul  and  Silas,  and  drew  tt^m 
into  the  marketplace  unto  the 
rulers, 

20  And  brought  them  to  the 
magistrates,  saying,These  men, 
being  Jews,  do  exceedingly 
trouble  our  city, 

21  And  teach  customs,  which 
are  not  lawfrd  for  us  to  re- 
ceive, neither  to  observe,  being 
Romans. 

22  And  the  multitude  rose 
up  together  against  them;  and 
the  magistrates  rent  off  their 
clothes,  and  commanded  to 
beat  them. 

23  And  when  they  had  laid 
many  stripes  upon  them,  they 
cast  them  into  prison,  charg- 
ing the  jailer  to  keep  them 
safely : 

24  Who,  having  received  such 
a  charge,  thrust  them  into  the 
inner  prison,  and  made  their 
feet  fast  in  the  stocks. 

25  1[  And  at  midnight  Paul 
and  Silas  prayed,  and  sang 
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Thejaikr  converted.

Paul  preacheUi 


praises  unto  God :  and  the  pri- 
soners heard  them. 

26  And  suddenly  there  was 
a  great  earthquake,  so  that 
the  foundations  of  the  prison 
were  shaken :  and  immediate- 
ly all  the  doors  were  opened, 
and  every  one's  bands  were 
loosed. 

27  And  the  keeper  of  the 
prison  awaking  out  of  his 
sleep,  and  seeing  the  prison 
doors  open,  he  drew  out  his 
sword,  and  would  hare  killed 
himself,  supposing  that  the 
prisoners  had  been  fled. 

28  But  Paul  cried  with  a 
loud  voice,  saying,  Do  thy- 
self  no  harm :  for  we  are  sdl 
here. 

29  Then  he  called  for  a  light, 
and  sprang  in,  and  came  trem- 
bling, and  fell  down  before 
Paul  and  Silas, 

30  And  brought  them  out, 
and  said,  Sirs,  what  must  I  do 
to  be  saved  ? 

31  And  they  said,  Believe 
on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and 
thou  shalt  be  saved,  and  thy 
house. 

32  And  they  spake  unto  him 
the  word  of  the  Lord,  and  to 
all  that  were  in  his  house. 

33  And  he  took  them  the 
same  hour  of  the  night,  and 
washed  their  stripes;  and 
was  baptized,  he  and  all  his, 
straightway. 

34  And  when  he  had  brought 
them  into  his  house,  he  set 
meat  before  them,  and  rejoiced, 
believing  in  God  with  all  his 
house. 
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35  And  when  it  was  day,  the 
magistrates  sent  the  Serjeants, 
saying.  Let  those  men  go. 

36  And  the  keeper  of  the 
prison  told  this  saying  to  Paul, 
The  magistrates  have  sent  to 
let  you  go :  now  therefore  de- 
part,  and  go  in  peace. 

37  But  Paul  said  unto  them, 
They  have  beaten  us  openly 
uncondenmed,  being  Bomans, 
and  have  cast  us  into  prison ; 
and  now  do  they  thrust  us  out 
privily?  nay  verily;  but  let 
them  come  themselves  and 
fetch  us  out. 

38  And  the  Serjeants  told 
these  words  unto  the  magis- 
trates: and  they  feared,  when 
they  heard  that  they  were 
Bomans. 

39  And  they  came  and  be- 
sought  them,  and  brought 
them  out,  and  desired  them  to 
depart  out  of  the  city. 

40  And  they  went  out  of  the 
prison,  and  entered  into  the 
house  of  Lydia:  and  when 
they  had  seen  the  brethren, 
they  comforted  them,  and  de- 
parted. 

CHAPTER  XVII. 

1  Paul  preacheth  at  TheMoloniea^  4  vhen 
9ome  believe,  and  others  persecute  him,  10 
Ee  U  eent  to  Berea^  and  preacheth  there, 
18  Being  peraecuted  at  Tlieeaalonica,  16  he 
eometh  to  Athens,  and  dispuUih,  and  preach- 
eth the  true  Ood,  to  them  unknown,  Mwherer 
by  some  are  converted 

NOW  when  they  had  passed 
through  Amphipolis  and 
Apollonia,  they  came  to  Thes- 
salonica,  where  was  a  syna- 
gogue  of  the  Jews : 

2  And  Paul,  as  his  manner 
was,  went  in  unto  them,  and

and  at  Berea. 


three  sabbath  days  reasoned 
with  them  out  of  the  Scrip- 
tures, 

3  Opening  and  alleging,  that 
Christ  must  needs  have  suf- 
fered, and  risen  again  from  the 
dead ;  and  that  this  Jesus, 
whom  I  preach  unto  you,  is 
Christ. 

4  And  some  of  them  believed, 
and  consorted  with  Paul  and 
Silas;  and  of  the  devout  Greeks 
a  great  multitude,  and  of  the 
chief  women  not  a  few. 

5  IT  But  the  Jews  which  be- 
lieved not,  moved  with  envy, 
took  xmto  them  certain  lewd 
fellows  of  the  baser  sort,  and 
gathered  a  company,  and  set 
all  the  city  on  an  uproar,  and 
assaulted  the  house  of  Jason, 
and  sought  to  bring  them  out 
to  the  people. 

6  And  when  they  found  them 
not,  they  drew  Jason  and  cer- 
tain brethren  unto  the  rulers 
of  the  city,  crying,  These  that 
have  turned  the  world  upside 
down  are  come  hither  also ; 

7  Whom  Jason  hath  receiv- 
ed :  and  these  all  do  contrary 
to  the  decrees  of  Cesar,  saying 
that  there  is  another  king,  one 
Jesus. 

8  And  they  troubled  the 
people  and  the  rulers  of  the 
city,  when  they  heard  these 
things. 

9  And  when  they  had  taken 
security  of  Jason,  and  of  the 
others,  they  let  them  go. 

10  ^  And  the  brethren  inune- 
diately  sent  away  Paul  and  Si- 
las by  night  unto  Berea:  who 
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coming  thither  went  into  the 
synagogue  of  the  Jews. 

11  These  were  more  noble 
than  those  in  Thessalonica,  in 
that  they  received  the  word 
with  all  readiness  of  mind,  and 
searched  the  Scriptures  daily, 
whether  those  things  were  so. 

12  Therefore  many  of  them 
believed;  also  of  honourable 
women  which  were  Greeks, 
and  of  men,  not  a  few. 

13  But  when  the  Jews  of 
Thessalonica  had  knowledge 
that  the  word  of  God  was 
preached  of  Paul  at  Berea, 
they  came  thither  also,  and 
stirred  up  the  people. 

14  And  then  immediately  the 
brethren  sent  away  Paul  to  go 
as  it  were  to  the  sea :  but  Silas 
and  Timotheus  abode  there 
still. 

15  And  they  that  conducted 
Paul  brought  him  unto  Athens : 
and  receiving  a  command- 
ment unto  Silas  and  Timothe- 
us for  to  come  to  him  with 
all  speed,  they  departed. 

16  ^  Now  while  Paul  waited 
for  them  at  Athens,  his  spirit 
was  stirred  in  him,  when  he 
saw  the  city  wholly  given  to 
idolatry. 

17  Therefore  disputed  he  in 
the  synagogue  with  the  Jews, 
and  with  the  devout  persons, 
and  in  the  market  daily  with 
them  that  met  with  him. 

18  Then  certain  philosophers 
of  the  Epicureans,  and  of  the 
Stoics,  encountered  him.  And 
some  said,  What  will  this  bab- 
bler say?  other  some,  He  seem- 
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Paul  preacheth

at  AtJiens, 


eth  to  be  a  setter  forth  of 
strange  gods:  because  he  preach- 
ed unto  them  Jesus,  and  the  re- 
surrection. 

19  And  they  took  him,  and 
brought  him  unto  Areopagus, 
saying,  May  we  know  what 
this  new  doctrine,  whereof  thou 
speakest,  is  ? 

20  For  thou  bringest  certain 
strange  things  to  our  ears: 
we  would  know  therefore  what 
these  things  n^an. 

21  For  aU  the  Athenians,  and 
strangers  which  were  there, 
spent  their  time  in  nothing 
else,  but  either  to  tell  or  to 
hear  some  new  thing. 

22  IF  Then  Paul  stood  in  the 
midst  of  Mars'  hill,  and  said. 
Ye  men  of  Athens,  I  perceiye 
that  in  all  things  ye  are  too 
superstitious. 

23  For  as  I  passed  by,  and 
beheld  your  devotions,  I  found 
an  altar  with  this  inscription, 
TO  THE  UNKNOWN  GOD. 
Whom  therefore  ye  ignorantly 
worship,  him  declare  I  unto 
you. 

24  God  that  made  the  world 
and  all  things  therein,  seeing 
that  he  is  Lord  of  heaven  and 
earth,  dwelleth  not  in  temples 
made  with  hands ; 

25  Neither  is  worshipped 
with  men's  hands,  as  though 
be  needed  any  thing,  seeing  he 
giveth  to  all  life,  and  breath, 
and  all  things ; 

26  And  hath  made  of  one 
blood  all  nations  of  men  for  to 
dwell  on  air  the  face  of  the 
earth,  and  hath  determined 
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the  times  before  appointed, 
and  the  bounds  of  their  habi- 
tation ; 

27  That  they  should  seek  the 
Lord,  if  haply  they  might  feel 
after  him,  and  find  him,  though 
he  be  not  far  from  every  one 
of  us: 

28  For  in  him  we  live,  and 
move,  and  have  our  being ;  as 
certain  also  of  your  own  poets 
have  said.  For  we  are  siao  his 
offspring. 

29  Forasmuch  then  as  we 
are  the  oflGspring  of  God,  we 
ought  not  to  think  that  the 
G^head  is  like  unto  gold,  or 
silver,  or  stone,  graven  by  art 
and  man's  device. 

30  And  the  times  of  this  ig- 
norance God  winked  at;  but 
now  commandeth  all  men  ev- 
ery where  to  repent : 

31  Because  he  hath  appoint- 
ed a  day,  in  the  which  he  will 
judge  the  world  in  righteous- 
ness by  that  man  whom  he 
hath  ordained;  whereof  he 
hath  given  assurance  unto  aU 
men,  in  that  he  hath  raised  him 
from  the  dead. 

32  IT  And  when  they  heard 
of  the  resurrection  of  the  dead, 
some  mocked:  and  others  said, 
We  will  hear  thee  again  of 
this  matter. 

33  So  Paul  departed  from 
among  them. 

34  Howbeitcertain  men  clave 
imto him,  and  believed:  among 
the  which  was  Dionysius  the 
Areopa^te,  and  a  woman  nam- 
ed Damaris,  and  others  with 
them.

CHAPTER  XVIIL 


The  Jews  oppose. 


CHAPTER  XVm. 

1  Paul  labcureth  with  hit  hatuh,  andpreaeh- 
0th  at  Corinth  to  the  GeiUiUt,  9  The  Lord 
eneouraaethhiminavieion,  l^Heiiaeeuaed 
before  GalUo  the  de/imty,  hU  it  ditmitted, 
18  Afierwardt  patting  from  Hty  to  city  he 
tirengtheneth  the  ditciplet.  M  Apolhe,  be- 
ing more  perfectly  instructed  byAquila  and 
PriteiUa,  28  preaeheth  Chritt  with  great 
ffica^, 

AFTER  these  things  Paul 
departed  from  Athens,  and 
came  to  Corinth ; 

2  And  found  a  certain  Jew 
named  AquUa,  bom  in  Fontus, 
lately  come  from  Italy,  with 
his  wife  Friscilla,  (because  that 
Claudius  had  commanded  all 
Jews  to  depart  from  Rome,) 
and  came  unto  theuL 

3  And  because  he  was  of  the 
same  craft,  he  abode  with  them, 
and  wrought :  for  by  their  oc- 
cupation they  were  tentma- 
kers. 

4  And  he  reasoned  in  the 
synagogue  every  sabbath,  and 
persuaded  the  Jews  and  the 
Greeks. 

5  And  when  Silas  and  Time- 
theus  were  come  from  Macedo- 
nia, Paul  was  pressed  in  the 
spirit,  and  testified  to  the  Jews 
uiat  Jesus  was  Christ. 

6  And  when  they  opposed 
themselves,  and  blasphemed, 
he  shook  Ats  raiment,  and  said 
unto  them.  Your  blood  he  upon 
your  own  heads ;  I  an%  cleah : 
from  henceforth  I  will  go  unto 
the  Gentiles. 

7  IT  And  he  departed  thence, 
and  entered  into  a  certain 
maris  house,  named  Justus,  one 
that  worshipped  God,  whose 
house  joined  hard  to  the  syna- 
gogue. 


8  And  Crispus,  the  chief  ruler 
of  the  synagogue,  believed  on 
the  Lord  with  all  his  house ; 
and  many  of  the  Corinthians 
hearing  believed,  and  were 
baptized. 

9  Then  spake  the  Lord  to 
Paul  in  the  night  by  a  vision, 
Be  not  afraid,  but  speak,  and 
hold  not  thy  peace : 

10  Fori  am  with  thee,  and  no 
man  shall  set  on  thee  to  hurt 
thee :  for  I  have  much  people 
in  this  citv» 

11  And  he  continued  there  a 
year  and  six  months,  teaching 
the  word  of  God  amcm^f  them. 

12  ^  And  when  GaUio  was 
the  deputy  of  Aohaia,  the  Jews 
made  insurrection  with  one  ac- 
cord against  Paul,  and  brought 
him  to  the  judgment  seat, 

13  Saying,  This  feuow  per- 
suadeth  men  to  worship  God 
contrary  to  the  law. 

14  And  when  Paul  was  now 
about  to  open  his  mouth.  Gal- 
lio  said  unto  the  Jews,  If  it 
were  a  matter  of  wrong  or 
wicked  lewdness,  O  ye  Jews, 
reason  would  that  I  should 
bear  with  you : 

15  But  if  it  be  a  question  of 
words  and  names,  and  o/your 
law,  look  ye  to  it;  fiwr  I  will 
be  no  judge  of  such  matters. 

16  And  he  drave  them  from 
the  j  udgment  seat. 

17  Then  all  the  Greeks  took 
Sosthenes,  the  chief  ruler  of 
the  synagogue,  and  beat  him 
before  the  judgment  seat.  And 
Gallic  cared  for  none  of  those 
things. 
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18  IF  And  Paul  after  this  tar- 
ried  there  yet  a  good  while,  and 
then  took  his  leave  of  the  bre- 
thren, and  sailed  thence  into 
Syria,  and  with  him  Priscilla 
and  Aquila ;  having  shorn  his 
head  in  Cenchrea :  for  he  had 
a  vow. 

19  And  he  came  to  Ephesus, 
and  left  them  there:  but  he 
himself  entered  into  the  syna- 
gogue, and  reasoned  with  the 
Jews. 

20  When  they  desired  him  to 
tarry  longer  time  with  them, 
he  consented  not ; 

21  But  bade  them  farewell, 
saying,  I  must  by  all  means 
keep  this  feast  that  cometh  in 
Jerusalem:  but  I  will  return 
again  unto  you,  if  God  will. 
And  he  sailed  from  Ephesus. 

22  And  when  he  had  landed 
at  Cesarea,  and  gone  up,  and 
saluted  the  church,  he  went 
xiown  to  Antioch. 

23  And  after  he  had  spent 
some  time  there,  he  departed, 
and  went  over  all  the  country 
of  Galatia  and  Phrygia  in  or- 
der, strengthening  all  the  dis- 
ciples. 

24 1[  And  a  certain  Jew  nam- 
ed Apollos,  bom  at  Alexandria, 
an  eloquent  man,  and  mighty 
in  the  Scriptures,  came  to 
Ephesus. 

25  This  man  was  instructed 
in  the  way  of  the  Lord ;  and 
being  fervent  in  the  spirit,  he 
spake  and  taught  diligently 
the  things  of  the  Lord,  know- 
ing only  the  baptism  of  John. 

26  And  he  began  to  speak 
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boldly  in  the  synagogue :  whom 
when  Aquila  and  Priscilla  had 
heard,  they  took  him  unto 
them,  and  expounded  unto  him 
the  way  of  God  more  perfectly. 

27  And  when  he  was  disposed 
to  pass  into  Achaia,  the  bre- 
thren wrote,  exhorting  the  dis- 
ciples to  receive  him:  who, 
when  he  was  come,  helped 
them  much  which  had  beiiev- 
ed  through  grace : 

28  For  he  mightily  convinc- 
ed the  Jews,  and  that  publicly, 
shewing  by  the  Scriptures  that 
Jesus  was  Christ. 

CHAPTER  XIX. 

1  TTie  Holy  GhoM  it  given  through  the  laying 
on  of  Pcnttt  handi,  9  Th«  Jem  blamhems 
his  doctrine,  which  is  confirmed  by  mirades, 
13  The  Jewish  exorcists  are  onercome  and 
wounded.  19  Coiuuring  books  are  burnt, 
24  DemetriuSf  for  love  of  gain^  raiseth  am 
uproar  against  Favl^  85  wiich  is  appeased 
by  the  townclerk, 

AND  it  came  to  pass,  that, 
.  while  Apollos  was  at 
Corinth,  Paul  having  passed 
through  the  upper  coasts  came 
to  Ephesus;  and  finding  cer- 
tain disciples, 

2  He  said  unto  them.  Have 
ye  received  the  Holy  Ghost 
since  ye  believed  ?  And  they 
said  unto  him,  We  have  not  so 
much  as  heard  whether  there 
be  any  Holy  Ghost. 

3  And  he  said  unto  them, 
Unto  what  then  were  ye  bap- 
tized ?  And  they  said,  Unto 
John's  baptism. 

4  Then  said  Paul,  John  verily 
baptized  with  the  baptism  of 
repentance,  saying  unto  the 
people,  that  they  should  be- 
lieve on  him  which  should 
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come   after  him,  that   is,  on 
Christ  Jesus. 

5  When  they  heard  thisj  they 
were  baptized  in  the  name  of 
the  Lord  Jesus. 

6  And  wheii  Paul  had  laid 
his  hands  upon  them,  the  Holy 
Ghost  came  on  them ;  and  they 
spake  with  tongues,  and  pro-; 


7  And  all  the  men  were 
about  twelve. 

8  And  he  went  into  the  syna- 
gogue,  and  spake  boldly  for  the 
space  of  three  months,  dispute 
ing  and  persuading  the  things 
concerning  the  kingdom  of 
God. 

9  But  when  divers  were 
hardened,  and  believed  not, 
but  spake  evil  of  that  way  be- 
fore the  multitude,  he  departed 
from  them,  and  separated  the 
disciples,  disputing  daily  in  the 
school  of  one  Tyrannus. 

10  And  this  continued  by  the 
space  of  two  years ;  so  that  all 
they  which  dwelt  in  Asia 
heard  the  word  of  the  Lord 
Jesus,  both  Jews  and  Greeks. 

11  And  God  wrought  spe- 
cial miracles  by  the  hands  of 
Paul: 

12  So  that  from  his  body 
were  brought  unto  the  sick 
handkerchiefs  or  aprons,  and 
the  diseases  departed  from 
them,  and  the  evil  spirits 
went  out  of  them. 

13  ^  Then  certain  of  the 
vagabond  Jews,  exorcists,  took 
upon  them  to  call  over  them 
which  had  evil  spirits  the 
name  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  say- 


ing. We  adjure  you  by  Jesus 
whom  Paul  preacheth. 

14  And  there  were  seven  sons 
of  one  Sceva,  a  Jew,  and  chief 
of  the  priests,  which  did  so. 

15  And  the  evil  spirit  an- 
swered and  said^  Jesus  I  know, 
and  Paul  I  know ;  but  who 
are  ye  ? 

16  And  the  man  in  whom  the 
evil  spirit  was  leaped  on  them, 
and  overcame  them,  and  pre- 
vailed against  them,  so  that 
they  fled  out  of  that  house 
naked  and  wounded. 

17  And  tliis  was  known  to 
all  the  Jews  and  Greeks  also 
dwelling  at  Ephesus;  and  fear 
fell  on  them  all,  and  the  name  of 
the  Lord  Jesus  was  magnified. 

18  And  many  that  believed 
came,  and  confessed,  and  shew- 
ed  their  deeds. 

19  Many  of  them  also  which 
used  curious  arts  brought  their 
books  together,  and  burned 
them  before  all  men :  and  they 
counted  the  price  of  them,  and 
found  it  fifty  thousand  pieces 
of  silver. 

20  So  mightily  grew  the  word 
of  God  and  prevailed. 

21  IT  After  these  things  were 
ended,  Paul  purposed  in  the 
spirit,  when  he  had  passed 
through  Macedonia  and  Acha- 
ia,  to  go  to  Jerusalem,  saying, 
After  I  have  been  there,  I  must 
also  see  Rome. 

22  So  he  sent  into  Macedo- 
nia two  of  them  that  minis- 
tered unto  him,  Timotheus  and 
Erastus;  but  he  himself  stayed 
in  Asia  for  a  season. 
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23  And  the  same  time  there 
arose  no  small  stir  about  that 
way. 

24  For  a  certain  man  named 
Demetrius,  a  silversmith,which 
made  silver  shrines  for  Diana, 
brought  no  small  gain  unto  the 
craftsmen; 

25  Whom  he  called  together 
with  the  workmen  of  like  oc- 
cupation,  and  said,  Sirs,  ye 
know  that  by  this  craft  we 
have  our  wealth. 

26  Moreover  ye  see  and  hear, 
that  not  alone  at  Ephesus, 
but  almost  throughout  all  Asia, 
this  Paul  hath  persuaded  and 
turned  away  much  people, 
saying  that  they  be  no  gods, 
which  are  made  with  hands  : 

27  So  that  not  only  this  our 
craft  is  in  danger  to  be  set  at 
nought;  but  also  that  the  tem- 
ple of  the  great  goddess  Diana 
should  be  despised,  and  her 
magnificence  should  be  de- 
stroyed, whom  all  Asia  and  the 
world  worshippeth. 

28  And  when  they  heard 
these  sayings^  they  were  full 
of  wrath,  and  cried  out,  say- 
ing. Great  is  Diana  of  the 
Ephesians. 

29  And  the  whole  city  was 
filled  with  confusion :  and  hav- 
ing caught  Gains  and  Aristar- 
chus,  men  of  Macedonia,  Paul's 
companions  in  travel,  they 
rushed  with  one  accord  into 
the  theatre. 

30  And  when  Paul  would 
have  entered  in  unto  the  peo- 
ple, the  disciples  suffered  him 
not. 
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31  And  certain  of  the  chief  of 
Asia,  which  were  his  friends, 
sent  unto  him,  desiring  him 
that  he  would  not  adventure 
himself  into  the  theatre. 

32  Some  therefore  cried  one 
thing,  and  some  another:  for 
the  assembly  was  confused; 
and  the  more  part  knew  not 
wherefore  they  were  come  to- 
gether. 

33  And  they  drew  Alexander 
out  of  the  multitude,  the  Jews 
putting  him  forward.  And 
Alexander  beckoned  with  the 
hand,  and  would  have  made 
his  defence  unto  the  people. 

34  But  when  they  knew  that 
he  was  a  Jew,  all  with  one 
voice  about  the  space  of  two 
hours  cried  out,  Great  is  Diana 
of  the  Ephesians. 

35  And  when  the  townclerk 
had  appeased  the  people,  he 
said,  le  men  of  Ephesus,  what 
man  is  there  that  knoweth 
not  how  that  the  city  of  the 
Ephesians  is  a  worshipper  of 
the  great  goddess  Diana,  and 
of  the  image  which  fell  down 
from  Jupiter  ? 

36  Seeing  then  that  these 
things  cannot  be  spoken  against, 
ye  ought  to  be  quiet,  and  to 
do  nothing  rashly. 

37  For  ye  have  brought  hi- 
ther these  men,  which  are  nei- 
ther robbers  of  churches,  nor 
yet  blasphemers  of  your  god- 
dess. 

38  Wherefore  if  Demetrius, 
and  the  craftsmen  which  are 
with  him,  have  amatter  against 
any  man,  the  law  is  open,  and 
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there  are  deputies:   let  them 
implead  one  another. 

39  But  if  ye  inquire  any  thing 
concerning  other  matters,  it 
shall  he  determined  in  a  law- 
ful assemhly. 

40  For  we  are  in  danger  to 
he  called  in  question  for  this 
day's  uproar,  there  heing  no 
cause  wherehy  we  may  give 
an  account  of  this  concourse. 

41  And  when  he  had  thus 
spoken,  he  dismissed  the  as- 
semhly. 

CHAPTER  XX. 

1  Paul  goeth  to  Macedonia,  7  He  eelebrateth 
the  Lor^s  supper,  and  preaeheth.  ^  Butyehue 
having  fallen  dirnn  dead  tf  raised  to  life, 
17  At  Miletut  he  calleth  the  elders  together, 
telleth  them  u^kat  shall  hefiUl  himself  28 
cotnmitteth  Oods  flock  to  them,  29  wameth 
them  of  ffllse  teachers,  82  eommendeth  them 
to  God,  86  pfoyeth  with  them,  and  goeth  his 
wxg, 

AND  after  the  uproar  was 
.  ceased,  Paul  called  unto 
him  the  disciples,  and  em- 
hraced  thern^  and  departed  for 
to  go  into  Macedonia. 

2  And  when  he  had  gone  over 
those  parts,  and  had  given 
them  much  exhortation,  he 
came  into  Greece, 

3  And  there  ahode  three 
months.  And  when  the  Jews 
laid  wait  for  him,  as  he  was 
ahout  to  sail  into  Syria,  he  pur- 
posed to  return  through  Mace- 
donia. 

4  And  there  accompanied  him 
into  Asia  Sopater  of  Berea; 
and  of  the  Thessalonians,  Aris- 
tarchus  and  Secundus;  and 
Gains  of  Derhe,  and  Timothe- 
us ;  and  of  Asia,  Tychicus  and 
Trophimus. 


5  These  going  hefore  tarried 
for  us  at  Troas. 

6  And  we  sailed  away  from 
Philippi  after  the  days  of  un- 
leavened hread,  and  came  unto 
them  to  Troas  in  five  days; 
where  we  ahode  seven  days. 

7  And  upon  the  first  day  of 
the  week,  when  the  disciples 
came  together  to  hreak  hread, 
Paul  preached  unto  them,  rea- 
dy to  depart  on  the  morrow ; 
and  continued  his  speech  untU 
midnight. 

8  And  there  were  many 
lights  in  the  upper  chamber, 
where  they  were  gathered  to- 
gether. 

9  And  there  sat  in  a  window 
a  certain  young  man  named 
Eutychus,  heing  fallen  into  a 
deep  sleep :  and  as  Paul  was 
long  preaching,  he  sunk  down 
with  sleep,  and  fell  down  from 
the  third  loft,  and  was  taken  up 
dead. 

10  And  Paul  went  down,  and 
fell  on  him,  and  embracing  him 
said,  Trouble  not  yourselves; 
for  his  life  is  in  him. 

11  When  he  therefore  was 
come  up  again,  and  had  broken 
bread,  and  eaten,  and  talked  a 
long  while,  even  till  break  of 
day,  so  he  departed. 

12  And  they  brought  the 
young  man  alive,  and  were  not 
a  little  comforted. 

13  ^  And  we  went  before  to 
ship,  and  sailed  unto  Assos, 
there  intending  to  take  in  Paul : 
for  so  had  he  appointed,  mind- 
ing himself  to  go  afoot. 

14  And  when  he  met  with 
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US  at  Assos,  we  took  him  in, 
and  came  to  Mitylene. 

15  And  we  sailed  thence,  and 
came  the  next  day  over  against 
Chios ;  and  the  next  day  we 
arrived  at  Samos,  and  tarried 
at  Trogyliium ;  and  the  next 
day  we  came  to  Miletus. 

16  For  Paul  had  determined 
to  sail  by  Ephesus,  because  he 
would  not  spend  the  time  in 
Asia :  for  he  hasted,  if  it  were 
possible  for  him,  to  be  at  Jeru- 
salem the  day  of  Pentecost. 

17  ^  And  from  Miletus  he 
sent  to  Ephesus,  and  called  the 
elders  of  the  church. 

18  And  when  they  were  come 
to  him,  he  said  unto  them.  Ye 
know,  from  the  first  day  that 
I  came  into  Asia,  after  what 
manner  I  have  been  with  you 
at  all  seasons, 

19  Serving  the  Lord  with  all 
humility  of  mind,  and  with 
many  tears,  and  temptations, 
which  befell  me  by  the  lying 
in  wait  of  the  Jews: 

20  And  how  I  kept  back  no- 
thing that  wafi  profitable  unto 
youy  but  have  shewed  you, 
and  have  taught  you  publicly, 
and  from  house  to  house, 

21  Testifying  both  to  the 
Jews,  and  also  to  the  Greeks, 
repentance  toward  God,  and 
faith  toward  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ. 

22  Andnow,behold,Igo  bound 
in  the  spirit  unto  Jerusalem, 
not  knowing  the  things  that 
shall  befall  me  there : 

23  Save  that  the  Holy  Ghost 
witnesseth  in  every  city,  say- 
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ing  that  bonds  and  afiiictions 
abide  me. 

24  But  none  of  these  things 
move  me,  neither  count  I  my 
life  dear  unto  myself,  so  that 
I  might  finish  my  course  with 
joy,  and  the  ministry,  which 
I  have  received  of  the  Lord 
Jesiis,  to  testify  the  gospel  of 
the  grace  of  God. 

25  And  now,  behold,  I  know 
that  ye  all,  among  whom  I 
have  gone  preaching  the  king* 
dom  of  God,  shall  see  my  face 
no  more. 

26  Wherefore  I  take  you  to 
record  this  day,  that  I  am  pure 
from  the  blood  of  all  men. 

27  For  I  have  not  shunned 
to  declare  imto  you  all  the 
counsel  of  God. 

28  %  Take  heed  therefore  un- 
to yourselves,  and  to  all  the 
flock,  over  the  which  the  Holy 
Ghost  hath  made  you  over- 
seers, to  feed  the  church  of 
God,  which  he  hath  purchased 
with  his  own  blood. 

29  For  I  know  this,  that  af* 
ter  my  departing  shall  grievous 
wolves  enter  in  among  you, 
not  sparing  the  flock. 

30  Also  of  your  own  selves 
shall  men  arise,  speaking  per^ 
verse  things,  to  draw  away 
disciples  after  them. 

31  Therefore  wateh,  and  re» 
member,  that  by  the  spaoe  of 
three  years  I  ceased  not  to 
warn  every  one  night  and  day 
^dth  tears. 

32  And  now,  brethren,  I  com- 
mend you  to  God,  and  to  the 
word  of  his  grace,  which  is 
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iCble  to  build  you  up,  and  to 
give  you  an  inheritance  among 
ail  them  which  are  sanctified. 

33  I  have  coveted  no  man's 
silver,  or  gold,  or  apparel. 

34  Yea,  ye  yourselves  know, 
that  these  hands  have  minis- 
tered unto  my  necessities,  and 
to  them  that  were  with  me. 

35  I  have  shewed  you  all 
things,  how  that  so  labouring 
ye  ought  to  support  the  weak, 
and  to  remember  the  words  of 
the  Lord  Jesus^  how  he  said, 
It  is  more  blessed  to  give  than 
to  receive. 

36  ^  And  when  he  had  thus 
spoken,  he  kneeled  down,  and 
prayed  with  them  all. 

87  And  they  all  wept  sore, 
and  fell  on  Paul's  neck,  and 
kissed  him, 

38  Sorrowing  most  of  all  for 
the  words  which  he  spake, 
that  they  should  see  his  face 
no  more.  And  they  accompa- 
nied him  unto  the  ship. 

CHAPTER  XXI. 

1  Paid  will  not  6y  amy  msmu  hf  diuuadedfrom 
going  to  Jerusalem,  9  Philip^a  daughters 
propketesfes,  17  Paul  comtth  to  JeruacUem : 
27  where  he  it  apprehended^  and  in  great 
danger ^  SI  but  by  the  chief  captain  is  rescued, 
and  permitted  to  speak  to  the  peopU, 

AND  it  came  to  pass,  that 
.  after  we  were  gotten  from 
them,  and  had  launched,  we 
came  with  a  straight  course 
unto  Coos,  and  the  day  follow- 
ing unto  Rhodes,  and  from 
thence  unto  Patara: 

2  And  finding  a  ship  sailing 
aver  unto  Phenicia,  we  went 
ajboard,  and  set  forth. 

3  Now  when  we  had  disco- 


vered Cyprus,  we  left  it  on  the 
left  hand,  and  sailed  into  Sy- 
ria,  and  landed  at  Tyre :  for 
there  the  ship  was  to  unlade 
her  burden. 

4  And  finding  disciples,  we 
tarried  there  seven  days:  who 
said  to  Paul  through  the  Spirit, 
that  he  should  not  go  up  to 
Jerusalem. 

5  And  when  we  had  accom- 
plished those  days,  we  depart- 
ed and  went  our  way;  and 
they  all  brought  us  on  our  way, 
with  wives  and  children,  till 
we  were  out  of  the  city :  and 
we  kneeled  down  on  the  shore, 
and  prayed. 

6  And  when  we  had  taken 
our  leave  one  of  another,  we 
took  ship ;  and  they  returned 
home  again. 

7  And  when  we  had  finished 
our  course  firom  Tyre,  we  came 
to  Ptolemais,  and  saluted  the 
brethren,  and  abode  with  them 
one  day. 

8  And  the  next  day  we  that 
were  of  Paul's  company  de- 
parted, and  came  unto  Cesa- 
rea ;  and  we  entered  into  the 
house  of  Philip  the  evangelist, 
which  was  one  of  the  seven ; 
and  abode  with  him. 

9  And  the  same  man  had  four 
daughters,  virgins,  which  did 
prophesy. 

10  And  as  we  tarried  there 
many  days,  there  came  down 
from  Judea  a  certain  prophet, 
named  Agabus. 

11  And  when  he  was  come 
unto  us,  he  took  Paul's  girdle, 
and  bound  his  own  hands  and 
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feet,  and  said,  Thus  saith  the 
Holy  Ghost,  So  shall  the  Jews 
at  Jerusalem  bind  thd  man  that 
owneth  this  girdle,  and'  shall 
deliver  him  into  the  hands  of 
the  Gentiles. 

12  And  when  we  heard  these 
things,  both  we,  and  they  of 
that  place,  besought  him  not 
to  go  up  to  Jerusalem. 

13  Then  Paul  answered,  What 
mean  ye  to  weep  and  to  break 
mine  heart?  for  I  am  ready 
not  to  be  bound  only,  but  also 
to  die  at  Jerusalem  for  the 
name  of  the  Lord  Jesus. 

14  And  when  he  would  not 
be  persuaded,  we  oeased,  say- 
ing, The  will  of  the  Lord  be 
done. 

15  And  after  those  days  we 
took  up  our  carriages,  and 
went  up  to  Jerusalem. 

16  There  went  with  us  also 
certain  of  the  disciples  <^  Ce* 
sarea,  and  brought  with  them 
one  Mnason  of  Cyprus,  an  old 
disciple,  with  whom  we  should 
lodge. 

17  And  when  we  were  come 
to  Jerusalem,  the  brethren  re- 
ceived us  gladly. 

18  And  the  day  following 
Paul  went  in  with  us  unto 
James;  and  all  the  elders  were 
present. 

19  And  when  he  had  saluted 
them,  he  declared  particularly 
what  things  God  had  wrought 
among  the  Gentiles  by  his 
ministry. 

20  And  when  they  heard  itj 
they  glorified  the  Lord,  and 
said  unto  him.   Thou    seest, 
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brother,  how  many  thousands 
of  Jews  there  are  which  be- 
lieve; and  they  are  all  zealous 
of  the  law: 

21  And  they  are  informed  of 
thee,  that  thou  teachest  all  the 
Jews  which  are  among  the 
Gentiles  to  forsake  Moses,  say- 
ing that  they  ought  not  to  cir- 
cumcise their  chUdren,  neith^ 
to  walk  after  the  cust6ms. 

22  What  is  it  therefore  ?  the 
multitude  must  needs  come  to- 
gether: for  they  will  hear  that 
tiiou  art  come. 

23  Do  therefore  this  that  we 
say  to  thee:  We  have  four  men 
which  have  a  vow  on  them ; 

24  Them  take,  and  purify 
thyself  with  them,  and  be  at 
charges  with  them,  that  they 
may  shave  their  heads:  and 
all  may  know  that  those  things, 
whereof  they  were  informed 
concerning  thee,  ace  nothing ; 
but  that  thou  thyself  also 
walkest  orderly,  and  keepest 
the  law. 

25  As  touching  the  Gentiles 
which  believe,  we  have  written 
and  concluded  that  they  ob- 
serve no  such  thing,  save  on- 
ly that  they  keep  themselves 
from  things  offered  to  idols, 
and  from  blood,  and  frcmi  stran- 
gled, and  from  fornication. 

26  Then  Paul  took  the  men, 
and  the  next  day  purifying 
himself  with  them  entered  into 
the  temple,  to  signify  the  ac- 
complishment of  the  days  of 
purification,  until  that  an  offer- 
ing should  be  offered  for  every 
one  of  them. 
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27  And  when  the  seven  days 
were  almost  ended,  the  Jews 
which  were  of  Asia,  when 
they  saw  him  in  the  temple, 
stirred  up  all  the  people,  and 
laid  hands  on  him, 

28  Crying  out.  Men  of  Israel, 
help:  Th^  is  the  man,  that 
teacheth  all  men  every  where 
against  the  people,  and  the 
law,  and  this  place:  and  fur- 
ther brought  Greeks  also  into 
the  temple,  and  hath  polluted 
this  holy  place. 

29  For  they  had  seen  he&nte 
with  him  in  the  city  Trophi- 
mus  an  Ephesian,  whom  they 
supposed  that  Paul  had  brought 
into  the  temple. 

30  And  all  the  city  was  mov- 
ed, and  the  people  ran  together : 
and  they  took  Paul,  and  drew 
him  out  of  the  temple:  and 
forthwith  the  doors  were  shut. 

31  And  as  they  went  about 
to  kill  him,  tidings  came  unto 
the  chief  captain  of  the  band, 
that  all  Jerusalem  was  in  an 
uproar : 

32  Who  immediately  took 
soldiers  and  centurions,  and 
ran  down  imto  them:  and 
when  they  saw  the  chief  cap- 
tain and  the  soldiers,  they  left 
beating  of  Paul. 

33  Then  tiie  chief  captain 
came  near,  and  took  him,  and 
commanded  him  to  be  bound 
with  two  chains;  and  demand- 
ed who  he  was,  and  what  he 
had  done. 

34  And  some  cried  one  thing, 
some  another,  among  the  mul- 
titude:   and  when  he  could 


not  know  the  certainty  for  the 
tumult,  he  commanded  him  to 
be  carried  into  the  castle. 

35  And  when  he  came  upon 
the  stairs,  so  it  was,  that  he 
was  borne  of  the  soldiers  for 
the  violence  of  the  ]>eople. 

36  For  the  multitude  of  the 
people  followed  after,  crying. 
Away  with  him. 

37  And  as  Paul  was  to  be 
led  into  the  castle,  he  said  un- 
to the  chief  captain.  May  I 
speak  unto  thee?  Who  said, 
Canst  thou  speak  Greek  ? 

38  Art  not  thou  that  Egyp- 
tian, which  before  these  days 
madest  an  uproar,  and  ledd^ 
out  into  the  wilderness  four 
thousand  men  that  were  mur- 
derers ? 

39  But  Paul  said,  I  am  a  man 
which  am  a  Jew  of  Tarsus, 
a  city  in  Cilicia,  a  citizen  of 
no  mean  city :  and,  I  beseech 
thee,  suffer  me  to  speak  unto 
the  people. 

40  And  when  he  had  given 
him  license,  Paul  stood  on  the 
stairs,  and  beckoned  with  the 
hand  unto  the  people.  And 
when  there  was  made  a  great 
silence,  he  spake  unto  them  in 
the  Hebrew  tongue,  saying, 

CHAPTER  XXII. 

1  Paul  dedareth  how  he  wmb  etmoert^  Vl  cma 
called  to  hi$  afd$tlethip,  22  At  the  verf 
menHoningofthe  OentiteM,  the  people  exclaim 
against  him,  24  ffe  would  have  been  ecourged, 
26  butt  claiming  the  privilege  of  a  Boman, 
he  eecapeth, 

MEN,  brethren,  and  fathers, 
hear  ye  my  defence  which 
I  m^ke  now  unto  you. 
2  (And  when  they  heard  that 
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he  spake  in  the  Hebrew  tongue 
to  them,  they  kept  the  more 
silence :  and  he  saith,) 

3  I  am  verily  a  man  which 
am  a  Jew,  born  in  Tarsus,  a 
city  in  Cilicia,  yet  brought  up 
in  this  city  at  the  feet  of  Ga- 
maliel, and  taught  according 
to  the  perfect  manner  of  the 
law  of  the  fathers,  and  was 
zealous  toward  God,  as  ye  all 
are  this  day, 

4  And  I  persecuted  this  way 
unto  the  death,  binding  and 
delivering  into  prisons  both 
men  and  women. 

5  As  also  the  high  priest  doth 
bear  me  witness,  and  all  the 
estate  of  the  elders:  from  whom 
also  I  received  letters  unto  the 
brethren,  and  went  to  Damas- 
cus,  to  bring  them  which  were 
there  bound  unto  Jerusalem, 
for  to  be  punished. 

6  And  it  came  to  pass,  that, 
as  I  made  my  journey,  and 
was  come  nigh  unto  Damas- 
cus about  noon,  suddenly  there 
shone  from  heaven  a  great  light 
round  about  me. 

7  And  I  fell  unto  the  ground, 
and  heard  a  voice  saying  unto 
me,  Saul,  Saul,  why  persecut- 
est  thou  me  ? 

8  And  I  answered,  Who  art 
thou,  Lord  ?  And  he  said  unto 
me,  I  am  Jesus  of  Nazareth, 
whom  thou  persecutest. 

9  And  they  that  were  with 
me  saw  indeed  the  light,  and 
were  afraid;  but  they  heard 
not  the  voice  of  him  that  spake 
to  me. 

10  And  I  said.  What  shall  I 
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do.  Lord  ?  And  the  Lord  said 
unto  me,  Arise,  and  go  into 
Damascus ;  and  there  it  shall 
be  told  thee  of  all  things  which 
are  appointed  for  thee  to  do, 

11  And  when  I  could  not 
see  for  the  glory  of  that  light> 
being  led  by  the  hand  of  them 
that  were  with  me,  I  came  in- 
to Damascus. 

12  And  one  Ananias,  a  devout 
man  according  to  the  law,  hav- 
ing a  good  report  of  all  the  Jews 
which  dwelt  there^ 

13  Came  unto  me,  and  stood, 
and  said  unto  me,  Brother 
Saul,  receive  thy  sight.  And 
the  same  hour  I  looked  up  up- 
on him. 

14  And  he  said.  The  God  of 
our  fathers  hath  chosen  thee, 
that  thou  shouldest  know  his 
will,  and  see  that  Just  One, 
and  shouldest  hear  the  voice 
of  his  mouth. 

15  For  thou  shalt  be  his  wit- 
ness unto  all  men  of  what 
thou  hast  seen  and  heard. 

1 6  And  now  why  tarriest  thou  ? 
arise,  and  be  baptized,  and 
wash  away  thy  sins,  calling 
on  the  name  of  the  Lord. 

17  And  it  came  to  pass,  that, 
when  I  was  come  again  to  Je- 
rusalem,  even  while  I  prayed 
in  the  temple,  I  was  in  a 
trance ;  ^ 

18  And  saw  him  saying  im- 
to  me.  Make  haste,  and  get 
thee  quickly  out  of  Jerusalem : 
for  they  will  not  receive  thy 
testimony  concerning  me. 

19  And  I  said.  Lord,  they 
know  that  I  imprisoned  and 
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beat  in  every  synagogue  them 
that  believed  on  thee  : 

20  And  when  the  blood  of 
thy  martyr  Stephen  was  shed, 
I  also  was  standing  by,  and 
consenting  unto  his  death,  and 
kept  the  raiment  of  them  that 
slew  him. 

21  And  he  said  unto  me,  De- 
part :  for  I  will  send  thee  far 
hence  unto  the  Gentiles. 

22  And  they  gave  him  audi- 
ence  unto  this  word,  and  then 
lifted  up  their  voices,  and  said. 
Away  with  such  b,  fellow  from 
the  earth:  for  it  is  not  fit  that 
he  should  live. 

23  And  as  they  cried  out,  and 
cast  off  their  clothes,  and  threw 
dust  into  the  air, 

24  The  chief  captain  com- 
manded him  to  be  brought  into 
the  castle,  and  bade  that  he 
should  be  examined  by  scourg- 
ing; that  he  might  know 
wherefore  they  cried  so  against 
him.  - 

25  And  as  they  bound  him 
with  thongs,  Paul  said  unto 
the  centurion  that  stood  by.  Is 
it  lawful  for  you  to  scourge  a 
man  that  is  a  Roman,  and 
uncondenmed  ? 

26  When  the  centurion  heard 
that,  he  went  and  told  the 
chief  captain,  saying.  Take 
heed  what  thou  doest ;  for  this 
man  is  a  Roman. 

27  Then  the  chief  captain 
came,  and  said  unto  him,  Tell 
me,  art  thou  a  Roman  ?  He 
said,  Yea. 

28  And  the  chief  captain  an- 
swered, With  a  great  sum  ob- 


tained  I  this  freedom.    And 
Paul  said.  But  I  was  free  born, 

29  Then  straightway  they  de- 
parted from  him  which  should 
have  examined  him:  and  the 
chief  captain  also  was  airaid, 
after  he  knew  that  he  was  a 
Roman,  and  because  he  had 
bound  him, 

30  On  the  morrow,  because 
he  would  have  known  the 
certainty  wherefore  he  was  ac- 
cused of  the  Jews,  he  loosed 
him  from  his  bands,  and  com- 
manded  the  chief  priests  and 
all  their  council  to  appear,  and 
brought  Paul  down,  and  set 
him  before  them. 

CHAPTER  XXIII. 

1  As  Pmd  pleadelh  his  cause  AnaniM  com- 
mandeth  them  to  arnite  him.  7  DtMensiom 
mnmig  hU  aceusera.  11  Ood  encouraaeth 
hitn.  14  Tfi€  Jewif  laying  wzit  for  Paid  20 
IB  declared  unto  the  chief  captain,  27  Ht 
tefideth  hitn  to  Felix  the  governor. 

AND  Paul,  earnestly  behold- 
.  ing  the  council,  said.  Men 
and  brethren,  I  have  lived  in 
all  good  conscience  before  God 
until  this  day. 

2  And  the  high  priest  Ana- 
nias commanded  them  that 
stood  by  him  to  smite  him  on 
the  mouth. 

3  Then  said  Paul  unto  him, 
God  shall  smite  thee,  thou 
whited  wall :  for  sittest  thou 
to  judge  me  after  the  law,  and 
command  est  me  to  be  smitten 
contrary  to  the  law  ? 

4  And  they  that  stood  by 
said,  Revilest  thou  God's  high 
priest  ? 

5  Then  said  Paul,  I  wist  not, 
brethren,  that  he  was  the  high

priest :  for  it  is  written,  Thou 
shalt  not  speak  eril  of  the  ruler 
of  thy  people. 

6  But  when  Paul  perceived 
that  the  one  part  were  Sad- 
ducees,  and  the  other  Phari- 
sees, he  cried  out  in  the  coun- 
cil, Men  and  brethren,  I  am  a 
Pharisee,  the  son  of  a  Phari- 
see :  of  the  hope  and  resurrec- 
tion of  the  dead  I  am  called  in 
question. 

7  And  when  he  had  so  said, 
there  arose  a  dissension  be- 
tween the  Pharisees  and  the 
Sadducees :  and  the  multitude 
was  divided. 

8  For  the  Sadducees  say  that 
there  is  no  resurrection,  nei- 
ther  angel,  nor  spirit:  but  the 
Pharisees  confess  both. 

9  And  there  arose  a  great  cry : 
and  the  scribes  that  were  of 
the  Pharisees'  part  arose,  and 
strove,  saying,  We  find  no  evil 
in  this  man :  but  if  a  spirit  or 
an  angel  hath  spoken  to  him, 
let  us  not  fight  against  God. 

10  And  when  there  arose  a 
great  dissension,  the  chief  cap- 
tain, fearing  lest  Paul  should 
have  been  pulled  in  pieces  of 
them,  commanded  the  soldiers 
to  go  down,  and  to  take  him  by 
force  firom  among  them,  and 
to  bring  him  into  the  castle. 

11  And  the  night  following 
the  Lord  stood  by  him,  and 
said,  Be  of  good  cheer,  Paul : 
for  as  thou  hast  testified  of 
me  in  Jerusalem,  so  must  thou 
bear  witness  also  at  Rome. 

12  And  when  it  was  day, 
certain  of  the  Jews  banded  to- 
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gether,  and  bound  themselves 
under  a  curse,  saying  that  thev 
would  neither  eat  nor  drink 
till  they  had  killed  Paul. 

13  And  they  were  more  than 
forty  which  had  made  this 
conspiracy. 

14  And  they  came  to  the 
chief  priests  and  elders,  and 
said.  We  have  bound  ourselves 
under  a  great  curse,  that  we 
will  eat  nothing  until  we  have 
slain  Paul. 

15  Now  therefore  ye  with  the 
council  signify  to  the  chief  cap- 
tain that  he  bring  him  down 
unto  you  to  morrow,  as  though 
ye  would  inquire  something 
more  perfectly  concerning  him : 
and  we,  or  ever  he  come  nea^ , 
are  ready  to  kill  him. 

16  And  when  Paul's  sister's 
sonheaird  of  their  lying  in  wait, 
he  went  and  entered  into  the 
castle,  and  told  Paul. 

17  Then  Paul  called  one  of 
the  centurions  unto  Am,  and 
said.  Bring  this  young  man 
unto  the  chief  captain :  for  he 
hath  a  certain  thing  to  tell 
him. 

18  So  he  took  him,  and 
brought  him  to  the  chief  cap- 
tain, and  said,  Paul  the  pri- 
soner called  me  unto  him^ 
and  prayed  me  to  bring  this 
young  man  unto  thee,  who 
hath  something  to  say  unto 
thee. 

19  Then  the  chief  captain 
took  him  by  the  hand,  and 
went  with  him  aside  privately, 
and  asked  Aim,  What  is  that 
thou  hast  to  tell  me  ? 


Be  is  sent  to 


CHAPTER  XXIV, 


Fdix  the  governor. 


20  And  he  said,  The  Jews 
have  agreed  to  desire  thee  that 
thou  wouldest  bring  down 
Paul  to  morrow  into  the  coun- 
cil, as  though  they  would  in- 
quire somewhat  of  him  more 
perfectly. 

21  Bat  do  not  thou  yield  unto 
them:  for  there  lie  in  wait  for 
him  of  them  more  than  forty 
men,  which  have  bound  them- 
selves with  an  oath,  that  they 
will  neither  eat  nor  drink  till 
they  have  killed  him:  and 
now  are  they  ready,  looking 
for  a  promise  from  thee. 

22  So  the  chief  captain  then 
let  the  young  man  depart,  and 
charged  Aim,  See  thou  tell  no 
man  that  thou  hast  shewed 
these  things  to  me. 

23  And  he  called  unto  him 
two  centurions,  saying.  Make 
ready  two  hundred  soldiers  to 
go  to  Cesarea,  and  horsemen 
threescore  and  ten,  and  spear- 
men two  hundred,  at  the  third 
hour  of  the  night ; 

24  And  provide  them  beasts, 
that  they  may  set  Paul  on,  and 
bring  him  safe  unto  Felix  the 
governor. 

25  And  he  wrote  a  letter  after 
this  manner : 

26  Claudius  Lysias  unto  the 
most  excellent  governor  Felix 
sendeth  greeting. 

27  This  man  was  taken  of  the 
Jews,  and  should  have  been 
killed  of  them:  then  came  I 
with  an  army,  and  rescued 
him,  having  imderstood  that 
he  was  a  Roman. 

28  And  when  I  would  have 


known  the  cause  wherefore 
they  accused  him,  I  brought 
him  forth  into  their  council : 

29  Whom  I  perceived  to  be 
accused  of  questions  of  their 
law,  but  to  have  nothing  laid 
to  his  charge  worthy  of  death 
or  of  bonds. 

30  And  when  it  was  told  me 
how  that  the  Jews  laid  wait  for 
the  man,  I  sent  straightway  to 
thee,  and  gave  commandment 
to  his  accusers  also  to  say  be- 
fore thee  what  thet/  had  against 
him.     Farewell. 

31  Then  the  soldiers,  as  it  was 
conmianded  them,  took  Paul, 
and  brought  him  by  night  to 
Ajitipatris. 

32  On  the  morrow  they  left 
the  horsemen  to  go  with  him, 
and  returned  to  the  castle : 

33  Who,  when  they  came  to 
Cesarea,  and  delivered  the  epis- 
tle to  the  governor,  presented 
Paul  also  l^fore  him. 

34  And  when  the  governor 
had  read  the  letter^  he  asked  of 
what  province  he  was.  And 
when  he  understood  that  he 
was  of  Cilicia; 

35  I  will  hear  thee,  said  he, 
when  thine  accusers  are  also 
oome.  And  he  commanded 
him  to  be  kept  in  Herod's  judg- 
ment hall. 

CHAPTER  XXIV. 

1  Paul  being  acewted  by  JhrtuUus  the  orator, 
10  anmoereth  for  hia  life  and  doctrine.  24 
He  preaeheth  Cfkriei  to  the  governor  and  hie 
wife,  26  2*he  governor  h^th  for  a  bribe, 
but  in  vain.  27  At  last,  ^ng  out  of  hi* 
office,  he  leatteth  Paul  in  pruon. 

AND  after  five  days  Anani- 
.  as  the  high  priest  descend- 
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ed  with  the  elders,  and  with  a 
certain  oraiornamed  Tertullus, 
who  informed  the  governor 
against  Paul. 

2  And  when  he  was  called 
forth,  TertuJlus  began  to  ac- 
cuse him,  saying,  Seeing  that 
by  thee  we  enjoy  great  quiet- 
ness, and  that  very  worthy 
deeds  are  done  unto  this  nation 
by  thy  providence, 

3  We  accept  it  always,  and 
in  all  places,  most  noble  Felix, 
with  all  thankfulness. 

4  Notwithstanding,  that  I  be 
not  further  tedious  unto  thee, 
I  pray  thee  that  thou  would- 
est  hear  us  of  thy  clemency 
a  few  words. 

5  For  we  have  found  this 
man  a  pestilent  fellow,  and  a 
mover  of  sedition  among  all 
the  Jews  throughout  the  world, 
and  a  ringleader  of  the  sect  of 
the  Nazarenes  : 

6  Who  also  hath  gone  about 
to  profane  the  temple :  whom 
we  took,  and  would  have 
judged  according  to  our  law. 

7  But  the  chief  captain  Lysias 
came  upon  us,  and  with  great 
violence  took  him  away  out  of 
our  hands, 

8  Commanding  his  accusers 
to  come  unto  thee :  by  exam- 
ining of  whom  thyself  mayest 
take  knowledge  of  all  these 
things,  whereof  we  accuse  him. 

9  And  the  Jews  also  etssented, 
saying  that  these  things  were 
so. 

10  Then  Paul,  after  that  the 
governor  had  beckoned  unto 
him  to  speak,  answered,  For- 
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asmuch  as  I  know  that  thou 
hast  been  of  many  years  a 
judge  unto  this  nation,  I  do 
the  more  cheerfully  answer  for 
myself: 

11  Because  that  thou  may« 
est  understand,  that  there  are 
yet  but  twelve  days  since  I 
went  up  to  Jerusalem  for  to 
worship. 

12  And  they  neither  found 
me  in  the  temple  disputing 
with  any  man,  neither  raising 
up  the  people,  neither  in  the 
synagogues,  nor  in  the  city : 

13  Neither  can  they  prove 
the  things  whereof  they  now 
accuse  me. 

14  But  this  I  confess  unto 
thee,  that  after  the  way  which 
they  call  heresy,  so  worship  I 
the  God  of  my  fathers,  believ- 
ing all  things  which  are  writ-  >^ 
ten  in  the  law  and  in  the  pro- 
phets: 

15  And  have  hope  toward 
God,  which  they  themselves 
also  allow,  that  there  shall  be 
a  resurrection  of  the  dead,  both 
of  the  just  and  unjust. 

16  And  herein  do  I  exercise 
myself,  to  have  always  a  con- 
science void  of  offence  toward 
God,  and  toward  men. 

17  Now  after  many  years  I 
came  to  bring  alms  to  my  na- 
tion, and  offerings. 

18  Whereupon  certain  Jews 
from  Asia  found  me  purified  in 
the  temple,  neither  with  mul- 
titude, nor  with  tumult 

19  Who  ought  to  have  been 
here  before  thee,  and  object,  if 
they  had  aught  against  me. 
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20  Or  else  let  these  same  here 
say,  if  they  have  found  any 
evil  doing  in  me,  while  I  stood 
before  the  coonoil, 

21  Except  it  be  for  this  one 
voice,  that  I^  cried  standing 
cunong  them.  Touching  the 
resurrection  of  the  dead  I  am 
called  in  question  by  you  this 
day. 

22  And  when  Felix  heard 
these  things,  having  more  per- 
feet  knowledge  of  that  way, 
he  deferred  them,  and  said. 
When  Lysias  the  chief  captain 
shall  come  down,  I  will  know 
the  uttermost  of  your  matter. 

23  And  he  commanded  a  cen- 
turion to  keep  Paul,  and  to 
let  him  have  liberty,  and  that 
he  should  forbid  none  of  his 
acquaintance  to  minister  or 
come  unto  him. 

24  And  after  certain  days, 
when  Felix  came  with  his  wife 
Drusilla,  which  was  a  Jewess, 
he  sent  for  Paul,  and  heard 
him  concerning  the  faith  in 
Christ. 

25  And  as  he  reasoned  of 
righteousness,  temperance,  and 
judgment  to  come,  Felix  irem- 
bled,  and  answered.  Go  thy 
way  for  this  time;  when  I 
have  a  convenient  season,  I 
will  call  for  thee. 

26  He  hoped  also  that  mo- 
ney should  have  been  given 
him  of  Paul,  that  he  might 
loose  him :  wherefore  he  sent 
for  him  the  oft;ener,  and  com- 
muned with  him. 

27  But  afl»r  two  years  Por- 
oius  Festus  came  into  Felix' 
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room:  and  Felix,  willing  to 
shew  the  Jews  a  pleasure,  left 
Paul  bound. 

CHAPTER  XXV. 

1  The  Jewn  accute  Paid  before  Futus,  8  He 
anetoereth  for  himself  1 1  and  appealeth  unto 
Ceear,  14  Afterwards  Festus  oprneth  his 
matter  to  king  Agrippa,  2S  and  he  is  brought 
fortK  26  Festus  cUareth  him  to  have  dims 
nothing  worthy  ofdeatK 

NOW  when  Festus  was 
come  into  the  province, 
after  three  days  he  ascended 
from  Cesarea  to  Jerusalem. 

2  Then  the  high  priest  and 
the  chief  of  the  Jews  inform- 
ed him  against  Paul,  and  be- 
sought him, 

3  And  desired  favour  agamst 
him,  that  he  would  send  for 
him  to  Jerusalem,  laying  wait 
in  the  way  to  kill  hnn. 

4  But  Festus  answered,  that 
Paul  should  be  kept  at  Cesarea, 
and  that  he  himself  would  de- 
part shortly  thither. 

5  Let  them  therefore,  said 
he,  which  among  you  are  able, 
go  down  with  me^  and  accuse 
this  man,  if  there  be  any 
wickedness  in  him. 

6  And  when  be  had  tarried 
among  them  more  than  ten 
dap,  he  went  down  unto  Ce- 
sarea; and  the  next  day  sitting 
on  the  judgment  seat  conu 
manded  Paid  tabe  brought. 

7  And  when  he  was  come,  the 
Jews  which  came  down  from 
Jerusalem  stood  round  about, 
and  hid  many  and  grievous 
complaints  against  Paul,  which 
they  could  not  prove. 

8  While  he  answered  for 
himself.  Neither  against  tha 
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lawof  the  Jews,  neither  against 
the  temple,  nor  yet  against  Ce- 
sar,  have  I  offended  any  thing 
at  all. 

9  But  Festus,  willing  to  do 
the  Jews  a  pleasure,  answered 
Paul,  and  said.  Wilt  thou  go 
up  to  Jerusalem,  and  there  be 
judged  of  these 'things  before 
me? 

10  Then  said  Paul,  I  stand 
at  Cesar's  judgment  seat,  where 
I  ought  to  be  judged :  to  the 
Jews  have  I  done  no  wrong, 
as  thou  very  well  knowest. 

11  For  if  I  be  an  offender,  or 
have  committed  any  thing 
worthy  of  death,  I  refuse  not 
to  die :  but  if  there  be  none 
of  these  things  whereof  these 
accuse  me,  no  man  may  deli- 
ver me  unto  them.  I  appeal 
unto  Cesar. 

12  Then  Festus,  when  he 
had  conferred  with  the  coun- 
cil, answered.  Hast  thou  ap- 
pealed unto  Cesar?  unto  Ce$ar 
shalt  thou  go, 

13  And  after  certain  days 
king  Agrippa  and  Bemice 
feame  unto  Cesarea  to  salute 
Festus. 

14  And  when  they  had  been 
there  many  days,  Festus  de- 
clared Paul's  cause  unto  the 
king,  saying,  There  is  a  certain 
man  left  in  bonds  by  Felix : 

15  About  whom,  when  I  was 
at  Jerusalem,  the  chief  priests 
and  the  elders  of  the  Jews  in- 
formed mey  desiring  to  have 
judgment  against  him. 

16  To  wlu)m  I  answered.  It 
is  |iat  ihB  manner  of  the  Ro- 
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mans  to  deliver  any  man  to 
die,  before  that  he  which  is 
accused  have  the  accusers  face 
to  face,  and  have  license  to 
answer  for  himself  concerning 
the  crime  laid  £(fgainst  him. 

17  Therefore,  when  they 
were  come  hither,  without  any 
delay  on  the  morrow  I  sat  on 
the  judgment  seat,  and  com- 
manded the  man  to  be  brought 
forth* 

18  Against  whom  when  the 
accusers  stood  np,  they  brought 
none  accusation  of  such  things 
as  I  supposed  : 

19  But  had  certain  questions 
against  him  of  their  own  su- 
perstition, and  of  one  Jesus, 
which  was  dead,  whom  Paul 
affirmed  to  be  alive. 

20  And  because  I  doubted  ol 
such  manner  of  questions,  ] 
asked  him  whether  he  would 
go  to  Jerusalem,  and  there  be 
judged  of  these  matters. 

21  But  when  Paul  had  ap- 
pealed to  be  reserved  unto  the 
hearing  of  Augustus,  I  com- 
manded  him  to  be  kept  till  I 
might  send  him  to  Cesar. 

22  Then  Agrippa  said  unto 
Festus,  I  would  aJso  hear  the 
maa  myself.  To  morrow,  said 
he,  thou  shalt  hear  him. 

23  And  on  the  morrow,  when 
Agrippa  was  come,  and  Ber- 
nice,  with  great  pomp,  and  was 
entered  into  the  place  of  hear- 
ing, with  the  chief  captains, 
and  principal  men  of  the  city, 
at  Festus'  commandment  Paul 
was  brought  forth. 

24  Ajad  Festus  said,  King 
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Agrippa,  and  all  men  which 
are  here  present  with  us,  ye  see 
this  man,  about  whom  all  the 
multitude  of  the  Jews  have 
dealt  with  me,  both  at  Jerusa- 
lem, and  ako  here,  crying  that 
he  ought  not  to  live  any  longer. 

25  But  when  I  found  that  he 
had  committed  nothing  wor- 
thy of  death,  and  that  he  him- 
self hath  appealed  to  Augustus, 
I  have  determined  to  send  him. 

26  Of  whom  I  have  no  cer- 
tain thing  to  write  unto  my 
lord.  Wherefore  I  havebrought 
him  forth  before  you,  and  spe- 
cially before  thee,  O  king  Agrip- 
pa,  that,  ailer  examination  had, 
I  might  have  somewhat  to 
write. 

27  For  it  seemeth  to  me  un- 
reasonable to  send  a  prisoner, 
and  not  withal  to  signify  the 
crimes  laid  against  him. 

CHAPTER  XXVI. 

I  Pati/,  in  the  presmue  of  Agrippa,  deelareth 
ku  life  from  Hb  ehildnoodt  12  and  how  mi- 
raeuumUy  he  waa  eonvertedf  and  eaUed  to 
hie  apottleehip.  24  Fettue  deelareth  him 
to  be  madf  whereunto  he  aruioereth  modestly. 

28  Agrippa  is  almost  persuaded  to  be  a 
Christian,  81  The  vMe  company  pronounce 
Paul  innocent 

THEN  Agrippa  said  unto 
Paul,  Thou  art  permitted 
to  speak  for  thyself.  Then 
Paul  stretched  forth  the  hand, 
and  answered  for  himself: 

2  I  think  myself  happy, 
king  Agrippa,  because  I  shall 
answer  for  myself  this  day  be- 
fore thee  touching  all  the 
things  whereof  I  am  accused 
of  the  Jews : 

3  Especially  becatcse  I  know 
thee  to  be  expert  in  all  cus- 


toms and  questions  which  are 
among  the  Jews :  wherefore  1 
beseech  thee  to  hear  me  pa- 
tiently. 

4  My  manner  of  life  from 
my  youth,  which  was  at  the 
first  among  mine  own  nation 
at  Jerusalem,  know  all  the 
Jews; 

5  Which  knew  me  from  the 
beginning,  if  they  would  testi- 
fy, that  after  the  most  strait- 
est  sect  of  our  religion  I  lived 
a  Pharisee. 

6  And  now  I  stand  and  am 
judged  for  the  hope  of  the 
promise  made  of  God  unto 
our  fathers : 

7  Unto  which  promise  our 
twelve  tribes,  instantly  serving 
God  day  and  night,  hope  to 
come.  For  which  hope's  sake, 
king  Agrippa,  I  am  accused  of 
the  Jews. 

8  Why  should  it  be  thought  a 
thing  incredible  with  you,  that 
God  should  raise  the  dead? 

9  I  verily  thought  with  my- 
self,  that  I  ought  to  do  many 
things  contrary  to  the  name  of 
Jesus  of  Nazareth. 

10  Which  thing  I  also  did  in 
Jerusalem :  and  many  of  the 
saints  did  I  shut  up  in  prison, 
having  received  authority  from 
the  chief  priests;  and  when 
they  were  put  to  death,  I  gave 
my  voice  against  them. 

11  And  I  punished  them  oil 
in  every  synagogue,  and  com- 
polled  f^em  to  olaspheme;  and 
being  exceedingly  mad  against 
them,  I  persecuted  them  even 
unto  strange  cities. 
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12  Whereupon  as  I  went  to 
Damascus  with  authority  and 
commission  from  the  chief 
priests, 

13  At  midday,  O  king,  I  saw 
in  the  way  a  light  from  hea- 
ven, ahove  the  brightness  of 
the  sun,  shining  round  about 
me  and  them  which  journeyed 
with  me. 

14  And  when  we  were  all 
fallen  to  the  earth,  I  heard  a 
voice  speaking  unto  me,  and 
saying  in  the  Hebrew  tongue, 
Saul,  Saul,  why  persecutest 
thou  me  ?  it  is  hard  for  thee 
to  kick  against  the  pricks. 

15  And  I  said.  Who  art  thou. 
Lord  ?  And  he  said,  I  am  Je- 
sus whom  thou  persecutest. 

16  But  rise,  and  stand  upon 
thy  feet:  for  I  have  appeared 
unto  thee  for  this  purpose,  to 
make  thee  a  minister  and  a 
witness  both  of  these  things 
which  thou  hast  seen,  and  of 
those  things  in  the  which  I 
will  appear  unto  thee; 

17  Delivering  thee  from  the 
people,  and  from  the  Gentiles, 
unto  whom  now  I  send  thee, 

18  To  open  their  eyes,  and  to 
turn  them  from  darkness  to 
light,  and  from  the  power  (rf 
Satan  unto  God,  that  they 
may  receive  forgiveness  of  sins, 
and  inheritance  among  them 
which  are  sanctified  by  faith 
that  is  in  me. 

19  Whereupon,  OkingAgrip. 
pa,  I  was  not  disobedient  unto 
the  heavenly  vision  ; 

20  But  shewed  first  unto 
them  of  Damascus,  and  at  Je- 
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rusalem,  and  throughout  all 
the  coasts  of  Judea,  and  then 
to  the  Gentiles,  that  they 
should  repent  and  turn  to  God, 
and  do  works  meet  for  repent- 
ance. 

21  For  these  causes  the  Jews 
caught  me  in  the  temple,  and 
went  about  to  kill  me. 

22  Having  therefore  obtained 
help  of  God,  I  continue  unto 
this  day,  witnessing  both  to 
small  and  great,  saying  none 
other  things  than  those  which 
the  prophets  and  Moses  did  say 
should  come : 

23  That  Christ  should  suffer, 
and  that  he  should  be  the  first 
that  should  rise  from  the  dead, 
and  should  shew  light  unto 
the  people,  and  to  the  Gentiles. 

24  And  as  he  thus  spake  for 
himself,  Festus  said  with  a 
loud  voice,  Paul,  thou  art  be- 
side  thyself;  much  learning 
doth  make  thee  mad. 

25  But  he  said,  I  am  not 
mad,  most  noble  Festus  ;  but 
speak  forth  the  words  of  truth 
and  soberness. 

26  For  the  king  knoweth  ot 
these  things,  before  whom  also 
I  speak  freely:  for  I  am  per- 
suaded that  none  of  these 
things  are  hidden  firom  him ; 
for  this  thing  was  not  done  in 
a  corner. 

27  King  Agrippa,  believest 
thou  the  prophets?  I  know 
that  thou  believest. 

28  Then  Agrippa  said  unto 
Paul,  Almost  thou  persuadest 
me  to  be  a  Christian. 

29  And  Paul  said,  I  would 
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to  God,  that  not  only  thou,  but 
also  all  that  hear  me  this  day, 
were  both  almost,  and  altoge- 
ther such  as  I  am,  except  these 
bonds. 

30  And  when  he  had  thus 
spoken,  the  king  rose  up,  and 
the  governor,  and  Bemice,  and 
they  that  sat  with  them  : 

31  And  when  they  were  gone 
aside,  they  talked  between 
themselves,  saying,  This  man 
doeth  nothing  worthy  of  death 
or  of  bonds. 

32  Then  said  Agrippa  unto 
Festus,  This  man  might  have 
been  set  at  liberty,  if  he  had 
not  appealed  unto  Cesar. 

CHAPTER  XXVII. 

1  Pond  shipping  toward  Romet  10  foretelleth 
of  the  aangerof  the  voyage^  WbtU  ia  not 
(elievecL  14  Tney  are  toeeed  to  and  fro  tnth 
tempest^  41  and  suffer  shipwreck  ;  4AyetaU 
come  safe  to  land, 

AND  when  it  was  determin- 
.  ed  that  we  should  sail 
into  Italy,  they  delivered  Paul 
and  certain  other  prisoners  un- 
to one  named  Julius,  a  centu- 
rion of  Augustus'  band. 

2  And  entering  into  a  ship 
of  Adramyitium,  we  launched, 
meaning  to  sail  by  the  coasts 
of  Asia;  one  Aristarchus,  a 
Macedonian  of  Thessalonica, 
being  with  us. 

3  Aiid  the  next  day  we  touch- 
ed  at  Sidon.  And  Julius  cour- 
teously entreated  Paul,  and 
gave  him  liberty  to  go  unto 
his  friends  to  refresh  himself. 

4  And  when  we  had  launch- 
ed from  thence,  we  sailed  un- 
der Cyprus,  because  the  winds 
were  contrary. 


5  And  when  we  had  sailed 
over  the  sea  of  Cilicia  and 
Pamphylia,  we  came  to  Myra, 
a  city  of  Lycia. 

6  And  there  the  centurion 
found  a  ship  of  Alexandria 
sailing  into  Italy ;  and  he  put 
us  therein. 

7  And  when  we  had  sailed 
slowly  many  days,  and  scarce 
were  come  over  against  Cnidus, 
the  wind  not  suffering  us,  we 
sailed  under  Crete,  over  against 
Salmone; 

8  And,  hardly  passing  it, 
came  unto  a  place  which  is 
called  the  Fair  Havens ;  nigh 
whereunto  was  the  city  of 
Lasea. 

9  Now  when  much  time  was 
spent,  and  when  sailing  was 
now  dangerous,  because  the 
fast  was  now  already  past, 
Paul  admonished  them^ 

10  And  said  unto  them,  Sirs, 
I  perceive  that  this  voyage 
will  be  with  hurt  and  much 
damage,  not  only  of  the  lading 
and  ship,  but  also  of  our  lives. 

11  Nevertheless  the  centurion 
believed  the  master  and  the 
owner  of  the  ship,  more  than 
those  things  which  were  spok- 
en by  Paul. 

12  And  because  the  haven 
was  not  commodious  to  winter 
in,  the  more  part  advised  to  de- 
paxt  thence  also,  if  by  any 
means  they  might  attain  to 
Phenice,  and  there  to  winter; 
which  is  a  haven  of  Crete,  and 
lieth  toward  the  southwest 
and  northwest. 

13  And  when  the  south  wind 
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blew  softly,  supposing  that 
they  had  obtained  their  pur- 
pose,  loosing  thence^  they  sail- 
ed close  by  Crete. 

14  But  not  long  afl^r  there 
arose  against  it  a  tempestuous 
wind,  (^led  Euroclydon. 

15  And  when  the  ship  was 
caught,  and  could  not  bear  up 
into  the  wind,  we  let  her 
drive. 

16  And  running  under  a  cer- 
tain island  which  is  called 
Clauda,  we  had  much  work  to 
come  by  the  boat : 

17  WTiich  when  they  had  ta- 
ken up,  they  used  helps,  under- 
girding  the  ship;  and,  fearing 
lest  they  should  fall  into  the 
quicksands,  strake  sail,  and  so 
were  driven. 

18  And  we  being  exceeding- 
ly tossed  with  a  tempest,  the 
next  day  they  lightened  the 
ship; 

19  And  the  third  £^y  we  cast 
out  with  our  own  hands  the 
tackling  of  the  ship. 

20  And  when  neither  sun  nor 
stars  in  many  days  appeared, 
and  no  small  tempest  lay  on 
uSj  all  hope  that  we  should  be 
saved  was  then  taken  away. 

21  But  after  long  abstinence, 
Paul  stood  forth  in  the  midst 
of  them,  and  said,  Sirs,  ye 
should  have  hearkened  unto 
me,  and  not  have  loosed  from 
Crete,  and  to  have  gained  this 
harm  and  loss. 

22  And  now  I  exhort  you  to  be 
of  good  cheer:  for  there  shall 
be  no  loss  of  any  marC%  life 
among  you,  but  of  the  ship. 
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23  For  there  stood  by  me 
this  night  the  angel  of  God, 
whose  I  am,  and  whom  I 
serve, 

24  Saying,  Fear  not,  Paul; 
thou  must  be  brought  before 
Cesar:  and,  lo,  God  hath  given 
thee  all  them  that  sail  with 
thee. 

25  Wherefore,  sirs,  be  of 
good  cheer:  for  I  believe  God, 
that  it  shall  be  even  as  it  was 
told  me. " 

26  Howbeit  we  must  be  cast 
upon  a  certain  island. 

27  But  when  the  fourteenth 
night  was  come,  as  we  were 
driven  up  and  down  in  Adriaj 
about  midnight  the  shipmen 
deemed  that  they  drew  near 
to  some  country ; 

28  And  sounded,  and  found  it 
twenty  fathoms:  and  when 
they  had  gone  a  little  further, 
they  sounded  again,  and  foxmd 
it  fifteen  fathoms. 

29  Then  fearing  lest  we  should 
have  fallen  upon  rocks,  they  cast 
four  anchors  out  of  the  stem, 
and  wished  for  the  day. 

30  And  as  the  shipmen  were 
about  to  flee  out  of  the  ship, 
when  they  had  let  down  the 
boat  into  the  sea,  imder  colour 
as  though  they  would  have  cast 
anchors  out  of  the  foreship, 

31  Paul  said  to  the  centurion 
and  to  the  soldiers,  Except  these 
abide  in  the  ship,  ye  cannot  be 
saved. 

32  Then  the  soldiers  cut  oS 
the  ropes  of  the  boat,  and  let 
her  fall  oflF. 

33  And  while  the  day  was 


ffis  shiptoreck 
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coming  on,  Paul  besought  them 
all  to  take  meat,  saying,  This 
day  is  the  fourteenth  day  that 
ye  have  tarried  and  continued 
fasting,  haying  taken  nothing. 

34  Wherefore  I  pray  you  to 
take  some  meat;  for  tiiis  is  for 
your  health :  for  there  shall  not 
a  hair  fall  from  the  head  of  any 
of  you. 

85  And  when  he  had  thus 
spoken,  he  took  bread,  and  gave 
thanks  to  God  in  presence  of 
them  all ;  and  when  he  had 
broken  it,  he  began  to  eat 

36  Then  were  they  all  of  good 
cheer,  and  they  also  took  some 
meat. 

37  And  we  were  in  all  in  the 
ship  two  hundred  threescore 
and  sixteen  souls. 

38  And  wl^n  they  had  eaten 
enough,  they  lightened  the 
ship,  and  cast  out  the  wheat 
into  the  sea. 

39  And  when  it  was  day,  they 
knew  not  the  land :  but  they 
discovered  a  certain  creek  with 
a  shore,  into  the  which  they 
were  minded,  if  it  were  possi^ 
ble,  to  thrust  in  the  ship. 

40  And  when  they  had  taken 
up  the  anchors,  they  committed 
themselves  unto  the  sea,  and 
loosed  the  rudder  bands,  and 
hoised  up  the  mainsail  to  the 
wind,  and  made  toward  shore. 

41  And  falling  into  a  place 
where  two  seas  met,  they  ran 
the  ship  aground ;  and  the  fore- 
part stuck  fast,  and  remained 
unmoveable,  but  the  hinder 

S)art  was  broken  with  the  vio- 
ence  of  the  wares. 


42  And  the  soldiers'  counsel 
was  to  kill  the  prisoners,  lest 
any  of  them  should  swim  out, 
and  escape. 

43  But  the  centurion,  willing 
to  save  Paul,  kept  them  from 
i^AetV purpose;  and  commanded 
that  they  which  could  swim 
should  cast  themselves  first  into 
the  setty  and  get  to  land : 

44  And  the  rest,  some  on  boards, 
and  some  on  brokenpieces  of  the 
ship.  And  so  it  came  to  pass, 
that  they  escaped  all  safe  to 
land. 

CHAPTER  XXVIIl. 

1  Pcntl  after  hU  ahipwrtek  is  kindly  entertain' 
edby  the  barbarian$.  6  ITis  viper  on  hi8 
hand  hurteth  him  not.  8  Ife  healeth  many 
tU9ea8e$  in  the  ifland.  11  They  depart  to- 
iDorde  Home,  l^  He  dedareth  to  the  Jevm 
the  eauee  of  his  coming.  24  After  his  preach- 
ing some  were  pereuadedf  and  some  believed 
not.    ZO  Yet  Jupreacheth  there  tw>  years. 


AND  when  they  were  escap- 
.  ed,  then  they  knew  that 
the  island  was  called  Melita. 

2  And  the  barbarous  people 
shewed  us  no  little  kindness: 
for  they  kindled  a  fire,  and  re- 
ceived us  every  one,  because  of 
the  present  rain,  and  because 
of  the  cold. 

3  And  when  Paul  had  gather- 
ed a  bundle  of  sticks,  and  laid 
them  on  the  fire,  there  came  a 
viper  out  of  the  heat,  and  fast^ 
ened  on  his  hand. 

4  And  when  the  barbarians 
saw  the  venomoits  beast  hang 
on  his  hand,  they  said  among 
themselves.  No  doubt  this  man 
is  a  murderer,  whom,  though 
he  hath  escaped  the  sea,  yet 
vengeance  suffereth  not  to 
live. 
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5  And  he  shook  off  the  beast 
into  the  fire,  and  felt  no  hann. 

6  Howbeit  they  looked  when 
he  should  have  swollen,  or  fall- 
en  down  dead  suddenly:  but 
after  they  had  looked  a  great 
while,  and  saw  no  harm  come 
to  him,  they  changed  their 
minds,  and  said  that  he  was  a 
god. 

7  In  the  same  quarters  were 
possessions  of  the  chief  man 
of  the  island,  whose  name  was 
Publius ;  who  received  us,  and 
lodged  us  three  days  courte- 
ously. 

8  And  it  came  to  pass,  that 
the  father  of  Publius  lay  sick 
of  a  fever  and  of  a  bloody  flux  : 
to  whom  Paul  entered  in,  and 
prayed,  and  laid,  his  hands  on 
him,  and  healed  him. 

9  So  when  this  was  done, 
others  also,  which  had  diseases 
in  the  island,  came,  and  were 
healed : 

10  Who  also  honoured  us 
with  many  honours;  and  when 
we  departed,  they  laded  t^ 
with  such  things  as  were  ne- 
cessary. 

11  And  after  three  months 
we  departed  in  a  ship  of  Alex- 
andria, which  had  wintered  in 
the  isle,  whose  sign  was  Castor 
and  Pollux. 

12  And  landing  at  Syracuse, 
we  tarried  there  three  davs. 

13  And  from  thence  we  letoh- 
ed  a  compass,  and  came  to  Rhe- 
gium :  and  after  one  day  the 
south  wind  blew,  and  we  came 
the  next  day  to  Puteoli : 

14  Where  we  found  brethren, 
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and  were  desired  to  tarry  with 
them  seven  days:  and  so  we 
went  toward  Rome. 

15  And  from  thence,  when 
the  brethren  heajd  of  us,  they 
came  to  meet  us  as  far  as  Ap- 
pii  Forum,  and  the  Three  Ta- 
verns ;  whom  when  Paul  saw, 
he  thanked  God,  and  took  cou- 
rage. 

16  And  when  we  came  to 
Rome,  the  centurion  delivered 
the  prisoners  to  the  captain  of 
the  guard :  but  Paul  was  suf- 
fered to  dwell  by  himself  with 
a  soldier  that  kept  him. 

17  And  it  came  to  pass,  that 
after  three  days  Paul  called  the 
chief  of  the  Jews  together :  and 
when  they  were  come  together, 
he  said  unto  them,  Men  and 
brethren,  though  I  have  com- 
mitted nothing  against  the 
people,  or  customs  of  our  fa- 
thers, yet  was  I  delivered  pris- 
oner from  Jerusalem  into  the 
hands  of  the  Romans : 

18  Who,  when  they  had  ex- 
amined  me,  would  have  let 
me  go,  because  there  was  no 
cause  of  death  in  me. 

19  But  when  the  Jews  spake 
against  tY,  I  was  constrained 
to  appeal  unto  Cesar;  not  that 
I  had  aught  to  accuse  my  na- 
tion of. 

20  For  this  cause  therefore 
have  I  called  for  you,  to  see 
you  J  and  to  speak  with  you: 
because  that  for  the  hope  of 
Israel  I  am  bound  with  this 
chain. 

21  And  they  said  unto  him, 
We  neither  received   letters 


•He  preacheth  there

for  two  whole  years. 


out  of  Jndea  coneeming  thee, 
neither  any  of  the  brethren 
that  came  shewed  or  spake 
any  harm  of  thee. 

22  But  vre  desire  to  hear  of 
thee  what  thou  thinkest :  for 
as  concerning  this  sect,  we 
know  that  eyery  where  it  is 
spoken  against. 

23  And  when  they  had  ap- 
pointed him  a  day,  there  came 
many  to  him  into  his  lodging ; 
to  whom  he  expounded  and 
testified  the  kingdom  of  Grod, 
persuading  them  concerning 
Jesus,  both  out  of  the  law  of 
Moses,  and  out  of  the  prophets, 
from  morning  till  evening. 

24  And  some  believed  the 
things  which  were  spoken, 
and  some  believed  not. 

25  And  when  they  agreed 
not  among  themselves,  they 
departed,  after  that  Paul  had 
spoken  one  word.  Well  spake 
the  Holy  Ghost  by  Esaias  the 
prophet  unto  our  fathers, 

26  Saying,  Gro  unto  this  peo- 
ple, and  say,  Hearing  ye  shall 


hear,  and  shall  not  under- 
stand ;  and  seeing  ye  shall  see, 
and  not  perceive: 

27  For  the  heart  of  this  peo- 
ple is  waxed  gross,  and  their 
ears  are  dull  of  hearing,  and 
their  eyes  have  they  closed; 
lest  they  should  see  with  their 
eyes,  and  hear  with  their  ears, 
and  understand  with  their 
heart,  and  should  be  convert- 
ed, and  I  should  heal  them. 

28  Be  it  known  therefore  un- 
to you,  that  the  salvation  of 
Grod  is  sent  unto  the  Gentiles, 
and  that  they  will  hear  it. 

29  And  when  he  had  said 
these  words,  the  Jews  depart- 
ed, and  had  great  reasoning 
among  themselves. 

30  And  Paul  dwelt  two 
whole  years  in  his  own  hired 
house,  and  received  all  that 
came  in  unto  him, 

31  Preaching  the  kingdom  of 
God,  and  teaching  those  things 
which  concern  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  with  all  confidence,  no 
man  forbidding  him.

CHAPTER  I. 

1  Paul  commendtth  hU  eatUng  to  th$  Bo- 
nums,  9  HU  dtnre  to  come  to  them,  16 
What  hU  goepel  w,  and  the  rigkteoumeee 
which  it  theweth.  18  Ood  U  ongry  with 
all  manner  of  tin,  21  WhtU  were  the  eine 
of  the  OenHlee, 

PAUL,  a  servant  of  Jesus 
Christ,  called  to  6^  an  apos- 


tle, separated  unto  the  gospel 
of  God, 

2  Which  he  had  promised 
afore  by  his  prophets  in  the 
holy  Scriptures, 

3  Concerning  his  Son  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord,  which  was 
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Faith  oj  the  Romans, 
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Wh<U  the  gospel  is. 


made  of  the  seed  of  David  ac- 
cording to  the  flesh ; 

4  And  declared  to  be  the  Son 
of  God  with  power,  according 
to  the  spirit  of  holiness,  by  the 
resurrection  from  the  dead: 

5  By  whom  we  have  received 
grace  and  apostleship,  for  ohe- 
dience  to  the  faith  among  all 
nations,  for  his  name: 

6  Among  whom  are  ye  also 
the  called  of  Jesus  Chnst : 

7  To  all  that  be  in  Rome, 
beloved  of  God,  called  to  be 
saints:  Grace  to  you,  and 
peace,  from  God  our  Father 
and  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

8  First,  I  thank  my  God 
through  Jesus  Christ  for  you 
all,  that  your  faith  is  spoken 
of  throughout  the  whole  world. 

9  For  God  is  my  witness, 
whom  I  serve  with  my  spirit 
in  the  gospel  of  his  Son,  that 
without  ceasing  I  make  men- 
tion of  you  always  in  my  pray- 
ers; 

10  Making  request,  if  by  any 
means  now  at  length  I  might 
have  a  prosperous  journey  by 
the  will  of  God  to  come  unto 
you. 

11  For  I  long  to  see  you,  that 
I  may  impart  unto  you  some 
spiritual  gift,  to  the  end  ye 
may  be  established ; 

1 2  That  is,  that  I  may  be  com- 
forted together  with  you  by  the 
mutual  faith  both  of  you  and  me. 

13  Now  I  would  not  have  you 
ignorant,  brethren,  that  often- 
times I  purposed  to  come  imto 
you,  (but  was  let  hitherto,) 
that  I  might  have  some  fruit 
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among  you  also,  even  as  among 
other  Gentiles. 

14  I  am  debtor  both  to  the 
Greeks,  and  to  the  Barbarians ; 
both  to  the  wise,  and  to  the 
imwise, 

15  So,  as  much  as  in  me  is,  I 
am  ready  to  preach  the  gospel 
to  you  that  are  at  Borne  also* 

16  For  I  am  not  ashamed  of 
the  gospel  of  Christ :  for  it  is 
the  power  of  Gt>d  unto  salva- 
tion to  every  one  that  believ- 
eth;  to  the  Jew  first,  and  also 
to  the  Greek. 

17  For  therein  is  the  right- 
eousness of  God  revealed  from 
faith  to  faith :  as  it  is  written^ 
The  just  shall  live  by  faith. 

18  For  the  wrath  of  God  is 
revealed  from  heaven  against 
all  ungodliness  and  unright- 
eousness of  men,  who  hold  the 
truth  in  unrighteousness ; 

19  Because  that  which  may 
be  known  of  God  is  manifest 
in  them;  for  Grod  hath  shewed 
it  unto  them. 

20  For  the  invisible  things  of 
him  from  the  creation  of  the 
world  are  clearly  seen,  being 
understood  by  the  things  that 
are  made,  even  his  eternal  pow- 
er and  Godhead;  so  that  they 
are  without  excuse: 

21  Because  that,  when  they 
knew  God,  they  glorified  him 
not  as  Gt>d,  neither  were  thank- 
ful ;  but  became  vain  in  their 
imaginations,  and  their  foolish 
heart  was  darkened. 

22  Professing  themselves  to 
be  wise,  they  became  fools, 

23  And  changed  the  glory  oi

of  the  Oentiks. 


the  uncorruptible  God  into  an 
image  made  like  to  corruptible 
man,  and  to  birds,  and  four- 
footed  beasts,  and  creeping 
things. 

24  Wherefore  God  also  gave 
tibem  up  to  uncleanness,  through 
the  lusts  of  their  own  hearts,  to 
dishonour  their  own  bodies  be* 
tween  themselyes  : 

25  Who  changed  the  truth 
of  God  into  a  lie,  and  worship- 
ped and  served  the  creature 
more  than  the  Creator,  who  is 
blessed  for  ever.    Amen. 

26  For  this  cause  God  gave 
them  up  unto  vile  affections: 
for  even  their  women  did 
change  the  natural  use  into 
that  which  is  against  nature  : 

27  And  likewise  also  the 
men,  leaving  the  natural  use 
of  the  woman,  burned  in  their 
lust  one  toward  another ;  men 
with  men  working  that  which 
is  unseemly,  and  receiving  in 
themselves  that  recompense  of 
their  error  which  was  meet. 

28  And  even  as  they  did  not 
like  to  retain  God  in  their 
knowledge,  God  gave  them 
over  to  a  reprobate  mind,  to  do 
those  things  which  are  not  con- 
venient ; 

29  Being  filled  with  all  un- 
righteousness,fornication,wick- 
edness,oovetousness,malicious- 
ness ;  full  of  envy,  murder,  de- 
bate,  deceit,  maligiiity  ;  whis- 
perers, 

30  Backbiters,  haters  of  G^, 
despitefol,  proud,  boasters,  in- 
ventors of  evil  things,  disobe- 
dient to  parents, 


31  Without  understanding, 
covenant-breakers,  without  na- 
tural affection,  implacable,  un- 
merciful : 

32  Who,  knowing  the  judg- 
ment of  God,  that  they  which 
commit  such  things  are  worthy 
of  death,  not  only  do  the  same, 
but  have  pleasure  iA  them 
that  do  them. 

CHAPTER  II. 

1  TVy  ^^  ^^  thtrngh  they  totukmn  U  tn 
othertf  cannot  exeu$e  thenuelwei,  6  and  much 
Ubm  etoape  thejtidgmmi  of  God^  9  whether 
they  be  Jew  or  Qentilee.  14  The  OeniUee 
cannot  eecape,  17  nor  yet  thf  Jewe^  26 
whom  their  cireumdeion  shall  not  profit, 
if  they  Jceep  not  the  lam, 

THEREFORE  thou  art  in- 
excusable, O  man,  whoso- 
ever thou  art  thatjudgest:  for 
wherein  thou  judgest  another, 
thou  condenmest  thyself;  for 
thou  that  judgest  doest  the 
same  things. 

2  But  we  are  sure  that  the 
judgment  of  God  is  according 
to  tnxth  against  them  which 
commit  such  things. 

8  And  thinkest  thou  this,  O 
man,  that  judgest  them  which 
do  such  tMngs,  and  doest  the 
same,  that  thou  shalt  escape 
the  judgment  of  Gt)d? 

4  Or  despisest  thou  the  riches 
of  his  goodness  and  forbearance 
and  longsuffering;  not  know- 
ing that  the  goodness  of  Gt)d 
leadeth  thee  to  repentance  ? 

5  But,  after  thy  hardness  and 
impenitent  heart,  treasurest  up 
unto  thyself  wrath  against  the 
day  of  wrath  and  revelation 
of  the  righteous  judgment  of 
God; 
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6  Who  will  render  to  every 
man  according  to  his  deeds : 

7  To  them  who  by  patient 
continuance  in  well  doing  seek 
for  glory  and  honour  and  im- 
mortality, eternal  life : 

8  But  unto  them  that  are 
contentious,  and  do  not  obey 
the  truth,  but  obey  imrigh- 
teousness,  indignation  and 
wrath, 

9  Tribulation  and  anguish, 
upon  every  soul  of  man  that 
doeth  evil ;  of  the  Jew  first, 
and  also  of  the  Gentile; 

10  But  glory,  honour,  and 
peace,  to  every  man  that 
worketh  good ;  to  the  Jew  first, 
and  also  to  the  Gentile : 

11  For  there  is  no  respect 
of  persons  with  God. 

12  For  as  many  as  have  sin- 
ned without  law  shall  also  pe- 
rish without  law ;  and  as  many 
as  have  sinned  in  the  law  shall 
be  judged  by  the  law ; 

13  (For  not  the  hearers  of  the 
law  are  just  before  God,  but 
the  doers  of  the  law  shall  be 
justified. 

14  For  when  the  Gentiles, 
which  have  not  the  law,  do 
by  nature  the  things  contain- 
ed in  the  law,  these,  having 
not  the  law,  are  a  law  unto 
themselves : 

15  Which  shew  the  work  of 
the  law  written  in  their  hearts, 
their  conscience  also  bearing 
witness,  and  their  thoughts  the 
mean  while  accusing  or  else 
excusing  one  another ;) 

16  In  the  day  when  God 
shall  judge  the  secrets  of  men 
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by  Jesus  Christ  according  to 
my  gospel. 

17  Behold,  thou  art  called 
a  Jew,  and  restest  in  the 
law,  and  makest  thy  boast  of 
God, 

18  And  knowest  hid  will^ 
and  approvest  the  things  thai 
are  more  excellent,  being  in- 
structed out  of  the  law ; 

19  And  art  confident  that 
thou  thyself  art  a  guide  of  the 
blind,  a  light  of  them  which 
are  in  darkness, 

20  An  instructor  of  the  fool- 
ish, a  teacher  of  babes,  which 
hast  the  form  of  knowledge 
and  of  the  truth  in  the  law. 

21  Thou  therefore  which 
teachest  another,  teachest  thou 
not  thyself?  thou  that  preach- 
est  a  man  should  not  steal, 
dost  thou  steal  ? 

22  Thou  that  sayest  a  man 
should  not  commit  adultery, 
dost  thou  commit  adultery? 
thou  that  abhorrest  idols,  dost 
thou  commit  sacrilege  ? 

23  Thou  that  makest  thy 
boast  of  the  law,  through  break- 
ing the  law  dishonourest  thou 
God? 

24  For  the  name  of  God  is 
blasphemed  among  the  Gen- 
tiles through  you,  as  it  is  writ- 
ten. 

25  For  circumcision  verily 
profiteth,  if  thou  keep  the  law: 
but  if  thou  be  a  breaker  of  the 
law,  thy  circumcision  is  made 
uncircimicision. 

26  Therefore,  if  the  uncir- 
cumcision  keep  the  righteous- 
ness of  the  law,  shall  not  hia 
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uncircumcision  be  counted  for 
drcuincision  ? 

27  And  shall  not  uncircum- 
cision which  is  by  nature,  if  it 
fulfil  the  law,  judge  thee,  who 
by  the  letter*  and  circumcision 
dost  transgress  the  law  ? 

28  For  he  is  not  a  Jew,  which 
is  one  outwardly;  neither  is 
that  circumcision,  which  is 
outward  in  the  flesh : 

29  But  he  is  a  Jew,  which 
is  one  inwardly ;  and  circum- 
cision is  that  of  the  heart,  in 
the  spirit,  and  not  in  the  letter ; 
whose  praise  is  not  of  men,  but 
of  God, 

CHAPTER  TIL 

1  TTis  Jewi  preroaative;  8  which  they  have 
nM  lost;  9  howbeit  all  are  under  sin :  20 
therefore  no  fieeh  i$  justified  by  the  law,  28 
but  cUlfWitkout  difference,  by  faith  only;  81 
and  yet  the  law  t$  not  abolished 

WHAT    advantage   then 
hath  the  Jew  ?  or  what 
profit  is  there  of  circumcision? 

2  Much  every  way :  chiefly, 
because  that  unto  them  were 
committed  the  oracles  of  God. 

3  For  what  if  some  did  not 
believe?  shall  their  unbelief 
make  the  faith  of  God  with- 
out effect  ? 

4  God  forbid:  yea,  let  God 
be  true,  but  every  man  a  liar ; 
as  it  is  written.  That  thou 
mightest  be  justified  in  thy 
sayings,  and  mightest  over- 
come when  thou  art  judged, 

6  But  if  our  unrighteousness 
commend  the  righteousness  of 
God,  what  shall  we  say  ?  Is 
God  unrighteous  who  taketh 
vengeance?  I  speak  as  a 
man; 


6  God  forbid :  for  then  how 
shall  God  judge  the  world  ? 

7  For  if  the  truth  of  God 
hath  more  abounded  through 
my  lie  unto  his  glory;  why 
yet  am  I  also  judged  as  a  sin- 
ner? 

8  And  not  rather,  as  we  be 
slanderously  reported,  and  as 
some  affirm  that  we  say,  Let 
us  do  evil,  that  good  may 
come?  whose  damnation  is 
just. 

9  What  then?  are  we  better 
than  they  ?  No,  in  no  wise  : 
for  we  have  before  proved  both 
Jews  and  Gentiles,  that  they 
are  all  under  sin ; 

10  As  it  is  written,  There  is 
none  righteous,  no,  not  one : 

11  There  is  none  that  imder- 
standeth,  there  is  none  that 
seeketh  after  God. 

12  They  are  all  gone  out  of 
the  way,  they  are  together  be- 
come improfitable;  there  is 
none  that  doeth  good,  no,  not 
one. 

13  Their  throat  is  an  open 
sepulchre ;  with  their  tongues 
they  have  used  deceit;  the 
poison  of  asps  is  under  their 
lips: 

14  Whose  mouth  is  full  of 
cursiag  and  bitterness  ; 

15  Their  feet  are  swift  to 
shed  blood  : 

16  Destruction  and  misery 
are  in  their  ways  : 

17  And  the  way  of  peace 
have  they  not  known : 

18  There  is  no  fear  of  God 
before  their  eyes. 

19  Now  we  know  that  what 
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things  soever  the  law  saith,  it 
saith  to  them  who  are  under 
the  law:  that  every  mouth 
may  be  stopped,  and  all  the 
world  may  become  guilty  be- 
fore God. 

20  Therefore  by  the  deeds  of 
the  law  there  shall  no  flesh  be 
justified  in  his  sight:  for  by 
the  law  i$  the  knowledge  of 
sin. 

21  But  now  the  righteousness 
of  God  without  the  law  is 
manifested,  being  witnessed 
by  the  law  and  the  prophets ; 

22  Even  the  righteousness  of 
God  which  is  by  faith  of  Jesus 
Christ  unto  all  and  upon  all 
them  that  believe ;  for  there 
is  no  difference : 

23  For  all  have  sinned,  and 
come  short  of  the  glory  of  God ; 

24  Being  justified  fireely  by 
his  grace  throu^  the  redemp- 
tion  that  is  in  Christ  Jesus : 

25  Whom  God  hath  set  forth 
to  be  B»  propitiation  through 
faith  in  his  blood,  to  declare 
his  righteousness  for  the  re- 
mission of  sins  that  are  past, 
through  the  forbearance  of 
God; 

26  To  declare,  /  say,  at  this 
time  his  righteousness:  that 
he  might  be  just,  and  the  jus- 
tifier  of  him  which  believeth 
in  Jesus. 

27  Where  is  boasting  then? 
It  is  excluded.  By  what  law  ? 
of  works?  Nay;  but  by  the 
law  of  faith. 

28  Therefore  we  conclude 
that  a  man  is  justified  by  faith 
without  the  deeds  of  the  law. 
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29  Is  he  the  God  of  the  Jews 
only?  is  he  not  also  of  the 
Gentiles?  Yes,  of  the  Gen- 
tiles also: 

30  Seeing  it  is  one  God, 
which  shall  justify  the  circum- 
cision by  faith,  and  imcircum- 
cision  through  faith. 

31  Do  we  then  make  void  the 
law  through  faith?  God  for- 
bid: yea,  we  establish  the  law. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

1  AbrahanC%  faith  woa  impwUd  to  Mm  for 
rightecnunetiy  10  before  he  woe  eircumeUed, 
18  By  faith  only  he  and  hie  eeedreeeived  the 
promiee.  16  Abraham  ie  the  father  of  ail 
thai  believe,  24  Our  faith  also  ehall  be  tn»- 
ptUed  to  %u  for  righUoueneee, 

WHAT  shall  we  say  then 
that  Abraham,  our  fa-^ 
ther,  as  pertaining  to  the  flesh 
hath  found  ? 

2  For  if  Abraham  were  jus- 
tified by  works,  he  hath  where- 
of  to  glory;  but  not  before 
God. 

3  For  what  saith  the  Scrip- 
ture? Abraham  believed  God, 
and  it  was  counted  unto  him 
for  righteousness. 

4  Now  to  him  that  worketh 
is  the  reward  not  reckoned  of 
grace,  but  of  debt. 

5  But  to  him  that  worketh 
not,  but  believeth  on  him  that 
justifieth  the  ungodly,  his  faith 
Is  counted  for  righteousness. 

6  Even  as  David  also  de- 
scribeth  the  blessedness  of  the 
man,  unto  whom  God  im- 
puteth  righteousness  without 
works, 

7  Sat/ingj  Blessed  are  they 
whose  iniquities  are  forgiven, 
and  whose  sins  are  covered. 


imputed  to  him 
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8  Blessed  is  the  man  to  whom 
the  Lord  will  not  impute  sin. 

9  Cometh  this  blessedness 
then  upon  the  circumcision 
onlj/y  or  upon  the  uncircumci- 
sion  also  ?  for  we  say  that  faith 
was  reckoned  to  Abraham  for 
righteousness. 

10  How  was  it  then  reckon- 
ed ?  when  he  was  in  circum- 
cision, or  in  uncircumcision? 
Not  in  circumcision,  but  in 
uncircumcision. 

11  And  he  received  the  sign 
of  circumcision,  a  seal  of  the 
righteousness  of  the  faith  which 
he  had  yet  being  uncircumcis- 
ed :  that  he  might  be  the  fa- 
ther of  all  them  that  beliere, 
though  they  be  not  circumcis- 
ed;  that  righteousness  might 
be  imputed  unto  them  also: 

12  And  the  father  of  circum- 
cision to  them  who  are  not  of 
the  circumcision  only,  but  who 
also  walk  in  the  steps  of  that 
faith  of  our  father  Abraham, 
which  he  had  being  yet  uncir- 
cumcised. 

13  For  the  promise,  that  he 
should  be  the  heir  of  the  world, 
was  not  to  Abraham,  or  to  his 
seed,  through  the  law,  but 
through  the  righteousness  of 
faith. 

14  Few  if  they  which  are  of 
the  law  be  heirs,  faith  is  made 
void,  and  the  promise  made  of 
none  effect : 

15  Because  the  law  worketh 
wrath:  for  where  no  law  is, 
there  is  no  trans^ession. 

16  Therefore  it  is  of  faith, 
that  it  might  be  by  grace ;  to 


the  end  the  promise  might  be 
sure  to  all  the  seed ;  not  to  that 
only  which  is  of  the  law,  but 
to  that  also  which  is  of  the  faith 
of  Abraham ;  who  is  the  father 
of  us  all, 

17  (As  it  is  written,  I  have 
made  thee  a  father  of  many 
nations,)  before  him  whom  he 
believed,  even  God,  who  quick- 
eneth  the  dead,  and  calleth 
those  things  which  be  not  as 
though  they  were : 

18  Who  against  hope  believ- 
ed in  hope,  that  he  might  be- 
come the  father  of  many  na- 
tions, according  to  that  which 
was  spoken.  So  shall  thy  seed 
be. 

19  And  being  not  weak  in 
faith,  he  considered  not  his 
own  body  now  dead,  when  he 
was  about  a  hundred  years  old, 
neither  yet  the  deadness  of  Sa- 
rah's womb : 

20  He  staggered  not  at  the 
promise  of  G^  through  unbe- 
lief; but  was  strong  in  faith, 
giving  glory  to  God ; 

21  Ajid  being  fully  persuaded, 
that  what  he  had  promised, 
he  was  able  also  to  perform. 

22  And  therefore  it  was  im- 
puted to  him  for  righteousness. 

23  Now  it  was  not  written 
for  his  sake  alone,  that  it  was 
imputed  to  him; 

24  But  for  us  also,  to  whom  it 
shall  be  imputed,  if  we  believe 
on  him  that  raised  up  Jesus 
our  Lord  from  the  dead ; 

26  Who  was  delivered  for  our 
offences,  and  was  raised  again 
for  our  justification.

CHAPTER  V. 

1  Being  justified  by  faith,  %oe  have  peace  vjith 
Ood,  2  and  joy  in  our  Jtope;  9  and  since  vte 
were  reconcile  by  Chrises  blood^tohenvfewer* 
enemies,  10  tec  shall  much  tnore  be  saved 
being  reconciled.  12  As  sin  and  death  came 
by  Adam,  VI  so  much  more  righteousness 
and  life  by  Jesus  Christ.  20  Wfiere  sin 
abounded,  grace  did  superabound. 

THEREFORE  being  justi- 
fied   by  faith,   we  have 
E3ace  with  God  through  our 
ord  Jesus  Christ  : 

2  By  whom  also  we  have  ac- 
cess by  faith  into  this  grace 
wherein  we  stand,  and  rejoice 
in  hope  of  the  glory  of  God. 

3  And  not  only  so,  but  we  glo- 
ry in  tribulations  also;  know- 
ing that  tribulation  worketh 
patience ; 

4  And  patience,  experience; 
and  experience,  hope  : 

6  And  hope  maketh  not 
ashamed ;  because  the  love  of 
God  is  shed  abroad  in  our 
hearts  by  the  Holy  Ghost  which 
is  given  unto  us. 

6  For  when  we  were  yet 
without  strength,  in  due  time 
Christ  died  for  the  ungodly. 

7  For  scarcely  for  a  righteous 
man  will  one  die:  yet  perad- 
venture  for  a  good  man  some 
would  even  dare  to  die. 

8  But  God  commendeth  his 
love  toward  us,  in  that,  while 
we  were  yet  sinners,  Christ 
died  for  us. 

9  Much  more  then,  being  now 
justified  by  his  blood,  we  shall 
be  saved  from  wrath  through 
him. 

10  For  if,  when  we  were  ene- 
mies, we  were  reconciled  to 
God  by  the  death  of  his  Son ; 
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much  more,  being  reconciled, 
we  shall  be  saved  by  his  life. 

11  And  not  only  50,  but  we 
also  joy  in  God  through  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  by  whom 
we  have  now  received  the 
atonement. 

12  Wherefore,  as  by  one  man 
sin  entered  into  the  world,  and 
death  by  sin ;  and  so  death 
passed  upon  all  men,  for  that 
all  have  sinned  : 

13  For  until  the  law  sin  was 
in  the  world :  but  sin  is  not 
imputed  when  there  is  no  law. 

14  Nevertheless  death  reign- 
ed from  Adam  to  Moses,  even 
over  them  that  had  not  sinned 
after  the  similitude  of  Adam's 
transgression,  who  is  the  figure 
of  him  that  was  to  come. 

15  But  not  as  the  ofience,  so 
also  is  the  free  gift:  for  if 
through  the  offence  of  one 
many  be  dead,  much  mote  the 
grace  of  God,  and  the  gift  by 

frace,  which  is  by  one  man, 
esus  Christ,  hath  abounded 
unto  many. 

16  And  not  as  it  was  by  one 
that  sinned,  so  is  the  gift:  for 
the  judgment  was  by  one  to 
condemnation,  but  the  free 
gift  is  of  many  offences  unto 
justification. 

17  For  ifbyone  man's  offence 
death  reigned  by  one;  much 
more  they  which  receive  abun- 
dance of  grace  and  of  the  gift 
of  righteousness  shall  reign  in 
life  by  one,  Jesus  Christ. 

18  Therefore,  as  by  the  offence 
of  one  judgment  came  upon  all 
men  to  condemnation;   even 
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SO  by  the  righteousness  of  one 
the  free  gift  came  upon  all 
men  unto  justification  of  life. 

19  For  as  by  one  man's  dis- 
obedience many  were  made 
sinners,  so  by  the  obedience 
of  one  shall  many  be  made 
righteous. 

20  Moreover  the  law  entered, 
that  the  offence  might  abound. 
But  where  sin  abounded,  grace 
did  much  more  abound: 

21  That  as  sin  hath  reigned 
unto  death,  even  so  might 
grace  reign  through  righteous- 
ness unto  eternal  life  by  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

1  We  may  not  live  in  sin,  2  for  tM  are  dead 
itnto  it,  S  ai  appeareth  5y  our  baptitnu  12 
Let  not  tin  reign  any  more^  18  beoauae  we 
have  yielded  ounelvee  to  tlie  service  of  right' 
eousneWf  28  and  for  that  death  i$  the  wagen 
of  sin, 

WHAT  shall  we  say  then? 
Shall  we  continue  in  sin, 
that  grace  may  abound  ? 

2  God  forbid.  How  shall  we, 
that  are  dead  to  sin,  live  ajiy 
longer  therein  ? 

3  Know  ye  not,  that  so  many 
of  us  as  were  baptized  into 
Jesus  Christ  were  baptized 
into  his  death  ? 

4  Therefore  we  are  buried 
with  him  by  baptism  intodeath: 
that  like  as  Christ  was  raised 
up  from  the  dead  by  the  glory 
of  the  Father,  even  so  we  also 
should  walk  in  newness  of  life. 

5  For  if  we  have  been  plant- 
ed together  in  the  likeness  of 
his  death,  we  shall  be  also  in 
the  likeness  of  his  resurrection : 

6  Knowing  this,  that  our  old 
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man  is  crucified  with  Aim,  that 
the  body  of  sin  might  be  de- 
stroyed, that  henceforth  we 
should  not  serve  sin. 

7  For  he  that  is  dead  is  freed 
firom  sin. 

8  Now  if  we  be  dead  with 
Christ,  we  believe  that  we 
shall  also  live  with  him : 

9  Knowing  that  Christ  being 
raised  from  the  dead  dieth  no 
more  ;  death  hath  no  more  do« 
minion  over  him. 

10  For  in  that  he  died,  he 
died  unto  sin  once :  but  in  that 
he  liveth,  he  liveth  unto  God. 

11  Likewise  reckon  ye  also 
yourselves  to  be  dead  indeed 
unto  sin,  but  alive  unto  God 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 

12  Let  not  sin  therefore  reign 
in  your  mortal  body,  that  ye 
should  obey  it  in  the  lusts 
thereof 

13  Neither  yield  ye  your 
members  as  instruments  of 
unrighteousness  imto  sin :  but 
yield  yourselves  unto  Gt)d,  as 
those  that  are  alive  from  the 
dead,  and  your  members  as  in- 
struments of  righteousness  un- 
to  God. 

14  For  sin  shall  not  have  do- 
minion over  you :  for  ye  are 
not  under  the  law,  but  under 
grace. 

15  What  then?  shall  we 
sin,  because  we  are  not  under 
the  law,  but  under  grace? 
God  forbid. 

16  Know  ye  not,  that  to 
whom  ye  yield  yourselves  ser- 
vants  to  obey,  his  servants  ye 
are  to  whom  ye  obey ;  whether 
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of  sin  unto  death,  or  of  obedi- 
ence unto  righteousness  ? 

17  But  God  be  thanked,  iliat 
ye  were  the  servants  of  sin,  but 
ye  have  obeyed  from  the  heart 
that  form  of  doctrine  which 
was  delivered  you, 

18  Being  then  made  free  from 
sin,  ye  became  the  servants  of 
righteousness. 

19  I  speak  after  the  manner 
of  men  because  of  the  infirmi- 
ty of  your  flesh :  for  as  ye  have 
yielded  your  members  servants 
to  uncleanness  and  to  iniquity 
unto  iniquity;  even  so  now 
yield  your  members  servants 
to  righteousness  unto  holiness. 

20  For  when  ye  were  the  serv- 
ants of  sin,  ye  were  free  from 
righteousness. 

21  What  fruit  had  ye  then  in 
those  things  whereof  ye  are 
now  ashamed?  for  the  end  of 
those  things  is  death. 

22  But  now  being  made  free 
from  sin,  and  become  servants 
to  God,  ye  have  your  fruit  un- 
to holiness,  and  the  end  ever- 
lasting life. 

23  For  the  wages  of  sin  15 
death;  but  the  gift  of  God 
is  eternal  life  tfajough  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

•I  The  law  hath  power  over  «  man  w>  longer 
than  he  livetK  ^  But  we  are  dead  to  tks 
law,  7  Yet  t«  not  the  law  mn,  12  Imt  holy, 
justy  goody  1%  at  I  aeknowledgef  who  am  griev- 
ed becauee  I  cannot  keep  iL 

KNOW  ye  not,  brethren,  (for 
I  speak  to  them  that  know 
the  law,)  how  that  the  law  hath 
•dominion  over  a  man  as  long 
-as  he  liveth  ? 
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2  For  the  woman  which  hath 
a  husband  is  bound  by  the  law 
to  her  husband  so  long  as  he 
liveth ;  but  if  the  husband  be 
dead,  she  is  loosed  from  the 
law  of  her  husband. 

3  So  then  if,  while  her  bus- 
band  liveth,  she  be  married  to 
another  man,  she  shall  be  call- 
ed an  adulteress:  but  if  her 
husband  be  dead,  she  is  free 
from  that  law ;  so  that  she  is 
no  adulteress,  though  she  be 
married  to  another  man. 

4  Wherefore,  my  brethren,  ye 
also  are  become  dead  to  the 
law  by  the  body  of  Christ; 
that  ye  should  be  married  to 
another,  even  to  him  who  is 
raised  from  the  dead,  that  we 
should  bring  forth  fruit  unto 
God. 

5  For  when  we  were  in  the 
flesh,  the  motions  of  sins, 
which  were  by  the  law,  did 
work  in  our  members  to  bring 
forth  fruit  unto  death. 

6  But  now  we  are  delivered 
from  the  law,  iheA  being  dead 
wherein  we  were  held;  that 
we  should  serve  in  newness  of 
spirit,  and  not  in  the  oldness 
of  the  letter. 

7  What  shall  we  say  then  ? 
Is  tile  law  sin  ?  God  forbid. 
Nay,  I  had  not  known  rin,  but 
by  the  law:  for  I  had  not 
known  lust,  except  the  law 
had  said.  Thou  shalt  not  covet. 

8  But  sin,  taking  occasion  by 
the  commandment,  wrought 
in  me  all  manner  of  ooncupis- 
cence.  For  without  the  law 
sin  was  dead. 


The  law  of  tin 
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m  our  memderi. 


9  For  I  was  alive  without  the 
law  once :  but  when  the  com- 
mandment came,  sin  reriyed, 
end  I  died. 

10  And  the  commandment, 
which  tvas  ordained  to  life,  I 
found  to  be  unto  deal^. 

.  11  For  siui  taking  occasion 
by  the  commandment,  deeeiv- 
ed  me,  and  by  it  slew  me. 

12  Wherefore  the  law  is  holy, 
and  the  commandnaent  holy, 
and  just,  and  good. 

13  Was  then  that  which  is 
good  made  death  unto  me? 
God  forbid.  But  sin,  that  it 
might  appear  sin,  working 
death  in  me  by  that  which  is 
good;  that  sin  by  the  com- 
mandment might  become  ex- 
ceeding  sinful. 

14  For  we  know  that  the 
law  is  spiritual:  but  I  am 
eamal,  sold  und«  sin. 

15  For  that  which  I  do,  I  al- 
low not:  for  what  I  would, 
that  do  I  not ;  but  what  I  hate, 
Uiat  do  I. 

16  If  then  I  do  that  which  I 
would  not,  I  consent  unto  the 
law  that  it  %$  good. 

17  Now  then  it  is  no  more  I 
that  do  it,  but  sin  that  dwell- 
eth  in  me. 

18  For  I  know  tiiat  in  me, 
that  is,  in  my  flesh,  dwell- 
eth  no  good  thing:  for  to  will 
is  present  with  me ;  but  how  to 
perform  that  which  ia  good  I 
find  not. 

19  FcNTthe  good  that  I  would, 
I  do  not :  but  the  evil  which  I 
would  not,  that  I  do. 

20  Now  if  I  do  that  I  would 


not,  it  is  no  more  I  that  do 
it,  but  sin  that  dwelleth  in 
me. 

21  I  find  then  a  law,  that, 
when  I  would  do  good,  evil  is 
present  with  me. 

22  For  I  delight  in  the  law  of 
God  after  the  inward  man: 

23  But  I  see  another  law  in 
my  members,  warring  against 
the  law  of  my  mind,  and  bring- 
ing  me  into  captivity  to  the 
law  of  sin  which  is  in  my 
members. 

24  Oh  wretched  man  that  I 
am!  who  shall  deliver  me 
from  the  body  of  this  death  ? 

25  I  thank  God  through  Je- 
sus Christ  our  Lord.  So  then 
with  the  mind  I  myself  serve 
the  law  of  God;  but  with  the 
flesh  the  law  of  sin. 

CHAPTER  Vin. 

1  They  that  are  in  Chritt,  and  live  according 
to  the  Spirit^  are  free  from  condemnation, 
5  What  harm  Cometh  ^  the /Uth,  and  what 
good  of  the  Spirit :  17  and  %ihat  of  being 
OodeckUdren^  19  whote  giorioue  delteerance 
all  thinge  long  for,  28  All  thinas  work  for 
good  to  them  that  love  Ood  88  Nothing  can 
eepearate  them  from  hU  love, 

THERE  is  therefore  now 
no  condemnation  to  them 
which  are  in  Christ  Jesus,  who 
walk  not  after  the  flesh,  but 
after  the  Spirit 

2  For  the  law  of  the  Spirit  of 
life  in  Christ  Jesus  hath  made 
me  free  from  the  law  of  sin 
and  death. 

3  For  what  the  law  could 
not  do,  in  that  it  was  weak 
through  the  flesh,  God, sending 
his  own  Son  in  the  likeness  of 
sinful  flesh,  and  for  sin,  con- 
demned sin  in  the  flesh : 
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4  That  the  righteousness  of 
the  law  might  be  fulfilled  in 
us,  who  walk  not  after  the 
flesh,  but  after  the  Spirit. 

6  For  they  that  are  after  the 
flesh  do  mind  the  things  of 
the  flesh;  but  they  that  are 
after  the  Spirit,  the  things  of 
ihe  Spirit. 

6  For  to  be  carnally  minded 
is  death ;  but  to  be  spiritually 
minded  i$  life  and  peace. 

7  Because  the  carnal  mind  is 
enmity  against  God :  for  it  is 
not  subject  to  the  law  of  God, 
neither  indeed  can  be. 

8  So  then  they  that  are  in  the 
flesh  cannot  please  God. 

9  But  ye  are  not  in  the  flesh, 
but  in  the  Spirit,  if  so  be  that 
the  Spirit  of  God  dwell  in  you. 
Now  if  any  man  have  not  the 
Spirit  of  Christ,  he  is  none  of 
his. 

10  And  if  Christ  be  in  you,  the 
body  is  dead  because  of  sin ; 
but  the  Spirit  is  life  because 
of  righteousness. 

11  But  if  the  Spirit  of  him 
that  raised  up  Jesus  from  the 
dead  dwell  in  you,  he  that  rais- 
ed up  Christ  from  the  dead 
shall  also  quicken  your  mortal 
bodies  by  his  Spirit  that  dwell-i 
eth  in  you. 

12  Therefore,  brethren,  we  are 
debtors,  not  to  the  flesh,  to  live 
after  the  flesh. 

13  For  if  ye  live  after  the 
flesh,  ye  shall  die :  but  if  ye 
through  the  Spirit  do  mortify 
the  deects  of  the  body,  ye  shall 
live. 

14  For  as  many  as  are  led  by 
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the  Spirit  of  God,  they  are 
the  sons  of  God. 

15  For  ye  have  not  received 
the  spirit  of  bondage  again  to 
fear ;  but  ye  have  received  the 
Spirit  of  adoption,  whereby  we 
cry,  Abba,  Father. 

16  The  Spirit  itself  beareth 
witness  with  our  spirit,  that 
we  are  the  children  of  GU>d  : 

17  And  if  children,  then 
heirs;  heirs  of  God,  and  joint 
heirs  with .  Christ ;  if  so  be 
that  we  sufier  with  him,  that 
we  may  be  also  glorified  toge- 
ther. 

18  For  I  reckon  that  the  suf- 
ferings of  this  present  time 
are  not  worthy  to  be  compared 
with  the  glory  which  shall  be 
revealed  in  us. 

19  For  the  earnest  expecta- 
tion of  the  creature  waiteth  for 
the  manifestation  of  the  sons 
of  God. 

20  For  the  creature  was  made 
subject  to  vanity,  not  willing- 
ly, but  by  reason  of  him  who 
hath  subjected  the  same  in 
hope ; 

21  Becau3^e  the  creature  itself 
also  shall  be  delivered  from 
the  bondage  of  corrupticm  into 
the  glorious  liberty  of  the  chil- 
dren of  God. 

22  For  we  know  that  the 
whole  creation  groaneth  and 
travaileth  in  pain  together  un< 
til  now. 

23  And  not  only  they^hnt  our- 
selves also,  which  have  the 
firstfruits  of  the  Spirit,  even  we 
ourselves  groan  within  our- 
selves, waiting  for  the  adc^-

tion,  to  wit^  the  redemption  of 
our  body. 

24  For  we  are  saved  by  hope  : 
but  hope  that  is  seen  is  not 
hope:  for  what  a  man  seeth, 
why  doth  he  yet  hope  for  ? 

25  But  if  we  hope  for  that  we 
see  not,  then  do  we  with  pa- 
tience wait  for  it. 

26  Likewise  the  Spirit  also 
helpeth  our  infirmities:  for  we 
know  not  what  we  should  pray 
for  as  we  ought:  but  the  Spi- 
rit itself  maketh  intercession 
for  us  with  groanings  which 
cannot  be  uttered. 

27  And  he  that  searcheth 
the  hearts  knoweth  what  i$ 
the  mind  of  the  Spirit,  because 
he  maketh  intercession  for  the 
saints  according  to  the  will  of 
God. 

28  And  we  know  that  all 
things  work  together  for  good 
to  them  that  love  God,  to  them 
who  are  the  called  according 
to  his  purpose* 

29  For  whom  he  did  fore* 
know,  he  also  did  predestinate 
to  he  conformed  to  the  image 
of  his  Son,  that  he  might  be 
the  firstborn  among  many 
brethren. 

30  Moreover,  whom  he  did 
predestinate,  them  he  also  call- 
ed :  and  whom  he  called,  them 
he  also  justified:  and  whom 
he  justified,  them  he  also  glori- 
fied. 

31  What  shall  we  then  say 
to  these  things?  If  God  be 
for  us,  who  can  be  against 
us? 

32  He  that  spared  not  his 


own  Son,  but  delivered  him 
up  for  us  all,  how  shall  he  not 
with  him  also  freely  give  us 
all  things  ? 

33  Who  shall  lay  any  thin^ 
to  the  charge  of  God's  elect? 
It  is  God  that  justifieth. 

34  Who  is  he  that  condemn* 
eth  ?  It  is  Christ  that  died, 
yea  rather,  that  is  risen  again, 
who  is  even  at  the  right  hand 
of  God,  who  also  maketh  in* 
tercession  for  us. 

35  Who  shall  separate  us 
from  the  love  of  Christ  ?  shaU 
tribulation,  or  distress,  or  per- 
secution, or  famine,  or  naked- 
ness, or  peril,  or  sword? 

86  As  it  is  written.  For  thy 
sake  we  are  killed  all  the  day 
long;  we  are  accounted  as 
sheep  for  the  slaughter. 

37  Nay,  in  all  these  things 
we  are  more  than  conquerors 
through  him  that  loved  us. 

38  For  I  am  persuaded,  that 
neither  death,  nor  life,  nor  an- 
gels, nor  principalities,  nor 
powers,  nor  things  present,  nor 
things  to  come, 

39  Nor  height,  nor  depth,  noif 
any  other  creature,  shall  be 
able  to  separate  us  from  the 
love  of  God,  which  is  in  Christ 
Jesus  our  Lord. 

CHAPTER  IX. 

1  PauF%  aorrow  for  the  Jews.  7  All  the  eeed 
of  Abraham  were  not  the  children  of  the 
promine,  18  God  hath  tnerev  upon  wham  he 
wilL  21  The  potter  may  do  with  hie  clay 
what  he  listeth,  25  The  ealling  of  the  Oen- 
tilee  and  rejecting  of  the  Jew9  toere  foretold 
82  The  cause  why  to  few  Jews  embraced  the 
righteouanese  of  faith. 

I  SAY  the  truth  in  Christ,  I 
lie  not,  my  conscience  also 
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bearing  me  witness  in  the 
Holy  Ghost, 

2  That  I  hare  ^eat  heaviness 
and  continual  sorrow  in  my 
heart. 

.  3  For  I  could  wish  that  my- 
self  were  accursed  from  Christ 
for  my  brethren,  my  kinsmen 
according  to  the  flesh  : 

4  Who  are  Israelites;  to 
whom  pertaineth  the  adoption, 
and  the  glory,  and  the  cove- 
nants, and  the  giving  of  the 
law,  and  the  service  of  Godj 
and  the  promises ; 

5  Whose  are  the  fathers,  and 
of  whom  as  concerning  the 
flesh  Christ  came^  who  is  over 
all,  God  blessed  for  ever.  Amen. 

6  Not  as  though  the  word  of 
God  hath  taken  none  efiect. 
For  they  are  not  all  Israel, 
which  are  of  Israel: 

7  Neither,  because  they  are 
the  seed  of  Abraham,  are  they 
all  children:  but.  In  Isaac 
shall  thy  seed  be  called. 

8  That  is,  They  which  are 
the  children  of  the  flesh,  these 
are  not  the  children  of  God: 
but  the  children  of  the  promise 
are  counted  for  the  seed. 

9  For  this  is  the  word  of 
promise.  At  this  time  will  I 
come,  and  Sarah  shall  have  a 
son. 

10  And  not  only  this;  but 
when  Rebecca  also  had  con- 
ceived by  one,  even  by  our  fa- 
ther Isaac, 

11  (For  the  children,  being 
not  yet  born,  neither  having 
done  any  good  or  evil,  that  the 
purpose  of  God  according  to 

278 


election  might  stand,  not  of 
works,  but  of  him  that  calleth,) 

12  It  was  said  unto  her,  The 
elder  shall  serve  the  younger. 

13  As  it  is  written,  Jacob 
have  I  loved,  but  Esau  have  I 
hated. 

14  What  shall  we  say  then  ? 
Is  there  unrighteousness  with 
God?  God  forbid. 

15  For  he  saith  to  Moses,  I 
will  have  m«rcy  on  whom  I 
will  have  mercy,  and  I  will 
have  compassion  on  whom  I 
will  have  compassion. 

16  So  then  it  is  not  of  him 
that  willeth,  nor  of  him  that 
runneth,  but  of  God  that  shew- 
eth  mercy. 

17  For  the  Scripture  saith 
unto  Pharaoh,  Even  for  this 
same  purpose  have  I  raised 
thee  up,  that  I  might  shew 
my  power  in  thee,  and  that 
my  name  might  be  declared 
throughout  all  the  earth. 

18  Therefore  hath  he  mercy 
on  whom  he  wiU  have  mercy ^ 
and  whom  he  will  he  harden- 
eth. 

19  Thou  wilt  say  then  unto 
me.  Why  doth  he  yet  find 
fault?  For  who  hath  resisted 
his  will  ? 

20  Nay  but,  O  man,  who  art 
thou  that  repliest  against  God? 
Shall  the  thing  formed  say  to 
him  that  formed  tY,  Why  hast 
thou  made  me  thus  ? 

21  Hath  not  the  potter  power 
over  the  clay,  of  the  same 
lump  to  make  one  vessel  unto 
honour,  and  another  unto  dis- 
honour ? 
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22  What  if  God,  willing  to 
shew  his  wrath,  and  to  make 
his  power  known,  endured  with 
much  longsuffering  the  vessels 
of  wrath  fitted  to  destruction : 

23  And  that  he  might  make 
known  the  riches  of  his  glory 
on  the  vessels  of  mercy,  which 
he  had  afore  prepared  imto 
glory, 

24  Even  us,  whom  he  hath 
called,  not  of  the  Jews  only, 
but  also  of  the  Gentiles  ? 

25  As  he  saith  also  in  Hosea, 
I  will  call  them  my  people, 
which  were  not  my  people ; 
and  her  beloved,  which  was 
not  beloved. 

26  And  it  shall  come  to  pass, 
that  in  the  place  where  it  was 
said  unto  them,  Ye  are  not 
my  people;  there  shall  they 
be  called  the  children  of  the 
living  God. 

27  Esaias  also  crieth  concer- 
ning Israel,  Though  the  num- 
ber  of  the  children  of  Israel 
be  as  the  sand  of  the  sea,  a 
remnant  shall  be  saved : 

28  For  he  will  finish  the  work, 
and  cut  it  short  in  righteous- 
ness :  because  a  short  work  will 
the  Lord  make  upon  the  earth. 

29  And  as  Esaias  said  before, 
Except  the  Lord  of  Sabaoth 
had  left  us  a  seed,  we  had  been 
as  Sodom,  and  been  made  like 
unto  Gomorrah. 

30  What  shall  we  say  then? 
That  the  Gentiles,  which  fol- 
lowed not  after  righteousness, 
have  attained  to  righteousness, 
even  the  righteousness  which 
is  of  faith. 


31  But  Israel,  which  followed 
after  the  law  of  righteousness, 
hath  not  attained  to  the  law  of 
righteousness. 

32  Wherefore?  Because  fA^ 
sought  it  not  by  faith,  but  as 
it  were  by  the  works  of  the 
law.  For  they  stumbled  at 
that  stumblingstone ; 

33  As  it  is  written.  Behold, 
I  lay  in  Zion  a  stumblingstone 
and  rock  of  offence :  and  who- 
soever believeth  on  him  shall 
not  be  ashamed. 

CHAPTER  X. 

1  The  Scripture  sheweth  the  difference  betwixt 
the  righteoumeee  of  the  law^  and  that  of 
faith.  Hand  thai  ail,  both  Jew  and  QentiU, 
who  believe^  »haU  be  ectved.  19  Itrael  woe 
not  ignorant  of  theee  thinge, 

BRETHREN,  my  heart's 
desire  and  prayer  to  God 
for  Israel  is,  that  they  might 
be  saved. 

2  For  I  becur  them  record  that 
they  have  a  zeal  of  God,  but 
not  according  to  knowledge. 

3  For  they,  being  ignorant  of 
God's  righteousness,  and  going 
about  to  establish  their  own 
righteousness,  have  not  sub- 
mitted themselves  unto  the 
righteousness  of  God. 

4  For  Christ  w  the  end  of  the 
law  for  righteousness  to  every 
one  that  believeth. 

5  For  Moses  describeth  the 
righteousness  which  is  of  the 
law.  That  the  man  which  do- 
eth  those  things  shall  live  by 
them. 

6  But  the  righteousness  which 
is  of  faith  speaketh  on  this 
wise,  Say  not  in  thine  heart. 
Who  shall  ascend  into  heaven? 
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that  is,  to  bring  Christ  down 
from  above: 

7  Or,  Who  shall  descend  into 
the  deep?  that  is,  to  bring 
ap  Christ  again  from  the  dead. 

8  But  what  saith  it?  The 
word  is  nigh  thee,  even  in  thy 
mouth,  and  in  thy  heaai;:  that 
is,  the  word  of  faith,  which  we 
preach ; 

9  That  if  thou  shalt  confess 
with  thy  mouth  the  Lord  Jesus, 
and  shalt  believe  in  thine 
heart  that  God  hath  raised  him 
from  the  dead,  thou  shalt  be 
saved. 

10  For  with  the  heart  man 
believeth  unto  righteousness; 
and  with  the  mouth  confession 
is  made  unto  salvation. 

11  For  the  Scripture  saith. 
Whosoever  believeth  on  him 
shall  not  be  ashamed. 

12  For  there  is  no  difference 
between  the  Jew  and  the 
Greek :  for  the  same  Lord  over 
all  is  rich  unto  all  that  call 
upon  him. 

13  For  whosoever  shall  call 
upon  the  name  of  the  Lord 
shall  be  saved. 

14  How  then  shall  they  call 
on  him  in  whom  they  have  not 
believed?  and  how  shall  they 
believe  in  him  of  whom  they 
have  not  heard  ?  and  how 
shall  they  hear  without  a 
preacher  ? 

15  And  how  shall  they  preach, 
except  they  be  sent?  as  it  is 
written.  How  beautiful  are 
the  feet  of  them  that  preach 
the  gospel  of  peace,  and  bring 
glad  tidings  of  good  things ! 
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16  But  they  have  not  all 
obeyed  the  gospel.  For  Esaias 
saitibi,  Lord,  who  hath  believed 
our  report  ? 

17  So  then  faith  cometh  by 
hearing,  and  hearing  by  the 
word  of  God. 

18  But  I  say.  Have  they  not 
heard  ?  Yes  verily,  their  sound 
went  into  all  the  earth,  and 
their  words  unto  the  ends  of 
the  world. 

19  But  I  say,  Did  not  Israel 
know?  First  Moses  saith,  I 
will  provoke  you  to  jealousy 
by  them  that  are  no  people, 
and  by  a  foolish  nation  I  will 
anger  you. 

20  But  Esaias  is  very  bold, 
and  saith,  I  was  found  of  them 
that  sought  me  not;  I  was 
metde  manifest  unto  them  that 
asked  not  after  me. 

21  But  to  Israel  he  saith, 
All  day  long  I  have  stretched 
forth  my  hands  unto  a  disobe- 
dient and  gainsaying  people. 

CHAPTER  XL 

1  God  hath  not  cast  off  all  liraeL  '7  Some 
were  elected^  though  the  rest  were  hardened. 
16  There  is  Jiope  of  their  conversion.  18 
Tfte  Gentiles  may  not  boast  against  themz 
26  for  there  is  a  promise  of  their  salvation, 
g8  Gods  judgments  are  vnaeatehable. 

I  SAY  then.  Hath  God  cast 
away  his  people  ?  God  for- 
bid. For  I  also  am  an  Israel- 
ite, of  the  seed  of  Abraham,  of 
the  tribe  of  Benjamin. 

2  God  hath  not  cast  away 
his  people  which  he  foreknew. 
Wot  ye  not  what  the  Scripture 
saith  of  Elias  ?  how  he  maketh 
intercession  to  God  against  Is- 
rael, saying. 
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3  Lord,  they  have  killed  thy 
prophets,  and  digged  down 
thine  altars;  and  I  am  left 
alone,  and  they  seek  my  life. 

4  But  what  saith  the  answer 
of  God  unto  him  ?  I  have  re- 
served to  myself  seven  thou- 
sand men,  who  have  not  how- 
ed  the  knee  to  the  image  of 
Baal. 

5  Even  so  then  at  this  present 
time  also  there  is  a  remnant 
according  to  the  election  of 
grace. 

6  And  if  hy  grace,  then  is  it 
no  more  of  works :  otherwise 
grace  is  no  more  grace.  But  if 
it  he  of  works,  then  is  it  no 
more  grace:  otherwise  work  is 
no  more  work. 

7  What  then?  Israel  hath 
not  obtained  that  which  he 
seeketh  for;  but  the  election 
hath  obtained  it,  and  the  rest 
were  blinded ; 

8  According  as  it  is  written, 
God  hath  given  them  the  spirit 
of  slumber,  eyes  that  they 
should  not  see,  and  ears  that 
they  should  not  hear,  unto  this 
day. 

9  And  David  saith.  Let  their 
table  be  made  a  snare,  and  a 
trap,  and  a  stumblingblock, 
and  a  recompense  unto  them : 

10  Let  their  eyes  be  darken- 
ed, that  they  may  not  see,  and 
bow  down  their  back  alway. 

11  I  say  then.  Have  they 
stumbled  that  they  should  fall  ? 
God  forbid :  hnirather  through 
their  fall  salvation  is  come  un- 
to the  Gentiles,  for  to  provoke 
them  to  jealousy. 


12  Now  if  the  fall  of  them  be 
the  riches  of  the  world,  and  the 
diminishing  of  them  the  rich- 
es of  the  Gentiles;  how  much 
more  their  fulness? 

13  For  I  speak  to  you  Gen- 
tiles, inasmuch  as  I  am  the 
apostle  of  the  Gentiles,  I  mag- 
nify mine  office : 

14  If  by  any  means  I  may 
provoke  to  emulation  them 
which  are  my  flesh,  and  might 
save  some  of  them. 

15  For  if  the  casting  away  of 
them  he  the  reconciling  of  the 
world,  what  sAa// the  receiving 
of  them  be,  but  life  from  the 
dead? 

16  For  if  the  firstfruit  be  holy, 
the  lump  is  also  holy :  and  if 
the  root  be  holy,  so  are  the 
branches. 

17  Ajid  if  some  of  the  branch- 
es be  broken  off,  and  thou,  be- 
ing a  wild  olive  tree,  wert  graff- 
ed  in  among  them,  and  with 
them  partakest  of  the  root  and 
fatness  of  the  olive  tree ; 

18  Boast  not  against  the 
branches.  But  if  thou  boast, 
thou  bearest  not  the  root,  but 
the  root  thee. 

19  Thou  wilt  say  then,  The 
branches  were  broken  off,  that 
I  might  be  graffed  in. 

20  Well ;  because  of  unbeKef 
they  were  broken  off,  and  thou 
standestbyfaith.  Be  not  high- 
minded,  but  fear : 

21  For  if  God  spared  not  the 
natural  branches,  take  heed 
lest  he  also  spare  not  thee. 

22  Behold  therefore  the  good- 
ness and  severity  of  God:  on 
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them  which  fell^  severity ;  but 
toward  thee,  goodness,  if  thou 
continue  in  Ais  goodness:  other- 
wise thou  also  shalt  be  cut  off. 

23  And  they  also,  if  they 
abide  not  still  in  unbelief,  shall 
be  graffed  in:  for  God  is  able 
to  gsaff  them  in  again. 

24  For  if  thou  wert  cut  out 
of  the  olive  tree  which  is  wild 
by  nature,  and  wert  graffed 
contrary  to  nature  into  a  good 
olive  tree;  how  much  more 
shall  these,  which  be  the  natu- 
ral branches  J  be  graffed  into 
their  own  olive  tree  ? 

25  For  I  would  not,  brethren, 
that  ye  should  be  ignorant  of 
this  mystery,  lest  ye  should 
be  wise  in  your  own  conceits, 
that  blindness  in  part  is  hap- 
pened to  Israel,  until  the  ful- 
ness of  the  Gentiles  be  come 
in. 

26  And  so  all  Israel  shall  be 
saved:  as  it  is  written,  There 
shall  come  out  of  Zion  the  De- 
liverer, and  shall  turn  away 
ungodliness  from  Jacob : 

27  For  this  is  my  covenant 
unto  them,  when  I  shall  take 
away  their  sins. 

28  As  concerning  the  gospel, 
they  ar^  enemies  for  your  sakes: 
but  as  touching  the  election, 
they  are  beloved  for  the  fathers' 
sakes. 

29  For  the  gifts  and  calling 
of  God  are  without  repentance. 

30  For  as  ye  in  times  past 
have  not  believed  God,  yet 
have  now  obtained  mercy 
through  their  unbelief: 

31  Even  so  have  these  also 
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now  not  believed,  that  through 
your  mercy  they  also  may  ob- 
tain  mercy. 

32  For  God  hath  concluded 
them  all  in  unbelief,  that  he 
might  have  mercy  upon  all. 

33  Oh  the  depth  of  the  riches 
both  of  the  wisdom  and  know- 
ledge  of  God !  how  unsearcha- 
ble are  his  judgments,  and  his 
ways  past  finding  out ! 

34  For  who  hath  known  the 
mind  of  the  Lord?  or  who 
hath  been  his  counsellor  ? 

35  Or  who  hath  first  given  to 
him,  and  it  shall  be  recom- 
pensed unto  him  again  ? 

36  For  of  him,  and  through 
him,  and  to  him,  are  all 
things :  to  whom  he  glory  for 
ever.     Amen.

8  Ko  man,  must  think  too  well  of  himsd/^

I  BESEECH  you  therefore, 
brethren,  by  the  mercies  of 
God,  that  ye  present  your 
bodies  a  living  sacrifice,  holy, 
acceptable  unto  God,  which  is 
your  reasonable  service. 

2  Ajid  be  not  conformed  to 
this  world:  but  be  ye  trans- 
formed by  the  renewing  of 
your  mind,  that  ye  may  prove 
what  is  that  good,  and  accept- 
able, and  perfect  will  of  God. 

3  For  I  say,  through  the 
grace  given  unto  me,  to  every 
man  that  is  among  you,  not 
to  think  of  himself  more 
highly    than    he    ought    to

think;  but  to  think  soberly, 
according  as  God  hath  dealt 
to  every  man  the  measure  of 
faith. 

4  For  as  we  have  many 
members  in  one  body,  and  all 
members  have  not  the  same 
office: 

5  So  we,  being  many,  are 
one  body  in  Christ,  and  every 
one  members  one  of  another. 

6  Having  then  gifts  diflFering 
according  to  the  grace  that  is 
given  to  us,  whether  prophecy, 
let  us  prophesy  according  to  the 
proportion  of  faith; 

7  Or  ministry,  let  us  wait  on 
our  ministering;  or  he  that 
teacheth,  on  teaching ; 

8  Or  he  that  exhorteth,  on 
exhortation:  he  that  giveth, 
let  him  do  it  with  simplicity ; 
he  that  ruleth,  with  diligence ; 
he  that  sheweth  mercy,  with 
cheerfulness. 

9  Let  love  be  without  dissi- 
mulation. Abhor  that  which 
is  evil ;  cleave  to  that  which 
is  good. 

10  Be  kindly  affectioned  one 
to  another  with  brotherly  love ; 
in  honour  preferring  one  ano- 
ther ; 

11  Not  slothful  in  business; 
fervent  in  spirit;  serving  the 
Lord ; 

12  Rejoicing  in  hope;  pa- 
tient in  tribulation;  continu- 
ing instant  in  prayer ; 

13  Distributing  to  the  neces- 
sity of  saints ;  given  to  hospi- 
tality. 

14  Bless  them  which  perse- 
cute you:  bless,  and  curse  not. 


15  Rejoice  with  them  that 
do  rejoice,  and  weep  with 
them  that  weep. 

16  i?^  of  the  same  mind  one 
toward  another.  Mind  not 
high  things,  but  condescend 
to  men  of  low  estate.  Be  not 
wise  in  your  own  conceits. 

17  Recompense  to  no  man 
evil  for  evil.  Provide  things 
honest  in  the  sight  of  all 
men. 

18  If  it  be  possible,  as  much 
as  lieth  in  you,  live  peaceably 
with  all  men. 

19  Dearly  beloved,  avenge 
not  yourselves,  but  rather  give 
place  unto  wrath:  for  it  is 
written,  Vengeance  is  mine;  I 
will  repay,  saith  the  Lord. 

20  Therefore  if  thine  enemy 
hunger,  feed  him ;  if  he  thirst, 
give  him  drink :  for  in  so  doing 
thou  shalt  heap  coals  of  fire  on 
his  head. 

21  Be  not  overcome  of  evil, 
but  overcome  evil  with  good. 

CHAPTER  XIII. 

1  Bubjectum,  and  many  other  dmiien^  we  mee  to 
nui^iatrutee.  8  Xom  m  thefulJUUnff  of  the 
law.  11  Gluttony f  drunkenneea,  and  other 
vorke  of  darkneee^  are  to  bepmt  away.

2  Whosoever  therefore  re- 
sisteththe  power,  resisteth  the 
ordinance  of  God:  and  they 
that  resist  shall  receive  to 
themselves  damnation. 

3  For  rulers  are  not  a  terror 
to  good  works,  but  to  the  evil.

Wilt  thou  then  not  be  afraid 
of  the  power?  do  that  which 
is  good,  and  thou  shalt  have 
praise  of  the  same  : 

4  For  he  is  the  minister  of 
God  to  thee  for  good.  But  if 
thou  do  that  which  is  evil,  be 
afraid ;  for  he  beareth  not  the 
sword  in  vain:  for  he  is  the 
minister  of  God,  a  revenger  to 
execute  wrath  upon  him  that 
doeth  evil. 

6  Wherefore  ye  must  needs 
be  subject,  not  only  for  wrath, 
but  also  for  conscience'  sake. 

6  For,  for  this  cause  pay  ye 
tribute  also :  for  they  are  God's 
ministers,  attending  continu- 
ally upon  this  very  thing. 

7  Render  therefore  to  all  their 
dues:  tribute  to  whom  tribute 
is  due ;  custom  to  whom  cus- 
tom ;  fear  to  whom  fear ;  ho- 
nour to  whom  honour. 

8  Owe  no  man  any  thing, 
but  to  love  one  another:  for 
he  that  loveth  another  hath 
fulfilled  the  law. 

9  For  this,  Thou  shalt  not 
commit  adultery.  Thou  shalt 
not  kill,  Thou  shalt  not  steal. 
Thou  shalt  not  bear  false  wit- 
ness. Thou  shalt  not  covet; 
and  if  there  he  any  other  com- 
mandment, it  is  briefly  com* 
prehended  in  this  saying,  name- 
ly, Thou  shalt  love  thy  neigh- 
bour as  thyself. 

10  Love  worketh  no  ill  to  his 
neighbour:  therefore  love  is 
the  fulfilling  of  the  law. 

11  And  that,  knowing  the 
time,  that  now  it  is  high  time 
to  awake  out  of  sleep:  for  now 
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is  our  salvation  nearer  than 
when  we  believed. 

12  The  night  is  far  spent,  the 
day  is  at  hand :  let  us  there- 
fore cast  off  the  works  of  dark- 
ness, and  let  us  put  on  the 
armour  of  light. 

13  Let  us  walk  honestly,  as 
in  the  day ;  not  in  rioting  and 
drunkenness,  not  in  chamber- 
ing and  wantonness,  not  in 
strife  and  envying : 

14  But  put  ye  on  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  and  make  not 
provision  for  the  flesh,  to  fulfil 
thlB  lusts  thereof. 

CHAPTER  XIV. 

1  Men  may  not  cUspist  nor  condemn  one  on- 
other  for  things  indifferent ;  \Z  but  muH 
take  heed  tliat  tftey  gine  no  <^ence  in  them  ; 
16 /or  that  the  apoetle  proveth  unlawfui  by 
many  reasons. 

HIM  that  is  weak  in  the 
faith  receive  ye,  but  not 
to  doubtful  disputations. 

2  For  one  believeth  that  ho 
may  eat  all  things:  another, 
who  is  weak,  eateth  herbs. 

3  Let  not  him  that  eateth 
despise  him  that  eateth  not; 
and  let  not  him  which  eateth 
not  judge  him  that  eateth :  for 
God  hath  received  him. 

4  Who  art  thou  that  judgest 
another  man's  servant  ?  to  his 
own  master  he  standeth  or 
falleth ;  yea,  he  shall  be  holden 
up :  for  God  is  able  to  make 
him  stand. 

6  One  man  esteemeth  one 
day  above  another:  another 
esteemeth  every  day  alike.  Let 
every  man  be  fully  persuaded 
in  his  own  mind. 

6  He  that  regardeth  the  day^ 


We  must  avoid 


CHAPTER  XV. 


giving  offence. 


regardeth  it  unto  the  Lord; 
and  he  that  regardeth  not  the 
day,  to  the  Lord  he  doth  not 
regard  it.  He  that  eateth,  eat- 
eth  to  the  Lord»  for  he  giveth 
God  thanks ;  and  he  tl^at  eat- 
eth  not,  to  the  Lord  he  eateth 
not,  and  giyeth  God  thanks. 

7  For  none  of  us  liveth  to 
himself,  and  no  man  dieth  to 
himself. 

8  For  whether  we  live,  we 
live  unto  the  Lord ;  and  whe- 
ther we  die,  we  die  unto  the 
Lord :  whether  we  live  there- 
fore, or  die,  we  are  the  Lord's. 

9  For  to  this  end  Christ  both 
died,  and  rose,  and  revived, 
that  he  might  be  Lord  both  of 
the  dead  and  living. 

10  But  why  dost  thou  judge 
thy  brother?  or  why  dost  thou 
set  at  nought  thy  brother?  for 
we  shall  all  stand  before  the 
judgment  seat  of  Christ. 

11  For  it  is  written,  A$  I  live, 
saith  the  Lord,  every  knee 
shall  bow  to  me,  and  every 
tongue  shall  confess  to  God. 

12  So  then  every  one  of  us 
shall  give  account  of  himself 
to  God. 

13  Let  us  not  therefore  judge 
one  another  any  more:  but 
]udge  this  rather,  that  no  man 
put  a  stumblingblock  or  an 
occasion  to  fall  in  his  brother's 
way. 

14  I  know,  and  am  persuad- 
ed by  the  Lord  Jesus,  that 
there  is  nothing  unclean  of  it- 
self: but  to  him  that  esteem- 
eth  any  thing  to  be  unclean, 
to  him  it  is  unclean. 


15  But  if  thy  brother  be 
grieved  with  thy  meat,  now 
walkest  thou  not  charitably. 
Destroy  not  him  witJi  thy  meat, 
for  whom  Christ  died. 

16  Let  not  then  your  good  be 
evil  spoken  of  : 

17  For  the  kingdom  of  God 
is  not  meat  and  drink;  but 
righteousness,  and  peace,  and 
joy  in  the  Holy  Ghost. 

18  For  he  that  in  these  things 
serveth  Christ  is  acceptable 
to  God,  and  approved  of  men. 

19  Let  us  therefore  follow 
after  the  things  which  make 
ibr  peace,  and  things  where* 
with  one  may  edify  another. 

20  For  meat  deslroy  not  the 
work  of  God.  All  things  in- 
deed are  pure ;  but  it  is  evil  for 
that  man  who  eateth  with  of- 
fence. 

21  It  is  good  neither  to  eat 
flesh,  nor  to  drink  wine,  nor 
any  thing  whereby  thy  bro- 
ther stumbleth,  or  is  offended, 
or  is  made  weak. 

22  Hast  thou  faith  ?  have  it 
to  thyself  before  God.  Happy 
is  he  that  condemneth  not 
himself  in  that  thing  which 
he  alloweth. 

23  And  he  that  doubteth  is 
damned  if  he  eat,  because  h^ 
eateth  not  of  faith:  for  what- 
soever is  not  of  faith  is  sin. 

CHAPTER  XV. 

1  The  dwng  muit  betar  irith  ths  weak:  w$ 
may  not  wease  ouraelvet,  for  ao  did  not 
ChritL  7  We  piust  receive  one  another,  oi 
OhriH  did  %$  ally  both  Jewt  and  GeniileM, 
16  Paul  excuteth  hie  manner  of  writing, 
28  andpromiseth  to  eee  them^  80  mtd  requett- 
eth  their  prayere, 
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WE  then  that  are  strong 
onght  to  bear  the  infirm- 
ities of  the  weak,  and  not  to 
please  oarselves. 

2  Let  every  one  of  us  please 
his  neighbour  for  his  good  to 
edification. 

3  For  even  Christ  pleased 
not  himself;  but,  as  it  is  writ- 
ten,  The  reproaches  of  them 
that  reproached  thee  fell  on 
me. 

4  For  whatsoever  things  were 
written  aforetime  were  writ- 
ten for  our  learning,  that  we 
through  patience  and  comfort 
of  the  Scriptures  might  have 
hope. 

5  Now  the  Grod  of  patience 
and  consolation  grant  you  to 
be  likeminded  one  toward 
another  according  to  Christ 
Jesus  : 

6  That  ye  may  with  one 
mind  and  one  mouth  glorify 
God,  even  the  Father  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

7  Wherefore  receive  ye  one 
another,  as  Christ  also  received 
us,  to  the  glory  of  God. 

8  Now  I  say  that  Jesus  Christ 
was  a  minister  of  the  circum- 
cision for  the  truth  of  God,  to 
confirm  the  promises  made 
unto  the  fathers : 

9  And  that  the  Gentiles 
might  glorify  God  for  his 
mercy;  as  it  is  written.  For 
this  cause  I  will  cx)nfess  to 
thee  among  the  Gentiles,  and 
sing  unto  thy  name, 

10  And  again  he  sadth.  Re- 
joice, ye  Gentiles,  with  his 
people. 
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11  And  again.  Praise  the 
Lord,  all  ye  Gentiles  ;  and 
laud  him,  all  ye  people. 

12  And  again,  Esaias  saith, 
There  shall  be  a  root  of  Jesse, 
and  he  that  shall  rise  to  reign 
over  the  Gentiles;  in  him  shall 
the  Gentiles  trust. 

13  Now  the  God  of  hope  fill 
you  with  all  joy  and  peace  in 
believing,  that  ye  may  abound 
in  hope,  through  the  power  of 
ihe  Holy  Ghost. 

14  And  I  myself  ijso  am 
persuaded  of  you,  my  bre- 
thren,  that  ye  also  are  full  of 
goodness,  fdled  with  all  know- 
led  ge,  able  also  to  admonish 
one  another. 

15  Nevertheless,  brethren,  I 
have  written  the  more  boldly 
unto  you  in  some  sort,  as  put- 
ting  you  in  mind,  because  of 
the  grace  that  is  given  to  me 
of  God, 

16  That  I  should  be  the 
minister  of  Jesus  Christ  to 
tiie  Gentiles,  ministering  the 
gospel  of  God,  that  the  offering 
up  of  the  Gentiles  might  be 
acceptable,  being  sanctified  by 
the  Holy  Ghost. 

17  I  have  therefore  whereof 
I  may  glory  through  Jesus 
Christ  in  those  things  which 
pertain  to  God. 

18  For  I  will  not  dare  to 
speak  of  any  of  those  things 
which  Christ  hath  not  wrought 
by  me,  to  make  the  Gentiles 
obedient,  by  word  and  deed, 

19  Through  mighty  signs 
and  wonders,  by  the  power  of 
the  Spirit  of   God;    so  that

from  Jerusalem^  and  round 
about  unto  Illyncum,  I  have 
fully  preaohed  the  goBpel  of 
Christ, 

20  Yea,  so  have  I  strived  to 
preach  the  gospel,  not  where 
Christ  was  named,  lest  I 
should  build  upon  another 
man's  foundation : 

21  But  as  it  is  written,  To 
whom  he  was  not  spoken  of, 
they  shall  see:  and  they  that 
have  not  heard  shall  under- 
stand. 

22  For  which  cause  also  I 
haye  been  much  hindered 
from  coining  to  you. 

23  But  now  having  no  more 
place  in  these  parts,  and  hav- 
ing a  great  desire  these  many 
years  to  come  unto  you ; 

24  Whensoever  I  take  my 
journey  into  Spain,  I  wiU 
come  to  you:  for  I  trust  to 
see  you  in  my  journey,  and 
to  be  brought  on  my  way 
thitherward  by  you,  if  first  1 
be  somewhat  filled  with  your 
company. 

25  But  now  I  go  unto  Jeru- 
salem  to  minister  unto  the 
saints. 

26  For  it  hath  pleased  them 
of  Macedonia  and  Achaia  to 
make  a  rartain  contribution 
for  the  poor  saints  which  axe 
at  Jerusalem. 

27  It  hath  pleased  them 
verily;  and  their  debtors  they 
are.  For  if  the  Gentiles  have 
been  made  partakers  of  their 
spiritual  things,  their  duty  is 
also  to  minister  unto  them  in 
carnal  things. 


28  When  therefore  I  have 
performed  this,  and  have  seal- 
ed to  them  this  fruit,  I  will 
come  by  you  into  Spain. 

29  And  I  am  sure  that,  wlien 
I  come  unto  you,  I  shall  come 
in  the  fulness  of  the  blessing 
of  the  gospel  of  Christ. 

30  Now  I  beseech  you,  bre- 
thren, for  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ's  sake,  and  for  the  love 
of  the  Spirit,  that  ye  strive 
together  with  me  in  your 
prayers  to  God  for  me; 

31  That  I  may  be  delivered 
from  them  that  do  not  believe 
in  Judea;  and  that  my  serv- 
ice which  /  have  for  Jerusa- 
lem may  be  accepted  of  the 
saints ;

2  That  ye  receive  her  in  tikie 
Lord,  as  becometh  saints,  and 
that  ye  assist  her  in  whatso- 
ever busineas  she  hath  need 
of  you:  for  she  hath  been  a 
succourer  of  many,  and  ol' 
myself  also. 

8  Greet  Priscilla  and  Aquila, 
my  helpers  in  Christ  Jesus ; 
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4  Who  have  for  my  life  laid 
down  their  own  necks:  unto 
whom  not  only  I  give  thanks, 
but  also  all  the  churches  of 
the  Gentiles. 

5  Likewise  greet  the  church 
that  is  in  their  house.  Salute 
my  well  beloved  Epenetus,  who 
is  the  firstfruits  of  Achaia  unto 
Christ. 

6  Greet  Mary,  who  bestowed 
much  labour  on  us. 

7  Salute  Andronicus  and  Ju- 
nia,  my  kinsmen,  and  my  fel- 
low prisoners,  who  are  of  note 
among  the  apostles,  who  also 
were  in  Christ  before  me. 

8  Greet  Amplias,  my  beloved 
in  the  Lord. 

9  Salute  Urbane,  our  helper 
in  Christ,  and  Stachys  my  be- 
loved. 

10  Salute  Apelles  approved 
in  Christ.  Salute  them  which 
are  of  Aristobulus'  howehold. 

11  Salute  Herodion  my  kins- 
man. Greet  them  that  be  of 
the  household  of  Narcissus, 
which  are  in  the  Lord. 

12  Salute  Trjrphena  and 
Tryphosa,  who  labour  in  the 
Lord.  Salute  the  beloved  Per- 
sis,  which  laboured  much  in 
the  Lord. 

13  Salute  Rufus  chosen  in  the 
Lord,  and  his  mother  and  mine. 

14  Salute  Agyncritus,  Phle- 
gon,  Hermas,  Patrobas,  Her- 
mes, and  the  brethren  which 
are  with  them- 

15  Salute  Philologus,  and 
Julia,  Nereus,  and  his  sister, 
and  Olympas,  and  all  the  saints 
which  are  with  them* 
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16  Salute  one  another  with  a 
holy  kiss.  The  churches  of 
Christ  salute  you. 

17  Now  I  beseech  you,  bre. 
thren,  mark  tiiem  which  cause 
divisions  and  offences  contrary 
to  the  doctrine  which  ye  have 
learned ;  and  avoid  them. 

18  For  they  that  are  such 
serve  not  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
but  their  own  belly ;  and  by 
good  words  and  fair  speeches  de- 
ceive the  hearts  of  the  simple. 

19  For  your  obedience  is  come 
abroad  unto  all  men.  I  am  glad 
therefore  on  your  behalf:  but 
yet  I  would  have  you  wise  unto 
that  which  is  good,  and  simple 
concerning  evil. 

20  And  the  God  of  peace 
shall  bruise  Satan  under  your 
feet  shortly.  The  grace  of  oui 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  be  with  you. 
Amen, 

21  Timotheusmy  workfellow, 
and  Lucius,  and  Jason,  and  Sos- 
ipater,  my  kinsmen,  salute  you. 

22  I  Tertius,  who  wrote  this 
epistle,  salute  you  in  the  Lord. 

23  Gains  mine  host,  and  ol 
the  whole  church,  saluteth  you. 
Erastus  the  chamberlain  of 
the  city  saluteth  you,  and 
Quartus  a  brother. 

24  The  grace  of  our  Lord  Je- 
SU3  Christ  he  with  you  all. 
Amen. 

25  Now  to  him  tha4;  is  of

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CHAPTER  I. 

t  After  At«  aaltUaHon  ttnd  thanksaiving^  10 
he  exhortith  them  to  unity,  13  anarepropeth 
their  diatennons,  18  Ood  destroy eth  the  wii- 
dom  of  the  loiee  hy  the  fooHshnets  of  preach' 
ing ;  26  andeaUeth  not  the  wise,  mighty,  and 
nolle,  but  the  foolish,  vteaJc,  and  men  of  no 
account, 

PAUL,  called  to  he  ah  apos- 
tle of  Jesus  Christ  through 
the  will  of  God,  and  Sosthenes 
our  brother, 

2  Unto  the  church  of  God 
which  is  at  Corinth,  to  them 
that  are  sanctified  in  Christ 
Jesus,  called  to  be  saints,  with 
all  that  in  erery  place  call 
upon  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord,  both  theirs  and 
ours: 

3  Grace  he  unto  you,  and 
peace,  from  God  our  Father, 
and  from  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ. 

4  I  thank  my  God  always 
on  your  behalf,  for  the  grace 
of  God  which  is  given  you  by 
Jesus  Christ; 

5  That  in  every  thing  ye  are 
enriched  by  him,  in  all  utter- 
ance,  and  in  all  knowledge ;

6  Even  as  the  testimony  of 
Christ  was  confirmed  in  you : 

7  So  that  ye  come  behind 
in  no  gift;  waiting  for  the 
coming  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ: 

8  Who  shall  also  confirm  you 
unto  the  end,  that  ye  may  be 
blameless  in  the  day  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

9  God  is  faithful,  by  whom  ye 
were  called  imto  the  fellow- 
ship of  his  Son  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord. 

10  Now  I  beseech  you,  bre- 
thren,  by  the  name  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  that  ye  all  speak 
the  same  thing,  and  that  there 
be  no  divisions  among  you; 
but  that  ye  be  perfectly  joined 
together  in  the  same  mind  and 
in  the  same  judgment. 

11  For  it  hath  been  declared 
unto  me  of  you,  my  brethren, 
by  them  which  are  of  the  house 
of  Chloe,  that  there  are  con- 
tentions among  you. 

12  Now  this  I  say,  that  every 
one  of  you  saith,  I  am  of  Paul ; 
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aoid  I  of  ApoUos ;  and  I  of  Ce- 
phas ;  and  I  of  Christ. 

13  Is  Christ  divided?  was 
Paul  crucified  for  you?  or 
were  ye  baptized  in  the  name 
of  Paul? 

14  I  thank  God  that  I  bap- 
tized none  of  you,  but  Crispus 
and  Gains ; 

15  Lest  any  should  say  that 
I  had  baptized  iu  mine  own 
name. 

16  And  I  baptized  also  the 
household  of  Stephanas:  be- 
sides, I  know  not  whether  I 
baptized  any  other. 

17  For  Christ  sent  me  not  to 
baptize,  but  to  preach  the  gos- 
pel :  not  with  wisdom  of  words, 
lest  the  cross  of  Christ  should 
be  made  of  none  effect* 

18  For  the  preaching  of  the 
cross  is  to  them  that  perish, 
foolishness ;  but  unto  us  which 
are  saved,  it  is  the  power  of 
God, 

19  For  it  is  written,  I  will 
destroy  the  wisdoip  of  the  wise, 
and  will  bring  to  nothing  the 
understanding  of  the  prudent. 

20  Where  is  the  wise  ?  where 
is  the  scribe  ?  where  is  the  dis- 
puter  of  this  world  ?  hath  not 
God  made  foolish  the  wisdom 
of  this  world  ? 

21  For  after  that  in  the  wis- 
dom  of  God  the  world  by  wis- 
dom knew  not  God,  it  pleased 
God  by  the  foolishness  of 
preaching  to  save  them  that 
believe. 

22  For  the  Jews  require  a 
si^i,  and  the  Greeks  seek  after 
wisdom: 
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23  But  we  pareach  Christ  cm- 
cified,  unto  the  Jews  a  stum- 
blinghlock,  and  unto  the 
Greeks  foolishness ; 

24  But  unto  them  which  are 
called,  both  Jews  and  Greeks, 
Christ  the  power  of  God,  and 
the  wisdom  of  God, 

25  Because  the  foolishness  of 
God  is  wiser  than  men;  and 
the  weakness  of  God  is  strong** 
er  than  men. 

26  For  ye  see  your  calling, 
br^ren,  bow  that  not  many 
wise  men  after  the  flesh,  not 
many  mighty,  not  many  noble, 
are  called: 

27  But  God  hath  chosen  the 
foolish  things  o£  the  world  to 
confound  the  wise;  and  God 
hath  chosen  the  weak  things 
of  the  world  to  coafound  the 
things  which  are  mighty ; 

28  And  base  things  of  the 
world,  and  things  which  are 
despised,  hath  God  chosen, 
yeoj  and  things  which  are  not, 
to  bring  to  nought  things  that 
are: 

29  That  no  flesh  should  glory 
in  his  presence. 

30  But  of  him  ajre  ye  in 
Christ  Jesus,  who  of  God  ia 
made  unto  us  wisdom,  and. 
righteousness,  and  sanctifica- 
tion,  and  redemption: 

31  That,  according  as  it  is 
written,  He  that  glorieth,  let 
him  glory  in  the  Lord.

AND  I,  brethren,  when  I 
.  came  to  yon,  come  not 
with  excellency  of  speech  or 
of  wisdom,  declaring'  unto  yon 
the  testimony  of  G^. 

2  For  I  determined  not  to 
know  any  thing  among  you, 
save  Jesuit  Christ,  and  him 
crucifiiBd. 

8  And  I  was  with  you  in 
weakness,  and  in  fear,  and  in 
much  trembling. 

4  And  my  speech  and  my 
preaching  tme  not  with  entic- 
ing words  of  man's  wisdom, 
but  in  demonstration  of  the 
Spirit  and  of  power : 

6  That  your  faith  should  not 
stand  in  the  wisdom  of  men, 
but  in  the  power  of  God. 

6  Howbeit  we  speak  wisdom 
among  th^n  that  are  perfect : 
yet  not  the  wisdom  of  this 
world,  nor  of  the  princes  of  this 
world,  tiiat  come  to  nought  : 

7  But  we  speak  the  wisdom 
of  God  in  a  mystery,  even  the 
hidden  wisdom^  which  God 
ordained  before  the  world  un- 
to our  glory ; 

8  Which  none  of  the  princes 
of  this  world  knew :  for  had 
they  known  it^  they  would  not 
have  crucified  the  Lord  of  glory. 

9  But  as  it  is  written.  Eye 
hath  not  seen,  nor  ear  heard, 
neither  have  entered  into  the 
heart  of  man,  the  things  which 
God  hath  prepared  for  them 
that  love  him.  . 

10  But  God  hath  revealed 
them  unto  us  by  his  Spirit :  for 
the  Spirit  searcheth  ail  things, 
yea,  the  deep  things  of  God. 


11  For  what  man  knoweth 
the  things  of  a  man,  save  the 
spirit  of  man  which  is  in  him  ? 
even  so  the  things  of  Ood 
knoweth  no  man,  but  the  Spi- 
ritofGod. 

12  Now  we  have  received, 
not  the  spirit  of  the  world,  but 
the  spirit  which  is  of  G-od; 
that  we  might  know  the  things 
that  are  fireely  given  to  us  of 
GwL 

13  Which  things  also  we 
speak,  not  in  the  words  which 
man's  wisdom  teacheth,  but 
which  the  Holy  Ghost  teach- 
eth ;  comparing  spiritual  things 
wi(ii  spiritual. 

14  But  the  natural  man  re- 
oeiveth  not  the  things  of  the 
Spirit  of  God;  for  they  are 
foolishness  unto  him:  neither 
can  he  know  theniy  because 
they  are  spiritually  discerned. 

15  But  he  that  is  spiritual 
judgeth  all  things,  yet  he  him* 
self  is  judged  of  no  man. 

16  For  who  hath  knovm  the 
mind  of  the  Lord,  that  he  may 
instruct  him?  But  we  have 
the  mind  of  Christ. 

CHAPTER  III. 

1  Paul  speaketh  itnto  tkem  a»  wnto  babei  and 
as  carnal.  6  lie  that  planteth^  atid  he  thai 
watercth^  ia  fiothing.  9  Minittern  ate  OotTM 
/bUow  workmen,  \  1  ChrUt  the  mdjf  founder 
tioH,  \t  Men  the  templet  of  Ooi  whiek 
must  be  kepi  holy.  Itf  The  wisdom  of  thU 
world  is/ooHsknett  with  Ood 

AND  I,  brethren,  could  not 
.  speak  unto  you  as  unto 
spiritual,  but  as  unto  carnal, 
even  as  unto  babes  in  Christ. 

2  I  have  fed  you  with  milk, 
and  not  with  meat:  for  hitherto 
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ye  were  not  able  to  hear  it^  nei- 
ther yet  now  are  ye  able. 

8  For  ye  are  yet  carnal:  for 
wh^eas  there  is  among  yon 
envying,  and  strife,  and  divi- 
sions, are  ye  not  carnal,  and 
walk  as  men  ? 

4  For  while  one  saith,  I  am  of 
Paul;  and  another,  I  am  of 
ApoUos ;  adre  ye  not  carnal  ? 

5  Who  then  is  Paul,  and  who 
is  ApoUos,  but  ministers  by 
whom  ye  believed,  even  as 
the  Lord  gave  to  every  man? 

6 1  have  planted,  ApoUos  wa* 
tered;  but  God  gave  the  in- 
crease. 

7  So  then  neither  is  he  that 
planteth  any  thing,  neither  he 
that  watereth ;  but  God  that 
giveth  the  increase. 

8  Now  he  that  planteth  and 
he  that  watereth  ajre  one :  and 
every  man  shall  receive  his 
own  reward  according  to  his 
own  labour. 

9  For  we  are  labourers  to- 
gether with  God:  ye  are  God's 
husbandry,  ye  are  Gt>d's  build- 
ing. 

10  According  to  the  grace  of 
God  which  is  given  unto  me, 
as  a  wise  masterbuilder,  I  have 
laid  the  foundation,  and  an- 
other buUdeth  thereon.  But 
let  every  man  take  heed  how 
he  bmldeth  thereupon. 

11  For  other  foundation  can 
no  man  lay  than  that  is  laid, 
which  is  Jesus  Christ. 

12  Now  if  any  man  build 
upon  this  foundation  gold,  sil- 
ver, precious  stones,  wood,  hay, 
stubble ; 
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13  Every  man's  work  shaU  be 
made  manifest:  for  the  day 
shall  declare  it,  because  it 
shaU  be  revealed  by  fire ;  and 
the  fire  shall  try  every  man's 
work  of  whalb  sort  it  is. 

14  If  any  man's  work  abide 
which  he  hath  bmlt  thereupon, 
he  shall  receive  a  reward. 

15  If  any  man's  work  shaU  be 
burtied,  he  shall  sufier  loss: 
but  he  himself  shaU  be  saved ; 
yet  so  as  by  fire. 

16  Know  ye  not  that  ye  are 
the  temple  of  God,  and  that 
the  Spirit  of  Gt>d  dwelleth  in 
you? 

17  If  any  man  defile  the  tern- 
pie  of  €rod,  him  shall  GoA  d^ 
stroy ;  for  the  temple  of  God 
is  holy,  which  temple  ye  are. 

18  Let  no  man  deceive  him- 
self.  If  any  man  among  you 
seemeth  to  be  wise  in  this 
world,  let  him  become  a  fool, 
that  he  may  be  wise. 

19  For  the  wisdom  of  this 
world  is  foolishness  witib  God : 
for  it  is  written.  He  taketh 
the  wise  in  their  0¥m  crafti- 
ness. 

20  And  again,  The  Lord 
knoweth  the  thoughts  of  the 
wise,  that  they  are  vain. 

21  Therefore  let  no  man  glo- 
ry in  men :  for  aU  things  are 
yours; 

22  Whether  Paul,  or  Apol- 
los,  or  Cephas,  or  the  world,  or 
Ufe,  or  death,  or  things  pre- 
sent, or  things  to  come;  all 
are  yours; 

23  And  ye  are  Chrisl^s;  and 
Christ  is  God's.

CHAPTER  IV. 

1  In  whai  aeeaunt  nUmaterf  &ught  to  be  hdd 
7  We  have  noUting  which  we  have  not  receiv- 
ed. 9  The  apottUe  a  epectaele  to  the  world, 
angeU,  end  men;  18  the  fiUh  and  offeeour- 
ina  of  the  world,  16  Yet  he  uraeth  them  to 
fobom  him  at  their  father  in  Chriet, 

LET  a  man  so  aoconnt  of  us, 
as  of  the  ministeirs  of 
Christ,  and  stewards  of  the 
mysteries  of  Crod. 

2  Moreover  it  is  required  in 
stewards,  that  a  man  be  found 
faithful. 

3  But  with  me  it  is  a  very 
small  thing  that  I  should  be 
judged  of  you,  or  of  man's 
judgment:  yea,  I  judge  not 
mine  own  self 

4  For  I  know  nothing  by 
myself;  yet  am  I  not  herebv 
justified :  but  he  that  judgeth 
me  is  the  Lord. 

6  Therefore  judge  nothing  be- 
fore the  time,  until  the  Lord 
oome,  who  both  will  bring  to 
light  thehidden  things  of  dark- 
ness, and  will  make  manifest 
the  counsels  of  the  hearts: 
and  then  shall  every  man  have 
praise  of  Gtod. 

6  And  these  things,  brethren, 
I  have  in  a  figure  transferred 
to  myself  and  ta  ApoUos  for 
vour  sakes;  that  ye  might 
learn  in  us  not  to  think  of  men 
above  that  which  is  written, 
that  no  one  of  you  be  puffed 
up  for  one  against  another. 

7  For  who  maketh  thee  to 
difier  from  another?  and 
what  hast  thou  that  thou 
didst  not  receive?  now  if  thou 
didst  receive  t<,  why  dost  thou 
glory,  as  if  thou  hadst  not  re- 
ceived it? 


8  Now  ye  are  full,  now  ye 
are  rich,  ye  have  reigned  as 
kings  without  us :  and  I  would 
to  God  ve  did  reign,  that  we 
also  might  reign  uith  you. 

9  For  I  think  that  God  hath 
set  forth  us  the  apostles  last, 
as  it  were  appointed  to  death : 
for  we  are  made  a  spectacle 
unto  the  world,  and  to  angels, 
and  to  men. 

10  We  are  fools  for  Christ's 
sake,  but  ye  ar^wise  in  Christ; 
we  are  weak,  but  ye  are 
strong ;  ye  are  honourable,  but 
vre  are  despised. 

11  Even  unto  this  present 
hour  we  both  hunger,  and 
thirst,  and  are  naked,  and  are 
buffeted,  and  have  no  certain 
dwellingplace ; 

12  And  labour,  working  with 
our  own  hands:  being  reviled, 
we  bless;  being  persecuted, 
we  suffer  it : 

13  Being  defamed,  we  en* 
treat :  we  are  made  as  the  filth 
of  the  world,  and  are  the  off. 
scouring  of  all  things  unto  this 
day. 

14  I  write  not  these  things  to 
shame  you,  but  as  my  beloved 
sons  I  warn  you. 

16  For  though  ye  have  ten 
thousand  inskuctors  in  Christ, 
yet  have  ye  not  many  fathers : 
for  in  Cmrist  Jesus  I  have  be- 
gotten you  through  the  gospel. 

16  Wherefore  I  beseech  you, 
be  ye  followers  of  me. 

17  For  this  cause  have  I  sent 
unto  you  Timotheus,  who  is 
my  beloved  son,  and  faithful 
in  the  Lord,  who  shall  bring 
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you  into  remembrance  of  my 
ways  which  be  in  Christ,  as  I 
teach  every  where  in  every 
church. 

18  Now  some  are  puflfed  up, 
as  though  I  would  not  come 
to  you. 

19  But  I  will  come  to  you 
shortly,  if  the  Lord  will,  and 
will  know,  not  the  speech  of 
them  which  are  puffed  up,  but 
the  power, 

20  For  the  kingdom  of  God 
is  not  in  word,  but  in  power. 

21  What  will  ye?  shall  I 
come  unto  you  with  a  rod,  or 
in  love,  and  in  the  spirit  of 
meekness  ? 

CHAPTER  V. 

I  Th£  ineesiuous  person  to  be  exeommunieated, 
'7  The  old  lecmen  U  to  be  purged  out.  10  Of- 
fendere  in  the  church  are  to  be  emoided 

IT  is  reported  commonly  that 
there  is  fornication  among 
you,  and  such  fornication  as  is 
not  so  much  as  named  among 
the  Gentiles,  that  one  should 
have  his  father's  wife. 

2  And  ye  are  puffed  up,  and 
have  not  rather  mourned,  that 
he  that  hath  done  this  deed 
might  be  taken  away  from 
among  you. 

3  For  I  verily,  as  absent  in 
body,  but  present  in  spirit, 
have  judged  already,  as  though 
I  were  present,  concerning  him 
that  hath  so  done  this  deed, 

4  In  the  name  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  when  ye  are  ga- 
thered  together,  and  niy  spirit, 
with  the  power  of  our  Lord  Je- 
sus Christ, 

5  To  deliver  such  a  one  unto 
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Satan  for  the  destruction  of  the 
flesh,  that  the  spirit  may  be 
saved  in  the  day  of  the  Lord 
Jesus. 

6  Your  glorying  is  not  good. 
Know  ye  not  that  a  little 
leaven  leaveneth  the  whole 
lump? 

7  Purge  out  therefore  the  old 
leaven,  that  ye  may  be  a  new 
lump,  as  ye  are  unleavened. 
For  even  Christ  our  pasdov^  is 
sacrificed  for  us : 

8  Therefore  let  us  keep  the 
fea^,  not  with  old  leaven,  nei- 
ther with  the  leaven  of  malice 
and  wickedness;  but  with  the 
unleavened  brecui  of  sincerity 
and  truth. 

9  I  wrote  unto  you  in  an 
epistle  not  to  company  with 
fornicators  : 

10  Yet  not  altogether  with 
the  fornicators  of  this  world, 
or  with  the  covetous,  or  extor- 
tioners, or  with  idolaters ;  for 
then  must  ye  needs  go  out  of 
the  world. 

11  But  now  I  have  written 
unto  you  not  to  keep  company, 
if  any  man  that  is  called  a 
brother  be  a  fornicator,  or  co- 
vetous, or  an  idolater,  or  a  rail- 
er,  or  a  drunkard,  or  an  extor- 
tioner ;  with  such  a  one  no  not 
to  eat. 

12  For  what  have  I  to  do  to 
judge  them  also  that  are  with- 
out?  do  not  ye  judge  them 
that  are  within  ? 

13  But  them  that  are  with- 
out God  judgeth.  Therefore 
put  away  from  among  your- 
selves  that  veicked  person.

CHAPTER  VI. 

1  2*he  Corinthians  must  not  go  to  law  with 
their  brethren^  6  upedaUy  Imbre  unhdisvers, 
9  The  unrightwus  shall  not  inherit  the  king- 
dom of  God.  16  Our  bodies  are  the  mem- 
bers of  Cfirist,  and  temples  of  the  Holy  OhosL 
16   J%eg  wmtt  not  therefore  be  defied 

DARE  any  of  you,  havixig 
a  matter  against  another, 
go  to  law  before  the  unjust, 
and  not  before  the  saints? 

2  Do  ye  not  know  that  the 
saints  shall  judge  the  world  ? 
and  if  the  world  shall  be 
judged  by  you,  are  ye  unwor- 
thy to  judge  the  smallest  mat- 
ters? 

3  Know  ye  not  that  we  shall 
judge  angels?  how  much  more 
things  that  pertain  to  this  life  ? 

4  If  then  ye  have  judgments 
of  things  pertaining  to  this  life, 
set  them  to  judge  who  are  least 
esteemed  in  the  chuxch. 

5  I  speak  to  your  shame.  Is 
it  so,  that  there  is  not  a  wise 
man  among  you?  no,  not  one 
that  shall  be  able  to  judge  be- 
tween his  brethren  ? 

6  But  brother  goeth  to  law 
with  brother,  and  that  before 
the  unbelievers* 

7  Now  therefore  there  is  ut- 
terly a  fault  among  you,  be- 
cause  ye  go  to  law  one  with 
another.  Why  do  ye  not  ra- 
ther  take  wrong?  Why  do 
ye  not  rather  si^er  yourselves 
to  be  defrauded  f 

8  Nay,  ye  do  wrong,  and  de- 
fraud, and  that  your  brethren. 

9  Know  ye  not  that  the 
imrighteous  sbail  not  inherit 
the  kingdom  of  God  ?  Be  not 
deceived  :  neither  fornicators, 
nor  idolaters,  nor  adulterers, 


nor  effenainate,  nor  abusers  of 
themselves  with  mankind, 

10  Nor  thieves,  nor  covetous, 
n<Jr  drunkards,  nor  revilers,  nor 
extortioners,  shall  Inherit  the 
kingdom  of  God. 

11  And  such  were  some  of 
you :  but  ye  are  washed,  but 
ye  are  sanctified,  but  ye  are 
justified  in  the  name  of  the 
Lord  Jesus,  and  by  the  Spirit 
of  our  God. 

12  All  things  are  lawful  un- 
to  me,  but  aU  things  are  not 
expedient :  all  things  are  law- 
ful for  me,  but  I  will  not  be 
brought  under  the  power  of 
any. 

13  Meats  for  the  belly,  and 
the  belly  for  meats :  but  God 
shall  destroy  both  it  and  them. 
Now  the  body  is  not  for  forni- 
cation, but  for  the  Lord ;  and 
the  Lord  for  the  body. 

14  And  God  hath  both  raised 
up  the  Lord,  and  will  also  raise 
up  us  by  his  own  power. 

15  Know  ye  not  that  your 
bodies  are  the  members  of 
Christ  ?  shall  I  then  take  the 
members  of  Christ,  and  make 
them  the  members  of  a  harlot  ? 
God  forbid. 

16  What!  know  ye  not  that 
he  which  is  joined  to  a  harlot 
is  one  body?  for  two,  saith  he, 
shall  be  one  flesh. 

17  But  he  that  is  joined  un- 
to the  Lord  is  one  spirit. 

18  Flee  fornication.  Every 
sin  that  a  man  doeth  is  with- 
out the  body;  but  he  that 
committeth  fornication  sin- 
neth  against  his  own  body.

19  What !  know  ye  not  that 
your  body  is  the  temple  of  the 
Holy  Ghost  which  is  in  you, 
which  ye  have  of  God,  and  ^e 
are  not  your  own  ? 

20  For  ye  are  bought  with  a 
price:  therefore  glorify  God  in 
your  body,  and  in  your  spirit, 
which  are  God's. 

CHAPTER  VIL 

1  Paul  treaieth  of  nutrriofft  and  it$  duHe$, 
10  The  believing  partner  i*  not  to  fortake 
the  unbelieving.  17  £very  man  must  be 
content  with  his  vocaiion.  25  Concerning 
virgin*, 

NOW  concerning  the  things 
whereof  ye  wrote  unto 
me :  It  is  good  for  a  man  not 
to  touch  a  woman. 

2  Nevertheless,  to  avoid  forni- 
cation, let  every  man  have  his 
own  wife,  and  let  every  woman 
have  her  own  husband. 

3  Let  the  husband  render  un- 
to the  wife  due  benevolence : 
and  likewise  also  the  wife  unto 
the  husband. 

4  The  wife  hath  not  power 
of  her  own  body,  but  the  hus- 
band: and  likewise  also  the 
husband  hath  not  power  of  his 
own  body,  but  the  wife. 

5  Defraud  ye  not  one  the 
other,  except  it  be  with  con- 
sent for  a  time,  that  ye  may 
give  yourselves  to  fasting  and 
prayer;  and  come  together 
again,  that  Satan  tempt  you 
not  for  your  incontinency. 

6  But  I  speak  this  by  per- 
mission,  and  not  of  command- 
ment. 

7  For  I  would  that  all  men 
were  even  as  I  myself.    But 
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every  man  hath  his  proper 
gift  of  God,  one  after  this  man- 
ner, and  another  after  that. 

8  I  say  therefore  to  the  un- 
married and  widows.  It  is 
good  for  them  if  they  abide 
even  as  I. 

9  But  ifthey  cannot  contain, 
let  them  marry :  for  it  is  better 
to  marry  than  to  bum. 

10  And  unto  the  married  I 
command,  yet  not  I,  but  the 
Lord,  Let  not  the  wife  depart 
from  her  husband: 

11  But  and  if  she  depart,  let 
her  remain  unmarried,  or  be 
reconciled  to  her  husband :  and 
let  not  the  husband  put  away 
his  wife. 

12  But  to  the  rest  speak  I,  not 
the  Lord:  If  any  brother  hath 
a  wife  that  believeth  not,  and 
she  be  pleased  to  dwell  with 
him,  let  him  not  put  her 
away. 

13  And  the  woman  which 
hath  a  husband  that  believeth 
not,  and  if  he  be  pleased  to 
dwell  with  her,  let  her  not 
leave  him, 

14  For  the  unbelieving  bus- 
band  is  sanctified  by  the  wife, 
and  the  unbelieving  wife  is 
sanctified  by  the  husband :  else 
were  your  children  unclean; 
but  now  are  they  holy. 

15  But  if  the  unbelieving  de- 
part, let  him  depart.  A  brother 
or  a  sister  is  not  under  bondage 
in  such  cases:  but  God  hath 
called  us  to  peace. 

16  For  what  knowest  thou,  O 
wife,  whether  thou  shalt  save 
tht/  husband?  or  how  knowest 
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thou,  O   man,  whether  thou 
shalt  save  thy  wife  ? 

17  But  as  God  hath  distri- 
buted to  every  man,  as  the 
Lord  hath  called  eyery  one,  so 
let  him  walk.  And  so  ordain 
I  ill  all  churches. 

18  Is  any  man  called  bein^ 
circumcised  ?  let  him  not  be- 
come  uncireumcised.  Is  any 
called  in  uncircumcision  ?  let 
him  not  be  circumcised. 

19  Circumcision  is  nothing, 
and  uncircumcision  is  nothing, 
but  the  keeping  of  the  com- 
mandments of  God. 

20  Let  everv  man  abide  in 
the  same  calling  wherein  he 
was  called. 

21  Art  thou  called  being  a 
servant?  care  not  for  it:  but 
if  thou  mayest  be  made  free, 
use  it  rather. 

22  For  he  that  is  called  in 
the  Lord,  being  a  servant,  is 
the  Lord's  freeman:  likewise 
also  he  that  is  called,  being 
free,  is  Christ's  servant. 

23  Ye  are  bought  with  a  price ; 
be  not  ye  the  servants  of  men. 

24  Brethren,  let  every  man, 
wherein  he  is  called,  therein 
abide  with  God. 

25  Now  concerning  virgins  I 
have  no  commandment  of  the 
Lord :  yet  I  give  my  judgment, 
as  one  that  hath  obtained  mer- 
cy  of  the  Lord  to  be  faithful. 

26  I  suppose  therefore  that 
this  is  good  for  the  present 
distress,  I  sav^  that  it  is  good 
for  a  man  so  to  be. 

27  Art  thou  bound  unto  a 
wife?  seek  not  to  be  loosed. 


Art  thou  loosed  from  a  wife  ? 
seek  not  a  wife* 

28  But  and  if  thou  marry, 
thou  hast  not  sinned;  and  if 
a  virgin  marry,  she  hath  not 
sinned.  Nevertheless  such  shall 
have  trouble  in  the  flesh :  but 
I  spare  you. 

29  But  this  I  say,  brethren, 
the  time  t«  short:  itremaineth, 
that  both  they  that  have  wives 
be  as  though  they  had  none ; 

80  And  they  that  weep,  as 
though  they  wept  not;  and 
they  that  rejoice,  as  though 
they  rejoiced  not;  and  they 
that  buy,  as  though  they  pos- 
sessed not ; 

31  And  they  that  use  this 
world,  as  not  abusing  it :  for 
the  fashion  of  this  world  pass- 
eth  away. 

82  But  I  would  have  you 
without  carefulness.  He  that 
is  unmarried  careth  for  the 
things  that  belong  to  the  Lord, 
how  he  may  please  the  Lord : 

88  .But  he  that  is  married 
careth  for  the  things  that  are 
of  the  world,  how  he  may 
please  his  wife. 

84  There  is  difference  also 
between  a  wife  and  a  virgin. 
The  unmarried  woman  careth 
for  the  things  of  the  Lord,  that 
she  may  be  holy  both  in  body 
and  in  spirit:  but  she  that  is 
married  careth  for  the  things 
of  the  world,  how  she  may 
please  her  husband. 

85  And  this  I  speak  for  your 
own  profit;  not  that  I  may 
cast  a  snare  upon  you,  but  for 
that  which  is  comely,  and  that 
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ye  may  attend  upon  the  Lord 
without  distraction. 

86  But  if  any  man  think 
that  he  hehaveth  himself  un- 
comely toward  his  virgin,  if 
she  pass  the  flower  of  her  age, 
and  need  so  require,  let  him 
do  what  he  will,  he  sinneth 
not :  let  them  marry. 

37  Nevertheless  he  that 
standeth  steadfast  in  his  heart, 
having  no  necessity,  but  hath 

eower  over  his  own  will,  and 
ath  so  decreed  in  his  heart 
that  he  will  keep  his  virgin, 
doeth  well. 

38  So  then  he  that  giveth 
her  in  marriage  doeth  well; 
but  he  that  giveth  her  not  in 
marriage  doeth  better. 

39  The  wife  is  bound  bv  the 
law  as  long  as  her  husoand 
liveth ;  but  if  her  husband  be 
dead,  she  is  at  liberty  to  be 
married  to  whom  she  will; 
only  in  the  Lord. 

40  But  she  is  happier  if  she  so 
abide,  after  my  judgment :  and 
J  think  also  that  I  have  the 
Spirit  of  God. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

1  To  abttain  from  meaU  offered  io  idoU,  9 
We  mutt  not  alnute  our  Chrintian  lihertyy 
to  the  offenoe  (if  cnr  brethren:  11  b%U  wtuU 
ute  otMT  knowledge  with  duirity, 

NOW  as  touching  things 
offered  unto  idols,  we 
know  that  we  all  have  know- 
ledge.  Knowledge  puffeth  up, 
but  charity  edifieth. 

2  And  if  any  man  think  that 
he    knoweth    any    thing,   he 
knoweth   nothing  yet  as  he 
ought  to  know, 
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3  But  if  any  man  love  God, 
the  same  is  known  of  him. 

4  As  concerning  therefore  the 
eating  of  those  things  that  are 
offered  in  sacrifice  unto  idols, 
we  know  that  an  idol  i^  no- 
thing in  the  world,  and  that 
there  is  none  other  God  but 
one. 

5  For  though  there  be  that 
are  called  gods,  whether  in 
heaven  or  in  earth,  as  there 
be  gods  many,  and  lords  ma- 
ny, 

6  But  to  us  there  is  but  one 
God,  the  Father,  of  whom  are 
all  things,  and  we  in  him ;  and 
one  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  by 
whom  are  all  things,  and  we 
by  him. 

7  Howbeit  there  is  not  in 
every  man  that  knowledge: 
for  some  with  conscience  of 
the  idol  unto  this  hour  eat  it 
as  a  thing  offered  unto  an  idol ; 
and  their  conscience  being 
weak  is  defiled, 

8  But  meat  commendeth  us 
not  to  God  :  for  neither,  if  we 
eat,  are  we  the  better;  nei- 
ther, if  we  eat  not,  are  we  the 
worse. 

9  But  take  heed  lest  by  any 
means  this  liberty  of  yours 
become  a  stumblingblock  to 
them  that  are  weak. 

10  For  if  any  man  see  thee 
which  hast  knowledge  sit  at 
meat  in  the  idol's  temple,  shall 
not  the  conscience  of  him 
which  is  weak  be  emboldened 
to  eat  those  things  which  are 
offered  to  idols ; 

11  And  through  thy  know- 
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ledge  shall  the  weak  brother 
perish,  for  whom  Christ  died  ? 

12  But  when  ye  sin  so  against 
the  brethren,  and  wound  their 
weak  conscience,  ye  sin  against 
Christ. 

13  Wherefore,  if  meat  make 
my  brother  to  <^end,  I  will 
eat  no  flesh  while  the  world 
standeth,  lest  I  make  my  bro* 
ther  to  o^end. 

CHAPTER  IX. 

1  Paul  sheweth  hU  liberty,  7  mnd  that  the  mi- 
nitter  ougfU  to  live  by  Uiegoepel :  \hyet  thai 
he  himself  hath  abetaitied,  18  from  being 
Htlur  eliaryeable  unto  them,  22  or  t^entiwe 
vnto  any  in  matters  indifferent,  24  Our  life 
is  like  unto  a  race, 

AM  I  not  an  apostle?  am 
.  I  not  free?  have  I  not 
seen  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord? 
are  not  ye  my  work  in  the 
Lord? 

2  If  I  be  not  an  apostle  unto 
others,  yet  doubtless  I  am  to 
you :  for  the  seal  of  mine  apos- 
tleship  are  ye  in  the  Lord. 

3  Mine  answer  to  them  that 
do  examine  me  is  this  : 

4  Have  we  not  power  to  eat 
and  to  drink  ? 

6  Have  we  not  power  to  lead 
about  a  sister,  a  wife,  as  well 
as  other  apostles,  and  m  the 
brethren  of  the  Lord,  and  Ce- 
t)has? 

6  Or  I  only  and  Barnabas, 
have  not  we  power  to  forbear 
working  ? 

7  Who  goeth  a  warfare  any 
time  at  his  own  charges  ?  who 
planteth  a  vineyard,  and  eat- 
eth  not  of  the  fruit  thereof?  or 
who  feedeth  a  flock,  and  eateth 
bot  of  the  milk  of  the  flock  ? 


8  Say  I  these  things  as  a 
man  ?  or  saith  not  the  law  the 
same  also? 

9  For  it  is  written  in  the  law 
of  Modes,  Thou  shalt  not  muz- 
zle the  mouth  of  the  ox  that 
treadeth  out  the  corn.  Doth 
God  take  care  for  oxen? 

10  Or  saith  he  it  altogether 
for  our  sakes  ?  For  our  sakes, 
no  doubt,  this  is  written :  that 
he  that  plougheth  should 
plough  in  hope;  and  that  he 
that  thresheth  in  hope  should 
be  partaker  of  his  hope. 

11  If  we  have  sown  unto  you 
spiritual  things,  is  it  a  great 
thing  if  we  shall  rea^  your  car- 
nal things  ? 

12  If.  others  be  partakers  of 
this  power  over  you,  are  not 
we  rather?  Nevertheless  we 
have  not  used  this  power ;  but 
sufier  all  things,  lest  we  should 
hinder  the  gospel  of  Christ. 

13  Do  ye  not  know  that  they 
which  minister  about  holy 
things  live  of  the  things  of  the 
temple?  and  they  which  wait 
at  the  altar  are  partakers  wi& 
the  altar? 

14  Even  so  hath  the  Lord  or- 
dained that  they  which  preach 
the  gospel  should  live  of  the 
gospel. 

15  But  I  have  used  none  of 
these  things:  neither  have  I 
written  these  things,  that  it 
should  be  so  done  unto  me :  for 
it  were  better  for  me  to  die, 
than  that  any  man  should 
make  my  glorying  void. 

16  For  though  I  preach  the 
gospel,  I  have  nothing  to  glory 
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of:  for  necessity  is  laid  upon 
me ;  yea,  woe  is  unto  me,  if  I 
preach  not  the  gospel ! 

17  For  if  I  do  this  thing  wil- 
lingly, I  have  a  reward:  but 
if  against  my  will,  a  dispen- 
sation of  the  gospel  is  comnut- 
ted  unto  me. 

18  What  is  my  reward  tiien? 
Venly  that,  when  I  preach  the 
gospel,  I  may  make  the  gospel 
of  Christ  without  charge,  that 
I  abuse  not  my  power  in  the 
gospel. 

19  For  though  I  be  free  from 
all  men,  yet  have  I  made  my- 
self servant  unto  all,  that  I 
might  gain  the  more. 

20  And  unto  the  Jews  I  be- 
came  as  a  Jew,  that  I  might 
gain  the  Jews ;  to  them  that 
are  under  the  law,  as  under 
the  law,  thati  might  gain  them 
that  are  under  the  law ; 

21  To  them  that  are  without 
law,  as  without  law,  (being 
not  without  law  to  God,  but 
under  the  law  to  Christ,)  that 
I  might  gain  them  that  are 
without  law. 

22  To  the  weak  became  I  as 
weak,  that  I  might  gain  the 
weak:  I  am  made  aU  things 
to  all  men,  that  I  might  by 
all  means  save  some. 

23  And  this  I  do  for  the  gos- 
pel's sake,  that  I  might  be  par- 
taker thereof  with  f/ou» 

24  Know  ye  not  that  they 
which  run  in  a  race  run  all, 
but  one  receiveth  the  prize? 
So  run,  that  ye  may  obtain. 

25  And  every  man  that  striv- 
eth  for  the  mastery  is  tempo* 
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rate  in  all  things.  Now  they 
do  it  to  obtain  a  corruptible 
crown ;  but  we  aa  incorrupti- 
ble. 

26  I  therefore  so  run,  not  as 
uncertainly ;  so  fight  I,  not  as 
one  that  beateth  the  air : 

27  But  Ikeep  under  my  bodyi 
and  bring  it  into  subjection: 
lest  that  by  any  means,  when 
I  have  preached  to  others,  I 
myself  should  be  a  castaway. 

CHAPTER  X. 

I  7%€  ioeramenU  ofths  Jem  art  typet  ofcm% 
1  and  their  puniahmerU*  examples  for  us, 
14  We  wnui  flee  from  idolatry,  21  We 
must  not  make  the  Lord^s  table  the  table  of 
devils :  24  and  in  things  indifferent  w  must 
haee  tefford  to  owr  brethren, 

MOREOVER,  brethren,  I 
would  not  that  ye  should 
be  ignorant,  how  that  all  our 
fathers  were  under  the  cloud, 
and  all  pc^sed  through  the  sea; 

2  And  were  all  baptized  unto 
Moses  in  the  cloud  and  in  the 
sea ; 

3  And  did  all  eat  the  same 
spiritual  meat; 

4  And  did  all  drink  the  same 
spiritual  drink ;  for  they  drank 
of  that  spiritual  Rook  tiiat  fol- 
lowed them:  and  that  Rock 
was  Christ. 

5  But  with  many  of  them 
God  was  not  well  pleased :  for 
they  were  overthrown  in  the 
wilderness. 

6  Now  these  things  were  our 
examples,  to  the  intent  we 
should  not  lust  aiter  evil 
things,  as  they  also  lusted. 

7  Neither  be  ye  idolaters,  as 
were  some  of  them;  as  it  is 
written,   The  people  sat  dowB 


We  must  flee 


CHAPTER  X. 


from  idolatry. 


to  eat  and  diijiky  and  rose  up 
to  play. 

8  Neil^erletus  commit  forni- 
cation, as  some  of  them  com- 
mitted, and  fell  in  one  day- 
three  and  twenty  thousand. 

9  Neither  let  US  tempt  Christ, 
as  some  of  them  also  tempted, 
and  were  destroyed  of  serpents. 

10  Neither  murmur  ye,  as 
some  of  th^u  also  murmured, 
and  were  destroyed  of  the  de« 
stroyer. 

11  Now  all  these  things  hap- 
pened unto  them  for  ensam- 
pies :  and  they  are  written  for 
our  admonition,  upon  whom 
the  ends  of  the  world  are  come. 

12  Wherefore  let  him  that 
thinketh  he  standeth  take  heed 
lest  he  fall. 

13  There  hatii  no  temptation 
taken  you  but  such  as  is  com- 
mon to  man :  but  God  ie  faith- 
ful, who  will  not  suffer  you  to 
be  tempted  above  that  ye  are 
able ;  but  will  with  the  temp- 
tation also  make  a  way  to  es- 
cape, that  ye  may  be  able  to 
bear  it. 

14  Wherefore,  my  dearly  be- 
loved,  flee  from  idolatry; 

15  I  speak  as  to  wise  men ; 
judge  ye  what  I  say. 

16  The  cup  of  blessing  which 
we  bless,  is  it  not  the  commun- 
ion of  the  blood  of  Christ? 
The  bread  which  we  break, 
is  it  not  the  communion  of 
the  body  of  Christ? 

17  For  we  bemg  many  are 
one  bread,  and  one  body :  for 
we  are  all  partakers  of  that 
one  bread. 


18  Behold  Israel  after  the 
flesh :  are  not  they  which  eat 
of  the  sacrifices  partakers  of 
the  altar? 

19  What  say  lAen?  that  the 
idol  is  any  thing,  or  that  which 
is  offered  in  sacrifice  to  idols 
is  any  thing  ? 

20  fiut  Isay^  that  the  things 
which  the  (xentiles  sacrifice, 
they  sacrifice  to  devils,  and 
not  to  God :  and  I  would  not 
that  ye  should  have  fellow* 
ship  with  devils. 

21  Ye  cannot  drink  the  cup 
of  the  Lord,  and  the  cup  of 
devils :  ye  cannot  be  partakers 
of  the  Lord's  table,  and  of  the 
table  of  devils. 

22  Do  we  provoke  the  Lord 
to  jealousy  ?  are  we  stronger 
than  he  ? 

23  All  things  are  lawful  for 
me,  but  all  tUngs  are  not  ex- 
pedient :  all  things  are  lawful 
for  me,  but  all  things  edify 
not. 

24  Let  no  man  seek  his 
own,  but  every  man  another's 
wealth. 

25  Whatsoever  is  sold  in  the 
shambles,  that  eat,  asking  no 
question  for  conscience'  sake: 

26  For  the  earth  w  the  Lord's, 
and  the  fulness  thereof. 

27  If  any  of  them  that  believe 
not  bid  you  to  a  feast ^  and  ye 
be  disposed  to  go ;  whatsoever 
is  set  before  you,  eat,  asking 
no  question  for  conscience' 
sake. 

28  But  if  any  man  say  unto 
you.  This  is  offered  in  sacrifice 
unto  idols,  eat  not  for  his  sake 
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that  shewed  it,  and  for  oon- 
Bcience'  sake:  for  the  eartii  {$ 
the  Lord's,  aiid  the  fulness 
thereof: 

29  Conseienoei  I  say,  not 
thine  own,  but  of  the  other: 
for  why  i»  my  Uberty  judged 
of  another  man^s  conscience  ? 

30  Forif  Iby  graoebeapar- 
taker,  why  am  I  evil  spoken 
of  for  that  for  which  I  give 
thanks? 

31  Whether  therefore  ye  eat, 
or  drink,  or  whatsoever  ye  do, 
do  all  to  the  glory  of  God, 

32  Give  none  offence,  neither 
to  the  Jews,  nor  to  the  Gen* 
tUes,  nor  to  tiie  church  of  God : 

33  Even  as  I  please  all  men 
in  all  tkingSy  not  seeking  mine 
own  profit,  but  the  profit  of 
many,  that  they  may  be  saved. 

CHAPTER  XL 

1  He  reproveth  thtm^  because  in  holy  assemblies 
menprayed  wiik  tkeir  he^ds  covered^  6  and 
wnrten  with  their  heads  uncovered,  17  and 
because  generally  their  meetings  were  not  for 
the  better,  but  for  the  worse,  since  in  thetn 
they  profaned  with  tfieir  own  feasts  tfte  Lords 
supper.  28  Lastly,  he  remindethtliem  of  the 
first  institution  tlteret^, 

BE  ye  followers  of  me,  even 
as  I  also  cum  of  Christ. 

2  Now  I  praise  you,  brethren, 
that  ye  remember  me  in  all 
things,  and  keep  the  ordi- 
nances, as  I  delivered  them  to 
you. 

3  But  I  would  have  you 
know,  that  the  head  of  every 
man  is  Christ;  and  the  head 
of  the  woman  i$  the  man; 
and  the  head  of  Christ  is  God. 

4  Every  man  praying  or 
prophesying,  having  his  head 
covered,  dishonoureth  his  head* 
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5  But  every  woman  that 
prayeth  or  prophesieth  with 
her  head  uncovered  dishonour- 
eth her  head :  £>r  that  is  even 
all  one  as  if  she  vrere  shaven* 

6  For  if  the  woman  be  not 
covered,  let  her  also  be  shorn : 
but  if  it  be  a  shame  for  a  wo- 
man to  be  shorn  cht  shaven,  let 
her  be  covered* 

7  For  a  man  indeed  ought 
not  to  cover  his  head,  foras* 
much  as  he  is  the  image  and 
glory  of  God:  but  the  woman 
is  the  glory  of  the  man. 

8  For  the  man  is  mA  of  the 
woman ;  but  the  woman  of  the 
man. 

9  Nmther  was  the  man  cre- 
ated for  the  woman;  but  the 
woman  for  the  man. 

10  For  tills  cause  ought  the 
woman  to  have  pow«r  on  het 
head  because  of  the  angels. 

11  Nevertheless  neither  is  the 
man  without  the  woman,  nei* 
ther  the  woman  without  the 
man,  in  itie  Lord. 

12  Forasthewomani^ofthe 
man,  even  so  is  the  man  also 
by  the  woman ;  but  all  things 
of  God. 

13  Judge  in  yourselves:  is  it 
comely  that  a  woman  pray  un- 
to G^  uncovered  ? 

14  DMh  not  even  nature  it- 
self  teach  you,  that,  if  a  man 
have  long  hair,  it  is  a  shame 
unto  him  ? 

15  But  if  a  woman  have  long 
hair,  it  is  a  glory  to  her :  for 
her  hair  is  given  her  for  a  co- 
vering. 

16  But  if  any  man  seem  to  be 
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contentious,  we  have  no  such 
oostom,  neither  the  churches 
of  God. 

17  Now  in  tius  that  I  declare 
utUo  you  I  praise  you  not^  that 
3re  come  together  not  for  the 
better,  hut  for  the  worse. 

18  For  first  of  all,  when  ye 
come  together  in  the  church, 
I  hear  that  there  be  divisions 
among  you ;  and  I  partly  be- 
lieve it. 

19  For  there  must  be  also 
heresies  among  you,  that  they 
which  are  approved  may  be 
made  manifest  among  you. 

20  When  ye  come  together 
therefore  into  one  place,  this 
is  not  to  eat  the  Lord's  supper. 

21  For  in  eating  every  one 
taketh  before  other  his  own 
Bupp^;  and  one  is  hungry, 
and  another  is  drunken. 

22  What!  have  ye  not  houses 
to  eat  and  to  drink  in?  or 
despise  ye  tiie  church  of  God, 
and  shame  them  that  have 
not?  What  shall  I  say  to 
you?  shall  I  praise  you  in 
this  ?  I  praise  you  not. 

23  For  I  have  received  of  the 
Lord  that  which  also  I  deliver- 
ed unto  you,  That  the  Lord 
Jesus,  the  same  night  in  which 
he  was  betrayed,  took  bread: 

24  And  when  he  had  given 
thanks,  he  brake  tt,  and  said^ 
Take,  eat;  this  is  my  body, 
which  is  broken  for  you :  this 
do  in  remembrance  of  me. 

25  After  the  same  manner 
also  he  took  the  cup,  when  he 
had  supped,  saying,  This  cup 
Is  the  new  testament  in  my 


blood :  this  do  ye,  as  ofk  as  ye 
drink  tV,  in  remembrance  of  me* 

26  For  as  often  as  ye  eat  this 
bread,  and  drink  this  cup,  ye 
do  shew  the  Lord's  death  till 
he  come. 

27  Wherefore  whosoever  shall 
eat  this  bread,  and  drink  this 
cup  of  the  Lord,  unworthily, 
diall  be  guilty  of  the  body  and 
blood  of  the  L(»rd. 

28  But  let  a  man  examine 
himself,  and  so  let  him  eat  of 
that  bread,  and  drink  of  that 
cup. 

29  For  he  that  eateth  and 
drinketh  unworthily,  eateth 
and  drinketh  damnation  to 
himself,  not  discerning  the 
Lord's  body. 

30  For  this  cause  many  are 
weak  and  sickly  among  you, 
and  many  sleep, 

31  For  if  we  would  judge 
ourselves,  we  should  not  be 
judged. 

32  But  when  we  are  judged, 
we  are  chastened  of  the  Lord, 
that  we  should  not  he  con- 
demned with  the  world. 

33  Wherefore,  my  brethren, 
when  ye  come  together  to  eat, 
tarry  one  for  another. 

34  And  if  any  man  hunger, 
let  him  eat  at  home ;  tiiat  ye 
come  not  together  unto  con- 
demnation. And  the  rest  will 
I  set  in  order  when  I  come. 

CHAPTER  XII. 

1  spiritual  gifU  differ^  *l  yet  oil  are  to  profit 
i  And  to  Uiot  end  are  diverselv  beetowed: 
12  that  in  the  like  manner  as  Ute  member* 
of  the  natural  body  all  tend  to  the  mutual 
decenctf,  22  eervtee^  26  €md  ntceour  of  th$ 
eanie  body  ;  27  to  we  ehcnld  <h  one  for  ofio- 
ihet  a»  membere  of  the  body  of  ChrxwL 
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NOW   concerning  spiritual 
giftSy  brethren,  I  would 
not  have  you  ignorant. 

2  Ye  know  that  ye  were 
Gentiles,  carried  away  unto 
these  dumb  idols,  even  as  ye 
were  led. 

8  Wherefore  I  give  you  to  un- 
derstand, that  no  man  speak-) 
ing  by  the  Spirit  of  God  calleth 
Jesus  accursed:  and  that  no 
man  can  say  that  Jesus  is  the 
Lord,  but  by  the  Holy  Ghost. 

4  Now  there  are  diversities 
of  gifts,  but  the  same  Spirit. 

5  And  there  are  diflferences  of 
administrations,  but  the  same 
Lord. 

6  And  there  are  diversities  of 
operations,  but  it  is  the  same 
God  which  worketh  all  in  all. 

7  But  the  manifestation  of  the 
Spirit  is  given  to  every  man  to 
profit  withal. 

8  For  to  one  is  given  by  the 
Spirit  the  word  of  wisdom ;  to 
another  the  word  of  know- 
ledge by  the  same  Spirit ; 

9  To  another  faith  by  the 
same  Spirit;  to  another  the 
gifts  of  heaUng  by  the  same 
Spirit ; 

10  To  another  the  working 
of  miracles;  to  another  pro- 
phecy; to  another  discerning 
of  spirits;  to  another  divers 
kinds  of  tongues ;  to  another 
the  interpretation  of  tongues  : 

11  But  all  these  worketh  that 
one  and  the  selfsame  Spirit, 
dividing  to  every  man  several- 
ly as  he  will. 

12  For  as  the  body  is  one,  and 
hath  many  members,  and  all 
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the  members  of  that  one  body, 
being  many,  are  one  body :  so 
also  is  Christ. 

18  For  by  one  Spirit  are  we 
all  baptized  into  one  body, 
whether  we  he  Jews  or  Gen- 
tiles, whether  we  he  bond  or 
free ;  and  have  been  all  made 
to  drink  into  one  Spirit. 

14  For  the  body  is  not  one 
member,  but  many. 

15  If  the  foot  shall  say,  Be- 
cause I  am  not  the  hand,  I  am 
not  of  the  body ;  is  it  there- 
fore not  of  the  body  ? 

16  And  if  the  ear  shall  say, 
Because  I  am  not  the  eye,  I 
am  not  of  the  body;  is  it  there- 
fore not  of  the  body  ? 

17  If  the  whole  body  were 
an  eye,  where  were  the  hear- 
ing? If  the  whole  were  hear- 
ing, where  were  the  smelling? 

18  But  now  hath  God  set  the 
members  every  one  of  them 
in  the  body,  as  it  hath  pleased 
him. 

19  And  if  they  were  all  one 
member,  where  were  the  body? 

20  But  now  are  they  many 
members,  yet  but  one  body. 

21  And  the  eye  cannot  say 
unto  the  hand,  1  have  no  need 
of  thee :  nor  again  the  head  to 
the  feet,  I  have  no  need  of  you. 

22  Nay,  much  more  those 
members  of  the  body,  which 
seem  to  be  more  feeble,  are  ne- 
cessary : 

23  And  those  memhers  of  the 
body,  which  we  think  to  be 
less  honourable,  upon  these 
we  bestow  more  abundant 
honour;    and   our    uncomely 
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parts  hare  more  abundant 
comeliness. 

24  For  our  comely  ^arte  have 
no  need :  but  God  hath  temper- 
ed tiie  body  together,  having 
given  more  abundant  honour 
to  thaiipart  which  lacked : 

2$  That  there  should  be  no 
schism  in  the  body ;  but  thca 
the  members  should  hare  the 
same  care  one  for  another. 

26  And  whether  one  member 
suffer,  all  the  members  suffer 
with  it;  or  one  member  be 
honoured,  all  the  members  re- 
joice with  it. 

27  Now  ye  are  the  body  of 
Christ,  and  members  in  par- 
ticular. 

28  And  God  hath  set  some  in 
the  church,  first  apostles,  secon- 
darily prophets,  thirdly  teach- 
ers, after  that  miracles,  then 
gifts  of  healings,  helps,  govern- 
ments, diversities  of  tongues. 

29  Are  all  apostles  ?  are  all 
prophets?  are  all  teachers?  are 
all  workers  of  miracles? 

30  Have  all  the  gifts  of 
healing?  do  all  spec^  with 
tongues?  do  aU  interpret? 

31  But  covet  earnestly  the 
best  gifts :  and  yet  shew  I  un- 
to you  a  more  excellent  way, 

CHAPTER  Xm. 

1  All  ai/tSf  how  excellent  eomer,  are  nothing 
worth  voUkoiU  ehiarityi  4  The  prateea  there- 
of; 18  it  is  greater  than  hope  and  faith. 

THOUGH  I  speak  with  the 
tongues  of  men  and  of  an- 
gels, and  have  not  charity,  I 
am  become  as  sounding  brass, 
or  a  tinkling  cymbal. 
2   And  though  I  have  the 
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gift  of  prophecy,  and  under- 
stand all  mysteries,  and  all 
knowledge ;  and  though  I  have 
all  faith,  so  that  I  could  remove 
mountains,  and  have  not  cheu- 
rity,  I  am  nothing. 

3  And  though  I  bestow  all  my 
goods  to  feed  the  poor,  and 
though  I  fflve  my  body  to  be 
burned,  aim  have  not  charity, 
it  profiteth  me  nothing. 

4  Charity  suffereth  long,  am/ 
is  kind ;  charity  envieth  not ; 
charity  vaunteth  not  iti^elf,  is 
not  puflfed  up, 

5  Doth  not  behave  itself  un- 
seemly, seeketh  not  her  own, 
is  not  easily  provoked,  think- 
eth  no  evil ; 

6  Rejoiceth  not  in  iniquity, 
but  rejoiceth  in  the  truth ; 

7  Beareth  all  things,  believ- 
eth  all  things,  hopeth  all  things, 
endureth  all  things. 

8  Charity  never  faileth :  but 
whether  there  be  prophecies, 
they  shall  fail ;  whether  there 
be  tongues,  they  shall  cease ; 
whether  there  be  knowledge, 
it  shall  vanish  away. 

9  For  we  know  in  part,  and 
we  prophesy  in  part. 

10  But  when  tiiat  which  is 
perfect  is  come,  then  that 
which  is  in  part  shall  be  done 
away.  

11  When  I  was  a  child,  I 
spake  as  a  child,  I  understood 
as  a  child,  I  thought  as  a 
child :  but  when  I  became  a 
man,  I  put  away  childish 
things. 

12  For  now  we  gee  through  a 
glass,  darkly ;  but  then  face  to 
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face:  now  I  know  in  part; 
but  then  shall  I  know  eyen  as 
also  I  am  known. 

13  And  now  abideth  faith, 
hope,  chaarity;  these  three ;  but 
the  greatest  of  these  is  charity. 

CHAPTER  XIV. 

I  Prophecy  t«  ^ommended^  and  preferred  before 
^peakina  foUh  tongues,  7  a$  shewn  Im  several 
compartsone  drawn  from  nmsieal,  instru- 
ments, 12  Both  must  be  referred  to  edifUor 
tion,  22  4U  to  their  true  and  proper  end. 
26  77ie  true  use  of  each  is  taught,  21  and 
the  abuse  reproved  84  Women  are  forbid- 
den to  specJcin  the  ckureh. 

FOLLOW  after  charity,  and 
desire  spiritual  gifts^  but 
ratiier  that  ye  may  prophesy. 

2  For  he  that  speaketh  in 
an  unknotcn  to^gue  speaketii 
not  unto  men,  but  unto  God : 
for  no  man  understandeth 
him ;  howbeit  in  the  spirit  he 
speaketh  myateries. 

8  But  he  that  prophesieth 
speaketh  unto  men  to  edificar 
tion,  and  exhortation,  and  com- 
fort. 

4  He  that  li^eaketh  in  an  un^ 
^/kMi^n  tongue  edifieth  himself; 
but  he  that  prophesieth  edifi- 
eth  the  church. 

5  I  would  that  ye  all  spake 
with  tongues,  but  rather  that 
ye  prophesied:  for  greater  is 
he  that  prophesieth  than  he 
that  speaketh  with  tongues, 
except  he  interpret,  that  the 
church  may  receive  edifying. 

6  Now,  brethren,  if  I  come  un- 
to  you  speaking  with  tongues, 
what  shall  I  profit  you,  except 
i  shall  speak  to  you  either  by 
revelation,  or  by  knowledge,  ox 
by  prophesying,  or  by  doc- 
trine? 
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7  And  even  things  without 
life  giving  sound,  whether  pipe 
or  harp,  except  they  give  a  dis- 
tinction in  ihe  sounds,  how 
shall  it  be  known  what  is 
piped  or  harped? 

8  For  if  the  trumpet  give  an 
uncertain  sound,  who  shall  pre- 
pare himself  to  tbja  battle? 

9  So  likewise  ye,  except  ye 
utter  by  the  tongue  words  easy 
to  be  understood,  how  shall  it 
be  known  what  is  ^oken  ?  for 
ye  shall  speak  into  the  air. 

10  There  axe,  it  may  be,  so 
many  kinds  of  voices  in  the 
world,  and  none  of  them  is 
without  signification. 

11  Therefore  if  I  know  not 
the  meaning  of  the  voice,  I 
shall  be  unto  him  that  speak- 
eth a  barbarian,  and  he  that 
speaketh  shall  be  a  barbarian 
unto  me. 

12  Even  so  ye,  forasmuch  as 
ye  are  zealous  of  spiritual  gifts, 
seek  that  ye  may  excel  to  the 
edifying  of  the  church. 

13  Whwefore  let  him  that 
speaketh  in  an  unknotan 
tongue  pray  that  he  may  in- 
terpret 

14  For  if  I  pray  in  an  un- 
known  tongue,  my  spirit  pray- 
eth,  but  my  understanding  is 
unfruitful. 

15  What  is  it  then?  I  will 
pray  with  the  spirit,  and  I 
will  pray  with  the  understand- 
ing also :  I  will  sing  with  the 
spirit,  and  I  will  sing  with  the 
understanding  aJso. 

16  Else,  when  thou  shalt  bless 
with  the  spirit,  hoyr  ^hall  iie 
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that  oocupieth  the  room  of  the 
unlearned  say  Amen  at  thy 
giving  of  thanks,  seeing  he 
understandeth  not  what  thou 
sayest? 

17  For  thou  verily  givest 
thanks  well^  but  the  other  is 
not  edified. 

18  I  thank  my  God,  I  speak 
with  tongues  more  than  ye  all : 

19  Yet  in  the  church  I  had 
rather  speak  five  words  with 
my  understanding,  that  hy  my 
voice  I  might  teach  others  also, 
than  ten  thousand  words  in  an 
unknown  tongue. 

20  Brethren,  be  not  children 
in  understanding:  howbeit  in 
malice  be  ye  children,  but  in 
understanding  be  men. 

21  In  the  law  it  is  written, 
With  men  of  other  tongues 
and  other  lips  will  I  speak  un- 
to this  people;  and  yet  for  all 
that  wiU  they  not  hear  me, 
saith  th^  Lord. 

22  Wherefore  tongues  are  for 
a  sign,  not  to  them  that  be- 
lieve, but  to  them  that  believe 
not:  but  prophesying  $ervetk 
not  for  them  that  believe  not, 
but  for  them  which  believe. 

23  If  therefore  the  whole 
church  be  come  together  into 
one  place,  and  all  speak  with 
tongues,  and  there  come  in 
those  thai  are  unlearned,  or 
unbelievers,  will  they  not  say 
that  ye  are  mad  ? 

24  feut  if  all  prophesy,  and 
there  come  in  one  that  believ- 
eth  not,  or  one  unlearned,  he 
is  convinced  of  all,  he  is  judg- 
ed of  all : 


25  And  thus  are  the  secrets 
of  his  heart  made  manifest; 
and  so  falling  down  on  his 
face  he  will  worship  God,  and 
report  that  God  is  in  you  of  a 
truth. 

26  How  is  it  then,  brethren? 
when  ye  come  together,  every 
one  of  you  hath  a  psalm,  hath 
a  doctrine,  hath  a  tongue,  hath 
a  revelation,  hath  an  interpre- 
tation. Let  all  things  be  done 
unto  edifying. 

27  If  any  man  speak  in  an 
unknown  tongue,  let  it  be  by 
two,  cor  at  the  most  by  three, 
and  that  by  course;  and  let 
one  interpret. 

28  But  if  th^e  be  no  inter- 
preter, let  him  keep  silence  in 
the  church;  and  let  him  speak 
to  himself,  and  to  God. 

29  Let  the  prophets  speak 
two  or  three,  and  let  the  other 
judge. 

30  If  any  thing  be  revealed 
to  another  that  sitteth  by,  let 
the  first  hold  his  peace. 

31  For  ye  may  all  prophesy 
one  by  one,  that  all  may  learn, 
and  all  may  be  comforted. 

32  And  the  spirits  of  the  pro- 
phets  are  subject  to  the  pro- 
phets. 

33  For  God  is  not  the  author 
of  ccmfusion,  but  of  peace,  as 
in  all  churches  of  the  saints. 

34  Let  your  women  keep 
silence  in  the  churches :  for  it 
is  not  permitted  unto  them  to 
speak ;  but  they  are  command- 
e^  to  be  under  obedience,  as 
also  saith  the  law* 

35  And  if  they  will  leara 
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any  thing,  let  them  ask  their 
husbands  at  home :  for  it  is  a 
shame  for  women  to  speak  in 
the  church. 

36  What!  came  the  word  of 
God  out  from  you  ?  or  came  it 
unto  you  only  ? 

37  If  any  man  think  himself 
to  he  a  prophet,  or  spiritual, 
let  him  acknowledge  that  the 
things  that  I  write  unto  you 
are  the  commandments  of  the 
Lord. 

38  But  if  any  man  be  igno- 
rant,  let  him  be  ignorant. 

39  Wherefore,  brethren,  covet 
to  prophesy,  and  forbid  not  to 
speak  with  tongues. 

40  Let  all  things  be  done  de- 
cently  and  in  order. 

CHAPTER  XV. 

1  By  Ohri$f$  returreetion,  12  he  proveth  the 
ceriaifUi/  of  our  reeurrection^  against  all  euch 
ai  deny  the  resurrection  of  the  body.  20 
Chriit  thefiret/ruitt,  86  27ie  manner  of  the 
returrectionf  and  the  dianging  of  them  that 
aJiall  be  found  alive  at  the  last  aay, 

MOREOVER,  brethren,  I 
declare  unto  you  the  gos- 
pel which  I  pre£W5hed  unto  you, 
which  also  ye  have  received, 
and  wherein  ye  stand ; 

2  By  which  also  ye  are  saved, 
if  ye  keep  in  memory  what  I 

e reached  unto  you,  unless  ye 
ave  believed  in  vain. 

3  For  I  delivered  unto  you 
first  of  all  that  which  I  also 
received,  how  that  Christ  died 
for  our  sins  according  to  the 
Scriptures: 

4  And  that  he  was  buried, 
and  that  he  rose  again  the 
third  day  according  to  the 
Scriptures : 
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5  And  that  he  was  seen  of 
Cephas,  then  of  the  twelve  : 

6  After  that,  he  was  seen  of 
above  five  hundred  brethren 
at  once;  of  whom  the  greater 
part  remain  unto  this  present, 
but  some  are  fallen  asleep. 

7  After  that,  he  was  seen  of 
James;  then  of  all  the  apostles. 

8  And  last  of  all  he  was  seen 
of  me  also,  as  of  one  bom  out 
of  due  time. 

9  For  I  am  the  least  of  the 
apostles,  that  am  not  meet  to 
be  called  an  apostle,  because  I 
persecuted  the  church  of  God. 

10  But  by  the  grace  of  God 
I  am  what  I  am:  and  his 
grace  which  was  bestowed  up- 
on me  was  not  in  vain ;  but  I 
laboured  more  abundantly  than 
they  all :  yet  not  I,  but  the 
grace  of  GxkI  which  was  with 
me. 

11  Therefore  whether  lYti?^^ 
I  or  they,  so  we  preach,  and 
so  ye  believed. 

12  Now  if  Christ  be  preach- 
ed that  he  rose  from  the  dead, 
how  say  some  among  you  that 
there  is  no  resurrection  of  the 
dead? 

13  But  if  there  be  no  resur- 
rection of  the  dead,  then  is 
Christ  not  risen : 

14  And  if  Christ  be  not  risen, 
then  is  our  preaching  vain,  and 
your  faith  is  also  vain. 

15  Yea,  and  we  are  fdund 
false  witnesses  of  God;  be- 
causlB  we  have  testified  of  God 
that  he  raised  up  Christ: 
whom  he  raised  not  up,  if  so 
be  that  the  dead  rise  not 
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16  For  if  the  dead  rise  not, 
then  is  not  Christ  raised : 

17  And  if  Christ  be  not  raised, 
your  faith  is  Tain ;  ye  are  yet 
in  your  sins. 

18  Then  they  also  which  are 
fallen  asleep  in  Christ  are  pe- 
rished. 

19  If  in  this  life  only  we  have 
hope  in  Christ,  we  are  of  all 
men  most  miserable. 

20  But  now  is  Christ  risen 
from  the  dead,  and  become  the 
firstfruits  of  them  that  slept. 

21  For  since  by  man  came 
death,  by  man  came  also  the 
resurrection  of  the  dead. 

22  For  as  in  Adam  all  die, 
even  so  in  Christ  shall  all  be 
made  alive. 

23  But  every  man  in  his  own 
order:  Christ  the  firstfruits;  af- 
terward  they  that  are  Christ's 
at  his  coming. 

24  Then  cometh  the  end, 
when  he  shall  have  delivered 
up  the  kingdom  to  God,  even 
the  Father;  when  he  shall 
have  put  down  all  rule,  and  all 
authority  and  power. 

25  For  he  must  reign,  till  he 
hath  put  all  enemies  under  his 
feet. 

26  The  last  enemy  ^Aaf  shall 
be  destroyed  t^  death. 

27  For  he  hath  put  all  things 
under  his  feet.  But  when  he 
saith.  All  things  are  put  un- 
der Aim,  it  is  manifest  that  he 
is  excepted,  which  did  put  all 
things  under  him. 

28  And  when  all  things  shall 
be  subdued  unto  him,  then 
shall  the  Son  also  himself  be 


subject  unto  him  that  put  all 
things  under  him,  that  God 
may  be  all  in  all. 

29  Else  what  shall  they  do 
which  are  baptized  for  the 
dead,  if  the  dead  rise  not  at 
all  ?  why  are  they  then  bap- 
tized for  the  dead  ? 

30  And  why  stand  we  in  jeo- 
pardy every  hour  ? 

31  I  protest  by  your  rejoicing 
which  I  have  in  Christ  Jesus 
our  Lord,  I  die  daily. 

32  If  after  the  manner  of 
men  I  have  fought  with  beasts 
at  Ephesus,  what  advantageth 
it  me,  if  the  dead  rise  not?  let 
us  eat  and  drink;  for  to  mor- 
row we  die. 

33  Be  not  deceived :  evil  com- 
munications  corruptgood  man- 
ners. 

34  Awake  to  righteousness, 
and  sin  not ;  for  some  have  not 
the  knowledge  of  Grod:  I  speak 
this  to  your  shame. 

35  But  some  man  will  say. 
How  are  the  dead  raised  up  ? 
and  with  what  body  do  they 
come? 

36  Thou  fool,  that  which 
thou  sowest  is  not  quickened, 
except  it  die : 

37  And  that  which  thou  sow- 
est, thou  sowest  not  that  body 
that  shall  be,  but  bare  grain,  it 
may  chance  of  wheat,  or  of 
some  other  grain : 

38  But  God  giveth  it  a  body 
as  it  hath  pleased  him,  and  to 
every  seed  his  own  body. 

39  All  flesh  is  not  the  same 
flesh:  but  there  is  one  kind  of 
flesh  of  men,  another  flesh  of

the  resurrection. 


beasts,  another  of  fishes,  and 
another  of  birds. 

40  There  are  also  celestial 
bodies,  and  bodies  terrestrial : 
but  the  glory  of  the  celestial  is 
one,  and  the  glory  of  the  ter-» 
resldal  is  another. 

41  There  is  one  glory  of  the 
sun,  and  another  glory  of  the 
moon,  and  another  glory  of  the 
stars ;  for  one  star  differeth  from 
another  star  in  glory. 

42  So  also  is  the  resurrection 
of  the  dead.  It  is  sown  in  cor- 
ruption, it  is  raised  in  incor- 
ruption : 

43  It  is  sown  in  dishonour, 
it  is  raised  in  glory :  it  is  sown 
in  weakness,  it  is  raised  in 
power : 

44  It  is  sown  a  natural  body, 
it  is  raised  a  spiritual  body. 
There  is  a  natural  body,  and 
there  is  a  spiritual  body. 

45  And  so  it  is  written,  The 
first  man  Adam  was  made  a 
living  soul ;  the  last  Adam  was 
made  a  quickening  spirit. 

46  Howbeit  that  t/?as  not  first 
which  is  spiritual,  but  that 
which  is  natural;  and  after- 
ward that  which  is  spiritual. 

47  The  first  man  is  of  the 
earth,  earthy :  the  second  man 
is  the  Lord  from  heaven. 

48  As  is  the  earthy,  such  are 
they  also  that  are  earthy :  and 
as  is  the  heavenly,  such  are 
they  also  that  are  heavenly. 

49  And  as  we  have  borne  the 
image  of  the  earthy,  we  shall 
also  bear  the  image  of  the  hea- 
venly. 

60  Now  this  I  say,  brethren, 
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that  flesh  and  blood  cannot 
inherit  the  kingdom  of  God ; 
neither  doth  corruption  inherit 
in^orruption. 

51  Behold,  I  shew  you  a  mys- 
tery; We  shall  not  all  sleep, 
but  we  shall  all  be  changed, 

52  In  a  moment,  in  the  twin- 
kling of  an  eye,  at  the  last 
trump:  for  the  kumpet  shall 
sound,  and  the  dead  shall  be 
raised  incc^rruptible,  tod  we 
shall  be  changed. 

53  For  this  corruptible  must 
put  on  incorraption,  and  this 
mortal  micst  put  on  immortal- 
ity. 

54  So  when  this  corruptible 
shall  have  put  on  incorruption, 
and  this  mortal  shall  have  put 
on  immortality,  then  shall  be 
brought  to  pass  the  saying  that 
is  written.  Death  is  swallowed 
up  in  victory. 

55  O  death,  where  is  thy 
sting?  O  grave,  where  is  thy 
victory? 

56  The  sting  of  death  is  sin ; 
and  the  strength  of  sin  is  the 
law. 

67  But  thanks  be  to  God, 
which  giveth  us  the  victory 
through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

58  Therefore,  my  beloved  bre- 
thren, be  ye  steadfast,  unmove- 
able,  always  aboxmding  in  the 
work  of  the  Lord,  forasmuch 
as  ye  know  thai  your  labour 
is  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord. 

CHAPTER  XVI. 

1  Be  exhcrteth  them  to  relieve  thewanti  of  tJU 
brethren  at  JeruetUem;  10  eoviimendeik  2%- 
mathy;  18  emd  <rfler  fri&ndly  aimvnitimuii, 
19  eandudeth  hii  epiHle  vitk  dinre  mluU^ 
Horn, 
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NOW  conceming  the  col- 
lecticm  for  the  saints^  as 
I  have  given  order  to  the 
churches  of  Galatia,  even  so 
do  ye. 

2  Upon  the  first  day  of  the 
week  let  every  one  of  you  lay 
by  him  in  store,  as  God  hath 
ptospered  him,  that  there  be 
no  gatherings  when  I  come. 

3  And  when  I  come,  whom- 
soever ye  shall  approve  by  your 
letters,  them  wHl  I  send  to 
bring  your  liberality  unto  Je- 
rusalemu 

4  And  if  it  be  meet  that  I  go 
also,  they  shall  go  with  me. 

6  Now  I  will  come  unto  you, 
when  I  shall  pass  through  Ma- 
cedonia: for  I  do  pass  l^ough 
Macedonia. 

6  And  it  may  be  that  I  will 
abide,  yea,  and  winter  with 
you,  that  ye  may  bring  me  on 
my  journey  whithersoever  I  go. 

7  For  I  will  not  see  you  now 
by  the  way ;  but  I  trust  to  tarry 
a  while  with  you,  if  the  Lord 
permit. 

8  ButlwilltarryatEphesus 
until  Pentecost. 

9  For  a  great  door  and  efiec- 
tual  is  opened  unto  me,  and 
there  are  niany  adversaries. 

10  Now  if  Timotheus  come, 
see  that  he  may  be  with  you 
without  fear :  for  he  worketh 
the  work  of  the  Lord,  as  I  also 
do. 

11  Let  no  man  therefore  de- 
spise him:  but  conduct  him 
forth  in  peace,  that  he  may 
come  unto  me :  for  I  look  for 
bim  with  the  brethren* 


12  As  touching  our  brother 
ApoUos,  I  greatly  desired  him 
to  come  unto  you  with  the  bre- 
thren :  but  his  will  was  not  at 
all  to  come  at  this  time ;  but 
he  will  come  when  he  shall 
have  convenient  time. 

13  Watch  ye,  stand  fast  in 
the  faith,  quit  you  like  men, 
be  strong. 

14  Let  all  your  things  be 
done  with  charity. 

15  I  beseech  you,  brethren, 
(ye  know  the  house  of  Ste- 
phanas, that  it  is  the  firstfruits 
of  Achaia,  and  that  they  have 
addicted  themselves  to  the  mi- 
nistry of  the  saints,) 

16  That  ye  submit  yourselves 
unto  such,  and  to  every  one 
that  helpeth  with  us,  and  la- 
boureth. 

17  I  am  glad  of  the  coming 
of  Stephanas  and  Fortunatus 
and  Achaicus :  foi  that  which 
was  lacking  on  your  part  they 
have  supplied. 

18  For  they  have  refreshed 
my  spirit  and  yours :  therefore 
acknowledge  ye  them  that  are 
such. 

19  The  churches  of  Ad^  sa* 
lute  you.  Aquila  and  Priscilla 
salute  you  much  in  the  Lord, 
with  the  church  that  is  in  their 
house. 

20  All  the  brethren  greet  you. 
Greet  ye  one  another  with  a 
holy  kiss. 

21  The  salutation  of  me  Paul 
with  mine  own  hand. 

22  If  any  man  love  not  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  let  him  be 
Anatiiiema.  Maran  atha. 
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23  The  grace  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  be  with  you. 

24  My  love  be  with  you  all 
in  Christ  Jesus.    Amen.

THE  SECOND  EPISTLE  OF  PAUL  THE  APOSTLE 

TO   THS 

CORINTHIANS. 


CHAPTER  I. 

1  7*h€  apostle  encourageth  them  under  trouble*, 
by  the  ccmfortt  and  deliveranees  which  God 
had  given  Atm,tn  all  hii  afflictiont,  12  And 
calling  both  hU  own  conscience  and  theirs  to 
witness  of  his  sincere  manner  of  preaching 
the  truth  of  the  gospel,  16  Atf  excuseth  his 
not  coming  to  them, 

PAUL,  an  apostle  of  Jesus 
Christ  by  the  will  of  God, 
and  Timothy  owr  brother,  unto 
the  church  of  God  which  is  at 
Corinth,  with  all  the  saints 
which  are  in  all  Achaia: 

2  Grace  ie  to  you,  and  peace, 
from  God  our  Father  and/rom 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

3  Blessed  be  God,  even  the 
Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
the  Father  of  mercies,  and  the 
God  of  all  comfort ; 

4  Who  comforteth  us  in  all 
our  tribulation,  that  we  may 
be  able  to  comfort  them  which 
are  in  any  trouble,  by  the  com- 
fort wherewith  we  ourselves 
are  comforted  of  God. 

5  For  as  the  sufferings  of 
Christ  abound  in  us,  so  our 
consolation  also  aboimdeth  by 
Christ. 

6  And  whether  we  be  afflict- 
ed, it  is  for  your  consolation 
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and  salvation,  which  is  effec- 
tual in  the  enduring  of  the 
same  sufferings  which  we  also 
suffer :  or  whether  we  be  com- 
forted, it  is  for  your  consolation 
and  salvation. 

7  And  our  hope  of  you  is 
steadfast,  knowing,  that  as  ye 
are  partakers  of  the  sufferings, 
so  shall  ye  be  also  of  the  con* 
solation. 

8  For  we  would  not,  brethren, 
have  you  ignorant  of  our  trou- 
ble which  came  to  us  in  Asia« 
that  we  were  pressed  out  of 
measure,  above  strength,  in- 
somuch  that  we  despaired 
even  of  life : 

9  But  we  had  the  sentence  of 
death  in  ourselves,  that  we 
should  not  trust  in  ourselves, 
but  in  God  which  raiseth  the 
dead: 

10  Who  delivered  us  from  so 
great  a  death,  and  doth  deli- 
ver: in  whom  we  trust  that 
he  will  yet  deliver  its; 

11  Ye  also  helping  together 
by  prayer  for  us,  that  for  the 
gift  bestowed  upon  us  by  the 
means  of  many  persons  thanks 
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may  be  given  by  many  on 
onr  behalf. 

•12  For  our  rejoicing  is  this, 
the  testimony  of  our  conscience, 
that  in  simplicity  and  godly 
sincerity,  not  with  fleshly  wis- 
dom, but  by  the  grace  of  God, 
we  haye  had  our  conversation 
in  the  world,  and  more  abun- 
dantly to  you-ward. 

13  For  we  write  none  other 
things  unto  you,  than  what 
ye  read  or  acknowledge ;  and 
I  trust  ye  shall  acknowledge 
even  to  the  end ; 

14  As  also  ye  have  acknow- 
ledged  us  in  part,  that  we  are 
your  rejoicing,  even  as  ye  also 
are  ours  in  the  day  of  the 
Lord  Jesus. 

15  And  in  this  confidence  I 
was  minded  to  come  unto  you 
before,  that  ye  might  have  a 
second  benefit ; 

16  And  to  pass  by  you  into 
Macedonia,  and  to  come  again 
outof  Macedonia  unto  you,  and 
of  you  to  be  brought  on  my 
way  toward  Judea. 

1 7  When  I  therefore  was  thus 
minded,  did  I  use  lightness  ?  or 
the  things  that  I  purpose,  do  I 
purpose  according  to  the  flesh, 
that  with  me  there  should  be 
yea,  yea,  and  nay,  nay  ? 

18  but  as  God  is  true,  our 
word  toward  you  was  not  yea 
and  nay. 

19  FortheSonofGt^d,  Jesus 
Christ,  who  was  preached 
among  you  by  us,  even  by  me 
and  Silvanus  and  Timotheus, 
was  not  yea  and  nay,  but  in 
him  was  yea. 


20  For  all  the  promises  of 
God  in  him  are  yea,  and  in 
him  Amen,  unto  the  glory  of 
God  by  us. 

21  Now  he  which  stablisheth 
us  with  you  in  Christ,  and  hath 
anointed  us,  is  God ; 

22  Who  hath  also  sealed  us, 
and  given  the  earnest  of  the 
Spirit  in  our  hearts. 

23  Moreover  I  call  God  for  a 
record  upon  my  soul,  that  to 
spare  you  I  came  not  as  yet 
unto  Corinth. 

24  Not  for  that  we  have  do- 
minion over  your  faith,  but 
are  helpers  of  your  joy :  for  by 
faith  ye  stand. 

CHAPTER  II. 

1  Having  theused  the  reason  why  he  came  fwi 
to  them,  6  he  reguireth  tkem  to  forgite  and 
to  comfort  the  excommunicated pereon,  lOas 
he  himself  also  upon  his  true  repentance  had 
forgiven  him,  12  He  dedareth  why  he  de^ 
parted  from  Troas  to  Macedonia,  14  and  the 
nappy  success  which  Ood  gave  to  his  preach- 
ing in  ail  places, 

BUT  I  determined  this  with 
myself,  that  I  would  not 
come  again  to  you  in  heavi- 
ness. 

2  For  if  I  make  you  sorry, 
who  is  he  then  that  maketh 
me  glad,  but  the  same  which 
is  made  sorry  by  me  ? 

3  And  I  wrote  this  same  unto 
you,  lest,  when  I  came,  I  should 
have  sorrow  from  them  of 
whom  I  ought  to  rejoice;  hav- 
ing  confidence  in  you  all,  that 
my  joy  is  the  joy  of  you  all. 

4  For  out  of  much  affliction 
and  anguish  of  heart  I  wrote 
unto  you  with  many  tears; 
not  that  ye  should  be  grieved, 
but  that  ye  might  know  the 
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love  which  I  have  more  abun- 
dantly unto  you. 

5  But  if  toy  have  caused 
grief,  he  hath  not  grieved  me, 
but  in  part:  that  I  may  not 
overcharge  you  all. 

6  Sufficient  to  such  a  man  is 
this  punishment,  which  was 
inflicted  of  many. 

7  So  that  contrariwise  ye 
(m^Af  rather  to  forgive  Aim,  and 
comfort  Aim,  lest  perhaps  such 
a  one  should  be  swallowed  up 
with  overmuch  sorrow. 

8  Wherefore  I  beseech  you 
that  ye  would  confirm  your 
love  toward  him. 

9  For  to  this  end  also  did  I 
write,  that  I  might  know  the 
proof  of  you,  whether  ye  be 
obedient  in  all  things. 

10  To  whom  ye  forgive  any 
thing,  I  forgive  also^  for  if  I 
forgave  any  thing,  to  whom  I 
forgave  lY,  for  your  sakes  for- 
gave I  it  in  the  person  of  Christ ; 

11  Lest  Satan  should  get  an 
advantage  of  us :  for  we  are 
not  ignorant  of  his  devices. 

1 2  Furthermore,  when  I  came 
to  Troas  to  preach  Christ's  gos- 
pel,  and  a  door  was  opened  unto 
me  of  the  Lord, 

13  I  had  no  rest  in  my  spirit, 
because  I  found  not  Titus  my 
brother ;  but  taking  my  leave 
of  them,  I  went  from  thence 
into  Macedonia* 

14  Now  thanks  Be  unto  God, 
which  always  causeth  us  to 
triumph  in  Christ,  and  maketh 
manifest  the  savour  of  his 
knowledge  by  us  in  every 
place* 
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15  For  we  are  unto  God  a 
sweet  savour  of  Christ,  in  them 
that  are  saved,  and  in  them 
that  perish : 

16  To  the  one  ipe  ate  the  sa- 
vour of  death  unto  death;  and 
to  the  other  the  savour  of  life 
unto  life.  And  who  insufficient 
for  these  thin^  ? 

17  For  we  are  not  as  many, 
which  corrupt  the  word  of 
God :  but  as  of  sincerity,  but 
as  of  God,  in  the  sight  of  God 
speak  we  in  Christ. 

CHAPTER  III, 

1  Leii  their  falte  teacheri  th&uld  charge  him 
mth  vainglory,  he  sheweth  the  faith  and 
graeee  cf  the  OoriHthtcau  to  be  a  et^ieient 
eommendaUon  of  his  minietry,  7  He  com" 
pareth  tJie  mini»traiion  of  the  law  ando/tlte 
goepel ;  12  and  proveth  thai  hie  ministry  it 
so  far  the  more  exeellentf  ae  the  gospel  of  life 
ana  liberty  it  more  gloriout  than  the  law  of 
condemnation, 

DO  we  begin  again  to  com- 
mend ourselves  ?  or  need 
we,  as  some  others^  epistles  of 
commendation  to  you,  or  letters 
of  commendation  from  you  ? 

2  Ye  are  out  epistle  written 
in  our  hearts,  known  and  read 
of  all  men: 

3  Forasmuch  as  ye  are  ms^m- 
festly  declared  to  oe  the  epis- 
tle of  Christ  ministered  by  us, 
written  not  with  ink,  but  with 
the  Spirit  of  the  living  God ; 
not  in  tables  of  stone,  but  in 
fleshy  tables  of  the  heart. 

4  And  such  trust  have  we 
through  Christ  to  God- ward  : 

5  Not  that  we  are  sufficient 
of  ourselves  to  think  any  thing 
as  of  ourselves;  but  our  suffi- 
ciency w  of  God; 

6  Who  also  hath  made  us

ikble  Dodnisters  of  the  new  tes- 
tament ;  not  of  the  letter,  bnt 
of  the  spirit :  for  the  letter  kDl- 
eth,  bat  the  spirit  giveth  life. 

7  But  if  the  ministration  of 
death,  written  and  engraren 
in  stones,  was  glorious,  so  that 
the  children  of  Israel  coold  not 
steadfastly  behold  the  face  of 
Moses  for  the  glory  of  his 
conntenanoe;  whiehg'&^rywas 
to  be  done  away; 

8  How  shall  not  the  minis- 
tration of  the  spirit  be  rather 
glorious  ? 

9  For  if  the  ministration  of 
condemnation  be  glory,  much 
more  doth  the  miniskation  of 
righteousness  exceed  in  glory. 

10  For  eyen  that  which  was 
made  glorious  had  no  glory  in 
this  respect,  by  reason  of  the 
glory  that  excelleth. 

11  For  if  that  which  is  done 
away  was  glorious,  much  more 
that  which  remsdneth  %$  glori- 
ous. 

12  Seeing  then  that  we  hare 
such  hope,  we  use  great  plain- 
ness of  speech : 

13  And  not  as  Moses,  which 
put  a  vail  over  his  face,  that 
the  children  of  Israel  could  not 
steadfastly  look  to  the  end  of 
that  which  is  abolished : 

14  But  their  minds  were 
blinded :  for  until  this  day  re- 
maineththe  same  vail  untaken 
away  in  the  reading  of  the  old 
testament;  which  t;af/ is  done 
away  in  Chrkt. 

15  But  eyen  unto  this  day, 
when  Moses  is  read,  the  yail 
is  upon  their  heart 


16  Nevertheless,  when  itsh^ 
turn  to  the  Lord,  the  vail  shall 
be  taken  away. 

17  Now  the  Lord  is  that  Spi- 
rit: and  where  the  Spirit  of 
the  Lord  t»,  there  is  liberty. 

18  But  we  all,  with  open 
£BM;e  beholding  as  in  a  glass  the 
glory  of  the  Ix>rd,  are  changed 
into  tiie  same  image  from  glo- 
ry to  glory,  even  as  by  the  Sja- 
rit  of  the  Lovd^ 

CHAPTER  IV- 

1  Ee  dedarM  hew  he  haih  tt$^aU  Hnetriiyatui 
diligence  in  preaching  thsffospd;  7  andfiow 
the  trcvhlei  and  peraeeuHone  which  he  daily 
Atduredfor  the  tame  did  redound  ta  the  praiee 
of  God'i  pouter t  12  to  the  bene/U  of  tlie  churchy 
16  and  to  the  aposiUe  own  eternal  glory, 

THEREFORE,  seeing  we 
haye  this  ministry,  as  we 
have  receiyed  mercy,  we  faint 
not; 

2  But  hare  renounced  the 
hidden  things  of  dishonesty, 
not  walking  in  craftiness,  nor 
handling  the  word  of  God  do- 
ceitfully;  but,  by  manifestation 
of  the  truth,  commending  our- 
selves to  every  man's  conscience 
in  the  sight  of  Grod. 

8  But  u  our  gospel  be  hid,  it 
is  hid  to  them  that  are  lost : 

4  In  whom  tiie  god  of  this 
world  hath  blinded  the  minds 
of  them  which  believe  not, 
lest  the  light  of  the  glorious 
gospel  of  Christ,  who  is  the 
image  of  God,  should  shine  un- 
to them. 

5  Forwepreachnotourselves, 
but  Christ  Jesus  the  Lord;  and 
ourselves  your  servants  for  Je- 
sus' sake. 

6  For  God^  who  commanded 
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the  light  to  shine  out  of  dark- 
ness, hath  shined  in  our  hearts, 
to  give  the  light  of  the  know- 
ledge of  the  glory  of  Grod  in 
the  face  of  Jesus  Christ. 

7  But  we  have  this  treasure 
in  earthen  vessels,  that  the  ex- 
cellency of  the  power  may  be 
of  God,  and  not  of  us. 

8  We  are  troubled  on  every 
side,  yet  not  distressed;  we 
are  perplexed,  but  not  in  de- 
spair ; 

9  Persecuted,  but  not  forsa- 
ken; cast  down,  but  not  de- 
stroyed ; 

10  Always  bearing  about  in 
the  body  the  dying  of  the  Lord 
Jesus,  that  the  life  also  of  Je- 
sus might  be  made  manifest  in 
our  body. 

11  For  we  which  live  are 
alway  delivered  unto  death  for 
Jesus'  sake,  that  the  life  also 
of  Jesus  might  be  made  mani- 
fest in  our  mortal  flesh. 

12  So  then  death  worketh 
in  us,  but  life  in  you. 

13  We  having  the  same  spi- 
rit of  faith,  according  as  it  is 
written,  I  believed,  and  there- 
fore have  I  spoken;  we  also 
believe,  and  therefore  speak; 

14  Knowing  that  he  which 
raised  up  the  Lord  Jesus  shall 
raise  up  us  also  by  Jesus,  and 
shall  present  us  with  you. 

15  For  all  things  are  for  your 
sakes,  that 'the  abundant  grace 
might  through  the  thanksgiv- 
ing  of  many  redound  to  the 
glory  of  God. 

16  For  which  cause  we  faint 
not;  but  though  our  outward 
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man  perish,  yet  the  inwaxd 
man  is  renewed  day  by  day. 

17  For  our  light  affliction, 
which  is  but  for  a  moment, 
worketh  for  us  a  far  more  ex- 
ceeding and  eternal  weight  of 
glory; 

18  While  we  look  not  at 
the  things  which  are  seen,  but 
at  the  things  which  are  not 
seen:  for  the  things  which  are 
seen  are  temporal;  but  the 
things  which  are  not  seen  are 
eternal. 

CHAPTER  V. 

1  In  his  hope  of  immortalUi/,  and  in  expecUh 
Hon  of  it,  and  of  the  general  judgment,  he 
laboureth  to  keep  a  good  eoneetenee ;  12  not 
that  he  may  herein  bocut  of  himself,  14  hut 
having  received  life  from  Christ,  he  endea- 
voureth  to  live  as  a  new  ereaivre  to  Ohrisi 
only,  18  and  by  his  ministry  of  reooncilia- 
tion  to  reconcile  others  also  tn  Chriet  to 
God, 

FOR  we  know  that,  if  our 
earthly  house  of  this  taber- 
nacle were  dissolved,  we  have 
a  building  of  God,  a  house  not 
made  with  hands,  eternal  in 
the  heavens. 

2  For  in  this  we  groan,  ear- 
nestly desiring  to  be  clothed 
upon  with  our  house  which  is 
from  heaven: 

3  If  so  be  that  being  clothed 
we  shall  not  be  found  naked. 

4  For  we  that  are  in  this  ta- 
bernacle do  groan,  being  bur- 
dened :  not  for  that  we  would 
be  unclothed,  but  clothed  up- 
on, that  mortality  might  be 
swallowed  up  of  Ufe. 

5  Now  he  that  hath  wrought 
us  for  the  selfsame  thing  t^ 
God,  who  also  hath  given  un- 
to us  the  earnest  of  the  Spirit. 


Our  reconciliation 


CHAPTER  VI. 
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6  Therefore  11?^  are  always  can- 
fident,  knowing  that,  whilst 
we  are  at  home  in  the  body, 
we  are  absent  from  the  Lord: 

7  For  we  walk  by  faith,  not 
by  sight: 

8  We  are  confident,  I  say^ 
and  willing  rather  to  be  absent 
from  the  body,  and  to  be  pre- 
sent with  the  Lord. 

9  Wherefore  we  labour,  that, 
whether  present  or  absent,  we 
may  be  accepted  of  him. 

10  For  we  must  all  appear 
before  the  judgment  seat  of 
Christ;  that  every  one  may 
receive  the  things  done  in  his 
body,  according  to  that  he 
hath  done,  whether  it  be  good 
or  bad. 

11  Knowing  therefore  the  ter- 
ror of  the  Lord,  we  persuade 
men ;  but  we  are  made  mani- 
fest unto  God;  and  I  trust 
also  are  made  manifest  in  your 
consciences. 

12  For  we  commend  not  our- 
selves  again  unto  you,  but 
give  you  occasion  to  glory  on 
our  behalf,  that  ye  may  have 
somewhat  to  answer  them 
which  glory  in  appearance, 
and  not  in  heart. 

13  For  whether  we  be  beside 
ourselves,  it  is  to  God :  or  whe- 
ther we  be  sober,  it  is  for  your 
cause. 

14  For  the  love  of  Christ  con- 
straineth  us;  because  we  thus 
judge,  that  if  one  died  for  all, 
then  were  all  dead : 

15  And  that  he  died  for  aU, 
that  they  which  live  should 
not  henceforth  live  unto  them- 


selves, but  unto   him  which 
died  for  them,  and  rose  again. 

1 6  Wherefore  henceforth  know 
we  no  man  after  the  flesh :  yea, 
though  we  have  known  Christ 
after  the  flesh,  yet  now  hence- 
forth know  we  him  no  more. 

17  Therefore  if  any  man  be 
in  Christ,  he  is  a  new  creature : 
old  things  are  passed  away; 
behold,  all  things  are  become 
new. 

18  And  all  things  are  of  God, 
who  hath  reconciled  us  to 
himself  by  Jesus  Christ,  and 
hath  given  to  us  the  ministry 
of  reconciliation ; 

19  To  wit,  that  God  was  in 
Christ,  reconciling  the  world 
unto  himself,  not  imputing 
their  trespasses  unto  them; 
and  hath  committed  unto  us 
the  word  of  reconciliation. 

20  Now  then  we  are  ambas- 
sadors for  Christ,  as  though 
God  did  beseech  you  by  us : 
we  pray  you  in  Christ's  stead, 
be  ye  reconciled  to  God. 

21  For  he  hath  made  him  to 
be  sin  for  us,  who  knew  no  sin ; 
that  we  might  be  made  the 
righteousness  of  God  in  him. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

1  ffe  approveih  himself  a  faithful  minister  of 
Cfhrut,  hy  hit  exhortaiums^  8  and  by  inieariUi 
of  life,  4  and  hypatienily  enduring  all  kinaa 
of  affliction  anadieyracefor  the  gospel,  10 
Of  which  he  speaketh  the  more  bcidly,  be- 
cause his  heart  is  open  to  them,  18  and  he 
expeeteth  the  like  affection  from  them  ;  l^he 
exhort^  them  to  flee  the  society  and  polU- 
tions  of  idolaters,  as  being  themselves  temples 
of  the  living  Ood 

TyTTE  then,  as  workers  toge- 
y  T     ther  fvith  him,  beseech 
you  also  that  ye  receive  not 
the  grace  of  God  in  vain. 
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2  (For  he  saith,  I  haye  heard 
thee  in  a  time  accepted,  and 
in  the  day  of  salvation  have  I 
succoured  thee:  behold,  nov 
is  the  accepted  time ;  behold, 
now  is  the  day  of  salvation.) 

3  Giving  no  offence  in  any 
thing,  thut  the  ministry  be  not 
blamed: 

4  But  in  alUAing'^  approving 
ourselves  as  the  ministers  <^ 
God,  in  much  patience,  in  af- 
flictions, in  necessities,  in  dis- 
tresses, 

5  In  stripes,  in  imprisonments, 
in  tumults,  in  labours,  in  watch- 
ings,  in  fastings ; 

6  By  pureness,  by  knowledge, 
by  longsuffering,  by  kindness, 
by  the  Holy  Ghost,  by  love 
unfeigned, 

7  By  the  word  of  truth,  by  the 
power  of  God,  by  the  armour 
of  righteousness  on  the  right 
hand  and  on  the  left, 

8  By  honour  and  dishonour, 
by  evil  report  and  good  report : 
as  deceivers,  and  yet  true ; 

9  As  unknown,  and  yet  well 
known ;  as  dying,  and,  behold, 
we  live ;  as  chastened,  and  not 
kiUed; 

10  As  sorrowful,  yet  alway 
rejoicing;  as  poor,  yet  mak- 
ing many  rich;  €U9  having  no- 
thing, and  yet  possessing  all 
things. 

11  O  ye  Corinthians,  our 
mouth  is  open  unto  you,  our 
heart  is  enlarged. 

12  Ye  are  not  straitened  in 
us,  but  ye  are  straitened  in 
your  own  bowels. 

13  Now  for  a  recompense  in 
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the  same,  (I  speak  afi  unto  my 
children,)  be  ye  also  enlarged. 

14  Be  ye  not  unequally  yoked 
together  with  unb^iev^rs :  for 
what  fellowship  h&fth  right- 
eousness with  unrighteous-  ^ 
9es8?  dXiA.  whet  c(Mnmunion 
hatii  tight  with  darkness  ? 

15  And  what  concord  hath 
Christ  with  Belial  ?  or  what 
part  hath  be  that  believeth 
with  an  infidel  ? 

16  And  what  agreement  hath 
tiie  temple  of  God  with  idols  ? 
for  ye  are  the  temple  of  the 
living  Gt)d;  as  God  hath  said, 
I  will  dweH  in  them,  and  walk 
in  them ;  and  I  will  be  their 
God,  and  they  shall  be  my 
people. 

17  Wherefore  come  out  from 
among  them,  and  be  ye  sepa^ 
rate,  saith  tiie  Lord,  and  touch 
not  the  unclean  thing ;  and  I 
will  receive  you, 

18  And  will  be  a  Father  un- 
to you,  end  ye  shall  be  my  sons 
and  daughters,  saith  the  Lord 
Alniighiy. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

1  ffe  ezfiorteth  them  to  purity  of  Hfe^  and  to 
hear  him  like  affeeHon  om  he  doth  t/>  them.  8 
Whereof  lest  he  might  teem  to  doubt,  he  de- 
elareth  what  comfort  he  received  in  hit  aMic- 
tiont,  by  the  rtport  ithieh  7%^  me  of  the 
godly  torrote  hit  former  epittle  had  wrought 
in  them,  18  and  of  their  lovingkindnett  ana 
obedience  towardt  lliut, 

HAVING  therefore  these 
promises,  dearly  beloved, 
let  us  cleanse  ourselves  from 
all  filthiness  of  the  flesh  and 
spirit,  perfecting  holiness  in 
the  fear  of  God. 

2  Receive  us;  wehavewwmg- 
ed  no  man,  we  have  cofrupt^ 
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no  man,  we  have  defrauded  no 
man. 

3  I  speak  not  this  to  condemn 
yoti:  for  I  have  said  before, 
that  ye  are  in  our  hearts  to  die 
and  live  with  you. 

4  Great  is  my  boldness  of 
speech  toward  you,  great  w  my 
glorying  of  you :  I  am  filled 
with  comfort,  I  am  exceeding 
joyful  in  all  our  tribulation. 

6  For,  when  we  were  come 
into  Macedonia,  our  flesh  had 
no  rest,  but  we  were  troubled 
on  every  side;  without  were 
fightings,  within  were  fears. 

6  Nevertheless  God,  that 
comforteth  those  that  are  cast 
down,  comforted  us  by  the 
coming  of  Titus ; 

7  And  not  by  his  coming 
only,  but  by  the  consolation 
wherewith  he  was  comforted 
in  you,  when  he  told  us  your 
earnest  desire,  your  mourning, 
your  fervent  mind  toward  me ; 
so  that  I  rejoiced  the  more. 

8  For  though  I  made  you 
sorry  with  a  letter,  I  do  not  re- 

rmt,  though  I  did  repent :  for 
perceive  that  the  same  epis- 
tle hath  made  you  sorry,  though 
it  were  but  for  a  season. 

9  Now  I  rejoice,  not  that  ye 
were  made  sorry,  but  that  ye 
sorrowed  to  repentance :  for  ye 
were  made  sorry  after  a  godly 
manner,  that  ye  might  receive 
damage  by  us  in  nothing. 

10  For  godly  scwrrow  worketh 
repentance  to  salvation  not  to 
be  repented  of:  but  the  sorrow 
of  the  world  worketh  death. 

11  For  behold  this  selfsame 


thing,  that  ye  sorrowed  ailer  a 
godly  sort,  what  carefulness  it 
wrought  in  you,  yea,  what 
clearing  of  yourselves,  yea, 
what  indignation,  yea,  what 
fear,  yea,  what  vehement  de- 
sire, yea,  what  zeal,  yea,  what 
revenge !  In  all  things  ye  have 
approved  yourselves  to  be  clear 
in  this  matter. 

1 2  Wherefore,  though  I  wrote 
unto  you,  I  did  it  not  for  his 
cause  that  had  done  the  wrong, 
nor  for  his  cause  that  suffered 
wrong,  but  that  our  care  for 
you  in  the  sight  of  God  might 
appear  unto  you. 

13  Therefore  we  were  comfort- 
ed in  your  comfort :  yea,  and 
exceedingly  the  more  joyed  we 
for  the  joy  of  Titus,  because  his 
spirit  was  refreshed  by  you  all. 

14  For  if  I  have  boasted  any 
thing  to  him  of  you,  I  am  not 
ashamed ;  but  as  we  spake  all 
things  to  you  in  truth,  even  so 
our  boasting,  which  /  made 
before  Titus,  is  found  a  truth. 

15  And  his  inward  afiection  is 
more  abundant  towaard  you, 
whilst  he  remembereth  the 
obedience  of  you  all,  how  vnXk 
fear  and  trembling  ye  received 
him. 

16  I  rejoice  iherefore  that  I 
have  confidence  in  you  in  all 
things. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

1  He  ttirrelh  them  up  to  a  liberal  eontrihiUwn 
for  the  poor  eainte  at  Jeruealem,  by  the  ex- 
ample of  the  Maeetbmiane,  7  by  commtenda- 
tion  of  '  *  ' 
ezamp 


Vv:  16 eommending  to  them  the  readinete  of 
Tltu9y  and  other  brethren^  ^eho  were  coming  to 
them  for  Me  bueineet, 
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Exhortation 


IL  CORINTHIANS, 


to  liberality. 


MOREOVER,  brethren,  we 
do  you  to  wit  of  the  grace 
of  God  bestowed  on  the  church- 
es of  Macedonia ; 

2  How  that,  in  a  great  trial 
of  affliction,  the  abundance  of 
their  joy  and  their  deep  pover- 
ty abounded  unto  the  riches  of 
their  liberality. 

3  For  to  their  power,  I  bear 
record,  yea,  and  beyond  their 
power  they  were  willing  of 
themselves ; 

4  Praying  us  with  much  en- 
treaty that  we  would  receive 
the  gift,  and  take  upon  us  the 
fellowship  of  the  ministering 
to  the  saints. 

5  And  this  they  did,  not  as  we 
hoped,  but  first  gave  their  own 
selves  to  the  Lord,  and  unto  us 
by  the  will  of  God. 

6  Insomuch  that  we  desired 
Titus,  that  as  he  had  begun, 
so  he  would  also  finish  in  you 
the  same  grace  also. 

7  Therefore,  as  ye  abound  in 
every  thing,  in  faith,  and  ut- 
terance, and  knowledge,  and 
in  all  diligence,  and  in  your 
love  to  us,  see  that  ye  abound 
in  this  grace  also. 

8  I  speak  not  by  command- 
ment, but  by  occasion  of  the 
forwardness  of  others,  and  to 
prove  the  sincerity  of  your 
love. 

9  For  ye  know  the  grace  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that, 
though  he  was  rich,  yet  for 
your  sakes  he  became  poor, 
that  ye  through  his  poverty 
might  be  rich. 

10  And  herein  I  give  my  ad- 
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vice :  for  this  is  expedient  for 
you,  who  have  begun  before, 
not  only  to  do,  but  also  to  be 
forward  a  year  ago. 

11  Now  therefore  perform  the 
doing  ofit;  that  as  there  was 
a  readiness  to  will,  so  there 
may  be  a  performance  also  out 
of  that  which  ye  have. 

12  For  if  there  be  first  a  will- 
ing  mind,  it  is  accepted  accord^ 
ing  to  that  a  man  hath,  and  not 
according  to  that  he  hath  not. 

13  For  /  m£an  not  that  other 
men  be  caused,  and  ye  burden- 
ed: 

14  But  by  an  equality,  that 
now  at  this  time  your  abun- 
dance may  be  a  supply  for  their 
want,  that  their  abundance 
also  may  be  a  supply  for  your 
want ;  that  there  may  be 
equality  : 

15  As  it  is  written,  He  that 
had  gathered  much  had  no- 
thing over;  and  he  that  hud 
gathered  little  had  no  lack. 

16  But  thanks  be  to  God, 
which  put  the  same  earnest 
care  into  the  heart  of  Titus  for 
you. 

17  For  indeed  he  accepted 
the  exhortation;  but  being 
more  forward,  of  his  own  ac- 
cord he  went  unto  you. 

18  And  we  have  sent  with 
him  the  brother,  whose  praise 
is  in  the  gospel  throughout  all 
the  churches ; 

19  And  not  that  only,  but  who 
was  also  chosen  of  the  church- 
es to  travel  with  us  with  this 
grace,  which  is  administered 
by  us  to  the  glory  of  the  same

recommended. 


Lord,  and  declaration  of  your 
ready  mind : 

20  Ayoiding  this,  that  no  man 
should  blame  us  in  this  abun- 
dance which  is  administered 
by  us: 

21  Providingforhonestthings, 
not  only  in  the  sight  of  the 
Lord,  but  also  in  the  sight  of 
men. 

22  And  we  have  sent  with 
them  our  brother,  whom  we 
have  oftentimes  proved  dili- 
gent  in  many  things,  but  now 
much  more  diligent,  upon  the 
great  confidence  which  I  have 
in  you. 

23  Whether  any  do  inquire 
of  Titus,  he  is  my  partner  and 
fellow  helper  concerning  you: 
or  our  brethren  be  inquired 
ofy  they  are  the  messengers  of 
tiie  churches,  and  the  glory  of 
Christ. 

24  Wherefore  shew  ye  to 
them,  and  before  the  church- 
es, the  proof  of  your  love,  and 
of  our  boasting  on  your  behalf. 

CHAPTER  IX. 

1  ffe  ffiveth  the  reason  why,  though  he  knew 
their  fofwatdneee^  he  yet  mU  Titus  and  his 
brethren  Morehand.  6  He  exhorteth  them  to 
abountifui  alms^asbeing  hut  a  kind  of  sow- 
ing of  seedy  10  which  shall  return  a  great  in- 
crease  to  thenty  12  and  occasion  many  thanks^ 
givings  unto  God, 

FOR  as  touching  the  minis- 
tering to  the  saints,  it  is 
superfluous  for  me  to  write  to 
you: 

2  For  I  know  the  forward- 
ness of  your  mind,  for  which 
I  boast  of  you  to  them  of  Ma- 
cedonia, that  Achaia  was  ready 
a  year  ago ;  and  your  zeal  hath 
provoked  very  many. 
21 


3  Yet  have  I  sent  the  bre- 
thren, lest  our  boasting  of  you 
should  be  in  vain  in  this  be- 
half; that,  as  I  said,  ye  may 
be  ready : 

4  Lest  haply  if  they  of  Mace- 
donia come  with  me,  and  find 
you  unprepared,  we  (that  we 
say  not,  ye)  should  be  ashamed 
in  this  same  confident  boasting. 

5  Therefore  I  thought  it  ne- 
cessary to  exhort  the  brethren, 
that  they  would  go  before  un- 
to you,  and  make  up  before- 
hand your  bounty,  whereof  ye 
had  notice  before,  that  the 
same  might  be  ready,  as  a  mat- 
ter  of  bounty,  and  not  as  of 
covetousness. 

6  But  this  /  say^  He  which 
soweth  sparingly  shall  reap 
also  sparingly ;  and  he  which 
soweth  bountifully  shall  reap 
also  bountifully. 

7  Every  man  according  as  he 
purposeth  in  his  heart,  so  let 
him  give ;  not  grudgingly,  or 
of  necessity:  for  God  loveth 
a  cheerful  giver. 

8  And  God  is  able  to  make 
all  grace  abound  toward  you ; 
that  ye,  always  having  all 
sufficiency  in  all  things^  may 
abound  to  every  good  work : 

9  As  it  is  written,  He  hath 
dispersed  abroad ;  he  hath  giv- 
en to  the  poor :  his  righteous- 
ness remaineth  for  ever. 

10  Now  he  that  ministereth 
seed  to  the  sower  both  minis- 
ter bread  for  your  food,  and 
multiply  your  seed  sown,  and 
increase  the  firuits  of  your  right- 
eousness :

11  Being  enriched  in  eyery 
thing  to  all  bountifulnesS) 
whioh  Qiauseth  through  ns 
thcMatksgiying  to  Grod. 

12  For  the  administration  of 
this  aervioe  not  only  suppUeth 
the  want  of  the  saints,  but  is 
abundant  also  by  many  thanks- 
givings unto  God ; 

13  While  by  the  experiment 
of  this  mini^ation  they  glo- 
lify  God  for  youx  professed 
subjection  unto  the  gospel  of 
Christ,  and  for  your  liberal  dis- 
tribution unjbo  them,  and  unto 
«dl  mm; 

14  And  by  their  prayer  for 
you,  whioh  long  after  yoii  fw 
the  exceeding  grace  of  God  in 
you. 

15  Thanks  be  unto  God  fyr 
his  unspeakable  gift.

%  But  I  beseech  you^  that  I 
may  npt  be  bold  when  I  am 
present  witili  that  confidence, 
wherewitix  I  think  to  be  bold 
Qgainsit  some,  which  think  of 
1)8  as  if  we  walked  aeoording 
to  the  flesh- 

3  For  though  we  wjjkift.  the 


flesh,  we  do  not  war  after  thft 
flesh : 

4  (For  the  wecqpoas  of  our 
war&ure  cart  not  Qadmal,  but 
mighty  through  God  to  the 
pulling  down  of  skong  holds :) 

5  Casting  down  imaginah 
tions,  and  every  high  tilings 
tiiat  exalteth  its^  against  the 
knowledge  of  God,  and  brings 
ing  intocaptiyity  every  tiiought 
to  the  obc^efibce  of  Christ ; 

6  And  having  in  a  readiness 
to  revenge  all  disobedience, 
when  your  obedience  \»  fulfilt 
ed. 

7  Do  ye  look  on  thin^  after 
the  outwaxd  a^peaf  anee  ?  If 
any  man  trust  to  himself  thai, 
he  is  Christ's^  let  him  of  him- 
self think  this  agaan>  that,  a3 
he  19  Christ's^  mesa  so  are  we 
Christ's. 

8  For  though  I  should  boast 
£iomewhat  more  of  our  author- 
ity, which  the  Lord  hath  giv- 
en  us  for  edifica^on^  and  not 
for  your  destruction,  I  should 
not  be  ashamed. 

9  That  I.  may  not  seem  as  if 
I  would  terrify  you  by  letters : 

10  For  his  letters,  say  they, 
ore  weighty  and  po werftil ;  but 
his  bodily  presence  is  weak, 
and  his  speedi  contemptible  : 

11  Let  such  a  one  think  this, 
that,  such  as  we  are  in  word 
by  letters  when  we  are  absent, 
such  will  we  he  also  in  deed 
when  we  are  present. 

12  For  we  dare  not  make 
ourselves  of  the  number,  or 
compare  ourselves  with  seme 
that  commend  themA&bres :  hut

13  But  we  will  not  boast  of 
things  without  cur  measure, 
but  according  to  the  measure 
of  ^e  rule  which  Qod  hath 
distributed  to  us,  a  measure 
to  reach  even  unto  you. 

14  For  we  stretch  not  oth?- 
selves  beyond  cmr  measure^  as 
though  we  reached  not  unto 
you ;  for  we  are  come  as  for 
as  to  you  also  in  preaching  the 
gospel  of  Christ: 

16  Not  boasting  of  things 
without  our  measure,  that  w, 
of  other  men's  labours ;  but 
having  hope,  when  your  faith 
is  increased,  that  we  shall  be 
enlarged  by  you  according  to 
our  rule  abundantly, 

16  Ta  preach  the  gospel  in 
the  regions  beyond  you,  and 
not  to  boast  in  another  man's 
line  of  things  made  ready  to 
our  hand. 

17  But  he  that  glorieth,  let 
him  ^ory  in  the  Lord. 

18  For  not  he  that. com- 
mendeth  himself  is  a^^oved, 
but  whom  the  Lord  comm^i- 
deth. 

CHAPTER   XL 

1  A$  the  Chrinihiana  memed  to  make  more  ef 
ike  faUe  apoetlee  than  of  him,  he  enier^ 
into  a  vintReaHon  tf  himeelf,  6  of  his  eqmM- 
ty  teith  theehiefapoetle^  7  and  tfkie  preach- 
ing thegotpel  to  them  freely;  18  thewtng  that 
he  wa$  not  inferior  to  thiie  deeeiMl  work- 
ers in  any  legal  prerogatiee,  23  but  in  the 
service  of  Christ,  and  in  aU  kinds  of  suffer' 
ingf&r  his  sake,  far  superior. 

WOULD  to  God  ye  could 
bear  with  me  a  littie 


in  my  folly :  and  indeed  bei^ 
with  mo. 

2  For  I  am  jealous  over  yon 
with  godly  jealousy:  for  I 
have  espoused  you  to  one 
husband,  that  I  may  present 
you  as  a  chaste  virgin  to 
Christ. 

3  But  I  i^ar,  lest  by  any 
means,  as  the  serpent  beguil- 
ed Eve  through  his  subtilty, 
so  your  minds  should  be  cor- 
rupted from  the  simplicity  that 
iB  in  Christi 

4  Forif hethatciMnethpreach* 
eth  another  Jesus,  whom  we 
have  not  preached,  or  if  ye 
receive  another  spirit,  which 
ye  have  not  received,  or  ano- 
ther  gospel,  which  ye  have  not 
accepted,  ye  might  well  bear 
with  him. 

5  For  I  suppose  I  was  not  a 
whit  behind  the  very  chiefest 
apostles. 

6  But  though  J  be  rude  in 
speech,  yet  not  in  knowledge; 
but  we  have  been  thoroughly 
made  manifest  among  you  in 
all  things. 

7  Have  I  committed  an  of- 
fence in  abasing  myself  tibat 

Ie  might  be  exalted,  because 
have  pitBaehed  to  you  the 
gospel  of  God  fSreely  ? 

8  I  robbed  other  churches, 
taking  wages  of  them^  to  do 
you  service. 

9  And  when  I  was  present 
with  you,  and  Wanted,  I  was 
chargeable  to  no  man :  for  that 
which  was  lacking  to  me  the 
brethren  which  came  from 
Macedonia  supplied:  and  in

all  things  I  have  kept  myself 
from  being  burdensome  unto 
you,  and  so  will  I  keep  my- 
$elf, 

10  As  tne  truth  of  Christ  is 
in  me,  no  man  shall  stop  me 
of  this  boasting  in  the  regions 
of  Achaia. 

11  Wherefore  ?  because  I 
love  you  not  ?    God  knoweth. 

12  But  what  I  do,  that  I 
will  do,  that  I  may  cut  off  oc- 
casion from  them  which  desire 
occasion;  that  wherein  they 
glory,  they  may  be  found  even 
as  we. 

13  For  such  are  false  apos^ 
ties,  deceitful  workers,  trans- 
forming themselves  into  the 
apostles  of  Christ. 

14  And  no  marvel;  for  Satan 
himself  is  transformed  into  an 
angel  of  light. 

15  Therefore  it  is  no  great 
thing  if  his  ministers  also  be 
transformed  as  the  ministers 
of  righteousness;  whose  end 
shall  be  according  to  theix 
works. 

16  I  say  again,  Let  no  man 
think  me  a  fool ;  if  otherwise, 
yet  as  a  fool  receive  me,  that 
I  may  boast  myself  a  little. 

17  That  which  I  speak,  I 
speak  it  not  after  the  Lord, 
but  as  it  were  foolishly,  in 
this  confidence  of  boasting. 

18  Seeing  that  many  glory 
after  the  flesh,  I  will  glory 
also. 

19  For  ye  suffer  fools  gladly, 
seeing  ye  yourselves  are  wise. 

20  For  ye  suffer,  if  a  man 
bring  you  into  bondage,  if  a 
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man  devour  you^  if  a  man 
take  of  you^  if  a  man  exalt 
himself,  if  a  man  smite  you 
on  the  face. 

21  I  speak  as  concerning  re- 
proach, as  though  we  had  been 
weak.  Howbeit,  whereinsoev- 
er any  is  bold,  (I  speak  fool- 
ishly,) I  am  bola  also. 

22  Are  they  Hebrews?  so 
am  I.  Are  they  Israelites? 
so  am  I.  Are  they  the  seed 
of  Abraham  ?  so  am  I. 

23  Are  they  ministers  of 
Christ  ?  (I  speak  as  a  fool,)  I 
am  more;  in  labours  more 
abundant,  in  stripes  above 
measure,  in  prisons  more  fre- 
quent, in  deaths  oft. 

24  Of  the  Jews  five  times 
received  I  forty  stripes  save 
one. 

25  Thrice  was  I  beaten  with 
rods,  once  was  I  stoned,  thrice 
I  suffered  shipwreck,  a  night 
and  a  day  I  have  been  in  the 
deep; 

26  In  journeyings  oflien,  in 
perils  of  waters,  in  perils  of 
robbers,  in  perils  by  mine  own 
countrymen,  in  p^ls  by  the 
heathen,  in  perils  in  the  city, 
in  perils  in  the  wilderness,  in 
perils  in  the  sea,  in  perils 
among  false  brethren ; 

27  In  weariness  and  painful- 
ness,  in  watchings  often,  in  hun- 
ger and  thirst,  in  fastings  often, 
in  cold  and  nakedness. 

28  Beside  those  things  that 
are  without,  that  which  cometh 
upon  me  daily,  the  care  of  all 
the  churches. 

29  Who  is  weak,  and  I  am  npt

weak  ?  who  is  offended,  and  I 
bum  not  ? 

30  If  I  must  needs  glory,  I 
will  glory  of  the  things  which 
concern  mine  infirmities* 

31  The  God  and  Father  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  which  is 
blessed  for  evermore,  knoweth 
that  I  lie  not. 

32  In  Damascus  the  governor 
under  Aretas  the  king  kept 
the  city  of  the  Damascenes 
with  a  garrison,  desirous  to  ap- 
prehend  me : 

33  And  through  a  window 
in  a  basket  was  I  let  down  by 
the  wall,  and  escaped  his 
hands. 

CHAPTER  XII. 

1  Thouffh  he  might  glory  in  his  wondetftd  rw- 
laUofiSt  9  yet  he  rather  chooeeth  to  glory  in 
his  infipmties.  11  They  had  forced  him  to 
this  vain  boasting.  14  He  promiseth  to  eome 
to  them  again  ;  but  yet  in  the  affection  of  a 
father,  20  although  he  feareth  he  sIuUl  find 
many  offenders, 

IT  is  not  expedient  for  me 
doubtless  to  glory.  I  will 
come  to  visions  and  revelations 
of  the  Lord. 

2  I  knew  a  man  in  Christ 
above  fourteen  years  ago,  (whe- 
ther in  the  body,  I  cannot  tell ; 
or  whether  out  of  the  body, 
I  cannot  tell :  .God  knoweth,) 
such  a  one  caught  up  to  the 
third  heaven. 

3  And  I  knew  such  a  man, 
(whether  in  the  body,  or  out 
of  the  body,  I  cannot  tell :  God 
knoweth,) 

4  How  that  he  was  caught 
up  into  paradise,  and  heard 
unspeakable  words,  which  it 
is  not  lawful  for  a  man  to  ut- 
ter. 


5  Of  such  a  one  will  I  glory: 
yet  of  myself  I  will  not  glory, 
but  in  mine  infirmities. 

6  For  though  I  would  desire 
to  glory,  I  shall  not  be  a  fool ; 
for  I  will  say  the  truth:  but 
now  I  forbear,  lest  any  man 
should  think  of  me  above  that 
which  he  seeth  me  to  be,  or 
that  he  heareth  of  me. 

7  And  lest  I  should  be  ex- 
alted  above  measure  through 
the  abundance  of  the  revela- 
tions, there  was  given  to  me  a 
thorn  in  the  flesh,  the  messen- 
ger of  Satan  to  buffet  me,  lest 
I  should  be  exalted  above  mea- 
sure. 

8  For  this  thing  I  besought 
the  Lord  thrice,  that  it  might 
depart  from  me. 

9  And  he  said  unto  me.  My 
grace  is  sufficient  for  thee :  for 
my  strength  is  made  perfect  in 
weakness.  Most  gladly  there- 
fore will  I  rather  glory  in  my 
infirmities,  that  the  power  of 
Christ  may  rest  upon  me. 

10  Therefore  I  take  pleasure 
in  infirmities,  in  reproaches,  in 
necessities,  in  persecutions,  in 
distresses  for  Christ's  sake :  for 
when  I  am  weak,  then  am  I 
strong. 

11  I  am  become  a  fool  in 
glorying;  ye  have  compelled 
me :  for  I  ought  to  have  been 
commended  of  you :  for  in  no- 
thing am  I  behind  the  very 
chiefest  apostles,  though  I  be 
nothing. 

12  Truly  the  signs  of  an 
apostle  were  wrought  among 
you  in  all  patience,  in  fidgns, 
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and    wonders,    and    mighty 
deeds. 

13  For  what  is  it  wherein  ye 
were  inferior  to  otiier  church- 
es, except  it  be  that  I  myself 
was  not  burdensome  to  you  ? 
forgive  me  this  wrong. 

14  Behold,  the  tiurd  time  I 
am  ready  to  come  to  you;  and 
I  will  not  be  burdensome  to 
you:  for  I  seek  not  yours,  but 
you:  for  the  children  ought 
not  to  lay  up  for  the  parents, 
but  the  pa»Bnts  for  the  child- 
ren. 

16  And  I  will  very  gladly 
spend  and  be  spent  for  you ; 
though  the  more  abundantly 
I  love  you,  the  less  I  be  lov- 
ed. 

16  But  be  it  BO,  I  did  not 
burden  you :  nevertiieless,  be- 
ing crafty,  I  caught  you  with 
guile. 

17  Did  I  make  a  gain  of  you  | 
by  any  o(  them  whom  I  sent 
unto  you  ? 

18  I  desired  Titus,  and  with 
him  I  sent  a  brother.  Did  Ti- 
tus make  a  gain  of  you?  walk- 
ed we  not  in  the  same  spirit? 
walked  toe  not  in  the  same 
steps? 

19  Again,  think  ye  that  we 
excuse  ourselves  unto  you? 
we  speak  before  G-od  in  Christ : 
but  toe  do  all  things,  dearly 
beloved,  for  your  edifying. 

20  For  I  fear,  lest,  when  I 
come,  I  shall  not  find  you  such 
as  I  would,  and  that  I  shall 
be  found  unto  you  such  as  ye 
would  not:  lest  there  he  de^ 
batesi  envyings,  wraths,  strifes, 
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backbitings,  whisperings,  swell- 
ings, tumults : 

21  And  lest,  when  I  come 
again,  my  God  wiU  humble  me 
among  you,  and  thca  I  shall 
bewail  many  which  have  sin- 
ned already,  and  have  not  re- 
pented of  tike  uncleanness  and 
fornication  and  laeeiviomsness 
which  they  have  oowmitted. 

CHAPTER  XIH. 

1  He  ihreateneth  %everityt  and  the  power  of  hii 
apoetleehip  againat  obetinate  einners,  6  and 
exhorteth  them  to  telf  examination,*!  andio a 
reformation  of  life,  li  Me  condudeth  hie 
epietle  with  a  general  exhortaHon,anda  ear 
Motion, 

THIS  is  the  third  time  I  am 
coming  to  you.  In  the 
mouth  of  two  or  three  witness- 
es  shall  every  word  be  estab- 
lished. 

2  Itold  you  before,  andforetell 
you,  as  if  I  were  present,  the 
second  time;  and  being  absent 
now  I  write  to  them  which 
heretofore  have  sinned,  and  to 
all  o&ers,  that,  if  I  come  again, 
I  will  not  spare : 

3  Since  ye  seek  a  proof  of 
Christ  speaking  in  me,  which 
to  you-ward  is  not  weak,  but 
is  mighty  in  you. 

4  For  though  he  was  cruci- 
fied through  weakness,  yet  he 
liveth  by  the  power  of  God. 
For  we  also  are  weak  in  him, 
but  we  shall  live  witii  him  by 
the  power  of  God  toward  you. 

5  Examine  yourselves,  whe- 
ther ye  be  in  the  faith ;  prove 
your  own  selves.  Know  ye 
not  your  own  selves,  how  that 
Jesus  Ohrist  is  in  you,  exoept 
ye  be  reprobates  ? 


MMimclaimed 
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6  But  I  trust  that  ye  shall 
know  that  we  Me  mt  teifm^ 
bates. 

7  NowIi«aytoGt}dthatye 
do  no  evil ;  act  <iiat  we  should 
appear  appcored^  but  that  ye 
should  do  ^at  which  is  honesty 
tiiGug^  we  be  as  r^ro^bates. 

8  For  we  can  do  nothing 
against  the  truths  but  for  the 
truth. 

9  For  we  itfe  glad,  when  we 
are  weak,  and  ye  are  strong: 
and  this  ako  we  wish,  even 
your  perfection. 

10  Therefore  I  write  these 
things  being  absent,  lest  being 
present  I  should  Use  sharpness, 
according  to  ti^  power  which 


ihB  Lixrd  hath  given  me  to 
edification,  and  not  to  destruc- 
tion« 

11  Finally,  brethren,  fare- 
Well.  Be  perfect,  be  of  good 
comfort,  be  of  one  mind,  live 
in  peace ;  and  the  God  of  love 
and  peace  shall  be  with  you. 

12  Greet  one  another  with  a 
holy  kiss. 

13  All  the  saints  salute  you, 

14  The  grace  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  and  the  love  of 
God,  and  the  communion  of 
tiie  Holy  Ghost,  be  with  you 
all.    Amen.

iny,  17  and  wh(U  he  dUpremUly  efttr  iL 

PAUL,  an  apostle,  not  of 
men,  neith^  by  man,  hut 
by  Jesus  Christ,  and  God  the 
Fatiier,  who  raked  him  from 
tiie  dead; 

2  And  all  tiie  brethren  which 
are  with  me,  unto  the  church- 
es of  Galatia  : 

3  Grace  he  to  you^  and  peace, 
from  God  the  Fath^  and/rom 
our  Lord  Jesus  Chris^ 


4  Who  gave  himself  for  our 
sins,  that  he  might  deliver  us 
from  this  present  evil  world, 
according  to  the  will  of  God 
and  our  Father : 

6  To  whom  he  glory  for  ever 
and  ever.    Amen« 

6  I  marrel  ijiiat  ye  are  so 
soon  removed  from  him  that 
called  you  into  the  grace  of 
Christ  unto  another  gospel: 

7  Which  is  not  another ;  but 
there  be  some  that  l^ouble 
you,  and  would  pervert  the 
gospel  of  Chrkt, 

8  But  though  we,  or  ^  angel 
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firom  heaven,  preach  any  otiier 
gospel  unto  you  than  that 
which  we  have  preached  unto 
you,  let  him  be  accursed. 

9  As  we  said  before,  so  say  I 
now  again,  If  any  man  preach 
any  other  gospel  unto  you 
than  that  ye  have  received, 
let  him  be  accursed. 

10  For  do  I  now  persuade 
men,  or  God  ?  or  do  I  seek  to 
please  men  ?  for  if  I  yet  pleased 
men,  I  should  not  be  the  serv- 
ant of  Christ. 

11  But  I  certify  you,  breth- 
ren, that  the  gospel  which  was 
preached  of  me  is  not  after 
man. 

12  For  I  neither  received  it 
of  man,  neither  was  I  taught 
it,  but  by  the  revelation  of  Je- 
sus  Christ. 

13  For  ye  have  heard  of  my 
conversation  in  time  past  in 
the  Jews'  religion,  how  that 
beyond  measure  I  persecuted 
the  church  of  God,  and  wasted 
it: 

14  And  profited  in  the  Jews' 
religion  above  many  my  equals 
in  mine  own  nation,  being 
more  exceedingly  zealous  of 
the  traditions  of  my  fathers. 

15  But  when  it  pleased  God, 
who  separated  me  from  my 
mother's  womb,  and  called  me 
by  his  grace, 

16  To  reveal  his  Son  in  me, 
that  I  might  preach  him  among 
the  heathen;  immediately  I 
conferred  not  with  flesh  and 
blood : 

17  Neither  went  I  up  to  Je- 
rusalem^ to  them  which  were 
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apostles  before  me ;  but  I  went 
into  Arabia,  and  returned  again 
unto  Damascus. 

18  Then  after  three  years  I 
went  up  to  Jerusalem  to  see 
Peter,  and  abode  with  him  fif^ 
teen  dajrs. 

19  But  other  of  the  apostleo 
saw  I  none,  save  James  tba 
Lord's  brother. 

20  Now  the  things  which  I 
write  unto  you,  behold,  before 
God,  I  lie  not. 

21  Afterwards  I  came  into  the 
regions  of  Syria  and  Cilicia ; 

22  And  was  unknown  by  face 
unto  the  churches  of  Judea 
which  were  in  Christ : 

23  But  they  had  heard  only, 
That  he  which  persecuted  us 
in  times  past  now  preacheth 
the  faith  which  once  he  des- 
troyed. 

24  And  they  glorified  God

CHAPTER  II. 


1  ffe  thetoeth  when  and  for  %Dhatpurpo9e  he  v>eni 
up  again  to  Jenualem  ;  8  that  Jitu9  wu  not 
circumcised;  11  and  that  he  withHood  Peter 
for  hie  diesimiUatian,  because,  while  he  be- 
lieved in  justification  bv  faith  in  Christ,  he 
yet  acted  as  if  it  came  by  works  of  law :  20 
they  that  are  justified  by  faith  do  not  live  in 
ein, 

THEN  fourteen  years  after 
I  went  up  again  to  Jeru- 
salem with  Barnabas,  and  took 
Titus  with  me  also. 

2  And  I  went  up  by  revela- 
tion,  and  communicated  unto 
them  that  gospel  which  I 
preach  among  the  Gentiles, 
but  privately  to  them  which 
were  of  reputation,  lest  by  any 
means  I  should  run,  or  had 
run,  in  vain.

CHAPTER  II. 


with  Petef". 


3  But  neither  Titus,  who 
was  with  me,  being  a  Greek, 
was  compelled  to  be  oircum* 
cised: 

4  And  that  because  of  false 
brethren  unawares  brought  in, 
who  came  in  privily  to  spy  out 
our  liberty  which  we  have  in 
Christ  Jesus,  that  they  might 
bring  us  into  bondage: 

5  To  whom  we  gave  place  by 
subjection,  no,  not  for  an  hour ; 
that  the  truth  of  the  gospel 
might  continue  with  you. 

6  But  of  those  who  seemed 
to  be  somewhat,  whatsoever 
they  were,  it  maketh  no  mat- 
ter to  me ;  God  acceptoth  no 
man's  person:  for  they  who 
seemed  to  be  somewhat  in  con* 
ference  added  nothing  to  me : 

7  But  contrariwise,  when  they 
saw  that  the  gospel  of  the  un- 
circumcision  was  committed 
unto  me,  as  the  gospel  of  the 
circumcision  was  unto  Peter ; 

8  (For  he  that  wrought  effect- 
ually in  Peter  to  the  apostle- 
ship  of  the  circumcision,  the . 
same  was  mighty  in  me  to- 
ward the  Gentiles ;) 

9  And  when  James,  Cephas, 
and  John,  who  seemed  to  be 
pilliurs,  perceived  the  grace 
that  was  given  unto  me,  they 
gave  to  me  and  Barnabas  the 
right  hands  of  fellowship; 
that  we  should  go  unto  the 
heathen,  and  they  unto  the 
circumcision. 

10  Only  they  wotild  that  we 
should  remember  the  poor; 
the  same  which  I  also  was  for- 
ward to  do. 


11  But  when  Peter  was  come 
to  Antioch,  I  withstood  him  to 
the  face,  because  he  was  to  be 
blamed. 

12  For  before  that  certain 
came  from  James,  he  did  eat 
with  the  Gentiles:  but  when 
they  were  come,  he  withdrew 
and  separated  himself,  fearing 
them  which  were  of  the  circum- 
cision. 

13  And  the  other  Jews  dis- 
sembled likewise  with  him; 
insomuch  that  Barnabas  also 
was  carried  away  with  their 
dissimulation. 

14  But  when  I  saw  that  they 
walked  not  uprightly  accord- 
ing to  the  truth  of  the  gospel, 
I  said  unto  Peter  before  them 
all.  If  thou,  being  a  Jew,  livest 
after  the  manner  of  Gentiles, 
and  not  as  do  the  Jews,  why 
compellest  thou  the  Gentiles 
to  live  as  do  the  Jews  ? 

15  We  who  are  Jews  bv  na- 
ture, and  not  sinners  of  the 
Gentiles, 

16  Knowing  that  a  man  is 
not  justified  by  the  works  of 
the  law,  but  by  the  faith  of  Je- 
sus Christ,  even  we  have  be- 
lieved in  Jesus  Christ,  that  we 
might  be  justified  by  the  faith 
of  Christ,  and  not  by  the  works 
of  the  law:  for  by  the  works 
of  the  law  shall  no  flesh  be 
justified. 

17  But  if,  while  we  seek  to  be 
justified  by  Christ,  we  ourselves 
also  are  found  sinners,  is  there- 
fore  Christ  the  minister  of  sin  ? 
God  forbid. 

18  For  if  I  build  again  the 
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things  which  I  destroyied,  I 
make  myself  a  transgressor. 

19  For  I  through  the  law  Bm 
dead  to  the  law,  that  I  might 
live  unto  God. 

20 1  am  orucified  with  Christ: 
nevertheless  I  live;  yet  not 
I,  but  Christ  liveth  in  me: 
and  the  life  whidt  I  now  lire 
in  the  flesh  I  live  by  the  fadi^ 
of  the  Son  of  God,  who  loved 
me,  and  gave  himself  for  me. 

21  I  do  not  frustrate  the 
grace  of  God :  fbo:  if  righteous- 
ness  come  by  the  law^  l^^a 
Christ  is  dead  in  vain. 

CHAPTER  III. 

1  He  aake^  wkai  moved  them  to  leave  (kefedtk, 
and  depend  upon  the  law  f  ^Thw  that  believe 
are  Juetified,  9  and  bleeted  with  Abmham: 
10  and  this  he  eheweth  by  mamf  reaeone, 

0  FOOLISH  G^latians,who 
hath  bewitched  you,  that 
ye  should  not  obey  the  truth, 
before  whose  eyes  Jesus  Christ 
hath  been  evidentiy  set  forth, 
crucified  among  you  ? 

2  This  only  would  I  learn  of 
you.  Received  ye  the  Spirit  by 
the  works  of  the  law,  or  by  the 
hearing  of  faith  ? 

3  Are  ye  so  foolish?  having 
begun  in  the  Spirit,  aro  ye 
now  made  perfect  by  the  flesh  ? 

4  Have  ye  suffered  so  many 
things  in  v^n  ?  i£it  be  yet  in 
vain. 

5  He  therefore  that  minister- 
eth  to  you  the  Spirit,  and  work* 
eth  miracles  among  you,  doeth 
he  it  by  the  works  of  the  law, 
or  by  ike  hearing  of  faith? 

6  Even  as  Abraham  believed 
God,  and  it  was  accounted  to 
him  for  righteousness. 
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7  Ejiow  ye  therefore  that 
they  which  are  of  faith,  the 
same  axe  the  children  ^f  Abra^ 
ham. 

8  And  the  Smpture,  fore^ 
seeing  that  God  would  justify 
the  heathen  through  faith, 
preached  before  the  gospel  un* 
to  Abraham,  sayings  In  :&>ee 
shall  all  nations  be  blessed. 

9  So  tiien  they  which  be  of 
faith  aro  blessed  with  faithful 
Abraham. 

10  For  as  many  as  are  of  fh.« 
woriks  of  the  law  are  under  the 
curse :  for  it  is  writt^i,  Cursed 
is  every  one  that  continue!^ 
not  in  all  things  which  are 
written  in  the  book  of  the  law 
to  do  them. 

11  Butthatnomanisjustifled 
by  the  law  in  the  sight  of  Grod, 
it  is  evident:  for,  The  just  shall 
live  by  faith. 

12  Andthelawisnotof  faitii: 
but.  The  man  that  doeth  tiiem 
shall  live  in  them. 

13  Christ  haith  redeemed  us 
from  the  curse  of  tiie  law,  be- 
ing made  a  curse  for  us :  for  it 
is  written,  Cursed  w  every  one 
tiiat  hangeth  on  a  tree : 

14  That  the  blessing  of  Abra> 
ham  might  come  on  the  G^n^ 
tiles  through  Jesus  Christ ;  tiiat 
we  might  receive  the  promise 
of  the  Spirit  through  faith. 

15  Brethren,  I  speak  after  the 
manner  of  men;  Though  it  he 
but  a  man's  covenant,  yet  if  it 
he  confirmed,  no  man  disan- 
nulleth,  <x  addetii  tiiereto. 

16  Now  to  Abraham  and  his 
seed  were  the  promises  made.

CHAPTER  IV. 


mrejusHfied. 


He  saith  not,  And  to  seeds,  as 
of  many ;  but  as  of  one,  And 
to  thy  seed,  which  is  Christ. 

1 7  And  this  I  say ,  tAot  the  COT- 
enant,  diat  wb&  ooafinned  be- 
fore of  God  in  ChriBt,  the  law, 
whioh  was  four  hundred  and 
thirty  years  after,  cannot  dis- 
annul, that  it  should  make  the 
promise  of  none  effect. 

18  For  if  the  inheritance  he 
of  the  law,  it  IS  no  more  of  pro- 
mise :  but  God  gave  it  to  Abrar 
ham  by  promise. 

19  Wherefore  then  serviththe 
law?  It  was  added  because  of 
transgressions,  till  the  seed 
should  oome  to  whom  the  pro- 
mise was  made;  and  it  was  or- 
dained by  angels  in  the  hand 
of  a  mediator. 

20  Now  a  mediator  is  not  a 
mediator  of  one^  but  God  is 
one. 

21  Is  the  law  then  against  the 
prc^nises  of  God?  God  forbid: 
lor  if  there  had  been  a  law  given 
whi(^  could  have  given  life, 
verily  righteoucoiess  should 
have  been  by  the  law. 

22  But  the  Scripture  hath 
concluded  all  under  sin,  that 
the  promise  by  faith  of  Jesus 
Christ  might  be  given  to  them 
that  believe. 

23  But  before  faith  came,  we 
were  kept  under  the  law,  shut 
up  unto  the  faith  which  should 
afterwards  be  revealed. 

24  Wherefore  the  law  was 
our  schoolmaster  to  bring  us 
unto  Christ,  that  we  might  be 
justified  by  faith. 

25  But  after  that  faith  is 


come,  we  are  no  longer  xmder 
a  schoolmaster. 

26  For  ye  are  all  the  children 
of  God  by  &ith  in  Christ  Je- 
sus. 

27  For  as  many  of  you  as 
have  been  baptized  into  Christ 
have  put  on  Christ. 

28  There  is  neither  Jew  nor 
Greek,  l^ere  is  neither  bond 
nor  free,  there  is  neitiier  male 
nor  female  :  for  ye  a* e  all  one 
in  Christ  Jesus. 

29  And  if  ye  be  Chrislfs,  then 
are  ye  Alnraham^'s  seed,  and 
heirs  according  to  the  promise. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

1  We  were  under  the  law  till  Christ  came,  a$ 
^  hiir  U  under  his  pH^rdinn  till  he  be 
of  age,  6  BtU  Ohritt  freed  ui  from  the  law : 

1  therefore  we  are  no  longer  eervanU  to  it 
H  He  remtmberetk  their  good  wiU  to  Atm, 
and  hie  to  them;22  and  ehpweth  that  we  aire 
Abraham**  eeed  according  to  the  promise. 

NOW  I  say,  I%at  the  heir, 
as  long  as  he  is  a  child, 
differeth  nothing  from  a  serv- 
ant, though  he  be  lord  of  all ; 

2  But  is  under  tutors  and 

governors  unlil  the  time  ap- 
pointed of  the  father. 

3  Even  so  we,  when  we  were 

children,  were  in  bondage  un- 
der the  elements  of  the  world : 

4  But  when  the  fulness  of  the 
time  was  come,  Ood  sent  forth 

his  Son,  made  of  a  woman, 
made  under  the  law, 

5  To  redeem  them  that  were 
under  the  law,  that  we  might 
receive  the  adoption  of  sons. 

6  And  because  ye  are  sons, 
God  hath  sent  forth  the  Spirit 

of  his  Son  into  your  hearts,  cry- 
ing,  Abba,  Father. 

7  Wherefore  thou  art  no  more 
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a  servanty  but  a  son;  and  if  a 
son,  then  an  heir  of  Gk)d  through 
Christ 

8  Howbeit  then,  when  ye 
knew  not  God,  ye  did  service 
unto  them  which  by  nature  are 
no  gods. 

9  But  now,  after  that  ye  have 
known  God,  or  rather  are  known 
of  God,  how  turn  ye  again  to 
the  weak  and  beggarly  ele- 
ments, whereunto  ye  desire 
again  to  be  in  bondage  ? 

10  Ye  observe  days,  and 
months,  and  times,  and  years. 

11  I  am  afraid  of  you,  lest  I 
have  bestowed  upon  you  labour 
in  vain. 

12  Brethren,  I  beseech  you, 
be  as  I  am;  for  I  am  as  ye  are: 
ye  have  not  injured  me  at  all. 

13  Ye  know  how  through  in- 
firmity of  the  flesh  I  preached 
the  gospel  unto  you  at  the 
first 

14  And  my  temptation  which 
was  in  my  flesh  ye  despised 
not,  nor  rejected ;  but  received 
me  as  an  angel  of  God,  even 
as  Christ  Jesus. 

15  Where  is  then  the  blessed- 
ness ye  spake  of?  for  I  bear 
you  record,  that,  if  it  had  been 
possible,  ye  would  have  pluck- 
ed out  your  own  eyes,  and  have 
given  them  to  me. 

16  Am  I  therefore  become 
your  enemy,  because  I  tell  you 
the  truth? 

17  They  zealously  affect  you, 
but  not  well ;  yea,  they  would 
exclude  you,  that  ye  might  af- 
fect them. 

18  But  it  is  good  to  be  zeal- 
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ously  affected  always  in  a 
good  things  and  not  only  when 
I  am  present  with  you. 

19  My  little  children,  of 
whom  I  travail  in  birth  again 
until  Christ  be  formed  in  you, 

20  I  desire  to  be  present  with 
you  now,  and  to  change  my 
voice ;  for  I  stand  in  doubt  of 
you. 

21  Tell  me,  ye  that  desire  to 
be  under  the  law,  do  ye  not  hear 
the  law? 

22  For  it  is  written,  that  Abra- 
ham had  two  sons,  the  one  by 
a  bondmaid,  the  other  by  a  fi:ee 
woman. 

23  But  he  who  was  of  the 
bondwoman  was  bom  after  the 
flesh ;  but  he  of  the  free  wo- 
man was  by  promise. 

24  Which  things  are  an  alle- 
gory:  for  these  are  the  two 
covenants;  the  one  from  the 
mount  Sinai,  which  gendereth 
to  bondage,  which  is  Agar. 

25  For  this  Agax  is  mount 
Sinai  in  Arabia,  and  answer- 
eth  to  Jerusalem  which  now 
is,  and  is  in  bondage  with  her 
children. 

26  But  Jerusalem  which  is 
above  IB  free,  which  is  the  mo- 
ther of  us  all. 

27  For  it  is  written.  Rejoice, 
thou  barren  that  bearest  not ; 
break  forth  and  cry,  thou  that 
travailest  not :  for  the  desolate 
hath  many  more  children  than 
she  which  hath  a  husband. 

28  Now  we,  brethren,  as  Isaac 
was,  are  the  children  of  pro- 
mise. 

29  But  as  then  he  that  was 
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born  after  the  flesh  persecuted 
him  that  was  born  after  the 
Spirit,  even  so  it  is  now. 

30  Nevertheless  what  saith 
the  Scripture?  Cast  out  the 
bondwoman  and  her  son:  for 
the  son  of  the  bondwoman  shall 
not  be  heii  with  the  son  of  the 
free  woman. 

31  So  then,  brethren,  we  are 
not  children  of  the  bondwoman, 
but  of  the  free. 

CHAPTER  V. 

t  He  ehargeth  them  to  utandfoMt  in  their  liber- 
ty ,  8  and  not  to  observe  drcwneision :  18 
but  rather  to  love  ofte  another^  vhieh  i$  the 
mun  of  the  law,  19  He  recJeoneth  up  the  works 
of  the  fleshy  22  and  the  fruits  of  the  Spirit^ 
25  ana  exhorteth  to  wallc  in  the  Spirit, 

STAND  fast  therefore  in  the 
liberty  wherewith  Christ 
hath  made  us  free,  and  be  not 
entangled  again  with  the  yoke 
of  bondage. 

2  Behold,  I  Paul  say  unto 
you,  that  if  ye  be  circumcised, 
Christ  shall  profit  you  nothing. 

3  For  I  testify  again  to  every 
man  that  is  circumcised,  that 
he  is  a  debtor  to  do  the  whole 
law. 

4  Christ  is  become  of  no  eflfect 
unto  you,  whosoever  of  you  are 
justified  by  the  law;  ye  are 
fallen  from  grace. 

5  For  we  through  the  Spirit 
wait  for  the  hope  of  righteous* 
ness  by  faith. 

6  For  in  Jesus  Christ  neither 
circumcision  availeth  anything, 
nor  uncircumcision ;  but  faitii 
which  worketh  by  love. 

7  Ye  did  run  well ;  who  did 
hinder  you  that  ye  should  not 
obey  the  truth? 


8  This  persuasion  coTW^^A  not 
of  him  that  calleth  you. 

9  A  little  leaven  leavenetb 
the  whole  lump. 

10  I  have  confidence  in  you 
through  the  Lord,  that  ye  will 
be  none  otherwise  minded :  but 
he  that  troubleth  you  shall 
bear  his  judgment,  whosoever 
he  be. 

11  And  I,  brethren,  if  I  yet 
preach  circumcision,  why  do  I 
yet  suffer  persecution  ?  then  is 
the  offence  of  the  cross  ceased. 

12  I  would  they  were  even 
out  off  which  trouble  you. 

13  For,  brethren,  ye  have 
been  called  unto  liberty;  only 
use  not  liberty  for  an  occasion 
to  the  flesh,  but  by  love  serve 
one  another. 

14  For  all  the  law  is  fulfilled 
in  one  word,  even  in  this ;  Thou 
shalt  love  thy  neighbour  as 
thyself. 

15  But  if  ye  bite  and  devour 
one  another,  take  heed  that  ye 
be  not  consumed  one  of  ano- 
ther. 

16  This  I  say  then,  Walk  in 
the  Spirit,  and  ye  shall  not  ful- 
fil the  lust  of  the  flesh. 

17  For  the  flesh  lusteth  against 
the  Spirit,  and  the  Spirit  against 
the  flesh:  and  these  are  contra- 
ry the  one  to  tlie  other ;  bo  that 
ye  cannot  do  the  things  that  ye 
would. 

18  But  if  ye  be  led  of  the  Spi- 
rit, ye  are  not  under  the  law. 

19  Now  the  works  of  the  flesh 
are  manifest,  which  are  these; 
Adultery,  fornication,  unclean- 
nesSy  lasciviousness, 
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20  Idolatry,  witchcraft,  ha- 
tred,  variance,  emulations, 
wrath,  strife,  seditions,  here- 
sies, 

21  Envyings,  murders,  drunk- 
enness, revelllngs,  and  such 
like :  of  the  which  I  tell  you 
before,  as  I  have  also  told  you 
in  time  past,  that  they  wmch 
do  such  things  shall  not  inherit 
the  kingdom  of  God. 

22  But  the  fruit  of  the  Spi- 
rit is  love,  joy,  peace,  longsuf- 
fering,  gentleness,  goodness, 
faith, 

23  Meekness,  temperance: 
against  such  there  is  no  law; 

24  And  they  that  are  Christ's 
have  crucified  the  flesh  witii 
the  affections  and  lusts. 

25  If  we  live  in  the  Spirit, 
let  us  also  walk  in  the  Spirit. 

26  Let  vm  not  be  desirous  of 
ve^nglory,  provoking  one  ano- 
ther, envying  one  another. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

1  He  eaJujTtelh  thtm  to  deal  mildly  with  an  of- 
fending brother,  2  and  to  bear  one  another' $ 
bwrdm;  6  to  be  liberal  to  their  teachere,  9 
and  not  weary  in  well  doing.  1%  He  eheueth 
what  they  intend  that  preach  cireumeieion, 
HHe  ylcrietk  in  nothing,  eaieein  the  eroee  of 
Christ, 

BRETHREN,  if  a  man  be 
overtaken  in  a  fisiult,  ye 
which  are  spiritual,  restcnre 
such  a  one-  in  the  spirit  of 
meekness;  considering  thyself, 
lest  thou  also  be  tempted. 

2  Bear  ye  one  another's  bur- 
dens, and  so  fulfil  the  law  of 
Christ 

3  For  if  a  man  think  himself 
to  be  something,  when  he  is 
nothing,  he  deceiveth  himself. 
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4  But  let  every  man  prove  his 
own  work,  aad  then  shall  he 
have  rejoicing  in  hims^  aloni^ 
and  not  in  another. 

6  For  ev6ry  man  shall  bear  his 
own  burden. 

6  Let  him  that  is  taught  in 
the  word  communicate  unto 
him  that  teacheth  iur  aU  good 
things. 

7  Be  not  deceived;  God  Ib 
not  mocked :  for  whatsoever  a 
man  soweth,  that  shall  he  also 
reap. 

8  For  he  that  soweth  to  his 
flesh  shall  of  the  flesh  reap 
corruption ;  but  he  that  soweth 
to  the  Spirit  shall  of  the  Spirit 
reap  life  everlasting. 

9  And  let  us  not  be  weary 
in  well  doing:  for  in  due  sear 
son  we  shall  reap,  if  we  faint 
not. 

10  As  we  have  therefore  op- 
portunity,  let  us  do  good  unto 
all  meti^  especially  unto  them 
who  are  of  the  household  of 
fidth. 

11  Ye  see  how  Iwge  a  letter  I 
have  written  unto  you  with 
mine  own  hand. 

12  As  many  as  desire  to  make 
a  fair  shew  in  the  flesh,  Ihey 
constrain  you  to  be  dbrcumcis- 
ed ;  only  lest  they  should  suffer 
persecution  &r  the  cross  of 
Christ. 

13  For  neither  they  tiiem- 
selves  who  are  circumcised 
keep  the  law;  but  desire  to 
have  you  eiroimcised,  that 
they  may  glory  in  your  flesh. 

14  But  God  forbid  that  I 
should  glory,  save  in*  tiie:  cross* 
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of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  by 
whom  the  world  is  eruoified 
unto  me,  and  I  unto  tiie 
world. 

15  For  in  Christ  Jesus  nei- 
ther circumcision  availeth  any 
thing,  nor  uncircumcision,  but 
a  new  creature. 

16  And  as  many  as  walk  ae^ 
cording  to  this  rule,  peace  be 


on  them,  and  mercy,  and  upon 
tiie  Israel  of  G>od« 

17  From  henceforth  let  no 
man  trouble  me :  for  I  bear  in 
my  body  the  maxks  of  the  Lord 
Jesus. 

18  Brethren,  the  grace  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  be  with  your 
spirit.    Amen. 

Y  Unto  the  GalatianB'wTifeteii  from  Rome. 
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CHAPTER  I. 

1  -4/ier  BoltUatianf  and  thanksgiving- for  the 
£phman9, 4  h&ir$at0th  af&wr  election,  and 
adaption  by  grace,  11  which  ie  the  true  and 
proper  fountain  ofnunCs  salvation.  18  We 
are  sealed  by  the  Holy  Spirit  ofpromiee;  16 
wherefore  he  prayetn  that  they  moff  come  to 
the  full  knowledge  and  possession  of  this  sal- 
vation, 

PAUL,  an  apostile  of  Jesus 
Christ  by  the  will  of  God, 
to  the  sain^  which  aue  at 
Ephesus,  and  to  the  faithful  in 
Christ  Jesus : 

2  Grace  be  to  you,  and  peaoe, 
from.  God  our  Father  and /rom 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

3  Blessed  be  the  God  aaid 
Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  who  hath  blessed  us 
with  all  spiritual  blessings  in 
heavenly  places  in  Christ : 

4  According  as  he  hath  cho< 
sen  us  in  him  before  tiie  fi>un^ 
dation  of  tihe  world,  that  we 
should  be  holy  aad  without 
blame  befose  him  in  love : 

9  Haying  piedestinajbed  us 


imto  the  adoption  of  children 
by  Jesus  Christ  to  himself,  ac- 
cording to  the  good  pleasure 
of  his  will, 

6  To  the  praise  of  the  glory 
of  his  grace,  wherein  he  hath 
made  us  accepted  in  the  be- 
loved: 

7  Li  whom  we  have  redemp- 
tion  through  his  blood,  the  for- 
giveness of  sins,  according  to 
the  riches  of  his  grace ; 

8  Wherein  he  hath  abound- 
ed toward  us  in  all  wisdom 
and  prudence; 

9  Having  made  known  unto 
us  the  mystery  of  his  will,  ac- 
cording to  his  good  pleasure 
which  he  hath  purposed  in 
himself: 

10  That  in  the  diiq)ensation 
of  the  Mness  of  times  he  might 
gather  together  in  one  all 
things  in  Christ,  both  which 
are  in  heaven,  and  which  are 
odl  earth ;  even  in  him : 
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11  In  whom  also  we  have  ob- 
tained  an  inheritance,  being 
predestinated  according  to  the 
purpose  of  him  who  worketh 
all  things  after  the  counsel  of 
his  own  will : 

12  That  we  should  be  to  the 
praise  of  his  glory,  who  first 
trusted  in  Christ. 

13  In  whom*  ye  also  trusted^ 
after  that  ye  heard  the  word 
of  truth,  the  gospel  of  your 
salvation:  in  whom  also,  after 
that  ye  believed,  ye  were  seal- 
ed with  that  Holy  Spirit  of 
promise, 

14  Which  is  the  earnest  of 
our  inheritance  until  the  re- 
demption of  the  purchased 
possession,  unto  the  praise  of 
his  glory. 

15  Wherefore  I  also,  after  I 
heard  of  your  faith  in  the 
Lord  Jesus,  and  love  unto  all 
the  saints, 

16  Cease  not  to  give  thanks 
for  you,  making  mention  of 
you  in  my  prayers; 

17  That  the  God  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  the  Father  of 
glory,  may  give  imto  you  the 
spirit  of  wisdom  and  reve- 
lation in  the  knowledge  of 
him: 

18  The  eyes  of  your  imder- 
standing  being  enlightened; 
that  ye  may  know  what  is 
the  hope  of  his  calling,  and 
what  the  riches  of  the  glo- 
ry of  his  inheritance  in  the 
saints, 

19  And  what  is  the  exceed- 
ing  greatness  of  his  power  to 
us- ward  who  believe,  accord- 
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ing   to   the   working  of   his 
mighty  power, 

20  Which  he  wrought  in 
Christ,  when  he  raised  him 
from  the  dead,  and  set  him  at 
his  ovm.  right  hand  in  the 
heavenly  places^ 

21  Far  above  all  principali- 
ty, and  power,  and  might,  and 
dominion,  and  every  name 
that  is  named,  not  only  in 
this  world,  but  also  in  that 
which  is  to  come : 

22  And  hath  put  all  things 
under  his  feet,  and  gave  him 
to  be  the  head  over  all  things 
to  the  church, 

23  Which  is  his  body,  the 
fulness  of  him  that  filleth  all 
in  all. 

CHAPTER  II. 

1  ffe  fheweth  attr  ttate  Inj  natvre^  and  (M^ 
great  mercy  in  cwr  ddtverance,  10  Wi  art 
created  unto  good  work$;  18  and  being 
brauglit  nigh  by  th$  blood  of  Chriat,  19 
ahomd  not  therefore  live  a9  Gentilet^  and 
foreigner$  in  time  past,  but  as  citizen$  with 
tJie  aaintSf  and  the  family  of  Ood. 

AND  you  hath  he  quicken^ 
.  erf,  who  were  dead  in  tres- 
passes and  sins ; 

2  Wherein  in  time  past  ye 
walked  according  to  the  course 
of  this  world,  according  to  the 
prince  of  the  power  of  the 
air,  the  spirit  that  now  work- 
eth in  the  children  of  disobe- 
dience: 

3  Among  whom  also  we  all 
had  our  conversation  in  times 
past  in  the  lusts  of  our  flesh, 
fulfilling  the  desires  of  the 
flesh  and  of  the  mind;  and 
were  by  nature  the  children 
of  wrath,  even  as  others. 

4  But  God,  who  is  rich  in 
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mercy,  for  his  great  love 
wherewith  he  loved  us, 
6  Even  when  we  were  dead 
in  sins,  hath  quickened  us  to- 
gether with  Christ,  (by  grace 
ye  are  saved,) 

6  And  hath  raised  us  up  toge- 
ther, and  made  us  sit  together 
in  heavenly  places  in  Christ 
Jesus  : 

7  That  in  the  ages  to  come 
he  might  shew  the  exceeding 
riches  of  his  grace,  in  his  kind- 
ness toward  us,  through  Christ 
Jesus. 

8  For  by  grace  are  ye  saved 
through  faith;  and  that  not 
of  yourselves:  it  is  the  gift 
ofGod: 

9  Not  of  works,  lest  any  man 
should  boast. 

10  For  we  are  his  workman- 
ship, created  in  Christ  Jesus 
unto  good  works,  which  God 
hath  before  ordained  that  we 
should  walk  in  them. 

11  Wherefore  remember,  that 
ye  being  in  time  past  Gentiles 
in  the  flesh,  who  are  called  Un- 
circumcision  by  that  which  is 
called  the  Circumcision  in  the 
flesh  made  by  hands ; 

12  That  at  that  time  ye  were 
without  Christ,  being  aliens 
jfrom  the  commonwealth  of  Is- 
rael, and  strangers  from  the 
covenants  of  promise,  having 
no  hope,  and  without  God  in 
the  world : 

13  But  now,  in  Christ  Jesus, 
ye  who  sometime  were  far  off 
are  made  nigh  by  the  blood  of 
Christ. 

14  For  he  is  our  peace,  who 
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hath  made  both  one,  and  hath 
broken  down  the  middle  wall 
of  partition  between  us ; 

15  Having  abolished  in  his 
flesh  the  enmity,  even  the  law 
of  commandments  contained 
in  ordinances;  for  to  make  in 
himself  of  twain  one  new  man, 
so  making  peace ; 

16  And  that  he  might  re- 
concile both  unto  God  in  one 
body  by  the  cross,  having  slain 
the  enmity  thereby : 

17  And  came  and  preached 
peace  to  you  which  were  afar 
off,  and  to  them  that  were 
nigh. 

18  For  through  him  we  both 
have  access  by  one  Spirit  unto 
the  Father. 

19  Now  therefore  ye  are  no 
more  strangers  and  foreigners, 
but  fellow  citizens  with  the 
saints,  and  of  the  household 
of  God ; 

20  And  are  built  upon  the 
foundation  of  the  apostles  and 
prophets,  Jesus  Christ  himself 
being  the  chief  corner  stone  ; 

21  In  whom  all  the  building 
fitly  framed  together  groweth 
unto  a  holy  temple  in  the 
Lord: 

22  In  whom  ye  also  are 
builded  together  for  a  habit- 
ation of  God  through  the 
Spirit. 

CHAPTER  III. 

1  The  hidden  myetery^  that  the  Gentiles  should 
be  saved,  teoj  mcMe  known  to  Paul  and  to 
the  other  apostles  by  revelation :  8  and  to 
him  toas  that  grace  given,  tluU  lie  should 
preach  it.  IZ  He  destreth  them  not  to  faint 
at  his  tribulations,  14  and  prayMh  that  they 
way  perceive  the  great  lovs  of  Christ  toward 
them. 
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FUR  this  cause  I  Paul,  the 
prisoner  of  Jesus  Christ 
for  you  Grentiles, 

2  If  ye  have  heard  of  the 
dispensation  of  the  grace  of 
Gcd  which  is  given  me  to 
you- ward : 

3  How  that  by  revelation  he 
made  known  unto  me  the 
mystery ;  as  I  wrote  afore  in 
few  words ; 

4  Whereby,  when  ye  read, 
ye  may  understand  my  know- 
ledge in  the  mystery  of  Christ, 

6  Which  in  other  ages  was 
not  made  known  unto  the 
sons  of  men,  as  it  is  now  re- 
vealed unto  his  holy  apostles 
and  prophets  by  the  Spirit ; 

6  That  the  Gentiles  should 
be  fellow  heirs,  and  of  the 
same  body,  and  partakers  of 
his  promise  in  Christ  by  the 
gospel: 

7  Whereof  I  was  made  a  mi- 
nister, according  to  the  gift  of 
the  grace  of  God  given  unto 
m^  by  the  efi'ectual  working 
of  his  power. 

8  Unto  me,  who  am  leas  than 
the  lea.6t  of  all  saints,  is  this 
.grace  given,  that  I  should 
;preach  among  the  Gentiles 
the  unsea^rchable  riches  of 
Christ ; 

9  And  to  make  all  men  see 
what  is  the  fellowship  pf  the 
mystery,  which  from  the  be- 
ginning of  the  world  hath 
been  hid  in  God,  who  created 
all  things  by  Jesus  Christ : 

10  To  the  intent  that  now  un- 
to the  principalities  and  pow- 
ers in  heavenly  places  might

be  known  by  the  church  the 
manifold  wisdom  of  Gt)d, 

11  According  to  the  eternal 
purpose  which  he  purposed  in 
Christ  Jesus  our  Lord : 

12  In  whom  we  have  bold- 
ness  and  access  with  confi- 
dence by  the  faith  of  him. 

13  Wherefore  1  desire  that 
ye  faint  not  at  my  tribula- 
tions for  you,  which  is  your 
glory. 

14  For  this  cause  I  bow  my 
knees  unto  the  Father  c^  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ, 

15  Of  whom  the  whole  fa- 
mily in  heaven  and  earth  is 
named, 

16  That  he  would  grant  you, 
according  to  the  riches  of  his 
glory,  to  be  strengthened  with 
might  by  his  Spirit  in  the 
iimer  man ; 

17  That  Christ  may  dwell 
in  your  hearts  by  faith ;  that 
ye,  being  rooted  and  grounded 
in  love, 

18  May  be  able  to  compre« 
hend  with  all  saints  what  is 
the  breadth,  and  length,  and 
depth,  and  height ; 

19  And  to  know  the  love  of 
Christ,  which  passeth  know- 
ledge, that  ye  might  be  filled 
with  all  the  fulness  of  God. 

20  Now  imto  him  that  is 
able  to  do  exceeding  abun* 
dantly  above  all  tiiat  we  ask 
or  think,  according  to  the 
power  that  worketh  in  us, 

21  Unto  him  be  glory  in 
the  church  by  Christ  Jesus 
throughout  all  ages,  world 
without  end.    Amen.

CHAPTER  IV. 

1  m  eoehcrUth  to  ynif^,  7  and  dedareik  that 
Chd  giveth  diver$  ffifit  tmto  mtn^  in  i>rder 
t/tat  kU  church  may  be  edified^  and  gr<m 
up  m  ChritL  18  He  ealUth  &um  from 
the  impurity  of  the  OerUiles,  24  to  piU  om 
the  new  man^  25  to  catt  off  lying^  and  cor- 
rupt comnnmietiium, 

ITHEREFOEE,  the  pris- 
oner  of  the  Lord,  beseech 
you  that  ye  walk  worthy  of 
the  vocation  wherewith  ye 
are  called, 

2  With  all  lowliness  and 
meekness,  with  longsuffering, 
forbearing  one  another  in 
love; 

3  Endeavouring  to  keep  the 
unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the  bond 
of  peace. 

4  There  i$  one  body,  and  one 
Spirit,  even  as  ye  are  called  in 
one  hope  of  your  calling ; 

5  One  Lord,  one  faith,  one 
baptism, 

6  One  God  and  Father  of  all, 
who  is  above  all,  and  through 
all,  and  in  yon  all. 

7  But  unto  every  one  of 
us  is  given  grace  according  to 
the  measure  of  the  gift  of 
Christ. 

8  Wherefore  he  saith,  When 
he  ascended  up  on  high,  he  led 
captivity  ci^tive,  and  gave 
gilts  unto  men. 

9  Now  that  he  ascended, 
what  is  it  but  that  he  also 
descended  first  into  the  lower 
parts  of  the  earth  ? 

10  He  that  descended  is  the 
same  also  that  ascended  up  far 
above  all  heavens,  that  he 
might  fill  all  things. 

11  And  he  gave  some,  apos- 
des;  and  some, prophets;  and 


some,  evangelists ;  and  somf , 
pastors  and  teachers ; 

12  For  the  perfecting  of  ihm 
saints,  for  the  work  of  ihe 
ministry,  for  the  edifying  of 
the  body  of  Christ  : 

13  Till  we  all  come  in  th^ 
unity  of  the  faith,  and  of  the 
knowledge  of  the  Son  of  God, 
unto  a  perfect  man,  unto  the 
measure  of  the  stature  of  the 
fulness  of  Christ  : 

14  That  we  henceforth  be  no 
more  children,  tossed  to  and 
fro,  and  caorried  about  with 
every  wind  of  doctrine,  by  the 
sleight  of  men,  and  cunning 
craftiness,  whereby  they  lie  in 
wait  to  deceive ; 

16  But  speid^ing  tiie  truth  in 
love,  may  grow  up  into  him  in 
all  things,  which  is  the  head, 
even  Christ: 

16  From  whom  the  whole 
body  fitly  joined  together  and 
compacted  by  that  which  ev- 
ery joint  supplieth,  according 
to  the  effectual  working  in  the 
measure  of  every  part,  maketh 
increase  of  the  body  unto  liie 
edifying  of  itself  in  love. 

17  This  I  say  therefore,  and 
testify  in  the  Lord,  that  ye 
henceforth  walk  not  as  other 
Gentiles  walk,  in  the  vanity 
of  their  mind, 

18  Having  the  understanding 
darkened,  being  alienated  from 
the  life  of  God  through  the  igi- 
norance  that  is  in  them,  be- 
cause of  the  blindness  of  their 
heart: 

19  Who  being  past  feeling 
have  given  themselves  over

to  holinesi. 


unto  lasoiyiousaess,  to  work 
ail  uncleanness  with  greedi- 
ness. 

20  But  ye  have  not  so  learned 
Christ ; 

21  If  so  be  that  ye  have 
heard  him,  and  have  been 
taught  by  him,  as  the  trutii 
is  in  Jesus : 

22  That  ye  put  oflf  concern- 
ing the  former  conversation  the 
old  man,  which  is  corrupt  ac- 
cording to  the  deceitful  lusts; 

23  Ajid  be  renewed  in  the 
spirit  of  your  mind; 

24  And  that  ye  put  on  the 
new  man,  which  after  God  is 
created  in  rightecmsness  and 
true  holiness. 

25  Wherefore  putting  away 
lying,  speak  every  man  truth 
with  his  neighbour:  for  we 
are  members  one  of  another. 

26  Be  ye  angry,  and  sin  not: 
let  not  the  sun  go  down  upon 
your  wrath : 

27  Neither  give  place  to  the 
devil. 

28  Let  him  that  stole  steal 
no  more :  but  rather  let  him  la- 
bour, working  with  his  hands 
the  thing  which  is  good,  that 
he  may  have  to  give  to  him 
that  needeth. 

29  Let  no  corrupt  communi- 
cation proceed  out  of  your 
mouth,  but  that  which  is  good 
to  the  use  of  edifying,  that  it 
may  minister  grace  unto  the 
hearers* 

30  And  grieve  not  the  Holy 
Spirit  of  God,  whereby  ye  are 
sealed  unto  the  day  of  re- 
demption. 
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31  Let  all  bitterness,  and 
wrath,  and  anger,  and  clam* 
our,  and  evil  speaking,  be  put 
away  from  you,  with  all  ma- 
lice: 

32  And  be  ye  kind  one  to 
another,  tenderhearted,  forgiv- 
ing one  another,  even  as  God 
for  Christ's  sake  hath  forgiven 
you. 

CHAPTER  V. 

1  He  ^xhcrUth  them  to  walk  in  lave^  toJUe/oT' 
nicati(m,a$uiaUuneleann«Mif  7  to  havenofd" 
lowthip  with  the  works  ofdarkne$$,  15  to  walk 
wanly,  18  and  to  he  filled  wUh  the  BpiHt,  2t 
He  theweth  how  wives  ought  to  obey  their  hu^ 
bands,  26  and  how  husbands  ought  to  lovetheit 
wives,  82  even  as  Christ  doth  hts  ekwrch, 

BE  ye  therefore  followers  ot 
God,  as  dear  children ; 

2  And  walk  in  love,  a^  Christ 
also  hath  loved  us,  and  hath 
given  himself  for  us  an  offer- 
ing and  a  sacrifice  to  God  ibi 
a  sweetsmelling  savour. 

3  But  fornication,  and  all  un- 
cleanness, or  covetousness,  let 
it  not  be  once  named  among 
you,  as  becometh  saints; 

4  Neither  filthiness,  nor  fool* 
ish  talking,  nor  jesting,  which 
are  not  convenient:  but  rather 
giving  of  thanks. 

5  For  this  ye  know,  that  no 
whoremonger,  nor  unclean  per- 
son, nor  covetous  man,  who  is 
an  idolater,  hath  any  inherit- 
ance in  the  kingdom  of  Christ 
and  of  God. 

6  Let  no  man  deceive  you 
with  vain  words :  for  because 
of  these  things  cometh  the 
wrath  of  God  upon  the  chil- 
dren of  disobedience. 

7  Be  not  ye  therefore  par- 
takers with  tiiem. 


Being  filled  with  the  Spirit.  CHAPTER  V.  Duties  ofmves  and  husbands. 


8  For  ye  were  sometime 
darkness,  but  now  are  ye  light 
in  the  Lord:  walk  as  children 
of  light ; 

9  (For  the  fruit  of  the  Spirit 
is  in  all  goodness  and  right- 
eousness and  truth ;) 

10  Proving  what  is  acceptable 
unto  the  Lord. 

11  And  have  no  fellowship 
with  the  unfruitful  works  of 
darkness,  but  rather  reprove 
them. 

12  For  it  is  a  shame  even  to 
speak  of  those  things  which 
are  done  of  them  in  secret. 

13  But  all  things  that  are  re- 
proved are  made  manifest  by 
the  light :  for  whatsoever  doth 
make  manifest  is  light. 

1 4  Wherefore  he  saith,  Awake 
thou  that  sleepest,  and  arise 
from  the  dead,  and  Christ  shall 
give  thee  light. 

15  See  then  that  ye  walk  oir* 
cumspectly,  not  as  fools,  but 
as  wise, 

16  Redeeming  the  time,  be- 
cause the  days  are*  evil. 

17  Wherefore  be  ye  not  un- 
wise,  but  understanding  what 
the  will  of  the  Lord  is. 

18  And  be  not  drunk  with 
wine,  wherein  is  excess ;  but 
be  filled  with  the  Spirit ; 

19  Speaking  to  yourselves  in 
psalms  and  hjrmns  and  spirit- 
ual songs,  singing  and  making 
melody  in  your  heart  to  the 
Lord; 

20  Giving  thanks  always  for 
all  things  unto  God  and  the 
Father  in  the  name  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ ; 


21  Submitting  yourselves  on^ 
to  another  in  the  fear  of  God. 

22  Wives,  submit  yourselves 
unto  your  own  husbands,  as 
unto  the  Lord. 

23  For  the  husband  is  the 
head  of  the  wife,  even  as  Christ 
is  the  head  of  the  church:  and 
he  is  the  Saviour  of  the  body. 

24  Therefore  as  the  church 
is  subject  unto  Christ,  so  let 
the  wives  be  to  their  own  hus- 
bands in  every  thing. 

25  Husbands,  love  your  wives, 
even  as  Christ  also  loved  the 
church,  and  gave  himself  for  it; 

26  That  he  might  sanctify 
and  cleanse  it  with  the  wash- 
ing of  water  by  the  word, 

27  That  he  might  present  it 
tr»  himself  a  glorious  church, 
not  havinsr  spot,  or  wrinkle,  or 
any  such  thing ;  but  that  it 
should  be  holy  and  without 
blemish. 

28  So  ought  men  to  love  their 
wives  as  their  own  bodies.  He 
that  loveth  his  wife  loveth 
himself 

29  For  no  man  ever  yet  hated 
his  own  flesh ;  but  nourisheth 
and  cherisheth  it,  even  as  the 
Lord  the  church : 

30  For  we  are  members  of  his 
body,  of  his  flesh,  and  of  his 
bones. 

31  For  this  cause  shall  a  man 
leave  his  father  and  mother, 
and  shall  be  joined  unto  his 
wife,  and  they  two  shall  be 
one  flesh. 

32  This  is  a  great  mystery: 
but  I  speak  concerning  Christ 
and  the  church.

33  Nevertheless,  let  every- 
one of  you  in  particular  so  love 
his  wife  even  as  himself;  and 
the  vnfe  see  that  she  reverence 
her  husband.

CHILDREN,  obey  your  pa- 
rents  in  the  Lord :  for  this 
is  right, 

2  Honour  thy  father  and  mo* 
ther;  which  is  the  first  com- 
mandment  with  promise ; 

3  That  it  may  be  well  with 
thee,  and  thou  mayest  live 
long  on  the  earth. 

4  And,  ye  fathers,  provoke  not 
your  children  to  wrath :  but 
bring  them  up  in  the  nurtnire 
and  admonition  of  the  Lord. 

5  Servants,  be  obedient  to 
them  that  are  your  masters  ac- 
cording to  the  flesh,  with  fear 
and  trembling,  in  singleness  of 
your  heart,  as  unto  Christ ; 

6  Not  with  eyeservice,  as 
menpleasers ;  but  as  the  serv- 
ants  of  Christ,  doing  the  will 
of  God  from  the  heart ; 

7  With  good  will  doing  serv- 
ice, as  to  the  Lord,  and  not  to 
men: 

8  Knowing  that  whatsoever 
good  thing  any  man  doeth,  the 
same  shall  he  receive  of  the 
Lord,  whether  he  be  bond  or 
free. 

9  And,  ye  masters,  do  the 
same  things  unto  them,  for- 
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bearing  threatening:  knowing 
that  your  Master  also  is  in 
heaven;  neither  is  there  re« 
spect  of  persons  with  him. 

10  Finally,  my  brethren,  be 
strong  in  the  Lord,  and  in  the 
power  of  his  might. 

11  Put  on  the  whole  armour 
of  God,  that  ye  may  be  able 
to  stand  against  the  wiles  of 
the  devil. 

12  For  we  wrestle  not  against 
flesh  and  blood,  but  against 
principalities,  against  powers, 
against  the  rulers  of  the  dark- 
ness of  this  world,  against 
spiritual  wickedness  in  high 
places. 

13  Wherefore  take  unto  you 
the  whole  armour  of  Gt)d,  that 
ye  may  be  able  to  withstand 
in  the  evil  day,  and  having 
done  all,  to  stand. 

14  Stand  therefore,  having 
your  loins  girt  about  with  truth, 
and  having  on  the  breastplate 
of  righteousness ; 

15  And  your  feet  shod  with 
the  preparation  of  the  gospel 
of  peace ; 

16  Above  all,  taking  the 
shield  of  faith,  wherewith  ye 
shall  be  able  to  quench  all  the 
fiery  darts  of  the  wicked. 

1 7  And  take  the  helmet  of  sal* 
vation,  and  the  sword  of  the 
Spirit,  which  is  the  word  of 
God: 

18  Praying  always  with  all 
prayer  and  supplication  in  th6 
Spirit,  and  watching  thereun- 
to with  all  perseverance  and 
supplication  for  all  saints ; 

19  And  for  me,  that  utterance

the  gospel  boldly. 


may  be  given  unto  me,  that  I 
may  open  my  mouth  boldly, 
to  make  known  the  mystery  of 
the  gospel, 

20  For  which  I  am  an  ambas- 
sador in  bonds ;  that  therein  I 
may  speak  boldly,  as  I  ought 
to  speak.. 

21  But  that  ye  also  may  know 
my  aflfairs,  and  how  I  do,  Ty- 
chicus,  a  beloved  brother  and 
fiftithful  minister  in  the  Lord, 
shall  make  known  to  you  all 
things: 


22  Whom  I  have  sent  unto 
you  for  the  same  purpose,  that 
ye  might  know  our  affairs,  and 
that  he  might  comfort  your 
hearts. 

23  Peace  be  to  the  brethren, 
and  love  with  faith,  from  God 
the  Father  and  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ. 

24  Grace  be  with  all  them 
that  love  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
in  sincerity.    Amen.

PHILIPPIANS. 


CHAPTER  I. 

1  ff«  testificth  his  tfiankfuJnctM  to  God,  and 
hit  love  toward  them,  for  the  fruits  of  ttieir 
faith,  and  fellowship  in  his  sufferinas,  9  daily 


fraying  f Oft  their  increase  in  grace.  12  II 
shetoeth  that  his  troubles  at  Rome  had  been 
for  thefurtherance  of  the  gospel ;  2 1  and  how 
ready  he  is  to  glorify  Christ  either  by  his  life 
or  death,  27  He  exhorteth  them  to  unity,  and 
to  fortitude  in  persecuHon. 

PAUL  and  Timotheus,  the 
servants  of  Jesus  Christ, 
to  all  the  saints  in  Christ  Je- 
sus which  are  at  Philippi,  with 
the  bishops  and  deacons: 

2  Grace  be  unto  you,  and 
peace,  from  God  our  Father  and 
from  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

8  I  thank  my  God  upon  every 
remembrance  of  you, 

4  Always  in  every  prayer  of 
mine  for  you  all  making  re- 
quest with  joy, 

5  For  your  fellowship  in  the 


gospel  from  the  first  day  until 
now; 

6  Being  confident  of  this  very 
thing,  that  he  which  hath  be- 
gun  a  good  work  in  you  will 
perform  it  until  the  day  of  Je- 
sus  Christ : 

7  Even  as  it  is  meet  for  me  to 
think  this  of  you  all,  because  I 
have  you  in  my  heart;  inas- 
much as  both  in  my  bonds, 
and  in  the  defence  and  confir- 
mation of  the  gospel,  ye  all  are 
partakers  of  my  grace. 

8  For  God  is  my  record,  how 
greatly  I  long  after  you  all  in 
the  bowels  of  Jesus  Christ. 

9  And  this  I  pray,  that  your 
love  may  abound  yet  more  and 
more  in  knowledge  and  in  all 
judgment ; 
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Paulas  rejoicing. 
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10  That  ye  may  approve 
things  that  are  excellent;  that 
ye  may  be  sincere  and  without 
oflfence  till  the  day  of  Christ ; 

1 1  Being  filled  with  the  fruits 
of  righteousness,  which  are  by 
Jesus  Christ,  unto  the  glory 
and  praise  of  God. 

12  But  I  would  ye  should  un- 
derstand, brethren,  that  the 
things  which  happened  unto 
me  have  fallen  out  rather  unto 
the  furtherance  of  the  gospel ; 

13  So  that  my  bonds  in  Christ 
are  manifest  in  all  the  palace, 
and  in  all  other  places; 

14  And  many  of  the  brethren 
in  the  Lord,  waxing  confident 
by  my  bonds,  are  much  more 
bold  to  speak  the  word  without 
fear. 

15  Some  indeed  preach  Christ 
even  of  envy  and  strife ;  and 
some  also  of  good  will : 

16  The  one  preach  Christ  of 
contention,  not  sincerely,  sup- 
posing to  add  affliction  to  my 
bonds : 

17  But  the  other  of  love, 
knowing  that  I  am  set  for  the 
defence  of  the  gospel. 

18  Whatthen?  notwithstand- 
ing,  every  way,  whether  in  pre- 
tence, or  in  truth,  Christ  is 
preached;  and  I  therein  do  re- 
joice, yea,  and  will  rejoice. 

19  For  I  know  that  this  shall 
turn  to  my  salvation  through 
your  prayer,  and  the  supply  of 
the  Spirit  of  Jesus  Christ, 

20  According  to  my  earnest 
expectation  and  my  hope,  that 
in  nothing  I  shall  be  ashamed, 
but  that  with  all  boldness,  as 
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always,  so  now  also  Christ 
shall  be  magnified  in  my  body, 
whether  it  be  by  life,  or  by 
death. 

21  For  to  me  to  live  w  Christ, 
and  to  die  is  gain. 

22  But  if  I  live  in  the  flesh, 
this  is  the  fruit  of  my  labour : 
yet  what  I  shall  choose  I  wot 
not. 

23  For  I  am  in  a  strait  be- 
twixt  two,  having  a  desire  to 
depart,  and  to  be  with  Christ; 
which  is  far  better : 

24  Nevertheless  to  abide  in 
the  flesh  is  more  needful  for 
you. 

25  And  having  this  confi- 
dence, I  know  that  I  shall 
abide  and  continue  with  you 
all  for  your  furtherance  and 
joy  of  faith ; 

26  That  your  rejoicing  may 
be  more  abundant  in  Jesus 
Christ  for  me  by  my  coming 
to  you  again. 

27  Only  let  your  con  versa- 
tion  be  as  it  becometh  the  gos- 
pel of  Christ :  that  whether  I 
come  and  see  you,  or  else  be 
absent,  I  may  hear  of  your  af- 
fairs,  that  ye  stand  fast  in  one 
spirit,  with  one  mind  striving 
together  for  the  faith  of  the 
gospel ; 

28  And  in  nothing  terrified 
by  your  adversaries  :  which  is 
to  them  an  evident  token  of 
perdition,  but  to  you  of  salva- 
tion, and  that  of  God. 

29  For  unto  you  it  is  given 
in  the  behalf  of  Christ,  not  only 
to  believe  on  him,  but  also  to 
sufier  for  his  sake ;

30  Having  the  same  conflict 
which  ye  saw  in  me,  and  now 
hear  to  6^  in  me. 

CHAPTER  II. 

1  Se  exhorteth  them  to  unity,  and  to  all  hum* 
bleness  of  mind^  by  the  example  of  CtirieCe 
great  emidesceneion ;  \^to  a careftd  proceed- 
ing in  the  v>ay  of  ealvation,  that  they  be  as 
lights  in  the  vsorld,  16  and  comforts  to  him 
their  apoatle^  who  is  now  ready  to  be  offered 
up  to  God,  19  He  hopeth  to  send  Timothy 
to  tkem^  whom  he  preatly  commendeth^  25 
OS  EpapJirodUus  also,  whom  he  sendeth  to 
them, 

IF  there  be  therefore  any  con- 
solation in  Christ,  if  any 
comfort  of  love,  if  any  fellow- 
ship of  the  Spirit,  if  any  how- 
els  and  mercies, 

2  Fulfil  ye  my  joy,  that  ye  be 
Ukeminded,  having  the  same 
love,  being  of  one  accord,  of 
one  mind. 

3  Let  nothing  be  done  through 
strife  or  vainglory;  but  in  low- 
liness of  mind  let  each  esteem 
other  better  than  themselves. 

4  Look  not  every  man  on  his 
own  things,  but  every  man  also 
on  the  things  of  others. 

5  Let  this  mind  be  in  you, 
which  was  also  in  Christ  Je- 
sus: 

6  Who,  being  in  the  form  of 
God,  thought  it  not  robbery 
to  be  equal  with  Grod  : 

7  But  made  himself  of  no 
reputation,  and  took  upon  him 
the  form  of  a  servant,  and  was 
made  in  the  likeness  of  men : 

8  And  being  found  in  fashion 
as  a  man,  he  humbled  himself, 
and  became  obedient  unto 
death,  even  the  death  of  the 
cross. 

9  Wherefore  God  also  hath 


highly  exalted  him,  and  given 
him  a  name  which  is  above 
every  name  : 

10  That  at  the  name  of  Jasus 
every  knee  should  bow,  of 
things  in  heaven,  and  things 
in  earth,  and  things  under  the 
earth ; 

11  And  that  ererj  tongue 
should  confess  that  Jesus 
Christ  is  Lord,  to  the  glory  of 
God  the  Father. 

12  Wherefore,  my  beloved, 
as  ye  have  always  obeyed,  not 
as  in  my  presence  only,  but 
now  much  more  in  my  ab- 
sence. Work  out  your  own  sal 
vation  with  fear  and  trem- 
bling : 

13  For  it  is  God  which  work- 
eth  in  you  both  to  will  and  to 
do  of  his  good  pleasure. 

14  Do  all  things  without  mur- 
murings  and  disputings : 

15  That  ye  may  be  blameless 
and  harmless,  the  sons  of  God, 
without  rebuke,  in  the  midst 
of  a  crooked  and  perverse  na- 
tion, among  whom  ye  shine 
as  lights  in  the  world ; 

16  Holding  forth  the  word  of 
life ;  that  I  may  rejoice  in  the 
day  of  Christ,  that  I  have  not 
run  in  vain,  neither  laboured 
in  vain. 

17  Yea,  and  if  I  be  offered 
upon  the  sacrifice  and  service 
of  your  faith,  I  joy,  and  rejoice 
with  you  all. 

18  For  the  same  cause  also  do 
ye  joy,  and  rejoice  with  me. 

19  But  I  trust  in  the  Lord 
Jesus  to  send  Timotheus  short- 
ly unto  you,  that  1  also  may 
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Paul  countetk 


be  of  good  comfort,  when  I 
know  your  state. 

20  For  I  have  no  man  like- 
minded,  who  will  naturally 
oare  for  your  state. 

21  For  all  seek  their  own, 
not  the  things  which  axe  Jesus 
Christ's, 

22  But  ye  know  the  proof  of 
him,  that,  as  a  son  with  the 
father,  he  hath  served  with 
me  in  the  gospel. 

23  Him  therefore  I  hope  to 
send  presently,  so  soon  as  I 
shall  see  how  it  will  go  with 
me. 

24  But  I  trust  in  the  Lord 
that  I  also  myself  shall  come 
shortly. 

25  Yet  I  supposed  it  necessa- 
ry to  send  to  you  Epaphrodi- 
tus,  my  brother,  and  compan- 
ion in  labour,  and  fellow  sol- 
dier,  but  your  messenger,  and 
he  that  ministered  to  my  wants. 

26  For  he  longed  after  you 
all,  and  was  full  of  heaviness, 
because  that  ye  had  heard  that 
he  had  been  sick. 

27  For  indeed  he  was  sick 
nigh  unto  death :  but  God  had 
mercy  on  him ;  and  not  on  him 
only,  but  on  me  also,  lest  I 
should  have  sorrow  upon  sor- 
row. 

28  I  sent  him  therefore  the 
more  carefully,  that,  when  ye 
see  him  again,  ye  may  rejoice, 
and  that  I  may  be  the  less  sor- 
rowful. 

29  Receive  him  therefore  in 
the  Lord  with  all  gladness; 
and  hold  such  in  reputation : 

30  Because  for  the  work  of 
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Christ  he  was  nigh  unto  death, 
not  regarding  his  life,  to  sup* 
ply  your  lack  of  service  toward 
me. 

CHAPTER  m. 

1  JSe  taameth  them  to  beware  of  thefalMe  teaeK' 
er$  of  the  circumcinan,  4  shewng  that  he 
himself  haih  greater  eaute  than  tJiey  to  truet 
in  the  Jleth:  7  but  that  he  cowUeth  all 
thinge  at  loee,  to  gain  Christ  and  his  right- 
eousness; 12  at  the  same  time  acknowledging 
his  oiwn  imperfection,  15  He  exhorteth  them 
to  be  thus  minded^  17  and  to  imitate  his  es^ 
ample, 

FINALLY,  my  brethren,  re- 
joice in  the  Lord.  To  write 
the  same  things  to  you,  to  me 
indeed  is  not  grievous,  but  for 
you  it  is  safe. 

2  Beware  of  dogs,  beware  of 
evil  workers,  beware  of  the 
concision. 

3  For  we  are  the  circumci- 
sion,  which  worship  God  in 
the  spirit,  and  rejoice  in  Christ 
Jesus,  and  have  no  confidence 
in  the  flesh. 

4  Though  I  might  also  have 
confidence  in  the  flesh.  If  any 
other  man  thinketh  that  he 
hath  whereof  he  might  trust 
in  the  flesh,  I  more : 

5  Circumcised  the  eighth 
day,  of  the  stock  of  Israel,  of 
the  tribe  of  Benjamin,  a  He- 
brew of  the  Hebrews;  as  touch- 
ing the  law,  a  Pharisee ; 

6  Concerning  zeal,  persecu- 
ting the  church ;  touching  the 
righteousness  which  is  in  the 
law,  blameless. 

7  But  what  things  were  gain 
to  me,  those  I  counted  loss  foi 
Christ. 

8  Yea  doubtless,  and  I  count 
all  things  but  loss  for  the  ex- 
cellency of  the  knowledge  of 


all  things  as

loss  for  Christ. 


Christ  Jesus  my  Lord:  for 
whom  I  have  suffered  the  loss 
6f  all  things,  and  do  count 
them  but  dung,  that  I  may 
win  Christ, 

9  And  he  found  in  him,  not 
having  mine  own  righteous- 
ness,  which  is  of  the  law,  but 
that  which  is  through  the  faith 
of  Christ,  the  righteousness 
which  is  of  God  by  faith  : 

10  That  I  may  know  him, 
and  the  power  of  his  resurrec- 
tion, and  the  fellowship  of  his 
sufferingSjbeing  made  conform- 
able unto  his  death ; 

11  If  by  any  means  I  might 
attain  unto  the  resurrection  of 
the  dead. 

12  Not  as  though  I  had  al- 
ready attained,  either  were 
already  perfect:  but  I  follow 
after,  if  that  I  may  apprehend 
that  for  which  also  I  am  ap- 
prehended of  Christ  Jesus. 

13  Brethren,  I  count  not  my- 
self to  have  apprehended :  but 
this  one  thing  /  doy  forgetting 
those  things  which  are  behind, 
and  reaching  forth  unto  those 
things  which  are  before, 

14  I  press  toward  the  mark 
for  the  prize  of  the  high  calling 
of  God  in  Christ  Jesus. 

15  Let  us  therefore,  as  many 
as  be  perfect,  be  thus  minded: 
and  if  in  any  thing  ye  be 
otherwise  minded,  God  shall 
reveal  even  this  unto  you. 

16  Nevertheless,  whereto  we 
have  already  attained,  let  us 
walk  by  the  same  rule,  let  us 
mind  the  same  thing. 

17  Brethren,  be  foUowers  to- 


gether of  me,  and  mark  them 
which  walk  so  as  ye  have  us 
for  an  ensample. 

18  (For  many  walk,  of  whom 
I  have  told  you  often,  and  now 
tell  you  even  weeping,  thai 
they  are  the  enemies  of  the 
cross  of  Christ : 

19  Whose  end  is  destruction, 
whose  God  is  their  belly,  and 
whose  glory  is  in  their  shame, 
who  mind  earthly  things.) 

20  For  our  conversation  is  in 
heaven ;  from  whence  also  we 
look  for  the  Saviour,  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ : 

21  Who  shall  change  our  vile 
body,  that  it  may  be  fashion- 
ed like  unto  his  glorious  bo- 
dy, according  to  the  working 
whereby  he  is  able  even  to 
subdue  all  things  unto  him- 
self. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

1  From  particular  admonitions  4  Heproceedeth 
to  general  exhortationM^   10  shewing  how  he 


19  And  80  he  conelwUth  tnth  prayer  and 
ealutationa, 

THEREFORE,  my  brethren 
dearly  beloved  and  longed 
for,  my  joy  and  crown,  so  stand 
fast  in  the  Lord,  my  dearly 
beloved. 

2  I  beseech  Euodias,  and  be^ 
seech  Syntyche,  that  they  be 
of  the  same  mind  in  the  Lord. 

3  And  I  entreat  thee  also, 
true  yokefellow,  help  those 
women  which  laboured  with 
me  in  the  gospel,  with  Clement 
also,  and  with  other  my  fellow 
labourers,  whose  names  are  in 
the  book  of  life. 
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to  all  goodness. 


4  Rejoice  in  the  Lord  always: 
and  again  I  say,  Rejoice. 

5  Let  your  moderation  be 
known  unto  all  men.  The 
Lord  is  at  hand. 

6  Be  careful  for  nothing ;  but 
in  every  thing  by  prayer  and 
supplication  with  thanksgiv- 
ing  let  your  requests  be  made 
known  unto  God. 

7  And  the  peace  of  God,  which 
passeth  all  understanding,  shall 
keep  your  hearts  and  minds 
through  Christ  Jesus. 

8  Finally,  brethren,  whatso- 
ever things  are  true,  whatso- 
ever things  are  honest,  whatso- 
ever things  ar^  jjist,  whatsoever 
things  are  pure,  whatsoever 
things  are  lovely,  whatsoever 
things  are  of  good  report;  if 
there  be  any  virtue,  and  if  there 
be  any  praise,  think  on  these 
things. 

9  Those  things,  which  ye  have 
both  learned,  and  received,  and 
heard,  and  seen  in  me,  do:  and 
the  God  of  peace  shall  be  with 
you. 

10  But  I  rejoiced  in  the  Lord 
greatly,  that  now  at  the  last 
your  care  of  me  hath  flourish- 
ed again ;  wherein  ye  were  al- 
so careful,  but  ye  lacked  op- 
portunity. 

1 1  Not  that  I  speak  in  respect 
of  want :  for  I  have  learned, 
in  whatsoever  state  I  am,  there- 
with to  be  content, 

12  I  know  both  how  to  be 
abased,  and  I  know  how  to 
abound:  every  where  and  in 
all  things  I  am  instructed  both 
to  be  full  and  to  be  hungry, 
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both  to  abound  and  to  suffer 
need. 

13  I  can  do  all  things  through 
Christ  which  strengtheneth 
me* 

14  Notwithstanding,  ye  have 
well  done,  that  ye  did  com- 
municate with  my  affliction. 

15  NowyePhilippiansknow 
also,  that  in  the  beginning  of 
the  gospel,  when  I  departed 
from  MaiJedonia,  no  church 
communicated  with  me  as  con- 
cerning giving  and  receiving, 
but  ye  only. 

16  For  even  in  Thessalonica 
ye  sent  once  and  again  unto 
my  necessity. 

17  Not  because  I  desire  a  gift: 
but  I  desire  fruit  that  may 
abound  to  your  account. 

18  But  I  have  all,  and  abound: 
I  am  full,  having  received  of 
Epaphroditus  the  things  which 
were  sent  from  you,  an  odour 
of  a  sweet  smell,  a  sacrifice  ac- 
ceptable, well  pleasing  to  God. 

19  But  my  God  sh^dl  supply 
all  your  need  according  to  his 
riches  in  glory  by  Christ  Jesus. 

20  Now  unto  God  and  our 
Father  be  glory  for  ever  and 
ever.    Amen. 

21  Salute  every  saint  in 
Christ  Jesus.  The  brethren 
which  are  with  me  greet  you. 

22  All  the  saints  salute  you, 
chiefly  they  that  are  of  Cesar's 
household. 

23  The  grace  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  be  with  you  all. 
Amen.

CHAPTER  I. 

1  After  salutation  he  thanketh  Ood/or  their 
faith,  7  confirmeth  the  doctrine  of  £paphra$f 
9  prayeth  further  for  their  inereaae  in  ffrace^ 
14  deseribeth  the  true  Christ,  21  eneourageth 
them  to  receive  Jeeue  Chriet,  and  commend' 
eth  hie  own  ndnittry* 

PAUL,  an  apostle  of  Jesus 
Christ  by  the  will  of  God, 
and  Timotheus  our  brother, 

2  To  the  saints  and  faithful 
brethren  in  Christ  which  are 
at  Colosse:  Grace  he  unto  you, 
and  peace,  from  God  our  Fa- 
ther and  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

3  We  give  thanks  to  God 
and  the  Father  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  praying  always 
for  you, 

4  Since  we  heard  of  your  faith 
in  Christ  Jesus,  and  of  the 
love  which  ye  have  to  all  the 
saints, 

5  For  the  hope  which  is  laid 
up  for  you  in  heaven,  whereof 
ye  heard  before  in  the  word  of 
the  truth  of  the  gospel ; 

6  Which  is  come  unto  you,  as 
it  is  in  all  the  world;  and 
bringeth  forth  fruit,  as  it  doth 
also  in  you,  since  the  day  ye 
heard  of  it,  and  knew  the  grace 
of  God  in  truth : 

7  As  ye  also  learned  of  Epa*. 
phras  our  dear  fellow  servant, 
who  is  for  you  a  faithful  minis- 
ter of  Christ ; 

8  Who  also  declared  unto  us 
your  love  in  the  Spirit 


9  For  this  cause  we  also, 
since  the  day  we  heard  it,  do 
not  cease  to  pray  for  you,  and 
to  desire  that  ye  might  be  fill- 
ed with  the  knowledge  of  his 
will  in  all  wisdom  and  spirit* 
ual  understanding; 

10  That  ye  might  walk  wor- 
thy of  the  Lord  imto  all  pleas- 
ing, being  fruitful  in  every 
gc^  work,  and  increasing  in 
the  knowledge  of  God; 

11  Strengthened  with  all 
might,  according  to  his  glorious 
power,  unto  all  patience  and 
longsufiering  with  joyfulness ; 

12  Giving  thanks  unto  the 
Father,  which  hath  made  us 
meet  to  be  partakers  of  the  in- 
heritance of  the  saints  in  light: 

1 3  Who  hath  delivered  us  from 
the  power  of  darkness,and  hath 
translated  us  into  the  kingdom 
of  his  dear  Son: 

14  In  whom  we  have  redemp- 
tion through  his  blood,  even  the 
forgiveness  of  sins :

18  And  he  is  the  head  of  the 
body,  the  church:  who  is  the 
beginning,  the  firstborn  from 
the  dead ;  that  in  all  things  he 
might  have  the  preeminence. 

19  For  it  pleased  the  Father 
that  in  him  should  all  fulness 
dwell ; 

20  And,  having  mitde  peace 
through  the  blood  of  his  cross, 
by  him  to  reconcile  all  things 
unto  himself;  by  him,  /  «ay, 
whether  they  be  tb  ings  in  earth, 
or  things  in  heaven. 

21  And  you,  that  were  some- 
time  alienated  and  enemies  in 
your  mind  by  wicked  works, 
yet  now  hath  he  reconciled 

22  In  the  body  of  his  fl^h 
through  death,  to  present  you 
holy  and  unblameable  and  un- 
reproveable  in  his  sight : 

23  If  ye  continue  in  the  faith 
grounded  and  settled,  and  be 
not  moved  away  from  the  hope 
of  the  gospel,  which  ye  have 
heard,  and  which  was  preach- 
ed to  every  creature  which  is 
under  heaven ;  whereof  I  Paul 
am  made  a  minist^ ; 

24  Who  now  rejoice  in  my  suf- 
ferings for  you,  and  fill  up  that 
which  is  behind  of  the  aj9lie- 
tions  of  Christ  in  my  flesh  for 
his  body's  sake,  which  is  the 
church : 

25  Whereof  I  am  made  a  mi- 
nister, according  to  the  dispen- 
sation of  God  which  is  given 
to  me  for  you,  to  fulfil  the  word 
of  God; 
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26  Even  the  mystery  which 
hath  been  hid  from  ages  and 
from  generations,  but  now  is 
made  manifest  to  his  saints : 

27  To  whom  God  would 
make  known  what  is  the  rich- 
es of  the  glory  of  this  mystery 
among  the  Gentiles;  which 
is  Christ  in  you,  the  hope  of 
glory  : 

28  Whom  we  preach,  warn- 
ing every  man,  and  teaching 
every  qmn  in  all  wisdom ;  that 
we  may  present  every  man 
perfect  in  Christ  Jesus : 

29  Whereunto  I  also  labour, 
striving  according  to  his  work- 
ing, which  worketh  in  me 
mightily.

7  Rooted  and  built  up  in  him, 
and  stablished  in  the  faith,  a*s 
ye  have  been  taught,  abound- 
ing therein  with  thanksgiv- 
ing.

18  Let  no  man  beguile  you 
of  your  rewtwrd  in  a  voluntary 
humility  and  worshij^ing  of 
angels,  intruding  into  those 
things  which  he  hath  not  seen, 
vainly  puffed  up  by  his  fleshly 
mind, 

19  And  not  holding  the  Head, 
from  whirfi  all  the  body  by 
joints  and  bands  having  nou- 
rishment ministered,  and  knit 
together,  increaseth  with  the 
increase  of  God. 

20  Wherefore  if  ye  be  dead 
with  Christ  from  the  rudiments 
of  the  world,  why,  as  though

22  Which  all  are  to  perish 
with  the  using,)  after  the  com- 
mandments and  doctrines  of 
men? 

23  Which  things  have  indeed 
a  shew  of  wisdom  in  will- wor- 
ship, and  humility,  and  neg- 
lecting of  the  body;  not  in  any 
honour  to  the  satisfying  of  the 
flesh.

6  For  which  things'  sake  the 
wrath  of  God  cometh  on  the 
children  of  disobedience : 

7  In  the  which  ye  also  walk- 
ed sometime,  when  ye  lived 
in  them. 

8  But  now  ye  also  put  off 
all  these ;  anger,  wrath,  malice, 
blasphemy,  filthy  communica- 
tion out  of  your  mouth. 

9  Lie  not  one  to  another,  see- 
ing that  ye  have  put  off  the 
old  man  with  his  deeds ; 

10  And  have  put  on  the  new 
man^  which  is  renewed  in 
knowledge  after  the  image  of 
him  that  created  him  :

CHAPTER  I. 

1  The  TheualoniaM  ar$  given  to  underUand 
both  how  mindful  of  them  Paul  vxu  at  all 
timet  in  tfumk$gimnfft  and  prayer:  5  and 
aUo  how  well  he  w€u  persuaded  of  the  truth 
and  sincerity  of  their  faith^  ana  conversion 
to  God 

PAUL,  and  Silvanus,andTi- 
motheus,  unto  the  church 
of  the  Thessalonians  u?hdch  is 
in  God  the  Father  and  in  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ:  Grace  be 
unto  you,  and  pee>ce,  from  God 
our  Father  and  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ. 

2  We  give  thanks  to  God  al- 
ways for  you  all,  making  men- 
tion of  you  in  our  prayers ; 

3  Remembering  without  ceas- 
ing  your  work  of  faith,  and  la- 
hour  of  love,  and  patienceof  hope 
in  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  in  the 
sight  of  God  and  our  Father ; 

4  Knowing,  brethren  beloved, 
your  election  of  God. 

5  For  our  gospel  came  not  un- 
to you  in  word  only,  but  also 
in  power,  and  in  the  Holy 
Ghost,  and  in  much  assurance; 
06  ye  know  what  manner  of 
men  we  were  among  you  for 
your  sake.

2  But  even  after  that  we  had 
suffered  before,  and  w«»  shame^ 
fully  entreated,  as  ye  know,  at 
Fhilippi,  we  were  bold  in  our 
God  to  speak  unto  you  the  gofr. 
pel  of  God  with  much  conten- 
tion. 

3  For  our  exhortation  t^ros  not 
of  deceit,  nor  of  uncleannes^ 
nor  in  guile : 

4  But  as  we  were  allowed  of 
God  to  be  put  in  trust  with  the 
gospel,  even  so  we  speak ;  not 
as  pleasing  men,  but  God, 
which  trieth  oxir  hearts. 

5  For  neither  at  any  time 
used  we  flattering  words,  as  ye 
know,  nor  a  cloak  of  covetous- 
ness;  God  is  witness: 

6  Nor  of  men  sought  we  glo- 
ry, neither  of  you,  nor  i/et  of 
others,  when  we  might  have 
been  burdensome,  as  the  apos- 
tles of  Christ. 

7  But  we  were  gentle  among 
ou,  even  as  a  nurse  cherisheth 
er  children : 

8  So  being  affectionately  de- 
sirous of  you,  we  were  willing 
to  have  imparted  unto  you,  not 
the  gospel  of  God  only,  but 
also  our  own  souls,  because  ye 
were  dear  unto  us.

16  Forbidding  us  to  speak  to 
the  Gentiles  that  they  might 
be  saved,  to  fill  up  their  sins 
always :  for  the  wrath  is  come 
upon  them  to  the  uttermost. 

17  But  we,  brethren,  being 
taken  from  you  for  a  short  time 
in  presence,  not  in  heart,  en- 
deavoured the  more  abundant- 
ly to  see  your  face  with  great 
desire.

4  That  every  one  of  you  should 
know  how  to  possess  his  vessel 
in  sanctification  and  honour; 

5  Not  in  the  lust  of  concu- 
piscence, even  as  the  Gentiles 
which  know  not  God : 

6  That  no  man  go  beyond 
and  defraud  his  brother  in  any 
matter:  because  that  the  Lord 
is  the  avenger  of  all  such,  as 
we  also  have  forewarned  you 
and  testified. 

7  For  God  hath  not  called 
us  unto  uncleanness,  but  unto 
holiness. 

8  He  therefore  that  despiseth, 
despiseth  not  man,  but  God, 
who  hath  also  given  unto  us 
his  Holy  Spirit. 

9  But  as  touching  brotherly 
love  ye  need  not  that  I  write 
unto  you:  for  ye  yourselves  are 
taught  of  God  to  love  one  an- 
other. 

10  And  indeedi  ye  do  it  to- 
ward  all  the  brethren  which 
are  in  all  Macedonia :  but  we 
beseech  you,  brethren,  that  ye 
increase  more  and  more ; 

11  And  that  ye  study  to  be 
quiet,  and  to  do  your  own 
business,  and  to  work  wit& 
your  own  hands,  as  we  com- 
manded you ; 


12  That  ye  may  walk  ho- 
nestly toward  them  that  are 
without,  and  that  ye  may  have 
lack  of  nothing. 

13  But  I  woidd  not  have  you 
to  be  ignorant,  brethren,  con- 
cerning them  which  are  asleep, 
that  ye  sorrow  not,  even  as 
others  which  have  no  hope. 

14  For  if  we  believe  that  Je- 
sus died  and  rose  again,  even 
so  them  also  which  sleep  in 
Jesus  will  God  bring  with  him. 

15  For  this  we  say  unto  you 
by  the  word  of  the  Lord,  that 
we  which  are  alive  and  re- 
main  unto  the  coming  of  the 
Lord  shall  not  prevent  them 
which  are  asleep. 

16  For  the  Lord  himself  shall 
descend  from  heaven  with  a 
shout,  with  the  voice  of  the 
archangel,  and  with  the  trump 
of  God :  and  the  dead  in  Christ 
shall  rise  first : 

17  Then  we  which  are  alive 
and  remain  shall  be  caught 
up  together  with  them  in  the 
clouds,  to  meet  the  Lord  in  the 
air :  and  so  shall  we  ever  be 
with  the  Lord. 

18  Wherefore  comfort  one  an* 
other  with  these^  words. 

CHAPTER  V. 

1  Se  ffoceedtik  in  the  f<mMf  cle9eripli&n  cf 
Chnttt  cmning  to  jvjgment^  16  and  giveth 
divert  precepU,  28  a»td  $o  conclttdeth  tk$ 
tpiaUe. 

BUT  of  tiie  times  and  the 
seasons,  brethren,  ye  have 
no  need  that  I  write  unto  you. 
2  For  yourselves  know  per- 
fectly that  the  day  of  the  Lord 
so  cometh  as  a  thief  in  the 
night.

3  For  when  they  shall  say, 
Peace  and  safety;  then  sud- 
den destruction  cometh  upon 
them,  as  travail  upon  a  woman 
with  child;  and  they  shall  not 
escape. 

4  But  ye,  brethren,  are  not  in 
darkness,  that  that  day  should 
overtake  you  as  a  thief. 

5  Ye  are  all  the  children  of 
light,  and  the  children  of  the 
day :  we  are  not  of  the  night, 
nor  of  darkness. 

6  Therefore  let  us  not  sleep, 
as  do  others ;  but  let  us  watch 
and  be  sober. 

7  For  they  that  sleep  sleep 
in  the  night ;  and  they  that  be 
drunken  are  drunken  in  the 
night. 

8  But  let  us,  who  are  of  the 
day,  be  sober,  putting  on  the 
breastplate  of  faith  and  love ; 
and  for  a  helmet,  the  hope  of 
salvation. 

9  For  God  hath  not  appoint- 
ed us  to  wrath,  but  to  obtain 
telvation  by  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ, 

10  Who   died   for  us,  that,, 
whether  we  wake  or  sleeps  we 
should  live  together  with  him. 

11  Wherefore  comfort  your- 
selves together^  and  edify  one 
another^  even  as  also  ye  do. 

12  And  we  beseech  you,  bre- 
thren, to  know  them  which 
labour  among  you,  and  are 
over  you  in  the  Lord,  and 
admonish  you ; 

13  And  to  esteem  them  very 
highly  in  love  for  their  work  s 
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sake.  And  be  at  peace  among 
yourselves. 

14  Now  we  exhort  you,  bre- 
thren, warn  them  that  are  un- 
ruly, comfort  the  feeblemind- 
ed, support  the  weak,  be  pa- 
tient toward  all  men. 

15  See  that  none  render  evil 
for  evil  unto  any  man;  but 
ever  follow  that  which  is  good, 
both  among  yourselves,  and  to 
all  men. 

16  Rejoice  evermore. 

17  Pray  without  ceasing. 

1 8  In  every  thing  give  thanks : 
for  this  is  the  will  of  God  in 
Christ  Jesus  concerning  you. 

19  Quench  not  the  Spirit. 

20  Despise  not  prophesyings. 

21  Prove  all  things;  hold  fast 
that  which  is  good. 

22  Abstain  from  all  appear- 
ance of  evil. 

23  And  the  very  God  of 
peace  sanctify  you  wholly; 
and  I  pray  God  your  whole 
spirit  and  soul  and  body  be 
preserved  blameless  tmto  the 
coming  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ. 

24  Faithibl  is  hd  that  calleth 
you,  who  also  will  do  it. 

25  Brethren,  pray  for  us. 

2  6  Greet  all  the  brethren  with 
a  holy  kiss.  * 

27  I  charge  you  by  the  Lord, 
that  this  epistle  be  read  unto 
all  the  holy  brethren. 

28  The  gra<^  of  our  Lord  Je» 
BUS  Christ  6e  with  you*  Amen.

THESSALONIANS. 


CHAPTER  I. 

1  Paul  eertifieth  them  of  the  good  opinion  which 
he  had  of  theiffaiA,  l&ve,  and  patienee:  6 
and  therewithal  ueeth  div&re  reasonefor  the 
eom/ortinff  of  them  in  peraeeution^  whereof 
the  ehiefeet  ie  taken  from  the  riffktaome  jmd^ 
went  of  Qod, 

PAUL,  and  Silvanus,  and  Ti- 
motheus,  unto  the  church 
of  the  Thessalonians  in  God 
our  Father  and  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ : 

2  Grace  unto  you,  and  peace, 
from  God  our  Father  and  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

3  We  are  hound  to  thank  God 
always  for  you,  hrethren,  as  it 
is  meet,  hecause  that  your  faith 
groweth  exceedingly,  and  the 
charity  of  every  one  of  you 
all  toward  each  other  ahound- 
eth; 

4  So  that  we  ourselves  glory 
in  you  in  the  churches  of  Gwl, 
for  your  patience  and  faith  in 
all  your  persecutions  and  tri- 
bulations that  ye  endure : 

5  Which  is  a  manifest  token 
of  the  righteous  judgment  of 
God,  that  ye  may  be  counted 
worthy  of  the  kingdom  of  God, 
for  which  ye  also  suflfer: 

6  Seeing  it  is  a  righteous  thing 
with  Goid  to  recompense  tri- 
bulation to  them  that  trouble 
you; 

7  And  to  you  who  are  trou- 
bled rest  with  us,  when  the 


Lord  Jesus  shall  be  revealed 
from  heaven  with  his  mighty 
angels, 

8  In  flaming  fire  taking  ven- 
geance on  them  that  know 
not  God,  and  that  obey  not 
the  gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ: 

9  Who  shall  be  punished  with 
everlasting  destruction  from 
the  presence  of  the  Lord,  and 
from  the  glory  of  his  power ; 

10  When  he  shall  come  to  be 
glorified  in  his  saints,  and  to 
be  admired  in  all  them  that 
believe  (because  our  testimony 
among  you  was  believed)  in 
that  day. 

11  Wherefore  also  we  pray 
always  for  you,  that  our  God 
would  count  you  worthy  of 
this  calling,  and  fulfil  all  the 
good  pleasure  of  his  goodness, 
and  the  work  of  faith  with 
power  : 

12  That  the  name  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  may  be 
glorified  in  you,  and  ye  in 
him,  according  to  the  grace  of 
our  Gt)d  and  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.

NOW  we  beseech  you,  bre- 
thren, by  the  coming  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  by 
our  gathering  together  unto 
him, 

2  That  ye  be  not  soon  shaken 
in  mind,  or  be  troubled,  neither 
by  spirit,  nor  by  word,  nor  by 
letter  as  from  us,  as  that  the 
day  of  Christ  is  at  hand. 

3  Let  no  man  deceive  you  by 
any  means:  for  that  day  shall 
not  come^  except  there  come 
a  falling  away  first,  and  that 
man  of  sin  be  revealed,  the  son 
of  perdition ; 

4  Who  opposeth  and  exalteth 
himself  above  all  that  is  called 
God,  or  that  is  worshipped;  so 
that  he  as  God  sitteth  in  the 
temple  of  God,  shewing  him- 
self that  he  is  God. 

5  Remember  ye  not,  that, 
when  I  was  ye^  with  you,  I 
told  you  these  things  ? 

6  And  now  ye  know  what 
withholdeth  that  he  might  be 
revealed  in  his  time. 

7  For  the  mystery  of  ini- 
quity doth  already  work:  only 
he  who  now  letteth  toill  let^ 
until  he  be  taken  out  of  the 
way. 

8  And  then  shall  that  Wick- 
ed  be  revealed,  whom  the  Lord 
shall  consume  with  the  spirit 
of  his  mouth,  and  shall  destroy 
with  the  brightness  of  his  com- 
ing: 

9  Even  him,  whose  coming 
is  after  the  working  of  Satan 
with  all  power  and  signs  and 
lying  wonders, 

10  And  with  all  deceivable- 
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ness  of  imrighteousness  in  them 
that  perish ;  because  they  re- 
ceived not  the  love  of  the  truth, 
that  they  might  be  saved. 

11  And  for  this  cause  God 
shall  send  them  strong  delu- 
sion, that  they  should  believe 
a  lie: 

12  That  they  all  might  bo 
damned  who  believed  not  the 
truth,  but  had  pleasure  in  un- 
righteousness. 

13  But  we  are  bound  to  give 
thanks  always  to  God  for  you, 
brethren  beloved  of  the  Lord, 
because  God  hath  from  the 
beginning  chosen  you  to  sal- 
vation through  sanctLfication 
of  the  Spirit  and  belief  of  the 
truth : 

14  Whereunto  he  called  you 
by  our  gospel,  to  the  obtaining 
of  the  glory  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ. 

15  Therefore,  brethren,  stand 
fast,  and  hold  the  traditions 
which  ye  have  been  taught, 
whether  by  word,  or  oxir  epis- 
tle. 

16  Now  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
himself,  and  God,  even  our  Fa- 
ther, which  hath  loved  us,  and 
hath  given  u$  everlasting  con- 
solation  and  good  hope  through 
grace, 

17  Comfort  your  hearts,  and 
stablish  you  in  every  good  word 
and  work.

FINALLY,  brethren,  pray  for 
us,  that  the  word  of  the 
Lord  may  hskYefree  course,  and 
be  glorified,  even  as  it  is  with 
you: 

2  And  that  we  may  be  de- 
livered from  unreasonable  and 
wicked  men:  for  all  men  have 
not  faith. 

3  But  the  Lord  is  faithful, 
who  shall  stablish  you,  and 
keep  you  from  evil. 

4  And  we  have  confidence 
in  the  Lord  touching  you,  that 
ye*  both  do  and  will  do  the 
things  which  we  command 
you. 

5  And  the  Lord  direct  your 
hearts  into  the  love  of  Grod, 
and  into  the  patient  waiting 
for  Christ. 

6  Now  we  command  you,  bre- 
thren, in  the  name  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  that  ye  withdraw 
yourselves  from  every  brother 
that  walketh  disorderly,  and 
not  after  the  tradition  which 
he  received  of  us. 

7  For  yourselves  know  how 
ye  ought  to  follow  us :  for  we 
behaved  not  ourselves  disor- 
derly  among  you ; 

8  Neither  did  we  eat  any 
man's  bread  for  nought;  but 
wrought  with  labour  and  tra- 
vail night  and  day,  that  we 
might  not  be  chargeable  to 
any  of  you : 

9  Not  because  we  have  not 


power,  but  to  make  ourselves 
an  ensample  unto  you  to  fol- 
low us. 

10  For  even  when  we  were 
with  you,  this  we  commanded 
you,  that  if  any  would  not 
work,  neither  should  he  eat. 

11  For  we  hear  that  there  are 
some  which  walk  among  you 
disorderly,  working  not  at  all, 
but  are  busybodies. 

12  Now  them  that  are  such 
we  command  and  exhort  by  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  with 
quietness  they  work,  and  eat 
their  own  bread. 

13  But  ye,  brethren,  be  not 
weary  in  well  doing. 

14  And  if  any  man  obey  not 
our  word  by  this  epistle,  note 
that  man,  and  have  no  com- 
pany with  him,  that  he  may 
be  ashamed. 

15  Yet  count  him  not  as  an 
enemy,  but  admonish  him  as  a 
brother. 

16  Now  the  Lord  of  peace 
himself  give  you  peace  always 
by  all  means.  The  Lord  be 
with  you  all. 

17  The  salutation  of  Paul 
with  mine  own  hand,  which  is 
the  token  in  every  epistle :  so 
I  write. 

18  The  grace  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  be  with  you  all. 
Amen.

CHAPTER  I. 

1  Timothy  iipui  in  mind  ofthi  ehatg^  whiA 
1MM  given  unto  him  by  Paul  at  hi»  going  to 
Macedonia,  6  Of  the  rigfU  ute  and  ettd  of 
the  loM,  11  OfPauPeeaUingto  be anapoe- 
tU;  20  and  of  Hymeneue  and  Alexander, 

PAUL,  an  apostle  of  Jesus 
Christ  by  the  command- 
ment of  God  our  Saviour,  and 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  which  is  our 
hope; 

2  Unto  Timothy,  my  own  son 
in  the  faith:  Grace,  mercy,  and 
peace,  from  God  our  Father 
and  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 

3  As  I  besought  thee  to  abide 
still  atEphesus,  wheni  wentin- 
to  Macedonia,  that  thou  might- 
est  charge  some  that  they  teach 
no  other  doctrine, 

4  Neither  give  heed  to  fables 
and  endless  genealogies,  which 
minister  questions,  rather  than 

Sradly  edifying  which    is  in 
aith :  $o  do. 

5  Now  the  end  of  the  com- 
mandment is  charity  out  of  a 
pure  heart,  and  of  a  good  con- 
science, and  o/ faith  unfeigned  : 

6  From  which  some  having 
swerved  have  turned  aside  unto 
vain  jangling ; 

7  Desiring  to  be  teachers  of 
the  law ;  understanding  neither 
what  they  say,  nor  whereof 
they  affirm. 

8  But  we  know  that  the  law 
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is  good,  if  a  man  use  it  law- 
fully; 

9  Knowinjpf  this,  that  the  law 
is  not  made  for  a  righteous  man, 
but  for  the  lawless  and  disobe- 
dient, for  the  ungodly  and  for 
sinners,  for  unholy  and  profafte, 
for  murderers  of  fathers  and 
murderers  of  mothers,  for  man- 
slayers, 

10  For  whoremongers,  for 
them  that  defile  themselves 
with  mankind,  for  menstealers, 
for  liars,  for  perjured  persons, 
and  if  there  be  any  other  thing 
that  is  contrary  to  sound  doc- 
trine; 

11  According  to  the  glorious 
gospel  of  the  blessed  God,  which 
was  committed  to  my  trust. 

12  Ajid  I  thank  Christ  Jesus 
our  Lord,  who  hath  enabled 
me,  for  that  he  counted  me 
faithful,  putting  me  into  the 
ministry ; 

13  Who  was  before  a  blasphe- 
mer, and  a  persecutor,  and  in- 
jurious :  but  I  obtained  mercy, 
because  I  did  it  ignorantly  in 
unbelief. 

14  And  the  grace  of  our  Lord 
was  exceeding  abundant  with 
faith  and  love  which  is  ii? 
Christ  Jesus. 

15  This  is  a  faithful  saying, 
and  worthy  of  all  acceptation,

for  alt  men. 


that  Christ  Jesus  came  into 
the  world  to  save  sinners ;  of 
whom  I  am  chief. 

16  Howbeit  for  this  cause  I 
obtained  mercy,  that  in  me 
first  Jesus  Christ  might  shew 
forth  all  longsuffering,  for  a 

Eattem  to  them  which  should 
ereafler  betieye  on  him  to  life 
everlasting. 

17  Now  unto  the  King  eter- 
nal, immortal,  invisible,  the 
only  wise  God,  ht  honour  and 
glory  for  ever  and  ever.  Amen. 

18  This  charge  I  commit  unto 
thee,  son  Timothy,  according 
to  the  prophecies  which  went 
before  on  thee,  that  thou  by 
them  mightest  war  a  godd  wajr- 
fare; 

19  Holding  faith,  and  a  good 
Conscience;  which ^me having 
put  away  concerning  faith  have 
made  shipwreck : 

40  Of  whom  is  Hymeneus 
and  Alexander;  whom  I  have 
delivered  unto  Satan,  that  they 
may  learn  not  to  blaspheme. 

CHAPTER  n. 

1  That  it  i$  nuit  to  pray  and  giv€  thank*  for 
all  men^  and  the  rmton  tsAy.  9  Haw  women 
ihould  b0  ottirmL  It  They  art  not  pormiUed 
to  ttach^  not  to  ueurp  mtthority  over  men^ 
and  the  rea$ont  thereof, 

I  EXHORT  therefore,  thai, 
first  of  all,  supplications, 
prayers,  intercessions,  and  giv* 
ing  of  thanks,  be  made  for  all 
men; 

2  For  kings,  and  for  all  that 
are  in  authority ;  that  we  mav 
lead  a  quiet  and  peaceable  life 
in  all  godliness  and  honesty. 

8  For  this  i$  good  and  accept- 


able in  the  sight  of  God  our 
Saviour; 

4  Who  will  have  all  men  to 
be  saved,  and  to  come  unto  the 
knowledge  of  the  truth. 

6  For  there  is  one  God,  and 
one  mediator  between  God  and 
men,  the  man  Christ  Jesus ; 

6  Who  gave  himself  a  ransom 
for  all,  to  be  testified  in  due  time. 

7  Whereunto  I  am  ordained 
a  preacher,  and  an  apostle,  (I 
speak  the  truth  in  Christ,  and 
lie  not,)  a  teacher  of  the  Gen- 
tiles in  faith  and  verity. 

8  I  will  therefore  that  men 
pray  every  where,  lifting  up 
holy  hands,  without  wrath  and 
doubting. 

9  In  Uke  manner  also,  that 
women  adorn  themselves  in 
modest  apparel,  with  shame- 
facedness  and  sobriety;  not 
with  braided  hair,  or  gold,  or 
pearls,  or  costly  array ; 

10  But,  which  becometh  wo- 
men professing  godliness,  with 
good  works. 

11  Let  the  woman  learn  in 
silence  with  all  subjection. 

12  But  I  sufier  not  a  woman 
to  teach,  nor  to  usurp  authority 
over  the  man,  but  to  be  in  si- 
lence. 

13  For  Adam  was  first  form- 
ed, then  Eve. 

14  And  Adam  was  not  de- 
ceived, but  the  woman  being 
deceived  was  in  the  transgres- 
sion. 

15  Notwithstanding  she  shall 
be  saved  in  childbearing,if  they 
continue  in  faith  and  charity 
and  holiness  with  sobriety.

CHAPTER  III. 

1  ffouf  bishoptf  and  deacons^  and  their  mve$t 
Bhould  be  qualified;  \^  and  to  what  end  Paul 
wrote  to  Timothy  of  these  things,  IhOfthe 
churcfif  and  the  blessed  truth  therein  taught 
and  professed, 

THIS  is  a  true  saying,  If  a 
man  desire  the  office  of  a 
bishop,  he  desireth  a  good  work. 

2  A  bishop  then  must  be  blame- 
less, the  husband  of  one  wife, 
vigilant,  sober,  of  good  behav- 
iour,  given  to  hospitality,  apt 
to  teach; 

3  Not  given  to  wine,  no  strik- 
er, not  greedy  of  filthy  lucre; 
but  patient,  not  a  brawler,  not 
covetous ; 

4  One  that  ruleth  well  his 
own  house,  having  his  children 
in  subjection  with  all  gravity ; 

5  For  if  a  man  know  not 
how  to  rule  his  own  house, 
how  shall  he  take  care  of  the 
church  of  God? 

6  Not  a  novice,  lest  being 
lifled  up  with  pride  he  fall 
into  the  condemnation  of  the 
devil. 

7  Moreover  he  must  have  a 
good  report  of  them  which  are 
without;  lest  he  fall  into  re- 
proach and  the  snare  of  the 
devil. 

8  Likewise  must  the  deacons 
be  grave,  not  double-tongued, 
not  given  to  much  wine,  not 
greedy  of  filthy  lucre; 

9  Holding  the  mystery  of  the 
faith  in  a  pure  conscience. 

10  And  let  these  also  first  be 
proved;  then  let  them  use  the 
office  of  a  deacon,  being  found 
blameless. 

11  Even  so  must  their  wives 
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be  grave,  not  slanderers,  sober, 
faithful  in  all  things. 

12  Let  the  deacons  be  the 
husbands  of  one  wife,  ruling 
their  children  and  their  own 
houses  well. 

13  For  they  that  have  used 
the  office  of  a  deacon  well  pur- 
chase to  themselves  a  good 
degree,  and  great  boldne^  in 
the  faith  which  is  in  Christ 
Jesus. 

14  These  things  write  I  un- 
to thee,  hoping  to  come  imto 
thee  shortly  : 

15  But  if  I  tarry  long,  that 
thou  mayest  know  how  thou 
oughtest  to  behave  thyself  in 
the  house  of  God,  which  is  the 
church  of  the  living  God,  the 
pillar  and  ground  of  the  truth. 

16  And  without  controversy 
great  is  the  mystery  of  godli- 
ness :  God  was  manifest  in  the 
flesh,  justified  in  the  Spirit, 
seen  of  angels,  preached  unto 
the  Gentiles,  believed  on  in 
the  world,  received  up  into 
glory, 

CHAPTER  IV. 

1  Ee  foretetteth  tJwi  in  the  latter  times  then 
shall  be  a  departure  from  the  faith,  6  And 
to  the  end  that  Timothy  miaht  not  fail  in 
doing  his  duty^  he  fumisheth  him  with  di- 
vers precepts  belonging  thereto, 

NOW  the  Spirit  speaketh 
expressly,  that  in  the  lat- 
ter times  some  shall  depart 
from  the  faith,  giving  heed  to 
seducing  spirits,  and  doctrines 
of  devils ; 

2  Speaking  lies  in  hypocrisy; 
having  their  conscience  seared 
with  a  hot  iron ; 

3  Forbidding  to  marry,  and

commanding  to  abstain  from 
meats,  which  God  hath  created 
to  be  received  with  thanksgiv- 
ing of  them  which  believe  and 
know  the  truth. 

4  For  every  creature  of  God 
is  good,  and  nothing  to  be  re- 
fused, if  it  be  received  with 
thanksgiving : 

5  For  it  is  sanctified  by  the 
word  of  God  and  prayer. 

6  If  thou  put  the  brethren  in 
remembrance  of  these  things, 
thou  shalt  be  a  good  minister 
of  Jesus  Christ,  nourished  up 
in  the  words  of  faith  and  of 
good  doctrine,  whereunto  thou 
hast  attained. 

7  But  refuse  profane  and  old 
wives'  fables,  and  exercise  thy- 
self rather  unto  godliness. 

8  For  bodily  exercise  profit- 
eth  little :  but  godliness  is  pro- 
fitable unto  all  things,  having 
promise  of  the  life  that  now  is, 
and  of  that  which  is  to  come. 

9  This  is  a  faithful  saying, 
and  worthy  of  all  acceptation. 

10  For  therefore  we  both  la- 
bour  and  sufier  reproach,  be- 
cause we  trust  in  the  living 
God,  who  is  the  Saviour  of  aU 
men,  specially  of  those  that 
believe. 

11  These  things  command 
and  teach. 

12  Let  no  man  despise  thy 
youth ;  but  be  thou  an  exam- 
ple of  the  believers,  in  word, 
in  conversation,  in  charity,  in 
spirit,  in  faith,  in  purity. 

13  Till  I  come,  give  attend- 
ance to  reading,  to  exhortation, 
to  doctrine. 


14  Neglect  not  the  gift  that 
is  in  thee,  which  was  given 
thee  by  prophecy,  with  the 
laying  on  of  the  hands  of  the 
presbytery. 

15  Meditate  upon  these  things ; 
give  thyself  wholly  to  them; 
that  thy  profiting  may  appear 
to  all. 

16  Take  heed  unto  thyself, 
and  unto  the  doctrine;  con- 
tinue in  them:  for  in  doing 
this  thou  shalt  both  save  thy- 
self, and  them  that  hear  thee. 

CHAPTER  V. 

1  JHuUs  to  be  observed  in  reproving,  8  Of 
widows.  17  Of  elders,  28  A  preeent  for 
J%motkifs  heaUh,  24  Boms  nun's  stns  go 
before  %mio  Judgment^  and  some  men's  do 
follow  after. 

EEBUKE  not  an  elder,  but 
entreat  him  as  a  father; 
and  the  younger  men  as  bre- 
thren; 

2  The  elder  women  as  mo- 
thers ;  the  younger  as  sisters, 
with  all  purity. 

8  Honour  widows  that  are 
widows  indeed. 

4  But  if  any  widow  have 
children  or  nephews,  let  them 
learn  first  to  shew  piety  at 
home,  and  to  requite  their  pa- 
rents: for  that  is  good  and  ac- 
ceptable before  God. 

5  Now  she  that  is  a  widow 
indeed,  and  desolate,  trusteth 
in  God,  and  continueth  in  sup- 
plications and  prayers  night 
and  day. 

6  But  she  that  liveth  in  plea- 
sure is  dead  while  she  liveth. 

7  And  these  things  give  in 
charge,  that  they  may  be 
blameless. 
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Elders  are

to  be  honoured* 


8  But  if  any  provide  not  for 
his  own,  and  specially  for  those 
of  his  own  house,  he  hath  de« 
xiied  the  faith,  and  is  worse 
than  an  infidel. 

9  Let  not  a  widow  he  taken 
into  the  numher  under  three- 
score  years  old,  having  heen 
the  wife  of  one  man, 

10  Well  reported  of  for  good 
works;  if  she  have  hronght  up 
children,  if  she  have  lodged 
strangers,  if  she  have  washed 
the  saints'  feet,  if  she  have  re- 
lieved the  afflicted,  if  she  have 
diligently  followed  every  good 
work. 

11  But  the  younger  widows 
refuse:  for  when  they  have  he- 
gun  to  wax  wanton  against 
Christ,  they  will  mairy ; 

12  Having  danination,  he- 
cause  they  have  cast  off  their 
first  fadth. 

1 3  And  withal  they  learn  to 
be  idle,  wandering  ahout  from 
house  to  house;  and  not  only 
idle,  hut  tattlers  also  and  husy- 
hodies,  speaking  things  which 
they  ought  not. 

14  I  will  therefore  that  the 
younger  women  marry,  hear 
children,  guide  the  house,  give 
none  occasion  to  the  adversary 
to  speak  reproachfully. 

15  For  some  are  already  turn- 
ed aside  after  Satan. 

16  Ifany  man  or  woman  that 
helieveth  have  widows,  let 
them  relieve  them,  and  let  not 
the  church  he  charged;  that 
it  may  relieve  them  that  are 
widows  indeed. 

17  Let  the  elders  that  rule 
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well  he  counted  worthy  of 
douhle  honoxir,  especially  they 
who  lahour  in  the  woi^d  and 
doctrine. 

18  For  the  Scripture  saith, 
Thou  shalt  not  muzzle  the  ox 
that  treadeth  out  the  com. 
And,  The  lahourer  is  worthy 
of  his  reward. 

19  Against  an  elder  receive 
not  an  accusation,  hut  hefor^ 
two  or  three  witnesses. 

20  Them  that  sin  rebuke  he- 
fore  all,  that  others  also  may 
fear. 

21  I  charge  thee  before  God, 
and  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and 
the  elect  angels,  that  thou  ob- 
serve these  things  without  pre- 
ferring one  before  another,  do- 
ing nothing  by  partiality. 

22  Lay  hands  suddenly  on  no 
man,  neither  be  partaker  of  oth* 
er  men's  sins:  keep  thyself  pure, 

23  Drink  no  longer  water,  but 
use  a  little  wine  for  thy  stoi^ 
mach's  sake  and  thine  often 
infirmities. 

24  Some  men's  sins  are  open 
beforehand,  going  before  to 
judgment;  and  some  men  they 
follow  after. 

25  Likewise  also  the  good 
works  of  some  are  manifest 
beforehand;  and  they  that  are 
otherwise  cannot  be  hid. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

1  0/  tfie  duty  of  tervanU,  6  OodUnew  it  artat 
gaifiy  10  ana  lave  of  money  the  root  of  (Ul  evil, 
11  What  Timothy  i%  iofiee,  and  vftat  tofol- 
loWf  17  and  wfiereof  to  admonish  the  rich.

CHAPTER  VI. 


A  charge  to  the  rick. 


their  own  masters  worthy  of 
all  honour,  that  the  name  of 
God  and  hi$  doctrine  be  not 
blasphemed. 

2  And  they  that  have  believ- 
ing masters,  let  them  not  de- 
spise thenif  because  they  are 
brethren ;  but  rather  do  them 
service,  because  they  are  faith- 
ful and  beloved,  partakers  of 
the  benefit.  These  things  teach 
and  exhort. 

3  If  any  man  teach  otherwise, 
and  consent  not  to  wholesome 
words,  even  the  words  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  to  the 
doctrine  which  is  according  to 
godliness ; 

4  He  k  proud,  knowing  no- 
thing, but  doting  about  ques-  [ 
tions   and    strifes    of   words, 
whereof  cometh  envy,  strife, 
railings,  evil  surmisings, 

5  Perverse  disputings  of  men 
of  corrupt  minds,  and  destitute 
of  the  truth,  supposing  that 
gain  is  godliness:  from  such 
withdraw  thyself. 

6  But  godliness  with  content- 
ment is  great  gain. 

7  For  we  brought  nothing  in- 
to  this  world,  and  it  i$  certain 
we  can  carry  nothing  out. 

8  And  having  food  and  rai- 
ment let  us  be  therewith  con- 
tent. 

9  But  they  that  will  be  rich 
fall  into  temptation  and  a 
snare,  and  into  many  foolish 
and  hurtful  lusts,  which  drown 
men  in  destruction  and  perdi- 
tion. 

10  For  the  love  of  money  is 
the  root  of  all  evil :  which  while 


some  coveted  after,  they  have 
erred  from  the  faith,  and  pierced 
themselves  through  with  many 
sorrows. 

11  But  thou,  O  man  of  God, 
flee  these  things ;  wid  follow 
9&BX  ri^teousness,  godliness, 
£aith,  love,  patience,  meekness. 

12  Fight  the  good  fight  of 
faith,  lay  hold  on  eternal  life, 
whereunto  thou  art  also  call- 
ed, and  hast  professed  a  good 
profession  before  many  wit- 
nesses. 

13  I  give  thee  charge  in  the 
sight  of  God,  who  quickeneth 
all  things,  and  before  Christ 
Jesus,  who  before  Pontius  Pi- 
late witnessed  a  good  confess- 
ion; 

14  That  thou  keep  this  com- 
mandment without  spot,  unre- 
bukeable,  until  the  appearing 
of  our  Lord  J^us  Christ : 

16  Whichin  his  times  he  shall 
shew,  who  is  ihe  blessed  and 
only  Potentate,  the  King  of 
kings,  and  Lord  of  lords ; 

16  Who  only  hath  immortal- 
ity, dwelling  in  the  light  which 
no  man  can  approcK^h  unto; 
whom  no  maa  hath  seen,  nor 
can  see:  to  whom  be  honour 
and  power  everlasting.  Amen. 

17  Charge  them  that  are  rich 
in  this  world,  that  they  be  not 
highminded,  nor  trust  in  uncer- 
tain riches,  but  in  the  living 
God,  who  giveth  us  richly  aU 
things  to  enjoy ; 

l6  That  they  do  good,  that 
they  be  rich  in  gwd  works, 
ready  to  distribute,  willing  to 
communicate ; 
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Timothy  is  urged

to  steadfastness^ 


19  Laying  up  in  store  for 
themselves  a  good  foundation 
against  the  time  to  come,  that 
tlSey  may  lay  hold  on  eternal 
life. 

20  O  Timothy,  keep  that 
which  is  committed  to  thy 
trust,  avoiding  profane  an^  vain 


habblings,  and  oppositions  of 
science  falsely  so  called : 

21  Which  some  professing 
have  errcid  concerning  the  faith. 
Grace  he  with  thee.    Amen.

THE  SECOND  EPISTLE  OF  PAUL  THE  APOSTLE 

TO 

TIMOTHY. 


CHAPTER  I. 

1  PauTt  love  to  Timothy,  and  the  unfeigned 
faith  ufhicfi  wu  in  Timothy  himself  hit  mo- 
ther, and  grandmother,  ^  ffeis  exhorted  to 
ttir  up  the  gift  of  Ood  ythieh  toaa  in  him,  8 
to  be  steadfasty  and  patient  in  persecution,  18 
and  to  persist  in  the  form  and  truth  of  that 
doctrine  which  he  had  learned  of  him,  15 
Phygellus  and  Hermogenes,  and  such  like,  are 
noted,  and  Onesiphorus  is  highly  commended. 

PAUL,  an  apostle  of  Jesus 
Christ  by  the  will  of  God, 
according  to  the  promise  of  life 
which  is  in  Christ  Jesus, 

2  To  Timothy,  my  dearly  be- 
loved son :  Grace,  mercy,  and 
peace,  from  God  the  Father 
and  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord. 

3  I  thank  God,  whom  I  serve 
from  my  forefathers  with  pure 
conscience,  that  without  ceas- 
ing I  have  remembrance  of  thee 
in  my  prayers  night  and  day; 

4  Greatly  desiring  to  see  thee, 
being  mindful  of  thy  tears,  that 
I  may  be  filled  with  joy ; 

5  When  I  call  to  remembrance 
the  unfeigned  faith  that  is  in 
thee,  which  dwelt  first  in  thy 
grandmother  Lois,  and  thy  mo- 
ther Eunice  ;  and  I  am  persuad- 
ed that  in  thee  also. 
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6  Wherefore  I  put  thee  in  re- 
membrance, that  thou  stir  up 
the  gift  of  God,  which  is  in  thee 
by  the  putting  on  of  my  hands. 

7  For  God  hath  not  given  ufl 
the  spirit  of  fear;  but  of  power, 
and  of  love,  and  of  a  sound  mmd. 

8  Be  not  thou  therefore  asham- 
ed of  the  testimony  of  our  Lord, 
nor  of  me  his  prisoner :  but  be 
thou  partaker  of  the  afliictions 
of  the  gospel  according  to  the 
power  of  God ; 

9  Who  hath  saved  us,  and 
called  us  with  a  holy  calling, 
not  according  to  our  works,  but 
according  to  his  own  purpose 
and  grace,  which  was  given  us 
in  Christ  Jesus  before  the  world 
began; 

10  But  is  now  made  manifest 
by  the  appearing  of  our  Saviour 
Jesus  Christ,  who  hath  abo- 
lished death,  and  hath  brought 
life  and  immortality  to  light 
through  the  gospel : 

11  Whereunto  I  am  appoint- 
ed a  preacher,  and  an  apostle, 
and  a  teacher  of  the  Gentiles. 


te  holdfast  the  truth, 


CHAPTER  IL       and  to  endure  hardMen. 


12  For  the  which  cause  I  also 
fniffer  these  things :  neverthe- 
less I  am  not  ashimied ;  for  I 
know  whom  I  have  believed, 
and  am  persnaded  that  he  is 
able  to  keep  that  which  I  have 
committed  unto  him  against 
that  day. 

13  Hold  fast  the  form  of  sound 
words,  which  thou  hast  heard 
of  me,  in  faith  and  love  which 
is  in  Christ  Jesus. 

14  That  good  thing  which 
was  committed  unto  thee  keep 
by  the  Holy  Ghost  which 
dwelleth  in  us. 

15  This  thou  knowost,  that 
all  they  which  are  in  Asia  be 
turned  away  from  me ;  of  whom 
are  Phygellus  and  Hermogenes. 

16  The  Lord  give  mercy  unto 
the  house  of  Onesiphorus ;  for 
he  oft  refreshed  me,  and  was 
not  ashamed  of  my  chain : 

17  But,  when  he  was  in  Rome, 
he  sought  me  out  very  diligent- 
ly, and  found  me. 

18  The  Lord  grant  unto  him 
that  he  may  find  mercy  of  the 
Lord  in  that  day :  and  in  how 
many  things  he  ministered  un- 
to me  at  Ephesus,  thou  know- 
est  very  well. 

CHAPTER  n. 

1  Timothy  U  again  exhorted  to  constancy  and 
pert&veraneef  and  to  do  the  duty  of  afaithfvi 
servant  of  ths  Lord  in  dividing  the  w>rd 
aright,  and  shunning  profane  and  vain  bab- 
blings, 17  Of  Jffymeneus  and  Fhiietue,  19 
The  foundation  of  the  Lord  is  mure,  28  He 
is  taught  whereof  to  beware,  and  what  tofot- 
lorn  o/W,  and  intiJieUfsaythe  sentantofthe 
Lora  ought  to  behaee  himself, 

THOU  therefore,  my  son,  be 
strong  ixi  the  grace  that  is 
in  Christ  Jesus. 
24 


2  And  the  things  that  thou 
hast  heard  of  me  among  many 
witnesses,  the  same  commit 
thou  to  faithful  men,  who  shall 
be  able  to  teach  others  also. 

3  Thou  therefore^ndure  hard- 
ness, as  a  good  soldier  of  Jesus 
Christ. 

4  No  man  that  warreth  en- 
tangleth  himself  with  the  af- 
fairs of  this  life ;  that  he  may 
please  him  who  hath  chosen 
him  to  be  a  soldier. 

5  And  if  a  man  also  strive  for 
masteries,  yet  is  he  not  crown- 
ed, except  ne  strive  lawfully. 

6  The  husbandman  that  la- 
boureth  must  be  first  partaker 
of  the  firuits. 

7  Consider  what  I  say ;  and 
the  Lord  give  thee  understand- 
ing in  all  things. 

8  Rememberthat  Jesus  Christ 
of  the  seed  of  David  was  raised 
from  the  dead,  according  to  my 
gospel : 

9  Wherein  I  sufikr  trouble,  as 
an  evil  doer,  even  unto  bonds ; 
but  the  word  of  God  is  not 
bound. 

10  Therefore  I  endure  all 
things  for  the  elect's  sakes,  that 
they  may  also  obtain  the  sal- 
vation which  is  in  Christ  Jesus 
with  eternal  glory. 

11  /ti^  a  faithful  saying:  For 
if  we  be  dead  with  Atm,  we 
shall  also  live  with  him  : 

12  K  we  suflFer,  we  shall  also 
reign  with  him:  if  we  deny 
him^  he  also  will  deny  us : 

13  If  we  believe  not|  yet  he 
abideth  faithful:  he  cannot 
deny  himself. 
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Divers  instructions.

Evil  characters 


14  Of  these  things  put  them 
in  remembrance,  charging  them 
before  the  Lord  that  they  strive 
not  about  words  to  no  profit, 
hut  to  the  subverting  of  the 
hearers. 

15  Study  to  shew  thyself  ap- 
proved unto  God,  a  workman 
that  needeth  not  to  be  asham- 
ed, rightly  dividing  the  word 
of  truth. 

16  But  shun  profane  an  J  vain 
babblings:,  for  they  will  in- 
crease unto  more  imgodliness. 

17  And  their  word  will  eat 
as  doth  a  canker :  of  whom  is 
Hymeneus  and  Philetus ; 

18  Who  concerning  the  truth 
have  erred,  saying  that  the  re- 
surrection is  past  already;  and 
overthrow  tiie  faith  of  some. 

19  Nevertheless  the  fonnda- 
tion  of  God  standeth  sure,  hav- 
ing this  seal.  The  Lord  know- 
eth  them  that  are  his.  And, 
Let  every  one  that  nameth  the 
name  of  Christ  depart  from  ini- 
quity. 

20  But  in  a  great  house  there 
are  not  only  vessels  of  gold 
and  of  silver,  but  also  of  wood 
and  of  earth;  and  some  to  ho- 
nour, and  some  to  dishonour. 

21  If  a  man  therefore  purge 
himself  from  these,  he  shall  be 
a  vessel  unto  honour,  sancti- 
fied, and  meet  for  the  master's 
use,  and  prepared  unto  every 
good  work. 

22  Flee  also  youthful  lusts: 
but  follow  righteousness,  faith, 
charity,  peace,  with  them  that 
call  on  the  Lord  out  of  a  pure 
heart. 
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23  But  foolish  and  unlearned 
questions  avoid,  knowing  that 
they  do  gender  strifes. 

24  And  the  servant  of  the 
Lord  must  not  strive ;  but  be 
gentle  unto  all  men^  apt  to 
teach,  patient ; 

25  In  meekness  instructing 
those  that  oppose  themselves ; 
if  God  peradventure  will  give 
them  repentance  to  the  ac* 
knowledging  of  the  truth ; 

26  And  that  they  may  recover 
themselves  out  of  the  snare  of 
the  devil,  who  are  taken  cap- 
tive by  him  at  his  will. 

CHAPTER  III. 

1  He  adverti$eth  him  of  th$  times  to  eome,  6  dl^ 
tcriheth  tlie  enemies  of  the  truths  10  pro- 
poundeth  unto  him  Jua  own  example,  16  and 
commendeth  the  holy  Scriptwee, 

THIS  know  also,  that  in  the 
last  days   perilous  times 
shall  come. 

2  For  men  shall  be  lovers 
of  their  own  selves,  covetous, 
boasters,  proud,  blasphemers, 
disobedient  to  parents,unthank- 
ful,  unholy, 

3  Without  natural  afiection, 
trucebreakers,  false  accuse]^ 
incontinent,  fierce,  despisers  of 
those  that  are  good, 

4  Traitors,  heady,  highmind- 
ed,  lovers  of  pleasures  more 
than  lovers  of  God ; 

5  Having  a  form  of  godliness, 
but  denying  the  power  there- 
of:  from  such  turn  away. 

6  For  of  this  sort  are  they 
which  creep  into  houses,  and 
lead  captive  silly  women  laden 
with  sins,  led  away  with  di« 
vers  lustsi 


in  the  last  days. 


CHAPTER  IV.   PauVs  charge  to  Timothy. 


7  Ever  learning,  and  never 
able  to  come  to  the  knowledge 
of  the  truth. 

8  Nowas  Jannes  and  Jambres 
withstood  Moses,  so  do  these 
also  resist  the  truth :  men  of 
corrupt  minds,  reprobate  con- 
cerning the  faith. 

9  But  they  shall  proceed  no 
further:  for  their  folly  shall 
be  manifest  unto  all  merij  as 
theirs  also  was. 

10  But  thou  hast  fully  known 
my  doctrine,  manner  of  life, 
purpose,  faith,  longsuffering, 
charity,  patience, 

11  rersecutions,  afllictions, 
which  came  unto  me  at  An- 
tioch,  at  Iconium,  at  Lystra ; 
what  persecutions  I  endured  : 
but  out  of  them  all  the  Lord 
delivered  me. 

12  Yea,  and  all  that  will  live 
godly  in  Christ  Jesus  shall  suf- 
fer persecution. 

13  But  evil  men  and  seducers 
shall  wax  worse  and  worse, 
deceiving,  and  being  deceived. 

14  But  continue  thou  in  the 
things  which  thou  hast  learn- 
ed and  ha^  been  assured  of, 
knowing  of  whom  thou  hast 
learned  them; 

15  And  that  from  a  child 
thou  hast  known  the  holy 
Scriptures,  which  are  able  to 
make  thee  wise  unto  salvation 
through  faith  which  is  in 
Christ  Jesus. 

16  AH  Scripture  is  given  by 
inspiration  of  God,  and  is  pro- 
fitable for  doctrine,  for  reproof, 
for  correction,  for  instruction 
in  righteousness : 


17  That  the  man  of  God 
may  be  perfect,  thoroughly 
furnished  unto  all  good  works. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

1  He  ixharteih  Mm  to  do  his  duty  with  oil  eart 
and  diligence^  6  certifieth  him  of  the  nearness 
of  his  ovm  deaths  9  mUeth  him  to  come  speed- 
ily unto  himy  and  to  bring  Mark  with  him^ 
<md  certain  things  which  he  wrote  for^  14 
wameth  him  to  beware  of  Alexander  tlie 
smithy  16  and  informeth  him  what  had  be- 
fallen  him  at  his  first  answering. 

I  CHARGE  ^A^e  therefore  be- 
fore  God,  and  the  Lord  Je- 
sus  Christ,  who  shall  judge  the 
quick  and  the  dead  at  his  ap- 
pearing and  his  kingdom ; 

2  Preach  the  word;  be  instant 
in  season,  out  of  season;  re- 
prove, rebuke,  exhort  with  all 
longsuffering  and  doctrine. 

3  For  the  time  will  come  when 
they  will  not  endure  sound  doc- 
trine ;  but  after  their  own  lusts 
shall  they  heap  to  themselves 
teachers,  having  itohing  ears ; 

4  And  they  shall  turn  away 
their  ears  from  the  truth,  and 
shall  be  turned  unto  fables. 

5  But  wateh  thou  in  all 
things,  endure  afflictions,  do  the 
work  of  an  evangelist,  make 
full  proof  of  thy  ministry. 

6  For  I  am  now  ready  to  be 
offered,  and  the  time  of  my 
departure  is  at  h£id. 

7  I  have  fought  a  good  fight, 
I  have  finished  my  course,  I 
have  kept  the  faith  : 

8  Henceforth  there  is  laid  up 
for  me  a  crown  of  righteous- 
ness, which  the  Lord,  the  right* 
ecus  Judge,  shall  give  me  at 
that  aay :  and  not  to  me  only, 
but  unto  all  them  also  that  love 
his  appearing.

10  For  Demas  hath  forsaken 
me,  having  loved  this  present 
world,  and  is  departed  unto 
Thessalonica;  Crescens  to  Ga- 
latia,  Titus  unto  Dalmatia. 

11  Only  Luke  is  with  me. 
Take  Mark,  and  bring  him 
with  thee :  for  he  is  profitable 
to  me  for  the  ministry. 

12  And  Tychicus  have  I  sent 
to  Ephesus. 

13  The  cloak  that  I  left  at 
Troas  with  Carpus,  when  thou 
comest,  bring  with  thee,  and 
the  books,  but  especially  the 
parchments. 

14  Alexander  the  coppersmith 
did  me  much  evil :  the  Lord  re- 
wardhim  accordingtohis  works: 

15  Of  whom  be  thou  ware 
also;  for  he  hath  greatly  with- 
stood our  words. 

16  At  my  first  answer  no  man 
stood  with  me,  but  all  men  for- 
sook  me:  /  pray  Grod  that  it 
may  not  be  laid  to  their  charge. 

17  Notwithstanding  the  Lord 


stood  with  me,  and  strengthen- 
ed me ;  that  by  me  the  preach* 
ing  might  be  fully  known,  and 
that  all  the  Gentiles  might 
hear:  and  I  was  delivered  out 
of  the  mouth  of  the  lion. 

18  And  the  Lord  shall  deliver 
me  from  every  evil  work,  and 
will  preserve  me  unto  his  hea- 
venly  kingdom:  to  whom  be 
glory  for  ever  and  ever.  Amen. 

19  Salute  Prisca  and  Aquila, 
and  the  household  of  Onesi- 
phorus. 

20  Erastus  abode  at  Corinth: 
but  Trophimus  have  I  left  at 
Miletum  sick. 

21  Do  thy  diligence  to  come 
before  winter.  Eubulus  greet- 
eth  thee,  and  Fudens,  and  Li- 
nus, and  Claudia,  and  all  the 
brethren. 

22  The  Lord  Jesus  Christ  be 
with  thy  spirit  Grace  be  with 
you.    Ainen. 

^  The  second  qnsUe  unto  Timotheiis, 
ordained  the  first  bishop  of  the 
church  of  the  Ephesians,  was  written 
from  Rome,  when  Paul  was  brought 
before  Nero  the  second  time.

1  For  what  end  TitustiKU  left  in  Crete,  6  ffoto 
they  that  are  to  be  choeen  tninietera  ought  to 
be  oual^ied,  11  The  mouthi  of  evil  teaehere 
to  oe  itopped:  12  and  what  manner  of  men 
they  be, 

PAUL,  a  servant  of  God,  and 
an  apostle  of  Jesus  Christ, 
according  to  the  faith  of  God's 
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elect,  and  the  acknowledging 
of  the  truth  which  is  after  god- 
liness; 

2  In  hope  of  eternal  life, 
which  God,  that  cannot  lie, 
promised  before  the  world  be- 
gan;

CHAPTER  II. 


of  ministers. 


3  But  hath  in  due  times  man- 
ifested his  word  throu  gh  preach- 
ing, which  is  committed  unto 
me  according  to  the  command- 
ment of  God  our  Saviour ; 

4  To  Titus,  wtne  own  son  after 
the  common  faith:  Grace,  mer- 
cy, and  peace,  from  God  the 
Father  and  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  our  Saviour. 

5  For  this  cause  left  I  thee  in 
Crete,  that  thou  shouldest  set 
in  order  the  things  that  are 
wanting,  and  ordain  elders  in 
every  city,  as  I  had  appointed 
thee: 

6  If  any  be  blaineless,the  hus- 
band of  one  wife,  having  faith- 
ful children  not  accused  of  riot 
or  unruly. 

7  For  a  bishop  must  be  blame- 
less, as  the  steward  of  God; 
not  selfwilled,  not  soon  angry, 
not  given  to  wine,  no  striker, 
not  given  to  filthy  lucre ; 

8  But  a  lover  of  hospitality,  a 
lover  of  good  men,  sober,  just, 
holy,  temperate ; 

9  Holding  fast  the  faithful 
word  as  he  hath  been  taught, 
that  he  may  be  able  by  sound 
doctrine  both  to  exhort  and  to 
convince  the  gainsayers. 

10  Forthere  are  many  unruly 
and  vain  talkers  and  deceivers, 
specially  they  of  the  circumci- 
sion : 

11  Whose  mouths  must  be 
stopped,  who  subvert  whole 
houses,  teaching  things  which 
they  ought  not,  for  filthy  lu- 
cre's sake. 

12  One  of  themselves,  even  a 
prophet  of  their  own,  said.  The 


Cretians  are  always  liars,  evil 
beasts,  slow  bellies. 

13  This  witness  is  true. 
Wherefore  rebuke  them  jsharp- 
ly,  that  they  may  be  sound  in 
the  faith ; 

14  Not  giving  heed  to  Jewish 
fables,  and  commandments  of 
men  that  turn  from  the  truth. 

15  Unto  the  pure  all  things 
are  pure :  but  unto  them  that 
are  defiled  and  unbelieving  is 
nothing  pure ;  but  even  their 
mind  and  conscience  is  defiled. 

16  They  profess  that  they 
know  God ;  but  in  works  they 
deny  himj  being  abominable, 
and  disobedient,  and  unto  eve- 
ry good  work  reprobate. 

CHAPTER  II. 

1  DirecHoM  given  unto  7%tu$  hoUi  far  hu  doe- 
trine  and  life,  9  Of  the  duty  of  tenant*, 
and  in  general  <>f  all  Ckrietian*, 

BUT  Speak  thou  the  things 
which  become  sound  doc- 
trine: 

2  That  the  aged  men  be  so- 
ber, grave,  temperate,  sound  in 
faith,  in  charity,  in  patience. 

3  The  aged  women  likewise, 
that  they  be  in  behaviour  as 
becometh  holiness,  not  false 
accusers,  not  given  to  much 
wine,  teachers  of  good  things ; 

4  That  they  may  teach  the 
young  women  to  be  sober,  to 
love  their  husbands,  to  love 
their  children, 

5  To  i^  discreet,  chaste,  keep- 
ers at  home,  good,  obedient  to 
their  own  husbands,  that  the 
word  of  God  be  not  blasphemed. 

6  Young  men  likewise  exhort 
to  be  soberminded. 
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The  duty  of  servants.

7  In  all  things  shewing  thy- 
self a  pattern  of  good  works : 
in  doctrine  shewing  uncorrupt- 
ness,  gravity,  sincerity, 

8  Sound  speech,  that  cannot 
be  condemned ;  that  he  that  is 
of  the  contrary  part  may  be 
ashamed,  having  no  evil  thing 
to  say  of  you. 

9  Exhort  servants  to  be  obe- 
dient unto  their  own  masters, 
aTid  to  please  them  well  in  all 
things ;  not  answering  again ; 

10  Not  purloining,  but  shew- 
ing  all  good  fidelity ;  that  they 
may  adorn  the  doctnne  of  God 
our  Saviour  in  all  things. 

11  For  the  grace  of  God  that 
bringeth  salvation  hath  appear- 
ed to  all  men, 

12  Teaching  us  that,  denying 
ungodliness  and  worldly  lusts, 
we  should  live  soberly,  right- 
eously, and  godly,  in  this  pre- 
sent world ; 

13  Looking  for  that  blessed 
hope,  and  the  glorious  appear- 
ing of  the  great  God  and  our 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ ; 

14  Who  gave  himself  for  us, 
that  he  might  redeem  us  from 
all  iniquity,  and  purify  unto 
himself  a  peculiar  people,  zeal- 
ous of  good  works. 

15  These  things  speak,  and  ex- 
hort, and  rebuke  with  all  autho- 
rity. Let  no  man  despise  thee. 

CHAPTER  III. 

1  Titu»  ii  yet  further  directed  by  Paul,  bath 
concerning  the  thinge  he  ehould  teach,  and 
not  teach.  l(i  He  ie  directed  also  to  reject  ob- 
etintUe  heretice.  12  He  appointeth  boththetime 
andj^ace,  wherein  he  Mould  come  unto  him. 

PUT  them  in  mind  to  be  sub- 
ject to  principalities  and 
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powers,  to  obey  magistrates,  to 
be  ready  to  every  good  work, 

2  To  speak  evil  of  no  man, 
to  be  no  brawlers,  but  gentle, 
shewing  all  meekness  unto  all 
men. 

3  For  we  ourselves  also  were 
sometime  foolish,  disobedient, 
deceived,  serving  divers  lusts 
and  pleasures,  living  in  malice 
and  envy,  hateful,  arul  hating 
one  another. 

4  But  after  that  the  kindness 
and  love  of  God  our  Saviour 
toward  man  appeared, 

5  Not  by  works  of  righteous- 
ness  which  we*  have  done,  but 
according  to  his  mercy  he  sav- 
ed us,  by  the  washing  of  rege- 
neration, and  renewing  of  the 
Holy  Ghost; 

6  Which  he  shed  on  us  abun* 
dantly  through  Jesus  Chrisi 
our  Saviour ; 

7  That  being  justified  by  his 
grace,  we  should  be  made  heirs 
according  to  the  hope  of  eter- 
nal life. 

8  This  is  a  faithful  saying, 
and  these  things  I  will  that 
thou  affirm  constantly,  that 
they  which  have  believed  in 
God  might  be  careful  to  main- 
tain good  works.  These  things 
are  good  and  profitable  unto 
men. 

9  But  avoid  foolish  questions, 
and  genealogies,  and  conten- 
tions, and  strivings  about  the 
law ;  for  they  are  unprofitable 
and  vain. 

10  A  man  that  is  a  heretic, 
after  the  first  and  second  ad- 
monition, reject;

11  Knowing  that  h'e  that  is 
such  is  suhverted,  and  sinneth, 
being  oondemned  of  himself. 

12  When  I  shall  send  Artemas 
unto  thee,  or  Tyohicus,  be  dili- 
gent  to  come  unto  me  to  Nioo- 
polis:  for  I  have  determined 
there  to  winter. 

13  Bring  Zenas  the  lawyer  and 
ApoUos  on  their  journey  dili- 
gently, that  nothing  be  want- 
mg  unto  them. 


14  And  let  ours  also  learn  to 
maintain  good  works  for  ne- 
cessary uses,  that  they  be  not 
unfruitful. 

15  All  that  are  with  me  sa- 
lute thee.  Greet  them  that 
love  us  in  the  faith.  Grace  be 
with  you  all.    Amen. 

^  It  was  written  to  l^tus,  ordained 
the  first  bishop  of  the  church  of 
the  Cretians,  from  Nicopolis  of  Ma- 
cedonia.

PAUL,  a  prisoner  of  Jesus 
Christ,  and  Timothy  our 
brother,  unto  Philemon  our 
dearly  beloved,  and  fellow  la- 
boiurer, 

2  And  to  (mr  beloved  Apphia, 
and  Archippus  our  fellow  sol- 
dier, and  to  the  church  in  thy 
house: 

3  Grace  to  you,  and  peace, 
from  God  our  Father  and  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

4  I  thank  my  God,  making 
mention  of  thee  always  in  my 
prayers, 

5  Hearing  of  thy  love  and 
faith,  which  thou  hast  to- 
ward the  Lord  Jesus,  and  to- 
ward all  saints ; 

6  That  the  communication 
of  thy  faith  may  become  effect- 


ual by  the  acknowledging  of 
every  good  thing  which  is  in 
you  in  Christ  Jesus. 

7  For  we  have  great  joy  and 
consolation  in  thy  love,  be- 
cause the  bowels  of  the  saints 
are  refreshed  by  thee,  brother.

14  But  without  thy  mind 
would  I  do  nothing ;  that  thy 
benefit  should  not  be  as  it 
were  of  necessity,  but  will- 
ingly. 

15  For  perhaps  he  therefore 
departed  for  a  season,  that  thou 
shouldest  receive  him  for  ever ; 

16  Not  now  as  a  servant,  but 
above  a  servant,  a  brother  be- 
loved, specially  to  me,  but  how 
much  more  unto  thee,  both  in 
the  flesh,  and  in  the  Lord  ? 

17  If  thou  count  me  there- 
fore a  partner,  receive  him  as 
myself.

CHAPTER  I. 

1  Ood  in  these  la$t  daps  hath  spoken  tovsby 
hit  8on^  who  is  the  brightness  of  his  glory; 
4  and  is  pre/erred  above  the  angels^  both  in 
person  and  (ffice, 

GOD,  who  at  sundry  times 
and   in   divers   manners 
spake  in  time  past  unto  the  fa- 
thers by  the  prophets, 
2   Hath  in  these  last  days 
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spoken  unto  us  by  his  Son, 
whom  he  hath  appointed  heir 
of  all  things,  by  whom  also  he 
made  the  worlds ; 

3  Who,  being  the  brightness 
of  his  glory  and  the  express 
image  of  his  person,  and  up- 
holding all  things  by  the  word 
of  his  power,  when  he  had  by

above  the  angeb. 


himself  purged  our  sins,  sat 
down  on  the  right  hand  of  the 
Majesty  on  high ; 

4  feeing  made  so  much  better 
than  the  angels,  as  he  hath  by 
inheritance  obtained  a  more 
excellent  name  than  they. 

5  For  unto  which  of  the  an- 
gels said  he  at  any  time,  Thou 
art  my  Son,  this  day  have  I 
begotten  thee  ?  And  again,  I 
will  be  to  him  a  Father,  and 
he  shall  be  to  me  a  Son  ? 

6  And  again,  when  he  bring- 
eth  in  the  firstbegotten  into 
the  world,  he  saith.  And  let 
bH  the  angels  of  God  worship 
him. 

7  And  of  the  angels  he  saith. 
Who  maketh  his  angels  spirits, 
and  his  ministers  aflame  of  fire. 

8  But  unto  the  Son  he  saith^ 
Thy  throne,  O  God,  is  for  ever 
and  ever :  a  sceptre  of  right- 
eousness is  the  sceptre  of  thy 
kingdom. 

9  Thou  hast  loved  righteous- 
ness, and  hated  iniquity ;  there- 
fore God,  even  thy  God,  hath 
anointed  thee  with  the  oil  of 
gladness  above  thy  fellows. 

10  And,  Thou,  Lord,  in  the 
beginning  hast  laid  the  foim- 
dation  of  the  earth :  and  the 
heavens  are  the  works  of  thine 
hands. 

1 1  They  shall  perish,  but  thou 
remainest :  and  they  all  shall 
wax  old  as  doth  a  garment ; 

12  And  as  a  vesture  shalt 
thou  fold  them  up,  and  they 
shall  be  changed:  but  thou  art 
l^e  same,  and  Hij  years  shall 
not  fail. 


13  But  to  which  of  the  an- 
gels said  he  at  any  time.  Sit 
on  my  right  hand,  untU  I  make 
l^ine  enemies  thy  footstool  ? 

14  Are  they  not  all  minis- 
tering spirits,  sent  forth  to  mi- 
nister for  them  who  shall  be 
heirs  of  salvation  ? 

CHAPTER  II. 

I  Wt  augU  to  bi  obedUtU  to  th»  gotpei^  0  «•- 
pecially  because  Christ  wmehsafea  to  take  <mr 
neUure  upon  him,  l*t  a$U  bekooifed  him. 

THEREFORE  we  ought  to 
give  the  more  earnest  heed 
to  the  things  which  we  have 
heard,  lest  at  any  time  we 
should  let  them  slip. 

2  For  if  the  word  spoken  by 
angels  was  steadfast,  and  eve- 
ry ixansgressi(Hi  and  disobe- 
dience received  a  just  recom* 
pense  of  reward; 

3  H[ow  ghall  we  escape,  if  we 
neglect  so  great  salvation; 
wMch  at  the  first  began  to  be 
spoken  by  the  Lord,  and  was 
confirmed  unto  us  by  them  that 
heard  him; 

4  Gt>d  also  bearing  them  wit- 
ness, both  with  signs  and  won- 
ders, and  with  divers  miracles, 
and  gifts  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
according  to  his  own  will  ? 

5  For  unto  the  angels  hath 
he  not  put  in  subjection  the 
world  to  come,  whereof  we 
speak. 

6  But  one  in  a  certain  place 
testified,  saying.  What  is  man, 
that  thou  aort  mindfal  of  him? 
or  the  son  of  man,  that  thou 
visitest  him? 

7  Thou  madest  him  a  little 
lower  tiian  the  angels;  thou 
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crownedst  him  with  glory  and 
honour,  and  didst  set  him  over 
the  works  of  thy  hands : 

8  Thou  hast  put  all  things 
in  suhjection  under  his  feet. 
For  in  that  he  put  all  in  sub- 
jection  under  him,  he  left  no- 
thing that  is  not  put  under 
him.  But  now  we  see  not  yet 
all  things  put  under  him. 

9  But  we  see  Jesus,  who  was 
made  a  little  lower  than  the  an- 
gels for  the  suffering  of  death, 
crowned  with  glory  and  ho- 
nour ;  that  he  by  the  grace  of 
God  should  taste  death  for  eve- 
ry man. 

10  For  it  became  him,  for 
whom  ure  all  things,  and  by 
whom  are  all  things,  in  bring- 
ing many  sons  unto  glory,  to 
make  the  captain  of  their  sal- 
vation perfect  through  suffer- 
ings. 

1 1  For  both  he  that  sanctifi- 
eth  and  they  who  are  sanctified 
are  all  of  one:  for  which  cause 
he  is  not  ashamed  to  call  them 
brethren, 

12  Saying,  I  will  declare  thy 
name  unto  my  brethren:  in  the 
midst  of  the  church  will  I  sing 
praise  unto  thee. 

13  And  again,  I  will  put  my 
trust  in  him.  And  again.  Be- 
hold, I  and  the  children  which 
God  hath  given  me. 

14  Forasmuch  then  as  the 
children  are  partakers  of  flesh 
and  blood,  he  also  himself  like- 
wise took  part  of  the  same; 
that  through  death  he  might 
destroy  him  that  had  the  pow- 
er of  death,  that  is,  the  devil ; 
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15  And  deliver  them,  who 
through  fear  of  death  were  all 
their  lifetime  subject  to  bond- 
age. 

16  For  verily  he  took  not  on 
him  the  nature  of  angels ;  but 
he  took  on  him  the  seed  of 
Abraham. 

17  Wherefore  in  all  things 
it  behooved  him  to  be  made 
like  unto  his  brethren,  that  he 
might  be  a  merciful  and  faith- 
ful high  priest  in  things  per- 
taining  to  God,  to  make  re- 
conciliation for  the  sins  of  the 
people. 

18  For  in  that  he  himself  hath 
suffered  being  tempted,  he  is 
able  to  succour  them  that  are 
tempted. 

CHAPTER  III. 

1  Christ  U  more  worthy  than  MotM :  *!  thtrg' 
fort  if  we  hdieoe  not  in  him,  we  ehaU  be 
more  worthy  ofpunithment  than  unbelieving 
ItraeL 

WHEREFORE,  holy  bre- 
thren, partakers  of  the 
heavenly  calling,  consider  the 
Apostle  and  High  Priest  of  our 
profession,  Christ  Jesus; 

2  Who  was  faithful  to  him 
that  appointed  him,  as  also 
Moses  was  faithful  in  all  his 
house. 

3  For  this  man,  was  counted 
worthy  of  more  glory  than  Mo- 
ses, inasmuch  as  he  who  hath 
buUded  the  house  hath  more 
honour  than  the  house. 

4  For  every  house  is  build- 
ed  by  some  man;  but  he  that 
built  all  things  is  God. 

5  And  Moses  verily  was  faith- 
ful in  all  his  house  as  a  serv- 
ant, for  a  testimony  of  those

things  which  were  to  be  spok- 
en after ; 

6  But  Christ  as  a  son  over  his 
own  house ;  whose  house  are 
we,  if  we  hold  fast  the  confi- 
dence and  the  rejoicing  of  the 
hope  firm  unto  the  end. 

7  Wherefore  as  the  Holy 
Ghost  saith,  To  day  if  ye  wiU 
hear  his  voice, 

8  Harden  not  your  hearts,  as 
in  the  provocation,  in  the  day 
of  temptation  in  the  wilder- 
ness: 

9  When  your  fathers  tempted 
me,  proved  me,  and  saw  my 
works  forty  years. 

10  Wherefore  I  was  grieved 
with  that  generation,  and  said, 
They  do  always  err  in  their 
heart;  and  they  have  not 
known  my  ways. 

11  So  I  sware  in  my  wrath. 
They  shall  not  enter  into  my 
rest. 

12  Take  heed,  brethren,  lest 
there  be  in  any  of  you  an  evil 
heart  of  unbelief,  in  departing 
firom  the  living  God. 

13  But  exhort  one  another 
daily,  while  it  is  called  To  day ; 
lest  any  of  you  be  hardened 
through  the  deceitfulness  of 
sin. 

14  For  we  are  made  partakers 
of  Christ,  if  we  hold  the  begin- 
ning of  our  confidence  stead- 
fast unto  the  end ; 

15  While  it  is  said.  To  day  if 
ye  will  hear  his  voice,  harden 
not  your  hearts,  as  in  the  pro- 
vocation. 

16  For  some,  when  they  had 
heard,  did  provoke:  howbeit 


not  all  that  came  out  of  Egypt 
by  Moses. 

17  But  with  whom  was  he 
grieved  forty  years?  was  it  not 
with  them  that  had  sinned, 
whose  carcasses  fell  in  the  wil- 
derness ? 

18  And  to  whom  sware  he 
that  they  should  not  enter  in- 
to his  rest,  but  to  them  that 
believed  not? 

19  So  we  see  that  they  could 
not  enter  in  because  of  unbe- 
lief. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

IThe  rettof  Okriitiam  U  atttdned  by  faith, 
12  The  fewer  of  GoiTs  word,  14  By  our  high 
priettf  Je9us  the  Son  of  Ood,  16  to0  may  come 
OoUJUy  to  the  throne  ofgraee, 

LET  us  therefore  fear,  lest,  a 
promise  being  left  us  of 
entering  into  his  rest,  any  of 
you  should  seem  to  come  short 
of  it. 

2  For  unto  us  was  the  gos- 
pel preached,  as  well  as  unto 
them:  but  the  word  preached 
did  not  profit  them,  not  being 
mixed  with  faith  in  them  that 
heard  it. 

3  For  we  which  have  believ- 
ed do  enter  into  rest,  as  he 
said.  As  I  have  sworn  in  my 
wrath,  if  they  shall  enter  into 
my  rest :  although  the  works 
were  finished  from  the  foun- 
dation of  the  world. 

4  For  he  spake  in  a  certain 
place  of  the  seventh  day  on 
this  wise.  And  Gt>d  did  rest 
the  seventh  day  from  all  his 
works. 

5  And  in  this  place  again.  If 
they  shall  enter  into  my  rest. 

6  Seeing  therefore  it  remain- 
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eth  that  some  must  enter  there- 
in, and  they  to  whom  it  was 
first  preached  entered  not  in 
hecause  of  unbelief: 

7  Again,  he  limiteth  a  certain 
day,  saying  in  David,  To  day, 
after  so  long  a  time;  as  it  is 
said.  To  day  if  ye  will  hear  his 
voiee,  harden  not  your  hearts. 

8  For  if  Jesus  had  given  them 
rest,  then  would  he  not  after- 
ward have  spoken  of  another 
day. 

9  There  remaineth  therefore 
a  rest  to  the  people  of  God. 

10  For  he  that  is  entered  in- 
to his  rest,  he  also  hath  ceased 
from  his  own  works,  as  God 
did  from  his. 

11  Let  us  labour  therefore  to 
enter  into  that  rest,  lest  any 
man  fall  after  the  same  exam- 
ple of  unbelief. 

12  For  the  word  of  God  is 
quick,  and  powerful,  and  sharp- 
er than  any  twoedged  sword, 
piercing  even  to  the  dividing 
asunder  of  soul  and  spirit,  and 
of  the  joints  and  marrow,  and 
is  a  discemer  of  the  thoughts 
and  intents  of  the  heart. 

13  Neither  is  there  any  crea- 
ture that  is  not  manifest  in  his 
sight:  but  all  things  are  naked 
and  opened  unto  the  eyes  of 
him  with  whom  we  have  to  do. 

14  Seeing  then  that  we  have 
a  great  high  priest,  that  is 
passed  into  the  heavens,  Jesus 
the  Son  of  God,  let  us  hold 
fast  our  profession. 

15  For  we  have  not  a  high 
priest  which  cannot  be  touch- 
ed with  the  feeling  of  our  in- 
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firmities;  but  was  in  all  points 
tempted  like  as  we  are,  yet 
without  sin. 

16  Let  us  therefore  come  bold« 
ly  unto  the  throne  of  grace, 
that  we  may  obtain  mercy, 
and  find  grace  to  help  in  time 
of  need. 

CHAPTER  V. 

1  Of  the  high  priests  from  earumg  men;  $ 
ChritCeprieHhood  compared  mUhtheiTM,  11 
The  want  of  knowledge  respecting  the  doc- 
irinss  of  the  gospel  repraveoC 

F^R  every  high  priest  tak* 
en  from  among  men  is  or- 
dained for  men  in  things  per^ 
taining  to  Gt>d,  that  he  may 
ofier  l^th  gifts  and  sacrifices 
for  sins : 

2  Who  can  have  compassion 
on  the  ignorant,  and  on  them 
that  are  out  of  the  way ;  fot 
that  he  himself  also  is  corn* 
passed  with  infirmity. 

3  And  by  reason  hereof  he 
ought,  as  for  the  people,  so  al- 
so for  himself,  to  offer  for  sins. 

4  And  no  man  taketh  this 
honour  unto  himself,  but  he 
that  is  called  of  GtKi,  as  tooM 
Aaron. 

5  So  also  Christ  glorified  not 
himself  to  be  made  a  high 
priest ;  but  he  that  said  unto 
him.  Thou  art  my  Son,  to  day 
have  I  begotten  thee. 

6  As  he  saith  also  in  another 
pkice^  Thou  art  a  priest  for 
ever  after  the  order  of  Melchi- 
zedek. 

7  Who  in  the  days  of  his 
flesh,  when  he  had  offered  up 
prayers  and  supplications  with 
strong  crying  and  tears  unto 
him  that  was  able  to  save  him 


I%e  guiU  and

danger  of  apostasy. 


from  death,  and  was  heard  in 
that  he  feared ; 

8  Though  he  were  a  Son,  yet 
learned  he  ohedience  by  the 
things  which  he  suffered ; 

9  ^d  being  made  perfect,  he 
became  the  author  of  eternal 
salvation  unto  all  them  that 
obey  him ; 

10  Called  of  God  a  high  priest 
after  the  order  of  Melchizedek. 

11  Of  whom  we  have  many 
things  to  say,  and  hard  to  be 
uttered,  seeing  ye  are  dull  of 
hearing. 

12  For  when  for  the  time  ye 
ought  to  be  teachers,  ye  have 
need  that  one  teach  you  again 
which  be  the  first  principles  of 
the  oracles  of  God;  and  are 
become  such  as  have  need  of 
milk,  and  not  of  strong  meat. 

13  For  every  one  that  useth 
milk  %8  unskilful  in  the  word 
of  righteousness :  for  he  is  a 
babe. 

14  But  stiong  meat  belong- 
eth  to  them  l^at  are  of  fidl 
age,  even  those  who  by  reason 
of  use  have  their  senses  ex- 
ercised to  discem  both  good 
and  evil. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

1  The  guilt  and  danger  of  aj>oiUuiy.  WBe  ex- 
horteth  them  to  be  tteadfast  cmddiligerU^  60- 
eauee  Ood  m  most  eure  in  hie  promxee, 

THEREFORE  leaving  the 
principles  of  the  doctrine 
of  Christ,  let  us  go  on  unto 
perfection;  not  laying  again 
the  foundation  of  repentance 
from  dead  works,  and  of  faith 
toward  God, 
2  Of  the  doctrine  of  baptisms, 


and  of  laying  on  of  hands,  and 
of  resurrection  of  the  dead,  and 
of  eternal  judgment. 

3  And  this  will  we  do,  if  God 
permit. 

4  For  it  is  impossible  for  those 
who  were  once  enlightened, 
and  have  tasted  of  the  hea- 
venly gift,  and  were  made  par- 
takers of  the  Holy  Ghost, 

5  And  have  tasted  the  good 
word  of  God,  and  the  powers 
of  the  world  to  come, 

6  If  they  shall  fall  away,  to 
renew  them  again  unto  repent- 
ance; seeing  they  crucify  to 
themselves  the  Son  of  God 
afresh,  and  put  him  to  an  open 
shame. 

7  For  the  earth  which  drink- 
eth  in  the  rain  that  cometh  oft 
upon  it,  and  bringeth  forth 
herbs  meet  for  them  by  whom 
it  is  dressed,  receiveth  blessing 
from  God : 

8  But  that  which  beareth 
thomd  and  briers  is  rejected, 
and  is  nigh  unto  cursing ;  whose 
end  is  to  be  burned. 

9  But,  beloved,  we  are  per- 
suaded better  things  of  you, 
and  things  that  accompany  sal- 
vation, though  we  thus  speak. 

10  For  Gwi  is  not  unright- 
eous to  forget  your  work  and 
labour  of  love,  which  ye  have 
shewed  toward  his  name,  in 
that  ye  have  ministered  to  the 
saints,  and  do  minister. 

11  And  we  desire  that  every 
one  of  you  do  shew  the  same 
diligence  to  the  full  assurance 
of  hope  unto  the  end : 

12  That  ye  be  not  slothftil, 
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but  followers  of  them  who 
through  faith  and  patience  in- 
herit the  promises. 

13  For  when  God  made  pro- 
mise to  Abraham,  because  he 
could  swear  by  no  greater,  he 
sware  by  himself, 

14  Saying,  Surely  blessing  I 
will  bless  thee,  and  multiply- 
ing I  will  multiply  thee. 

15  And  so,  after  he  had  pa- 
tiently endured,  he  obtained 
the  promise. 

16  For  men  verily  swear  by 
the  greater:  and  an  oath  for 
confirmation  is  to  them  an  end 
of  all  strife. 

1 7  Wherein  God,  willing  more 
abundantly  to  shew  unto  the 
heirs  of  promise  the  immuta- 
bility of  his  counsel,  confirmed 
it  by  an  oath  : 

18  That  by  two  immutable 
things,  in  which  it  was  impos- 
sible for  God  to  Ue,  we  might 
have  a  strong  consolation,  who 
have  fled  for  refuge  to  lay  hold 
upon  the  hope  set  before  us : 

19  Which  hope  we  have  as 
an  anchor  of  the  soul,  both 
sure  and  steadfast,  and  which 
entereth  into  that  within  the 
vail ; 

20  Whither  the  forerunner  is 
for  us  entered,  ^t?^n  Jesus,  made 
a  high  priest  for  ever  after  the 
order  of  Melchizedek. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

1  Chrui  Jeaua  U  a  priest  after  the  order  of 
Melcfdzedek;  11  and  eoy  far  more  excellent 
than  theprieate  of  Aaron  8  order, 

17^  OR  this  Melchizedek,  king 
.   of  Salem,  priest  of  the  most 
high  Gody  who  met  Abraham 
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returning  firom  the  slaughter 
of  the  kings,  and  blessed  him ; 

2  To  whom  also  Abraham 
gave  a  tenth  part  of  all;  first 
being  by  interpretation  King* 
of  righteousness,  and  after  that 
also  King  of  Salem,  which  is. 
King  of  peace ; 

3  Without  father,  without  mo- 
ther, without  descent,  having 
neither  beginning  of  days,  nor 
end  of  life ;  but  made  like  un- 
to  the  Son  of  God ;  abideth  a 
priest  continually. 

4  Now  consider  how  great  this 
man  was,  unto  whom  even  the 
patriarch  Abraham  gave  the 
tenth  of  the  spoils. 

5  And  verily  they  that  are  of 
the  sons  of  Levi,  who  receive 
the  office  of  the  priesthood, 
have  a  commandment  to  take 
tithes  of  the  people  according 
to  the  law,  that  is,  of  their 
brethren,  though  they  come 
out  of  the  loins  of  Abraham : 

6  But  he  whose  descent  is  not 
counted  from  them  received 
tithes  of  Abraham,  and  blessed 
him  that  had  the  promises. 

7  And  without  all  contradic- 
tion the  less  is  blessed  of  the 
better. 

8  And  here  men  that  die 
receive  tithes;  but  there  he 
teceiveth  them,  of  whom  it  is 
witnessed  that  he  liveth. 

9  And  as  I  may  so  say,  Levi 
also,  who  receiveth  tithes,  paid 
tithes  in  Abraham. 

10  For  he  was  yet  in  the  loins 
of  his  father,  when  Melchizedek 
met  him. 

11  Iftherefore  perfection  were 


Christ*  s  priesthood 


CHAPTER  VIIL  above  that  of  Aaron. 


by  the  Levitical  priesthood,  (for 
under  it  the  people  received  the 
law,)  what  further  need  was 
there  that  another  priest  should 
rise  after  the  order  of  Melchize- 
dek,  and  not  be  called  after  the 
order  of  Aaron? 

12  For  the  priesthood  being 
changed,  there  is  made  of 
necessity  a  change  also  of  the 
law. 

13  For  he  of  whom  these 
things  are  spoken  pertaineth 
to  another  tribe,  of  which  no 
man  gave  attendance  at  the 
altar. 

14  For  it  is  evident  that  our 
Lord  sprang  out  of  Judah ;  of 
which  tribe  Moses  spake  no- 
thing concerning  priesthood. 

15  And  it  is  yet  far  more 
evident :  for  that  after  the  si- 
militude of  Melchizedek  there 
ariseth  another  priest, 

16  Who  is  made,  not  after 
the  law  of  a  carnal  conmiand- 
ment,  but  after  the  power  of 
an  endless  life. 

17  For  he  testifieth.  Thou  aft 
a  priest  for  ever  after  the  order 
of  Melchizedek. 

18  For  there  is  verily  a  disan- 
nulling of  the  commandment 
going  before  for  the  weakness 
and  unprofitableness  thereof! 

19  For  the  law  made  nothing 
perfect,  but  the  bringing  in  of 
a  better  hope  did;  by  the 
which  we  draw  nigh  unto  God. 

20  And  inasmuch  as  not 
without  an  oath  he  was  made 
priest : 

21  (For  those  priests  were 
made  without  an  oath;  but 


this  with  an  oath  by  him  that 
said  unto  him,  The  Lord  sware 
and  will  not  repent,  Thou  art 
a  priest  for  ever  after  the  order 
of  Melchizedek:) 

22  By  so  much  was  Jesus 
made  a  surety  of  a  better  tes- 
tament. 

23  And  they  truly  were  many 
priests,  because  they  were  not 
suffered  to  continue  by  reason 
of  death : 

24  But  this  marij  because  he 
continueth  ever,  hath  an  un- 
changeable priesthood. 

25  Wherefore  he  is  able  also 
to  save  them  to  the  uttermost 
that  come  unto  God  by  him, 
seeing  he  ever  liveth  to  make 
intercession  for  them. 

26  For  such  a  high  priest  be- 
came us,  who  is  holy,  harmless, 
undefiled,  separate  from  sin- 
ners, and  made  higher  than  the 
heavens; 

27  Who  needeth  not  daily, 
as  those  high  priests,  to  offer 
up  sacrifice,  first  for  his  own 
sins,  and  then  for  the  people's: 
for  this  he  did  once,  when  he 
offered  up  himself. 

28  For  the  law  maketh  men 
high  priests  which  have  infir- 
mity; but  the  word  of  the 
oath,  which  was  since  the  law, 
maketh  the  Son,  who  is  conscr 
crated  for  evermore. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

1 B^  the  eternal  prieethood  of  Chriet  tlie  Levi- 
tteal  prietthood  of  Aaron,  ie  abolished;  7 
and  the  temporal  covenant  mih  the  fathers, 
by  the  eternal  covenant  of  the  goepeL 

OW  of  the  things  which 
we  have  spoken  this  is  the 
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sum:  We  have  such  a  high 
priest,  who  is  set  on  the  right 
hand  of  the  throne  of  the  Ma- 
jesty in  the  heavens ; 

2  A  minister  of  the  sanctu- 
ary, and  of  the  true  tabernacle, 
which  the  Lord  pitched,  and 
not  man. 

3  For  every  high  priest  is  or- 
dained to  offer  gifts  and  sacri- 
fices :  wherefore  it  is  of  neces- 
sity that  this  man  have  some- 
what also  to  offer. 

4  For  if  he  were  on  earth,  he 
should  not  be  a  priest,  seeing 
that  there  are  priests  that  of- 
fer gifts  according  to  the  law: 

5  Who  serve  unto  the  exam- 
ple and  shadow  of  heavenly 
things,  as  Moses  was  admo- 
nished of  God  when  he  was 
about  to  make  the  tabernacle: 
for,  See,  saith  he,  that  thou 
make  all  things  according  to 
the  pattern  shewed  to  thee  in 
the  mount. 

6  But  now  hath  he  obtained  a 
more  excellent  ministry,  by 
how  much  also  he  is  the  me- 
diator af  a  better  covenant, 
which  was  established  upon 
better  promises. 

7  For  if  that  first  covenant 
had  been  faultless,  then  should 
no  place  have  been  sought  for 
the  second. 

8  For  finding  fault  witli  them, 
he  saith.  Behold,  the  days 
come,  saith  the  Lord,  when  I 
will  make  a  new  covenant 
with  the  house  of  Israel  and 
with  the  house  of  Judah: 

9  Not  according  to  the  co- 
venant that  I  made  with  their 
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fathers,  in  the  day  when  I  took 
them  by  the  haiid  to  lead  them 
out  of  the  land  of  Egypt ;  be- 
ca>use  they  continued  not  in 
my  covenant,  and  I  regarded 
them  not,  saith  the  Loid. 

10  For  this  is  the  covenant 
that  I  will  make  with  the  house 
of  Israel  after  those  days,  saith 
the  Lord ;  I  will  put  my  laws 
into  their  mind,  and  write 
them  in  their  hearts;  and  I 
will  be  to  them  a  God,  sad 
they  shall  be  to  me  a  people : 

11  And  they  shall  not  teach 
every  man  his  neighbour,  and 
every  man  his  brother,  sayings 
Enow  the  Lord :  for  all  shall 
know  me,  from  the  least  to  the 
greatest. 

12  For  I  will  be  merciful  to 
their  unrighteousness,  and  their 
sins  and  their  iniquities  will  I 
remember  no  more. 

13  In  that  he  saith,  A  new 
covenant^  he  hath  made  the 
first  old.  Now  that  which  de- 
cay eth  and  waxeth  old  is  ready 
to  vanish  away. 

CHAPTER  IX. 

1  The  deteripHon  of  the  ritee  and  hlootfy  M- 
crijieea  of  the  law,  11  which  are  far  infe- 
rior to  the  dignity  and  perfection  of  the 
blood  and  eaerijta  of  Chriet 

THEN  verily  the  first  cove- 
nant  had  also  ordinances 
of  divine  service,  and  a  world- 
ly  sanctuary. 

2  For  there  was  a  tabernacle 
made;  the  first,  wherein  tvas 
the  candlestick,  and  the  table, 
and  the  shewbread ;  which  is 
called  the  sanctuary. 

8  And  after  the  second  vail^ 
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the  tabernacle  which  is  called 
the  holiest  of  all ; 

4  Which  had  the  golden  cen- 
ser, and  the  ark  of  the  cove- 
nant overlaid  round  about  with 
gold,  wherein  was  the  golden 
pot  that  had  manna,  and  Aa- 
ron's rod  that  budded,  and  the 
tables  of  the  covenant ; 

5  And  over  it  the  cherubim 
of  glory  shadowing  the  mercy- 
seat;  of  which  we  cannot  now 
speak  particularly. 

6  Now  when  these  things 
were  thus  ordained,  the  priests 
went  always  into  the  first  tar 
bemacle,  accomplishing  the 
service  of  God. 

7  But  into  the  second  toent 
the  high  priest  alone  once  eve- 
ry  year,  not  without  blood, 
which  he  offered  for  himself, 
and  for  the  errors  of  the  peo- 
ple: 

8  The  Holy  Ghost  this  signi- 
fying,  that  the  way  into  the 
holiest  of  all  was  not  yet  made 
manifest,  while  as  the  first  ta- 
bernacle was  yet  standing : 

9  Which  was  a  figure  for  the 
time  then  present,  in  which 
were  offered  both  gifts  and 
sacrifices,  that  could  not  make 
him  that  did  the  service  per- 
fect, as  pertaining  to  the  con- 
science ; 

10  Which  stood  only  in  meB,ts 
and  drinks,  and  divers  wash- 
ings, and  carnal  ordinances, 
imposed  on  them  until  the  time 
of  reformation. 

11  But  Christ  being  come  a 
high  priest  of  good  things  to 
come,  by  a  greater  and  more 
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perfect  tabernacle,  not  made 
with  hands,  that  is  to  say,  not 
of  this  building ; 

12  Neither  by  the  blood  of 
goats  and  calves,  but  by  his 
own  blood  he  entered  in  once 
into  the  holy  place,  having 
obtained  eternal  redemption 
for  us. 

13  For  if  the  blood  of  bulls 
and  of  goats,  and  the  ashes 
of  a  heifer  sprinkling  the  un- 
clean,  sanctifieth  to  the  purify- 
ing of  the  flesh ; 

14  How  much  more  shall  the 
blood  of  Christ,  who  through 
the  eternal  Spirit  offered  him- 
self  without  spot  to  God, 
purge  your  conscience  from 
dead  works  to  serve  the  living 
God? 

15  And  for  this  cause  he  is 
the  mediator  of  the  new  tes- 
tament, thatby  means  of  death, 
for  the  redemption  of  the  trans- 
gressions  that  were  under  the 
first  testament,  they  which 
are  called  might  receive  the 
promise  of  eternal  inheritance. 

16  For  where  a  testament  is, 
there  must  also  of  necessity 
be  the  death  of  the  testator. 

17  For  a  testament  is  of  force 
after  men  are  dead :  otherwise 
it  is  of  no  strength  at  all  while 
the  testator  liveth. 

18  Whereupon  neither  the 
first  testament  was  dedicated 
without  blood. 

19  For  when  Moses  had  spok- 
en every  precept  to  all  the  peo- 
ple according  to  the  law,  he 
took  the  blood  of  calves  and  of 
goats,  with  water,  and  scarlet 
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wool)  and  hyssop,  and  sprin- 
kled both  the  book  and  all  the 
people, 

20  Saying,  This  is  the  blood 
of  the  tes^iment  which  God 
hath  enjoined  unto  you. 

21  Moreover  he  sprinkled 
with  blood  both  the  taber- 
nacle, and  all  the  vessels  of 
the  ministry. 

22  And  almost  all  things  are 
by  the  law  purged  with  blood ; 
and  without  shedding  of  blood 
is'  no  remission. 

23  It  taas  therefore  necessa- 
ry that  the  patterns  of  things 
in  the  heavens  should  be  puri- 
fied with  these ;  but  the  hea- 
venly things  themselves  with 
better  sacrUices  than  these. 

24  For  Christ  is  not  entered 
into  the  holy  places  made 
with  hands,  which  are  the 
figures  of  the  true;  but  into 
heaven  itself,  now  to  appear 
in  the  presence  of  God  for  us: 

25  Nor  yet  that  he  should 
ofier  himself  often,  as  the  high 
priest  entereth  into  the  holy 
place  every  year  with  blood  of 
others ; 

26  For  then  must  he  often 
have  suffered  since  the  foun- 
dation of  the  world :  but  now 
once  in  the  end  of  the  world 
hath  he  appeared  to  put  away 
sin  by  the  sacrifice  of  himself. 

27  And  as  it  is  appointed 
unto  men  once  to  die,  but 
after  this  the  judgment : 

28  So  Christ  was  once  offer- 
ed to  bear  the  sins  of  many ; 
and  unto  them  that  look  for 
him  shall  he  appear  the  se- 
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cond  time  without  sin  unto 
salvation. 

CHAPTER  X. 

1  The  weakneM  of  the  law  sacrifieee,  10  The 
%aerifiee  of  Gfinsfe  bcdi/t  once  offered,  l^for 
emr  hath  taken  away  situ,  19  An  exhorta- 
tion to  hold  fast  tliS  faith,  with  patience  and 
thanksgiving. 

FOR  the  law  having  a  sha- 
dow  of  good  things  to 
come,  and  not  the  very  ima^e 
of  the  things,  can  never  with 
those  sacrifices,  which  they 
offered  year  by  year  continu- 
ally, make  the  comers  there- 
unto perfect. 

2  For  then  would  they  not 
have  ceased  to  be  offered? 
because  that  the  worshippers 
once  purged  should  have  had 
no  more  conscience  of  sins. 

3  But  in  those  sacrifices  there 
is  a  remembrance  again  made 
of  sins  every  yew. 

4  For  it  is  not  possible  that 
the  blood  of  bulls  and  of  goats 
should  take  away  sins. 

5  Wherefore,  when  he  Cometh 
into  the  world,  he  saith,  Sacri* 
fice  and  offering  thou  wouldest 
not,  but  a  body  hast  thou  pre- 
pared me : 

6  In  burnt  offerings  and  sacri- 
fices for  sin  thou  hast  had  no 
pleasure. 

7  Then  said  I,  Lo,  I  come 
(in  the  volume  of  the  book  it 
is  written  of  me)  to  do  thy  will, 
OGod. 

8  Above  when  he  said.  Sa- 
crifice and  offering  and  burnt 
offerings  and  offering  for  sin 
thou  wouldest  not,  neither 
hadst  pleasure  therein;  which 
are  offered  by  the  law ; 
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9  Then  said  he,  Lo,  I  come 
to  do  thy  will,  O  God.  He 
taketh  away  the  first,  that  he 
may  establish  the  second. 

10  By  the  which  will  we  are 
sanctified  through  the  offering 
of  the  body  of  Jesus  Christ 
once  for  all. 

11  And  every  priest  standeth 
daily  ministering  and  ofiering 
oftentimes  the  same  sacrifices, 
which  can  never  take  away 
sins: 

12  But  this  man,  after  he  had 
offered  one  sacrifice  for  sins  for 
ever,  sat  down  on  the  right 
hand  of  God ; 

13  From  henceforth  expect- 
ing till  his  enemies  be  made 
his  footstool. 

14  For  by  one  offering  he 
hath  perfected  for  ever  them 
that  are  sanctified. 

15  Whereof  the  Holy  Ghost 
also  is  a  witness  to  us:  for 
after  that  he  had  said  before, 

16  This  is  the  covenant  that 
I  will  make  with  them  afl»r 
those  days,  saith  the  Lord ;  I 
will  put  my  laws  into  their 
hearts,  and  in  their  minds 
will  I  write  them ; 

17  And  their  sins  and  iniqui- 
ties will  I  remember  no  more. 

18  Now  where  remission  of 
these  $9,  there  is  no  more  offer- 
ing for  sin. 

19  Having  therefore,  breth- 
ren, boldness  to  enter  into  the 
holiest  by  the  blood  of  Jesus, 

20  By  a  new  and  living  way, 
which  he  hath  consecrated  for 
us,  through  the  vail,  that  is  to 
say,  his  flesh ; 


21  And  having  a  high  priest 
over  the  house  of  God; 

22  Let  us  draw  near  with  a 
true  heart  in  full  assurance  of 
faith,  having  our  hearts  sprin* 
kled  firom  an  evil  conscience, 
and  our  bodies  washed  with 
pure  water. 

23  Let  us  hold  fast  the  pro- 
fession of  our  faith  without 
wavering;  for  he  is  faithful 
that  promised ; 

24  And  let  us  consider  one 
another  to  provoke  unto  love 
and  to  good  works : 

25  Not  forsaking  the  assem- 
bling of  ourselves  together,  as 
the  manner  of  some  is;  but 
exhorting  one  another:  and  so 
much  the  more,  as  ye  aee  the 
day  approaching. 

26  For  if  we  sin  wilfully 
aft;er  that  we  have  received 
the  knowledge  of  the  truth, 
there  remaineth  no  more  sa- 
crifice for  sins, 

27  But  a  certain  fearful  look- 
ing for  of  judgment  and  fiery 
indignation,  which  shall  de- 
vour the  adversaries. 

28  He  that  despised  Moses' 
law  died  without  mercy  under 
two  or  three  witnesses : 

29  Of  how  much  sorer  pu- 
nishment, suppose  ye,  shall  be 
be  thought  worthy,  who  hath 
trodden  under  foot  the  Son  of 
Gi>d,  and  hath  counted  the 
blood  of  the  covenant,  where- 
with he  was  sanctified,  an 
unholy  thing,  and  hath  done 
despite  unto  the  Spirit  of 
grace? 

30  For  we  know  him  that 
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hath  said,  Vengeance  belong- 
eth  unto  me,  I  will  recompense, 
saith  the  Lord.  And  again, 
The  Lord  shall  judge  his  peo- 
ple. 

31  Jif  ij  a  fearful  thing  to  fall 
into  the  hands  of  the  living 
God. 

32  But  call  to  remembrance 
the  former  days,  in  which, 
after  ye  were  illuminated,  ye 
endured  a  great  fight  of  afflic- 
tions; 

33  Partly,  whilst  ye  were 
made  a  gazingstock  both  by 
reproaches  and  afflictions;  and 
partly,  whilst  ye  became  com- 
panions of  them  that  were  so 
used. 

34  For  ye  had  compassion 
of  me  in  my  bonds,  and  took 
joyfully  the  spoiling  of  your 
goods,  knowing  in  yourselves 
that  ye  have  in  heaven  a 
better  and  an  enduring  sub- 
stance. 

35  Cast  not  away  therefore 
your  confidence,  which  hath 
great  recompense  of  reward. 

36  For  ye  have  need  of  pa- 
tience, that,  after  ye  have  done 
the  will  of  God,  ye  might  re- 
ceive the  promise. 

37  For  yet  a  little  while, 
and  he  that  shall  come  will 
come,  and  will  not  tarry. 

38  Now  the  just  shall  live  by 
faith:  but  if  any  man  draw 
back,  my  soul  shall  have  no 
pleasure  in  him. 

39  But  we  are  not  of  them 
who  draw  back  unto  perdition; 
but  of  them  that  believe  to  the 
saving  of  the  soul. 
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CHAPTER  XI. 

1  What  faith  is.  6  Without  faith  w  eannoi 
plecue  God.  7  The  wtrthy  fruits  thereof 
in  tht  lainis  of  old  time. 

NOW  faith  is  the  substance 
of  things  hoped  for,  the 
evidence  of  things  not  seen. 

2  For  by  it  the  elders  obtain- 
ed a  good  report. 

3  Through  faith  we  under* 
stand  that  the  worlds  were 
framed  by  the  word  of  G^, 
so  that  things  which  are  seen 
were  not  made  of  things  which 
do  appear. 

4  By  faith  Abel  offered  unto 
God  a  more  excellent  sacrifice 
than  Cain,  by  which  he  obtain- 
ed witness  that  he  was  righteous, 
God  testifying  of  his  gifts :  and 
by  it  he  being  dead  yet  speaketh. 

5  By  faith  Enoch  was  trans- 
lated that  he  should  not  see 
death ;  and  was  not  found,  be- 
cause God  had  translated  him : 
for  before  his  translation  he  had 
this  testimony,  that  he  pleas- 
ed God. 

6  But  without  faith  it  is  im- 
possible to  please  him:  for  he 
that  Cometh  to  God  must  be- 
lieve that  he  is,  and  that  he 
is  a  rewarder  of  them  that 
diligently  seek  him. 

7  By  faith  Noah,  being  warn- 
ed of  God  of  things  not  seen  as 
yet,  moved  with  fear,  prepared 
an  ark  to  the  saving  of  his 
house ;  by  the  which  he  con- 
denmed  the  world,  and  became 
heir  of  the  righteousness  which 
is  by  faith. 

8  By  faith  Abraham,  when 
he  was  called  to  go  out  into  a 
place  which  he  should  after 
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receive  for  an  inheritance, 
obeyed ;  and  he  went  out,  not 
knowing  whither  he  went. 

9  By  faith  he  sojourned  in 
the  land  of  promise,  as  in  a 
strange  country,  dwelling  in 
tabernacles  with  Isaac  and 
Jacob,  the  heirs  with  him  of 
the  same  promise : 

10  For  he  looked  for  a  city 
which  hath  foundations,  whose 
builder  and  maker  is  God. 

11  Through  faith  also  Sarah 
herself  received  strength  to 
conceive  seed,  and  was  deli- 
vered of  a  child  when  she  was 
past  age,  because  she  judged 
him  faithful  who  had  pro- 
mised. 

12  Therefore  sprang  there 
even  of  one,  and  him  as  good 
as  dead,  so  many  as  the  stars 
of  the  sky  in  multitude,  and 
as  the  sand  which  is  by  the 
sea  shore  innumerable. 

13  These  all  died  in  faith,  not 
having  received  the  promises, 
but  having  seen  them  afar  off, 
and  were  persuaded  of  them^ 
and  embraced  them^  and  con- 
fessed that  they  were  strangers 
and  pilgrims  on  the  earth. 

14  For  they  that  say  such 
things  declare  plainly  that 
they  seek  a  country. 

15  And  truly,  if  they  had 
been  mindful  of  that  country 
from  whence  they  came  out, 
they  might  have  had  oppor- 
tunity to  have  returned. 

16  But  now  they  desire  a 
better  country,  that  is,  a  hea- 
venly: wherefore  God  is  not 
ashamed  to  be  called  their  Gt>d : 


for  he  hath  prepared  for  them 
a  city. 

17  By  faith  Abraham,  when 
he  was  tried,  offered  up  Isaac : 
and  he  that  had  received  the 
promises  offered  up  his  only 
begotten  so/t, 

18  Of  whom  it  was  said.  That 
in  Isaac  shall  thy  seed  be  call- 
ed: 

19  Accounting  that  God  was 
able  to  raise  him  up,  even  from 
the  dead;  from  whence  also 

'  he  received  him  in  a  figure. 

20  By  faith  Isaac  blessed 
Jacob  and  Esau  concerning 
things  to  come. 

21  By  faith  Jacob,  when  he 
was  a  dying,  blessed  both  the 
sons  of  Joseph ;  and  worship- 
ped, leaning  upon  the  top  of 
his  staff. 

22  By  faith  Joseph,  when  he 
died,  made  mention  of  the  de- 
parting of  the  children  of  Is- 
rael ;  and  gave  commandment 
concerning  his  bones. 

23  By  faith  Moses,  when  he 
was  born,  was  hid  three  months 
of  his  parents,  because  they  saw 
he  wets  a  proper  child ;  and  they 
were  not  afraid  of  the  king's 
commandment. 

24  By  faith  Moses,  when  he 
was  come  to  years,  refused  to 
be  called  the  son  of  Pharaoh's 
daughter ; 

25  Choosing  rather  to  suffer 
affliction  with  the  people  of 
God,  than  to  enjoy  the  plea- 
sures of  sin  for  a  season ; 

26  Esteeming  the  reproach  of 
Christ  greater  riches  than  the 
treasures  in  Egypt:  for  he  had 
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respect  unto  the  recompense 
of  the  reward. 

27  By  faith  he  forsook  Egypt, 
not  fearing  the  wrath  of  the 
king:  for  he  endored,  as  see- 
ing him  who  is  invisible. 

28  Through  faith  he  kept  the 
passover,  and  the  sprinkling  of 
blood,  lest  he  that  destroyed 
the  fii^tbom  should  touch  them. 

29  By  faith  they  passed 
through  the  Red  sea  as  by  dry 
land:  which  the  Egyptians  as- 
saying to  do  were  drowned.      ' 

30  By  faith  the  walls  of  Jeri- 
cho fell  down,  after  they  were 
compassed  about  seven  days. 

31  By  faith  the  harlot  Rahab 
perished  not  with  them  that 
believed  not,  when  she  had 
received  the  spies  with  peace. 

32  And  what  shall  I  more 
say?  for  the  time  would  fail 
me  to  tell  of  Gideon,  and  of 
Barak,  and  of  Samson,  and  of 
Jephthah;  o/ David  also,  and 
Samuel,  and  o/this  prophets: 

33  Who  through  faith  sub- 
dued kingdoms,  wrought  right- 
eousness, obtained  promises, 
stopped  the  mouths  of  lions, 

34  Quenched  the  violence  of 
fire,  escaped  the  edge  of  the 
sword,  out  of  weakness  were 
made  strong,  waxed  valiant  in 
fight,  tum^  to  flight  the  arm- 
ies of  the  aliens. 

35  Women  received  their  dead 
raised  to  life  again :  and  others 
were  tortured,  not  accepting 
deliverance ;  that  they  might 
obtain  a  better  resurrection : 

36  And  others  had  trial  of 
cruel  mockings    and   scourg- 
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ings,  yea,  moreover  of  bonds 
and  imprisonment: 

37  They  were  stoned,  they 
were  sawn  asunder,  were  tempt- 
ed, were  slain  with  the  sword  • 
they  wandered  about  in  sheep- 
skins and  goatskins;  being 
destitute,  afflicted,  tormented ; 

38  Of  whom  the  world  was 
not  worthy:  they  wandered  in 
deserts^  and  in  mountains,  and 
in  dens  and  caves  of  the  earth. 

39  And  these  all,  having  ob- 
tained a  good  report  through 
faith,  received  not  the  pro- 
mise: 

40  God  having  provided  some 
better  thing  for  us,  that  they 
without  us  should  not  be  made 
perfect. 

CHAPTER  XII. 

1  An,  exkortation  to  e<m9tant  fedth^  patimee, 
and  podlinest.  22  A  commendation  of  tht 
new  oo^tenuiU  Mbove  the  old. 

WHEREFORE,  seeing  we 
also  are  compassed  about 
with  so  great  a  cloud  of  wit- 
nesses, let  us  lay  aside  every 
weight,  and  the  sin  which  doth 
so  easily  beset  us^  and  let  ns 
run  with  patience  the  race  tiiat 
is  set  before  us, 

2  Looking  unto  Jesus  the  au- 
thor and  finisher  of  our  faith ; 
who  for  the  joy  that  was  set 
before  him  endured  the  cross, 
despising  the  shame,  and  is  set 
down  at  the  right  hand  of  the 
throne  of  God. 

3  For  consider  him  that  en- 
dured such  contradiction  of  sin- 
ners  against  himself,  lest  ye 
be  wearied  and  faint  in  your 
minds.

CHAPTER  XIII. 


God^s  chastitemenU. 


4  Ye  have  not  yet  resisted  un- 
to blood,  striving  against  sin. 

5  And  ye  have  forgotten  the 
exhortation  which  speaketh  un- 
to you  as  unto  children,  My 
son,  despLse  not  thou  the  chas- 
tening of  the  Lord,  nor  faint 
when  thou  art  rebuked  of  him : 

6  ForwhomtheLordlovethhe 
chasteneth,  and  scourgeth  eve- 
ry son  whom  he  receiveth. 

7  If  ye  endure  chastening, 
Grod  dealeth  with  you  as  with 
sons ;  for  what  son  is  he  whom 
the  father  chasteneth  not? 

8  But  if  ye  be  without  chas- 
tisement, whereof  all  are  par- 
takers, then  are  ye  bastards, 
and  not  sons. 

9  Furthermore,  we  have  had 
fathers  of  our  flesh  which  cor- 
rected uSy  and  we  gave  them 
reverence :  shall  we  not  much 
rather  be  in  subjection  unto  the 
Father  of  spirits,  and  live? 

10  For  they  verily  for  a  few 
days  chastened  %t$  after  their 
own  pleasure;  but  he  for  our 
profit,  that  we  might  be  partak- 
ers of  his  holiness. 

11  Now  no  chastening  for  the 
present  seemeth  to  bejoyou8,but 
grievous:  nevertheless,  afl;er- 
ward  it  yieldeth  the  peaceable 
fruit  of  righteousness  unto  them 
which  are  exercised  thereby. 

1 2  Wh  erefore  lift  up  the  hands 
which  hang  down,  and  the  fee- 
ble knees ; 

13  And  make  straight  paths 
for  your  feet,  lest  that  which  is 
lame  be  turned  out  of  the  way ; 
but  let  it  rather  be  healed. 

14  FoUow  peace  with  all  men^ 


and  holiness,  without  which  no 
man  shall  see  the  Lord : 

15  Looking  diligently  lest 
any  man  fail  of  the  grace  of 
God;  lest  any  root  of  bitter- 
ness springing  up  trouble  you^ 
and  thereby  many  be  defiled; 

16  Lest  there  be  any  fornica- 
tor, or  profane  person,  as  Esau, 
who  for  one  morsel  of  meat 
sold  his  birthright. 

17  For  ye  know  how  that  af- 
terward, when  he  would  have 
inherited  the  blessing,  he  was 
rejected :  for  he  found  no  place 
of  repentance,  though  he  sought 
it  carefully  with  tears. 

18  For  ye  are  not  come  unto 
the  mount  that  might  be  touch- 
ed, and  that  burned  with  fire, 
nor  unto  blackness,  and  dark- 
ness, and  tempest, 

19  And  the  sound  of  a  trum- 
pet, and  the  voice  of  words; 
which  voice  they  that  heard 
entreated  that  the  word  should 
not  be  spoken  to  them  any 
more: 

20  For  they  could  not  endure 
that  which  was  commanded, 
And  if  so  much  as  a  beast 
touch  the  mountain,  it  shall  be 
stoned,  or  thrust  through  with 
a  dart : 

21  And  so  terrible  was  the 
sight,  that  Moses  said,  I  ex- 
ceedingly fear  and  quake: 

22  But  ye  aare  come  unto  mount 
Zion,  and  unto  the  city  of  the 
living  (jod,  the  heavenly  Jeru- 
salem, and  to  an  innumerable 
company  of  angels, 

23  To  the  general  assembly 
and  church  of  the  firstborn, 
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Obedience  urged.

which  are  written  in  heaven, 
and  to  God  the  Judge  of  all, 
and  to  the  spirits  of  just  men 
made  perfect, 

24  And  to  Jesus  the  mediator 
of  the  new  covenant,  and  to  the 
blood  of  sprinkling,  that  speak- 
eth  better  things  than  that  of 
Abel. 

25  See  that  ye  refuse  not  him 
that  speaketh :  for  if  they  es- 
caped not  who  refused  him  that 
spake  on  earth,  much  more  shall 
not  we  escape f  if  we  turn  away 
from  him  that  speaketh  from 
heaven : 

26  Whose  voice  then  shook 
the  earth:  but  now  he  hath  pro- 
mised, saying.  Yet  once  more  I 
shake  not  the  earth  only,  but 
also  heaven. 

27  And  this  ivordj  Yet  once 
more,  signifieth  the  removing 
of  those  things  that  are  shaken, 
as  of  things  that  are  made,  that 
those  things  which  cannot  be 
shaken  may  remain. 

28  Wherefore  we  receiving 
a  kingdom  which  cannot  be 
moved,  let  us  have  grace, 
whereby  we  may  serve  God 
acceptably  with  reverence  and 
godly  fear : 

29  For  our  God  is  a  consum- 
ing fire. 

CHAPTER  XIII.

LET  brotherly  love  continue. 
2  Be  not  forgetful  to  en-

and  them  which  suflfer  adver* 
sity,  as  being  yourselves  also 
in  the  body. 

4  Marriage  t^  honourable  in 
all,  and  the  bed  undefiled:  but 
whoremongers  and  adulterers 
God  will  judge. 

5  Let  your  conversation  be 
without  covetousness ;  and  be 
content  with  such  things  as 
ye  have:  for  he  hath  said,  I 
will  never  leave  thee,  nor  for- 
sake thee. 

6  So  that  we  may  boldly  say, 
The  Lord  is  my  helper,  and  I 
will  not  fear  what  man  shall 
do  unto  me. 

7  Remember  them  which 
have  the  rule  8ver  you,  who 
have  spoken  unto  you  the  word 
of  God:  whose  faith  follow, 
considering  the  end  of  their 
conversation. 

8  J^us  Christ  the  same  yes- 
terday ^and  to  day,  and  for  ever. 

9  Be  not  carried  about  with 
divers  and  strange  doctrines: 
for  it  is  a  good  thing  that  the 
heart  be  established  with  grace ; 
not  with  meats,  which  have 
not  profited  them  that  have 
been  occupied  therein. 

10  We  have  an  altar,  whereof 
they  have  no  right  to  eat  which 
serve  the  tabernacle. 

11  For  the  bodies  of  those 
beasts,  whose  blood  is  brought 
into  the  sanctuary  by  the  high 
priest  for  sin,  are  burned  with- 
out the  camp.

20  Now  the  God  of  peace, 
that  brought  again  from  the 
dead  our  Lord  Jesus,  that  great 
Shepherd  of  the  sheep,  through 
the  blood  of  the  everlasting 
covenant, 

21  Make  you  perfect  in  every 
good  work  to  do  his  will,  work- 
ing in  you  that  which  is  well 
pleasing  in  his  sight,  through 
Jesus  Christ ;  to  whom  be  glo- 
ry for  ever  and  ever.     Amen. 

22  And  I  beseech  you,  bre* 
thren,  suffer  the  word  of  ex- 
hortation :  for  I  have  written  a 
letter  unto  you  in  few  words. 

23  Know  ye  that  our  brother 
Timothy  is  set  at  liberty ;  with 
whom,  if  he  come  shortly,  I 
will  see  you. 

24  Salute  all  them  that  have 
the  rule  over  vou,  and  all  the 
saints.  They  of  Italy  salute  you. 

25  Grace  be  with  you  all. 
Amen.

4  But  let  patience  have  her 
perfect  work,  that  ye  may  be 
perfect  and  entire,  wanting  no- 
thing. 

5  If  any  of  you  lack  wisdom, 
let  him  ask  of  Grod,  that  giv- 
eth  to  all  men  liberally,  and 
upbraideth  not;  and  it  shall 
be  given  him. 

6  But  let  him  ask  in  faith, 
nothing  wavering :  for  he  that 
wavereth  is  like  a  wave  of  the 
sea  driven  with  the  wind  and 
tossed. 

7  For  let  not  that  man  think 
that  he  shall  receive  any  thing 
of  the  Lord. 

8  A  doubleminded  man  is  un- 
stable ia  all  his  ways. 

9  Let  the  brother  of  low  de- 
gree rejoice  in  that  he  is  ex- 
alted: 

10  But  the  rich,  in  that  he  is 
made  low :  because  as  the  flow- 
er of  the  grass  he  shall  pass 
away. 

11  For  the  sun  is  no  sooner 
risen  with  a  burning  heat,  but 
it  withereth  the  grass,  and  the 
flower  thereof  falleth,  and  the 
grace  of  the  fashion  of  it  per- 
isheth :  so  also  shall  the  rich 
man  fade  away  in  his  ways. 

12  Blessed  is  the  man  that 
endureth  temptation:  for  when 
he  is  tried,  he  shall  receive  the 
crown  of  life,  which  the  Lord 
hath  promised  to  them  that 
love  him. 

13  Let  no  man  say  when  he 
is  tempted,  I  am  tempted  of 
God :  for  God  cannot  be  tempt-

ed  with  evU,  neither  tempteth 
he  any  man : 

14  But  every  man  is  tempted, 
when  he  is  drawn  away  of  his 
own  lust,  and  enticed. 

15  Then  when  lust  hath  coa- 
ceived,  it  bringeth  forth  sin ; 
and  sin,  when  it  is  finished, 
bringeth  forth  death. 

16  Do  not  err,  my  beloved 
brethren. 

17  Every  good  gift  and  every 
perfect  gift  is  from  above,  and 
cometh  down  from  the  Fathei 
of  lights,  with  whom  is  no  va- 
riableness, neither  shadow  of 
turning. 

18  Of  his  own  will  begat  he  us 
with  the  word  of  truth,  that 
we  should  be  a  kind  of  first- 
fruits  of  his  creatures. 

1 9  Wherefore,  my  beloved  bre- 
thren, let  every  man  be  swift 
to  hear,  slow  to  speak,  slow  to 
wrath: 

20  For  the  wrath  of  man  work- 
eHb,  not  the  righteousness  of 
God. 

21  Wherefore  lay  apart  all 
filthiness  and  superfluity  of 
naughtiness,  and  receive  with 
meekness  the  engrafted  word, 
which  is  able  to  save  your  souls. 

22  But  be  ye  doers  of  the 
word,  and  not  hearers  only,  de- 
ceiving your  own  selves. 

23  For  if  any  be  a  hearer  of 
the  word,  and  not  a  doer,  he  is 
like  unto  a  man  beholding  his 
natural  face  in  a  glass : 

24  For  he  beholdeth  him- 
self, and  goeth  his  way,  and 
straightway  forgetteth  what 
manner  of  man  he  was.

despise  the  poor. 


25  But  whoso  looketh  into 
the  perfect  law  of  liberty, 
and  continueth  therein^  he 
being  not  a  forgetful  hearer, 
but  a  doer  of  the  work,  this 
man  shall  be  blessed  in  his 
deed. 

26  If  any  man  among  you 
seem  to  be  religious,  and  bri- 
dleth  not  his  tongue,  but  de- 
ceiveth  his  own  heart,  this 
man's  religion  is  vain. 

27  Pure  religion  and  undefil- 
ed  before  God  and  the  Father 
is  this,  To  visit  the  fatherless 
and  widows  in  their  affliction, 
and  to  keep  himself  unspotted 
from  the  world. 

CHAPTER  II. 

iltUnot  agreeable  to  ChrUUan  profenion  to 
regard  the  rich,  and  to  despite  tfie  poor  bre- 
thren :  1 8  rather  im  are  to  Be  loving  and  vmt* 
eifttl;  14  and  not  to  boaat  of  faUh  where 
there  are  no  works,  17  which  is  but  a  dead 
faith,  21  not  that  of  Abraham,  26  nor  of 
Rahab,  • 

MY  brethren,  have  not  the 
faith  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  the  Lord  of  glory,  with 
respect  of  persons. 

2  For  if  there  come  unto 
your  assembly  a  man  with  a 
gold  ring,  in  goodly  apparel, 
and  there  come  in  also  a  poor 
man  in  vile  raiment ; 

3  And  ye  have  respect  to  him 
that  weareth  the  gay  clothing, 
and  say  unto  him,  Sitthou  here 
in  a  good  place;  and  say  to 
the  poor,  Stand  thou  there,  or 
sit  here  under  my  footstool : 

4  Are  ye  not  then  partial  in 
yourselves,  and  are  become 
judges  of  evil  thoughts  ? 

5  Hearken,  my  l^oved  bre- 


thren,  Hath  not  God  chosen 
the  poor  of  this  world  rich  in 
faith,  and  heirs  of  the  king- 
dom which  he  hath  promis^ 
to  them  that  love  him  ? 

6  But  ye  have  despised  the 
poor.  Do  not  rich  men  oppress 
you,  and  draw  you  before  the 
judgment  seats  ? 

7  Do  not  they  blaspheme  that 
worthy  name  by  the  which  ye 
are  called  ? 

8  If  ye  fulfil  the  royal  law  ac- 
cording  to  the  scripture.  Thou 
shalt  love  thy  neighbour  as 
thyself,  ye  do  well : 

9  But  if  ye  have  respect  to 
persons,  ye  commit  sin,  and 
are  convinced  of  the  law  as 
transgressors. 

10  For  whosoever  shall  keep 
the  whole  law,  and  yet  ofiend 
in  one  pointy  he  is  guilty  of 
all. 

11  For  he  that  said.  Do  not 
commit  adultery,  said  also,  Do 
not  kill.  Now  if  thou  commit 
no  adultery,  yet  if  thou  kill, 
thou  art  become  a  transgressor 
of  the  law. 

12  So  speak  ye,  and  so  do,  as 
they  that  shall  be  judged  by 
the  law  of  liberty. 

13  For  he  shall  have  judg- 
ment without  mercy,  that  hath 
shewed  no  mercy ;  and  mercy 
rejoiceth  against  judgment. 

14  What  doth  it  profit,  my 
brethren,  though  a  man  say 
he  hath  faith,  and  have  not 
works  ?  can  faith  save  him  ? 

15  If  a  brother  or  sister  be 
naked,  and  destitute  of  daily 
food, 
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Of  faith  without  works.

16  And  one  of  you  say  unto 
them,  Depart  in  peace,  be  ye 
warmed  and  filled;  notwith- 
standing ye  give  them  not 
those  tlungs  which  are  needful 
to  the  body;  what  doth  it  pro- 
tit? 

17  Even  so  faith,  if  it  hath 
not  works,  is  dead,  being 
alone. 

18  Yea,  a  man  may  say.  Thou 
hast  faith,  and  I  have  works: 
shew  me  thy  faith  without  thy 
works,  and  I  will  shew  thee 
my  faith  by  my  works. 

19  Thou  believest  that  there 
is  one  God;  thou  doest  well: 
the  devils  also  believe,  and 
tremble. 

20  But  wilt  thou  know,  O  vain 
man,  that  faith  without  works 
is  dead? 

21  Was  not  Abraham  our  fa- 
ther justified  by  works,  when 
he  had  offered  Isaac  his  son 
upon  the  altar  ? 

22  Seest  thou  how  faith 
wrought  with  his  works,  and 
by  works  was  faith  made  per- 
fect? 

23  And  the  scripture  was  ful- 
filled which  saith,  Abraham 
believed  God,  and  it  was  im- 
puted unto  him  for  righteous- 
ness: and  h?  was  called  the 
Friend  of  God. 

24  Ye  see  then  how  that  by 
works  a  man  is  justified,  and 
not  by  faith  only. 

25  Likewise  also  was  not 
Rahab  the  harlot  justified  by 
works,  when  she  had  received 
the  messengers,  and  had  sent 
them  out  another  way  ? 
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26  For  as  the  body  without 
the  spirit  is  dead,  so  faith  with- 
out works  is  dead  also. 

CHAPTER  III. 

1  W«  art  not  rashly  cf  arrogantly  to  reprt<9€ 
others :  6  but  rather  to  bridle  tfie  torigue^  a 
little  member^  but  a  powerful  iiiHrument  of 
much  goody  andgreatharm*  18  The  truly  wiue 
are  m%H  and  peaceable,  without  envying  and 
ttrife, 

MY  brethren,  be  not  many 
masters,  knowing  that  wo 
shall  receive  the  greater  con- 
demnation. 

2  For  in  many  things  we  of- 
fend all.  If  any  man  offend  not 
in  word,  the  same  i$  a  perfect 
man,  and  able  also  to  bridle  the 
whole  body. 

3  Behold,  we  put  bits  in  the 
horses'  mouths,  that  they  may 
obey  us;  and  we  turn  about 
their  whole  body. 

4  Behold  also  the  ships,  which 
though  they  be  so  great,  and  are 
driven  of  nerce  winds,  yet  are 
they  turned  about  with  a  very 
small  helm,  whithersoever  the 
governor  listeth. 

5  Even  so  the  tongue  is  a  lit- 
tle member,  and  boasteth  great 
things.  Behold,  how  great  a 
matter  a  little  fire  kindleth! 

6  And  the  tongue  is  a  fire,  a 
world  of  iniquity:  so  is  the 
tongue  among  our  members, 
that  it  defileth  the  whole  body, 
and  setteth  on  fire  the  course 
of  nature ;  and  it  is  set  on  fire 
of  hell. 

7  For  every  kind  of  beasts, 
and  of  birds,  and  of  serpents, 
and  of  things  in  the  sea,  is 
tamed,  and  hath  been  tamed 
of  mankind :

Against  covetousness. 


8  But  the  tongue  can  no  man 
tame ;  it  is  an  unruly  evil,  full 
of  deadly  poison. 

9  Therewith  bless  we  God, 
even  the  Father;  and  there- 
with curse  we  men,  which  are 
made  after  the  similitude  of 
God. 

10  Out  of  the  same  mouth 
proceedeth  blessing  and  curs- 
ing. My  brethren,  these  things 
ought  not  so  to  be. 

11  Doth  a  fountain  send  forth 
at  the  same  place  sweet  water 
and  bitter? 

12  Can  the  fig  tree,  my  bre- 
thren, bear  olive  berries  ?  either 
a  vine,  figs?  so  can  no  fount- 
ain both  yield  salt  water  and 
firesh. 

13  Who  is  a  wise  man  and 
endued  with  knowledge  among 
you?  let  him  shew  out  of  a 
good  conversation  his  works 
with  meekness  of  wisdom. 

14  But  if  ye  have  bitter  en- 
vying and  starife  in  your  hearts, 
glory  not,  and  lie  not  against 
^e  truth. 

15  This  wisdpm  descendeth 
not  from  above,  but  is  earthly, 
sensual,  devilish. 

16  For  where  envying  and 
strife  isj  there  is  confusion  and 
every  evil  work. 

17  But  the  wisdom  thatisfrom 
above  is  first  pure,  then  peace- 
able,  gentle,  and  easy  to  be  en- 
treated, full  of  mercy  and  good 
fruits,  without  partiality,  and 
without  hypocrisy. 

18  And  tiie  fruit  of  righteous- 
ness is  sown  in  peace  of  them 
that  make  peace. 


CHAPTER  IV. 

1  Wb  are  to  ttrive  Moinst  coveiou9ne»%^  4  inr 
temperance^  6  vriae^  11  detraction^  and  rath 
judgment  of  ot/terM:  19  and  not  to  be  confident 
in  the  good  tuceen  of  worldly  hueineae^  (mi 
mindful  ever  of  the  uncertainty  of  thia  life^  to 
commit  ouraelvee  and  all  our  affain  to  Uod^% 
providence, 

FROM  whence  come  wars 
and  fightings  among  you? 
come  they  not  hence,  even  of 
your  lusts  that  war  in  your 
members  ? 

2  Ye  lust,  and  have  not :  ye 
kill,  and  desire  to  have,  and 
cannot  obtain:  ye  fight  and 
war,  yet  ye  have  not,  because 
ye  ask  not. 

3  Ye  ask,  and  receive  not,  be- 
cause  ye  ask  amiss,  that  ye  may 
consume  it  upon  your  lusts. 

4  Ye  adulterers  and  adulter- 
esses, know  ye  not  that  the 
friendship  of  the  world  is  en- 
mity with  God?  whosoever 
therefore  will  be  a  friend  of  the 
world  is  the  enemy  of  God. 

5  Do  ye  think  that  the  Scrip- 
ture saithinvain,Thespiritthat 
d  welleth  in  us  lusteth  to  envy  ? 

6  But  he  giveth  more  grace. 
Wherefore  he  saith,  God  resist- 
eth  the  proud,  but  giveth  grace 
unto  the  humble. 

7  Submit  yourselves  therefore 
to  Gt)d.  Resist  the  devil,  and 
he  will  flee  from  you. 

8  Draw  nigh  to  God,  and  he 
will  draw  nigh  to  you.  Cleanse 
your  hands,  ye  sinners;  and 
purify  your  hearts,  ye  double- 
minded. 

9  Be  afflicted,  and  mourn,  and 
weep :  let  your  laughter  be  turn- 
ed to  mourning,  and  your  joy  to 
heaviness. 
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Of  evil  speaking.

10  Humble  yourselves  in  the 
sight  of  the  Lord,  and  he  shall 
lift  you  up. 

1 1  Speak  not  evil  one  of  an- 
other, brethren.  He  that  speak-* 
eth  evil  of  his  brother,  and 
judgeth  his  brother,  speaketh 
evil  of  the  law,  and  judgeth 
the  law :  but  if  thou  judge  the 
law,  thou  art  not  a  doer  of  th« 
law,  but  a  judge, 

1 2  There  is  one  lawgiver,  who 
is  able  to  save  and  to  destroy: 
who  art  thou  that  judgest  ano- 
ther? 

13  Go  to  now,  ye  that  say,  To 
day  or  to  morrow  we  will  go 
into  such  a  city,  and  continue 
there  a  year,  and  buy  and  sell, 
and  get  gain: 

14  Whereas  ye  know  not  what 
shall  be  onih^morrow.  For  what 
is  your  life  ?  It  is  even  a  va- 
pour, that  appeareth  for  a  little 
time,  and  then  vanisheth  away. 

15  For  that  ye  ought  to  say. 
If  the  Lord  will,  we  shall  live, 
and  do  this,  or  that. 

16  But  now  ye  rejoice  in 
your  boastings:  all  such  rejoic- 
ing is  evil. 

17  Therefore  to  him  that 
knoweth  to  do  good,  and  doeth 
it  not,  to  him  it  is  sin. 

CHAPTER  V. 

1  Wicked  rich  men  are  to  fear  GocTi  vengemtee, 
7  IVe  wyJU  to  be  patient  in  afflictioM,  after 
the  exmnple  of  the  prophet t^  a»yd  Job ;  12 
toffrhear  awearin^,  18  to  pray  in  adversity, 
to  sing  in  prosperity;  16  to  acknowledge  mth 
tually  our  several  faults^  to  pray  one  for  on- 
other,  19  and  to  reclaim  an  erring  brother 
to  the  truth, 

f^  O  to  now,  y^  rich  men,  weep 
vT  and  howl  for  your  miseries 
that  shall  come  upon  you. 
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2  Your  riches  are  corrupted, 
and  your  garments  are  moth- 
eaten. 

3  Your  gold  and  silver  is  can- 
kered; and  the  rust  of  them 
shall  be  a  witness  against  you, 
and  shall  eat  your  flesh  as  it 
were  fire.  Ye  have  heaped  trea- 
sure  together  for  the  last  days. 

4  Behold,  the  hire  of  the  la- 
bourers who  have  reaped  down 
your  fields,  which  is  of  you  kept 
back  by  firaud,  crieth:  and  the 
cries  of  them  which  have  reap- 
ed are  entered  into  the  ears  of 
the  Lord  of  Sabaoth. 

5  Ye  have  lived  in  pleasure 
on  the  earth,  and  been  wanton ; 
ye  have  nourished  your  hearts, 
as  in  a  day  of  slaughter. 

6  Ye  have  condemned  and 
killed  the  just ;  and  he  doth  not 
resist  you. 

7  Be  patient  therefore,  bre- 
thren, unto  the  coming  of  the 
Lord.  Behold,  the  husband- 
man waiteth  for  the  precious 
firuit  of  the  earth,  and  hath  long 
patience  for  it,  until  he  receive 
the  eaarly  and  latter  rain. 

8  Be  ye  also  patient;  stablish 
your  hearts :  for  the  coming  of 
the  Lord  draweth  nigh. 

9  Grudge  not  one  against  an- 
other, brethren,  lest  ye  be  con- 
demned: behold,  the  judge 
standeth  before  the  door. 

10  Take,  my  brethren,  the 
prophets,  who  have  spoken  in 
the  name  of  the  Lord,  for  an 
example  of  suflfering  affliction, 
and  of  patience. 

11  Behold,  we  count  them 
happy  which  endure.  Ye  have

the  prayer  of  faith. 


heard  of  the  patience  of  Job, 
and  have  seen  the  end  of  the 
Lord ;  that  the  Lord  is  very  pi- 
tiful, and  of  tender  mercy. 

12  But  above  all  things,  my 
brethren,  swear  not,  neither  by 
heaven,  neither  by  the  earth, 
neither  by  any  other  oath:  but 
let  your  yea  be  yea;  and  your 
nay,  nay ;  lest  ye  fall  into  con- 
demnation. 

13  Is  any  among  you  afflict- 
ed ?  let  him  pray.  Ls  any  mer- 
ry ?  let  him  sing  psalms. 

14  Is  any  sick  among  you? 
let  him  call  for  the  elders  of 
the  church;  and  let  them  pray 
over  him,  anointing  him  with 
oil  in  the  name  of  the  Lord : 

15  And  the  prayer  of  faith 
shall  save  the  sick,  and  the 
Lord  shalL raise  him  up;  and 
if  he   have   committed  sins, 

.  they  shall  be  forgiven  him. 


16  Confess  your  faults  one 
to  another,  and  pray  one  for 
another,  that  ye  may  be  heal* 
ed.  The  effectual  fervent  pray- 
er of  a  righteous  man  availeth 
much. 

17  Elias  was  a  man  subject 
to  like  passions  as  we  are,  and 
he  prayed  earnestly  that  it 
might  not  rain :  and  it  rained 
not  on  the  earth  by  the  space 
of  three  years  2|.nd  six  months. 

18  Ana  he  prayed  again,  and 
the  heaven  gave  rain,  and  the 
earth  brought  forth  her  fruit. 

19  Brethren,  if  any  of  you  do 
err  from  the  truth,  and  one 
convert  him; 

20  Let  him  know,  that  he 
which  converteth  the  sinner 
froin  the  error  of  his  way 
shall  save  a  soul  from  death,  , 
and  shall  hide  a  miUtitude  of 
sins.

I  Peter  hUueth  God  for  hU  manij^old  tpiritual 
praee$;  10  thewing  that  talwUion  in  Ohritt 
wu  prophesied  of  old:  13  andexhorteth  them 
aeeordinglv  to  a  godly  conversationf  foras- 
much at  tney  are  new  bom  anew  Ay  the  word 
of  God. 

PETER,  an  apostle  of  Jesus 
Christ,  to  the  strangers 
scattered  throughout  Fontus, 
Galatia,  Cappadocia,  Asia,  and 
Bithynia, 
2  Elect  according  to  the  fore- 
knowledge of  God   the  Fa- 


ther, through  sanctification  of 
the  Spirit,  unto  obedience  and 
sprinkling  of  the  blood  of  Jesus 
Christ:  Grace  imto  you,  and 
peace,  be  multiplied. 

3  Blessed  6^  the  God  and  Fa- 
ther of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
which  according  to  his  abun- 
dant mercy  hath  begotten  us 
again  unto  a  lively  hope  by 
the  resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ 
from  the  dead, 
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Of  salvation  by  Christ

Exhortation  to  holiness. 


4  To  an  inheritance  incor- 
ruptible, and  undefiled,  and 
that  fadeth  not  away,  reserv- 
ed in  heaven  for  you, 

5  Who  are  kept  by  the  power 
of  God  through  faith  unto  sal- 
vation ready  to  be  revealed  in 
the  last  time. 

6  Wherein  ye  greatly  rejoice, 
though  now  for  a  season,  if  need 
be,  ye  are  in  heaviness  through 
manifold  temptations  : 

7  Thattheteial  of  your  faith, 
being  much  more  precious  than 
of  gold  that  perisheth,  though 
it  be  tried  with  fire,  might  be 
found  unto  praise  and  honour 
and  glory  at  the  appearing  of 
Jesus  Christ : 

8  Whom  having  not  seen,  ye 
love;  in  whom,  though  now 
ye  see  him  not,  yet  believing, 
ye  rejoice  with  joy  unspeak- 
able and  full  of  glory  : 

9  Receiving  the  end  of  your 
faith,  even  the  salvation  of 
f/our  souls. 

10  Of  which  salvation  the 
prophets  have  inquired  and 
searched  diligently,  who  pro- 
phesiedof  the  grace  that  should 
come  unto  you : 

11  Searching  what,  or  what 
manner  of  time  the  Spirit  of 
Christ  which  was  in  them 
did  signify,  when  it  testified 
beforehand  the  sufferings  of 
Christ,  and  the  glory  that 
should  follow. 

12  Unto  whom  it  was  re- 
vealed,  that  not  unto  them- 
selves, but  unto  us  they  did 
minister  the  things,  which  are 
now  reported  unto  you  by  them 
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that  have  preached  the  gospel 
unto  you  with  the  Holy  Ghost 
sent  down  from  heaven;  which 
things  the  angels  desire  to  look 
into. 

1 3  Wherefore  gird  up  the  loins 
of  your  mind,  be  sober,  and 
hope  to  the  end  for  the  grace 
that  is  to  be  brought  unto  you 
at  the  revelation  of  Jesus 
Christ ; 

14  As  obedient  children,  not 
fashioning  yourselves  accord- 
ing to  the  former  lusts  in  your 
ignorance : 

15  But  as  he  which  hath  call- 
ed you  is  holy,  so  be  ye  holy 
in  all  manner  of  conversation  ; 

16  Because  it  is  written,  Be 
ye  holy ;  for  I  am  holy. 

17  And  if  ye  call  on  the  Fa- 
ther, who  without  respect  of  per- 
sons judgeth  according  to  eve- 
ry  man's  work,  pass  the  time 
of  your  sojourning  here  in  fear  : 

18  Forasmuch  as  ye  know 
that  ye  were  not  redeemed 
with  corruptible  things,  as  sil- 
ver  and  gold,  from  your  vain 
conversation  received  by  tradi- 
tion from  your  fathers ; 

19  But  with  the  precious 
blood  of  Christ,  as  of  a  lamb 
without  blemish  and  without 
spot: 

20  Who  verily  was  foreordain- 
ed  before  the  foundation  of  the 
world,  but  was  manifest  in 
these  last  times  for  you, 

21  Who  by  him  do  believe  in 
God,  that  raised  him  up  from 
the  dead,  and  gave  him  glory; 
that  your  faith  and  hope  might 
be  in  God.

22  Seeing  ye  have  purified 
your  souls  in  obeying  the  truth 
through  the  Spirit  unto  un- 
feigned lore  of  the  breth- 
ren, see  that  ye  love  one  an- 
other with  a  pure  heart  fer- 
vently : 

23  Being  bom  again,  notr  of 
corruptible  seed,  but  of  incor- 
ruptible, by  the  word  of  God, 
which  Uveth  and  abideth  for 
ever.

tuffering/or  well  doing,  after  the  example  of 
Ohriit. 

WHEREFORE  laying  aside 
all  malice,  and  all  guile, 
and  hypocrisies,  and  envies, 
and  all  evil  speakings, 

2  As  newborn  babes,  desire 
the  sincere  milk  of  the  word, 
that  ye  may  grow  thereby : 

3  If  so  be  ye  have  tasted  that 
the  Lord  is  gracious. 

4  To  whom  coming,  as  unto 
a  living  stone,  disallowed  in- 
deed of  men,  but  chosen  of 
God,  and  precious, 

5  Ye  also,  as  lively  stones, 
are  built  up  a  spiritual  house, 
a  holy  priesthood,  to  ofier  up 
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spiritual  sacrifices,  acceptable 
to  God  by  Jesus  Christ. 

6  Wherefdre  also  it  is  con- 
tained in  the  Scripture,  Be- 
hold, I  lay  in  Zion  a  chief  cor- 
ner stone,  elect,  precious :  and 
he  that  believeth  on  him  shall 
not  be  confounded. 

7  Unto  you  therefore  which 
believe  he  is  precious :  but  un- 
to them  which  be  disobedient, 
the  stone  which  the  builders 
disallowed,  the  same  is  made 
the  head  of  the  comer, 

8  And  a  stone  of  stumbling, 
and  a  rock  of  ofience,  even  to 
them  which  stumble  at  the 
word,  being  disobedient :  where- 
unto  also  they  were  appoint- 
ea. 

9  But  ye  are  a  chosen  gene- 
ration, a  royal  priesthood,  a 
holy  nation,  a  peculiar  people ; 
that  ye  should  shew  forth  the 
praises  of  him  who  hath  call- 
ed  you  out  of  darkness  into 
his  marvellous  light : 

10  Which  in  time  past  were 
not  a  people,  but  are  now  the 
people  of  GxmI:  which  had  nqt 
obtained  mercy,  but  now  have 
obtained  mercy. 

11  Dearly  beloved,  I  beseech 
you  as  strangers  and  pilgrims, 
abstain  from  fleshly  lusts,  which 
war  against  the  soul ; 

12  Having  your  conversation 
honest  among  the  Gentiles: 
that,  whereas  they  speak 
againirt  you  as  evil  doers,  they 
may  by  y(w/r  good  works,  whicn 
they  shall  behold,  glorify  God 
in  the  day  of  visitation. 

13  Submit  yourselves  to  eve- 
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Duties  of  servants,  and  I.  PETER, 


of  wives  and  kusbandu 


ry  otdinajice  of  man  for  the 
Lord's  sake :  whether  it  be  to 
the  king,  as  suprelne ; 
,  14  Or  unto  governors,  as  unto 
them  that  are  sent  by  him  for 
the  punishment  of  evil  doers, 
and  for  the  praise  of  them  that 
do  well. 

15  For  so  is  the  will  of  God, 
that  with  well  doing  ye  may 
put  to  silence  the  ignoarance  of 
foolish  men : 

16  As  free,  and  not  using 
your  liberty  for  a  cloak  of  ma- 
uciousness,  but  as  the  servants 
of  God. 

17  Honour  all  men.  Love  the 
brotherhood.  Fear  God.  Ho- 
nour  the  king. 

18  Servants,  be  subject  to 
your  masters  with  all  fear;  not 
only  to  the  good  and  gentle, 
but  also  to  the  froward. 

19  For  this  is  thankworthy, 
if  a  man  for  conscience  toward 
God  endure  grief,  suffering 
wrongfully. 

20  For  what  glory  is  itj  if, 
when  ye  be  buffeted  for  your 
faults,  ye  shall  take  it  patient- 
ly ?  but  if,  when  ye  do  well, 
and  suffer  for  ity  ye  take  it 
patiently,  this  is  acceptable 
with  God. 

21  For  even  hereunto  were 
ye  called :  because  Christ  also 
suffered  for  us,  leaving  us  an 
:  example,  that  ye  should  follow 

his  steps : 

22  Who  did  no  sin,  nei- 
ther was  guile  found  in  his 
mouth: 

23  Who,  when  he  was  revil- 
ed, reviled  not  again;  when 
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he  suffered,  he  threatened  not; 
but  committed  himself  to  him 
that  judgeth  righteously : 

24  Who  his  own  self  bsure 
our  sins  in  his  own  body  on 
the  tree,  that  we,  being  dead 
to  sins,  should  live  unto  right- 
eousness :  by  whose  stripes  ye 
were  healed. 

25  For  ye  were  as  sheep  go- 
ing astray ;  but  are  now  return- 
ed unto  the  Shepherd  and  Bi* 
shop  of  your  souls, 

CHAPTER  III. 

1  He  teaeheth  the  duty  of  wives  and  htubandt 
to  each  otfter,  8  exhorting  all  men  to  imt% 
and  love^  14  and  to  be  patient  under  ^Mrf#> 
eution,  19  He  declaretk  also  the  ben^U  of 
Christ  toward  the  old  world. 

LIKE  WISE,  ye  wives,  &?  ia 
subjection  to  your  own 
husbands;  that,  if  any  obey 
not  the  word,  they  also  may 
without  the  word  be  won  by 
the  conversation  of  the  wives; 

2  While  they  behold  your 
chaste  conversation  coupled 
with  fear. 

3  Whose  adorning,  let  it  not 
be  that  outward  adorning  of 
plaiting  the  hair,  and  of  wear- 
ing of  gold,  or  of  putting  on  of 
apparel ; 

4  But  let  it  be  the  hidden  man 
of  the  heart,  in  that  which  is 
not  corruptible,  even  the  omch 
ment  of  a  meek  and  quiet  spi- 
rit,  which  is  in  the  sight  of 
God  of  great  price. 

5  For  after  this  manner  in 
the  old  time  the  holy  women 
also,  who  trusted  in  God,  adorn- 
ed themselves,  being  in  sub- 
jection unto  their  own  hus- 
bands :

to  unity  and  love. 


6  Eyen  as  Sarah  obeyed  Abra- 
ham, calling  him  lord :  whose 
daughters  ye  are,  as  long  as 
ye  do  well,  and  are  not  afiraid 
with  any  amazement. 

7  Likewise,  ye  husbands, 
dwell  with  them  according  to 
knowledge,  giving  honour  un- 
to the  wOe,  as  unto  the  weak- 
er vessel,  and  as  being  heirs 
together  of  the  grace  of  life ; 
that  your  prayers  be  not  hin- 
dered. 

8  Finally,  be  ye  all  of  one 
mind,  having  compassion  one 
of  another;  love  as  brethren, 
be  pitiful,  be  courteous : 

9  Not  rendering  evil  for  evil, 
or  railing  for  railing :  but  con- 
trariwise blessing;  knowing 
that  ye  are  thereunto  called, 
that  ye  should  inherit  a  bless- 
ing. 

10  For  he  that  will  love  life, 
and  see  good  days,  let  him  re- 
frain  his  tongue  from  evil,  and 
his  lips  that  they  speak  no 
guile: 

11  Let  him  eschew  evil,  and 
do  good ;  let  him  seek  peace, 
and  ensue  it. 

12  For  the  eyes  of  the  Lord 
are  over  the  righteous,  and 
his  ears  are  open  unto  their 
prayers:  but  me  face  of  the 
Lord  is  against  them  that  do 
evil. 

13  And  who  is  he  that  will 
harm  you,  if  ye  be  followers 
of  that  which  is  good? 

14  But  and  if  ye  suffer  for 
righteousness'  sake,  happy  are 
ye :  and  be  not  afraid  of  their 
terror,  neither  be  troubled ; 


15  But  sanctify  the  Lord  God 
in  your  hearts :  and  be  ready 
always  to  give  an  answer  to 
every  man  that  asketh  you 
a  reason  of  the  hope  that  is 
in  you,  with  meekness  and 
fear: 

16  Having  a  good  conscience; 
that,  whereas  they  speak  evil 
of  you,  as  of  evU  doers,  tiiey 
may  be  ashamed  that  falsely 
accuse  your  good  conversation 
in  Christ 

17  For  it  is  better,  if  the  will 
of  God  be  so,  that  ye  suffer  for 
well  doing,  than  for  evil  do- 
ing. 

18  For  Christ  also  hath  once 
suffered  for  sins,  the  just  for 
the  unjust,  that  he  might 
bring  us  to  God,  being  put  to 
death  in  the  flesh,  but  quick- 
ened by  the  Spirit : 

19  By  which  also  he  went 
and  preached  unto  the  spirits 
in  prison; 

20  Which  sometime  were  dis- 
obedient, when  once  the  long- 
suffering  of  God  waited  in  the 
days  of  Noah,  while  the  ark 
was  a  preparing,  wherein  few, 
that  is,  eight  souls,  were  saved 
by  water. 

21  The  like  figure  where- 
unto  even  baptism  doth  also 
now  save  us,  (not  the  patting 
away  of  the  filth  of  the  flesh, 
but  the  answer  of  a  good 
conscience  toward  God,)  by 
the  resurrection  of  Jesus 
Christ : 

22  Who  is  gone  into  heaven, 
and  is  on  the  right  hand  of 
Gt)d;  angels  aaid  authorities 
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Divers  exhortations.

CHAPTER  IV. 

A  Hi  exhorteth  them  to  eeate  from  tin  by  the 
example  of  Chriet,  and  the  consideration  of 
the  general  end  that  no*o  approaeheth :  12 
and  comforteth  them  against  pereecution. 

FORASMUCH  then  as  Christ 
hath  suffered  for  us  in  the 
flesh,  arm  yourselves  likewise 
with  the  same  mind:  for  he 
that  hath  suffered  in  the  flesh 
hath  ceased  from  sin; 

2  That  he  no  longer  should 
lire  the  rest  of  his  time  in  the 
flesh  to  the  lusts  of  men,  but 
to  the  will  of  God. 

3  For  the  time  past  of  oi^r  life 
may  suffice  us  to  have  wrought 
the  will  of  the  Gentiles,  when 
we  walked  in  lasciviousness, 
lusts,  excess  of  wine,  revel- 
lings,  banquetings,  and  abomi- 
nable idolatries : 

4  Wherein  they  think  it 
strange  that  ye  run  not  with 
them  to  the  same  excess  of 
riot,  speaking  evil  of  you: 

5  Who  shaU  give  account  to 
him  that  is  ready  to  judge  the 
quick  and  the  dead. 

6  For,  for  this  cause  was  the 
gospel  preached  also  to  them 
that  are  dead,  that  they  might 
be  judged  according  to  men  in 
the  flesh,  but  live  according 
to  God  in  the  spirit. 

7  But  the  end  of  all  things 
is  at  hand:  be  ye  therefore  so- 
ber, and  watch  unto  prayer. 

8  And  above  all  things  have 
fervent  charity  among  your- 
selves: for  charity  shall  cover 
the  multitude  of  sins. 
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9  Use  hospitality  one  to  an- 
other without  grudging. 

10  As  every  man  hath  receir- 
ed  the  gift,  even  so  minister 
the  same  one  to  another,  as 
good  stewards  of  the  manifold 
grace  of  God. 

11  If  any  man  speak,  let  him 
speak  as  the  oracles  of  Gtxi; 
if  any  man  minister,  let  him 
do  it  as  of  the  ability  which 
God  giveth ;  that  God  in  all 
things  maybe  glorified  through 
Jesus  Christ :  to  whom  be  praise 
and  dominion  for  ever  and 
ever.    Amen. 

12  Beloved,  think  it  not 
strange  concerning  the  fiery 
trial  which  is  to  try  you,  as 
though  some  strange  thing  hap- 
pened unto  you: 

13  But  rejoice,  inasmuch  as 
ye  are  partakers  of  Christ's 
sufferings;  that,  when  his  glo- 
ry shall  be  revealed,  ye  may 
be  glad  also  with  exceeding 

joy. 

14  If  ye  be  reproached  for 
the  name  of  Christ,  happy  are 
ye;  for  the  spirit  of  glory  and 
of  God  resteth  upon  you :  on 
their  part  he  is  evil  spoken  of, 
but  on  your  part  he  is  glori- 
fied. 

15  But  let  none  of  you  suf- 
fer as  a  murderer,  or  o^  a  thief, 
or  as  an  evil  doer,  or  as  a 
busybody  in  other  men's  mat- 
ters. 

16  Yet  if  any  man  suffer  as 
a  Christian,  let  him  not  be 
ashamed;  but  let  him  glorify 
God  on  this  behalf. 

17  For  the  time  is  come  that

18  And  if  the  righteous  scarce- 
ly be  saved,  where  shall  the 
ungodly  and  the  sinner  ap- 
pear? 

19  Wherefore,  let  them  that 
suffer  etccording  to  the  will  of 
God  commit  the  keeping  of 
their  souls  to  him  in  well  do- 
ing, as  unto  a  faithful  Crea*- 
tor. 

CHAPTER  V. 

1  He  exhorteth  the  elder*  to  feed  their  foek^  5 


the  younger  to  obey,  8  and  all  to  be  eober, 
waichAU,  andeonitant  in  the  faith:'  9  tore- 
net  the  advenary  the  deviL 

THE  elders  which  are  among 
you  I  exhort,  who  am  also 
an  elder,  and  a  witness  of  the 
sufferings  of  Christ,  and  also 
a  partaker  of  the  glory  that 
shall  be  revealed : 

2  Feed  the  flock  of  God  which 
is  among  you,  taking  the  over- 
sight thereof  J  not  by  constraint, 
but  willingly;  not  for  filthy 
lucre,  but  of  a  ready  mind ; 

3  Neither  as  being  lords  over 
God^s  heritage,  but  being  en- 
samples  to  the  flock. 

4  And  when  the  chief  Shep- 
herd shall  appear,  ye  shall  re- 
ceive a  crown  of  glory  that 
fadeth  not  away. 

5  Likewise,  ye  younger,  sub- 
mit yourselves  unto  the  elder. 
Yea,  all  of  you  be  subject  one 
to  another,  and  be  clothed  with 
humility:  forGodresisteththe 


proud,  and  giveth  grace  to  the 
humble. 

6  Humble  yourselves  there- 
fore under  the  mighty  hand  of 
God,  that  he  may  exalt  you  in 
due  time : 

7  Casting  all  your  care  upon 
him;  for  he  careth  for  you. 

8  Be  sober,  be  vigilant ;  be- 
cause  your  adversary  the  devil, 
as  a  roaring  lion,  walketh 
about,  seeking  whom  he  may 
devour: 

9  Whom  resist  steadfast  in  the 
faith,  knowing  that  the  same 
afflictions  are  accomplished  in 
your  brethren  that  are  in  the 
world. 

10  But  the  God  of  all  grace, 
who  hath  called  us  unto  his 
eternal  glory  by  Christ  Je- 
sus, after  that  ye  have  suffer- 
ed  a  while,  make  you  perfect, 
stablish,  strengthen,  settle 
you. 

11  To  him  be  glory  and  do- 
minion for  ever  and  ever. 
Amen. 

12  By  Silvanus,  a  faithftil 
brother  unto  you,  as  I  suppose, 
I  have  written  briefly,  exhort- 
ing, and  testifying  that  this  is 
the  true  grace  of  God  wherein 
ye  stand. 

13  The  church  that  is  at  Ba- 
bylon, elected  together  with 
you,  saluteth  you ;  and  so  doth 
Marcus  my  son. 

14  Greet  ye  one  another  with 
a  kiss  of  charity.  Peace  6e  with 
you  all  that  are  in  Christ  Je- 
sus.   Amen.

calling  iure:  12  where 

mind  them,  knowing 

hand:  16  and  toameth  them  to  he  eonatant 

in  the  faith  of  ChrUt,  who  ie  ihewn  to  be  the 

Son  of  Ood,  by  the  eyewitness  of  the  apostles 

beholaing  his  majestu,  and  by  the  testitnony 

of  the  lather,  and  the  prophets, 

SIMON  Peter,  a  servant  and 
an  apostle  of  Jesus  Christ, 
to  them  that  have  obtained  like 
precious  faith  with  us  through 
the  righteousness  of  God  and 
our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ  : 

2  Grace  and  peace  be  mul- 
tiplied unto  you  through  the 
knowledge  of  God,  and  of  Je- 
sus our  Lord, 

3  According  as  his  divine 
power  hath  given  unto  us  all 
things  that  pertain  unto  life 
and  godliness,  through  the 
knowledge  of  him  that  hath 
called  us  to  glory  and  virtue : 

4  Whei'eby  are  given  unto 
us  exceeding  great  and  pre- 
cious  promises ;  that  by  these 
ye  might  be  partakers  of  the 
divine  nature,  having  escaped 
the  corruption  that  is  in  the 
world  through  lust. 

5  And  besides  this,  giving  all 
diligence,  add  to  your  faith  vir- 
tue ;  and  to  virtue,  knowledge ; 

6  And  to  knowledge,  temper- 
ance; and  to  temperance,  pa- 
tience ;  and  to  patience,  godli- 
ness; 
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7  And  to  godliness,  brotherly 
kindness;  and  to  brotherly 
kindness,  charity. 

8  For  if  these  things  be  in 
you,  and  abound,  they  make 
you  that  ye  shall  neither  be 
barren  nor  unfruitful  in  the 
knowledge  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ. 

9  But  he  that  lacketh  these 
things  is  blind,  and  cannot  see 
afar  off,  and  hath  forgotten  that 
he  was  purged  from  his  old 
sins. 

10  Wherefore  the  rather,  bre- 
thren,  give  diligence  to  make 
your  calling  and  election  sure: 
for  if  ye  do  these  things,  ye 
shall  never  fall : 

11  For  so  an  entrance  shall 
be  ministered  unto  you  abun- 
dantly into  the  everlasting 
kingdom  of  our  Lord  and  Sa- 
viour Jesus  Christ. 

12  Wherefore  I  will  not  be 
negligent  to  put  you  always  in 
remembrance  of  these  things, 
though  ye  know  them^  and  be 
established  in  the  present  truth. 

13  Yea,  I  think  it  meet,  as 
long  as  I  am  in  this  taberna- 
cle, to  stir  you  up  by  putting 
you  in  remembrance ; 

14  Knowing  that  shortly  I 
must  put  off  this  my  taberna- 
cle, even  as  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  hath  shewed  me.

15  Moreover  I  will  endeavour 
that  ye  may  be  able  after  my 
decease  to  have  these  things 
always  in  remembrance. 

16  For  we  have  not  followed 
cunningly  devised  fables,  when 
we  made  known  imto  you  the 
power  and  coming  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  but  were  eyewit- 
nesses of  his  majesty. 

17  For  he  received  from  God 
the  Father  honour  and  glory, 
when  there  came  such  a  voice 
to  him  from  the  excellent  glo- 
ry,  This  is  my  beloved  Son,  in 
whom  I  am  well  pleased. 

18  And  this  voice  which  came 
from  heaven  we  heard,  when 
we  were  with  him  in  the  holy 
mount. 

19  We  have  also  a  more  sure 
word  of  prophecy ;  whereunto 
ye  do  well  that  ye  take  heed, 
as  unto  a  light  that  shineth  in 
a  dark  place,  until  the  day 
dawn,  and  the  daystar  arise  in 
your  hearts : 

20  Knowing  this  first,  that  no 
prophecy  of  the  Scripture  is  of 
any  private  interpretation. 

21  For  the  prophecy  came  not 
in  old  time  by  the  will  of  man : 
but  holy  men  of  God  spake  as 
they  were  moved  by  the  Holy 
Ghost. 

CHAPTER  II. 

1  He  foreteUeth  them  cf  falte  Uaeheri,  iheming 
the  impiety  and  jmmehenerU  both  of  them 
and  their  followere :  'J  from  tehieh  the  godly 
9haU  be  delivered^  as  Jjot  wu  oW  of  Bodom: 
10  and  more  fully  deeeribeth  the  manners  of 
those  profane  and  blasphemous  seducers, 
wherelnf  they  may  be  the  better  known,  and 
anoided. 

XJT  there  were  false  pro- 
phets also  among  the  peo- 
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pie,  even  as  there  shall  be  false 
teachers  among  you,  who  pri- 
vily shall  bring  in  damnable 
heresies,  even  denyingthe  Lord 
that  bought  them,  and  bring 
upon  tihiemselves  swift  destruc- 
tion. 

2  And  many  shall  follow  their 
pernicious  ways ;  by  reason  of, 
whom  the  way  of  truth  shall 
be  evil  spoken  of 

3  And  through  covetousopss 
shall  they  with  feigned  wcffds 
make  merchandise  of  you: 
whose  judgment  now  of  a  long 
time  Imgereth  not,  and  their 
damnation  slumbereth  not. 

4  For  if  God  spared  not  the  an- 
gels that  sinned,  but  oa&t  them 
down  to  hell,  and  delivered 
them  into  chains  of  darkness, 
to  be  reserved  unto  judgment; 

5  And  spared  not  the  old  world, 
but  saved  Noah  the  eighth  per- 
son, a  preacher  of  righteous- 
ness, bringing  in  the  flood  up- 
on the  world  of  the  ungodly; 

6  And  turning  the  cities  of 
Sodom  and  Gomorrah  into  ash- 
es condemned  them  with  an 
overthrow,  making  them  an 
ensample  unto  those  that  after 
should  live  ungodly ; 

7  And  delivered  just  Lot,  vex- 
ed  with  the  filthy  conversation 
of  the  wicked: 

8  ^For  that  righteous  man 
dwelling  among  them,  in  see- 
ing and  hearing,  vexed  his 
righteous  soul  from  day  to  day 
with  their  unlawful  deeds :) 

9  The  Lord  knoweth  how  to 
deliver  the  godly  out  of  tempt- 
ations,  and  to  reserve  the  un- 
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Offabe  teachers

and  their  impiety^ 


just  unto  the  day  of  judgment 
,  to  be  punished  : 

10  But  chiefly  them  that  walk 
after  the  flesh  in  the  lust  of 
uncleanness,  and  despise  go- 
vernment. Presumptuous  are 
they^  selfwilled,  they  are  not 
afraid  to  speak  evil  of  dignities. 

11  Whereas  angels,  which 
are  greater  in  power  and  might, 
bring  not  railing  accusation 
against  them  before  the  Lord. 

12  But  these,  as  natural  brute 
beasts,  made  to  be  taken  and 
destroyed,  speak  evil  of  the 
things  that  they  understand 
jiot;  and  shall  utterly  perish 
in  their  own  corruption ; 

13  And  shall  receive  the  re- 
ward of  unrighteousness,  as 
they  that  count  it  pleasure 
to  riot  in  the  daytime.  Spots 
they  are  and  blemishes,  sport- 
ing themselves  with  their  own 
deceivings  while  they  feast 
with  you ; 

14  Having  eyes  full  of  adul- 
tery, and  that  cannot  cease 
from  sin;  beguiling  unstable 
souls :  a  heart  they  have  exer- 
cised with  covetous  practices ; 
cursed  children  : 

15  Which  have  forsaken  the 
right  way,  and  are  gone  astray, 
following  the  way  of  Balaam 
the  son  of  Bosor,  who  loved  the 
wages  of  unrighteousness ; 

16  But  was  rebuked  for  his 
iniquity:  the  dumb  ass  speak- 
ing with  man's  voice  forbade 
the  madness  of  the  prophet. 

17  These  are  wells  without 
water,  clouds  that  are  carried 
with  a  tempest ;  to  whom  the 
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mist  of  darkness  is  reserved 
for  ever. 

18  For  when  they  speak  g^reat 
swelling  words  of  vanity,  they 
allure  through  the  lusts  of  the 
flesh,  through  much  waaton- 
ness,  those  that  were  clean 
escaped  from  them  who  live  in 
error. 

19  While  they  promise  them 
liberty,  they  themselves  are 
the  servants  of  corruption:  for 
of  whom  a  man  is  overcome, 
of  the  same  is  he  brought  in 
bondage. 

20  For  if  after  they  have 
escaped  the  pollutions  of  the 
world  through  the  knowledge 
of  the  Lord  and  Saviour  Je- 
sus Christ,  they  are  again  en- 
tangled therein,  and  overcome, 
the  latter  end  is  worse  with 
them  than  the  beginning. 

21  For  it  had  been  better  for 
them  not  to  have  known  the 
way  of  righteousness,  than,  af- 
ter they  have  known  tf,  to 
turn  from  the  holy  command- 
ment delivered  unto  them. 

22  But  it  is  happened  unto 
them  according  to  the  true 
proverb.  The  dog  is  turned  to 
his  own  vomit  again;  and,  The 
sow  that  was-  washed  to  her 
wallowing  in  the  mire. 

CHAPTER  III. 

1  He  astvreth  them  of  the  certainty  of  Chritti 
coming  to  judgment,  against  tfune  acofert 
who  deny  it.  10  He  deacribeth  alto  the  num- 
ner  in  which  the  world  thali  be  dettroyed:  11 
exhorting  them,  from  the  expectation  theteof 
to  all  holiness  of  life :  1 6  and  again,  to  re^ 
gard  the  patience  of  (?od  as  tending  to  their  sal- 
vation, as  Paul  wrote  to  them  in  his  epistles. 

THIS  second  epistle,  beloved, 
I  now  write  unto  you ;  in

both  which  I  stir  up  your  pure 
minds  byway  of  remembrance  : 

2  That  ye  may  be  mindful  of 
the  words  which  were  spoken 
before  by  the  holy  prophets, 
and  of  the  commandment  of 
us  the  apostles  of  the  Lord 
and  Saviour : 

3  Knowing  this  first,  that 
there  shall  come  in  the  last 
days  scoffers,  walking  after 
their  own  lusts, 

4  And  saying.  Where  is  the 
promise  of  his  coming?  for 
since  the  fathers  fell  asleep, 
all  things  continue  as  they 
were  from  the  beginning  of 
the  creation. 

5  For  this  they  willingly  are 
ignorant  of,  that  by  the  word 
of  God  the  heavens  were  of 
old,  and  the  earth  standing  out 
of  the  water  and  in  the  water : 

6  Whereby  the  world  that 
then  was,  being  overflowed 
with  water,  perished : 

7  But  the  heavens  and  the 
earth,  which  are  now,  by  the 
same  word  are  kept  in  store, 
reserved  unto  fire  against  the 
day  of  judgment  and  perdition 
of  ungodly  men. 

8  But,  beloved,  be  not  igno- 
rant of  this  one  thing,  that 
one  day  is  with  the  Lord  as 
a  thousand  years,  and  a  thou* 
sand  years  as  one  day. 

9  The  Lord  is  not  slack  con- 
cerning his  promise,  as  some 
men  count  slackness  ;  but  is 
longsuffering  to  us-ward,  not 
willing  that  any  should  perish, 
but  that  all  should  come  to 
repentance. 


10  But  the  day  of  the  Lord 
will  come  as  a  thief  in  the 
night ;  in  the  which  the  hea- 
vens shall  pass  away  with  a 
great  noise,  and  the  elements 
shall  melt  with  fervent  heat, 
the  earth  also  and  the  works 
that  are  therein  shall  be  burn- 
ed up. 

1 1  Seeing  then  that  all  these 
things  shall  be  dissolved,  what 
manner  of  persons  ought  ye  to 
be  in  all  holy  conversation  and 
godliness, 

12  Looking  for  and  hasting 
unto  the  coming  of  the  day  of 
God,  wherein  the  heavens  be- 
ing on  fire  shall  be  dissolved, 
and  the  elements  shall  melt 
with  fervent  heat  ? 

13  Nevertheless  we,  etccording 
to  his  promise,  look  for  new 
heavens  and  anew  earth, where- 
in dwelleth  righteousness. 

14  Whdiefore,  beloved,  seeing 
that  ye  look  for  such  things,  be 
diligent  that  ye  may  be  found 
of  him  in  peace,  without  spot, 
and  blameless. 

15  And  account  <^ai  the  long- 
suffering  of  our  Lord  is  salva- 
tion ;  even  as  our  beloved  bro- 
ther  Paul  also  according  to 
the  wisdom  given  unto  him 
hath  written  unto  you ; 

16  As  also  in  all  his  epistles, 
speaking  in  them  of  these 
things;  in  which  are  some 
things  hard  to  be  understood, 
which  they  that  are  unlearned 
and  unstable  wrest,  as  they  do 
also  the  other  Scriptures,  unto 
their  own  destruction. 

17  Ye  therefore,  beloved,  see- 
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TTui  blood  of  Christ 
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cleanseth  from  all  shu 


ing  ye  know  these  things  before, 
beware  lest  ye  also,  being  led 
away  with  the  error  of  the 
wicked,  fall  ftom  your  own 
steadfastness. 


18  But  grow  in  grace,  and  m 
the  knowledge  of  our  Lord  and 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ.  To  him 
be  glory  both  now  and  for  ev«r. 
Amen«

CHAPTER  I. 

1  John  dcHriheth  the  peraon  of  Chritt,  in  vhom 
toe  have  eternal  lije^  by  a  communion  toUh 
Ood :  6  to  which  vte  muH  adjoin  holineee  of 
Ufcy  to  testify  the  truth  of  that  communion 
and  mrofemon  of  faithj  at  aleo  to  asture  ua 
of  the  forgivenen  of  awr  Hn$  by  Christ  a 
death, 

THAT  which  was  from  the 
beginning,  which  we  have 
heard,  which  we  have  seen 
with  our  eyes,  which  we  have 
looked  upon,  and  our  hands 
have  handled,  of  the  Word  of 
life;  ^ 

2  For  the  life  was  manifested, 
and  we  have  seen  it^  and  bear 
witness,  and  shew  unto  you 
that  eternal  life,  which  was 
with  the  Father,  and  was  ma- 
nifested unto  us : 

3  That  which  we  have  seen 
and  heard  declare  we  imto 
you,  that  ye  also  may  have 
fellowship  with  us :  and  truly 
our  fellowship  is  with  the 
Father,  and  with  his  Son  Jesus 
Christ. 

4  And  these  things  write  we 
unto  you,  that  your  joy  may 
be  full. 

5  This  then  is  the  message 
which  we  have  heard  of  him, 
and  declare  unto  you,  that 
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God  is  light,  and  in  him  is  no 
darkness  at  all. 

6  K  we  say  that  we  have 
fellowship  with  him,  and  walk 
in  darkness,  we  lie,  and  do  not 
the  truth: 

7  But  if  we  walk  in  the 
light,  as  he  is  in  the  light,  we 
have  fellowship  one  with  an- 
other, and  the  blood  of  Jesus 
Christ  his  Son  cleanseth  us 
from  all  sin. 

8  If  we  say  tiiat  we  have  no 
sin,  we  deceive  ourselves,  and 
the  truth  is  not  in  us. 

9  If  we  confess  our  sins,  he 
is  faithful  and  just  to  forgive 
us  our  sins,  and  to  cleanse  us 
from  all  unrighteousness. 

10  If  we  say  that  we  have 
not  sinned,  we  make  him  a 
liar,  and  his  word  is  not  in  us. 

CHAPTER  IL 

1  He  comforteth  them  agmnttthe  Hm  of  infirm- 
ity, 8  Rightly  to  know  Ood  is  to  keep  his 
ecmmandmentSt  9  to  love  our  brethren^  1 5  and 
not  to  love  the  world.  18  We  muet  beware  of 
seducers :  20  from  whose  deceits  the  godly  are 
safe^  preserved  by  perseverance  in  faith,  and 
holiness  of  life, 

MY   little   children,  these 
things  write  I  unto  you, 
that  ye  sin  not.    And  if  any

man  sin,  we  have  an  advocate 
with  the  Father,  Jesus  Christ 
the  righteous : 

2  And  he  is  the  propitiation 
for  our  sins :  and  not  for  ours 
only,  but  also  for  the  sins  of  the 
whole  world. 

3  And  hereby  we  do  know 
that  we  know  him,  if  we  keep 
his  commandments. 

4  He  that  saith,  I  know  him, 
and  keepeth  not  his  command- 
ments, is  a  liaa*,  and  the  truth 
is  not  in  him. 

6  But  whoso  keepeth  his 
word,  in  him  verily  is  the  love 
of  Grod  perfected:  hereby  know 
we  that  we  are  in  him. 

6  Hethatsaithheabidethin 
him  ought  himself  also  so  to 
walk,  even  as  he  walked. 

7  Brethren,  I  write  no  new 
commandment  unto  you,  but 
an  old  commandment  which 
ye  had  from  the  beginning. 
The  old  commandment  is  the 
word  which  ye  have  heard 
from  the  beginning. 

8  Again,  a  new  command- 
ment I  write  unto  you,  which 
thing  is  true  in  him  and  in 
you:  because  the  darkness  is 
past,  and  the  true  light  now 
shineth. 

9  He  that  saith  he  is  in  the 
light,  and  hateth  his  brother,  is 
in  darkness  even  until  now; 

10  He  that  loveth  his  brother 
abideth  in  the  light,  and  there 
is  none  occasion  of  stumbling 
in  him. 

11  But  he  that  hateth  his  bro- 
ther is  in  darkness,  and  walk- 
eth  in  darkness,  and  knoweth 


not  whither  he  goeth,  because 
that  darkness  hath  blinded  his 
eyes. 

12  I  write  unto  you,  little 
children,  because  your  sins  are 
forgiven  you  for  his  name's 
sake. 

13  I  write  unto  you,  fathers, 
because  ye  have  known  him 
that  is  from  the  beginning.  I 
write  tmto  you,  young  men, 
because  ye  have  overcome  the 
wicked  one.  I  write  unto  you, 
little  children,  because  ye  have 
known  the  Father. 

14  I  have  written  unto  you, 
fathers,  because  ye  have  known 
him  that  is  from  the  beginning. 
I  have  written  unto  you,  young 
men,  because  ye  are  strong,  and 
the  word  of  God  abideth  in  you, 
and  ye  have  overcome  the  wick- 
ed one. 

15  Love  not  the  world,  nei- 
ther the  things  that  are  in  the 
world.  If  any  man  love  the 
world,  the  love  of  the  Father 
is  not  in  him. 

16  For  all  that  is  in  the 
world,  the  lust  of  the  flesh, 
and  the  lust  of  the  eyes,  and 
the  pride  of  life,  is  not  of  the 
Father,  but  is  of  the  world. 

17  And  the  world  passeth 
away,  and  the  lust  thereof: 
but  he  that  doeth  the  will  of 
God  abideth  for  ever. 

18  Little  children,  it  is  the  last 
time:  and  as  ye  have  heard 
that  antichrist  shall  come,  ev- 
en  now  are  there  many  anti- 
christs;  whereby  we  know 
that  it  is  the  last  time. 

19  They  went  out  from  us, 
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Who  antichrist  is.

but  they  were  not  of  us ;  for  if 
they  had  been  of  us,  they 
would  no  doubt  have  conti- 
nued  with  us :  but  they  went 
out,  that  they  might  be  made 
manifest  that  they  were  not 
all  of  us. 

20  But  ye  have  an  unction 
from  the  Holy  One,  and  ye 
know  all  things. 

21  I  have  not  written  unto 
you  because  ye  know  not  the 
truth,  but  because  ye  know  it, 
and  that  no  lie  is  of  the  truth. 

22  Who  is  a  liar  but  he  that 
denieth  that  Jesus  is  the 
Christ  ?  He  is  antichrist,  that 
denieth  the  Father  and  the 
Son. 

23  Whosoever  denieth  the 
Son,  the  same  hath  not  the 
Father:  but  he  that  acknow- 
ledgeth  the  Son  hath  the 
Father  also. 

24  Let  that  therefore  abide  in 
you,  which  ye  have  heard  from 
the  beginning.  If  that  which 
ye  have  heard  from  the  begin- 
ning shall  remain  in  you,  ye 
also  shall  continue  in  the  Son, 
and  in  the  Father. 

25  And  this  is  the  promise 
that  he  hath  promised  us,  even 
eternal  life. 

26  These  things  have  I  writ- 
ten unto  you  concerning  them 
that  seduce  you. 

27  But  the  anointing  which 
ye  have  received  of  him  abideth 
in  you,  and  ye  need  not  that 
any  man  teach  you :  but  as  the 
same  anointing  teacheth  you 
of  all  things,  and  is  truth,  and 
is  no  lie,  and  even  as  it  hath 
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taught  you,  ye  shall  abide  in 
him. 

28  And  now,  little  children, 
abide  in  him;  that,  when  he 
shall  appear,  we  may  have 
confidence,  and  not  be  asham- 
ed before  him  at  his  coming. 

29  If  ye  know  that  he  is 
righteous,  ye  know  that  every 
one  that  doeth  righteousness 
is  bom  of  him. 

CHAPTER  III. 

1  Sededareth  the  nnguUr  loveo/Ood  towardf 
1M,  in  making  %u  hit  tant :  8  laho  therefon 
ought  obediently  to  keep  hie  commandments, 
11  and  aUo  to  love  one  another  as  brethren, 

BEHOLD,  what  manner  of 
love  the  Father  hath  be- 
stowed upon  us,  that  we  should 
be  called  the  sons  of  €rod: 
therefore  the  world  knoweth 
us  not,  because  it  knew  him 
not. 

2  Beloved,  now  are  we  the 
sons  of  God,,  and  it  doth  not 
yet  appear  what  we  shall  be: 
but  we  know  that,  when  he 
shall  appear,  we  shall  be  like 
him ;  for  we  shall  see  hini  as 
he  is. 

3  And  every  man  that  hath 
this  hope  in  him  purifieth  him- 
self, even  as  he  is  pure. 

4  Whosoever  committeth  sin 
transgresseth  also  the  law: 
for  sin  is  the  transgression  of 
the  law. 

5  And  ye  know  that  he  was 
manifested  to  take  away  our 
sins ;  and  in  him  is  no  sin. 

6  Whosoever  abideth  in  him 
sinnethnot:  whosoever sinneth 
hath  not  seen  him,  neither 
known  him. 

7  Little  children,  let  no  man

one  another. 


deceive  you:  he  that  doeth 
righteousness  is  righteous,  even 
as  he  is  righteous. 

8  He  that  committeth  sin  is 
of  the  devil ;  for  the  devil  sin- 
neth  from  the  beginning.  For 
this  purpose  the  Son  of  God 
was  manifested,  that  he  might 
destroy  the  works  of  the  devil. 

9  Whosoever  is  bom  of  God 
doth  not  commit  sin;  for  his 
seed  remaineth  in  him:  and 
he  cannot  sin,  because  he  is 
bom  of  Gx)d. 

10  In  this  the  children  of 
God  are  manifest,  and  the 
children  of  the  devil:  whoso- 
ever doeth  not  righteousness  is 
not  of  God,  neither  he  that 
loveth  not  his  brother. 

11  For  this  is  the  message 
that  ye  heard  from  the  begin- 
ning,  that  we  should  love  one 
another. 

12  Not  as  Cain,  who  was  of 
that  wicked  one,  and  slew  his 
brother.  And  wherefore  slew 
he  him?  Because  his  own 
works  were  evil,  and  his  bro- 
ther's righteous. 

13  Marvel  not,  my  brethren, 
if  the  world  hate  you. 

14  We  know  that  we  have 
passed  from  death  unto  life, 
because  we  love  the  brethren. 
He  that  loveth  not  his  brother 
abideth  in  death. 

15  Whosoever  hateth  his 
brother  is  a  murderer:  and  ye 
know  that  no  murderer  hath 
eternal  life  abiding  in  him. 

16  Hereby  perceive  we  the 
love  of  Godj  because  he  laid 
down  his  life  for  us:  and  we 


ought  to  lay  down  our  lives  for 
the  brethren. 

1 7  B  ut  whoso  hath  this  world's 
good,  and  seeth  his  brother 
have  need,  and  shutteth  up  his 
bowels  of  compassion  from  him, 
how  dwelleth  the  love  of  God 
in  him? 

18  My  little  children,  let  us 
not  love  in  word,  neither  in 
tongue;  but  in  deed  and  in 
trath. 

19  And  hereby  we  know  that 
we  are  of  the  truth,  and  shall 
assure  our  hearts  before  him. 

20  For  if  our  heart  condemn 
us,  God  is  greater  than  our 
heart,  and  knoweth  all  things. 

21  Beloved,  if  our  heart  con- 
demn us  not,  then  have  we 
confidence  toward  God. 

22  And  whatsoever  we  ask, 
we  receive  of  him,  because  we 
keep  his  commandments,  and 
do  those  things  that  are  pleas- 
ing in  his  sight. 

23  And  this  is  his  command- 
ment, That  we  should  believe 
on  the  name  of  his  Son  Jesus 
Christ,  and  love  one  another, 
as  he  gave  us  commandment. 

24  And  he  that  keepeth  his 
commandments  dwelleth  in 
him,  and  he  in  him.  And  here- 
by we  know  that  he  abideth  in 
us,  by  the  Spirit  which  he  hath 
given  us. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

I  He  wameth  them  not  to  Mieve  all  teaehen, 
who  boa»t  of  the  Spirit^  but  to  try  tltem  by 
the  rulet  of  the  catholic  faith:  7  arid  by 
many  rea»oni  exhorteth  to  brotherly  love, 

BELOVED,  believe  not  eve- 
ry spirit,  but  try  the  spirits 
whether  they  are  of  God:  be- 
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love  one  anotkar. 


cause  many  false  prophets  are 
gone  out  into  the  world. 

2  Hereby  know  ye  the  Spirit 
of  God :  Every  spirit  that  con- 
fesseth  that  Jesus  Christ  is 
come  in  the  flesh  is  of  God: 

3  And  every  spirit  that  oon- 
fesseth  not  that  Jesus  Christ  is 
come  in  the  fleshjw  not  of  Gtxd : 
and  this  is  that  spirit  of  anti- 
christ, whereof  ye  have  heaard 
that  it  should  come ;  and  even 
now  already  is  it  in  the  world. 

4  Ye  are  of  God,  little  child- 
ren, and  have  overcome  them : 
because  greater  is  he  that  is  in 
you,  than  he  that  is  in  the 
world. 

5  They  are  of  the  world: 
therefore  speak  they  of  the 
world,  and  the  world  heareth 
them. 

6  We  are  of  God:  he  that 
knoweth  God  heareth  us;  he 
that  is  not  of  God  heareth  not 
us.  Hereby  know  we  the  spi- 
rit of  truth,  and  the  spirit  of 
error. 

7  Beloved,  let  us  love  one 
another:  for  love  is  of  God; 
and  every  one  that  loveth  is 
born  of  Gx>d,  and  knoweth  God. 

8  He  that  loveth  not,  know- 
eth not  God ;  for  God  is  love. 

9  In  this  was  manifested  the 
love  of  God  toward  us,  because 
that  God  sent  his  only  begotten 
Son  into  the  world,  that  we 
might  live  through  him. 

10  Herein  is  love,  not  that 
we  loved  God,  but  that  he 
loved  us,  and  sent  his  Son  to 
he  the  propitiation  for  our  sins. 

11  Beloved,  if  God  so  loved 
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us,  we  ought  also  to  love  one 
another. 

12  No  man  hath  seen  God 
at  any  time.  If  we  love  one 
another,  Gt)d  dwelleth  in  us, 
and  his  love  is  perfected  in 
us. 

13  Hereby  know  we  that  we 
dwell  in  him,  and  he  in  us, 
because  he  hath  given  us  of  Mb 
Spirit. 

14  And  we  have  seen  and  do 
testify  that  the  Father  sent  the 
Son  to  he  the  Saviour  of  the 
world. 

15  Whosoever  shall  confess 
that  Jesus  is  the  Son  of  Gt>d, 
God  dwelleth  in  him,  and  he 
in  God. 

16  And  we  have  known  and 
believed  the  love  that  God 
hath  to  us.  God  is  love;  and 
he  that  dwelleth  in  love  dwell- 
eth in  God,  and  God  in  him. 

17  Herein  is  our  love  made 
perfect,  that  we  may  have 
boldness  in  the  day  of  judg- 
ment: because  as  he  is,  so 
are  we  in  this  world. 

18  There  is  no  fear  in  love ; 
but  perfect  love  casteth  out 
fear:  because  fear  hath  tor- 
ment. He  that  feareth  is  not 
made  perfect  in  love. 

19  We  love  him,  because  he 
first  loved  us. 

20  If  a  man  say,  I  love  G^, 
and  hateth  his  brother,  he  is 
a  liar :  for  he  that  loveth  not 
his  brother  whom  he  hath 
seen,  how  can  he  love  God 
whom  he  hath  not  seen  ? 

21  And  this  commandment 
have  we  from  him,  That  he

who  loveth  God  love  his  bro- 
ther also. 

CHAPTER  V. 

1  He  that  loveth  Ood  loveth  hU  children^  and 
keepeth  his  commandments :  8  which  to  the 
faithful  are  not  griefsous,  9  Jesus  is  the  Son 
of  Ood,  able  to  save  uSy  14  and  to  hear  our 
prayers^  which  we  make  for  ourselves,  and  for 
others, 

WHOSOEVER  believeth 
that  Jesus  is  the  Christ 
is  born  of  Grod :  and  every  one 
that  loveth  him  that  begat, 
loveth  him  also  that  is  begot- 
ten of  him. 

2  By  this  we  know  that  we 
love  the  children  of  God,  when 
we  love  God,  and  keep  his  com- 
mandments. 

3  For  this  is  the  love  of 
God,  that  we  keep  his  com- 
mandments: and  his  com- 
mandments are  not  grievous. 

4  For  whatsoever  is  bom  of 
God  overcometh  the  world: 
and  this  is  the  victory  that 
overcometh  the  world,  even  our 
faith. 

5  Who  is  he  that  overcometh 
the  world,  but  he  that  believ- 
eth that  Jesus  is  the  Son  of 
God? 

6  This  is  he  that  came  by 
water  and  blood,  even  Jesus 
Christ ;  not  by  water  only,  but 
by  water  and  blood.  And  it  is 
the  Spirit  that  beareth  witness, 
because  the  Spirit  is  truth. 

7  For  there  are  three  that 
bear  record  in  heaven,  the 
Father,  the  Word,  and  the 
Holy  Ghost:  and  these  three 
are  one. 

8  And  there  are  three  that 
bear  witness   in   earth,    the 


spirit,  and  the  water,  and  the 
blood:  and  these  three  agree 
in  one. 

9  K  we  receive  the  witness  of 
men,  the  witness  of  God  is 
greater :  for  this  is  the  witness 
of  God  which  he  hath  testi- 
fied of  his  Son. 

10  He  that  believeth  on  the 
Son  of  God  hath  the  witness  in 
himself:  he  that  believeth  not 
God  hath  made  him  a  liar ;  be- 
cause he  believeth  not  the  re- 
cord that  God  gave  of  his  Son. 

11  And  this  is  the  record,  that 
God  hath  given  to  us  eternal 
life,  and  this  life  is  in  his  Son. 

12  He  that  hath  the  Son  hath 
life;  and  he  that  hath  not  the 
Son  of  God  hath  not  life. 

13  These  things  have  I  writ- 
ten unto  you  that  believe  on 
the  name  of  the  Son  of  God ; 
that  ye  may  know  that  ye 
have  eternal  life,  and  that  ye 
may  believe  on  the  name  of 
the  Son  of  God. 

14  And  this  is  the  confidence 
that  we  have  in  him,  that,  if  we 
ask  any  thing  a,ccording  to  his 
will,  he  heareth  us : 

15  And  if  we  know  that  he 
hear  us,  whatsoever  we  ask, 
we  know  that  we  have  the 
petitions  that  we  desired  of 
him. 

16  If  any  man  see  his  bro- 
ther sin  a  sin  which  is  not 
unto  death,  he  shall  ask,  and 
he  shall  give  him  life  for  them 
that  sin  not  unto  death.  There 
is  a  sin  unto  death:  Idonotsay 
that  he  shall  pray  for  it. 

17  All    unrighteousness    is 
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and  belief  of  the  tntdL 


sin :  and  there  is  a  sin  not  unto 
death. 

18  We  know  that  whosoever 
is  born  of  God  sinneth  not; 
but  he  that  is  begotten  of  God 
keepeth  himself,  and  that  wick- 
ed one  toucheth  him  not. 

19  And  we  know  that  we 
are  of  God,  and  the  whole 
world  lieth  in  wickedness. 


20  And  we  know  that  tihe 
Son  of  God  is  come,  and  hath 
given  us  an  understanding, 
that  we  may  know  him  that 
is  true;  and  we  are  in  him 
that  is  true,  even  in  his  Son 
Jesus  Christ.  This  is  the  true 
God,  and  eternal  life. 

21  Little  children,  keep  your- 
selves from  idols.    Amen.

1  Hb  eochorteth  a  certain  honourable  mairont 
with  her  children^  to  penevere  in  Christian 
love  and  belief,  8  leit  they  lose  the  reward  of 
their  former  profeuion:  10  and  to  have  no- 
thing to  do  wtth  ihoee  seducers  that  bring  not 
the  true  doctrine  of  Christ  Jesus, 

THE  elder  unto  the  elect 
lady  and  her  children, 
whom  I  love  in  the  truth; 
and  not  I  only,  but  also  all 
they  that  have  known  the 
truth; 

2  For  the  truth's  sake,  which 
dwelleth  in  us,  and  shall  be 
with  us  for  ever. 

3  Grace  be  with  you,  mercy, 
and  peace,  from  God  the  Fa- 
ther and  from  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  the  Son  of  the  Father, 
in  truth  and  love. 

4  I  rejoiced  greatly  that  I 
found  of  thy  children  walking 
in  truth,  as  we  have  received 
a  commandment  from  the  Fa- 
thor. 

5  And  now  I  beseech  thee, 
lady,  not  as  though  I  wrote  a 
new  commandment  unto  thee, 
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but  that  which  we  had  from 
the  beginning,  that  we  love 
one  another. 

6  And  this  is  love,  that  we 
walk  after  his  commandments. 
This  is  the  commandment, 
That,  as  ye  have  heard  from 
the  beginning,  ye  should  walk 
in  it. 

7  For  many  deceivers  are 
entered  into  the  world,  who 
confess  not  that  Jesus  Christ 
is  come  in  the  flesh.  This  is  a 
deceiver  and  an  antichrist. 

8  Look  to  yourselves,  that  we 
lose  not  those  things  which  we 
have  wrought,  but  that  we  re- 
ceive a  full  reward.

1  He  commendeth  Oahu  for  his  piety,  5  and 
hospitality,  9  He  eomptaineth  of  the  unkind

11  whose  evil  example  is  not  to  be  followed: 

12  and  ffiveth  speaal  testimony  to  the  good 
report  of  Demetrius, 

THE  elder  unto  the  well  be- 
loved Gains,  whom  I  love 
in  the  truth. 

2  Beloved,  I  wish  above  all 
things  that  thou  mayest  pros- 
per and  be  in  health,  even  as 
thy  soul  prospereth. 

3  For  I  rejoiced  greatly,  when 
the  brethren  came  and  testified 
of  the  truth  that  is  in  thee, 
even  as  thou  walkest  in  the 
truth. 

4  I  have  no  greater  joy  than 
to  hear  that  my  children  walk 
in  truth. 

5  Beloved,  thou  doest  faith- 
fully  whatsoever  thou  doest  to 
the  brethren,  and  to  strangers ; 

6  Which  have  borne  witness 
of  thy  charity  before  thechurch: 
whom  if  thou  bring  forward  on 
their  journey  after  a  godly  sort, 
thou  shalt  do  well: 

7  Because  that  for  his  name's

sake  they  went  forth,  taking 
nothing  of  the  Gentiles. 

8  We  therefore  ought  to  re- 
ceive such,  that  we  might  be 
fellow  helpers  to  the  truth. 

9  I  wrote  unto  the  church :

12  Demetrius  hath  good  re- 
port of  all  men^  and  of  the  truth 
itself:  yea,  and  we  also  bear 
record;  and  ye  know  that  our 
record  is  true.

1  Se  txkorMh  them  to  b$  eontUmt  in  the  pro- 
fession of  the  faith,  4  False  teachers  are  crept 
in  to  seduce  them:  for  whose  damnable  doc- 
trine and  manners  horrible  punishment  is 
prepared:  20  whereas  thegodly^  by  the  assist- 
ance of  the  Bbly  Spirit,  and  by  prayer  to 
God,  may  persevere,  and  grow  in  grace,  and 
keep  themselves,  and  recover  others  otUofthe 
snares  of  those  deceivers, 

JUDE,  the  servant  of  Jesus 
Christ,  andbrother  of  James, 
to  them  that  are  sanctified  by 
God  the  Father,  and  preserved 
in  Jesus  Christ,  and  called  : 

2  Mercy  unto  you,  and  peace, 
and  love,  be  multiplied. 

3  Beloved,  when  I  gave  all 
•diligence  to  write  unto  you  of 
'the  common  salvation,  it  was 
needful  for  me  to  write  unto 
you,  and  exhort  you  that  ye 
should  earnestly  contend  for 
•the  faith  i?iiiich  was  once  de- 
livered unto  the  saints. 

4  For  there  are  certain  men 
•crept  in  unawares,  who  were 
'before  of  old  ordained  to  this 
condemnation,  ungodly  men, 
•turning  the  grace  of  our  God 
into  lasciviousness,  and  deny- 
ing the  only  Lord  God^and  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

5  I  will  therefore  put  you  in 
•remembrance,  though  ye  once 
•knew  this,  how  that  the  Lord, 
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having  saved  the  people  out  of 
the  land  of  Egypt,  afterward 
destroyed  them  that  believed 
not. 

6  And  the  angels  which  kept 
not  their  first  estate,  but  left 
their  own  habitation,  he  hath 
reserved  in  everlasting  chains 
under  darkness  unto  the  judg- 
ment of  the  great  day.

those  things  they  corrupt  them* 
selves. 

11  Woe  unto  them !  for  they 
have  gone  in  the  way  of  Cain, 
and  ran  greedily  after  the  er-

orah. 

12  These  are  spots  in  your 
feasts  of  charity,  when  they 
feast  with  you,  feeding  them- 
selves without  fear:  clouds 
they  are  without  water,  carried 
about  of  winds ;  trees  whose 
fruit  withereth,  witiiout  fruit, 
twice  dead,  plucked  up  by  the 
roots; 

13  Raging  waves  of  the  sea, 
foaming  out  their  own  shame;

14  And  Enoch  also,  the  se- 
venth from  Adam,  prophesied 
of  these,  saying,  Behold,  the

15  To  execute  judgment  up- 
on all,  and  to  convince  all  that 
are  ungodly  among  them  of  all 
their  ungodly  deeds  which  they 
have  ungodly  committed,  ana 
of  all  their  hard  dpeecke^  which 
ungodly  sinners  have  spoken* 
against  him. 

16  These  are  murmurers,com- 
plainers,  walking  after  tbeir

17  But,  beloved,  remember  ye 
the  words  which  were  spoken 
hefore  of  the  apostles  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ;

4  JOHN    to    the    seven 
fj    churches    which    are 

in  Asia:  Grace  be  unto  you, 
and  peace,  from  him  which  is, 
and  which  was,  and  which  is 
to  come ;  and  from  the  seven 
spirits  which  are  before  his 
throne ; 

.  5  And  {torn.  Jesus  Christ, 
who  is  the  faithful  witness, 
and  the  firstbegotten  of  the 
dead,  and  the  prince  of  the 
kings  of  the  earth.  Unto  him 
that  loved  us,  and  washed  us 
from  our  sins  in  his  own  blood, 
6  And  hath  made  us  kings 
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and  priests  unto  God  and  his 
Fatheor;  to  him  be  glory  and 
dominion  for  ever  and  ever.

7  Behold,  he  oometh  v^iih 
clouds;  and  every  eya  shaU 
see  him,  and  they  aUo  which 
pierced  him :  and  all  kindreds 
of  the  earth  shall  wail  beoauae 
of  him.

UNTO  the  angel  of  the 
church  of  Ephesus  write; 
These  things  saith  he  that 
holdeth  the  seven  stars  in  his 
right  hand,  who  walketh  in 
the  midst  of  the  seven  golden 
candlesticks ; 

2  I  know  thy  works,  and  thy 
labour,  and  thy  patience,  and 
how  thou  canst  not  bear  them 
which  are  evil :  and  thou  hast 
tried  them  which  say  they  are 
apostles,  and  are  not,  and  hast 
found  them  liars : 

3  And  hast  borne,  and  hast 
patience,  and  for  my  name's 
sake  hast  laboured,  and  hast 
not  fainted.

10  Fear  none  of  those  things 
which  thou  shalt  sufier:  l^- 
hold,  the  devil  shall  cast  zome 
of  you  into  prison,  that  ye  may 
be  tried;  and  ye  shall  have 
tribulation  ten  days :  be  thou 
faithful  unto  death,  and  I  will 
give  thee  a  crown  of  life. 

11  He  that  hath  an  ear,  let 
him  hear  what  the  Spirit  saith 
unto  the  churches;  He  that 
overcometh  shall  not  be  hurt 
of  the  second  death. 

12  And  to  the  angel  of  the 
church  in  Pergamos  write; 
These  things  saith  he  which 
hath  the  sharp  sword  with  two 
edges ; 

13  I  know  thy  works,  and 
where  thoudwellest,  fr^n  where 
Satan's  seat  is:  and  thou  bold- 
est fast  my  name,  and  hast  not 
denied  my  faith,  even  in  those 
days  wherein  Antipas  was  my 
faithful  martyr,  who  was  slain 
among  you,  where  Satan  dwell- 
eth. 

14  But  I  have  a  few  things 
against  thee,  because  thou  hast 
there  them  that  hold  the  doc- 
trine of  Balaam,  who  taught 
Balak  tocast  a  stumblingblock 
before  the  children  of  Israel, 
to  eat  things  sacrificed  unto 
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idols,  lyid  to  commit  fbniic»- 
tion. 

15  So  hast  thou  also  t^em 
that  hold  the  doctrine  of  the 
Nicolaitans,  which  thing  I 
hate. 

16  Repent;  or  else  I  ^U 
come  unto  thee  quickly,  and 
will  fight  against  them  inrith 
the  sword  of  my  mouth. 

17  He  that  hath  an  ear,  let 
him  hear  what  the  Spirit 
saith  unto  the  churches;  To 
him  that  overcometh  will  I 
give  to  eat  of  the  hidden  man- 
na, and  will  give  him  a  white 
stone,  and  in  the  stone  a  ne^w 
name  written,  which  no  man 
knoweth  saving  he  that  re- 
ceiveth  it.

191  know  thy  wcwrks,  and  cha- 
rity, and  service,  and  faith,  and 
thy  patience,  and  thy  works ;

20  Notwithstanding  I  have 
a  few  things  against  thee,  be- 
cause thou  sufferest  that  wo- 
man  Jezebel,  which  calleth 
herself  a  prophetess,  to  teach 
and  to  seduce  my  servants  to 
commit  fornication,  and  to  oat 
things  sacrificed  unto  idols. 

21  And  I  gave  her  space  to 
repent  of  her  fornication;  and 
she  repented  not.

commit  adultery  with  her  into 
great  tribulation,  except  they 
repent  of  their  deeds. 

23  And  I  wiU  kill  her  chUdr 
ren  with  death;  and  all  the 
churches  shall  know  that  I  am 
he  which  searcheth  the  reins 
and  hearts:  and  I  will  give 
imto  every  one  of  you  accord- 
ing to  your  works. 

24  But  unto  you  I  say,  and 
unto  the  rest  in  Thyatira,  as 
many  as  have  not  this  doc- 
trine, and  which  have  not 
known  the  depths  of  Satan, 
as  they  speak ;  I  will  put  up- 
on you  none  other  burden. 

26  But  that  which  ye  have 
already^  hold  fast  till  I  come. 

26  And  he  that  overcometh, 
and  keepeth  my  works  unto 
the  end,  to  him  will  I  give 
power  over  the  nations: 

27  And  he  shall  rule  them 
with  a  rod  of  iron ;  as  the  ves- 
sels of  a  potter  shall  they  be 
broken  to  shivers:  even  as  I 
received  of  my  Father. 

28  And  I  will  give  him  the 
morning  star. 

29  He  that  hath  an  ear,  let 
him  hear  what  the  Spirit  saith 
unto  the  churches.

admoniehed  to  be  more  zealous.  20  Chriet 
iiandeth  at  the  door  and  knoeketh. 

AND  unto  the  angel  of  the 
.  church  in  Sardis  write; 
These  things  saith  he  that 
hath  the  seven  spirits  of  God, 


and  the  seven  stars ;  I  know 
thy  works,  that  thou  hast  a 
name  that  thou  livest,  and  art 
dead. 

2  Be  watchful,  and  strength- 
en the  things  which  remain, 
that  are  ready  to  die :  for  I  have 
not  found  thy  works  perfect  be- 
fore God. 

3  Remember  therefore  how 
thou  hast  received  and  heard, 
and  hold  fast,  and  repent.  If 
therefore  thou  shalt  not  watch, 
I  will  come  on  thee  as  a  thief, 
and  thou  shalt  not  know  what 
hour  I  will  come  upon  thee. 

4  Thou  hast  a  few  names 
even  in  Sardis  which  have 
not  defiled  their  garments; 
and  they  shall  walk  with  me 
in  white:  for  they  are  wor- 
thy. 

5  He  that  overcometh,  the 
same  shall  be  clothed  in  white 
raiment;  and  I  will  not  blot  out 
his  name  out  of  the  book  of 
life,  but  I  will  confess  his  name 
before  my  Father,  and  before 
his  angels. 

6  He  that  hath  an  ear,  let 
him  hear  what  the  Spirit  saith 
unto  the  churches. 

7  And  to  the  an^el  of  the 
church  in  Philadelphia  write  ; 
These  things  saith  he  that  is 
holy,  he  that  is  true,  he  that 
hath  the  key  of  David,  he  that 
openeth,  and  no  man  shutteth; 
and  shutteth,  and  no  man 
openeth ; 

8  I  know  thy  works:  behold, 
I  have  set  before  thee  an  open 
door,  and  no  man  can  shut  it : 
for  thou  hast  a  little  strength, 
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and  hast  kept  my  word,  and 
hast  not  denied  my  name. 

9  Behold,  I  will  make  them  of 
the  synagogue  of  Satan,  which 
say  they  are  Jews,  and  are  not, 
but  do  lie;  behold,  I  will  make 
them  to  come  and  worship  be* 
fore  thy  feet,  and  to  know  that 
I  have  loved  thee. 

10  Because  thou  hast  kept 
the  word  of  my  patience,  I 
also  will  keep  tiiee  from  the 
hour  of  temptation,  which  shall 
come  upon  all  the  world,  to  try 
them  that  dwell  upon  the  earth. 

11  Behold,  I  come  quickly: 
hold  that  fast  which  thou 
hast,  that  no  man  take  thy 
crown. 

12  Him  that  overcometh  will 
I  make  a  pillar  in  the  temple 
of  my  God,  and  he  shall  go  no 
more  out:  and  I  will  write 
upon  him  the  name  of  my 
God,  and  the  name  of  the  city 
of  my  God,  which  is  new  Je- 
rusalem,  which  cometh  down 
out  of  heaven  from  my  God : 
and  Iwillvrrite  upon  him  my 
new  name. 

13  He  that  hath  an  ear,  let 
him  hear  what  the  Spirit  saith 
unto  the  churches. 

14  And  unto  the  angel  of  the 
church  of  the  Laodiceans  write ; 
These  things  saith  the  Amen, 
the  faithful  and  true  witness, 
the  beginning  of  the  creation 
of  God; 

16  I  know  thy  works,  that 
thou  art  neither  cold  nor  hot : 
I  would  thou  wert  cold  or  hot. 

16  So  then  because  thou  art 
lukewarm,  and  neither  cold  nor 
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hot,  I  will  spue  thee  out  of  mj 
mouth. 

17  Because  thou  sayest,  I  am 
rich,  and  increased  with  goods, 
and  have  need  of  nothing;  ajid 
knowest  not  that  thou  art 
wretched,  and  miserable,  aiMl 
poor,  and  blind,  and  naked: 

18  I  counsel  thee  to  buy  of 
me  gold  tried  in  the  fire,  that 
thou  mayest  be  rich ;  and  white 
raiment,  that  thou  mayest  be 
clotiied,  and  that  the  shame  of 
thy  nakedness  do  not  appear ; 
and  anoint  thine  eyes  with 
eyesalve,  that  thou  mayest 
see. 

19  As  many  a^  I  love,  I  re- 
buke and  chasten :  be  zealous 
therefore,  and  repent 

20  Behold,  I  stand  at  the  door, 
and  knock:  if  any  man  hear 
my  voice,  and  open  the  door,  I 
will  come  in  to  him,  and  will 
sup  with  him,  and  he  with  ma 

21  To  him  that  overcometh 
will  I  grant  to  sit  with  me  in 
my  throne,  even  as  I  also  over- 
came, and  am  set  down  with 
my  Father  in  his  throne. 

22  He  that  hatii  an  ear,  let 
him  hear  what  the  Spirit  saith 
unto  the  churches.

6  And  before  the  throne 
there  was  a  sea  of  glass  like 
unto  crystal:  luid  in  the  midst 
of  the  throne,  and  round  about 
the  throne,  were  four  beasts  full 
of  eyes  before  and  behind. 

7  And  the  first  beast  t/^oi  like  a 
lion,  and  the  second  beast  like 
a  calf,  and  the  third  beaet  had 
a  face  as  a  man,  and  the  fourth 
beast  was  like  a  flying  eagle. 

8  And  the  four  beasts  had 
each  of  them  six  wings  about 
him;  and  they  were  full  of 
eyes  within:  and  they  rest  not 
day  and  night,  saying.

11  Thou  art  worthy,  O  Lord, 
to  receive  glory  and  honour 
and  power:  for  thou  hast  ere- 
ated  all  things,  and  for  thy 
pleasure  they  are  and  were 
created. 

CHAPTER  V.

4  Ajid  I  wept  much,  because 
no  man  was  found  worthy  to 
open  and  to  read  the  book, 
neither  to  look  thereon. 

5  And  one  of  the  elders  saith 
unto  me,  Weep  not :  behold,the 
Lion  of  the  tribe  of  Judah,  the 
Root  of  David,  hath  prevailed 
to  open  the  book,  and  to  loose 
the  seven  seals  thereof.

6  And  I  beheld,  and,  lo,  in

14  And  the  heaven  departed 
as  a  scroll  when  it  is  rolled 
together ;  and  every  mountain 
and  island  were  moved  out  of 
their  places. 

15  And  the  kings  of  the  earth,

CHAPTER  VII.

9mled :  o/  the  tribes  of  lerael  a  certain  num" 
ber.  9  Of  all  other  nations  an  innvmercUde 
multitude^  which  stand  before  tJte  throne^  clad 
in  white  robea^  and  withpahns  in  their  hands, 
14  Their  robes  were  washed  in  ttu  blood  of 
the  Lamb. 

AND  after  these   things  I 
.  saw  four  angels  standing 
on  the  four  comers  of  the  earth, 
holding  the  four  winds  of  the 
earth,  that  the  wind  should 
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not  blow  on  the  earth,  nor  on 
the  sea,  nor  on  any  tree. 

2  And  I  saw  another  angel 
ascending  from  the  east,  hav* 
ing  the  seal  of  the  living  Grod : 
and  he  cried  with  a  loud  voice 
to  the  four  angels^  to  whom  it 
was  given  to  hurt  the  earth 
and  ti^e  sea, 

8  Saying,  Hurt  not  tiie  earth, 
neither  the  sea,  nor  the  trees, 
till  we  have  sealed  the  serv* 
ants  of  our  God  in  their  fore« 
heads. 

4  And  I  heard  the  number  of 
them  which  were  sealed :  and 
there  were  sealed  a  hundred 
and  forty  and  four  thousand 
of  all  the  tribes  of  the  children 
of  Israel. 

5  Of  the  tribe  of  Judah  were 
sealed  twelve  thousand.  Of 
the  tribe  of  Reuben  were  seal- 
ed  twelve  thousand.  Of  the 
tribe  of  Gad  v>ere  sealed  twelve 
thousand. 

6  Of  the  tribe  of  Aser  were 
sealed  twelve  thousand.  Of 
the  tribe  of  Nepthalim  were 
sealed  twelve  thousand.  Of 
the  tribe  of  M anasseh  were 
sealed  twelve  thousand. 

7  Of  the  tribe  of  Simeon  were 
sealed  twelve  thousand.  Of 
the  tribe  of  Levi  were  sealed 
twelve  thousand.  Of  the  tribe 
of  Issachar  were  sealed  twelve 
thousand. 

8  Of  the  tribe  of  Zebulun 
were  sealed  twelve  thousand. 
Of  the  tribe  of  Joseph  were 
sealed  twelve  thousand.  Of 
the  tribe  of  Benjamin  were 
sealed  twelve  thousand. 
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9  After  this  I  beheld,  and,  lo, 
a  great  multitude,  which  no 
man  could  number,  of  all  na- 
tions, and  kindreds,  and  peo- 
ple, and  tongues,  stood  before 
the  throne,  and  before  the 
Lamb,  clothed  with  white  robes, 
and  palms  in  their  hands ; 

1 0  Ajid  cried  with  a  loud  voice, 
saying.  Salvation  to  our  Grod 
which  sitteth  upon  the  throne, 
and  unto  the  Lamb. 

11  And  all  the  angels  stood 
round  about  the  throne,  and 
about  the  elders  and  the  four 
beasts,  andfell  before  the  throne

13  And  one  of  the  elders  an* 
swered,  saying  unto  me,  What 
are  these  which  are  arrayed 
in  white  robes  ?  and  whence 
came  they  ? 

14  And  I  said  unto  him,  Sir, 
thou  knowest.  And  he  said  to 
me,  These  are  they  which  came 
out  of  great  tribulation,  and 
have  washed  their  robes,  and 
made  them  white  in  the  blood 
of  the  Lamb. 

15  Therefore  are  they  before 
the  throne  of  God,  and  serve 
him  day  and  night  in  his  tem- 
ple :  and  he  that  sitteth  on  the 
throne  shall  dwell  amongthem. 

16  They  shall  hunger  no  more, 
neither  thirst  any  more;  nei- 
ther shall  the  sun  light  on 
them,  nor  any  heat.

AND  when  he  had  opened 
.  the  seventh  seal,  there 
was  silence  in  heaven  about 
the  space  of  half  an  hour. 

2  And  I  saw  the  seven  angels 
which  stood  before  God ;  and 
to  them  were  given  seven 
trumpets. 

8  Ajid  another  angel  came 
and  stood  at  the  altar,  having 
a  golden  censer;  and  there  was 
given  unto  him  much  incense, 
that  he  should  oflfer  it  with 
the  prayers  of  all  saints  upon 
the  golden  altar  which  was 
before  the  throne. 

4  And  the  smoke  of  the  in- 
cense,  which  came  with  the 
prayers  of  the  saints,  ascended 
up  before  God  out  of  the  an- 
gel's hand. 

5  And  the  angel  took  thS  cen- 
ser,  and  filled  it  with  fire  of 
the  altar,  and  cast  it  into  the 
earth :  and  there  were  voices, 
and  thunderings,  and  light- 
nings, and  an  earthquake. 

6  And  the  seven  angels  which 
had  the  seven  trumpets  pre- 
pared themselves  to  sound. 

7  The  first  angel  sounded, 
and  there  followed  hail  and 


fire  mingled  with  blood,  and 
they  were  cast  upon  the  earth:

10  And  the  third  angel  sound- 
ed, and  there  fell  a  great  star 
from  heaven,  burning  as  it 
were  a  lamp,  and  it  fell  upon 
the  third  part  of  the  rivers,  and 
upon  the  fountains  of  waters ; 

11  And  the  name  of  tiie  star  is 
called  Wormwood:  and  the 
third  part  of  the  waters  be- 
came  wormwood;  and  many 
men  died  of  the  waters,  be- 
cause they  were  made  bitter. 

12  And  the  fourth  angel 
sounded,  and  the  third  part 
of  the  sun  was  smitten,  and 
the  third  part  of  the  moon, 
and  the  third  part  of  the  stars; 
so  as  the  third  part  of  them 
was  darkened,  and  the  day 
shone  not  for  a  third  part  of  it, 
and  the  night  likewise. 

13  And  I  beheld,  and  heard 
an  angel  flying  through  the 
midst  of  heaven,  saying  with 
a  loud  voice.  Woe,  woe,  woe, 
to  the  inhabiters  of  the  earth 
by  reebson  of  the  other  voices 
of  the  trumpet  of  the  tiiree  an- 
gels, which  are  yet  to  sound!

AND  the  fifth  angel  sound- 
.  ed,  and  I  saw  a  star  fall 
from  heaven  unto  the  earth: 
and  to  him  was  given  the  key 
of  the  bottomless  pit. 

2  And  he  opened  the  bottom- 
less pit ;  and  there  arose  a  smoke 
out  of  the  pit,  as  the  smoke  of  a 
great  furnace ;  and  the  sun  and 
the  air  were  darkened  by  rea^ 
son  of  the  smoke  of  the  pit. 

3  And  there  came  out  of  the 
smoke  locusts  upon  the  earth : 
and  unto  them  was  given  pow- 
er, as  the  scorpions  of  the  earth 
have  power. 

4  And  it  was  commanded 
them  that  they  should  not  hurt 
the  grass  of  the  earth,  neither 
any  gr^n  thing,  neither  any 
tree ;  but  only  those  men  which 
have  not  the  seal  of  God  in 
their  foreheads.

6  And  in  those  days  shall  men 
seek  death,  and  shall  not  find 
it ;  and  shall  desire  to  die,  and 
death  shall  flee  from  them« 

T  And  the  shapes  of  the  lo- 
custs were  like  unto  horses  pre- 
Eared  unto  battle ;  and  on  their 
eads  were  as  it  were  crownfi 
4Sa 


like  gold,  and  their  faoes  were 
aa  the  faces  of  men. 

8  And  they  had  hair  ss  the 
hair  of  women,  and  their  teeth 
were  as  the  teeth  of  lions. 

9  And  they  had  breastplibt^ 
as  it  were  breastplates  of  iron; 
and  the  sound  of  their  wings 
was  sa  the  sound  of  chariots 
of  many  horses  running  to  bat- 
tle. 

10  And  they  had  tails  like 
unto  scorpions^  and  there  were 
stings  in  their  tails :  and  their 
power  was  to  hurt  men  five 
months. 

11  And  they  had  a  king  ovei 
them,  which  is  the  angel  of  the 
bottomless  pit,  whose  name  in 
the  Hebrew  tongue  i«  Abaddon, 
but  in  the  Greek  tongue  hath 
his  name  Apollyon. 

12  One  woe  is  past ;  a/i(i,  be- 
hold, there  come  two  woes 
more  hereafter. 

13  And  the  sixth  angel  sound- 
ed, and  I  heard  a  voice  from 
the  four  horns  of  the  golden 
altar  which  is  before  God, 

14  Saying  to  the  sixth  angel 
which  had  the  trumpet.  Loose 
the  four  angels  which  are  bound 
in  the  great  river  Euphrates. 

15  *And  tne  four  angels  were 
loosed,  which  were  prepared 
for  an  hour,  and  a  day,  and  a 
month,  and  a  year,  for  to  slay 
the  third  part  of  men. 

16  And  the  number  of  the 
army  of  the  horsemen  were  two 
hundred  thousand  thousand: 
and  I  heard  the  number  of 
them. 

17  And  thus  I  saw  the  horses

open  in  his  hands. 


in  the  vision,  Mid  them  that  sat 
on  them,  having  hreastpiates 
of  fire,  and  of  jacinth,  and  brim- 
stone: and  the  heads  of  the 
horses  were  as  the  heads  of 
lions ;  and  out  of  their  mouths 
issued  fire  and  smoke  and  brim, 
stone. 

18  By  these  three  was  the 
third  part  of  men  killed,  by  the 
fire,  and  by  the  smoke,  and  by 
the  brimstone,  which  issued 
out  of  their  mouths. 

19  For  their  power  is  in  tlieir 
mouth,  and  in  their  tails :  for 
their  tails  were  like  unto  ser- 
pents, and  had  heads,  and  with 
them  they  do  hurt. 

20  And  the  rest  c^  the  men 
which  were  not  killed  by  these 
plagues  yet  repented  not  of  the 
works  of  their  hands,  that  they 
should  not  worship  devils,  and 
idols  of  gold,  and  silver,  and 
brass,  and  stone,  and  of  wood ; 
which  neither  can  see,  nor 
hear,  nor  walk : 

21  Neither  repented  they  of 
their  murders,  nor  of  their  sor- 
ceries, nor  of  their  fornication, 
nor  of  their  thefts.

pillars  of  fire: 
2  And  he  had  in  his  hand  a 


little  book  open:  and  he  set 
his  right  foot  upon  the  sea,  and 
his  ]eft  foot  on  the  earth, 

3  And  cried  with  a  loud  voice, 
as  when  a  lion  roareth:  and 
when  he  had  cried,  seven  thun- 
ders uttered  their  voices. 

4  And  when  the  seven  thun- 
ders had  uttered  their  voices, 
I  was  about  to  write:  and  I 
heard  a  voice  from  heaven  say- 
ing  unto  me.  Seal  up  those 
things  which  the  seven  thun- 
ders uttered,  and  write  them 
not. 

5  And  the  angel  which  I  saw 
stand  upon  the  sea  and  upon 
the  earth  lifted  up  his  hand  to 
heaven, 

6  And  sware  by  him  that  liv- 
eth for  ever  and  ever,  who  cre- 
ated heaven,  and  the  things 
that  therein  are,  and  the  earth, 
and  the  things  that  therein  are, 
and  the  sea,  and  the  things 
which  are  therein,  that  there 
should  be  time  no  longer: 

7  But  in  the  days  of  the  voice 
of  the  seventh  angel,  when  he 
shall  begin  to  sound,  the  mys- 
tery of  God  should  be  finish^, 
as  he  hath  declared  to  his  ser- 
vants the  prophets* 

8  And  the  voice  which  I 
heard  from  heaven  spake  unto 
me  again,  and  said.  Go  a/ir/ 
take  the  little  book  which  is 
open  in  the  hand  of  the  angel 
which  standeth  upon  the  sea 
and  upon  the  earth. 

9  And  I  went  unto  the  angel, 
and  said  unto  him.  Give  me 
the  little  book.  And  he  said 
imto  me,  Take  t>,  and  eat  it 
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Jlie  set>enth  trumpet 


up;  and  it  shall  make  thy  belly 
bitter,  but  it  shall  be  in  thy 
mouth  sweet  as  honey. 

10  And  I  took  the  little  book 
out  of  the  angel's  hand,  and  ate 
it  up ;  and  it  was  in  my  mouth 
sweet  as  honey:  and  as  soon 
as  I  had  eaten  it,  my  belly 
was  bitter. 

11  And  he  said  unto  me, 
Thou  must  prophesy  again  be- 
fore many  peoples,  and  nations, 
and  tongues,  and  kings.

Else, 
and  measure  the  temple  of 
God,  and  the  altar,  and  them 
that  worship  therein. 

2  But  the  court  which  is 
without  the  temple  leave  out, 
and  measure  it  not;  for  it  is 
given  unto  the  Gentiles :  and 
the  holy  city  shall  they  tread 
under  foot  forty  and  two 
months. 

3  And  I  will  give  power  unto 
my  two  witnesses,  and  they 
shall  prophesy  a  thousand  two 
hundred  and  threescore  days, 
clothed  in  sackcloth. 

4  These  are  the  two  olive 
trees,  and  the  two  candlesticks 
standing  before  the  God  of  the 
earth. 

5  And  if  any  man  will  hurt 
them,  fire  proceedeth  out  of 
their   mouili,   and  devoureth 
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their  enemies :  and  if  any  man 
will  hurt  them,  he  must  in  this 
manner  be  killed. 

6  These  have  power  to  shut 
heaven,  that  it  rain  not  in  the 
days  of  their  {nrophecy:  and 
have  power  over  waters  to  turn 
them  to  blood,  and  to  smita 
the  earth  with  all  plagues,  as 
often  as  they  will. 

7  And  when  they  shall  have 
finished  their  testimony,  the 
beast  that  ascendeth  out  of  the 
bottomless  pit  shall  make  war 
against  them,  and  shall  ovei^ 
come  them,  and  kill  them. 

8  And  their  dead  bodies  shaU 
lie  in  the  street  of  the  great 
city,  which  spiritually  is  called 
Sodoip  and  Egypt,  where  also 
our  Lord  was  crucified. 

9  And  they  of  the  people  and 
kindreds  and  tongues  and  na* 
tions  shall  see  their  dead  bo* 
dies  three  days  and  a  half,  and 
shall  not  suffer  their  dead  bo* 
dies  to  be  put  in  graves. 

10  And  they  that  dwell  upon 
the  earth  shall  rejoice  over 
them,  and  make  merry,  and 
shall  send  gifts  one  to  another ; 
because  these  two  prophets  tor- 
mented them  that  dwelt  on 
the  earth. 

11  And  after  three  days  and 
a  half  the  spirit  of  life  from 
God  entered  into  them,  and 
they  stood  upon  their  feet; 
and  great  fear  fell  upon  them 
which  saw  them. 

12  And  they  heard  a  great 
voice  from  heaven  saying  unto 
them.  Come  up  hither.  And 
they  ascended  up  to  heaven  in

2  And  she  being  with  child 
cried,  travailing  in  birth,  and 
pained  to  be  delivered. 

3  And  there  appeared  another 
wonder  in  heaven;  and  behold 
a  great  red  dragon,  having 
seven  heads  and  ten  homs,  and 
seven  crowns  upon  his  heads.

9  And  the  great  dragon  was 
cast  out,  that  old  serpent,  call- 
ed  the  devil,  and  Satan,  which 
deceiveth  the  whole  world :  he 
was  cast  out  into  the  earth,  and 
his  angels  were  cast  out  with 
him. 

10  And  I  heard  a  loud  voice 
saying  in  heaven.

Let  him 
that  hath  understanding  count 
the  number  of  the  beast :  for  it 
is  the  number  of  a  man ;  and 
his  number  is  Six  hundred 
threescore  and  six*

ND  I  looked,  and,  lo,  a

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Zion,  and  witii  him  a  hundred 
forty  andtowt  thousand,  haying 
his  Father's  name  written  in 
their  foreheads. 

2  And  I  heaxd  a  voice  from 
heaven,  as  the  voice  of  many- 
waters,  and  as  the  voice  of  a 
great  thundtsr :  and  I  heard  the 
voice  of  harpers  harping  with 
their  harps : 

8  And  they  sung  as  it  were  a 
new  song  hefore  the  throne,  and 
before  the  four  beasts,  and  tiie 
elders:  and  no  man  could  learn 
that  song  but  the  hundred  and 
forty  and  four  thousand,  which 
were  redeemed  from  the  earth.

5  And  in  their  mouth  was 
found  no  guile:  for  they  are 
without  fault  before  the  throne 
of  God. 

6  And  I  saw  another  angel  fly 
in  the  midst  of  heaven,  having 
the  everlasting  gospel  to  preach 
unto  them  that  dwell  on  Ihe 
earth,  and  to  every  nation,  and 
kindred,  and  tongue,  and  peo-

7  Saying  with  a  loud  voice.

1 1  And  the  smoke  of  their  tor- 
ment ascendeth  up  for  ever  and 
ever:  and  they  have  no  rest 
day  nor  night,  who  worship  the 
beast  and  his  image,  and  who- 
soever receiveth  the  maxk  of  his 
name. 

12  Here  is  the  patience  of 
the  saints :  here  are  they  that 
keep  the  commandments  of 
God,  and  the  faith  of  Jesus. 

13  And  I  heard  a  voice  from 
heaven  saying  unto  me.  Write, 
Blessed  are  the  dead  which  die 
in  the  Lord  iirom  henceforth: 
Yea,  saith  the  Spirit,  that  they 
may  rest  fronl  their  labours ; 
and  their  works  do  follow  them. 

14  And  I  looked,  and  behold 
a  white  cloud,  and  upon  the 
cloud  one  sat  like  unto  ihe  Son 
of  man,  having  on  his  head  a 
golden  crown,  and  in  his  hand 
a  riiarp  sickle. 
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15  And  another  angel  came 
out  of  the  temple,  crying  with 
a  loud  voice  to  him  that  sat  on 
the  cloud,  Thrust  in  thy  sickle, 
and  reap:  for  the  time  is  come 
for  thee  to  reap;  for  the  harvest 
of  the  earth  is  ripe.

mark,  and  over  the  number 
of  his  name,  stand  on  the  sea^ 
of  glass,  having  the  harps  of 
God- 

3  And  they  sing  the  song  of 
Moses  the  servant  of  Gtxl,  and 
the  song  of  the  Lamb,  saying, 
Great  and  marvellous  are  thy 
works.  Lord  God  Almighty; 
just  and  true  are  thy  ways, 
thou  King  of  saints. 

4  Who  shall  not  fear  thee,  O 
Lord,  and  glorify  thy  name? 
for  thou  only  art  holy :  for  all 
nations  shall  come  and  worship 
before  thee;  for  thy  judgments 
are  made  manifest. 

5  And  after  that  I  looked,  and, 
behold,  the  temple  of  the  ta- 
bernacle of  the  testimony  in 
heaven  was  opened: 

6  And  the  seven  angels  came 
out  of  the  temple,  having  the 
seven  plagues,  clothed  in  pure 
and  white  linen,  and  having 
their  breasts  girded  with  golden 
girdles. 

7  And  one  of  the  four  beasts 
gave  unto  the  seven  angels  se- 
ven golden  yials  full  of  the 
wrath  of  God,  who  liveth  for 
ever  and  ever.

2  And  the  first  went,  and  pour- 
ed out  his  vial  upon  the  earth; 
and  there  fell  a  noisome  and 
grievous  sore  upon  the  men 
which  had  the  mark  of  the 
beast,  and  upon  them  which 
worshipped  lus  image. 

3  And  the  second  angel  pour- 
ed out  his  vial  upon  the  sea ; 
and  it  became  as  the  blood  of 
a  dead  man:  and  every  living 
soul  died  in  the  sea. 

4  And  the  third  angel  poured 
out  his  vial  upon  the  rivers  and 
fountains  of  waters ;  and  they 
became  blood. 

5  And  I  heard  the  angel  of 
the  waters  say,  Thou  art  right- 
eous, O  Lord,  which  art,  and 
wast,  and  shalt  be,  because 
thou  hast  judged  thus. 

6  For  they  have  shed  the  blood 
of  saints  and  prophets,  and  thou 
hast  given  them  blood  to  drink ; 
for  they  are  worthy. 

7  And  I  heard  another  out  of 
the  altar  say.  Even  so,  Lord 
God  Almighty,  true  and  right- 
eous are  thy  judgments. 

8  And  the  fourth  angel  pour- 
ed  out  his  vial  upon  the  sun ; 
and  power  was  given  unto  him 
to  scorch  men  with  fire. 

9  And  men  were  scorched 
with  great  heat,  and  blasphem- 
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ed  the  name  of  God,  which 
hath  power  over  these  plagues : 
and  they  repented  not  to  give 
him  glory. 

10  And  the  fifth  angel  pour- 
ed  out  his  vial  upon  the  seat 
of  the  beast ;  and  his  kingdom 
was  full  of  darkness ;  and  they 
gnawed  their  tongues  for  pain, 

11  And  blasphemed  the  Gt)d 
of  heaven  because  of  their  pains 
and  their  sores,  and  repented 
not  of  their  deeds. 

12  And  the  sixth  angel  pour- 
ed out  his  vial  upon  the  great 
river  Euphrates ;  and  the  water 
thereof  was  dried  up,  that  the 
way  of  the  kings  of  the  east 
might  be  prepared. 

13  And  I  saw  three  unclean 
spirits  like  frogs  come  out  of  the 
mouth  of  the  dragon,  and  out 
of  *the  mouth  of  the  beast,  and 
out  of  the  mouth  of  the  false 
prophet. 

14  For  they  are  the  spirits  of 
devils,  working  miracles,  which 
go  forth  unto  the  kings  of 
the  earth  and  of  the  whole 
world,  to  gather  them  to  the 
battle  of  that  great  day  of  Gtxi 
Almighty. 

16  Behold,  I  come  as  a  thief. 
Blessed  i$  he  that  watcheth, 
and  keepeth  his  garments,  lest 
he  walk  naked,  and  they  see 
his  shame. 

16  And  he  gathered  them  to- 
gether into  a  place  called  in  the 
Hebrew  tongue  Armageddon. 

17  And  the  seventh  angel 
poured  out  his  vial  into  the  air; 
and  there  came  a  great  voice 
out  of  the  temple  of  heaven, 
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iirom  the  throne,  saying,  It  is 
done. 

18  And  there  were  voices,  and 
thunders,  and  lightnings ;  and 
there  was  a  great  eaxthqimke, 
such  as  was  not  since  men  were 
upon  the  earth,  so  mighty  an 
earthquake,  cmd  so  great. 

19  And  the  great  city  was  di- 
vided into  three  parts,  and  the 
cities  of  the  nations  fell :  and 
great  Babylon  came  in  remem- 
brance before  God,  to  give  unto 
her  the  cup  of  the  wine  of  the 
fierceness  of  his  wrath. 

20  And  every  island  fled  away, 
and  the  mountains  were  not 
found. 

21  And  there  fell  upon  men  a 
great  hail  out  of  heaven,  every 
stone  about  the  weight  of  a  ta- 
lent: and  men  blasphemed  God 
because  of  the  plague  of  the 
hail;  for  the  plague  thereof 
was  exceeding  great. 

CHAPTER  XVII. 

1 A  ¥ioman  arrayed  in  purple  and  fcarlet^  with 
a  golden  aip  in  her  hand,  nlteth  upon  the 
heatt^  5  whtch  is  great  Babylon^  the  mother 
of  ail  abtnninationJt.  9  TIte  interpretation 
of  the  9emn  head$,  12  and  the  ten  horns,  14 
The  victory  of  tlit  Latnb, 

AND  there  came  one  of  the 
.  seven  angels  which  had 
the  seven  vials,  and  talked  with 
me,  saying  unto  me,  Come  hi- 
ther ;  I  wlU  shew  unto  thee  the 
judgment  of  the  great  whore 
that  sitteth  upon  many  waters: 
2  With  whom  the  kings  of  the 
earth  have  committed  fornica- 
tion, and  the  inhabitants  of  the 
earth  have  been  made  drunk 
with  the  wine  of  her  fornica- 
tion. 


3  So  he  carried  me  away  in 
the  spirit  into  the  wilderness : 
and  I  saw  a  woman  sit  upon  a 
scarlet  coloured  beast,  full  of 
names  of  blasphemy,  having 
seven  heads  and  ten  horns. 

4  And  the  woman  was  array- 
ed  in  purple  and  scarlet  colour, 
and  decked  with  gold  and  pre- 
cious stones  and  pearls,  having 
a  golden  cup  in  her  hand  full 
of  abominations  and  filthiness 
of  her  fornication : 

5  And  upon  her  forehead  was  a 
name  written,  MYSTERY,BA- 
BYLON  THE  GREAT,  THE 
MOTHER  OF  HARLOTS 
AND  ABOMINATIONS  OF 
THE  EARTH. 

6  And  I  saw  the  woman 
drunken  with  the  blood  of  the 
saints,  and  with  the  blood  of 
the  martyrs  of  Jesus:  and  when 
I  saw  her,  I  wondered  with 
great  admiration. 

7  And  the  angel  said  unto 
me.  Wherefore  didst  thou  mar- 
vel ?  I  will  tell  thee  the  mys- 
tery of  the  woman,  and  of  the 
beast  that  carrieth  her,  which 
hath  the  seven  heads  and  ten 
horns. 

8  The  beast  that  thou  sawest 
was,  and  is  not ;  and  shall  as- 
cend out  of  the  bottomless  pit, 
and  go  into  perdition :  and  they 
that  dwell  on  the  earth  shall 
wonder,  whose  names  were  not 
written  in  the  book  of  life  from 
the  foundation  of  the  world, 
when  they  behold  the  beast 
that  was,  and  is  not,  and  yet  is. 

9  And  here  is  the  mind  which 
hath  wisdom.  The  seven  heads 
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are  seven  mountains,  on  which 
the  woman  sitteth. 

10  And  there  are  seven  kings: 
live  are  fallal,  and  one  is,  omd 
the  other  is  not  yet  come;  and 
when  he  cometii,  he  must  con- 
tinue a  short  spa^^e. 

11  And  the  heast  that  was, 
and  is  not,  even  he  is  the  eighth, 
and  is  of  the  seven,  and  goeth 
into  perdition. 

12  And  the  ten  horns  which 
thou  sawest  are  ten  kings,  which 
have  received  no  kingdom  as 
yet ;  but  receive  power  as  kings 
one  hour  with  the  beast. 

13  These  have  one  mind,  and 
shall  give  their  power  and 
strength  unto  the  beast. 

14  These  shall  make  war  with 
the  Lamb,  and  the  Lamb  shall 
overcome  them :  for  he  is  Lord 
of  lords,  and  King  of  kings :  and 
they  that  are  with  him  are 
called,  and  chosen,  and  faith- 
ful. 

15  And  he  saith  unto  me, 
The  waters  which  thou  sawest, 
where  the  whore  sitteth,  are 
peoples,  and  multitudes,  and 
nations,  and  tongues. 

16  And  the  ten  horns  which 
thou  sawest  upon  the  beast, 
these  shall  hate  the  whore,  and 
shall  make  her  desolate  and  na- 
ked, and  shall  eat  her  flesh,  and 
burn  her  with  fire. 

17  For  God  hath  put  in  their 
hearts  to  fulfil  his  will,  and  to 
agree,  and  give  their  kingdom 
unto  the  beast,  until  the  words 
of  God  shall  be  fulfilled. 

18  And  the  woman  which 
thou  sawest  is  that  great  city, 
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which  reigneth  over  the  kings 
of  the  earth. 

CHAPTER  XVIII. 

1  Babylon  U  fallen,  4  ITie  per/pie  of  Ood 
eomiMmdid  todepmrtoiU  ofker.  9  Th^kin^ 
of  tlie  Morihf  11  mth  toe  merehanU  and 
mariners^  lament  over  Iter.  20  7%«  saints 
rejoice  for  tfujudffmenU  nfOodufon  her. 

AND  after  these  things  I  saw 
.  another  angel  come  down 
from  heaven,  having  great  pow- 
er ;  and  the  earth  wa^  lighten- 
ed with  his  glory. 

2  And  he  cried  mightily  wiiii 
a  strong  voice,  saying.  Baby* 
Ion  the  great  is  fallen,  is  fallen, 
and  is  become  the  habitation 
of  devils,  and  the  hold  of  every 
foul  spirit,  and  a  cage  of  every 
unclean  and  hateful  bird. 

3  For  all  nations  have  drunk 
of  the  wine  of  the  wrath  of  her 
fornication,  and  the  kings  of 
the  earth  have  committed  for- 
nication with  her,  and  the  mer- 
chants of  the  earth  are  waxed 
rich  through  the  abundance  of 
her  delicacies. 

4  And  1  heard  another  voice 
from  heaven,  saying,  Come  out 
of  her,  my  people,  that  ye  be 
not  partakers  of  her  sins,  and 
that  ye  receive  not  of  hex 
plagues. 

6  For  her  sins  have  reached 
unto  heaven,  and  Gt)d  hath  re- 
membered her  iniquities. 

6  Reward  her  even  as  she  re- 
warded you,  and  double  unto 
her  double  according  to  her 
works:  in  the  cup  which  she 
hath  filled,  fill  to  her  double. 

7  How  much  she  hath  glorifi 
ed  herself,  and  lived  deliciously, 
so  much  torment  and  sorrow 


lamented. 
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give  her:  for  she  saith  in  her 
heart,  I  sit  a  queen,  and  am 
no  widow,  and  shall  see  no  sor* 
row. 

8  Therefore  shall  her  plagues 
come  in  one  day,  death,  and 
mourning,  and  famine;  and  she 
shall  he  utterly  humed  with 
fire:  for  strong  i$  the  Lord  God 
who  judgeth  her. 

9  Ajid  the  kings  of  the  earth, 
who  have  committed  fornica- 
tion and  lived  deliciously  with 
her,  shall  hewail  her,  and  la- 
ment for  her,  when  they  shall 
see  the  smoke  of  her  burning, 

10  Standing  afar  off  for  Ibe 
fear  of  her  tcament,  saying, 
Alas,  alas,  that  great  city  Ba- 
bylon, that  mighty  city!  for  in 
one  hour  is  thy  judgm^it  come. 

11  And  the  merchants  of  the 
earth  shall  weep  and  mourn 
over  her;  for  no  man  buyeth 
their  merchandise  any  more : 

12  The  merchandise  of  gold, 
and  silver,  and  precious  stones, 
and  of  pearls,  and  fine  linen, 
and  purple,  and  silk,  and  scar- 
let, and  all  thyine  wood,  and 
all  manner  vessels  of  ivory,  and 
all  manner  vessels  of  most  pre- 
cious wood,  and  of  brass,  and 
iron,  and  marble, 

13  And  cinnamon,  and  odours, 
and  ointments,andfi*ankincense, 
and  wine,  and  oil,  and  fine  flour, 
and  wheat,  and  beasts,  and 
sheep,  and  horses,  and  chariots, 
and  slaves,  and  souls  of  men. 

14  And  the  firuits  that  thy  soul 
lusted  after  are  departed  from 
thee,  and  all  things  which  were 
dainty  and  goodly  are  departed 


from  thee,  and  thou  shalt  find 
them  no  more  at  all. 

15  The  merchants  of  these 
things,  which  were  made  rich 
by  her,  shall  stand  afar  off  for 
the  fear  of  her  torment,  weep- 
ing and  wailing, 

16  And  saying,  Alas,  alas, 
that  great  city,  that  was  cloth- 
ed in  fine  linen,  and  purple,  and 
scarlet,  and  decked  with  gold, 
and  precious  stones,  and  pearls ! 

17  JFor  in  one  hour  so  great 
riches  is  come  to  nought.  And 
every  shipmaster,  and  all  the 
company  in  ships,  and  sailors, 
and  as  many  as  trade  by  sea, 
stood  afar  off, 

18  And  cried  when  they  saw 
the  smoke  of  her  burning,  say- 
ing, What  cittf  is  like  unto  this 
great  city! 

19  And  they  cast  dust  on  their 
heads,  and  cried,  weeping  and 
wailing,  saying,  Alas,  alas,  that 
great  city,  wherein  were  made 
rich  all  that  had  ships  in  the 
sea  by  reason  of  her  costliness! 
for  in  one  hour  is  she  made  de- 
solate. 

20  Rejoice  over  her,  thou  hea- 
ven, and  j/e  holy  apostles  and 
prophets ;  for  God  hath  aveng- 
ed you  on  her. 

21  And  a  mighty  angel  took 
up  a  stone  like  a  great  mill- 
stone, and  cast  it  into  the  sea, 
saying,Thus  with  violence  shall 
that  great  city  Babylon  be 
thrown  down,  and  shall  be 
found  no  more  at  all. 

22  Ajid  the  voice  of  harpers, 
and  musicians,  and  of  pipers, 
and  trumpeters,  shall  be  heard 
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no  more  at  all  in  thee ;  and  no 
eraftsman,  of  whatsoever  craft 
he  be^  shall  be  found  any  more 
in  thee;  and  the  sound  of  a 
millstone  shall  be  heard  no 
more  at  all  in  thee ; 

23  And  the  light  of  a  candle 
shall  shine  no  more  at  all  in 
thee;  and  the  voice  of  the 
bridegroom  and  of  the  bride 
shall  be  heard  no  more  at  all  in 
thee:  for  thy  merchants  were 
the  great  men  of  the  earth;  for 
by  thy  sorceries  were  all  na- 
tions  deceived. 

24  Ajfid  in  her  weis  found  the 
blood  of  prophets,  and  of  saints, 
and  of  all  that  were  slain  upon 
the  earth. 


CHAPTER  XIX. 


\ng  the 


1  Ood  is  praised  in  heaven  for  ,  ^  ^ 
great  whore,  and  avenging  the  blood  of  his 
saints,  7  I7te  marriage  of  tfie  Lamb.  10 
The  angel  will  not  be  wornhipped.  17  The 
fowls  ciUled  to  the  great  slaughter, 

AND  after  tiiese  things  I 
.  heard  a  great  voice  of 
much  people  in  heaven,  saying, 
Alleluia ;  Salvation,  and  glory, 
and  honour,  and  power,  unto  the 
Lord  our  God  : 

2  For  true  and  righteous  are 
his  judgments ;  for  he  hath 
judged  the  great  whore,  which 
did  corrupt  the  earth  with  her  for- 
nication, and  hath  avenged  the 
blood  of  his  servants  at  her  hand. 

3  And  again  they  said,  Alle- 
Ixiia.  And  her  smoke  rose  up 
for  ever  and  ever. 

4  And  the  four  and  twenty 
elders  and  the  four  beasts  fell 
down  and  worshipped  Grod  that 
sat  on  the  throne,  saying,  Am^i ; 
Alleluia. 
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5  And  a  voice  came  out  of 
the  throne,  saying.  Praise  our 
God,  all  ye  his  servants,  and 
ye  that  fear  him,  both  small 
and  great. 

6  And  I  heard  as  it  were  the 
voice  of  a  great  multitude,  and 
as  the  voice  of  many  waters, 
and  as  the  voice  of  mighty  thun- 
derings,  saying,  Alleluia:  for 
the  Lord  God  omnipotent  reign- 
eth. 

7  Let  us  be  glad  and  rejoice, 
and  give  honour  to  him:  for  the 
marriage  of  the  Lamb  is  come, 
and  his  wife  hath  made  herself 
ready. 

8  And  to  her  was  granted 
that  she  should  be  arrayed  in 
fine  linen,  clean  and  white: 
for  the  fine  linen  is  the  right- 
eousness of  saints. 

9  And  he  saith  unto  me, 
Write,  Blessed  are  they  which 
are  called  unto  the  marriage 
supper  of  the  Lamb.  And  he 
saith  unto  me.  These  are  the 
true  sayings  of  God. 

10  And  I  fell  at  his  feet  to 
worship  him.  And  he  said  im- 
to  me.  See  thou  do  it  not:  I 
am  thy  fellow  servant,  and  of 
thy  brethren  that  have  the  tes- 
timony of  Jesus:  worship  God: 
for  the  testimony  of  Jesus  is  the 
spirit  of  prophecy. 

11  And  I  saw  heaven  opened, 
and  behold  a  white  horse ;  and 
he  that  sat  upon  him  uhzs  call- 
ed Faithful  and  True,  and  in 
righteousness  he  doth  judge 
and  make  war. 

12  His  eyes  ivere  as  a  flame 
of  fire,  and  on  his  head  tvere 


J%€  Word  of  God. 
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many  crowns;  and  he  heui  a 
name  written,  that  no  man 
knew,  but  he  himself. 

13  And  he  was  clothed  with 
a  vesture  dipped  in  blood :  and 
his  name  is  called  The  Word 
of  God. 

14  And  the  einmes  which  were 
in  heaven  followed  him  upon 
white  horses,  clothed  in  fine 
linen,  white  and  clean. 

15  And  out  of  his  mouth  go- 
eth  a  sharp  sword,  that  with 
it  he  should  smite  the  nations; 
and  he  shall  rule  them  with  a 
rod  of  iron:  and  he  treadeth  the 
winepress  of  the  fierceness  and 
wrath  of  Almighty  God. 

16  And  he  hath  on  his  vesture 
and  on  his  thigh  aname  written, 
KING  OF  KINGS,  AND 
LORD  OF  LORDS. 

17  And  I  saw  an  angel  stand- 
ing in  the  sun;  and  he  cried 
with  a  loud  voice,  saying  to  all 
the  fowls  that  fly  in  the  midst  of 
heaven.  Come  and  gather  your- 
selves together  unto  the  supper 
of  the  great  God ; 

18  That  ye  may  eat  the  flesh 
of  kings,  and  the  flesh  of  cap- 
tains, and  the  flesh  of  mighty 
men,  and  the  flesh  of  horses,  and 
of  them  that  sit  on  them,  and  the 
flesh  of  all  men,  both  free  and 
bond,  both  small  and  great. 

19  And  I  saw  the  beast,  and 
the  kings  of  the  earth,  and  their 
armies,  gathered  together  to 
make  war  against  libn  that  sat 
on  the  horse,  and  against  his 
army. 

20  And  the  beast  was  taken, 
and  with  him  the  false  prophet 


that  wrought  miracles  before 
him,  with  which  he  deceived 
them  that  had  received  the 
mark  of  the  beast,  and  them 
that  worshipped  his  image. 
These  both  were  cast  alive  into 
a  lake  of  flre  burning  with 
brimstone. 

21  And  the  remnant  were 
slain  with  the  sword  of  him 
that  sat  upon  the  horse,  which 
stvord  proceeded  out  of  his 
mouth :  and  all  the  fowls  were 
filled  with  their  flesh. 

CHAPTER  XX. 

1  Satan  bound  for  a  thoMond  yeart.  6  Th$ 
Jir9t  refurreelion :  they  are  bletwed  tliat  have 
part  tlierein,  7  Saian  lei  looee  again,  8  Ghg 
and  Magoq,  10  The  devil  cant  into  the  lak§ 
of  fire  a9id  britnetone,  1 2  The  lout  and  geno- 
ral  resurrection, 

AND  I  saw  an  angel  come 
down  from  heaven,  having 
the  key  of  the  bottomless  pit 
and  a  great  chain  in  his  hand. 

2  And  he  laid  hold  on  the 
dragon,  that  old  serpent,  which 
is  the  devil,  and  Satan,  and 
bound  him  a  thousand  years*, 

3  And  cast  him  into  the  bot- 
tomless pit,  and  shut  him  up, 
and  set  a  seal  upon  him,  that 
he  should  deceive  the  nations 
no  more,  till  the  thousand  years 
should  be  fulfilled :  and  after 
that  he  must  be  loosed  a  little 
season. 

4  And  I  saw  thrones,  and 
they  sat  upon  them,  and  judg- 
ment  was  given  unto  them: 
and  /  saw  the  souls  of  them 
that  were  beheaded  for  the 
witness  of  Jesus,  and  for  the 
word  of  God,  and  which  had 
not  worshipped  the  beast,  nei- 
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ther  his  image,  neither  had  re* 
ceived  his  mark  upon  their  fore* 
heads,  or  in  their  hands ;  and 
they  lived  and  reigned  with 
Christ  a  thousand  years. 
6  But  the  rest  of  the  dead 
lived  not  again  until  the  thou- 
sand years  were  finished.  This 
is  the  first  resurrection. 

6  Blessed  and  holy  is  he  that 
hath  part  in  the  firat  resurrec- 
tion :  on  such  the  second  death 
hath  no  power,  hut  they  shall 
be  priests  of  God  and  of  Christ, 
and  shall  reign  with*  him  a 
thousand  years. 

7  And  when  the  thousand 
years  are  expired,  Satan  shall 
be  loosed  out  of  his  prison, 

8  And  shall  go  out  to  deceive 
the  nations  which  are  in  the 
four  quarters  of  the  earth,  Gog 
and  Magog,  to  gather  them  to- 
gether to  battle:  the  number  of 
whom  is  as  the  sand  of  the  sea. 

9  And  they  went  up  on  the 
breadth  of  the  earth,  and  com- 
passed the  camp  of  the  saints 
about,  and  the  beloved  city :  and 
fire  came  down  from  God  out 
of  heaven,  and  devoured  them. 

10  And  the  devil  that  de- 
ceived them  was  cast  into  the 
lake  of  fire  and  brimstone, 
where  the  beast  and  the  false 
prophet  are,  and  shall  be  tor- 
mented day  and  night  for  ever 
and  ever. 

11  And  I  saw  a  great  white 
throne,  and  him  that  sat  on  it, 
from  whose  face  the  earth  and 
the  heaven  fled  away;  and 
there  wis  found  no  place  for 
them. 
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12  And  I  saw  the  dead,  small 
and  great,  stand  before  God; 
and  the  books  were  opened :  and 
anoth^  book  was  opened,  which 
is  the  book  of  life :  and  the  dea4 
were  judged  out  of  those  things 
which  were  written  in  the  booloi, 
according  to  their  works. 

13  And  the  sea  gave  up  the 
dead  which  were  in  it;  and 
death  and  hell  delivered  up  the 
dead  which  were  in  them :  and 
they  were  judged  every  maa 
according  to  their  works. 

14  And  death  and  hell  were 
cast  into  the  lake  of  fire.  This 
is  the  second  death. 

15  And  whosoever  was  not 
found  written  in  the  book  of  life 
was  cast  into  the  lake  of  fire. 

CHAPTER  XXI. 

1  A  neto  heaven  and  a  »i«fl  earth,  1 0  77i£  he€h 
venly  Jerusalem^  utilh  a/ull  deaeription  there' 
of.  23  Sf^e  needetk  no  sun,  the  glory  of  Go4 
ta  her  light.  24  Tlie  kings  of  the  earth  taring 
their  riehu  unio  her, 

AND  I  saw  a  new  heaven 
.  and  a  new  earth :  for  the 
first  heaven  and  the  first  earth 
were  passed  away;  and  there 
was  no  more  sea. 

2  And  I  John  saw  the  holy 
city,  new  Jerusalem,  conung 
down  from  God  out  of  heaveUi 
prepared  as  a  bride  adxNmed  fof 
her  husband. 

3  And  I  heard  a  great  voicd 
out  of  heaven  saying,  Behold, 
the  tabernacle  of  God  is  with 
men,  and  he  will  dwell  with 
them,  and  they  shall  be  his  peo- 
ple, and  Gtxl  himself  shall  be 
with  them,  and  be  their  God. 

4  And  God  shall  wipe  away 
all  tears  firom  their  eyes ;  aod 
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there  shall  he  no  more  death, 
neither  sorrow,  nor  crying,  nei- 
ther shall  there  he  any  more 
pain :  for  the  former  things  are 
passed  away, 

5  And  he  that  sat  npon  the 
tiirone  said,  Behold,  I  make  all 
things  new.  And  he  said  unto 
me,  Write :  for  these  words  are/ 
true  and  faithful. 

6  And  he  said  unto  me.  It  is 
done.  I  am  Alpha  and  Chnega, 
the  beginning  and  the  end.  I 
will  give  unto  him  that  is 
athirst  of  the  fountain  of  the 
water  of  life  freely. 

7  He  that  orercometh  shall 
inherit  all  things ;  and  I  will  he 
his  God,  and  he  shall  be  my 
son. 

8  But  the  fearful,  and  unbe- 
lieving, and  the  abominable, 
and  murderers,  and  whoremon- 
gers, and  sorcerers,  and  idola- 
ters, and  aU  liars,  shaU  have 
their  part  in  the  lake  which 
bumeth  with  fire  and  brim- 
stone: which  is  the  second 
death. 

9  And  there  came  unto  rrte 
one  of  the  seven  angels  which 
had  the  seven  vials  full  of  the 
seven  last  plagues,  and  talked 
with  me,  saying.  Come  hither, 
I  will  shew  thee  the  bride,  the 
Lamb's  wife. 

10  And  he  carried  me  away 
in  ilie  spirit  to  a  great  and  high 
mountain,  and  shewed  me  that 
great  city,  the  holy  Jerusal^n, 
descending  out  of  heaven  from 
God, 

11  Having  the  glory  of  (Jod  : 
and  her  light  icas  like  unto  a 


stone  most  precious,  even  like 
a  jasper  stone,  clear  as  crystal; 

12  And  had  a  wall  great  and 
high,  and  had  twelve  gates,  and 
at  the  gates  twelve  angeLs,  and 
names  written  thereon,  which 
are  the  names  of  the  twelve 
tribes  of  the  children  of  Israel; 

13  On  the  east  three  gates ;  on 
the  north  three  gates ;  on  the 
south  three  gates ;  and  on  the 
west  three  gates. 

14  And  the  wall  of  the  city 
had  twelve  foundations,  and  in 
them  the  names  of  the  twelve 
apostles  of  the  Lamb. 

15  And  he  that  talked  with 
me  had  a  golden  reed  to  mea- 
sure the  city,  and  the  gates 
thereof,  and  l^e  wall  thereof. 

16  And  the  city  lieth  four- 
square, and  the  length  is  as 
large  as  the  breadth:  and  he 
measured  the  city  with  the 
reed,  twelve  thousand  furlongs. 
The  length  and  the  breadth 
and  the  height  of  it  are  equal. 

17  And  he  measured  the  wall 
Ihereof,  a  hundred  and  forty 
and  four  cubits,  according  to 
the  measure  of  a  man,  that  is, 
of  the  angel. 

18  And  tiie  building  of  the 
wall  of  it  was  o/ jasper:  and 
the  city  toas  pure  gold,  like 
unto  clear  glass. 

19  And  the  foimdations  of  the 
wall  of  the  city  were  garnished 
with  all  manner  of  precious 
stones.  The  first  foundation 
ivas  jasper;  the  second,  sap- 
phire; the  tiiird,  a  chalcedony; 
the  fourth,  an  emerald ; 

20  The  fifth,  sardonyx;  the 
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sixth,  sardius;  the  seventh, 
chrysolyte;  the  eighth,  beryl; 
the  ninth,  a  topaz;  the  tenth, 
a  chrysoprasus;  the  eleventh, 
a  jacinth;  the  twelfth,  an  ame- 
thyst. 

21  And  the  twelve  gates  were 
twelve  pearls;  every  several 
gate  was  of  one  pearl :  and  the 
street  of  the  city  was  pure  gold, 
as  it  were  transparent  glass« 

22  And  I  saw  no  temple  there- 
in :  for  the  Lord  God  Almighty 
and  the  Lamb  are  the  temple 
of  it. 

23  And  the  city  had  no  need 
of  the  sun,  neither  of  the  moon, 
to  shine  in  it:  for  the  glory  of 
God  did  lighten  it,  and  the 
Lamb  is  the  light  thereof. 

24  And  the  nations  of  them 
which  are  saved  shall  walk  in 
the  light  of  it:  and  the  kings 
of  the  earth  do  bring  their  glcwry 
and  honour  into  it. 

25  And  the  gates  of  it  shall 
not  be  shut  at  all  by  day :  fopr 
there  shall  be  no  night  there. 

26  And  they  shall  bring  the 
glory  and  honour  of  the  nations 
into  it. 

27  And  there  shall  in  no  wise 
enter  intx)  it  any  thing  that  de- 
fileth,  neither  whatsoever  work- 
eth  abomination,  or  maketh  a 
lie :  but  they  which  are  writ- 
ten in  the  Lamb's  book  of  life. 

CHAPTER  XXII. 

1  TJu  river  of  tfie  water  of  life,  2  The  tree  of 
life.  5  The  light  of  t/te  city  of  Ood  t«  Atm- 
eelf.  9  The  arMlmlf  not  be  wornhinped.  18 
Kolhivg  may  he  added  to  the  wora  of  Ood, 
nor  taken  therefrom. 

AND  he  shewed  me  a  pure 
.  river  of  water  of  life,  clear 
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as  crystal,  proceeding  out  of 
the  throne  of  God  and  of  the 
Lamb. 

2  In  the  midst  of  the  street  of 
it,  and  on  either  side  of  the  river, 
w(zs  there  the  tree  of  life,  which 
bare  twelve  manner  of  fruits, 
and  yielded  her  fruit  every 
month :  and  the  leaves  of  the 
tree  were  for  the  healing  of  the 
nations. 

3  And  there  shall  be  no  more 
curse:  but  the  throne  of  GtKl 
and  of  the  Lamb  shall  be  in  it; 
and  his  servants  shall  serve  him : 

4  And  they  shall  see  his  face; 
and  his  name  shall  be  in  their 
foreheads. 

5  And  there  shall  be  no  night 
there;  and  they  need  no  candle, 
neither  light  01  the  sun ;  for  the 
Lord  God  giveth  them  light: 
and  they  shall  reign  for  ever 
and  ever. 

6  And  he  said  unto  me.  These 
sayings  are  faithful  and  true : 
and  the  Lord  Gtxi  of  the  holy 
prophets  sent  his  angel  to  shew 
unto  his  servants  the  things 
which  must  shortly  be  done. 

7  Behold,  I  come  quickly: 
blessed  is  he  that  keepeth  the 
sayings  of  the  prophecy  of  this 
book. 

8  And  I  John  saw  these  things, 
and  heard  them.  And  when  I 
had  heard  and  seen,  I  fell  down 
to  worship  before  the  feet  of  the 
angel  which  shewed  me  these 
thmgs. 

9  Then  saith  he  unto  me,  See 
thou  do  it  not:  for  I  am  thy  fel- 
low servant,  and  of  thy  bre- 
thren  the  prophets,  and  of  them 
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which  keep  the  sa}4ngs  of  this 
book :  worship  God. 

10  And  he  saith  unto  me,  Seal 
not  the  sayings  of  the  prophecy 
of  this  hook :  for  the  time  is  at 
hand. 

11  He  that  is  unjust,  let  him 
be  unjust  still :  and  he  which 
is  filthy,  let  him  be  filthy  still : 
and  he  that  is  righteous,  let 
him  be  righteous  still :  and  he 
that  is  holy,  let  him  be  holy  still. 

12  And,  behold,  I  come  quick- 
ly ;  and  my  reward  is  with  me, 
to  give  every  man  according  as 
his  work  shall  be. 

13  I  am  Alpha  and  Omega, 
the  beginning  and  the  end,  the 
first  and  the  last 

14  Blessed  are  they  that  do 
his  commandments,  that  they 
may  have  right  to  the  tree  of 
life,  and  may  enter  in  through 
the  gates  into  the  city. 

15  For  without  are  dogs,  and 
sorcerers,  and  whoremongers, 
and  murderers,  and  idolaters, 
and  whosoever  loveth  and  mak- 
eth  a  lie. 

16  I  Jesus  have  sent  mine 
angel  to  testify  unto  you  these 


things  in  the  churches.  I  am 
the  root  and  the  offspring  of 
David,  and  the  bright  and 
morning  star. 

1 7  And  the  Spirit  and  the  bride 
say.  Come.  And  let  him  that 
heareth  say.  Come.  And  let 
him  that  is  athirst  come.  And 
whosoever  will,  let  him  take 
the  water  of  life  freely. 

18  For  I  testify  unto  every 
man  that  heareth  the  words  of 
the  prophecy  of  this  book.  If 
any  man  shall  add  unto  these 
things,  God  shall  add  unto  him 
the  plagues  that  are  written  in 
this  book  : 

19  And  if  any  man  shall  take 
away  from  the  words  of  the 
book  of  this  prophecy,  God  shall 
take  away  his  part  out  of  the 
book  of  life,  and  out  of  the  holy 
city,  and  from  the  things  which 
are  written  in  this  book. 

20  He  which  testifieth  these 
things  saith.  Surely  I  come 
quickly:  Amen.  Even  so,  come. 
Lord  Jesus. 

21  The  grace  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  be  with  you  all. 
Ajnen. 
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PSALM  I. 

I  Tks  hc^neu  of  the  godly.    4  The  ymhap- 
pineu  of  the  ungodly. 

BLESSED  is  the  man  that 
walketh  not  in  the  coun- 
sel of  the  ungodly,  nor  stand- 
eth  in  the  way  of  sinners,  nor 
sitteth  in  the  seat  of  the  scorn- 
ful. 

*2  But  his  delight  is  in  the 
law  of  the  Lord  ;  and  in  his 
law  doth  he  meditate  day  and 
night.

11  Serve  the  Lord  with  fear, 
and  rejoice  with  trembling, 

12  Kiss  the  Son,  lest  he  be 
angry,  and  ye  perish /rom  the 
way,  when  his  wrath  is  kindled 
but  a  little.  Blessed  ar«  all  they 
that  put  their  trust  in  him. 
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Chd's  protection.

15  He  made  a  pit,  and  digged 
it,  and  is  fallen  into  the  &tch 
which  he  made.

34  He  teacheth  my  hands  to 
war,  so  that  a  bow  of  steel  is 
broken  by  mine  arms. 

35  Thou  hast  also  given  me 
the  shield  of  thy  salvation:  and 
thy  right  hand  hath  holden  me 
up,  and  thy  gentleness  hath 
made  me  great.

4  Pull  me  out  of  the  net  that 
they  have  laid  privily  for  me: 
for  thou  art  my  strength. 

5  Into  thine  hand  I  commit 
my  spirit:  thou  hast  redeemed 
me,  O  Lord  Grod  of  truth. 

6  I  have  hated  them  that  re- 
gard lying  vanities:  but  I  trust 
in  the  Lord. 

7  I  will  be  glad  and  rejoice 
in  thy  mercy:  for  thou  hast 
considered  my  trouble;  thou 
hast  known  my  soul  in  adver- 


8  And  hast  not  shut  me  up 
into  the  hand  of  the  enemy: 
thou  hast  set  my  feet  in  a  large 
room. 

9  Have  mercy  upon  me,  O 
Lord,  for  I  am  in  trouble: 
mine  eye  is  consumed  with 
grief,^ea,  my  soul  and  my  belly. 

10  For  my  life  is  spent  with 
grief,  and  my  years  with  sigh- 
ing: my  strength  faileth  be- 
cause of  mine  iniquity,  and 
my  bones  are  consumed. 

Ill  was  a  reproach  among 
fill  mine  enemies,  but  espedally 
among  my  neighbours,  and  a 
fear  to  mine  acquaintance :  they 
that  did  see  me  without  fled 
from  me. 

12  I  am  forgotten  as  a  dead 
man  out  of  mind :  I  am  like  a 
broken  vessel. 

13  For  I  have  heard  the  slan- 
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der  of  many:  feajr  was  on  evOTy 
^de:  while  they  took  counsel 
together  against  me,  they  de- 
vi»Bd  to  take  away  my  life. 

14  But  I  trusted  in  thee,  O 
Lord:  I  said.  Thou  art  my 
God. 

15  My  times  are  in  thy  hand : 
deliver  me  from  the  hand  of 
mine  enemies,  and  from  them 
that  persecute  me. 

16  Make  thy  face  to  shine  up. 
on  thy  servant:  save  me  for  thy 
mercies'  sake. 

17  Let  me  not  be  ashamed, 
O  Lord  ;  for  I  have  called  up- 
on thee:  let  the  wicked  be 
ashamed,  and  let  them  be  si- 
lent in  the  grave. 

18  Let  the  lying  lips  be  put 
to  silence;  which  speak  griev- 
ous things  proudly  and  con- 
temptuously against  the  right- 
eous. 

19  Oh  how  great  is  thy  good- 
ness,  which  thou  hast  laid  up 
for  them  that  fear  thee ;  which 
thou  hast  wrought  for  them 
that  trust  in  thee  before  the 
sons  of  men ! 

20  Thou  shalt  hide  them  in 
the  secret  of  thy  presence  from 
the  pride  of  man :  thou  shalt 
keep  them  secretly  in  a  pavil- 
ion from  the  strife  of  tongues. 

21  Blessed  6^  the  Lord:  for  he 
hath  shewed  me  his  marvriknn 
kindness  in  a  strong  city. 

22  For  I  said  in  my  ha^,  I 
am  cut  off  from  before  thine 
eyes :  nevertheless  thou  heeard* 
est  the  voice  of  my  supplies* 
tions  when  I  cried  unto  thea 

23  Oh  love  the  Lorx>^  all  ye

6  This  poor  man  cried,  and 
the  Lord  heard  Aim,  and  saved 
him  out  of  all  his  troubles.

2  Take  hold  of  shield  and  buck- 
ler, and  stand  up  for  mine  help. 

3  Draw  out  also  the  spear,  and 
stop  the  way  against  them  that 
persecute  me :  say  unto  my  soul, 
I  am  thy  salvation. 

4  Let  them  be  confounded  and 
put  to  shame  that  seek  after  my 
soul :  let  them  be  turned  back 
and  brought  to  confusion  that 
devise  my  hurt. 

5  Let  them  be  as  chaff  before 
the  wind:  and  let  the  angel  of 
the  Lord  chase  them. 

6  Let  their  way  be  dark  and 
slippery:  and  let  the  angel  of 
the  Lord  persecute  them. 

7  For  without  cause  have 
they  hid  for  me  their  net  in  a 
pit,  which  without  cause  they 
have  digged  for  my  soul.

11  False  witnesses  did  rise  up; 
they  laid  to  my  charge  things 
that  I  knew  not. 

12  They  rewarded  me  evil  for 
good  to  the  spoiling  of  my  soul. 

13  But  as  lor  me,  when  they 
were  sick,  my  clothing  i^^o^  sack- 
cloth :  I  humhled  my  soul  with 
fasting;  and  my  prayer  return- 
ed  into  mine  own  bosom. 

14  I  behaved  myself  as  though 
he  had  been  my  friend  or  bro- 
ther: I  bowed  down  heavily, 
as  one  that  moumeth  for  his 
mother.

4  He  deviseth  mischief  upon 
his  bed ;  he  setteth  himself  in 
a  way  that  is  not  good ;  he  ab- 
horreth  not  evil. 

5  Thy  mercy,  O  Lord,  is  in 
the  heavens ;  and  thy  faithful- 
ness  reacheth  unto  the  clouds. 

6  Thy  righteousness  is  like 
the  great  mountains;  thyjudg- 
ments  are  a  great  deep:  O 
Lord,  thou  preservest  man  and 
beast. 

7  How  excellent  is  thy  loving- 
kindness,  O  God!  therefore  the 
children  of  men  put  their  trust 
under  the  shadow  of  thy  wings. 

8  They  shall  be  abundantly 
satisfied  with  the  fatness  of  thy 
house;  and  thou  shalt  make 
them  drink  of  the  river  of  thy 
pleasures. 

9  For  with  thee  is  the  fountain 
of  life :  in  thy  light  shall  we 
see  light. 

10  Oh  continue  thy  loving- 
kindness  unto  them  that  know 
thee ;  and  thy  righteousness  to 
the  upright  in  heart. 

11  Let  not  the  foot  erf  pride 
come  against  me,  and  let  not 
the  hand  of  the  wicked  remove 
me. 

12  There  are  the  workers  of 
iniquity  fallen:  they  are  cast 
down,  and  shall  not  be  able  to 
rise.

FRET  not  thyself  because  of 
evil  doers,  neither  be  thou 
envious  against  the  workers  of 
iniquity. 

2  For  they  shall  soon  be  cut 
down  like  the  grass,  and  wither 
as  the  green  herb. 

3  Trust  in  the  Lord,  and  do 
good;  so  shalt  thou  dwell  in 
the  land,  and  verily  thou  shalt 
be  fed. 

4  Delight  thyself  also  in  the 
Lord;  and  he  shall  give  thee 
the  desires  of  thine  heart. 

6  Conmiit  thy  way  unto  the 
Lord;  trust  also  in  him;  and 
he  shall  bring  it  to  pass. 

5  And  he  shall  bring  forth  thy 
righteousness  as  the  light,  and 
thy  judgment  as  the  noonday. 

7  Rest  in  the  Lord,  and  wait 
patiwitly  for  him :  fret  not  thy- 
self because  of  him  who  pros- 
pereth  in  his  way,  because  of 
the  man  who  bringeth  wdcked 
devices  to  pass. 

8  Cease  from  anger,  and  for- 
sake wrath:  fret  not  thyself  in 
any  wise  to  do  evil. 

9  For  evil  doers  shall  be  cut 
<M:  but  those  that  wait  upon 
the  Lord,  they  shall  inherit  the 
earth. 

10  For  yet  a  little  while,  and 
the  wicked  shaU  not  be :  yea, 
thou  shalt  diligently  consider 
his  plafce,  and  it  shall  not  be. 

11  But  the  meek  shall  inhe- 
rit the  earth ;  and  shall  delight 
themselves  in  the  abundance 
erf  peace. 

12  The  wicked  plotteth  against 
the  ji^t,  and  gnasheth  upon  him 
v^rith  his  teeth. 
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13  The  Lord  shall  laugh  at 
him :  for  he  seeth  that  his  day- 
is  coming. 

1 4  The  wicked  have  drawn  out 
the  sword,  and  have  hent  their 
bow,  to  cast  down  the  poor  and 
needy,  and  to  slay  such  as  be 
of  upright  conversation. 

15  Their  sword  shall  enter 
into  their  own  heart,  and  their 
bows  shall  be  broken. 

16  A  little  that  a  righteous 
man  hath  is  better  than  the 
riches  of  many  wicked. 

17  For  the  arms  of  the  wicked 
shall  be  broken :  but  the  Lord 
upholdeth  the  righteous. 

18  The  Lord  knoweth  the 
days  of  the  upright:  and  their 
inheritance  shall  be  for  ever. 

19  They  shall  not  be  ashamed 
in  the  evil  time;  and  in  the 
days  of  famine  they  shall  be 
satisfied. 

20  But  the  wicked  shall  per- 
ish, and  the  enemies  of  the 
Lord  shall  be  as  the  fat  of 
lambs:  they  shall  consume;  into 
smoke  shall  they  consume  away.

22  For  stick  as  be  blessed  of 
him  shaU  inherit  the  earth;  and 
they  that  be  cursed  of  him  shall 
be  cut  off.  * 

23  The  steps  of  a  good  man 
are  ordered  by  the  Lord:  and 
he  delighteth  in  his  way. 

24  Though  he  fall,  he  shall 
not  be  utterly  cast  down :  for 
the  Lord  upholdeth  him  with 
his  hand. 
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25  I  have  been  young,  and 
now  am  old;  yet  have  I  not 
seen  the  righteous  forsaken,  noi 
his  seed  begging  bread. 

26  jffi?  ts  ever  merciful,  and 
lendeth;  and  his  seed  is  bless- 
ed. 

27  Depart  from  evil,  and  do 
good;  and  dwell  for  evermore. 

28  For  the  Lord  loveth  judg- 
ment, and  forsfiJceth  not  his 
saints;  they  are  preserved  for 
ever :  but  the  seed  of  the  wicked 
shall  be  cut  off. 

29  The  righteous  shall  inherit 
the  land,  and  dwell  therein  for 
ever. 

30  The  mouth  of  the  right- 
ecus  speaketh  wisdom,  and  his 
tongue  talketh  of  judgment. 

31  The  law  of  his  God  is  in 
his  heart;  none  of  his  steps 
shall  slide. 

32  The  wicked  watcheth  the 
righteous,  and  seeketh  to  slay 
hun. 

33  The  Lord  will  not  leave 
him  in  his  hand,  nor  condemn 
him  when  he  is  judged. 

34  Wait  on  the  Lord,  and 
keep  his  way,  and  he  shall  ex- 
alt thee  to  inherit  the  land: 
when  the  wicked  are  cut  off, 
thou  shalt  see  it. 

35  I  have  seen  the  wicked 
in  great  power,  and  spreading 
himself  like  a  green  bay  tree. 

36  Yet  he  passed  away,  and, 
lo,  he  was  not:  yea,  I  sought 
him,  but  he  could  not  be  found. 

37  Mark  the  perfect  man^  and 
behold  the  upright:  for  the  end 
of  that  man  is  peace. 

38  But  the  transgressors  shall 
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OoiTs  mercy. 


be  destroyed  together :  the  end 
of  the  wicked  shall  be  cut  off 

39  But  the  salvation  of  the 
righteous  ts  of  the  Lord:  he  is 
their  strength  in  the  time  of 
trouble.

3  TAere  w  no  soundness  in  my 
flesh  because  of  Hiine  anger; 
neither  is  there  any  rest  in  my 
bones  because  of  my  sin. 

4  For  mine  iniquities  are  gone 
over  mine  head :  as  a  heavy  bur- 
den they  are  too  heavy  for  note. 

5  My  woimds  stink  and  are 
corrupt  because  of  my  foolish- 
ness. 

6  I  am  troubled;  I  am  bowed 
doAMi  greatly  ;  I  go  mourning 
all  the  day  long. 

7  For  my  loins  are  filled  with 
a  loathsome  cUsease:  and  there 
is  no  soimdness  in  my  flesh. 

8  I  am  feeble  and  sore  broken : 
I  have  roared  by  reason  of  the 
disquietness  of  my  heart. 

9  Lord,  all  my  desire  is  before 
thee;  and  my  groaning  is  not 
hid  from  thee. 


10  My  heart  panteth,  my 
strength  faileth  me :  as  for  the 
light  of  mine  eyes,  it  also  is 
gone  from  me. 

11  My  lovers  and  my  friends 
stand  aloof  Gcom  my  sore ;  and 
my  kinsmen  stand  afar  off. 

12  They  also  that  seek  after 
my  life  lay  snares /or  me;  and 
they  that  seek  my  hurt  speak 
mischievous  tilings,  and  ima- 
gine deceits  all  ihe  day  long. 

13  But  I,  as  a  deaf  Tnan,  heard 
not;  and  I  was  as  a  dumb  man 
that  openeth  not  his  mouth. 

14  Thus  I  was  as  a  man  that 
heareth  not,  and  in  whose 
mouth  are  no  reproofs. 

15  For  in  thee,  O  Lord,  do  I 
hope :  thou  wilt  hear,  O  Lord 
my  Grod. 

16  For  I  said,  Hear  me,  lest 
otherwise  they  should  rejoice 
over  me:  when  my  foot  slip- 
peth,  they  magnify  themselves 
against  me. 

17  For  I  am  ready  to  halt, 
and  my  sorrow  is  continually 
before  me. 

18  For  I  will  declare  mine  ini- 
quity; I  will  be  sorry  for  my 
sin. 

19  But  mine  enemies  are  live- 
ly, and  they  are  strong:  and 
tiLey  that  hate  me  wrongfully 
are  multiplied. 

20  They  also  that  render  evil 
for  good  are  mine  adversaries ; 
because  I  follow  the  thing  that 
good  is. 

21  Forsake  me  not,  O  Lord: 
O  my  God,  be  not  far  from  me. 

22  Make  haste  to  help  me, 
O  Lord  my  salvation. 
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PSALM  XXXIX. 

1  Daniels  care  of  his  thoughts.  4  He  prayeth 
for  a  seme  of  the  brevity  and  vanity  of  life; 
7  for  pardon  ;  10  and  for  deliverance  from 
God's  judgments.

I  SAID,  I  wUl  take  heed 
to  my  wap,  that  I  sin  not 
with  my  tongue :  I  will  keep 
my  mouth  with  a  bridle,  while 
the  wicked  is  before  me. 

2  I  was  dumb  with  silence, 
I  held  my  peace,  even  from 
good;  and  my  sorrow  was  stir- 
red, 

3  My  heart  was  hot  within 
me;  while  I  was  musing  the 
fire  burned :  then  spake  I  with 
my  tongue, 

4  Lord,  make  me  to  know 
mine  end,  and  the  measure  of 
my  days,  what  it  ts;  thatIma,Y 
know  how  frail  I  am. 

5  Behold,  thou  hast  made  my 
days  as  a  handbreadth;  and 
mine  age  is  as  nothing  before 
thee :  verily  every  man  at  his 
best  state  is  altogether  vanity. 
Selah. 

6  Surely  every  man  walketh 
in  a  vain  shew:  surely  they 
are  disquieted  in  vain :  he  heap- 
eth  up  richeSy  and  knoweth  not 
who  shall  gather  them. 

7  And  now.  Lord,  what  wait 
I  for?  my  hope  is  in  thee. 

8  Deliver  me  from  all  my 
transgressions:  make  me  not 
the  reproach  of  the  foolish. 

9  I  was  dumb,  I  opened  not  my 
mouth ;  because  thou  didst  it. 

10  Remove  thy  stroke  away 
from  me :  I  am  consumed  by 
the  blow  of  thine  hand. 
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11  When  thou  with  rebukes 
dost  correct  man  for  iniquity, 
thou  makest  his  beauty  to 
consume  away  like  a  moth; 
surely  every  man  is  vanity. 
Selah. 

12  Hear  my  prayer,  O  Lord, 
and  give  ear  unto  my  cry; 
hold  not  thy  peace  at  my  tears : 
for  I  am  a  stranger  with  thee, 
and  a  sojourner,  as  all  my  fa- 
thers were. 

13  Oh  spare  me,  that  I  may 
recover  strength,  before  I  go 
hence,  and  be  no  more. 

PSALM  XL.

29  Because  of  thy  temple  at 
Jerusalem  shall  kings  bring 
presents  unto  thee. 

30  Rebuke  the  companv  of 
qpeanuen,  the  multitude  of  the 


bulls,  with  the  calves  of  the  peo- 
ple, till  every  one  submit  him- 
self with  pieces  of  silver :  scat- 
ter thou  the  people  that  delight 
in  war. 

31  Princes  shall  come  out  of 
Egypt;  Ethiopia  shall  sooa 
stretch  out  her  hands  unto  God. 

32  Sing  unto  God,  ye  king- 
doms of  the  earth;  oh  sing  prais- 
es unto  the  Lord ;  Selah : 

33  To  him  that  rideth  upon 
the  heavens  of  heavens,  tvhich 
tvere  of  old ;  lo,  he  doth  send 
out  his  voice,  arid  that  a  mighty 
voice. 

34  Ascribe  ye  strength  unto 
Godi :  his  excellency  is  over  Is- 
rael, and  his  stir^tigth  is  in  the 
clouds. 

35  O  Gtxi,  thou  art  terrible 
out  of  thy  holy  places:  theGi>d 
of  Israel  is  he  that  giveth 
strength  and  power  unto  his 
people.    Blessed  he  GtxL

SAVE  me,  O  God;  for  the 
waters  are  come  in  imto 
my  soul. 

2  I  sink  in  deep  mire,  where 
there  is  no  standing:  I  am 
come  into  deep  waters,  where 
the  floods  overflow  me. 

3  I  am  weary  of  my  crying : 
my  throat  is  dried :  mine  eyes 
fail  while  I  wait  for  my  Gt)d. 

4  They  that  hate  me  without 
a  cauBe  are  more  than  the  hairs 
of  mine  head:  they  &afc  would

destroy  me,  being  mine  enemies 
wrongfully,  are  mighty:  then 
I  restored  that  which  I  took 
not  away. 

5  O  God,  thou  knowest  my 
foolishness;  and  my  sins  are 
not  hid  from  thee. 

6  Let  not  them  that  wait  on 
thee,  O  Lord  God  of  hosts,  he 
ashamed  for  my  sake:  let  not 
those  that  seek  thee  he  con- 
founded for  my  sake,  0  God  of 
Israel. 

7  Because  for  thy  sake  I  have 
home  reproach;  shame  hath 
covered  my  fa.ce. 

8  I  am  become  a  stranger  un- 
to  my  brethren,  and  an  alien 
unto  my  mother's  children. 

9  For  the  zeal  of  thine  house 
hath  eaten  me  up ;  and  the  re- 
proaches of  them  that  reproach- 
ed thee  are  fallen  upon  me. 

10  When  I  wept,  and  chas* 
tened  my  soul  with  fasting,  that 
was  to  my  reproach. 

Ill  made  sackcloth  also  my 
garment ;  and  I  became  a  pro- 
verb to  them. 

12  They  that  sit  in  the  gate 
speak  against  me;  and  I  wot 
the  song  of  the  drunkards. 

13  But  as  for  me,  my  prayer 
is  unto  thee,  O  Lord,  in  an  ac- 
ceptable time :  O  God,  in  the 
multitude  of  thy  mercy  hear 
me,  in  the  truth  of  thy  salva- 
tion. 

14  Deliver  me  out  of  the  mire, 
and  let  me  not  sink :  let  me  be 
delivered  from  them  that  hate 
me,  and  out  of  tibe  deep  waters.

not  the  pit  shut  her  mouth  up- 
on me. 

16  Hear  me,  O  Lord  ;  for  thy 
lovingkindness  is  good:  turn 
unto  me  according  to  the  mul- 
titude  of  thy  tender  mercies. 

1 7  And  hide  not  thy  face  from 
thy  servant ;  for  I  am  in  trou- 
ble :  hear  me  speedily. 

18  Draw  nigh  unto  my  soul, 
and  redeem  it :  deliver  me  be- 
cause of  mine  enemies. 

19  Thou  hast  known  my  re- 
proach, and  my  shame,  and  my 
dishonour :  mine  adversaries 
are  all  before  thee. 

20  Reproach  hath  broken  my 
heart;  and  I  am  full  of  hea- 
viness :  and  I  looked  for  some 
to  take  pity,  but  there  was 
none ;  and  for  comforters,  but 
I  found  none. 

21  They  gave  me  also  gall 
for  my  meat ;  and  in  my  tlurst 
they  gave  me  vinegar  to  drink.

25  Let  their  habitation  be 
desolate;  and  let  none  dwell 
in  tiieir  tents.

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27  Add  iniquity  unto  their  ini- 
quity:  and  let  them  not  come 
into  thy  righteousness.

IN  thee,  O  Lord,  do  I  put  my 
trust :  let  me  never  be  put 
to  confusion. 

2  Deliver  me  in  thy  righteous- 
ness, and  cause  me  to  escape: 
incline  thine  ear  imto  me,  and 
save  me. 

3  Be  thou  my  strong  habita- 
tion, whereunto  I  may  contin- 
ually resort:  thou  hast  given 
commandment  to  save  me;  for 
thou  art  my  rock  and  my  for- 
tress. 

4  Deliver  me,  O  my  God,  out 
of  the  hand  of  the  wicked,  out 
of  the  hand  of  the  unrighteous 
and  cruel  man. 

5  For  thou  art  my  hope,  O 
Lord  God  :  thou  art  my  trust 
from  my  youth. 

6  By  thee  have  I  been  hold- 
en  up  from  the  womb :  thou  art 
he  that  took  me  out  of  my  mo- 
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ther's  bowels :  my  praise  shall 
be  continually  of  thee. 

7  I  am  as  a  wonder  unto 
many ;  but  thou  art  my  strong 
refuge. 

8  Let  my  mouth  be  filled  ivith 
thy  praise  and  with  thy  honour 
all  the  day. 

9  Cast  me  not  ofi*  in  the  time 
of  old  age;  forsake  me  not 
when  my  steength  faileth. 

10  For  mine  enemies  speak 
against  me ;  and  they  that  lay 
wait  for  my  soul  take  counsel 
together, 

11  Saying,  God  hath  forsaken 
him :  persecute  and  take  him ; 
for  there  is  none  to  deliver  him. 

12  O  God,  be  not  far  from 
me:  O  my  God,  make  haste 
for  my  help. 

13  Let  them  be  confounded 
and  consumed  that  are  adver- 
saxies  to  my  soul ;  let  them  be 
covered  fvith  reproach  and  dis- 
honour that  seek  my  hurt. 

14  But  I  will  hope  continual- 
ly, and  will  yet  praise  thee 
more  and  more. 

15  My  mouth  shall  shew  forth 
thy  righteousness  and  thy  sal- 
vation all  the  day ;  for  I  know 
not  the  numbers  thereof. 

16  I  will  go  in  the  strength 
of  the  Lord  God  :  I  will  make 
nobention  of  thy  righteousness, 
even  of  thine  only. 

17  O  God,  thou  hast  taught 
me  from  my  youth :  and  hith- 
erto have  I  declared  thy  won- 
drous works. 

18  Now  also  when  I  am  old 
and  grayheaded,  O  Gt)d,  forsake 
me  not;  imtil  I  have  shewed 


thy  strength  unto  this  genera- 
tion, andthj  power  to  everyone 
that  is  to  come. 

19  Thy  righteousness  also,  O 
God,  is  very  high,  who  hastdone 
great  things:  O  God,  who  w  like 
unto  thee ! 

20  Thouj  which  hast  shewed 
me  great  and  sore  troubles, 
shalt  quicken  me  again,  and 
shalt  bring  me  up  again  from 
the  depths  of  the  earth. 

21  Thou  shalt  increase  my 
greatness,  and  comfort  me  on 
every  side. 

22  I  will  also  praise  thee  with 
the  psaltery,  even  thy  truth,  O 
my  God :  unto  thee  will  I  sing 
with  the  harp,  O  thou  Holy  One 
of  Israel. 

23  My  lips  shall  greatly  re- 
joice when  I  sing  unto  thee; 
and  my  soul,  which  thou  hast 
redeemed. 

24  My  tongue  also  shall  talk 
of  thy  righteousness  all  the  day 
long:  for  they  are  confound- 
ed, for  they  are  brought  unto 
shame,  that  seek  my  hurt.

3  The  moimtains  shall  bring 
peace  to  the  people,  and  the 
little  hills,  by  righteousness. 

4  He  shall  judge  the  poor  of 
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the  people,  he  shall  save  the 
children  of  the  needy,  and 
shall  break  in  pieces  the  op- 
pressor. 

5  They  shall  fear  thee  as  long 
as  the  sun  and  moon  endure, 
throughout  all  generations. 

6  He  shall  come  down  like 
rain  upon  the  mown  grass :  as 
showers  that  water  the  earth. 

7  In  his  days  shall  the  right- 
eous flourish;  and  abundance 
of  peace  so  long  as  the  moon 
endureth. 

8  He  shall  hare  dominion  also 
from  sea  to  sea,  and  from  the 
river  unto  the  ends  of  the  earth, 

9  They  that  dwell  in  the  wil- 
derness shall  bow  before  him;

14  He  shall  redeem  their  soul 
from  deceit  and  violence :  and 
precious  shall  their  blood  be  in 
his  sight. 

15  And  he  shall  live,  and  to 
him  shall  be  given  of  the  gold 
of  Sheba :  prayer  also  shall  be 
made  for  him  continually ;  and 
daily  shall  he  be  praised. 
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16  There  shall  be  a  handftd 
of  com  iji  the  earth  upon  the 
top  of  the  mountains ;  the  fruit 
thereof  shall  shake  like  Leba- 
non: and  they  of  the  city  shall 
flourish  like  grass  of  the  earth. 

17  His  name  shall  midure  for 
ever :  his  name  shall  be  conti- 
nued as  long  as  the  sun :  and 
men  shall  be  blessed  inhim :  all 
nations  shall  call  him  blessed. 

18  Blessed  be  the  Lord  God, 
the  Grod  of  Lnrael,  who  only  do- 
eth  wondrous  things. 

19  And  blessed  he  his  glori- 
ous name  for  ever :  and  let  the 
whole  earth  be  filled  with  his 
glory.    Amen,  and  Amen. 

20  The  prayers  of  David  the 
son  of  Jesse  are  ended.

1  The  psalmist,  strmaly  tempted  by  the  pros- 
perity of  the  wicked,  16  findeth  relief  in  the 
sanctuary  in  wiew  of  the  end  of  the  wicked 
and  the  salvation  of  the  righteous, 

IT  A  Psalm  of  Asaph. 

TRULY  God  is  good  to  Is- 
rael, even  to  such  as  are 
of  a  clean  heart. 

2  But  as  for  me,  my  feet 
were  almost  gone;  my  steps 
had  well  nigh  slipped. 

3  For  I  was  envious  at  the 
foolish,  when  I  saw  tiie  pros- 
perity of  the  wicked. 

4  For  there  are  no  bands  in 
their  death:  but  their  strength 
is  firm. 

5  They  are  not  in  trouble  as 
other  men;  neither  are  they 
plagued  like  other  men. 

6  Therefore  pride  compass- 
eth  them  about  as  a  chain; 
violence  covereth  them  as  a 
garment. 
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7  Their  eyes  stand  out  with 
fatness:  they  have  more  than 
heart  could  wish. 

8  They  are  corrupt,  and 
speak  wickedly  concerning  op- 
pression :  they  speak  loftily. 

9  They  set  their  mouth  against 
the  heavens,  and  their  tongue 
walketh  through  the  earth. 

10  Therefore  his  people  re- 
turn hither:  and  waters  of  a 
full  cup  are  wrung  out  to  them. 

11  And  they  say,  How  doth 
God  know?  and  is  there  know- 
ledge in  the  Most  High? 

12  Behold,  these  are  the  un- 
godly, who  prosper  in  the  Worid ; 
they  increase  in  riches. 

13  Verily  I  have  cleansed  my 
heart  in  vain,  and  washed  my 
hands  in  inuocency. 

14  For  all  the  day  long  have 
I  been  plagued,  and  chastened 
every  morning. 

15  If  I  say,  I  will  speak 
thus;  behold,  I  should  offend 
against  the  generation  of  thy 
children. 

16  When  I  thought  to  know 
this,  it  wa$  too  painful  for 
me; 

17  Until  I  went  into  the  sanc- 
tuary of  Grod;  then  understood 
I  their  end. 

18  Surely  thou  didst  set  them 
in  slippery  places:  thou  cast- 
edst  them  down  into  destruc- 
tion. 

19  How  are  they  brought  into 
desolation,  as  in  a  moment! 
they  are  utterly  consumed  with 
terrors. 

20  As  a  dream  when  one 
awaketh;  to^  O  Lord,  when 


thou  awakest,  thou  shalt  de- 
spise their  image. 

21  Thus  my  heart  was  griev- 
ed, and  I  was  pricked  in  my 
reins. 

22  So  foolish  was  I,  and  ig- 
norant: I  was  as  a  beast  be- 
fore thee. 

23  Nevertheless  I  am  con- 
tinually with  thee :  thou  hast 
hdden  me  by  my  right  hand. 

24  Thou  shalt  guide  me  with 
thy  coimsel,  and  afterwaxd  re- 
ceive me  to  glory. 

26  Whom  have  I  in  heaven 
but  thee?  and  there  is  none 
up(Hi  earth  that  I  desire  be- 
sides thee. 

26  My  flesh  and  my  heart 
faileth:  ^^  God  is  the  strength 
of  my  heart,  and  my  portion 
for  ever. 

27  For,  lo,  they  that  are  far 
from  thee  shall  perish:  thou 
hast  destroyed  aU  them  that 
go  a  whoring  from  thee. 

28  But  it  is  good  f<^  me  to 
draw  near  to  Grod :  I  have  put 
my  trust  in  the  Lord  God,  that 
I  may  declare  all  thy  works.

OGOD,  why  hast  thou  cast 
us  off  for  ever?  why  doth 
thine  anger  smoke  against  the 
sheep  of  thy  pasture? 

2  Remember  thy  congrega- 
tion, which  thou  hast  purchas- 
ed of  old;  the  rod  of  thine 
inheritaiU)e,  tvhich  thou  hast 
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redeemed;   this   mount  Zion, 
wherein  thou  hast  dwelt. 

3  Lift  up  thy  feet  unto  tiie 
perpetual  desolations ;  even  all 
that  the  enemy  hath  done 
wickedly  in  the  sanctuary. 

4  Thine  enemies  roar  in  the 
midst  of  thy  congregations; 
they  set  up  their  ensigns  for 
signs. 

5  A  man  was  famous  accord- 
ing as  he  had  lifted  up  axes  up- 
on the  thick  trees. 

6  But  now  they  break  down 
the  carved  work  thereof  at  once 
with  axes  and  hammers. 

7  They  have  cast  fire  into  thy 
sanctuary,  they  have  defiled  by 
casting  doum  the  dwellingplace 
of  thy  name  to  the  ground. 

8  They  said  in  their  hearts, 
Let  us  destroy  them  together : 
they  have  burned  up  all  the 
synagogues  of  God  in  the  land. 

9  We  see  not  our  signs:  there 
is  no  more  any  prophet:  nei- 
ther  is  there  among  us  any  that 
knoweth  how  long. 

10  O  God,  how  long  shall  the 
adversary  reproach  ?  shall  the 
enemy  blaspheme  thy  name 
for  ever  ? 

11  Why  withdrawest  thou 
thy  hand,  even  thy  right  hand  ? 
pluck  it  out  of  thy  bosom. 

12  For  Gt)d  is  my  King  of  old, 
working  salvation  in  the  midst 
of  the  earth, 

13  Thou  didst  divide  the  sea 
by  thy  strength :  thou  brakest 
the  heads  of  the  dragons  in  the 
waters. 

14  Thou  brakest  the  heads 
of  leviathan  in  pieces,  and  gav-

est  him  to  be  meat  to  the  peo- 
ple inhabiting  the  wilderness. 

15  Thou  didst  cleave  the  foun- 
tain and  the  flood :  thou  driedst 
up  mighty  rivers.

20  Have  respect  imto  the  co- 
venant: for  the  dark  places  of 
the  earth  are  full  of  the  habita- 
tions of  cruelty. 

2 1  Oh  let  not  the  oppressed  re« 
turn  ashamed :  let  the  poor  and 
needy  praise  thy  name. 

22  Anse,  O  Gt)d,  plead  thine 
ovni  cause :  remember  how  the 
foolish  man  reproacheth  thee 
daily. 

23  Forget  not  the  voice  of 
thine  enemies :  the  tumult  of 
those  that  rise  up  against  thee 
increaseHi  continually.

5  The  stouthearted  are  spoil- 
ed, they  have  slept  their  sleep: 
and  none  of  the  men  of  might 
have  found  their  hands. 

6  At  thy  rebuke,  O  Grod  of  Ja- 
cob, both  the  chariot  and  horse 
are  cast  into  a  dead  sleep. 

7  Thou,  even  thou,  art  to  he 
feared:  and  who  may  stand 
in  thy  sight  when  once  thou 
art  angry? 

8  Thou  didst  cause  judgment 
to  be  heard  from  heaven;  the 
earth  feared,  and  was  still, 

9  When  God  arose  to  judg- 
ment,  to  save  all  the  meek  of 
the  earth,    Selah. 

10  Surely  tiie  wrath  of  man 
shall  praise  thee :  the  remain- 
der of  wrath  shalt  thou  re- 
strain. 

11  Vow,  and  pay  unto  the 
Lord  your  God:  let  all  that 
be  round  about  him  bring  pre- 
sents imto  him  that  ought  to 
be  feared. 

12  He  shall  cut  off  the  spirit 
of  princes :  he  is  terrible  to  the 
kings  of  the  earth. 

PSALM  LXXVU. 

1  lUe  psalmist  thevoeth  what  combat  he  had 
with  hie  dUtruet,  10  The  victory  which  lie 
had  by  consideration  of  God's  great  and  grcb- 
Hous  works, 

IT  To  the  chief  Musician,  to  Jedn- 

thun,  A  Psalm  of  Asaph. 
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His  victory  over  U, 


I  CRIED  unto  God  with  my 
voice,  even  unto  God  with 
my  voice;  and  he  gave  ear  un- 
to me. 

2  In  the  day  of  my  trouhle  I 
sought  the  Lord :  my  sore  ran 
in  the  night,  and  ceased  not: 
my  soul  refused  to  he  com- 
forted. 

3  I  r^nembered  God,  and 
was  troubled:  I  complained, 
and  my  spirit  was  overwhelm- 
ed.   Selah. 

4  Thou  boldest  mine  eyes 
waking :  I  am  so  troubled  that 
I  cannot  speak. 

6  I  have  considered  the  days 
of  old,  the  years  of  ancient 
times. 

6  I  call  to  remembrance  my 
song  in  the  night :  I  commune 
with  mine  own  heart:  and  my 
spirit  made  diligent  search. 

7  Will  the  Lord  cast  off  for 
ever?  and  will  he  be  favourable 
no  more  ? 

8  Is  his  mercy  clean  gone  for 
ever?  doth  ki$  promise  £ail  for 
evermore? 

9  Hath  God  forgotten  to  be 
gracious?  hath  he  in  anger 
shut  up  hU  tender  mercies? 
Selah. 

10  And  I  said,  This  is  my 
infirmity:  but  I  will  remem- 
ber the  years  of  the  right  hand 
of  the  Most  High. 

Ill  will  remember  the  works 
of  the  Lord:  surely  I  will  re- 
member  thy  wonders  of  old. 

12  I  will  meditate  also  of 
all  thy  work,  and  talk  of  thy 
doings. 

13  Thy  way,OGod,Minthe 
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sanctuaxy :  who  is  so  great  a 
God  as  our  God ! 

14  Thou  art  the  God  that 
doest  wonders:  thou  hast  de- 
clared thy  strength  among  the 
people. 

15  Thou  hast  with  thine  arm 
redeemed  thy  people,  the  sons 
of  Jacob  and  Joseph.    Selah. 

16  The  waters  saw  thee,  O 
God,  the  waters  saw  thee ; 
they  were  afraid:  the  depths 
also  were  troubled. 

17  The  cloads  poured  out 
water:  the  skies  sent  out  a 
sound:  thine  arrows  also  went 
abroad. 

18  The  voice  of  thy  thimder 
tvas  in  the  heaven :  the  light* 
nings  lightened  the  world:  the 
earth  trembled  and  shook. 

19  Thy  way  f$  in  the  sea,  and 
thy  path  in  the  great  wa- 
ters, and  thy  footsteps  are  not 
known. 

20  Thou  leddest  thy  people 
like  a  flock  by  the  hand  of 
Moses  and  Aaron. 

PSALM   LXXVIII. 

1  An  exhortation  both  to  learn  and  to  preaeh 
the  lam  of  Ood,  9  Oo^t  dealiys  unth  urn- 
believing  and  disobedient  Israeli  67  Th^ 
other  tribes  being  rejected,  God  chose  Judah^ 
Ms  chose  also  Domd, 

IT  tf aschil  of  Asafdi. 
/^  IVE  ear,  O  my  peojde,  to 
VX  my  law :  incline  your  ears 
to  the  words  of  my  mouth. 

2  I  will  open  my  mouth  in  a 
parable:  I  will  utter  dark  say- 
ings of  (dd: 

3  Which  we  have  heard  and 
known,  and  our  fathers  have 
told  us. 

4  We  will  not  hide  them  from 
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unbelieving  Israel, 


their  children,  shewing  to  the 
generation  to  ccnne  the  praises 
of  the  Lord,  and  his  strength, 
and  his  wonderful  works  that 
he  hath  done. 

5  For  he  established  a  tes- 
timony in  Jacob,  and  appoint- 
ed a  law  in  Israel,  which  he 
commanded  onr  fathers,  that 
they  should  make  them  known 
to  tibeir  children : 

6  That  the  generation  to  come 
might  know  themy  even  the 
G]i^dien  which  should  be  bom; 
who  should  arise  and  declare 
them  to  their  children: 

7  That  they  might  set  their 
hope  in  €U)d,  and  not  forget 
the  wwks  of  God,  but  keep  his 
commandments : 

8  And  mig^t  not  be  as  their 
fathers,  a  stubborn  and  rebel- 
lious generation ;  a  generation 
that  set  not  their  heart  aright, 
and  whose  spirit  was  not  strnd- 
fast  with  God. 

9  The  children  of  Ej^iraim, 
being  armed,  and  carrying 
bows,  turned  back  in  the  day 
of  ba^le. 

10  They  kept  not  the  cove- 
nant of  God,  and  refused  to 
walk  in  his  law; 

11  And  forgat  his  works,  and 
his  wonders  that  he  had  shewed 
them. 

12  Marvellous  things  did  he 
in  the  sight  of  their  fathers, 
in  tiie  land  of  Egypt,  in  the 
field  of  Zoan. 

13  He  divided  the  sea,  and 
caused  them  to  pass  through; 
and  he  made  tiie  waters  to 
stand  as  a  heap. 


14  Li  the  daytime  also  he  led 
them  with  a  cloud,  and  all  the 
night  with  a  light  of  fire. 

15  He  clave  the  rocks  in 
the  wilderness,  and  gave  them 
drink  as  otU  of  the  great  depths. 

16  He  brought  streams  also 
out  of  the  rock,  and  caused 
waters  to  run  down  like  rivers. 

17  And  they  sinned  yet  more 
against  him  by  provoking  the 
Most  High  in  the  wilderness. 

18  And  they  tempted  Gtxl  in 
their  heart  by  askmg  meat  for 
their  lust. 

19  Yea,  they  spake  against 
Gx>d;  they  said.  Can  Grod  fur- 
nish a  table  in  the  wildemess  ? 

20  Behold,  he  smote  the  rock, 
that  the  waters  gushed  out, 
and  the  streams  overflowed; 
can  he  give  bi:ead  also?  can 
he  provide  flesh  for  his  people  ? 

21  Therefcure  the  Lord  heard 
this,  and  was  wroth:  so  a  fire 
was  kindled  against  Jacob, 
and  anger  also  came  up  against 
Israel ; 

22  Because  they  believed  not 
in  God,  and  trusted  not  in  his 
salvation  : 

23  Though  he  had  command- 
ed the  clouds  from  above,  and 
opened  the  doors  of  heaven, 

24  And  had  rained  down 
manna  upon  them  to  eat,  and 
had  giv^i  them  of  the  com  of 
heaven. 

25  Man  did  eat  angels'  food : 
he  sent  them  meat  to  the  full. 

26  He  caused  an  east  wind 
to  blow  in  the  heaven :  and  by 
his  power  he  brought  in  the 
south  wind. 
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27  He  rained  flesh  also  upon 
them  as  dust,  and  feathered 
fowls  like  as  the  sand  of  the 
sea: 

28  And  he  let  it  fall  in  the 
midst  of  their  camp,  round 
about  their  habitations. 

29  So  they  did  eat,  and 
were  well  filled:  for  he  gave 
them  their  own  desire ; 

30  They  were  not  estranged 
firom  their  lust:  but  while  their 
meat  was  yet  in  their  mouths, 

31  The  wrath  of  Grod  came 
upon  them,  and  slew  the  fat- 
test of  them,  and  smote  down 
the  chosen  men  of  Israel. 

32  For  all  this  they  sinned 
still,  and  believed  not  for  his 
wondrous  works. 

33  Therefore  their  days  did 
he  consume  in  vanity,  and 
their  years  in  trouble. 

34  When  he  slew  them,  then 
they  sought  him:  and  they 
returned  and  inquired  early 
after  Grod. 

35  And  they  remembered  that 
God  was  their  rock,  and  the 
high  God  their  redeemer. 

36  Nevertheless  they  did  flat- 
ter him  with  their  mouth,  and 
they  lied  unto  him  with  their 
tongues. 

37  For  their  heart  was  not 
right  with  him,  neither  were 
tiiey  steadfast  in  his  covenant. 

38  But  he,  being  full  of  com- 
passion, forgave  their  iniquity, 
and  destroyed  them  not:  yea, 
many  a  time  turned  he  his 
anger  away,  and  did  not  stir 
up  aU  his  wrath. 

39  For  he  remembered  that 
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they  were  but  flesh;  a  wind 
that  passeth  away,  and  com- 
eth  not  again. 

40  How  oft  did  they  provoke 
him  in  the  wild«ness,  and 
grieve  him  in  the  desert ! 

41  Yea,  they  tumed  back 
and  tempted  God,  and  limit- 
ed the  Holy  One  of  Israel. 

42  They  remembered  not  his 
hand,  nor  the  day  when  he  de-^ 
livered  them  from  the  enemy: 

43  How  he  had  wrought  his 
signs  in  Egypt,  and  his  won- 
ders in  the  field  of  Zoan: 

44  And  had  tumed  their  riv- 
ers  into  blood;  ai»l  their  floods, 
that  they  could  not  drink. 

45  He  sent  divers  sorts  of 
flies  among  them,  which  de- 
voured them;  and  frogs,  which 
destroyed  them. 

46  He  gave  also  their  iucrease 
unto  the  caterpillar,  and  their 
labour  unto  the  locust. 

47  He  destroyed  their  vines 
with  hail,  and  their  sycamore 
trees  with  firost. 

48  He  gave  up  thdr  cattle 
also  to  the  hail,  and  their  flocks 
to  hot  thunderbolts. 

49  He  cast  upon  them  the 
fierceness  of  his  anger,  wrath, 
and  indignation,  and  trouble, 
by  sending  evil  angels  among 
them, 

50  He  made  a  way  to  his  an- 
ger; he  spared  not  their  soul 
fix>m  death,  but  gave  their  life 
over  to  the  pestilence; 

51  And  smote  all  the  first- 
bom  in  Egypt;  the  chief  of 
their  strength  in  the  tabema* 
cles  of  Ham: 
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52  But  made  his  own  people 
to  go  forth  like  sheep,  and 
guided  them  in  the  wilderness 
like  a  flock. 

53  And  he  led  them  on  safely, 
so  that  tiiey  feared  not:  but 
the  sea  overwhelmed  their  en- 
emies. 

54  And  he  brought  them  to 
the  border  of  his  sanctuary, 
even  to  this  mountain,  which 
his  right  hand  had  purchased. 

55  He  cast  out  the  heathen 
also  before  them,  and  divided 
them  an  inheritance  by  line, 
and  made  the  tribes  of  Israel 
to  dwell  in  their  tents. 

56  Yet  they  tempted  and  pro- 
voked the  most  high  God,  and 
kept  not  his  testhnonies: 

57  But  turned  back,  and  dealt 
unfaithfully  like  their  fathers  : 
they  were  turned  aside  like  a 
deoeitfiil  bow. 

58  For  they  provoked  him  to 
anger  with  tiieir  high  places, 
and  moved  him  to  jealousy 
with  their  graven  images. 

59  When  God  heard  this^  he 
was  wrbtii,  and  greatly  abhor- 
red Israel: 

60  So  that  he  forsook  the 
tabemacle  of  Shiloh,  the  tent 
which  he  placed  among  men; 

61  And  delivered  his  strength 
into  captivity,  and  his  glory  in- 
to the  enemy  8  hand. 

62  He  gave  his  people  over 
aJso  unto  the  sword;  and  was 
wroth  with  his  inheritance. 

63  The  fire  consumed  their 
young  men;  and  their  maid- 
ens were  not  given  to  mar- 
riage. 


64  Their  priests  fell  by  the 
sword;  and  their  widows  made 
no  lamentation. 

65  Then  the  Lord  awaked 
as  one  out  of  sleep,  and  like 
a  mighty  man  that  shouteth 
by  reason  of  wine. 

66  And  he  smote  his  enemies 
in  the  hinder  parts:  he  put 
them  to  a  perpetual  reproach. 

67  Moreover  he  refused  the  ta- 
bemacle of  Joseph,  and  chose 
not  the  tribe  of  Ephraim : 

68  But  chose  the  tribe  of  Ju- 
dah,  the  mount  Zion  which  he 
loved. 

69  And  he  built  his  sanctu- 
ary like  high  palaces^  like  the 
earth  which  he  hath  establish- 
ed for  ever. 

70  He  chose  David  also  his 
servant,  and  took  him  frcrai 
the  sheepfolds : 

71  From  following  the  ewes 
great  with  yoimg  he  brought 
him  to  feed  Jacob  his  people, 
and  Israel  his  inheritanca 

72  So  he  fed  them  according 
to  the  integrity  of  his  heart; 
and  guided  them  by  the  skil- 
fulness  of  his  hands. 
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PSALM  LXXIX. 

Thejaalmiti  cany^aineth  of  the  de$olaH<m 
of  JeruBolem.  S  Jas  prayeth /or  deliveranetf 
18  andprcmiHth  thankftdneu. 

T  A  Psalm  of  Asaph. 

OGOD,  the  heathen  are 
come  into  thine  inherit- 
ance;  thy  holy  temple  have 
they  defiled;  they  have  laid 
Jerusalem  on  heaps. 

2    The  dead   bodies  of  thy 
servants  have  they  given  to 
be  meat  unto  the  fowls  of  the 
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heayen,  the  flesh  of  thy  saints 
unto  liie  beasts  of  the  earth. 

3  Their  blood  have  they  shed 
like  water  round  about  Jeru- 
salem; and  there  was  none  to 
bury  them, 

4  We  are  become  a  reproach 
to  our  nei^bours,  a  scorn  and 
derision  to  them  that  are  roimd 
about  us. 

5  How  long,  Lord  ?  wilt  thou 
be  angry  for  ever?  shall  thy 
jealousy  bum  like  fire? 

6  Pour  out  thy  wrath  up- 
on  the  heathen  tiiat  have  not 
known  thee,  and  upon  the 
kingdcmis  that  have  not  call- 
ed upon  thy  name. 

7  For  they  have  devoured  Ja- 
cob, and  laid  waste  his  dwell- 
ingplace. 

8  Oh  remember  not  against  us 
former  iniquities:  let  thy  ten- 
der  mercies  speedily  prevent 
us;  for  we  are  brought  very 
low. 

9  Help  us,  O  God  of  our  salva- 
tion, for  the  gl(Hy  of  thy  name  : 
and  deliver  us,  and  purge  away 
our  sins,  for  thy  name's  sake. 

10  Wherefore  should  the  hea- 
then say.  Where  is  their  God  ? 
let  him  be  known  among  the 
heathen  in  our  sight  by  the 
revenging  of  the  blood  of  tiiy 
servants  which  is  shed. 

11  Let  the  sighing  of  the  pri- 
soner come  before  tihee ;  accord- 
ing to  the  greatness  of  thy  pow- 
er preserve  thou  those  that  are 
appointed  to  die; 

12  And  render  unto  our  neigh- 
bours sevenfold  into  their  bo- 
som their  reproach,  wherewith 


they  have  reproached  thee,  O 
Lord. 

13  So  we  thy  people  and 
sheep  of  thy  pasture  will  give 
thee  thanks  for  ever:  we  will 
shew  forth  thy  praise  to  all  ge- 
nerations.

1  The  psalmUt  in  his  prayer  eomplainefh  of 
the  nUieriet  of  the  ehwren,  8  Oi^s  former 
favours  are  turned  into  judgments.  14  Hs

Asaph. 

GIVE  ear,  O  Shepherd  of 
Israel,  thou  that  leadest 
Joseph  like  a  flock ;  thou  that 
dwellest  between  the  cherub- 
im, shine  forth. 

2  Before  Ephraim  and  Ben- 
jamin and  Manasseh  stir  up 
thy  strength^  and  come  arid 
save  us. 

3  Turn  us  again,  O  God,  and 
cause  thy  face  to  shine;  and 
we  shall  be  saved. 

4  O  Lord  God  of  hosts,  how 
long  wilt  thou  be  angry  against 
the  prayer  of  thy  people? 

5  Thou  feedest  them  with  the 
bread  of  tears ;  and  givest  iheok 
teajTs  to  drink  in  great  measure. 

6  Thou  makest  us  a  strife 
unto  our  neighbours :  and  our 
^lemies  laugh  among  them- 
selves. 

7  Turn  us  again,  O  God  of 
hosts,  and  cause  thy  face  to 
shine ;  and  we  shall  be  saved. 

8  Thou  hast  brought  a  vine 
out  of  Egypt :  thou  hast  cast 
out  the  heathen,  and  planted  it. 

9  Thou  {Nreparedst  room  be- 
fore it,  and  didst  cause  it  to 
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take  deep  root,  and  it  filled  the 
land. 

10  The  hills  were  covered 
with  the  shadow  of  it,  and  the 
boughs  thereof  toere  like  the 
goodly  oedars. 

11  She  sent  out  her  boughs 
unto  the  seai,  and  her  branches 
unto  the  river. 

12  Why  hast  thou  then  broken 
down  her  hedges,  so  that  all 
they  which  pass  by  the  way 
do  pluck  her? 

13  The  boar  out  of  the  wood 
doth  waste  it,  and  the  wild 
beast  of  the  field  doth  devour  it. 

14  Return,  we  beseech  thee, 
O  Gt>d  of  hosts:  look  down 
from  heaven,  and  behold,  and 
visit  this  vine; 

15  And  the  vineyard  wMdi 
thy  right  hand  hath  planted^ 
and  the  branch  that  thou  mad- 
est  strong  for  thyself. 

16  It  is  burned  with  fire,  it 
is  cut  down :  they  perish  at  the 
rebuke  of  thy  countenance. 

17  Let  thy  hand  be  upon  the 
man  of  thy  right  hand,  upon  the 
son  of  man  whom  thou  maidest 
strong  for  thyself. 

18  So  will  not  we  go  back 
from  thee :  quicken  us,  and  we 
will  call  upon  thy  name. 

19  Turn  us  again,  O  Lord 
Grod  of  hosts,  cause  thy  face  to 
shine;  and  we  shall  be  saved. 

PSALM  LXXXI. 

1  An  exhori€Uion  to  a  tolemn  praising  of  God, 
4  Ood  chaUengeth  that  duty  by  reason  of 
hit  heiur/Ut.  8  Ood^  exhorting  to  obedience, 
eomplaineth  oftlicir  ditobedience,  whichprov- 
eth  their  own  hurt. 

T  To  the  chief  Musician  upon  Git- 
tith,  A  Psalm  of  Asaph. 


SING-  aloud  unto  God  our 
strength:  make  a  joyful 
noise  unto  the  God  of  Jacob. 

2  Take  a  psalm,  and  bring 
hither  the  timbrel,  the  pleas- 
ant harp  with  the  psaltery. 

3  Blow  up  the  trumpet  in 
the  new  moon,  in  the  time  ap- 
pointed,  on  our  solemn  feast 
day. 

4  For  this  tms  a  statute  for 
Israel,  and  a  law  of  the  God 
of  Jacob. 

5  This  he  ordained  in  Joseph 
for  a  testimony,  when  he  went 
out  through  the  land  of  Egypt : 
where  I  heard  a  language  that 
I  understood  not. 

6  I  removed  his  shoulder  from 
thebuirden:  his  hands  were  de- 
livered firom  the  pots. 

7  Thou  calledst  in  trouble, 
and  I  delivered  thee;  I  an- 
swered thee  in  the  secret  place 
of  thunder:  Iprovedtiieeatthe 
waters  of  Meribah.    Selah. 

8  Hear,  O  my  people,  and  I 
will  testify  imto  thee:  O  Is- 
rael, if  thou  wilt  hearken  un- 
to me; 

9  There  shall  no  strange  god 
be  in  thee ;  neitiier  shalt  thou 
worship  any  strange  god. 

10  I  am  the  Lord  thy  God, 
which  brought  thee  out  of  the 
land  of  Egypt:  open  thy  moutii 
wide,  and  I  will  fill  it. 

11  But  my  people  would  xm^ 
hearken  to  my  voice ;  and  Israel 
would  n<me  of  me. 

12  So  I  gave  them  up  unto 
their  own  hearts'  lust :  and  they 
walked  in  their  own  counsels. 

13  Oh  that  my  people  had

hearkened  unto  me,  and  Israel 
had  walked  in  my  ways! 

14  I  should  soon  have  suh- 
dued  their  enemies,  and  turned 
my  hand  against  their  adversa- 
ries. 

15  The  haters  of  the  Lord 
should  have  submitted  them- 
selves unto  him:  but  their  time 
should  have  endured  for  ever. 

16  He  should  have  fed  them 
also  with  the  finest  of  the 
wheat:  and  with  honey  out  of 
the  rock  should  I  have  satisfied 
thee.

2  How  long  will  ye  judge  un- 
justly, and  accept  the  persons  of 
the  wicked?

3  Defend  the  poor  and  father- 
less :  do  justice  to  the  afliicted 
and  needy. 

4  Deliver  the  poor  and  needy: 
rid  them  out  of  the  hand  of  the 
wicked. 

5  They  know  not,  neither  will 
they  understand;  they  walk  on 
in  darkness:  all ihe  foundations 
of  the  earth  are  out  of  course. 

6  I  have  said,  Ye  are  gods; 
and  all  of  you  are  children  of 
the  Most  High. 

7  But  ye  shall  die  like  men, 
and  fall  like  one  of  the  princes. 

8  Arise,  O  God,  judge  the 
earth:  for  thou  shalt  inherit 
all  nations.

9  A  prayer  against  them  UuU  opprem 
the  church, 

m  A  Song  or  Psahn  of  Asajrfb 

KEEP  not  thou  silence,  O 
God:  hold  not  thy  peace, 
and  be  not  still,  O  Gx>d. 

2  For,  lo,  thine  enemies  make 
a  tumult:  and  they  that  hate 
thee  have  lifted  up  the  head. 

3  They  have  taken  crafty 
counsel  against  thy  people,  and 
consulted  against  thy  hidden 
ones. 

4  They  have  said,  Come,  and 
let  us  cut  them  oflf  fi"om  being 
a  nation;  that  the  name  of  Is- 
rael may  be  no  more  in  remem- 
brance. 

5  For  they  have  consulted  to- 
gether with  one  consent :  they 
are  confederate  against  thee : 

6  The  tabemacles  of  Edom, 
and  the  Ishmaelites ;  of  Moab. 
and  the  Hagarenes ; 

7  Gebal,  and  Anmion,  and 
Amalek;  the  Philistines  with 
the  inhabitants  of  Tyre ; 

8  Assur  also  is  joined  with 
them:  they  have  holpen  the 
children  of  Lot   Selah. 

9  Do  unto  them  as  unto  the 
Midianites;  as  to  Sisera,  as  to 
Jabin,  at  the  brook  of  Kishon : 

10  TKAicA  perished  at  En-dor: 
they  became  as  dung  for  the 
earth. 

11  Make  their  nobles  like 
Oreb,  and  like  Zeeb:  yea,  all 
their  princes  as  Zebah,  and  as 
Zalmunna :

3  Who  layeth  the  beams  of 
his  chambers  in  the  waters: 
who  maketh  the  clouds  his 
chariot :  who  walketh  upon  the 
wings  q£  the  wind : 

4  Who  maketh  his  angels 
spirits;  his  ministers  a  flaining 
fire: 

6  Who  laid  the  foundations 
of  the  earth,  that  it  should  not 
be  removed  for  ever. 

6  Thou  ooveredfit  it  with  the 
deep  as  with  a  garment:  the 
waters  stood  above  the  mount- 
ains. 

7  At  thy  rebuke  they  fled; 
at  the  voice  of  thy  thunder  they 
Jiasted  away« 

8  They  go  up  by  the  mount- 
ains ;  they  go  down  by  the  val- 
leys unto  the  place  which  thou 
hast  founded  for  them. 

9  Thou  hsust  set  a  bound  that 
they  may  not  pass  over ;  that 
they  turn  not  again  to  cover 
the  earth. 

10  He  sendeth  Hie  springs  in- 
to the  valleys,  which  nm  among 
the  hills. 

1 1  They  give  drink  to  every 
beast  of  the  field:  the  ^dld 
asses  quench  their  thirst. 


12  By  them  shall  the  fowls  of 
the  heaven  have  their  habita- 
tion, which  sing  among  the 
branches. 

13  He  watereth  the  hills  from 
his  chambers:  Htud  earth  is  sa- 
tisfied witii  the  fruit  of  thy 
works. 

14  He  causeth  the  gra^  to 
grow  for  the  cattle,  and  herb 
for  the  service  of  man :  that  he 
may  bring  fcwrth  food  out  of  the 
earth; 

15  And  wine  thctt  maketh 
glad  the  heart  of  man,  cmd  oil 
to  make  his  face  to  sliine, 
and  bread  which  strengtheneth 
man's  heart. 

16  The  trees  of  the  Lord  are 
full  of  sap ;  the  cedars  of  Le- 
banon, which  he  hath  plant- 
ed; 

1 7  Where  the  birds  make  their 
nests :  as  for  the  stork,  the  fir 
trees  are  her  house. 

18  The  high  hills  are  a  re- 
fuge  for  the  wild  goats;  and 
the  Tocks  for  the  conies. 

19  He  appointed  the  moon 
for  seasons:  the  «un  knoweth 
his  going  down. 

20  Thou  make6t<larkness,and 
it  is  night:  wherein  all  the 
beasts  of  the  forest  do  creep 
forth. 

21  The  young  lions  roar  after 
their  prey,  and  seek  their  meat 
from  God. 

22  The  sun  ariseth,  they  ga- 
ther  themselves  together,  and 
lay  them  dowm  in  their  dens. 

28  Man  goeth  forth  unto  his 
work  and  to  his  labour  until 
the  evening. 
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24  0  Lord,  how  manifold  are 
thy  works!  in  wisdom  hast 
thou  made  them  all :  the  earth 
is  full  of  thy  riches. 

25  So  is  this  great  and  wide 
sea,  wherein  are  things  creep- 
ing  innumerable,  both  small 
and  great  beasts. 

26  There  go  the  ships:  there 
,is  that  leviathan,  whom  thou 
hast  made  to  play  therein. 

27  These  wait  all  upon  thee ; 
that  thou  mayest  give  them 
their  meat  in  due  season. 

28  7%a/ thou  givest them  they 
gather:  thou  openest  thine 
hand,  they  are  filled  with 
good. 

29  Thoa  hidest  thy  face,  they 
are  troubled:  thou  takest  away 
their  breath,  they  die,  and  re- 
turn to  their  dust. 

30  Thou  sendest  forth  thy 
spirit,  they  are  created:  and 
thou  renewest  the  face  of  the 
earth. 

31  The  glory  of  the  Lord 
shall  endure  for  ever:  the  Lord 
shall  rejoice  in  his  works. 

32  He  looketh  on  the  eaxth, 
and  it  trembleth :  he  toucheth 
the  hills,  and  they  smoke. 

33  I  will  sing  imto  the  Lord 
as  long  as  I  live :  I  will  sing 
praise  to  my  God  while  I  have 
my  being. 

34  My  meditation  of  him  shall 
be  sweet:  I  will  be  glad  in  the 
Lord. 

35  Let  the  sinners  be  con- 
sumed out  of  the  earth,  and  let 
the  wicked  be  no  more.  Bless 
thou  the  Lord,  O  my  soul. 
Praise  ye  the  Lord.

1  An  exhortati<m  to  praise  God,  and  to  r»> 
fMmber  his  works.  6  77*#  titory  of  God's  pro- 
vidence over  AbraJtam,  16  over  Joseph,  28 
over  Jacob  in  Egypt,  26  over  Moses  deliver- 
ing the  Israelites,  87  over  the  Israelitet 
brought  out  of  Egypt,  fed  in  tfu  wilderness^ 
and  planted  in  Canaan, 

OH  give  thanks  unto  the 
Lord  ;  call  upon  his  name : 
make  known  his  deeds  among 
the  people. 

2  Sing  unto  him,  sing  psalms 
unto  him:  talk  ye  of  all  his  won- 
drous works. 

3  Glory  ye  in  his  holy  name: 
let  the  heart  of  them  rejoice 
that  seek  the  Lord. 

4  Seek  the  Lord,  and  his 
strength:  seek  his  face  ever- 
more. 

6  Remember  his  marvellous 
works  that  he  hath  dcme ;  his 
wonders,  and  the  judgments  of 
his  mouth; 

6  O  ye  seed  of  Abraham  his 
servant,  ye  children  of  Jacob 
his  chosen. 

7  He  w  the  Lord  out  God: 
his  judgments  are  in  all  the 
earth. 

8  He  hath  remembered  his 
covenant  for  ever,  the  word 
which  he  commanded  to  a  thou- 
sand generations. 

9  AVliich  covenant  he  made 
with  Abraham^  and  his  oath 
unto  Isaac ; 

10  And  confirmed  the  same 
unto  Jacob  for  a  law,  and  to 
Israel  for  an  everlasting  cove- 
nant : 

11  Saying,  Unto  thee  will  I 
give  the  land  of  Canaan;  the 
lot  of  your  inheritance : 

12  When  they  were  but  a 
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few  men  ia  number;  yea,  very 
few,  and  strangers  in  it. 

18  When  they  went  from  one 
nation  to  another,  from  one 
kingdom  to  another  people ; 

14  He  suffered  no  man  to  do 
them  wrong :  yea,  he  reproved 
kings  for  tkeix  sakes ; 

15  Sayingy  Touch  not  mine 
anointed,  and  do  my  iHX)phets 
iko  harm. 

16  Moreover  he  called  for  a 
famine  upon  the  land :  he  brake 
the  whole  staff  of  bread. 

1 7  He  sent  a  man  before  tiiem, 
even  Joseph,  who  was  sold  for 
a  servant : 

18  Whose  feet  they  hurt  with 
fetters :  he  was  laid  in  iron : 

19  Until  the  timethat  his  word 
came:  the  word  of  the  Lord 
tried  him. 

20  The  king  sent  and  loosed 
him;  even  the  ruler  of  the  peo- 
ple, and  let  him  go  free. 

21  He  made  him  lord  of  his 
house,  and  ruler  of  all  his  sub- 
stance: 

22  To  bind  his  princes  at  his 
pleasure;  and  teach  his  sena- 
tors wisdom. 

23  Israel  alsocameinto  Egjrpt ; 
and  Jacob  sojourned  in  iiie  land 
of  Ham. 

24  And  he  increased  his  peo- 
ple greatly;  and  made  them 
stronger  than  their  enemies* 

25  He  tamed  their  heart  to 
hate  his  pe(qile,todealsabtilely 
with  his  servants. 

26  He  sent  Moses  his  servant; 
€md  Aaxon  whom  he  had  cho- 
sen. 

27  They  sherwed   bis   signs 
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among  them,  and  wonders  in 
the  land  of  Ham. 

28  He  sent  darkness,  and 
made  it  dark;  and  they  rebel- 
led not  against  his  word. 

29  He  turned  their  waters  in- 
to blood,  and  slew  their  fish. 

30  Their  land  brought  forth 
frogs  in  abundance,  in  the 
chambers  of  their  kings. 

31  He  spake,  and  there  came 
divers  sorts  of  flies,  and  lice  in 
all  their  coasts. 

32  He  gave  them  hail  for  rain^ 
and  flaming  fire  in  their  land. 

33  He  smote  their  vines  also 
and  their  fig  trees ;  and  brake 
the  trees  of  their  coasts. 

84  He  spake,  and  the  locusts 
came,  and  caterpillars,  and  that 
without  number, 

Z,5  And  did  eat  up  all  the  herbs 
in  their  land,  and  devoured  the 
fruit  of  their  ground. 

36  He  smote  also  all  the  first- 
bom  in  their  land,  tiie  chief  of 
all  their  strength. 

37  He  brought  them  forth  also 
with  silver  and  gold:  and  there 
vmsnoionQie^le person  among 
their  tribes. 

38  Egypt  was  glad  wh^i  they 
departed :  for  the  fear  of  them 
feu  upon  them. 

39  He  spread  a  cloud  for  a 
covering;  and  fire  to  give  light 
in  the  night. 

40  The  people  asked,  and  he 
brought  quails,  and  satisfied 
them  with  the  bread  of  heaven. 

41  He  opened  the  rock,  and 
the  waters  gushed  out;  they  ran 
in  the  dry  places  like  a  river. 

42  For  he  remembered  his 
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holy  promise,  and  Abraham  his 
servant. 

43  And  he  brought  forth  his 
people  with  joy,  and  his  chosen 
with  gladness : 

44  And  gave  them  the  lands 
of  the  heathen :  and  they  in- 
herited the  labour  of  the  peo- 
ple; 

45  That  they  might  observe 
his  statutes,  and  keep  his  laws. 
Praise  ye  the  Lord. 

PSALM  CVI. 

I  The  ptalmist  exhorteth  to  praiu  God.  4  He 
detireth  to  thare  in  his  peopUe  joy.  *J  The 
Btory  of  the  peoples  rebellion,  and  Oodt  mer- 
cy. 47  He  eondudeth  vv^ prayer  and  praiee. 

PRAISE  ye  the  Lorn  Oh 
give  thanks  unto  the  Lord  ; 
for  he  is  good:  for  his  mercy 
endureth  for  ever. 

2  Who  can  utter  the  mighty 
acts  of  the  Lord?  who  can 
shew  forth  all  his  praise? 

3  Blessed  are  they  that  keep 
judgment,  arid  he  that  doeth 
righteousness  at  all  times. 

4  Remember  me,  O  Lord, 
with  the  favour  that  thou  bear- 
est  unto  thy  people :  oh  visit  me 
with  thy  salvation ; 

5  That  I  may  see  the  good  of 
thy  chosen,  that  I  nmy  rejoice 
in  the  gladness  of  thy  nation, 
\hat  I  may  glory  with  thine  in- 
heritance. 

6  We  have  sinned  with  our  fa- 
thers, we  have  committed  ini- 
quity, we  have  done  wickedly. 

7  Our  fathers  understood  not 
thy  wonders  in  Egypt;  they 
remembered  not  the  multitude 
of  thy  mercies ;  but  provoked 
him  at  the  sea,  even  at  the  Bed 
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8  Nevertheless  he  saved  them 
for  his  name's  sake,  that  he 
might  make  his  mighty  power 
to  be  known. 

9  He  rebuked  the  Red  sea  also, 
and  it  was  dried  up :  so  he  led 
them  through  the  depths,  as 
through  the  wildemess. 

10  And  he  saved  them  from 
the  hand  of  him  that  hated 
thenty  and  redeemed  them  from 
the  hand  of  the  enemy. 

11  And  the  waters  covered 
their  enemies:  there  was  not 
one  of  them  left. 

12  Then  believed  they  his 
words;  they  sang  his  praise. 

13  They  soon  forgat  his  works ; 
they  waited  not  for  his  counsel : 

14  But  lusted  exceedingly  in 
the  wildemess,  and  tempted 
God  in  the  desert. 

15  And  he  gave  them  their  re- 
quest; but  sent  leanness  into 
tiieir  soul. 

16  They  envied  Moses  also  in 
the  camp,  and  A^ron  the  saint 
of  the  Lord. 

1 7  The  earth  opened  and  swal- 
lowed up  Bathan,  and  covered 
the  company  of  Abiram. 

18  And  a  fire  was  kindled  in 
their  company;  the  flame  burn- 
ed up  the  wicked. 

19  They  made  a  calf  in  Ho* 
reb,  and  worshipped  the  molten 
image. 

20  Thus  they  changed  their 
glory  into  the  similitude  of  an 
ox  Ihat  eateth  grass. 

21  They  forgat  God  their  sav- 
iour, which  had  done  great 
thin^  in  Egypt; 

22  Wondrous  works  in  the 
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land  of  Ham,  anc?  terrible  things 
by  the  Red  sea. 

23  Therefore  he  said  that  he 
would  destroy  them,  had  not 
Moses  his  chosen  stood  before 
him  in  the  breach,  to  turn  away 
his  wrath,  lest  he  should  destroy 
them. 

24  Yea,  they  despised  the 
pleasant  land,  they  believed  not 
his  word : 

25  But  murmured  in  their 
tents,  and  hearkened  not  unto 
the  voice  of  the  Lord. 

26  Therefore  he  lifted  up  his 
hand  against  them,  to  overthrow 
them  in  the  wildemess : 

27  To  overthrow  their  seed 
also  among  the  nations,  and  to 
scatter  them  in  the  lands. 

28  They  joined  themselves 
also  unto  Baal-peor,  and  ate  the 
sacrifices  of  the  dead. 

29  Thus  they  provoked  him 
to  anger  with  their  inventions: 
and  the  plague  brake  in  upon 
them. 

30  Then  stood  up  Phinehas, 
and  executed  judgment:  and 
so  the  plague  was  stayed. 

3 1  And  that  was  counted  unto 
him  for  righteousness  unto  all 
generations  for  evermore. 

32  They  angered  him  also  at 
the  waters  of  strife,  so  that  it 
went  ill  with  Moses  for  their 
sakes: 

83  Because  they  provoked  his 
spirit,  so  that  he  spake  unad-. 
visedly  with  his  lips. 

34  They  did  not  destroy  the 
nations,  concerning  whom  the 
Lord  conounanded  them : 

35  But  were  mingled  among 


the  heathen,  and  learned  their 
works. 

36  And  theyserved  theiridols : 
which  were  a  snare  unto  them. 

37  Yea,  they  sacrificed  their 
sons  and  their  daughters  unto 
devils, 

38  And  shed  innocent  blood, 
even  the  blood  of  their  sons  and 
of  their  daughters,  whom  they 
sacrificed  unto  the  idols  of  Ca- 
naan: and  the  land  was  pol- 
luted with  blood, 

39  Thus  were  they  defiled 
with  their  own  works,  and  went 
a  whoring  with  their  own  in- 
ventions. 

40  Therefore  was  the  wrath  of 
the  Lord  kindled  against  his 
people,  insomuch  that  he  ab- 
horred his  own  inheritance. 

41  And  he  gave  them  into  the 
hand  of  the  heathen ;  and  they 
that  hated  them  ruled  over 
them. 

42  Their  enemies  also  op- 
pressed  them,  and  they  were 
brought  into  subjection  tuider 
their  hand. 

43  Many  times  did  he  deliver 
them  ;  but  they  provoked  him 
with  their  counsel,  and  were 
brought  low  for  their  iniquity. 

44  Nevertheless  he  regarded 
their  affliction,  when  he  heard 
their  cry : 

45  And  he  remembered  for 
them  his  covenant,  and  repent- 
ed  according  to  the  multitude 
of  his  mercies. 

46  He  made  them  also  to  be 
pitied  of  all  those  that  carried 
them  captives. 

47  Save  us,  O  Lord  our  God, 
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Exhortation

and  gather  us  from  among  the 
heathen,  to  give  thanks  unto 
thy  holy  name,  and  to  triumph 
in  thy  praise. 

48  Blessed  he  the  Lord  GoA. 
of  Israel  from  everlasting  to 
everlasting:  and  let  all  the 
people  say,  Amen.  Praise  ye 
the  LoKD.

1  The  psalmist  txhorteth  the  redeemed^  in  prah- 
ing  Ood,  to  observe  his  mani/M  promdenee, 
4  over  travellers,  10  omr  captives^  17  over 
tick  men,  23  over  seamen,  88  and  over  men 
ffi  other  situations  of  life, 

OH  give  thanks  unto  the 
Lord,  for  he  is  good :  for 
his  mercy  endureth  for  ever. 

2  Let  the  redeemed  of  the 
Lord  say  so,  whom  he  hath 
redeemed  from  the  hand  of  the 
enemy; 

3  And  gathered  them  out  of 
the  lands,  from  the  east,  and 
from  the  west,  from  the  north, 
and  from  the  south. 

4  They  wandered  in  the  wil- 
derness in  a  solitary  way ;  they 
found  no  city  to  dwell  in. 

5  Hungry  and  thirsty,  their 
floul  fainted  in  them. 

6  Then  they  cried  unto  the 
Lord  in  their  trouble,  and  he 
delivered  them  out  of  their  dis- 
tresses. 

7  And  he  led  them  forth  by 
the  right  way,  that  they  might 
go  to  a  city  of  habitation. 

8  Oh  that  men  would  praise 
the  Lord  for  his  goodness,  and 
for  his  wonderful  works  to  the 
children  of  men ! 

9  For  he  satisfieth  the  long- 
ing soul,  and  fiUeth  the  hungry 
soul  with  goodness. 
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10  Such  as  sit  in  darkness  and 
in  the  shadow  of  death,  being 
bound  in  aMction  and  iron ; 

11  Because  they  rebelled 
against  the  words  of  God,  and' 
contemned  the  counsel  of  tiie 
Most  High : 

12  Therefore  he  brought  down 
their  heart  with  labour;  they 
fell  down,  and  there  was  none 
to  help. 

13  Then  they  cried  unto  the 
Lord  in  their  trouble,  and  he 
saved  them  out  of  tiaeir  dis- 
tresses. 

14  He  teought  them  out  of 
darkness  and  the  shadow  of 
death,  and  brake  their  bands 
in  sunder. 

15  Oh  that  men  would  praise 
the  Lord  for  his  goodness,  fyad 
for  his  wonderful  works  to  the 
children  of  men ! 

16  For  he  hath  broken  the 
gates  of  brass,  and  cut  the  bars 
of  iron  in  sunder. 

17  Fools,  because  of  tiieir 
transgression,  and  because  of 
their  iniquities,  are  afflid;ed. 

18  Their  soul  abhorreth  all 
manner  of  meat;  and  they 
draw  near  unto  tiie  gates  of 
death. 

19  Then  they  cry  tmto  the 
Lord  in  their  trouble,  and  he 
saveth  them  out  of  iheir  dis- 
tresses. 

20  He  sent  hk  word,  and 
healed  them,  and  delivered 
them  from  their  destructions. 

21  Oh  that  men  would  praise 
the  Lord /or  his  goodness,  and 
for  his  wonderful  works  to  the 
children  of  men !

22  And  let  them  sacrifice  the 
sacrifices  of  thanksgiying,  and 
declare  his  works  with  rejoicing. 

23  They  that  go  down  to  the 
sea  in  ships^  that  do  business  in 
great  waters; 

24  These  see  the  works  of 
the  LoRDy  and  his  wonders  in 
the  deep. 

25  For  he  commandeth,  and 
raiseth  the  stormy  wind,  which 
lifteth  up  the  waves  thereof. 

26  They  mount  up  to  the 
heayen^  they  go  down  again 
to  the  depths:  their  soul  is 
melted  because  of  trouble. 

27  They  reel  to  and  fro^  and 
stagger  like  a  drunken  man, 
and  are  at  their  wit's  end. 

28  Then  they  cry  unto  the 
Lord  in  their  trouble,  and  he 
bringeth  them  out  of  their  dis- 


29  He  maketh  the  storm  a 
calm,  so  that  the  waves  there- 
of are  still. 

30  Th^a  are  they  glad  be- 
cause they  be  quiet;  so  he 
bringeth  them  unto  their  de- 
sired haven* 

31  Oh  that  men  would  praise 
the  LoRn  for  his  goodness^  and 
for  his  wonderful  works  to  the 
children  of  men ! 

32  Let  them  exalt  him  also  in 
the  congregation  of  the  people, 
and  praise  him  in  the  assembly 
of  the  elders. 

33  He  tumeth  rivers  into  a 
wilderness,  and  the  water- 
springs  into  dry  ground ; 

34  A.  fruitiul  land  into  bar- 
renness^ for  the  wickedness  of 
them  that  dwell  therein. 


35  He  turneth  the  wilderness 
into  a  standing  water,  and  dry 
ground  into  watersprings. 

36  And  there  he  maketh  the 
hungry  to  dwell,  that  they  may 
prepare  a  city  for  habitation; 

37  And  sow  the  fields,  and 
plant  vineyards,  which  may 
yield  fruits  of  increase. 

38  He  blesseth  them  also,  so 
that  they  are  multiplied  great- 
ly;  and  suflfereth  not  their  cat- 
tle to  decrease. 

39  Again,  they  are  minished 
and  brought  low  through  op- 
pression, edSiction,  and  sorrow. 

40  He  poureth  contempt  upon 
princes,  and  causeth  them  to 
wander  in  the  wilderness,  where 
there  is  no  way. 

41  Yet  setteih  he  the  poor  on 
high  from  affliction,  and  mak- 
eth him  families  like  a  flock. 

42  The  righteous  shall  see  it, 
and  rejoice :  and  all  iniquity 
shall  stq>  her  mouth. 

43  Whoso  is  wise,  and  wiU 
observe  these  things,  even  they 
shall  understand  the  loving- 
kindness  of  the  Lord.

4  He  telleth  the  number  of 
the  stars  ;  he  calleth  them  all 
by  their  names. 

5  Great  is  our  Lord,  and  of 
great  power:  his  imderstand- 
ing  is  infinite. 

6  The  LoED  lifleth  up  the 
meek :  he  casteth  the  wicked 
down  to  the  ground. 

7  Sing  unto  the  Lord  with 
thanksgiving ;  sing  praise  up- 
on the  harp  unto  our  God  ; 

8  Who  covereth  the  heaven 
with  clouds,  who  pr^areth  rain 
for  the  earth,  who  maketh  grass 
to  grow  upon  the  mountains. 

9  He  giveth  to  the  beast  his 
food,  and  to  the  young  ravens 
which  cry. 

10  He  delighteth  not  in  the 
strength  of  the  horse:  he  ta- 
keth  not  pleasure  in  the  legs 
of  a  man.

18  He  sendeth  out  his  word, 
and  melteth  them :  he  causeth 
his  wind  to  blow,  and  the  wa-

19  He  sheweth  his  word  unto 
Jacob,  his  statutes  and  his  judg- 
ments unto  Israel. 

20  He  hath  not  dealt  so  with 
any  nation:  and  £»/or At$  judg- 
mentSy  they  have  not  known 
them.  Praise  ye  the  Lord.

11  Kings  of  the  earth,  and  all 
people ;  princes,  and  all  judges 
of  the  earth : 

12  Both youngmen,  and  maid- 
ens ;  old  men,  and  children : 

13  Let  them  praise  the  name 
of  the  Lord:  for  his  name  alone 
is  excellent ;  his  glory  is  above 
the  earth  and  heaven. 

14  He  also  exalteth  the  horn 
of  his  people,  the  praise  of  all 
his  saints ;  even  of  the  child- 
ren of  Israel,  a  people  near  unto 
him.

8  To  bind  their  kings  with 
chains,  and  their  nobles  with 
fetters  of  iron ; 

9  To  execute  upon  them  the 
judgment  written :  this  honouT 
have  all  his  saints*  Praise  ye 
the  Lord.
